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Gentlemen of the City Council: — 

We meet to-day under very favorable circum- 
stances. Another year of prosperity has passed, 
and we commence the sixty-sixth year of our city 
government with a more remarkable growth and 
development than in any previous year in our his- 
tory. It appears to me that we have entered 
upon an era of great prosperity. Our capitalists 
take more interest in developing the city, and in 
making improvements at home, than in investing 
their money in outside speculations. Population 
has rapidly increased in the suburbs, store prop- 
erty has largely increased in the city proper, 
dwelling-houses have sprung up as if by magic, 
new and magnificent avenues have been laid out, 
our park system has made a great advance to- 
wards completion, and in no year, for a long time, 
has labor of all kinds been so fully employed, 
while taxation has been far below the average 
for a series of years. 

We have good cause to rejoice, and our Thanks- 


giving should have been one of universal praise 
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to the Almighty for blessings and favors con- 
ferred. Our Christmas should have been one of 
peace and good-will to all mankind. Our New 
Year should be full of bright hopes and visions 
of the future greatness of our city. But, with 
all this prosperity and progress, some portion of 
our people are not happy, and imagine corruption 
in the present, and nothing but evil in the future, 
to our State, to our city, and to our schools. I 
sympathize with them, and regret that they com- 
mence the year 1888 with such sad misgivings 
and forebodings,—that, in their opinion, a large 
portion of our citizens are not up to their high 
standard of propriety and perfection; but, not- 
withstanding these shortcomings on the part of the 
majority, we should all have an abiding faith that 
the great virtues of the minority will save the city. 

The pessimist is about, never satisfied, always 
complaining, and imagining all kinds of evils in 
the future. The partisan politician has had _ his 
usual talk about corruption and dishonesty | in 
city departments. The cultured City of Boston 
—with her great institutions of learning, and her 
proud position among the cities of the country — 
according to this authority is run by corrupt 
political rings, machines, and bosses that are 


driving us headlong to destruction. 
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Having been elected for the fourth time, and 
sustained and endorsed by a very flattering vote, 
I think I can speak with authority about our city 
government, and I have no hesitation in saying 


that for three years it has been conducted on a 
BUSINESS AND NON-PARTISAN BASIS 3 


that every department has been run on strict 
business principles ; that economy has been closely 
practised ; that the laws and ordinances have been 
enforced to the letter; that civil service and non- 
partisanship have prevailed not only in relation 
to contracts, the employment of labor, but in all 
the minor details that go to make up the work 
in the departments. This is the record, and _ it 
cannot be denied. ‘Taxation has been lower in 
1885, 1886, and 1887 than in any three previous 
years for a long time, and more work has been 
done for a much smaller sum of money. The 
records of the departments will sustain this state- 
ment. JI might refer more particularly to the 
work of the heads of departments, Democrats 
and Republicans alike, about equally divided in 
responsibility and authority, but it would occupy 
too much space. I repeat emphatically that, so 


far as their relations with the executive are 
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concerned, and the system of doing business, 
that the 


GOVERNMENT OF BOSTON IS NON-PARTISAN. 


The new charter gives these heads of depart- 
ments considerable power, and they are accountable 
for the proper discharge of their duties to the 
Mayor. I have no hesitation, after following their 
work very closely for three years, in pronouncing 
the charges of corruption against them as base 
and contemptible calumnies, mdde by men who 
have no sense of honor, or decency, or manhood, 
— pests on the body politic. When cultivated 
Boston infuses such a malignant and vindictive 
partisan spirit into a canvass for municipal officers, 
it is not surprising that well-known citizens are 
unwilling to accept nominations or place them- 
selves in a position to be attacked by such 


slanderers.

NEW LOANS—LIMIT OF INDEBTEDNESS. 


The new loans made during the year have been 
authorized by the Legislature, outside the limit of 
indebtedness. I do not believe in this kind of 
legislation, — making a law to-day and breaking it 
to-morrow. The Legislature of 1885 was asked by 
me to reduce the city’s limit of indebtedness from 
3 to 25 per cent. on valuation. This was a reduc- 
tion of about $3,500,000, and that limit should 
have been allowed to run on for at least ten 
years; but a condition was also put in the Act, 
that in a year and a half, on the Ist of January, 
1887, the limit should again be reduced to 2 per 
cent. This was never asked for by the Mayor, the 
City Council, or by any one connected with the city 
government, or by one who had any knowledge 
of our financial condition. It was hasty legislation, 


and, like all such legislation, was more or less em- 
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barrassing. I do not consider it prudent or wise 
legislation to hamper a great and growing city so 
that many improvements demanded by our business 
interests, as well as the demands from the resi- 
dential portions of our city, cannot be met to a 
reasonable extent. Boston, however, can stand 
almost any kind of legislation the State forces 
upon us, and we are gradually working out of the 
embarrassments in consequence of the 2 per cent. 
limit. On the 3lst of December we exceeded the 
limit $1,168,218.12. On the Ist of January, with 
the increased average valuations for five years, 
the estimated excess is about $850,000, and we 
shall soon be able to borrow money, even at a 
2 per cent. limit. I do not hesitate to repeat what 
I said last year, and “believe it is wise, occasion- 
ally, to go down to hard-pan, and be placed in a 
position where no more money can be_ borrowed 
for the time being, especially as relief is not far 
off, on account of our growth and increased valua- 
tions. I do not propose to go to the Legislature 
to ask for any change in the 2 per cent. limit, 
and I do not believe the City Council ought to 
ask for any such change.” I repeat, that we 
can live for a short time longer with the 2 per 
cent. limit, and, after that, it will be an ample 


margin. 


_-, 
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It should also be remembered that the annual 
instalment of $500,000 for the completion of our 
parks, and what additional money is wanted for 
the completion of our court-house, can be borrowed 
outside our limit, as authorized by the Legisla- 
ture. Beyond these public works, I see no ne- 
cessity for borrowing any considerable amount of 
money. I am satisfied that there is a_ deter- 
mined effort on the part of some to break down 
our tax and debt limit, and all good citizens 
should resist this movement. After the present 
year I am satisfied we will be all right, with an 
ample margin in both. In the next six years 
there is over $15,000,000 indebtedness coming due, 
with ample funds in the treasury to meet all 
demands. 

The pay-as-you-go policy holds good when 
applied to general work in the departments; but 
I am still satisfied that permanent and_ costly 
improvements, of greater benefit to the next 
generation than to the present, should be made 
on loans of thirty or fifty years. When money 
can be borrowed at 4 per cent. or less, it is far 
more economical to do that class of work in that 


way. The loans made during the year, it. will

TAXATION — FINANCE. 


For three years past our citizens have enjoyed 
a very low and uniform rate of taxation, as the 
following comparison with the previous three 


years will show: —

or an average reduction in the tax-rate of $2.57 
on a thousand. ‘The average valuation during 


the three years has been, in round numbers, 
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$714,608,000, and the annual tax-levy about 
$1,836,000 less than if the three years’ previous 
rate had been continued. This, in round num- 
bers, would amount to about $5,500,000 for the 
three years. 

The increase in taxation in 1887 over 1886 
was almost entirely due to an increased State 
and County tax of fifty-two cents on a thousand, 
for which the city is not responsible. If this 
advance had not taken place the tax-rate this 
year would have been $12.88. This record can- 
not be surpassed. It compares more than favor- 
ably with any previous administration of late 
years, and is especially recommended to the con- 
sideration of those who are constantly talking 
about corruption, extravagance, and waste, which 
exists wholly in their imagination. I believe the 
great mass of our citizens appreciates the work 
done, and are satisfied. 

The Act of Legislature approved April 17, 
1885, entitled “ An Act to limit the municipal debt 
of, and the rate of taxation in, the city of 
Boston,” has had another year of trial. Having 
given the subject careful attention, I still adhere 
to the views that I have heretofore expressed, — 
that the rate of taxation 1s high enough to do all 


the necessary work of the municipality. L wish 
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to make this as emphatic as language can express 
it, because IT am aware of the underhand work 
that as going on to break wt down, and the efforts 
that have been made to delude the taxpayers on 
this povnt. 

During the past three years extensive public 
improvements have been in progress. A new 
and expensive court-house is being erected; a new 
and expensive public library has been commenced; 
a new and much wanted high-service water- 
supply has been completed; costly school-houses 
have been built; new homes for the poor have 
been established; our park system has called for 
large expenditures, so as to complete it in our 
day and generation; new and expensive boule- 
vards have been laid out and well advanced to 
completion; our water-supply has been improved 
and enlarged at a great expense; we have in- 
creased the pay of our police and our firemen, 
who risk their lives for our safety; we have 
recognized our mechanics and laborers as men, 
not as mere “beasts of burden,” as some would 
insist, and during the summer months have al- 
lowed them a Saturday half-holiday for recrea- 
tion and pleasure; we have paid the highest 
prices to our workmen, and have received in 


return the best service; our schools have been 
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well looked after, and every expense has been 
incurred that would increase their usefulness. The 
record is a good one, and will bear investigation. 
It brands the slanderers of our city who are con- 
tinually talking of waste, extravagance, and cor- 
ruption, with misrepresentation. An average tax- 
rate for three years of $12.96 on a thousand, 
against $15.53 on a thousand for the previous 
three years, is a record of which the legislative 
branch, the executive, and every head of a de- 


partment, have reason to be proud. 


THE CITY TREASURER’S DEPARTMENT. 


The suits of the National Banks of this city 
for the recovery of the taxes specially assessed 
by State law, and annually paid by them under 
protest since 1885, still remain unsettled. It was 
hoped, however, that in consequence of the deci- 
sions already made by the United States Courts 
in other parts of the Union, bearing unfavorably 
upon the banks in cases analogous to theirs, that 
they would not again protest the payment of the 
tax assessed upon them for 1887; but forty-seven 
of them did so, and City Treasurer Turner, in 
settlement of the account with the State, on 
December 9 last, paid the State Treasurer $548,- 
330.88 under protest, as authorized by the order 
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of the City Council. Twelve banks did not pro- 
test. 

The total amount of the National Bank tax in 
1885, 1886, and 1887, that has been paid to the 
State under protest, is $1,678,868.65, as follows: —

The amount received by the City Treasurer, 
for interest on bank deposits during the present 
financial year to Jan. 1, 1888, is $52,331.76, 
compared with $34,244.79 received during the 
same period 1886-1887. 
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The weekly-payment system of all the laborers 
employed by the city, and other employés who 
desired their pay weekly, inaugurated in July, 
1886, is now working admirably, and to the satis- 
faction of all parties. 

It is still my belief, as before expressed, that 
with the prompt payment of the employés, the 
assignment of wages should be prohibited, and 
the trustee process abolished, and that legislation 


should be obtained to secure these needed objects. 


CITY OF BOSTON BONDS. 


The bonds of the city are as good security as 
any in the country; but very few of them are 
held by capitalists in this city, as they are sub- 
ject to State and municipal taxation, and, at the 
current rates, this would reduce the interest on 
them to very low figures. As a consequence, 
they are largely held outside the city, or by 
unknown parties. J am satisfied that a gen- 
eral law should be passed allowing the cities and 
towns of the Commonwealth to place their bonds 
on the market free from taxation. If this is done 
our city bonds would become favorite investments 
with trustees and capitalists in the city and the 
State. On account of the tight money market 


for months past, we have found it difficult to 
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place a 3§ per cent. bond at par, when subject 
to a tax of $13.40 on a thousand. The city 
of New York, on the contrary, has found no 
trouble in placing their bonds at about 3 per 
cent. with savings- banks and trustees, as they 
are not subject to taxation; but New York banks 
cannot legally invest in our bonds. The income 
received from the taxation of bonds is small, and 
it would be a great relief to the financial depart- 
ment of the city if they could be placed upon 
the market free from tax. I would respectfully 
suggest that the City Council petition the Legis- 
lature for such a change, and I am satisfied that 
other cities in the State will unite with us in 


bringing it about. 


THE VALUATION OF PROPERTY. 


In the valuation of property there has been a 
considerable increase; but this is not surprising 
when we consider the large number of new build- 
ings erected, the store property that has been 
increased and improved, and the rapid growth 
of our suburbs. ‘The increase in valuation over 
1886 was $29,667,000 real, and $7,336,500 per- 
sonal, property. A glance at the valuation of 
property for a series of years shows very remark- 


able changes and fluctuations. The total valua- 
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tion in 1887 was $747,624,900. The highest 
valuation was in 1874, of $798,755,050. This 
is a depreciation of $51,130,150, as compared 
with the valuation thirteen years ago,—a_ fall- 
ing off of $7,029,850 in real, and $44,100,500 in 
personal, property. This is a remarkable state- 
ment, for during these years the city has grown 
rapidly in population and wealth. The tax on 
the high valuation of 1874 was $15.60 on a 
thousand ; the tax on the low valuation of 1887 
was $13.40,—several million dollars less expendi- 
ture than in 1874; but the press of that year 
do not record indignation meetings on account 
of excessive valuation and excessive taxation, such 
as has been recorded recently. 

In a certain business section of the city, where 
values were evidently fixed at low figures for a 
series of years, the assessor had the courage to 
advance the rates to meet the improved con- 
dition of the real-estate market. It was a radi- 
cal change, and should have been more gradual; 
but it was sustained by his associates in the 
Board, all of whom were under oath to assess 
property at its real market value. I am satisfied 
that the assessors were right, and that the true 
market value of the property was not overstated 


by them. The assessment of property is an im- 
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portant work, and should be done faithfully and 
fearlessly. Hrrors sometimes may occur, and 
should be adjusted without hesitation; but when 
values are once fixed on a fair basis, they should 
not be changed by pressure from any quarter. 
The most boldfaced attempt at intimidation 
occurred during the year. An indignation meet- 
ing was called by a few business men who 
thought they had a grievance, assisted by a few 
political cranks and disappointed politicians, and 
by this unworthy means an attempt was made 
to force the assessors to make abatements in 
their favor, instead of resorting to the legal 
and proper methods, which were within their 
reach. | 
The city is to be congratulated that it has 
a Board of Assessors, independent and _ fearless, 
who cannot be influenced in the performance of 
their duty by any such course. The time selected, 
just before an exciting election, was well chosen 
to operate on a department of the city govern- 
ment; but the firmness and intelligence of the 
assessors were equal to the emergency. Why 
should the property of the wealthy be taxed at 
about two-thirds its value, and the property of 
the poor at its full valuation? It should be the 


aim of our assessors’ department to give us true 
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and equal valuation, and thus ensure equal tax- 


ation all round. 


THE NEW CITY CHARTER.— ALDERMANIC DISTRICTS. 


The new city charter has now been in practi- 
cal operation for two years and a half, and, so 
far, has been a great financial gain to the city. 
The heads of departments, all of whom are ac- 
countable to the Mayor for the proper discharge 
of their duties, have been faithful in the perform- 
ance of their work, with few exceptions. When 
irregularities were found to exist in the Sewer 
Department the past year, the new charter ena- 
bled the Mayor to reorganize it at once. It is now 
under the control of a very competent engineer, 
who has had a large experience in other depart- 
ments of the city. 

The Mayor now has the power to remove heads 
of departments for cause satisfactory to him. His 
appointments must meet with approval and con- 
firmation of the Board of Aldermen. I consider 
this a weak point in our new city charter. The 
Mayor of the city, under any circumstances, has 
but a brief existence. Give him full power, and 
if he does not do his duty turn him out at the 
end of his term. The whole power of appoint- 


ments and removals, I am satisfied, should be 
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placed in his hands, and he should be held re- 
sponsible. Otherwise I would not recommend any 
change. All new and radical departures, such as 
our present city charter has brought about, should 
be allowed to run on, for some years at least, 
so that it will have a fair and impartial trial. 

The Act of 1884, Chapter 250, creating Alder- 
manic districts, has been tried and found wanting. 
It should be repealed at once, and without hesi- 
tation. It has not improved the tone or charac- 
ter of our city government. Men who have such 
extraordinary power as the Aldermen of the city 
should hold office only by the popular vote of all 
the citizens. The Act was conceived in a parti- 
san spirit, has failed to accomplish any good re- 
sults, and it should be blotted out. 


PREACHING ON THE COMMON. 


I deem it proper to call your attention to a 
matter which, I am satisfied, is not generally 
understood by the citizens of Boston, by many 
members of the City Council, and that is the 
ordinance concerning preaching on the Common. 
I have been abused and misrepresented about 
this ordinance. The pulpit and the religious 
press have denounced me as an enemy to civil 


and religious liberty, and a newspaper, with en- 
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gravings representing me as such, was distributed 
broadcast, throughout the city, for a week pre- 
vious to the recent election. My home was even 
invaded by these reptiles, and day after day the 
door-bell was rung and packages of these papers 
were left to annoy my family. It was _ printed 
by a religious publishing-house on Cornhill; but 
its free distribution was the work of unscrupu- 
lous and contemptible politicians. What are the 
facts of the case? 

Under the old charter, permits for preaching 
were granted by the Committee on Common, 
while under the new charter it is provided that 
they shall be issued by the Mayor. That is the 
only difference between the old and the new 
ordinance. 

On June 22, 1885, I transmitted to the City 
Council a communication which I had received 
from the Congregational ministers of Boston and 
vicinity, in which they prayed for the repeal of 
the ordinance requiring permits to preach “on 
the public grounds.” They said: — 

“We regard the ordinance forbidding preach- 
ing and other religious exercises on the Common 
and public grounds of this city to be inconsist- 
ent with true principles of civil and _ religious 


liberty, contrary to the spirit of our institutions, 
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and prejudicial to the best interests of the city, 
because opposed to the exercise of wholesome 
moral influences on a class of our population not 
otherwise reached.” 

This was a forcible appeal, and my impression 
was, at that time, that it would receive the 
favorable consideration of the City Council, — 
that the ordinance would ‘be repealed, and thus 
do away. with the heated discussions which it was 
causing. If an order was passed repealing the 
ordinance at that time it was well known that 
I would sign it. To my surprise the appeal of 
the Congregational ministers did not meet the 
approval of the Committee on Ordinances. 

Alderman Allen, from the committee, reported 
“that no action is necessary on the part of the 
City Council, the new charter having placed the 
matter under the control of the Mayor.” As 
a matter of fact, the Mayor of Boston cannot 
repeal ordinances. It is his duty to obey them, 
and to see that they are obeyed in letter and 
‘spirit. The repeal of an ordinance can only be 
done by a vote of the City Council. It will be 
seen, also, that the Congregational ministers did 
not ask for any change in the ordinance, but for 
its unconditional repeal, and this important point 


the committee did not even consider or refer to. 
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Ever since that time, although I have granted 
every permit asked for, and never refused any 
responsible applicant, the Mayor of Boston has 
been blamed for what the city government of 
1885 was responsible. 

The members of the Committee on Ordinances 
in 1885, who, by their action, refused to repeal 
the ordinance when requested so to do by the 


Congregational ministers, were: —

As many of these gentlemen—zin fact all, with 
two exceptions — were active partisans against me 
in the recent election, I hope there is no truth 
in the current report that they were also a party 
to the distribution of the scurrilous newspaper 


referred to. 
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As this matter is still being discussed by the 
public, the pulpit, and the religious press, and is 
giving rise to much unjust criticism of the 
executive branch of the government, I desire to 
say that if the City Council sees fit to abolish 
the ordinance referred to, it will meet with my 
approval now, as it would have met with my ap- 
proval and signature in 1885. I have no fear that 
the people of Boston, who might be induced to 
visit the Common and public grounds on the 
Lord’s day to hear religious instruction, will 
transgress the laws of order and propriety, or 
that a permit in the hands of a preacher is a 
necessity, even if such permit comes from the 
Mayor. The ordinance, however, as long as_ it 
stands, must be obeyed. 

Our public grounds have been well cared for 
during the year, when we consider the compara- 
tively small appropriation. The Superintendent is 
a man well qualified for the place, and the new 
greenhouse under his charge will enable him to 
make our public grounds, in the future, more 
beautiful than ever. ‘The department received 
but a comparatively small appropriation last year, 
and this has somewhat interfered with the work. 
It is remarkable that so much has been accom- 
plished. 
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The monument to the memory of Crispus 
Attucks, for which the State has appropriated 
$10,009, is now nearly completed. I understand 
the Governor of the State and the committee 
who have charge of the monument are desirous 
of placing it on the Common, near the West- 
street entrance. The location appears to me a 


very good one, and should be adopted. 


PUBLIC INSTITUTIONS. 


The trustees of Public Institutions have per- 
formed excellent work during the year, and 
deserve our thanks for such gratuitous services; 
but have the City Council ever considered the 
extent of this work, and the amount of time and 
labor required? Let me place the matter before 
fous). Under’ the ‘charge. of the Directors of 


Public Institutions are: — 


House of Reformation, Deer Island. 
Almshouse, Rainsford Island. 
Almshouse, Long Island. 

Lunatic Hospital, South Boston. 
House of Correction, South Boston. 
Marcella-street Home for Orphans. 
Lunatic Hospital, Austin Farm. 
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Almshouse, Charlestown District. 

Pauper expenses in State Institutions. 
Steamer J. Putnam Bradlee. 
Stone-cutting, Deer and Rainsford Islands. 
Employment of convict labor. 


The purchase of supplies. 


In the different institutions under the charge 
of the Directors some 4,000 people are provided 
for, at an expense of about $700,000 per year. 
If you refer to the Auditor’s Report you will 
find some eighteen pages of the details of this 
work. 

It is to be regretted that we have so large, 
expensive, and unfortunate a family to provide for ; 
but pauperism, insanity, and crime keep on at 
about an even pace with every increase in 
population. I believe the system of conducting 
these institutions requires change; but all move- 
ments in this line are met by statute law, and it 
would call for the work of a commission to 
look into the matter, and recommend the neces- 
sary changes. I am satisfied our system in rela- 
tion to drunkenness is entirely wrong, and that 
the management of our insane, and paupers, and 
criminals might be improved upon. 


There is one change that could be made at 
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once, and is within our reach. It is not to be 
expected that nine directors, each having their 
own private business to attend to, can perform 
the work demanded in the management of these 
institutions with that efficiency and economy 
which so large an expenditure of money demands. 
It appears to me that the Board of Directors 
ought to be abolished, and a paid commission of 
three appointed to take the entire charge and 
deyote their whole time to the work. I say 
three commissioners, although I believe in one 
head, as a general thing; but our institutions are 
scattered over so large a territory it seems to 
me it could be divided up to better advantage. 
This, however, would require an Act of Legisla- 
ture, which, no doubt, could be easily obtained. 
If this is not done, then the chairman of the 
Board ought to be paid a good salary, and required 
to give his whole time to the work. This can 
be done by ordinance, and is within our reach 
without any additional legislation. I believe it 
would be for the best interests of the city to 
make a change, and in recommending it to your 
favorable consideration I do not mean to reflect 
in the least on the present Board or on previous 


Boards. 
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THE NEW COURT—-HOUSE. 


Work upon the new Court-House building for 
this county has continued with vigor and regu- 
larity during the past year, the walls of the new 
structure having now reached the level of the 
second floor. 

The appropriation of $850,000, made in 1885, 
became exhausted early in the year, and the 
restrictions of the law relating to the mdebtedness 
of the city preventing the issuing of additional 
loans, the Committee of the Bar Association of 
Suffolk County on the subject of a new court- 
house made successful application to the Legis- 
lature for authority to be granted to the city to 
issue bonds for the construction and furnishing of 
the building to an amount not exceeding $2,500,- 
000. Following the passage of the Act granting 
this authority, the City Council authorized a loan 
of $800,000, making, with the premium on the 
bonds, the total appropriation for the new court- 
house, to this date, $1,658,000. Of this sum 
there has been paid, on account of material and 
construction, $407,778.72. Of the twenty-seven es- 
tates taken for the site, payment has been made 
for twenty-four, at a cost of $954,197.28, leaving 


a balance of the appropriation now ayailable of 
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$296,024. Contracts and expenditures for mate- 
rial and construction thus far made amount to 
$791,244.78. The appraised value of the estates 
unsettled for, and which are now in litigation, is 
$80,800. | 

It is probable that an additional appropriation 
will be required during the present municipal 
year. 

The statement made during the recent municipal 
campaign, by the press, that the new court-house 
would cost from $6,000,000 to $7,000,000, is pro- 
nounced, by the commissioners having the work 
in charge, to be entirely unfounded, as the con- 
tracts already made clearly indicate that the cost 
of the building can be kept within the limit of 
$2,500,000 fixed by the Legislature, in addition 
to the cost of the site. Reports have also been 
quite current, emanating from architects and 
builders, that this building would cost largely 
in excess of the appropriation; but our citizens 
generally will be pleased to know that the com- 


missioners intend to keep it within the limit of 
$2,500,000. 
THE NEW PUBLIC LIBRARY. 


This building, for some fifteen years looked 


upon as a_ great necessity, and for which the 
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City Council has already expended a large sum 
of money, has apparently made no progress. In 
my last Inaugural I noticed that the foundation 
had been laid, but during the present year not a 
stone has been added to it. The State appro- 
priated a large and desirable lot of land; the 
city added largely to this lot, at a considerable 
expense, and also appropriated $450,000 for the 
building. Of the latter amount, $368,834 still 
remain on hand. The lot is located on Dart- 
mouth street, contains 65,684 feet of land, and 
is worth at least $500,000. The location is one 
of the best in the city. 

It will be remembered that the last Legisla- 
ture placed the erection of the building in the 
hands of the trustees, and they have engaged a 
well-known and distinguished architect to prepare 
the plans. The work, I regret to say, makes 
very slow progress; but it is, perhaps, better to 
move slowly than make a mistake in the erection 
of a building that would not be satisfactory 
when completed. 

This new public library has been so long dis- 
cussed and expected, that the citizens of Boston 
look for an ideal structure, with an exterior attrac- 
tive to the eye, and the interior well adapted for 


the purposes for which it was intended; and some 
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time in the distant future we shall probably have. 
such a building. 

It is very evident to me that the appropria- 
tion made will not erect a structure even of the 
plainest kind, of the dimensions intended, and 
the City Council will be compelled to make a 
large addition to the amount already appropriated. 
It should be remembered, however, that Boston 
leads all other cities in the extent of her library 
system; and, even at the risk of being called 
extravagant, I believe that the new structure, 
both outside and inside, should be a monument 
to our intelligence and culture. It should be 
made, if possible, the most attractive building in 
Boston. ‘The present library covers a very valu- 
able piece of store property, and perhaps some 
disposition could be made of that lot to help to 


pay for the new building. 


THE STREETS OF THE CITY. 


The streets of our city have never been in 
such an impassable condition as during the past 
year, and our citizens have had good cause for 
complaint, although frequently unreasonable in 
their demands. It is not generally understood 
that eight members of the Board of Aldermen 


have almost the exclusive control of our streets, 
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and can do what they please with them as sur- 
veyors of highways. Permits have been granted 
to private corporations during the year that 
have made some of our business streets a_per- 
fect nuisance. Overhead wires are objectionable 
and unsightly, but they are looked after and paid 
for by the different companies who use them. 
Underground wires and conduits are likely to be 
found a greater nuisance, because the work ne- 
cessitates the continual disturbance of our streets, 
interferes with public travel, and will. be a source 
of great expense to the city. ‘There is no gen- 
eral system about the way the work is done, 
each company occupying such portion of the 
street as is most convenient. A street once dis- 
turbed can never be replaced in as good con- 
dition as before, and the wires and other appara- 
tus placed underground involves constant repairs 
and constant street openings. 

I am satisfied that the work the past year is 
but the beginning. Applications to open our 
streets, and use them for private purposes, will 
continue to be made, and some legislation ought 
to be devised where corporations and individuals, 
who are granted such valuable franchises, should 
be compelled to pay for them. Our ordinances 


should be made more exacting, and your at- 
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tention is called to the recommendations of the 
Superintendent of Streets, in the Appendix. 

We want additional legislation and new ordi- 
nances to protect our streets, and also to protect 
our taxpayers, at whose cost, to a great extent, 
they are opened and disturbed. 

The large addition to our population in the 
suburbs, the demand for new streets, with the 
necessary work in the city proper, calls for a 
liberal appropriation to the Paving Department, 
say, at least, $1,000,000. The work of the year 
has been very satisfactory, and considerable has 


been done with a comparatively small appropriation. 


THE SEWER DEPARTMENT. 


In my last Inaugural I called attention to the 
great demand for sewers, caused by the rapid 
growth of our suburbs, the census of 1870 and 
1885 showing an increase in population of more 
than 100,000 inhabitants in fifteen years. This 
growth continues, and notwithstanding the expen- 
diture of upwards of $1,500,000 for sewers in three 
years, an amount far exceeding any previous three 
years in the history of the city, there are now on 
file, in the Sewer Department, petitions for sewers 
that would cost about $1,000,000 to build. 

Although the amount appropriated for the finan- 
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cial year was only $150,000, there has been ex- 
pended since the Ist of January, 1887, for sewers 
and repairs, $419,369.34, in part made up by spe- 
cial loans. It is evident that, for some years to 
come, the expenditures for sewers will have to be 
quite large, if the work in that department keeps 
pace with the growth of the city. Many of the 
old sewers in the city proper are in bad condition, 
— old wooden sewers, evidently built as necessity 
demanded, without regard to system or future 
wants,— and will have to be rebuilt. 

The Superintendent of Sewers has also charge 
of the Stony Brook Improvement. The work of 
diverting the channel of Stony Brook was com- 
menced just above the Tremont-street crossing of 
the Boston and Providence R.R., about the 10th 
day of October, 1887, and has been pushed rapidly, 
with the idea of stripping all the ledge which can 
be worked advantageously this winter, and placing 
the work in such a condition as to ensure its com- 
pletion by the fall of 1888. 

While this work is in progress it will be neces- 
sary for the Superintendent of Sewers, in an 
emergency, to resort to temporary measures to 
prevent any damage by overflows; but no appro- 
priation has been made for this purpose. This 


matter requires your early attention. 
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SEWER ASSESSMENTS. 


The amount of sewer assessments collected is 
small when we consider the large amount of 
money expended. While there is great pressure 
for sewers, there should also be a prompt re- 
turn to the Treasury of all legal assessments. 
The Board of Aldermen have charge of this 
matter to a great extent. All orders to build 
sewers must emanate from them, and all orders 
to levy assessments must also be inaugurated by 
them. The building of sewers is pressed upon 
the Aldermen by parties interested, but the same 
parties are very indifferent about the assessments 
after the work is done. 

To maintain our sewers costs about $150,000 
a year, and on this amount no assessment can 
be charged, but on all new sewers seventy-five 
per cent. of the cost is charged to parties bene- 
fited. It will be seen, by reference to table 
annexed, that the assessments collected during the 
past two financial years have been upwards of 
$200,000, and I understand the Sewer Depart- 
ment will haye about $400,000 to collect the 
coming year. ‘This is an important matter for 
the Board of Aldermen to look after, as_ they 


haye also the power to make abatements, and 
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it appears to me that abatements since the Ist 
of May last have been larger than usual. There 
should be no favoritism in this matter. 

It should be understood that when main sewers 
are built, to drain large areas, assessments cannot 
be collected until connecting sewers are com- 
pleted, and there is more or less delay in col- 
lections on this account; but there is no reason 
why, when the demand for sewers is so great, 
the income from that department should not be 
large for some years to come. 

The following table shows the assessments, abate- 


ments, and collections for a number of years: —

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THE, WATER-SUPPLY. 


The water-supply is about the best-paying in- 
vestment we have, and there is a steady demand 
for nearly all we can obtain. The work of the 
department has been very satisfactory the past 
year. Our high service has been enlarged and 
completed, extensive repairs have been made 
on old basins, and the purity of the supply has 
been better provided for. Notwithstanding the 
reduced rates early in the year the revenue has 
been ample to meet all demands, showing an in- 
crease of $42,754.85 for the year. It is under- 
stood that for the year 1888 the meter-rates will 
be modified so that the charge on the quarterly 
consumption in excess of one million cubic feet 
shall be eight cents per one hundred feet. 
Land has also been purchased for a new reser- 
voir. The loans issued for three years past show 
the extent of the additions that have been made, 
and amount to $2,091,200, as follows: —

THE FIRE DEPARTMENT. 


It will be seen, by the statement of the chair- 
man of the Board of Fire Commissioners, in the 
Appendix, that the department is in excellent 
condition, and that the city has been fortunate 
in exemption from destructive fires during the 
year. ‘The permanent force has been increased, 
new engine and ladder houses have been com- 
pleted, and harmony and good discipline have been 
maintained. ‘The department, J am satisfied, was 
never in better condition than at present. A 
new fire-boat has become a_ necessity, and _ this 
will cost about $45,000. 
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SURVEY OF VACANT LANDS. 


I need scarcely call attention to the fact that 
our suburbs are growing rapidly, and that it is 
important that our vacant lands should be laid 
out on some systematic plan. I have called atten- 
tion to this matter frequently, but nothing has, 
as yet, been done by the City Council. What 
is needed is a comprehensive plan of prospective 
streets and ways in the outlying sections of the 
city, so that, when building permits are applied 
for, the location of the building with reference to 
the proposed street can be accurately defined. | 

The City Surveyor, whose attention has been 
called to the matter, has prepared plans of pro- 
spective streets, which, it appears to me, would be 
well to adopt. If additional legislation is neces- 
sary, it should be obtained to enable the city 
to carry out such an arrangement. I am satisfied 
that land-owners will codperate with the city in 
this matter, and the work could now be done 


at a comparatively small expense. 


UNPRODUCTIVE CITY PROPERTY. 


In a special message to the City Council, in 


September last, I called attention to a large 
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amount of property now owned by the city 
which I believe ought to be sold, and the amount 
realized added to our sinking-funds. I doubt 
if the city has a right to hold land or buildings 
not wanted for city purposes. I would again 
recommend this matter to your favorable con- 
sideration. 

In the message referred to I stated that “there 
are sixty lots of land on Harrison avenue, Stough- 
ton, East Newton, Albany, and Dover streets, 
amounting to 123,021 feet, and valued at 
$135,677, which it is no-possible advantage for 
the city to hold. In fact, it is thought that so 
much land in that section owned by the city is 
a detriment to the growth of that section. If 
this property was in the hands of private parties 
it would be used largely for manufacturing pur- 
poses, and a source of income in the way of 
taxes, instead of being at present, to some ex- 
tent, a nuisance.” 

“In South Boston there are five lots of land 
on Second, Third, and N streets, quite desirable 
for building purposes, and if cut up into house- 
lots would meet with a ready sale. ‘There are 
111,770 feet of land in these lots, now valued at 
$51,679. There is a great demand for land in 


South Boston for small tenements for the work- 
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ing-classes, and, if the land was offered in lots, 
on easy terms of payment, it would attract the 
attention of those of comparatively small means 
who are anxious to secure a homestead.” 

“The property known as_ Wilson’s Hotel, 
Brighton, lately used by the Paving Department 
for a yard, but now given up, embracing a 
large building and 70,977 feet of land in the 
most desirable part of Brighton, should be dis- 
posed of. JI would advise that the building be 
sold and the property divided up into house-lots. 
There are also 160,880 feet of land at Cam- 
bridge street, Brighton, that could be divided 
up into house-lots and disposed of. All this 
Jand is well located, desirable for building pur- 
poses, and could be sold on easy terms of pay- 
ment. There are other lots of land in the hands 
of the Street Commissioners, in all valued at 
$415,161, and I respectfully submit the entire 
list for the consideration of the. City Council, 
with the recommendation that all such lots not 
wanted for city purposes now, or possibly in 
the future, be sold.”

THE PUBLIC SCHOOLS. 


The returns from our public schools show very 
creditable results, and our School Board continue 
to perform faithful work. The number of scholars 
last year was 62,259, of which 3,993 were con- 
nected with the evening schools. A generation 
ago, in 1857, the number of scholars was 24,7382. 
This shows that the growth of the system has 
been steady and sure. The cost per scholar in 
1857 was $13.71. The cost per scholar in 1887 
was $25.94. This is exclusive of school-houses, 
which, if added, would make the cost per scholar 
now some $30 per year. The highest cost per 
scholar was in 1874, when current expenses were 
$36.54 per head, or about $45 per head if cost 
of school-buildings were added. ‘These figures 
show a considerable reduction during the past 


thirteen years, and, at the same time, it is 
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generally admitted that our school system has 
been kept up to the highest possible standard. 

A large grammar school-house on Dudley street 
has been completed and opened during the year, 
and was immediately filled with 700 children. 
The building is one of the finest in the city, and, 
so far as light and ventilation are concerned, is 
very complete. 

There are three directions, it appears to me, 
in which the usefulness of our school system 
might be enhanced,—one by the extension of in- 
dustrial education in its various forms;  an- 
other by the adoption of kindergartens for the 
benefit of children old enough to stray away 
from home, but not old enough to be taken into 
the primary schools; and another in improving 
the sanitary condition of our older schools. The 
latter has become a necessity, and should be 
remedied. There is considerable to be done in 
this respect, and the work should go on until 
completed. 

The Horace Mann School-house is now in 
process of erection. Land has been purchased 
for a large grammar school-house at South Bos- 
ton and a high school at Roxbury. For these 
buildings $180,000 have been appropriated; but as 
they will cost about $300,000, an additional appro- 
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priation of $120,000 will have to be made before 
active work is commenced. It is not generally 
understood that the School Board not only select 
the location, but have the approval of the plans 
of every school-house now erected; and it is 
proper that they should. When 700 to 800 chil- 
dren are daily crowded in a building, that building 
should have every modern improvement, so far 
as heating, ventilation, sanitary conditions, and 
proper drainage are concerned. ‘The health of our 
children is as important as their mental training 
and culture. 

The Legislature of 1887 passed a mandatory 
statute, which says that, upon request of the 
School Board, the City of Boston shall forth- 
with establish a Truant School. I look upon this 
as a great necessity. The School Board have 
repeatedly called for it, and the work should be 
no longer delayed. 

I am satisfied that the high standard of our 
schools continues to be maintained, and that the 
work of our School Board has never been more 


harmonious or efficient. 


OUR PARK SYSTEM. 


By reference to the statement of the Park 


Commissioners, in the Appendix, it will be seen 
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that the work of completing our parks has made 
rapid progress during the year, and that no de- 
partment in our city is more faithfully attended 
to than by these unpaid Commissioners. I am 
still of opinion that they ought to be paid for 
their services, and recommend the matter to your 


favorable attention. 


CONCLUSION. - 


In conclusion, gentlemen of the City Council, 
it is a remarkable fact -that the result of the 
last election has placed in the Board of Alder- 
men eight Republicans, two Democrats, and two 
Independents, giving to the Republicans a large 
majority in the upper branch; while in the lower 
branch there are thirty-six Democrats, twenty- 
nine Republicans, and seven Independents, giving 
a majority in that branch to the Democrats. 
The Republican party will be held responsible 
for the action of the Aldermen, the Democratic 
party for the action of the Common Council, 
and, according to the spirit of the late canvass, 
I presume that the Mayor will be held responsible 
for the acts, sins, and omissions of both, be- 
sides his own shortcomings. I do not believe, 
however, that we ought to consider the com- 


plexion of the City Council from a partisan 
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stand-point. What is wanted is impartial legisla- 
tion, and impartial justice to all our citizens, and 
to all sections of the city, without regard to 
party. All appropriations of money should be 
carefully considered, and it will be my endeavor 
to see that such money shall be expended in the 
most economical manner. I hope and trust that 
your counsels will be harmonious, and that the 
year 1888 will be one of substantial prosperity. 

In relation to other departments, not particu- 
larly referred to, valuable information will be 


found in the Appendix.

Dear Sir, —In compliance with your request of Dec. 14, 
1887, for a brief statement of facts of the work done by the 
Sewer Department during the past year and its prospective 
wants, I would respectively submit that there have been built 
during the year 134 miles of sewers, 180 catch-basins, and 
3 complicated and expensive connections with the main-drain- 
age system, including overflows, and 1 automatic regulator ; 
also a great number of repairs. 

Although a large amount of work has been done we have 
run far behind the just demands made upon the department. 

Petitions for sewers, calling for the expenditure of nearly 
$1,000,000, are now on file for want of means. The fact that 
these sewers are petitioned for is the best evidence of their 
necessity. 

The rapid development of the outlying districts has occa- 
sioned a greater part of this demand, and, although to afford 
drainage for these districts calls for large expenditures of 
money, on account of the necessity of constructing a number 


of large main sewers, the returns due to increased valuation 
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warrant the investment, independent of the fact that it is 
generally conceded to be a necessity on sanitary grounds. 

Much has already been done in the way of devising a com- 
prehensive system of sewerage for these districts, and it is 
proposed during the winter months to prepare plans showing 
what is necessary for their full development. 

In the older and more populous part of the city many of 
the sewers are in bad condition, and should be rebuilt; most 
of them are wooden sewers, and were evidently built as 
necessity demanded, without any regard to system or future 
needs; but I would respectfully recommend that, before these 
repairs are made, some study be made of the advantages of 
subways, which should contain sewers, water and gas pipes, 
telegraph-wires, etc. The total expenditure for sewers and 
repairs this year is $419,369.34.

Dear Sir,— The Board of Fire Commissioners are happy 
to inform you that their department is in excellent working 
condition. ‘There is a high degree of efficiency in its member- 
ship, and the relations of commissioners, officers, and men are 


harmonious and cordial. The city has enjoyed great good- 
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fortune in its continued exemption from destructive fires, 
especially since the new official year came in, though the 
department has had to respond, since the Ist of May, to 
about 650 alarms. 

The department has been strengthened by making Engine 
Company 14 permanent, and by placing additional men in a - 
number of the small companies; and the Commissioners pro- 
pose to take further steps toward permanency by putting one 
or more call companies on a fully-paid basis the coming year. 
The need of a new fire-boat has already been made known 
to the City Council, and the amount which the Commission 
considers ‘necessary to cover all reasonable requirements in 
such a piece of apparatus is about $45,000. The new 
Ladder-house and the new Engine-house on Boylston street 
are now ready for occupancy, and the department will prob- 
ably accept and equip them in two or three weeks’ time. 
The new house in Charlestown, designed eventually to be 
used as both a Ladder and Engine house, -is ready for ac- 
ceptance. In a few months, perhaps by the opening of the 
new department year, a new Engine-house in Brighton, a new 
Ladder-house in Roslindale, and a new house for Engine 
No. 6, on Leverett street, will be completed. 

The appropriation for the department will be ample to 
cover all demands, including some new and approved appa- 
-ratus, unless heavy drafts, which the Commissioners cannot 
now foresee, should be made upon it.

Dear Str, — The following is a summary of the work of 


the City Engineer’s Department for the year 1887:— 


BRIDGES. 

Albany-street Bridge. — The work of rebuilding this bridge and 
its abutments has been completed, at an expense of $20,226.92. 

Boylston-street Bridge. —'The abutments for this bridge have 
been completed. The design and plans are nearly ready for 
the bridge to be advertised. 

Chelsea-street Bridge. — This bridge was damaged by a fire 
on September 7, and about 100 feet of it has been rebuilt 
above the piles. 

Congress-street and Mt. Washington-avenue Bridges. — An 
appropriation was made for repairing the water-ways of these 
bridges, on account of the proposed deepening of the channel 
by the United States Government. 

The work on Congress-street bridge has been done, but 
that on Mt. Washington-avenue bridge has not been done, 
because of the failure of the United States Government to 
pass the River and Harbor Bill. It is intended to deepen 
the channel to Federal-street bridge, and it will be necessary. 
to make the repairs before the dredging can be completed. 

Quincy-street Bridge. —'The New York & New England R.R. 
bridge over Quincy street is being rebuilt, the expense to be 


divided between the railroad company and the city. 


APPENDIX. 65 


Federal-street Bridge. —The recommendation made in former 
years, that this bridge be rebuilt, is renewed, as extensive 
temporary repairs will be necessary if the present bridge is 


to be kept in use another year. 


East Bosron FERRIES. 


An examination and report of the condition of the fixed 
property of the Ferry Department was made early in the year. 
Later, plans and specifications were made for rebuilding the 
slips at the East Boston landing of the South Ferry. This 


work is nearly finished, and will cost about $13,500. 


In GENERAL. 


Plans and specifications have been prepared for rebuilding 
the old wharf at Long Island; for repairing the Public-Garden 
bridge ; for rebuilding the new Paving-Department wharf, and 


for various minor matters. 


Main—DRAINAGE WORKS. 


The workings of the Main-Drainage Works have been sat- 
isfactory. 

A large amount of work has been done in removing from 
the sewers deposits of gravel and accumulations of grease, 
and the sewers are now clean and free from deposits. The 
machinery in the main and intercepting sewers has also been 
overhauled, and it is in good condition. 

At the pumping-station the pumping machinery is in good 
working condition, and the improved methods for handling the 
sludge have given good results. 

The regular tests of the Dorchester-bay tunnel have been 


made, and there is as yet no indication of its filling up; but 
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the pumps in the last shaft should be erected in the near 
future, so as to permit of an examination of the tunnel and 
of the iron-work in the shaft. 

At Moon Island the gate-hoisting machinery at the reservoir 
has been overhauled, and necessary repairs have been made 
on the wooden flume. The works are in good condition. 

During the year the Dorchester sewer has been connected 
with the main, and the South Boston intercepting sewer in 
Ninth street was extended to the corner of Sixth and Q 
streets. 

For the year the average amount of sewage pumped daily 
has been 48,627,935 gallons, an increase over that pumped last 
year of 7,627,935 gallons daily. 

Means should soon be provided for the extension of the 


main sewer towards the Brighton district. 


W ATER—W ORKS. 


The amount of work for the Water Board has been large, 
the following being among the more important items: — 

High-Service. — Fisher-Hill reservoir has been completed, 
and is now in service, and the new pumping-station will soon 
be in operation. 

Water-Mains.— Plans were made early in the season for an 
improvement of the East Boston supply. Contracts have been 
made for pipe, and about 6,000 feet of pipe laid; the work 
will be completed early next season. About 1,500 feet of the 
48-in. supply main for Chestnut-Hill reservoir has been relaid 
on account of the new location of Beacon street, near Corey 
Hill, in Brookline. 

The pipe-system of the city has been extended about 21 


miles, and 2 miles of old pipe replaced by larger mains. 
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Storage-Basins. — Plans were prepared for improving Lake 
Cochituate, and a portion of the work has been completed. 
Surveys and preliminary estimates have been made for a new 
storage-basin in the Sudbury valley, and considerable work has 
been done investigating proposed improvements in the dis- 
posal of the sewage of Framingham and Marlboro’. 

Plans and specifications have been prepared for a new sea- 
wall at Roxbury canal; rebuilding the pile pipe bridge at 
Chelsea bridge (North) for boilers, gates, ete.; for the High- 


Service works, and for various other miscellaneous works. 


PARKS. 


The work done for this department has been more exten- 
sive than for several years past, and has embraced the making 
of plans for the various engineering structures required, prep- 
aration of specifications, and inspection of structural work. 

Among the more important structures for which plans and 
specifications were made are the Marine Park iron pier, the 
Wood Island Park bridge-abutments, and the Agassiz Road 
bridge at the Back Bay.

Dear Sir, — At your request we herewith transmit a brief 
statement of the sanitary condition of the city and the work 
of the department for the past year. 

The death-rate for 1887, reckoned on a_ population § of 
400,000, which is below the actual number, will be between 
24 and 25 per 1,000. This is higher than the rate for 
1886, and higher than the average for the last ten years, 
the excess being due to several causes. Scarlet fever, ty- 
phoid fever, whooping-cough, and measles have each been 
more prevalent than usual. There has been less diphtheria, 
and but three cases of small-pox. There has been no ty- 
phus fever, yellow fever, or cholera. The deaths from 
measles, bronchitis, scarlet fever, feebleness of old age and 
infancy, apoplexy, and violence, for eleven months, exceed 
those of last year by 440. The unusual heat of the sum- 
mer and the unprecedented tearing up of our streets have 
been factors inimical to the health of our city during the 
year. The mortality from what is known as_ preventable 
causes has been lower in Boston for the last three years 
than for any previous consecutive three years, and far _ be- 
low the average rate in foreign or American large cities. 

House drainage and plumbing have been overhauled and 
repaired in all parts of the city. Over a thousand old 
. vaults have been abolished and _ water-closets substituted. 


Many old wells and cesspools have been done away with. 
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Filthy and sodden lands have been drained or filled to a 
higher and healthier grade. 

Many dwellings which had become, by reason of filth or 
want of care, unfit to live ‘in, have been vacated or made 
suitable for habitation. The school-houses have been reg- 
ularly inspected and their defects pointed out. Tenement- 
houses require, and have received, a large share of the atten- 
tion of the department; and although the change for the 
better is necessarily a slow one, yet the progress is sure and 
well marked. The baby-farms and lying-in hospitals have 
been visited frequently, and such supervision exercised over 
them as the law prescribes. The disinfecting corps has been 
kept active during the entire year; and more work has been 
done in this line than for any previous year. ‘The _prin- 
cipal streets have been sprinkled with a solution of  bichlo- 
ride of mercury almost daily throughout the summer. The 
disinfection of dwellings following contagious diseases, which 
the law requires of the householder, has been done _princi- 
pally by this department. 

The inspection of incoming vessels in quarantine has been 
conducted with care, and no case of developed disease or 
infected cargo has escaped detection by the port physician, 
so far as is known. The department for public bathing 
has been conducted within its appropriation, has been largely 
patronized, and is now being refitted for another season. 

The abattoir, public sanitary buildings, and cemeteries, 
under the care of the Board of Health, have been superin- 
tended, and managed economically and with the usual care. 

The need of buildings for the isolation of contagious dis- 
eases, and for the temporary care of mothers and small 


children who have been exposed and are inseparable from 


we 
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the sick ones, is an urgent one, and constitutes almost the 
only effectual means for the suppression of those diseases. 
This course has been pursued with small-pox for fifteen years 
with the most assuring results; and we urgently recommend 
that provision be made for similar care in other contagious 
diseases. We respectfully recommend that the Sewer Depart- 
ment be provided with the means necessary to extend the sew- 
ers into those districts which are now in great need of them. 

The efficiency of the Board of Health can be greatly im- 
proved by a larger appropriation of money for the abate- 
ment of nuisances. There are many times when work would be 
executed by the Board, with great saving of time and benefit 
to the people, if we had the money with which to do it. 

The appropriations for the last few years have not been 
sufficient for the work which might economically be done by 
the department.

Sir, — The valuation of the city, which determined the rate 
of taxation of the current year, was $747,642,275. The 
estimated value of the real estate was $547,171,175, and of 
the personal estate, $200,471,300. The gain in valuation over 
that of the preceding year was $37,021,140, equal to 5.2 per 


cent. The total amounts ordered to be raised for State, 
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County, and City purposes, for the years 1886 and 1887, 


were as follows: —

The advance of nearly 12 per cent. in the amount of money 
appropriated being met by a gain of only a little over 5 per 
cent. in the valuation caused an increase in the rate of taxation 
from $12.70 to $13.40 on each $1,000, the several rates 
advancing as follows: The State, from $0.65 to $1.00; the 
County, from $0.40 to $0.57; the City, from $11.65 to $11.83, 
—a total increase of $0.70 on each $1,000. The average rate 
of Boston for the past ten years is $13.99 per $1,000. The 
average rate of taxation for the whole State, as determined 
by the Tax Commissioner of the Commonwealth for the assess- 
ment of Massachusetts corporations, was, for the year 1887, 
$15.06, against $14.48 for 1886, on each $1,000. 

Previous to 1885 the taxes upon the shares in National Banks 
were paid without protest. For the tax of that year all but 
seven of the Boston banks combined and instituted proceedings 
for the recovery of the taxes they were compelled to pay. In 
the settlement of the tax of 1886 ten banks paid without 
objection, and for the assessment of the current year two 
more of the banks have withdrawn from the combination, 
and twelve out of the fifty-nine banks have paid the tax 


assessed upon their shareholders without protest. 
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The Commonwealth have designated able counsel to assist 
our Law Department in defending these suits, which are pending 
in the courts of the United States. In this connection it is of 
interest to state that the banks of New Bedford, having paid 
the taxes of 1885 under protest, and refused to pay those of 
1886, have recently paid the taxes of this latter year and those 
of 1887 in full, have taken back their protests for 1885, and 
withdrawn from the courts.

The ordinary ‘‘ maintenance” of this department has been 
carried on satisfactorily and requires no comment. 

The ‘* extension of mains,” 7@.e.,* the laying of street mains 
for territory not heretofore supplied with water, has been 
greater than for any recent year; the aggregate length of 
pipe laid reaching over twenty miles. This is fifty per cent. 
more than the amount laid in 1886. We anticipate that 
the demands of 1888 will nearly equal those of this year. 

Great exertions have been made to put the new high-ser- 
vice works in condition for use. The Fisher-Hill reservoir 
is completed, and is now.in service; the water, however, 
being as yet pumped from the old station in Elmwood street. 


The new station at Chestnut Hill is well advanced, the roof 
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and interior finish only remaining to be done. The boilers 
and one engine are ready for service; the other engine is 
being put in place, and the completion of steam connections, 
which we expect within a month, will enable us to start the works. 

Having been authorized to lay enlarged pipes to remedy the 
inadequate service to East Boston, and also to extend the 
Cochituate pipes to Charlestown for use in case of emer- 
gency, we have done a portion of the work in both cases, in- 
cluding the construction of a new pipe-box across Mystic river. 

The improvement of Lake Cochituate, authorized by the City 
Council, has been pushed forward, and the areas of shallow 
flowage near the inlets of Beaver-dam and Course brooks, 
‘and at the lower end of. Dug-pond meadows, have been re- 
moved, at a cost of about $25,000. The work on the Pegan 
meadow remains to be done next season. 

The negotiations with the towns of Framingham and Marl- 


boro’, looking towards the establishment of sewerage systems, 
and incidental protection of the purity of our supply, have 


been continued, and we feel confident of reaching some sub- 
stantial results during the coming year. 

The good quality of the main supply has been maintained, 
and, although the quality of the Mystic supply has not im- 
proved, it has not materially deteriorated. 

By authority of the City Council purchases of land have 
been made for a site for a new reservoir on a branch of the 
Sudbury river. We believe that it is sound policy to go on 
with the construction of this reservoir at once.

_ Str,— The Commissioners have received your communica- 
tion of the 14th, desiring a, brief statement of the facts of 
the work done in this department during the past year, and 
its wants prospectively, for your Inaugural. We reply with 
pleasure. | 

First, — Wood Island Park. — The abutments of the bridge 
over the railroad at this park have been satisfactorily com- 
pleted. This, togethér with the planting of trees on the Nep- 
tune road, was all the work contemplated for the season. The 
building of the bridge itself, together with some grading, 
will be the work of another year. 

Second, — Arnold Arboretum. — The work laid out for the 


year has been completed; namely, the building of the road 


* 
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to the top of the hill, and the grading of the hill. The 
expense of this work has been in excess of the amount 
named in the indenture with Harvard College, but we were 
instructed by the Corporation Counsel and City Solicitor that 
the amount was not inserted as a limit of the expenditures 
of the department. The future work, unless the Commission- 
ers are otherwise advised, will be a continuation of the roads 
within the Arboretum. 

Third, -— Marine Park. —A contract for Aen hundred feet 
of the proposed permanent pier was made, and fourteen 
cylinders, of five feet diameter, two to a bent, embracing a 
length of three hundred and sixty feet, have been  success- 
fully placed. A continuance of this construction, and such 
other work as can in the meantime be successfully under- 
taken, will be the work of next year. <A _ petition for the 
use of Castle Island for park purposes, which has already 
received your approval, has been forwarded to Hon. P. A. 
Collins, who represents the district in which this park is lo- 
cated, for presentation to Congress. 

Fourth, — Charles-River Embankment. —'The work on this 
park has been so far completed that the raised parts are 
receiving a dressing of loam and manure, and the engineer 
is covering the play-ground at the northerly end with gravel. 
The Paving Department is removing its buildings and mate- 
rial from the southerly end. Planting the grounds and com- 
pleting the paths will be the work of next season. 

Fifth, — Back Bay.— A large force has been employed on 
the work on this important feature of the park system, and 
the road from Commonwealth avenue to the Westland en- 
trance has been substantially completed. Boylston entrance 


has been completed so far as this department is concerned, 
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but the raising of buildings at the easterly end has _ post- 
poned the completion of this avenue. The other roads around 
the lower basin have been delayed by the scarcity of skilled 
pavers, because of the large amount of work in their line in 
the city. 

The amount of crushed stone required for the roads of 
this park is large, and the crusher will be run during the 
winter, that no lack of this kind of material shall be  here- 
after experienced. . 

The arches of Agassiz bridge are being rapidly laid, and 
arrangements have been made for continuing the work suc- 
cessfully, even should cold weather intervene. 

The future of this park will be the pushing to the utmost 
of the work according to the designs heretofore made, the 
Commissioners not having found it necessary to make any 
change in its design. More land will be required at the 
connection of the park with Brookline avenue, in order to 
meet the width of the Riverdale improvement on the other 
side of the avenue, and the help of the City Council will 
be asked for this purpose. 

Siath, — Muddy-River Improvement, or Riverdale. — The 
Commissioners contemplate an addition to this feature of the 
park system, to connect it by a bridge and way over the 
Brookline branch railroad with Beacon street, some distance 
west of the crossing of Beacon street and the Boston and 
Albany railroad. For additional land on this improvement, 
and for land on both sides of Jamaica pond, and to the 
Arboretum, and for a parkway from the Arboretum to Frank- 
lin park, a considerable appropriation will be required. The 
purchase of land at fair rates, from time to time, can be 


made if the department has the means. The attention. of 
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the City Council will be called to this matter at an early 
day. 

Seventh, — Franklin Park. —'The work on this great park 
has been pushed with vigor. The playsted -is completed, 
and the road around it has had so much work done upon 
it that we may hope to complete it in the early spring. 
The bulk of the work on the overlook has been done. It 
has, however, been delayed by the difficulty of procuring the 
stone for the parapet. This will also be completed next 
year. In the meantime, as the weather continues open, the 
work is continued without loss of energy. 

We hope during the next season to make all progress 
possible with the roads in the country park. You must bear 
in mind that in the work of the past year in the taking away 
of stone for the playsted, and in the laying of drains 
throughout it, and in other respects in the doing of a good 
job, an enormous amount of work done is under ground and 
out of sight.

As shown by the above statement, the department is in fair 


condition financially. 


The balance remaining of the 


regular 
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appropriation, although small, is sufficient to meet the neces- 
sary current expenses; and, with the help of the special appro- 
priation for the care and removal of snow, it is confidently 
expected that the streets will be well cared for during the 
balance of the financial year. 

The City Council having failed to appropriate the necessary 
means for the employment of the laborers on full time, they 
have been placed on half time, after an unusually long season 
of uninterrupted work. It would, without doubt, be beneficial 
to the department to employ a permanent force of laborers, on 
full time. This force should consist of the minimum number 
required in winter, as a nucleus, to be increased, as the work 
shall demand, by men drawn from the civil service, to be im- 
mediately discharged at the close of the season, or upon the 
completion of the special work for which they were hired. 

The work of paving and repairing the business streets has 
progressed fairly well, although not as much work in this direc- 
tion has been accomplished as was contemplated, owing to the 
impossibility of obtaining suitable granite blocks. This diffi- 
culty is in consequence of the ordinances forbidding the making 
of contracts until an appropriation is made. The appropriation 
is not usually made until near the first of May. The depart- 
ment, being then ready to proceed with its work, finds itself 
without material to work with. The result is a delay of several 
weeks, to contract for granite blocks to be delivered; and 
then to be obtained only in small quantities. 

These contracts should be made early in the winter, in order 
that time may be given for cutting stone ready for delivery in 
the season, no one caring to take the risk of cutting blocks 
during the winter, and trusting to the chance of selling them 


in the spring. No further progress has been made in paving 
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on a foundation, although this method is a great improvement 
when a permanent pavement is desired; but it is a waste of 
money if our streets are to be in the chaotic state of upheaval 
witnessed during the past year, and, from the locations already 
granted to parties to lay under-ground pipes, it looks a long 
way into the future before any permanent pavement can be 
successfully laid in our streets. 

Some work of importance has been done in the suburbs; but, 
owing to the failure of contractors to fulfil their contracts, long 
delays have been unavoidable. 

The failure of the City Council to appropriate money for 
Massachusetts and Humboldt avenues has prevented any work 
of consequence being done on these important improvements. 

The department has received an unusual amount of adverse 
criticism from the public about the bad condition of the 
streets; but, as this bad condition was something which this 
department has no power to remedy, the criticism has been 
very unjust. The department has made every effort in its 
power to oblige parties digging up streets to restore them 
to their original condition, — the results speak for themselves. 
Locations for under-ground work are granted by the Board 
of Aldermen without the knowledge of this department, the 
only condition being that the work shall be done to the 
satisfaction of the Superintendent of Streets. But, suppose 
it is not done to his satisfaction, is there any penalty? 
None. The Superintendent of Streets begs leave to say that 
very little, if any, of this work is done to his satisfaction, 
and that none of it is done under his direction. But what 
remedy has he? The ordinances say that, if the work is 
not done to his satisfaction, he may (after suitable notice 


to parties to repair) proceed to repair the defect at the 
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expense of the other party. Now, the entire appropriation 
of the department might be expended in repairing the de- 
fects caused by other corporations. 

Repairing at their expense means expending the money 
from the regular appropriation for the Street Department, 
and lodging a bill for that amount with the City Collector, 
to be by him collected and turned into the treasury, but 
not into the appropriation for the Street Department. 

The department has, consequently, made the repairs, nomi- 
nally at the expense of the other purty, but really at its own 
expense. Hence very little of this kind of work is done by 
the department. 

The following table of appropriations, with the mileage of 
streets to be cared for, may be of interest, as showing 


the necessity for increased appropriations : —

In connection with this, it should be remembered that 
the increased mileage from year to year means new, and, 
generally, expensive work, streets newly laid out being, as 
a rule, in very bad order, and unsafe for public use. 

The following recommendations are respectfully made :— 

That, in all future locations for railroad tracks or under- 
ground work of any kind, suitable specific conditions be im- 


posed by the Board of Aldermen; these conditions to be 
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such as the Superintendent of Streets shall require; and 
that a deposit of money with the City Treasurer be re- 
quired as a guaranty for putting the streets in good order, 
to be used by the Street Department for that purpose, in 
case of failure to comply with the conditions of location. 
It would appear that this course is preferable to the 
usual broad condition of the work to be done to the . 


b 


‘‘ satisfaction of the Superintendent of Streets;” which seems 
to give him all the responsibility, without the means of en- 
forcing his ideas, and making him answerable for a condition 
of things over which he has no control. 

The prospective wants of the department can be briefly 
stated, viz., a sufficient appropriation for doing the work 
which is required.

The assessments committed to the Collector for the financial 
year beginning May 1, 1887, exclusive of Cochituate water- 
rates, amount to $11,055,598.58. Of this amount there was, 
to December 1, 1887, collected, $8,454,505.93 ; abated, 
$63,170.95; and uncollected, $2,537,921.70. 

This amount committed includes the State, City, and County 
tax of 1587, $10,052,995, of which, to December 17, 1887, 
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$8,027,837.65 has been collected, and the Bank tax, 
$841,432.90; all of which has been paid. 

In addition, the Cochituate water-rates assessed on the 
Ist of January, 1887, and additional and meter rates, as- 
sessed during the year, amount to $1,159,188.96. Of these 
rates $1,125,646.78 had been paid December 1, 1887, 
$27,235.35 abated, and $6,306.83 remained unpaid.

Dear Str, —In reply to your circular requesting a_ state- 
ment of the work done by the Health Department the past 
year, I have to report that the work of collecting ashes, 
garbage, and cleaning cesspools has largely increased. Up 
to this time over thirty-nine thousand more loads have been 
removed than in the same time in 1886. In the Roxbury, 
West Roxbury, Dorchester, and South Boston districts the 
collection of ashes, garbage, and cleaning of cesspools should 
be done with more regularity. To do this work properly 
additional teams and men are needed. In the South district 
there should be added four (4) street-cleaning teams and 
eight (8) men; four (4) offal teams and eight (8) men; 
six (6) ash teams and twelve (12) men; four (4) cesspool 
teams and twelve (12) men. At West district, one (1) cess- 
pool team and three (8) men; four (4) street-cleaning teams 
and eight (8) men; two (2) ash teams and four (4) men. 
In the Roxbury district, three (8) ash teams and six (6) 
men; three (3) offal teams and six (6) men; two (2) cess- 
pool teams and six (6) men; one (1) street-cleaning team 
and two (2) men. ‘The cost of labor, horses, harnesses, 
feeding and shoeing horses would be about sixty-one thour- 
sand two hundred and sixty dollars ($61,260). 

Street-cleaning. — An additional street-cleaning gang could 
be used to advantage. There is a call for more service of 


this kind in portions of the city. The gang necessary for 
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this work should be two (2) sweeping- machines, one (1) 
water-cart, seven (7) carts, and thirty-five (35) men. This 
would cost about twenty-eight thousand dollars ($28,000). 

The stalls at stables at the South, West, and Roxbury dis- | 
tricts are filled; many horses are kept in sheds; it is neces- 
sary that additional stable accommodations should be furnished 
at once. This department bas employed three teams for con- 
veying prisoners from the several station-houses to court-house 
and boat. The teams should be under the charge of the 
Board of Police. I would suggest that they be transferred 
to said Board, the expense to be charged to them. 

A new offal-depot is needed in the Roxbury district. The 
one now in use is adjoining the Marcella-street Home, and 
has been reported by the Directors of Public Institutions as 
being offensive to the Home.

Dear Sir, —In reply to your request of the 14th inst., 
I would respectfully submit the following brief statement :— 

The work of the Surveyor’s department during the past 
year has been generally of the usual routine nature, but has 
been fully equal to that of the previous year. 


The Street Commissioners are constantly having surveys and 
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plans made, for the purpose of enabling them to decide upon 
various proposed street improvements petitioned for; and, in 
order that the Commissioners may properly understand the 
projects that come before them, it is found necessary to make 
these surveys and plans, whether the projected improvements 
are carried out or not. <A large number of such surveys of 
streets in the outlying districts have been made during the 
year. 

The requirements of the Paving Department increase from 
vear to year,—that department calling upon the surveyors, 
more frequently than formerly, for grades and lines of streets, 
and matters of detail in the construction and paving of 
streets. 

A great variety of work is performed by this department 
for other departments of the city, and for the public where 
building operations are going on, of a miscellaneous nature, 
which it is hardly necessary to mention here. 

In your inaugural addresses of 1885 and 1886 you called 
the attention of the City Council to the subject of a survey 
and comprehensive plan of prospective streets in the outlying 
districts. In furtherance of that recommendation, and as one 
step in that direction, rough plans were prepared in 1885, 
with the approval of the Street Commissioners, showing a 
proposed system of streets through vacant land in each of 
the suburban districts. These plans were made with the 
intention of subsequently having more perfect ones prepared, 
in sections and on a larger scale, showing the boundaries of 
estates, and how the vacant land would be affected by a 
new system of streets. Several of these sectional plans have 
been made for the Dorchester district; but, owing to the 


press of business, no similar plans of the West Roxbury 
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and Brighton districts have yet been completed. It is ex- 
pected, however, that some progress will be made on these 
plans during the present winter months. 

The force now employed is not sufficient to perform the 
work of the department in a prompt and _ satisfactory man- 
ner; and, for the coming year, I would recommend a small 
increase in the number of employés. The average number 
of persons employed during the past year has been about 
twenty-nine. The appropriation for the present financial year 
is $32,000, and the unexpended balance will undoubtedly be 
sufficient for the remainder of the fiscal year. 

The Surveyor’s annual report, made in January, will show 
a detailed statement of expenses, and a classified list of sur- 
veys and plans that have been made during the past year.

The principal improvements which have been made are the 
widening of Beacon street, from the Three Roads to the Brook- 
line line; the widening of Commonwealth avenue, from Beacon 


street to Malvern street; the laying out and extension of Bene- 
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dict street, from Rutherford avenue to Lawrence street, at 
Charlestown; the extension of Paul Gore street to Lamartine 
street, at Jamaica Plain; and the relocation of parts of Bird 
street and Harvard street, at Dorchester. These together were 
estimated to cost, for land and all damages, $214,896. 

Several smaller widenings and other changes in the streets 
of the city have aggregated $8,919 as estimated damages. 

The Commissioners have made public streets of 26,676 feet, 
or about five miles, of private ways in the city, —for the most 
part in Roxbury, Dorchester, West Roxbury, Brighton, and 
Charlestown. 

The Commissioners have assessed $9,624 in betterments upon 
property benefited by the extension of Hanover street, from 
Commercial street to the Chelsea ferry, at an estimated ex- 
pense of $38,970.

1887, and new leases were issued to the then occupants for five 
(5) years from the Ist of April, 1887, at the same rates as 
the previous lease. The portions of the building occupied 
for market purposes are in good repair, many expensive im- 
provements, which are made at the expense of the lessee, 
having been completed during the past year. The rents are 
paid. promptly, the regulations of the Market cheerfully 
complied with, and its well-established reputation for honor- 
able and fair dealing fully sustained. The question of a proper 
system of drainage for the Market ought to be favorably con- 
sidered during the coming year, as the present arrangements 
are far from being what the demands of the business car- 
ried on require. The question of repiping the Market for 
gas ought also to be considered, if the present system of 
lighting it is to continue, as the pipes in use have been in ser- 
vice more than forty (40) years, have become badly corroded 
and filled up, and are liable to cause trouble by reason of 
the severe strain upon them, caused by dampness and the 
large amount of salt used about the building.

Dear Sir, —Jn compliance with your request of the 14th 
inst., viz., to give you a brief statement of facts of the work 
done in this department the past year and its wants prospec- 
tively, I have the honor to submit the following : — 

There are 146 buildings known as public buildings, which are 
in use for office purposes, — fire department, police stations, 
libraries, etc. There has been expended on these buildings 
the past year (including the leasing, remodelling, fitting, and 
furnishing of buildings, 12 and 14 Beacon street) the sum of 
$142,509.88. 

The general care of the school buildings comes to this depart- 
ment. ‘They number 173, and the amount expended on the same 
during the year has been $231,305.66. This covers their re- 
pairs, alterations, fitting, and furnishing, together with the 
amount expended for rebuilding the Gaston school-house, par- . 
tially destroyed by fire. 

A large proportion of the expenditure on school accounts is 
in the direction of improved sanitary accommodations asked for 
by the School Committee, and approved by the Board of Health. 

On the 28th of April last the Gaston school-house, one of the 
largest and best furnished of our school buildings, was destroyed 
by fire. I was directed to proceed at once to rebuild the same, 
the expense therefor to be charged to the appropriation for 
school-houses, public buildings. Work was commenced imme- 


diately, and the building occupied in part October 1, and the 
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whole in November last. In the rebuilding many improvements 
have been added, to comply with the building laws which did not 
exist when the house was constructed. The cost of rebuilding 
and furnishing has been about $45,000. 

The amount expended on County buildings the past year, 
namely, for rents, furniture repairs, fuel, care, and supplies, 
has been $44,182.76. 

The prospective wants of the department are for more stable 
accommodations for the Health Department. As they are now 
situated, they are short of stable-room for their horses. 

There will also be called for by the School Committee many 
improvements in the older school-houses in the way of heating, 
ventilating, and sanitary improvements.

A grammar school-house for 784 pupils, on Dudley street, 
Ward 20.

A police station-house adjoining the above building. 

An engine and ladder house, on Monument street, Charles- 


town District. 
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A home for paupers on Long Island, accommodating 500 
inmates. 

A gate-house on Fisher Hill, for the Water Board, and a 
stable, for the Paving Department, in the Brighton District. 

There is also nearly ready for occupancy the two buildings 
for contagious cases at the City Hospital. These buildings, 
which have long been considered most necessary and important 
adjuncts to the city service, have been constructed with great 
attention to details, and in strict accordance witn the needs of 
the Trustees of the City Hospital. 

There are now under process of construction the follow- 
ing : — 

An engine and hose house in the Brighton District. 

An engine and ladder house in Roslindale. 

An engine and hose house on Leverett street, Ward 8. 

A large pumping-station building, for the high-service, at 
Chestnut Hill, and a dwelling-house at Chestnut Hill for the 
pumping-station employés. 

The foundations for the Horace Mann School for deaf- 
mutes have been completed, and they are now covered in 
for winter. Work on the superstructure will be commenced 
as early next spring as practicable, and the building will be 
ready for occupancy in the fall of 1888. 

Plans have been made and contracts let for a police stable 
in connection with Station 9, and construction will soon be 
commenced. 

Plans have been made and accepted for a high _ school- 
house for the Roxbury District, and a grammar school-house 
for the South Boston District. The former, a most important 
and much-needed building, has been designed as simply as pos- 


sible, and in strict accordance with the needs of the School 


pv: 
s 
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Committee; but, by reason of its large size, will require for 
its construction an appropriation of $90,000, in addition to 
that already made for the purpose. 

Plans have already been made for a _ building for out- 
patients, City Hospital; but this building, designed in strict 
accordance with the views of Trustees of the City Hospital, 
will require an additional appropriation of $19,000 before work 
can be commenced upon it. 

Plans have also been made for several structures for the 
Park Department; for the reconstruction of the Gaston School 
and a primary school at Ashmont; for several structures for 
the Water Board; and a large amount of small miscellaneous 
work. 

Considerable work was done in the early part of the year 
on the plans for the proposed Public Library building, but 
no decided information could be procured from the trustees 
as to their actual needs for the internal arrangement of the 
building, although a general plan had been virtually accepted. 
Consequently no design for the exterior would be considered 
by them, although several were made by this department and 
presented. ‘They have since deemed it necessary to take this 
work out of the hands of the city government. 

Plans are also being made for the basin for the Lief Ericson 
statue, and the work will be put in place in the early spring ; 
also for a police stable in the Charlestown District, for a 
garbage-house for the City Hospital, and for a new system of 
plumbing for the City Hospital buildings.

The work done has been the repair, care, and _ inspection 
of the tide-water and inland bridges, and, although they 
have not increased in number the present year, the repairs 
made have been much more extensive. 

Several of the old wooden bridges have been nearly re- 
built, in some cases by putting in new pile-caps, bolsters, 
stringers, decks, sheathing, guards, sidewalks, and fences, 
besides painting. 

Every year will bring increasing work and expense, as 
new bridges are being constantly added to the department, 


and old ones requiring more extensive repairs, and, as public 


— 
, 
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safety demands that they be kept in good condition, it will 
require a much larger appropriation each year to do the 
work properly. 

I have repaired several of the seventy-five small culverts 
or small bridges mentioned in my last year’s report, and in 
doing so have used money appropriated for the tide-water 
bridges, as the city government failed to make an appro- 
priation for the same. 

I have been compelled, with the limited appropriation, to 
make only repairs that were actually necessary to insure 
safety to public travel, and to postpone anything that could, 
with safety, be omitted till next year. 

A full description of the completion of Albany-street 
bridge, and the dredging of the channel at Congress-street 
bridge, which necessitated extensive repairs upon the _ pier, 
etc. (the dredging having been done by the United States 
Government), will be found in the City Engineer’s report. 
Said government not having dredged the channel at Mt. 
Washington-avenue bridge, as was intended, it was not 
necessary to use the money appropriated by the city to 
strengthen the pile foundation of the pier and water-way of 
said bridge, which said dredging would have made necessary ; 
and as the $9,680 appropriated by the city for this work 
would not be required before next year, $3,000 of it was 
transferred to this department for the rebuilding of Chelsea- 
street bridge, destroyed this year by fire, and $2,500 to 
build twenty new gates for bridges, leaving a balance of 
$4,180 to the credit of Mt. Washington-avenue bridge. 

The repairs made have been by days’ labor; the lumber 
required has been furnished by John W. Leatherbee, Curtis

The chapel at House of Industry has been repaired (a 
new ceiling, and repainted). ‘There has been a large increase 
of inmates. At the House of Reformation and the Truant 


School the average number is the same as last year. 


Hovuskt oF CoRRECTION. 


There are now 546 inmates at this institution; 82 more 


than at the same date last year. 


Lunatic HOspPImTAt. 


Considerable repairs were made this year, principally on 
the female side, consisting of new plumbing. The hospital 
has been crowded the whole of the year. The removal of 
84 patients to Austin Farm, in December, relieved this 
somewhat; but, owing to the present laws for commitment, 


it will be again crowded in a short time. 


MARCELLA-STREET Home. 


Much-needed repairs were made at this institution, includ- 
ing the remodelling of the dwelling-house for hospital use, 
and a new steam laundry; also, a stand-pipe and hose for 


fire purposes. A small average increase of inmates is shown. 


ASYLUM FOR INSANE, AUSTIN Farm. 


Extensive alterations and repairs have been made to pre- 
pare the buildings for the reception of patients from the 
Lunatic Hospital, and the Board will continue the improve- 
meut of buildings and grounds so that the inmates shall be 


made most comfortable. 
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Home FOR PAUPERS. 


At Rainsford Island the old Hospital is absolutely unfit 
for use, and the Board would not place sick paupers there, 
only they are compelled to. A new hospital building should — 
be at once erected, that proper care can be given to the 
unfortunate sick. At Long Island the building for female 
paupers has been completed, and is now occupied by 321 
inmates. Two wharves have been built at this island. The 
water-supply is found to be insufficient, and the Board is 
in conference with the Water Board in reference to connec- 


tion with the city main-supply for the island. 


ALMSHOUSE, CHARLESTOWN. 
There has been but little change here. A few repairs 
were made, that were needed for the greater comfort of the 
old men. ‘The average number of inmates is about the same 


as last year, 209 being there at present. 


STEAMER ‘** BRADLEE.”’ 


This steamer has been in constant daily service since the 
establishment of the Home for Paupers, making two or more 
extra trips each day for the purpose of furnishing water to 
Rainsford and Long Islands. 

The Board will ask for additional steamer service. 

There is an increase of dependents for which the city is 
liable each year. 

The institutions have been well and economically managed, 
and, while it is possible that some of them may require 
more than the appropriation allowed, it is hoped that, by 
transfers and very rigid economy, they will not be obliged 


to call for more. 
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The Board will ask the City Council for appropriations for 
1888-89: To build new hospital on Rainsford Island; a new 
barn at Long Island; an extension of one wing of the 
House of Industry; for reslating roof of chapel at Deer 
Island, and for additional steamer service.

Sir, —In reply to your communication of December 14 I 
respectfully submit the following statement : — 
The year 1887 has been an eventful one in the Department 
of Milk and Vinegar Inspection. The quantity of milk sold has 


increased 2,000 gallons over the amount sold in 1886; the 


1 Not including weekly pay-roll for December. 
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number of milkmen has been considerably reduced, many 
smaller routes having been absorbed by some of the larger 
and more reliable dealers; the percentage of adulterated 
samples for the year has fallen twelve and one-half per 
cent., a lower figure than at any previous time in the 
twenty-nine years since the office was established; colored 
milk and milk impaired by salicylic and boracic acids has 
been almost wholly suppressed, —a result due in a great meas- 
ure to improvements in detecting these substances made in the 
laboratory of the department; many cases have been pros- 
ecuted, and convictions of some of the most notorious milk 
adulterators obtained, notwithstanding the most determined 
opposition by eminent counsel. ‘The annual attempts of these 
men before the Legislature to lower the legal standard of 
milk, and otherwise make it difficult or impossible to secure 
convictions, have signally failed; appeals to the Supreme Court 
in several important cases have resulted in decisions favor- 
able to the department. Fraudulent sales of oleomargarine 
are now confined to a comparatively few dealers, although 
there have been negligence and carelessness on the part of 
many in regard to stamping and marking their packages as 
required by the Public Statutes. Vinegar adulteration has 
been reduced, and certain brands of fraudulent goods driven 
from the market. The expenditures of the department have 
been kept within the amount of the appropriation; and the 
income from licenses (paid to the city) and from fines (paid 
to the county) has been equal to over eighty per cent. of 
the expenses.

Dear Sir,—In response to your request for a statement 
concerning the work of this office for the past year, I have 
to say that it has been much the same in character as hereto- 
fore, although in amount it has exceeded that of any previous 
year. 

We have had charge of fifty-four standing committees of 
the City Council, and as many special committees; the num- 
ber of committee meetings called up to the present time has 
been eight hundred and twenty-one; number of papers re- 
ferred to committees, one thousand five hundred, of which 
_ number not one hundred now remain upon tke committees’ 
files. The Committee on Claims have been particularly busy 
during the past year, holding meetings twice a week, and 
having heard and passed upon upwards of three hundred 
claims; about one-third of this number have been settled 
and the rest rejected, in accordance with the vote of the 
committee. Among other committees that have transacted a 
large amount of business during the year may be mentioned 
finance, public buildings, inspection of buildings, ordinances, 
printing, and schools. 

Prior to the summer of 1885 the work of supervising 
licensed minors was in the hands of the truant officers, who 
received all applications for licenses, and to whom was_ in- 
trusted the duty of enforcing the rules of the Board of Alder- 


men regarding licensed minors, and of restricting sales by

those who were unlicensed. ‘This work was relinquished by 
the truant officers in 1885 under orders from the School 
Committee, and since that time it has, so far as the appli- 
cations for licenses are concerned, been carried on in this 
office by direction of the Board of Aldermen. The licenses 
issued expire with the municipal year, and the number in 
force at the present time is one thousand one hundred and 
seventy, classified as follows: Newsboys, nine hundred and 
thirty ; bootblacks, one hundred and forty-one; and _ pedlars, 
ninety-nine. I am aware that complaints are made regard- 
ing the conduct of the boys thus licensed, and also that 
a considerable number are undoubtedly selling without au- 
thority, and to guard against these evils I would suggest the 
advisability of reéstablishing, in some manner, the gwasi police 
surveillance of the boys, which was formerly exercised by the 
truant officers, and which has been practically wanting since 
the truant officers abandoned the work, as above stated. 

Among the more important matters of a special character 
that have entailed extra labor upon the office during the 
year have been the public celebrations on June 17 and on 
July 4, the reception of Queen Kapiolani and suite, of the 
Hawaiian Islands, the reception of members of the City Coun- 
cils of Philadelphia, and various kinds of investigations. 

Among the important publications that have been prepared 
in the office, under the direction of the Committee on Print- 
ing, may be mentioned the reprint of the old State House 
Memorial and the Paine-Burgess Testimonial, which is shortly 
to appear.

Dear Sir, — Replying to your request for a brief state- 
ment of the work done in the Law Department during the 
present year, I have the honor to submit the following : — 

At the beginning of the year there were pending in the 
various courts 595 cases to which the city was a party, or in 
which it was interested. During the year 137 new suits have 
been entered, 332 have been disposed of by trial or other- 
wise, and there remain 410 now upon the docket. These 


cases, including those disposed of, may be thus classified : —

A detailed statement of each of these cases, except those 
cases which have been since entered, is given in the annual 
report of the City Solicitor. In the 61 actions disposed of for 
personal injuries, mostly from alleged defects _in sidewalks 


and ways caused by snow and. ice, damages were claimed 
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to the amount of upwards of $240,000; the amount recov- 
ered, including all costs, was $19,247.66. 

Besides the cases above enumerated, the department has 
been called upon to appear and answer for the city in a large 
number of trustee processes against contractors and employés, 
but in which the city had no pecuniary interest; to defend offi- 
cers in suits against them arising out of their official action, 
and to prosecute violations of the ordinances in the Municipal 
Courts. 

During the session of the General Court the City Solicitor 
has attended to all matters in which the interests of the city 
were involved, whether presented by petition of the Mayor, 
under a vote of the City Council, or on motion of other 
parties. 

The department has also attended to the drafting or re- 
vising of contracts and agreements, and the time of the con- 
veyancers has been fully occupied in the examination of titles, 
and the preparation of all deeds, leases, bonds, and land 
agreements, releases of damages and other legal papers per- 
taining to real property taken or purchased for public or 
other uses of the city. 

The services of the heads of the department have been much 
required before committees, and in the examination and de- 
termination of questions of law arising in the various depart- 
ments in the conduct of municipal affairs.

Dear Sir,—In response to your request for information 
about the public schools, permit me to make a brief statement 
of the leading facts. 

There are, in round numbers, 70,000 children in the city 
between the ages of five and fifteen years. Of these, 55,000 
attend the public day-schools, 8,000 attend private schools, 
and 7,000 are not in school. This last class is composed chiefly 
of children under seven years of age, but includes some who are 
sickly ; and some aged fourteen, who have already satisfied the 
laws relative to school attendance. 

The number unlawfully non-attendant is probably below 700. 

The number of pupils of all ages belonging to the various 
erades of schools, according to my last printed report, was 
62,259, of which about 55 per cent. belongs to the High and 
Grammar schools. The number of teachers, regular and special, 
engaged in teaching this host of pupils, was 1,521. 

The number of pupils in the public schools has been increasing, 
for several years past, at the rate of about one thousand pupils 
a year. This growth necessitates the addition of about twenty 
instructors annually to the teaching force, and also the increase 
of school accommodations each year, to the extent of one Gram- 
mar and one Primary school building. 

The net amount expended by the School Committee during the 
financial year 1886-87 was $1,451,955.01, being an average of 


$23.32 per pupil. The Public Building Department expended for 
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repairs and the moving of furniture $162,815.46, thus adding 
$2.62 to the cost per pupil, and making the total net running 
expenses of the schools $1,614,770.47, or $25.94 per pupil. 

Beside the foregoing there was an outlay, under the direction 
of the Public Building and the City Architect’s Departments, 
for new school-houses, amounting to $133,608.78. By practising 
the most rigid economy, chiefly in the matter of supplies, the 
School Committee has managed for the last two or three years 
to keep the expenditures within the appropriations and yet 
save the teachers’ salaries from reduction. The necessity for 
restricted appropriations is, of course, well understood. Never- 
theless, it is a matter for regret that all improvements or 
enlargements of the school system involving additional expendi- 
tures have had to be postponed. It is very much to be desired 
that an improved financial prospect in the coming year may 
justify increased appropriations for at least two highly 
important objects. One of these objects is the further exten- 
sion of industrial education through cooking-schools for the 
girls, and classes in the mechanic arts for the boys. The 
other object is the establishment of the Kindergarten as an 
organic part of the public schools, for the benefit of some 
thousands of young children who need the protection and care, 
the moral and mental training, and the preparation for regular 
primary-school work which the Kindergarten admirably supplies. 
I desire very earnestly to commend these two objects to your 
favorable consideration.

Dear Sir, — In answer to your communication, would re- 
spectfully report, that during the year all of the buildings 
in this department have been renovated, and put in the most 
complete repair. 

The condition of all the buildings at the beginning of the 
year was such that it was necessary they should be thor- 
oughly overhauled. 

The large stable was new floored and generally improved, 
and also painted throughout. 

The office building at the cemetery entrance was repaired, 
and painted inside and out. 

The two buildings near Berry street in the back part of 
the cemetery were removed; one of them being sold, and 
the other moved to a central location in the cemetery, and 
changed and used as a tool-house, blacksmith shop, carpen- 
ter shop, and room for the storage of marble, ete. 

The old building formerly used for the above purposes has 
been demolished. 

All of the signs on the avenues and walks have been 
repaired and painted. A modern style and attractive wait- 
ing-room has been erected near the central portion of the 
grounds, the former waiting-room having been demolished, 
and the site graded and beautified. All of the small-sized 


lots have been disposed of, and it will be necessary to work 
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expeditiously during the winter in order to have some of 
this grade of lots ready for sale in the spring. 

The time having expired when we could cart gravel from 
the bank on Berry street, the trustees have recently purchased, 
‘¢ outright,” a tract of land near the same locality, from which 
all the gravel required for future use in the cemetery can 
be secured. 

The financial condition of the department on Dee. 1, 1887, 
was as follows: Balance from last year, $3,597.15; amount 
of appropriation, $10,000; on hand, Dee. 1, 1887, $3,871.33. 

For the coming year, in order to successfully carry out 
work contemplated, I would respectfully suggest that we will

report from the records of statistics to the first of the present 
month, that — 

The number of volumes in the whole library was, approxi- 
mately, 496,585, of which 138,471 were distributed to the ten 
branch libraries. 

The aggregate circulation has been 840,774 volumes, a 
diminution of about 15,000 volumes from the previous year, 
owing in part to the closing of the very active branch at 
South Boston for thirty-six working days, and notwithstanding 
an increase in the use of the North and South End branches. 

The expenditures of the institution have not exceeded the 
proportional limit for the year of the city appropriation, 
ending 30th April, 1888. The drafts upon the City Treasury 
for the new library building to the Ist December amounted 
to $1,165.57, of which $20.46 have been paid subsequent to 
the transfer of the construction of the building to the 


Trustees of the Library. 


New Pusiic Lisrary BouILpIne. 


In consequence of a petition of citizens of Boston, and 
without any inception or cognizance of the movement on the 
part of the Trustees of the Library, the State Legislature, 
after a hearing of the parties interested, passed an amend- 
ing act to the incorporation of the Trustees of the Public 
Library (Acts 1887, Chapter 60), which gave to this legal 
body full power and control of the design, construction, and 
maintenance of the Central Public Library building to be 
erected in the City of Boston, ‘‘*who are hereby authorized 


and empowered to select and employ an architect or archi- 
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tects to design said building, etc., but work upon said build- 
ing shall not be commenced until full general plans for the 
buildings shall have been prepared, and no _ specific work 
shall be commenced until the same shall have been duly ad- 
vertised, proposals shall have been received from responsible 
parties, and contracts have been entered into with satisfac- 
tory guarantees for their performance.” ‘This act took effect 
upon its passage, on the 10th March, 1887. 

To the enlightened intelligence of the State of Massachu- 
setts is due the gift to the City of Boston of the larger 
and more valuable portion of the land now vested in the 
Trustees of the Public Library, and it is also due to the 
appreciation of the importance of the Library to the whole 
community that a fit and convenient and safe keeping of its 
treasures should be had in proportion to its remarkable and 
continuous growth, and to its use by the great public which 
it was created to serve. 

Under the power vested in the trustees, the construction 
of the edifice was committed to the hands of the well-known 
architects, Messrs. McKim, Mead, and White, of New York 
and Boston, who at once began upon the ‘full general plans 
of the building,” 


which will be completed, after a very large amount of de- 


as required by the legislative act, — and 


tailed work, in time to have the corner-stone laid and work 
to begin in the early spring, to be finished, it is expected, 
within the ensuing three years. 

By the provision of the Commonwealth, and by the  sub- 
sequent addition of land by the city, it was evidently the 
prevision of both parties that a building should be erected 
sufficient to contain, in absolute security, for the benefit of 


the citizens of Boston, and of the whole people of Massachu- 
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setts, and beyond these, of all strangers who may wish to con- 
sult it, the large mass of its present and proportionate future 
collections, of permanent value in science, literature, and art. 

The proposed building has a front on Dartmouth street of 
225 feet, and extended to the back line of the estate about 
230 feet on Boylston street and St. James street, the front 
building being 84 feet deep, and the wings and rear 40 feet 
wide, with a court-yard in the centre for light and con- 
venience of interior access, and with more comfort for 
readers by day in the heats of summer. 

The building, when complete, is estimated as capable of 
containing over 2,000,000 volumes, and a portion of it can be 
temporarily used for other civic or educational purposes until 
needed for books, or records, either by the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts or the City of Boston. Its construction being 
entirely fire-proof and isolated from surrounding buildings, the 
element of safety will make it invaluable for such documents 
as may be committed to its deposit. 

The estimated cost is not fully made up in all its large 
detail, but it probably will not be under $750,000, nor over 
$1,000,000. When finished, the present building in Boylston 
street can probably be sold at an advance upon its cost, 
after more convenient arrangements have been made for the 
popular library in the proximate neighborhood of its present 
location, and more satisfactory to its patrons in daylight and 
surroundings, but upon less expensive land, and the amount paid 
into the sinking-fund toward the redemption of the Library loan.

Drar Sir, —In response to your communication asking for 
information concerning the Police Department, for use in your 
inaugural address, the Board of Police has the honor to sub- 
mit the following :— | 

The arrests for the year were 30,681, an increase of 2,171 
over the preceding twelve months. ‘The increase was prin- 
cipally in arrests for drunkenness, the increase being 18,3; 
per cent.; and of the arrests for this offence 40% per cent. 
were non-residents. 

The value of property reported stolen was $77,225, being 
$731.39 less than the preceding year; and the amount re- 
covered by the police, that was stolen in and out of the city, 
was $111,354.59. 

In the license year beginning May 1 there were 1,971 
places licensed to sell intoxicating liquors; and, deducting the 
licenses that have been cancelled, forfeited, etc., there are now 
1,929 licensed places in the city. 

There were 40 officers appointed (including 30 reserve men), 
9 discharged, 1 resigned, 5 died, and 7 pensioned. The ad- 
dition of reserve officers to the force has been of great 
benefit to the department and the public. 

The station-houses, with the exception of No. 1, are in fair 
condition. As before reported, No. 1 is unfit for occupancy, 
and its continued use is discreditable to the city. The rapid 


growth of East Boston makes it desirable that the station- 
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house should be more centrally located, and the erection of a new 
building in the vicinity of Central square is recommended. It 
is understood that the new Back Bay station-house will be 
ready for occupancy during the coming year. If that be so, it 
will be necessary to make provision for its equipment. 
Wagon-houses for the police-signal system have been fitted 
up in Divisions 4 and 5. In Division 4 the Gamewell system 
has been on trial for a little over a month. The Municipal 
Company’s system has been adopted for Division 5, and the 
lines are now being built; it will probably be in working 
order in about thirty days. The Board hopes to be able to 
extend the system to a large portion of the city during the 
coming year.

The increase in the expenses of this department can be 
readily accounted for, when it is remembered that the very 
rapid growth and development of the outlying and suburban 
districts have required the erection and maintenance of an 
unusually large number of new lamps in those districts, and 
the extension of gas mains, and the consequent substitution 
of gas for coal-oil, have added largely to the expenditures 
for that purpose; while the demands for the extension of 
electric lighting have been so numerous and persistent that 
it was found necessary to grant the prayers of the petitioners 
when found worthy of favorable consideration. 

It will also be remembered that, for two years previous to 
the present municipal year, an earnest effort was made to 
increase the compensation of the lamplighters, and the ques- 
tion having been informally considered by the City Council, 
and an increased appropriation made so that the desired 
increase might be granted by the superintendent, the wishes 
of the City Council were complied with, and this increase has 


added very much to the expenditures of this department.

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It was confidently expected, in the early part of the present 
municipal year, that when the contracts with the different 
gas-lighting companies should expire, a substantial reduction 
would be made in the price of gas used for street lights; these 
expectations were, however, far from realized. The contracts 
expired May 15, 1887, and when proposals for new con- 
tracts were asked for and received, it was found that either 
no reduction in price had been made, or, if any, it was so 
slight as to be unworthy of consideration. © The proposals — 
were rejected, and the city has now no contract with any 
gas-lighting company for furnishing gas for street lights 
except the Boston Gas Light Company, and that will expire 
on April 15, 1888. 

It seems to me that during the coming year an earnest 
effort should be made on the part of the city authorities to 
bring about a reduction in the price of gas; should such a 
result be obtained, then this department can be run during 
the coming financial year upon a reduced appropriation. 

If, on the other hand, the price of gas is to remain about 
as it is at present, then the appropriation will require to be 
increased.

To His Honor the Mayor: — 

Derar Sir, —In compliance with your request to give a brief 
statement of facts of the work done in this department the 
past year, and its wants prospectively, I beg to say that, as the 
ordinary work is largely a routine matter, I do not consider 
it necessary to particularize its modus operandi here. I will 
simply state that we have faithfully endeavored to make the 
amount of our limited appropriation cover as much ground 
as possible. 

The special work of the department which should receive 
the early attention of the committee of the coming year 
is of a costly and varied nature; and here I deem it perti- 
nent to quote from my report of last year (Document 41, 
p. 14): ‘* The annexation to the department of Concord and 
Rutland squares, and Berwick and Greenwich parks, to- 
gether with the new extension of Commonwealth avenue, will 
entail an additional appropriation, as they are in a condi- 
tion similar to that of the sections mentioned in the above 
quotation (viz., the five lower sections of Commonwealth 
avenue); that is, they are simply gravel or ash banks, upon 
which neither trees, shrubs, nor grass can thrive for any 
length of time. The five little parks of East Boston are also 
in the same condition,— mere gravel beds with a slight cover- 
ing of loam on top, and the grass and trees are scorched 
and burned up during the excessive droughts of July and 


August.” 
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In regard to the shade-trees on the public streets I desire 
most especially to call your particular attention to my last 
year’s report (City Document 41, p. 2) on this most im- 
portant subject, which will show you the great necessity for 
a suitable appropriation, which will enable me to satisfy the 
just demands of a patient public. During the past season I 
was allowed a small appropriation of $3,000, with which I 
have accomplished a great deal; but there is yet much to be 
done in this particular line, and it will require a largely in- 
creased amount to perform the work successfully next year. 

In regard to plank-walks, concreting, etc., and all the 
general details of the department, my next annual report 
will contain an ample explanation. 

Finally, in regard to the city greenhouses, and the neces- 
sity of extending the area of the nursery land, I desire to 
call your attention to the following extract from my. report 
of last year (City Document 41, p. 15):— 

‘¢In connection with the Roxbury canal land improvement I 
trust I may be pardoned if I step a little out of my usual 
course to make a recommendation that is not wholly within 
my province. Some years ago the city sold about 20,000 
feet of land, bounded by East Chester park, Albany, and 
Northampton streets and Harrison avenue. It appears to me 
the time is not far distant when this land will be required for 
city purposes. Indeed, with the increase and development of 
the new parks, additional greenhouses will be required in some 
central location, adjacent to both the old and the new gardens 
and parks alike, and at present I do not know of a more 
available and suitable piece of land taken in connection with 
the present two and two-thirds acres now owned by the city. 


Without wishing to be considered at all grasping, I am con- 
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vineed that the department of Common and Public Grounds 
will, within two years, require every foot of the Jand for its 
increased business. Besides, I believe that the land can now 
be obtained for the small amount for which the city sold it, 
with interest added. I trust the city government will give 
this suggestion a favorable consideration before the land 
passes into the hands of speculators.” JI am _ satisfied that 
the above prediction was correct, as I already feel the need 
of requiring more land for the extension of the nurseries. 
Upon the whole, I am pleased to say, that, while the 
department is not perfect, it is at least progressive.

The new quarters assigned to this department at No. 12 
Beacon street are conveniently arranged, and have proved 
well adapted to meet the public needs. 

The subject of re-dividing the city into voting precincts 
was discussed by the last city government, but no definite 
action taken. As the present division is wholly dispropor- 
tionate, we would respectfully suggest that legislation be 
asked for as soon as practicable to accomplish this result ; 
and, in view of the rapid increase in population, provision 
should be made to largely increase the number of precincts.

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The MunIcIPAL REGISTER was first issued in 1841, in which year it 
appeared as a City Document of 104 pages. Its contents were: Rules 
and Orders of the Common Council; Joint Rules; Ordinances of the 
City; Statutes of the Commonwealth relating to the City; City Govern- 
ment of 1841, with Committees; Departments (comprising at that time 
the Treasury ; Law; Police; Health ; Public Land and Buildings, Lamps 
and Bridges; Fire; Public Charitable Institutions) ; Public Schools, and 
a list of the Ward Officers. From that date to the present time the 
MUNICIPAL REGISTER has been published annually. In 1848 a list of 
members of preceding city governments was added, with a necrologi- 
eal record. During a number of years it was also customary to publish 
in this volume the ordinances enacted during the year preceding, and 
the special statutes relating to the City of Boston. In 1876 statistics 
of registration and voting made their appearance, and since 1879 these 
have been given in tabulated form. In 1883 the custom of publishing 
portraits of the Mayor and presiding officers of the two branches of the 
City Council was established. The list of past city governments of Rox- 
bury and Charlestown was added in 1888.

The establishment of the town of Boston dates 
from the passage of the order of the Court of 
Assistants on the 17th September (7th, O. S.), 
1630, “that Trimountain shall be called Boston.” 
The first city government was organized on the 
Ist of May, 1822 (St. 182], c. 110). Roxbury 
was first recognized by the Court of Assistants 
as a town on the 8th Oct., 1630. It was incor- 
porated as a city on the 12th March, 1846 (St. 1846, 
ce. 95), and annexed to Boston 6th Jan., 1868 
(St. 1867, c. 359; accepted 9th Sept.). Dorches- 
ter was named by the Court of Assistants in the 
same order in which Boston was named; and it 
retained its town organization until annexed to 
Boston on the 3d Jan., 1870 (St. 1869, ¢. 349; 
accepted 22d June). Charlestown was founded 
4th July, 1629; mcorporated as a city in 1847 
(St. 1847, ec. 29); annexed to Boston, 5th Jan., 
1874 (St. 1873, c. 286; accepted, 7th Oct.). 
West Roxbury was incorporated as a town on 
the 24th March, 1851 (St. 1851, c. 250); 
annexed to Boston on 5th Jan. 1874 (St. 
1873, c. 314; accepted, 7th Oct.). Brighton

The first act of the Legislature of Massachusetts establishing the 
City of Boston was passed February 23, 1822, and adopted by the citi- 
zens of Boston, March 4,1822. It is chapter i10 of the acts of 1821. 
The present city charter, being a revision of the former one, was 
passed April 29, 1854, and adopted by the citizens November 13, 
1854. It is chapter 448 of the acts of 1854. The charter herewith 
presented is a codification of the original enactment of 1854 and the 
general and special acts since then adopted. The numbering of the 
sections, up to and including section 65, is the same as in Stat. 1854, 
chap. 448, the principal features of the more important acts estab- 
lishing departments and institutions being given in sections num- 
bered from 66 onward. Marginal references indicate corresponding 
sections in the first charter of 1822. Where the provisions of the act 
of 1854 have been amended or supplemented by subsequent legisla- 
tion, the text gives the section as amended, with reference in the 
margin to the amendatory statute. he language of the original 
charter is retained as far as practicable. Sections 66-79 are marked 
‘* additional,” and are intended to show the variations made by special 
laws which have either suspended the general power to establish all 
necessary offices, or have treated of matters not included in the 
main charter. The changes made by Stat. 1885, chap. 266, are 
expressed in the text wherever possible; but that act covers so 
much new ground that itis also given entire; also the ‘‘ Act to limit 
the Municipal Debt and the Rate of Taxation in the City of 
Boston,” being chap. 178 of the acts of 1885. 

Sections in pica are unchanged from the text of 1854, except 
$§ 25 and 60. Words in italics show verbal changes. Sections in 
small pica give the presumed state of the charter as affected by sub- 
sequent legislation.

AN ACT TO AMEND THE CHARTER OF THE CITY OF 
BOSTON. 


Section 1. The mayor of the city of Boston shall 
appoint, subject to confirmation by the board of alder- 
men, all officers and boards now elected by the city 
council or board of aldermen, or appointed by him 
subject to confirmation, and all whose offices may here- 
after be established by the city council or board of 
aldermen, for such terms of service, respectively, as 
are or may be fixed by law or ordinance; and he may 
remove any of said officers or members of such boards 
for such cause as he shall deem sufficient, and shall 
assign in his order for removal. No appointment made 
by the mayor shall be acted upon by the board of alder- 
men until the expiration of one week after such appoint- 
ment is transmitted to said board. 

Sect. 2. The foregoing section shall not apply to the 
city messenger, clerk of committees of the city council, 
or such other clerks and attendants as may be employed 
by the city council or either branch thereof, or any sub- 
ordinate officers in the several departments.

supply of materials, and the construction, alteration, and 
repair of all public works and buildings, and have the 
entire care, custody and management of all public 
works, institutions, buildings and other property, and 
the direction and control of all the executive and admin- 
istrative business of said city. They shall be at all times gree 
accountable for the proper discharge of their duties to the mayor. 
mayor, as the chief executive officer, whose duty it shall 
be to secure the honest, efficient, and economical con- 
duct of the entire executive and administrative business 
of the city, and the harmonious and concerted action of peat, 
the different departments. Every contract made as approve 


contracts, 
etc. 


aforesaid in which the amount involved exceeds two 
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thousand dollars shall require the approval of the mayor 
before going into effect; and no expenditure shall be 
made nor lability incurred for any purpose beyond the 
appropriation duly made therefor. 

Secr. 7. The mayor shall, once a month or oftener, 
call together the heads of departments for consultation 
and advice upon the affairs of the city; and at such 
meetings and at all times they shall furnish such infor- 
mation as to matters under their control as the mayor 
may request. 

Secor. 8. The heads of departments, and all other 
officers and boards having authority to expend money, 
shall annually furnish an estimate to the mayor of the 
money required for their respective departments and 
offices during the next financial year. The mayor shall 
examine such estimates, and submit the same with his 
recommendations thereon to the city council. 

Sect. 9. When an ordinance, order, resolution, or 
vote of the city council, or of either branch thereof, in- 
volving the appropriation or expenditure of money, or 
the raising of a tax, and including separate items or 
sums, is presented to the mayor of the city for his ap- 
proval, he may approve some of the items or sums, and 
disapprove others; and in case of such disapproval the 
portion of the ordinance, order, resolution, or vote so 
approved shall be in force, in like manner, as if the 
items or sums disapproved had never been a_ part 
thereof; and the mayor shall return a statement of the 
items or sums disapproved, with his objections in writ- 
ing, to that branch of the city council in which the ordi- 
nance, order, resolution, or vote originated. The items 
or sums so disapproved shall not be in force unless 
passed in the manner provided in section forty-seven of 
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chapter four hundred and forty-eight of the acts of the 
year eighteen hundred and fifty-four. 

Sect. 10. All orders, resolutions, or votes of the Na ieee 
board of aldermen of said city which involve the exercise aldermen. 
of any of the powers conferred by law upon the mayor 
and aldermen, or the board of aldermen as a separate 
board; and all orders, resolutions, or votes of the school ok oe 
committee of said city, which involve the expenditure of 
money, shall be presented to the mayor for his approval, 
and thereupon the same proceedings shall be had by the 
mayor and the board of aldermen, or the mayor and the 
school committee, as are provided in section forty-seven 
of chapter four hundred and forty-eight of the acts of the 
year eighteen hundred and fifty-four, or in section nine 
of this act, to be had by the mayor and a single branch 
of the city council; but nothing in this section contained 
shall affect the powers or duties of said board in relation 
to votes cast at elections. The mayor shall not be «a Mayor nota 
member, nor preside at any of the meetings, nor appoint tee 
any of the committees of either the board of aldermen or ?""** 
of the school committee. 

Secor. 1l. The annual salary of the mayor of said Salary of 
city shall be fixed by the city council by concurrent vote sh 
at a sum not less than five thousand dollars, and he shall 
receive for his services no other compensation or emolu- 
ment whatever. 

Secor. 12. Neither the city council nor either branch geiko 
thereof, nor any member or committee thereof or of etc., re- 
either branch thereof, nor the board of aldermen acting aie 
in any capacity in which said board may act separately 
under special powers conferred upon it, nor any member 
or committee of said board acting in any such capacity, 
shall directly or indirectly take part in the employment 
of labor, the making of contracts, the purchase of mate- 
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rials or supplies, the construction, alteration, or repair 
of any public works, buildings, or other property, or the 
care, custody, and management of the same, or in the 
conduct of any of the executive or administrative business 
of the city, or in the expenditure of public money, ex- 
cept such as may be necessary for the contingent and 
incidental expenses of the city council or of either 
branch thereof, nor, except as is otherwise provided in 
sections one and two, in the appointment or removal of 
any officers or subordinates for whose appointment and 
removal provision is hereinbefore made; but nothing in 
this section contained shall affect the powers or duties of 
the board of aldermen in relation to state aid to disabled 
soldiers and sailors, and to the families of those killed in 


the civil war. 


Sect. 13. All ordinances, rules, orders, resolutions, 


and votes of the city council of said city and of either 
branch thereof, and of the board of aldermen acting ina 
special capacity as a separate board, are annulled so far 
as they are inconsistent with the provisions of this act; 
and nothing herein shall affect the enforcement of the 
provisions of chapter three hundred and twenty of the 
acts of the year eighteen hundred and eighty-four, being 
an act to improve the civil service of the commonwealth 
and the cities thereof, or of the rules made by the com- 
missioners appointed thereunder; and none of the pro- 
visions of this act, except those relating to the power of 
removal, shall affect the tenure of office of any person 
now holding any office or position in said city.

AN ACT TO LIMIT THE MUNICIPAL DEBT OF AND THE 
RATE OF TAXATION IN THE CITY OF BOSTON. 


SrctTion 1. The taxes assessed on property in the city Limit of 
of Boston exclusive of the state tax and of the sums ae 7 
required by law to be raised on account of the city debt 
shall not exceed in any year nine dollars on every one 
thousand dollars of the average of the assessors’ valua- 
tions of the taxable property therein for the preceding 
five years, the valuation for each year being first reduced 
by the amount of all abatements allowed thereon pre- 
vious to the thirty-first day of December in the year 
preceding said assessment. Any order or appropriation 
requiring a larger assessment than herein first above 
limited shall be void. 

Secr. 2. The limit of indebtedness of the city of Hn en 
Boston shall hereafter be two and one-half per cent. up 
to and until the first day of January in the year eighteen 
hundred and eighty-seven aud thereafter shall be two 
per cent. on the average valuation prescribed in section 
one of this act, instead of three per cent. on the last 
preceding valuation as provided in section four of chapter 
twenty-nine of the Public Statutes. 

Secor. 3. Any court or justice having equity jurisdic- Injunction

tion, sitting in the county of Suffolk, shall, upon the to prevent

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SEAL OF THE CITY. 


By Chapter 7, Section 1, Revised Ordinances, passed 
December 14, 1885, it is provided that “the seal of the city 
shall bear a view of the city and the inscriptions: ‘Srour 
PATRIBUS SIT DEUS NOBIS. Bosronrta conpita A.D. 1630. 
CIVITATIS REGIMINE DONATA A.D. 1822.’” <A representa- 
tion of the seal as at present, and for many years past, in use 
is given below. [For penalty of unauthorized use of city 
seal, see Pub. Stat. c. 205, § 6.] 


The “Ordinance to Establish the City Seal,” passed Jan. 
2, 1823, provided as follows: —“That the design hereto 
annexed, as sketched by John R. Penniman, giving a view 
of the city, be the city seal; that the motto be as follows, to 
wit : ‘SIcUT PATRIBUS SIT DEUS NoBIS ;’ and that the inscrip- 
tion be as follows, to wit: ‘Bostonra conpiTa A.D. 1630. 
CIVITATIS REGIMINE DONATA A.D. 1822.’” The design by 
Mr. Penniman now appears on the treasury checks, and a 
fac-simile of the original sketch is given in the Municipal 
Register of 1883 and 1884.

RULES AND ORDERS 


OF THE 


BOARD OF ALDERMEN. 


CHAIRMAN. 


Rute 1. The chairman of the Board shall take the chair 
at the hour to which the Board shall have adjourned, and 
shall call the members to order, and, a quorum being pres- 
ent, shall cause the minutes of the preceding regular meeting 
to be read; and, in the absence of the chairman, the senior 
member present shall preside as chairman pro tempore. 

Rute 2. The chairman shall preserve decorum and order ; 
may speak to points of order in preference to other members, 
and shall decide all questions of order, subject to an appeal 
to the Board, by motion regularly seconded; and no other 
business shall be in order till the question on appeal shall 
have been decided. 

Rute 3. The chairman shall declare all votes ; but, if any 
member rise to doubt a vote, he shall cause a return of the 
members voting in the affirmative and in the negative, with- 
out debate on the question. 

Rute 4. The chairman may read sitting, but shall rise 
to state a motion, or put a question to the Board. 

Ruve 5. When the chairman of the Board or the chairman 
pro tempore shall desire to vacate the chair he may call any 
member to it; but such substitution shall not continue beyond 
an adjournment. 
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MOTIONS. 


Ruxte 6. On all questions and motions whatsoever the 
chairman shall take the sense of the Board by yeas and nays, 
provided any member shall so require. And every ordi- 
nance, resolution, or order, except orders of notice, papers 
from the Common Council, orders of inquiry, and orders 
relating to the Department of Health, after being read, 
shall be laid on the table before its consideration by the 
Board, and no such resolution or order, except as above, 
shall be considered at the same meeting at which it is offered. 

Rute 7. The chairman shall propound all questions in 
the order in which they are moved, unless the subsequent 
motion shall be previous in its nature, except that, in nam- 
ing sums and fixing times, the largest sum and longest time 
shall be put first. 

Ruue 8. After a motion is stated or read by the chair- 
man it shall be deemed to be in possession of the Board, and 
shall be disposed of by vote; but the mover may withdraw 
+ at any time before a decision or amendment. 

Ruue 9. When a question is under debate the chairman 
shall receive no motion but to adjourn, to lay on the table, to 
postpone to a day certain, to commit, to amend, or to postpone 
indefinitely ; which several motions shall have precedence in 
the order in which they stand arranged; and a motion to 
strike out the enacting clause of an ordinance shall be equiva- 
lent to a motion to postpone indefinitely. 

Rute 10. The chairman shall consider a motion to ad- 
journ as always in order, except on an immediate repetition ; 
and that motion, and the motion to lay on the table, or to 
take up from the table, shall be decided without debate. 


RECONSIDERATION, 


Rute 11. When a vote has been passed it shall be in 
order for any member to move a reconsideration thereof at 
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the same meeting; or he may give notice to the clerk, within 
twenty-four hours of the adjournment, of his intention to 
move a reconsideration at the next regular meeting; in 
which case the clerk shall retain possession of the papers 
until the next regular meeting; and, when a motion for re- 


consideration is decided, that vote shall not be reconsidered. 


CONDUCT OF MEMBERS. 


RuxirF 12. Every member, when about to speak, shall 
rise and respectfully address the Chair; shall confine himself 
to the question under debate, and avoid personalities. 

RuxE 13. No member speaking sball be interrupted by 
another, but by rising to a call to order, or for explanations. 

Rute 14. No member shall be permitted to vote on any 
question, or serve on any committee, where his private right 
is immediately concerned, distinct from the public interest. 

Rute 15. Every member who shall be present when a 
question is put, where he is not excluded by interest, shall 
give his vote, unless the Board for special reasons shall 
excuse him. Application to be so excused on any question 
must be made before the Board is divided, or before the 
calling of the yeas and nays; and such application shall be 
accompanied by a brief statement of the reasons, and shall 
be decided without debate. 


MOTIONS. 


Rute 16. Every motion shall be reduced to writing if 
the chairman shall so direct. 

Rute 17. Any member may require the division of a 
question when the sense will admit it. A motion to strike 
out and insert shall be deemed indivisible; but a motion to 
strike out being lost shall not preclude amendment, or a 
motion to strike out and insert. 

Rute 18. No motion or proposition of a subject different 
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from that under consideration shall be admitted under color 
of amendment. 

Rute 19. Motions and reports may be committed or re- 
committed at the pleasure of the Board. 

Rute 20. When a vote is doubted the members for and 
against the question, when called on by the Chair, shall arise 
and stand till they are counted. 

Rue 21. All questions relating to priority of business 
to be acted upon shall be decided without debate. 

Roe 22. When a motion is made on any subject, and 
different committees are proposed, the question shall be 
taken in the following order :— 


To a standing committee of the Board. 
To a select committee of the Board. 
To a joint standing committee. 

To a joint select committee.

STANDING COMMITTEES. 


Rute 23. The following standing committees of the 
Board, to consist of three members each, and the members 
of the joint standing committees on the part of this Board, 
named in the Joint Rules and Orders of the City Council, 
and all other committees, unless otherwise provided for, or 


specially directed by the Board, shall be appointed by the 
Chair : — 


Committee on Armories and Military Affairs — Bonds — 
County Accounts— Electric Wires — Faneuil Hall and County 
Buildings, to be composed of the Committee on Public Build- 
ings on the part of this Board — Lamps — Licenses — Markets 
— Paving and Repairs of Streets — Railroads — Sewers and 
Drains — Streets — Steam-Engines and Furnaces.

Rue 24. Atevery regular meeting of the Board the order

ORGANIZATION OF COMMITTEES. 


Rute 25. Each committee elected on the part of this 
Board shall organize at its first meeting by the choice of a 
chairman, and shall report the same to this Board ; and in all 
cases where the Chair appoints a committee, unless otherwise 
provided for, the member first named shall be chairman, and 
in his absence the member next in order who shall be present 
shall be chairman pro tempore. 

Rute 26. The chairman of the Board shall be a member 
of, and also chairman of, the Committee on Finance. 

Rue 27. Committees of the Board, to whom any matter 


is especially referred, shall report within four weeks, or ask 
for further time. 


APPROPRIATIONS AND EXPENDITURES. 

Rute 28. No money shall be drawn from the City 
Treasury, for the purpose of paying the expenses of any 
committee, or any portion of the same, while absent from 
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the City of Boston, unless authorized by special vote of 
the Board. 


SPECTATORS. 


RuiLE 29. No person, except a member of the Board, 
shall be permitted to occupy the seat of any member while 
the Board is in session. 

Rue 30. It shall be the duty of the City Messenger to 
see that no person or persons, excepting members of the City 
Government and reporters, are allowed in the chamber of the 
Board of Aldermen, or in the anteroom of the same, while 
the Board is in session, and after the seats furnished for spec- 
tators have been occupied. 

Rute 81. The foregoing Rules shall not be altered, 
amended, suspended, or repealed at any time, except by the 
vote of two-thirds of the members of the Board present at 
the time.

Ruue 1. There shall be appointed at the commencement 
of the municipal year the following Joint Committees, the 
members of which shall be appointed by the respective 
branches in such manner as they may determine. Said 
committees shall respectively examine, as often as they 
deem necessary, the accounts of public moneys received and 
expended by the several departments. To the said com- 
mittees severally shall be referred all estimates and appli- 
cations for appropriations of the respective departments, 
and said committees shall, from time to time, report on all 
matters which may be referred to them, namely : — 


1. A Committee on Architect's Department, to consist of 
two Aldermen and three members of the Common Council. 

2. A Committee on Assessors’ Department, to consist of 
three Aldermen and five members of the Common Council. 

3. A Committee on City Auditors Department, to con- 
sist of two Aldermen and three members of the Common 
Council. 

4, A Committee on Bridges, to consist of three Aldermen 
and five members of the Common Council. 

5. A Committee on Public Buildings, to consist of three 
Aldermen and five members of the Common Council. 

6. A Committee on Cemeteries, to consist of three Alder- 
men and five members of the Common Council. 
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7. A Committee on the City Clerk’s Department, to con- 
sist of two Aldermen and three members of the Common 
Council. 

8. A Committee on the City Collector’s Department, to 
consist of two Aldermen and three members of the Common 
Council. 

9. A Committee on Common and Public Grounds, to 
consist of three Aldermen and five members of the Common 
Council. 

10. A Committee on the Hngineer’s Department, to con- 
sist of two Aldermen and three members of the Common 
Council. 

11. A Committee on Hast Boston Ferries, to consist of 
three Aldermen and five members of the Common Council. 

12. A Committee on the Fire Department, to consist of 
two Aldermen and three members of the Common Council. 

13. A Committee on Harbor, to consist of two Aldermen 
and three members of the Common Council. 

14. A Committee on Health Department, to consist of 
three Aldermen and five members of the Common Council. 

15. A Committee on the City Hospital, to consist of two 
Aldermen and three members of the Common Council. 

16. A Committee on the Department for the Inspection 
of Buildings, to consist of three Aldermen and five mem- 
bers of the Common Council, who shall be authorized to ex- 
ercise the powers in regard to granting permits given to a 
committee by Section 11 of Chapter 48 of the Revised Ordi- 
nances of 1885. 

17. A Committee on Public Institutions, to consist of 
three Aldermen and five members of the Common Council. 

18. A Committee on Lamp Department, to consist of 
three Aldermen and five members of the Common Council. 

19. A Committee on Public Lands, to consist of two 
Aldermen and three members of the Common Council. 

20. A Committee on Law Department, to consist of three 
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Aldermen and five members of the Common Council. (The 
Committee on Ordinances, provided in Rule 2.) 

21. A Committee on Public Library, to consist of three 
Aldermen and five members of the Common Council. 

22. A Committee on Markets, to consist of three Alder- 
men and five members of the Common Council. 

23. A Committee on Overseers of the Poor, to consist of 
two Aldermen and three members of the Common Council. 

24. A Committee on Public Park Department, to con- 
sist of three Aldermen and five members of the Common 
Council. 

25. A Committee on Paving Department, to consist of 
three Aldermen and five members of the Common Council. 

26. A Committee on Police Department, to consist of two 
Aldermen and three members of the Common Council. 

27. A Committee on Printing, to consist of three Alder- 
men and five members of the Common Council. 

28. A Committee on the /tegistrar’s Department, to consist 
of two Aldermen and three members of the Common Council. 

29. A Committee on Schools and School-houses, to consist 
of three Aldermen and five members of the Common Council. 

30. A Committee on Sewer Department, to consist of 
three Aldermen and five members of the Common Council. 

31. A Committee on Laying out and Widening Streets, 
to consist of three Aldermen and five members of the Com- 
mon Council. 

32. A Committee on the Surveyors Department, to consist 
of two Aldermen and three members of the Common Council. 

33. A Committee on the City Treasurer's Department, to ' 
consist of two Aldermen and three members of the Common 
Council. 

34.. A Committee on Water, to consist of three Aldermen 
and five members of the Common Council. 

All departments not above specified shall for these pur- 
poses be in charge of the Joint Standing Committee on 
Finance. 
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Rute 2. There shall also be appointed annually, in 
like manner, the following Joint Standing Committees to 
perform the duties assigned them : — 


1. A Committee on Appropriations, to consist of seven 
Aldermen and seven Councilmen, to whom shall be referred 
the estimates of the departments prepared by the Auditor in 
February annually, and also any suggestions thereon from 
His Honor the Mayor. 

They shall, on or before the fifteenth day of March, report 
an order appropriating such sums as they deem necessary for 
the lawful public uses, and setting forth in detail, as far as 
convenient, the purposes. 

2. A Committee on Claims, to consist of three Aldermen 
and five Councilmen, to whom shall be referred all claims 
against the city arising from the act or neglect of any of its 
departments. They shall report monthly the number and 
nature of the claims approved by them, and the amount of 
money awarded or paid in settlement thereof. 

3. A Committee on the Contingent Expenses of the City 
Council, to consist of three Aldermen and five Councilmen, 
to whom shall be referred all matters involving expenditures 
from any appropriation for such purposes. They shall audit 
and examine all bills and vouchers for expenditures charge- 
able to such appropriation, authenticate the same, if correct, 
by the signature of their chairman, and send the same to the 
City Auditor on or before the twentieth day of each month, 
to be paid in accordance with the provisions of the Revised 
Ordinances of 1885. 

They shall report in print to the City Council, on the first 
of every month, the Auditor’s statement of expenditures from 
said fund, in reasonable detail, and the amount remaining 
unexpended. They shall have the supervision of City Hall 
and the Clerk of Committees’ Department and the City 
Messenger’s Department. 
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4. A Committee on Finance, to consist of three Alder- 
men and five Councilmen, to whom shall be referred al] appli- 
eations for expenditures which involve a loan, or a transfer 
of any part of an appropriation named in the general appro- 
priation order, or from the Reserved Fund. 

5. A Committee on the City Hall Reference Library, to 
consist of two Aldermen and three Councilmen, to have 
charge of said library, and to expend any sums appropriated 
therefor. 

6. A Committee on Legislative Matters, to consist of two 
Aldermen and three Councilmen, who shall, unless otherwise 
ordered, appear before committees of the General Court 
and represent the interests of the city ; provided said com- 
mittee shall not, unless directed so to do by the City Coun- 
cil, oppose any legislation petitioned for by the preceding 
City Council. It shall report in’ print to the City Council 
all bills, resolves, and petitions presented to the Legislature 
affecting the City of Boston or any department thereof. 
Such printed report shall be made at the next meeting 
of either branch after such application is made, or earlier, 
at the discretion of said committee. 

7. A Committee on Ordinances, to consist of three Alder- 
men and five Councilmen, to whom shall be referred all or- 
dinances introduced in either branch, or transmitted to them 
by vote of any standing committee. Unless specially in- 
structed they shall merely pass upon the question of the 
form and legality of the ordinance so referred, but they may 
append an order that such ordinance “ought not to pass,” 
and give their reasons therefor. Such reports shall be 
made in not over two weeks from the meeting at which the 
reference was ordered in the ordinance received from a 
committee. 

To them shall be referred all requests of the Corporation 
Counsel for additional legal assistance, as provided in the 
Revised Ordinances of 1885, Chap. 25, § 3. 
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They shall also constitute the Standing Committee on the 
Law Department. 

8. A Committee on Printing, to consist of three Aldermen 
and five Councilmen, who shall have the charge of all print- 
ing, advertising, or publishing ordered by or for the City 
Council, or either branch, as one of its contingent or inci- 
dental expenses, and the supply of all stationery or binding 
for the same purpose. They shall annually appoint an agent 
to transact the business, and, unless otherwise ordered by 
vote of the City Council, they shall employ the person ap- 
pointed as Superintendent of Printing under the provisions 
of Chap. 33 of the Revised Ordinances of 1885. When so 
employed he shall receive for both positions only the salary 
fixed by ordinance for the Superintendent of Printing. 

The committee shall fix the number of copies to be printed 
of any document printed as above, the minimum, however, 
to be six hundred; and they shall have the right to make 
rules and regulations for the care, custody, and distribution 
of the same by the City Messenger. 

They shall constitute the Standing Committee on the De- 
partment of the Superintendent of Printing, provided in 
Joint Rule No. 1. 

9. A Committee on Underground Wires, to consist of 
three Aldermen and five members of the Common Council. 


ORGANIZATION OF COMMITTEES. 


Ruue 8. The member of the Board of Aldermen first 
named on every Joint Standing Committee shall be its chair- 
“man; and, in case of his resignation or inability, the other 
members of the same Board in the order in which they are 
named, and after them the members of the Common Council 
in the order named, shall act as chairman. The chairman 
shall call meetings of the committee at his discretion, or ‘at 
the written request of a majority of the members. Every 
Joint Special Committee may choose its own chairman. 
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Rute 4. The Joint Standing Committees shall cause 
records of their proceedings to be kept in books provided for 
that purpose; and at all meetings of committees the records 
of the previous meeting shall be read, unless otherwise 
ordered by the committee. In ali such meetings of com- 
mittees all votes shall, at the request of any member, be 
taken by yeas and nays and recorded. 

Rue 5. No meeting of any committee shall, without the 
consent of all the members thereof, be called upon less notice 
than twenty-four hours from the time the clerk shall have 
mailed the notices or despatched them by special messenger. 

Rue 6. <Any Joint Committee may expend from the ap- 
propriation for Contingent Expenses an amount not exceeding 
two hundred dollars in any one year, for purposes con- 
nected with the duties of said committee for which no pro- 
vision has been otherwise made, except for refreshments or 
carriage-hire. 

CONFERENCE COMMITTEES. 


Rue 7. In every case of disagreement between the two 
branches of the City Council, if either branch shall request 
a conference, and appoint a committee of conference, the other 
branch shall also appoint such a committee. Both commit- 
tees shall, at an hour to be agreed upon by their chairmen, 
meet and state to each other, verbally or in writing, as either 
shall choose, the reasons for the action of their respective 
branches in relation to the matter in controversy, shall con- 
fer freely thereon, and shall report to their respective 
branches. 


REPORTS OF COMMITTEES. 


Rute 8. No report of a Joint Committee shall be received 
by either branch of the City Council unless agreed to by such 
committee at a duly notified meeting thereof. 

Rute 9. Either branch of the City Council may commit 
or recommit to a Joint Committee; the reference of a 
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matter by either branch to its successor, or to the next City 
Council, or a reference with instructions, shall require con- 
current action. The report back upon a matter so referred 
to a Joint Committee, and the action of the branch thereon, 
shall be noted on the record, but shall not require action 
by the other branch. The report of a committee upon any 
subject referred to it shall, unless otherwise ordered by the 
City Council or by the committee, be presented to the branch 
in which the order of reference originated. It shall be the 
duty of every Joint Committee to which any subject may be 
specially referred, to report thereon within four weeks, or to 
ask for further time. 

Ruxe 10. All reports and other papers submitted to the 
City Council shall be written or printed, and no indorsement 
of any kind shall be made on the reports, memorials, or other 
papers, excepting those made by the officers of either branch. 
Every report of a committee shall be signed by a member 
belonging to the body to which it shall be presented, unless 
otherwise directed by the committee. Every order and no- 
tice of reference shall have indorsed upon it the name of the 
member offering it or making the motion. Such member 
shall be informed, by the clerk of the committee to which 
the matter is referred, of the time fixed for its consideration, 
if he give notice of his desire to be heard thereon. 


CLERK OF COMMITTEES. 


Rue 11. The Clerk of Committees shall, at the request 
of the chairman of any committee of which he is clerk, make 
copies of any papers to be reported by it, and he shall notify 
each member of the City Council of all public committee 
hearings. He shall post daily in the corridor of the City 
Hall, and in the chamber of the Board of Aldermen, and in 
the City Messenger’s office, a list of the committee meetings 
to be held that day. 
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ORDINANCES, ORDERS, AND RESOLUTIONS. 


Rute 12. If any ordinance, order, or resolution, originat- 
ing in one branch, shall fail to pass in the other, notice shall 
be given, under the signature of the clerk, to the branch in 
which the same originated. 

Rute 138. In all votes requiring concurrent action the 
form of expression shall be “Ordered” for everything by 
way of command; and the form shall be “ Resolved” for 
everything expressing opinions, principles, facts, or pur- 
poses. 


APPROPRIATIONS AND EXPENDITURES. 


Rute 14. Whenever the City Council shall order an ex- 
penditure by any committee, board, or officer, either in 
addition to the estimates on which the appropriation was 
made, or for an object not included in such estimates, it 
shall provide for the payment of the same. 

No expenditure shall be made from the Reserved Fund 
except by a transfer to some other appropriation, or to a new 
appropriation to be established. 

No expenditure shall be charged to the appropriation for 
Incidentals excepting the amounts necessary to pay judg- 
ments, or to settle claims against the city, and transfers. 

Rute 15. When application shall be made for an addi- 
tional appropriation, to be provided for by transfer or loan, 
such appropriation shall not be made until the application 
has been referred to, and reported upon, by the Committee 
on Finance. 

Rue 16. No order authorizing the borrowing of money, 
or the transfer of one appropriation or part of an appropria- 
tion to another appropriation, shall be passed, unless two- 
thirds of the whole number of the members of each branch 
of the City Council vote in the affirmative, by vote taken by 
yea and nay. 
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Rute 17. No presiding officer of a board, or chairman 
of a committee, unless duly authorized by such board or 
committee, shall approve any bill or account against the city. 


REFRESHMENTS AND CARRIAGES. 


Rute 18. No bills for refreshments or carriages shall be 
paid, unless such bills shall specify in detail the names of the 
members to whom such refreshments or carriages are fur- 
nished, and the dates of furnishing the same. No member 
of the City Council shall incur any such bills, unless the 
same be furnished while performing some duty with which 
he has been charged by a committee of which he is a 
member, and by the vote of such committee authorizing such 
special expenditure. All bills for refreshments shall be pre- 
sented at the time incurred, and shall be approved by the 
members of the City Council incurring the same; provided, 
however, that all bills contracted by sub-committees shall be 
submitted to and approved by the full committee. 

All carriages shall be ordered through the City Messenger, 
who shall examine and audit the bills therefor within twenty 
days from the date they are incurred. 

All bills for refreshments, or carriages, shall be paid from 
the appropriation for the Contingent Expenses of the City 
Council, and, if containing items incurred more than three 
months previous to the date of their presentation to the 
Auditor, shall go before the City Council for approval. The 
prices paid for all carriages hired under this rule shall be in 
conformity with the rates established by the Board of Police. 


\ 


NOTICE TO OTHER BRANCH. 


Rute 19. All papers requiring concurrent action shall 
be transmitted from one branch of the City Council to the 
other before the next regular meeting of the latter branch, 
with the action of the branch sending them indorsed there- 
on, and signed by the regular presiding officer of such 
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branch, or, in his absence, by the clerk, or assistant clerk, 
of such body. In case of votes or action by either branch, 
not based on written orders or papers, notice of the same 
shall be transmitted to the other branch, signed as herein- 
before directed. 


REPORTS OF COMMITTEES. 

Rute 20. Any report containing any recommendation, 
other than “leave to withdraw,” or “inexpedient to take 
further action,” or reference to another board or committee, 
shall be accompanied by an ordinance, order, or resolve, 
embodying such recommendation ; and such report shall be 
acted upon separately. 

Rue 21. Any member of a Joint Committee may submit 
a minority report at the same time as the majority report, 
and, if the latter be in print, he shall be allowed to submit 
his report also in print. Either branch may order to be 
printed the report of any committee submitted to it, or any 
document relating to a subject under consideration, the 
expense thereof to be charged to the general appropriation 
for Printing. 

REPEAL. 

Rute 22. The foregoing rules shall not be altered, 
amended, suspended, or repealed, at any time, except by 
the votes of two-thirds of the members of each branch of 
the City Council present and voting thereon. 


RULES AND ORDERS 


OF THE 
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Ruxe 1. Unless otherwise ordered from time to time, 
the regular meeting of the Common Council shall be held 
on every Thursday, at half-past seven o’clock P.M., and, 
on the appearance of a quorum, the Council shall be called 
to order. In the absence of the President the oldest senior 
member present shall take the chair, and a President pro 
tempore shall be chosen by ballot; and, if an election is not 
effected on the first trial, on subsequent trials a plurality vote 
shall elect. 

PRESIDENT. 


Ruue 2. The President shall appoint and announce all 
committees, unless otherwise ordered, and shall communicate 
his appointments to the Council at the meeting following 
such action, if not made during a session. All vacancies 
upon committees shall be filled in the manner of original 
appointment ; and members so appointed shall take rank ac- 
cording to the date of their appointment. 

Rute 3. The President may at any time call another 
member to the chair; but such substitution shall not continue 
beyond an adjournment. In all cases the President may vote. 

Rue 4. The President may make any rules that he deems 
proper to preserve order in the Council Chamber during ses- 
sions of the Council, and he shall forbid smoking in the 
Council Chamber during a session. 
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CLERK. 


Rue 5. The Clerk shall keep a record of the acts, votes, 
and proceedings of the Common Council, and a separate rec- 
ord of all decisions of the Chair upon questions of order. 
He shall have the care and custody of all papers belonging 
to this branch of the City Council; and shall prepare a 
schedule of business in order for each meeting, in. such 
manner as the President may direct. 

He shall draw up and send all messages to the Board of 
Aldermen; and shall retain in his possession all papers until 
the right to file a notice of reconsideration has expired, and 
after such notice he shall keep the papers pertaining thereto 
until the right of reconsideration has expired. 


CONDUCT OF MEMBERS. 


Rute 6. Except when otherwise provided, no member 
shall speak for more than fifteen minutes, and a farther equal 
time if the Council so vote. No member shall speak a second 
time on a question, if another member, who has not spoken, 
claims the floor. 

RuxE 7. No member shall interrupt another while speak- 
ing, except by rising to call to order, in which case the 
speaker shall not lose his right to the floor. 

Every member, while speaking, shall confine himself to 
the question under debate, and shall refrain from person- 
alities, and shall not refer to any other member of the 
Council except by a respectful designation; and no member 
shall speak or vote out of his place without leave of the 
President. 


QUORUM. Z 


Rue 8. Whenever, on a rising vote or on a roll-call, a 
quorum does not vote, or whenever a member raises the 
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doubt of a quorum being present, the Chair shall ascertain 
and declare whether a quorum is present. If there is no 
quorum present he shall immediately declare the Council 
adjourned. 


COMMITTEES. 


Rue 9. All matters relating to the elections of members 
shall be referred to the Standing Committee on Elections, 
which shall consist of five members. 

Rute 10. There shall be a Standing Committee on 
Judiciary, consisting of five members, who shall have the 
power to obtain the opinion of the Corporation Counsel on 
all matters that shall be referred to them. 

Rute 11. All committees of this Council shall be noti- 
fied of their meetings by the Clerk of Committees. They 
shall not sit during sessions of the Council without special 
leave, nor be called on less notice than twenty-four hours 
from the time the notices are mailed by the clerk or de- 
spatched by special messenger, unless all the members con- 
sent; and they shall keep a record of their doings. The 
member first named shall be chairman, unless otherwise 
ordered by the committee, in which case the Council shall 
be notified of the change; and the same rule shall apply 
to the members serving on Joint Committees. 

Rue 12. Special Committees of this Council shall con- 
sist of three members, unless otherwise ordered. 

Rute 13. No report of any committee shall be received 
unless agreed to by such committee at a duly notified meet- 
ing thereof. Such report, when presented, may be ordered 
to be printed, and shall then take its place among the unfin- 
ished business for consideration at the next meeting. 

Rue 14. Committees of this Council, to whom any mat- 
ter is referred, shall report within four weeks, or ask for 
further time. 
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COMMITTEE OF THE WHOLE. 


Rute 15. When the Council shall determine to go into 
a Committee of the Whole the President shall appoint the 
member who shall take the chair. 

Rue 16. The rules of proceedings in the Council shall 
be observed in Committee of the Whole, so far as they are 
applicable ; but a motion to rise, report progress, and ask 
leave to sit again, shall be first in order, and shall be decided 
without debate; and the previous question shall not be 
moved. 


COURSE OF PROCEEDINGS. 


Rute 17. At every regular meeting of the Council the 
order of business shall be as follows : — 


First. Reading of the records of the preceding meeting, 
if called for by any member. 

Second. Motions, orders, and resolutions. They shall 
be read once, and may be referred or specially assigned, and, 
if no objection is made and no suspension of the rules is 
necessary, they may be given a second reading and passed. 

Third. Papers from the Board of Aldermen. 

Fourth. Unfinished business of preceding meetings. 

fifth. Reports of Committee on Finance. 

Sixth. Reports of Committees, which shall be called for 
by divisions in numerical order. 

Seventh. Communications and reports from city officers. 

Highth. Presentation of petitions, remonstrances, and 
memorials. 

Ninth. Notices of motions for reconsideration. 

Tenth. Motions, orders, and resolutions. 

Provided, however, that not more than thirty minutes shal] 
be allowed for the presentation of papers under the second 
order of business. Papers shall be called for by divisions 
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in numerical order, and only one member in a division shall 
be recognized until each division has been called. 


Rue 18. All papers addressed to the Council shall be 
presented by the President, or by a member; and, unless the 
Council shall otherwise determine, they shall be read by the 
President, or such other person as he may request, and be 
taken up in the order in which they are presented. 

Ruue 19. All ordinances, orders, and resolutions shall, 
unless rejected, have two several readings, after each of 
which debate shall be in order, and they shall then be put on 
their passage. Whenever the second reading immediately 
follows the first the document may be read by its title only, 
unless objection is made. 

RuxLe 20. No ordinance, and no order or resolution im- 
posing penalties, or authorizing a loan or the expenditure of 
money, shall have more than one reading on the same day ; 
but this rule shall not apply to an order to print a document 
or to provide refreshments during a session. 


MOTIONS. 


Rue 21. Every motion shall be reduced to writing, if 
the President shall so direct, and no other motion shall be 
entertained until a reasonable time be afforded for compliance 
with such direction. 

Rute 22. In naming sums and fixing times the largest 
sum and longest time shall first be put to the question. 

Rue 23. When a question is under debate the President 


shall receive any of the following motions, but no others : — 


1. To adjourn. 

2. The previous question. 

3. To lay on the table. 

4. To close debate at a specified time. 

5. To especially assign to a time certain. 
6. To refer to a committee. 
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7. To amend. 
8. To refer to another Board. 
9. To postpone indefinitely. 


These several motions shall not be applied to each other, — 
except that the motion to assign, refer, amend, or to close 
debate at a specified time, may be amended; and the pre- 
vious question may be demanded upon an amendment, which 
motion shall be decided without debate. When one of these 
motions has been made, none of the others, inferior to it in 
precedence, shall be made, and, in proceeding to vote, 
motions pending shall be put in the order of their rank, as 
above arranged. No motion or proposition of a subject dif- 
ferent from that under consideration shall be admitted under 
color of amendment. 

Rue 24. When a matter has been especially assigned 
to be taken up at a fixed hour, or at a certain stage of pro- 
ceedings, such matter shall, at the time appointed, or at any 
time subsequent thereto, during the same or succeeding 
meetings, be in order upon the call of any member, and 
take precedence of all other business. 

RuxE 25. Whena motion is made to refer any subject, 
and different committees are proposed, the motion shall be 
put in the following order :— 


A Standing Committee of the Council. 
A Special Committee of the Council. 
A Joint Standing Committee. 

A Joint Special Committee. 


Rue 26. A motion to adjourn shall always be in order, 
provided business of a nature to be recorded on the journal 
has been transacted since a motion to adjourn was rejected ; 
and such motion shall be decided without debate. 

Rute 27. Debate on a call for the previous question, or 
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on a motion to close debate at a specified time, or on a mo- 
tion to lay on the table, or take from the table, shall not 
exceed ten minutes, and no member shall speak more than 
three minutes. In such debate, however, the merits of the 
~ main question shall not be discussed. 

Rute 28. Any member may require the division of a 
question when the sense will admit of it; and any member 
may move at any time for the suspension of any rule or 
rules. 


PREVIOUS QUESTION. 


RuiE 29. When the previous question is ordered the vote 
shall be taken upon all pending amendments, and finally upon 
the main question. 

Rute 30. All incidental questions of order, arising after 
a motion is made for the previous question, shall be decided 
without debate, except on an appeal; and on such an appeal 
no member shall be allowed to speak more than once, with- 
out leave of the Council. 

Rue 31. The previous question shall be put in the fol- 
lowing form: “ Shall the main question be now put ?” and all 
debate upon the main question shall be suspended until the 
previous question has been decided. 


APPEAL. 


Rue 32. No appeal from the decision of the President 
shall be entertained unless it is seconded; and no other 
business shall be in order till the question on the appeal has 
been decided. The question shall be put as.follows: “ Shall 
the decision of the Chair stand as the judgment of the 
Council?” And it shall be deemed to be decided in the 
affirmative unless a majority of the votes given-are to the 
contrary. 


VOTING. 
Rute 33. Ifthe President is unable to decide, or if any 
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member doubts a vote, the President shall cause a rising vote 
to be taken on the question, without further debate. The 
President shall appoint two tellers for each division of the 
Council, as fixed by him, who shall agree on a count, and 
report the result aloud to him. 

Rue 34. <A motion that any pending vote shall be taken 
by yeas and nays shall be in order at any time, and no 
debate shall be allowed thereon, but it shall be passed by 
the assent of one-fifth of the members present. 

Ruue 35. After the announcement of a vote not taken 
by yeas and nays any member may move for a verification 
thereof by yeas and nays, and on such motion a debate of 
the original question, not exceeding five minutes, shall be 
permitted ; and the yeas and nays shall be taken, provided 
one-fifth of the members voting shall so require. 


RECONSIDERATION. 


Rute 36. When a vote has been passed, any member 
may move a reconsideration thereof at the same meeting, 
either immediately after the announcement of such vote, or 
whenever motions are in order; or if any member, who is 
not shown by a yea and nay vote to have voted against the 
prevailing side, shall give notice to the Clerk, before ten 
o'clock A.M. of the next day but one following that on 
which a meeting was held (except the final meeting of the 
year, or that preceding any adjournment for over two 
weeks), of his intention so to do, he may move a reconsider- 
ation at the next meeting at which said motion is reached in 
the order of proceedings. | 

Rute 37. Debate on motions to reconsider shall be 
limited to thirty minutes, and no member shall speak more 
than five minutes. Whenever a matter has been especially 
assigned, a notice, as above specified, to reconsider any vote 
affecting it shall be considered whenever such special assign- 
ment takes effect. 
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Rute 38. When a motion for reconsideration has been 
decided that decision shall not be reconsidered, and no 
question shall be twice reconsidered unless it has been 
amended after the reconsideration ; nor shall any reconsider- 
ation be had upon either of the following motions : — 


To adjourn. 

The previous question. 

To lay on the table. 

To take from the table. 

To close debate at a specified time. 


ELECTIONS. 


Rue 39. All officers receiving any compensation from 
the City of Boston, who are primarily elected by the City 
Council, shall be chosen in this branch by ballot, at a meet- 
ing subsequent to the one at which they are reported as 
nominated by a committee, or as elected by the Board of 
Aldermen. 

Ruxe 40. In all elections by ballot the number of blanks 
cast shall be reported, but shall not be counted in the returns. 
Ballots cast for ineligible persons shall be counted and re- 
ported, but only for the purpose of ascertaining the whole 
number of ballots cast. Where a plurality elects, if an in- 
eligible person receive a plurality there shall be no choice. 


SEATS OF MEMBERS. 


RuiE 41. No person, except a member of the Council, 
shall be permitted to occupy the seat of any member while 
the Council is insession. The seats of the members of the 
Council shall be numbered, and shall be determined, in the 
presence of the Council, by drawing the names of members 
and the numbers of the seats simultaneously ; and each member 
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shall be entitled for the year to the seat bearing the number 
so drawn against his name, and shall not change it, except 
by the permission of the President. 


SPECTATORS. 


Rute 42. The City Messenger shall allow no person upon 
the floor of the Council Chamber, or in either of the anterooms, 
except members of the City Government and reporters, with- 
out the permission of the President; and, while the Council 
is in session, no person except members of the City Govern- 
ment and reporters shall be allowed in either of the ante- 
rooms on the easterly side. The President shall order such 
accommodations on the floor for reporters and spectators 
as he shall deem proper; provided, however, that no specta- 
tors shall be seated behind the members of the Council. 

Rue 43. The Council Chamber shall be used for meet- 
ings of the Council only, unless by special vote of the Com- 
mon Council; provided, that during the summer recess the 
President may allow the chamber to be used for public pur- 
poses, in all cases reporting his action to the Council at its 
next meeting. The anteroom and large committee-room on 
the east shall be subject to the same rules; except that the 
President may allow committee-meetings to be held therein 
at times when the Council is not in session. The Clerk’s 
room shall be assigned to the Clerk of the Common Council 
for occupancy and use. The anteroom between the Council 
Chamber and the Clerk’s room shall be used during the 
meetings of the Council to give access to the seats on the 
floor, and such other purposes as the President may direct ; 
provided, that smoking there shall not be allowed on the part 
of visitors. The general care and supervision of these rooms 
are hereby intrusted to the City Messenger, subject to the 
‘direction of the President; but no expenditure of money 
shall be made except by direct vote of the Common Council. 
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REFRESHMENTS. © 
Rui 44. No bill for refreshments or carriage-hire shall 
be incurred by any member of the Common Council, except 
in the discharge of official duty, and by the vote of the Com- 
mon Council, or a Committee thereof, specifying the duty to 
be performed, the amount to be expended, and the method. 
All such votes of the committees shall be reported in detail 
once a month to the Auditing Committee hereinafter provided. 
All carriages shall be hired through the City Messenger, 
who shall obtain and verify the bills within twenty days 
from the date when they were incurred. When the Com- 
mon Council is in session at eleven P.M., the City Mes- 
senger is directed to provide carriages to convey members to 
their respective homes, if they so desire. The President is 
hereby authorized to incur bills for refreshments or carriage- 
hire while in the discharge of his official duties. The prices 
paid for all carriages hired under this rule shall be in conform- 
ity with the rates established by the Board of Police. All 
bills so incurred shall be charged to the Contingent Fund of the 
Common Council, and shall be audited, before presentation to 
the City Auditor, by a committee of three members of the 
Common Council. Said committee shall satisfy themselves of 
the correctness of such bills, both as to authority and amount, 
and may require evidence before approving them for pay- 
ment; such audit shall be completed monthly, on or before 
the twenty-fifth day of the month, and no bill shall be con- 
sidered unless presented within three months of the date of 
incurring the same. 
The City Auditor shall report in print every three months, 
giving in detail the bills allowed and the votes authorizing 
the same. 


SUSPENSION, AMENDMENT, AND REPEAL. 
Ruue 45. No rule or order of the Council shall be dis- 
pensed with, altered, or repealed, unless two-thirds of the 
members present consent thereto.

HARVARD BRIDGE. 


By Chap. 155 of the Acts of 1882 the cities of Boston and Cambridge 
were authorized to construct a bridge and avenue across Charles river 
from a point on Beacon street, in Boston, to a point in Cambridge west 
of the westerly line of the Boston and Albany Railroad. Plans for such 
bridge, prepared by the late Henry M. Wightman, City Engineer, have 
been accepted and construction is in progress under a commission, 
created by Stat. 1887, chap. 282, consisting of the mayors of the cities 
of Boston and Cambridge and Mr. Leander Greely of Cambridge. 
Walter H. French is Secretary of the Commission; William Jackson, 
Engineer; John E. Cheney, Assistant Engineer. The cost of the bridge, 
estimated at $500,000, is divided equally between the cities of Boston 
and Cambridge. 


1 West Boston, Craigie’s, and Prison-Point bridges are under the care of commis- 
sioners, one of whom is appointed annually by the City of Cambridge, and one by the 
City of Boston. The commissioners at the present time are Frederic W. Lincoln, of 
Boston, and William J. Marvin, of Cambridge. Term of office, one year from the 
first Monday in May. Salary of the Boston Commissioner, $3334 as Commissioner 
of Canal or Craigie’s and West Boston bridges; and $1662, as Commissioner of 
Prison-Point bridge.

Under the provisions of the statutes relating to buildings in the City of 
Boston, and under provisions of the City Ordinances relating to build- 
ings, the department has supervision over the following matters : — 


The erection of brick, stone, and iron buildings, under statute provi- 
sions, throughout the entire city limits. 

The erection of wooden or frame buildings of limited dimensions and 
range, outside of the building limits, under the provision of the city 
ordinance. 

Additions, alterations, and repairs on all classes of buildings, with 
especial reference to their compliance with the present requirements 
of the building-law. 

The inspection of unsafe buildings and structures, with full power to 
require the securing or removal of the same, and in cases of immediate 
danger, where the security of the public is imperilled in life and limb, 
authority to enter upon, secure, or take down the same, as the exi- 
gencies of the public safety, in the opinion of the Inspector, may 
require. 

The examination of buildings damaged by fire or accident, with authority 
to enter upon the premises and investigate the origin of fires. 

The inspection of buildings liable to take fire from unsafe flues and 
heating apparatus. 

The supervision and the protection of the building limits; the district in 
which the erection of independent wooden buildings is prohibited by 
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statute law, with certain limitations as to wharves, market buildings, 
and elevators for grain and coal. 

Special authority invested in the Inspector of Buildings to issue permits 
for wooden and frame sheds for special purposes, within the building 
‘limits of the city. 

The examination for approval of plans and specifications of all proposed 
buildings.

CITY CLERK’S DEPARTMENT.

The City Clerk, chosen annually in January by concurrent 
vote of the two branches of the City Council, has the care 
and custody of the City Records, and of documents, maps, 
plans, and papers of the city. He also records chattel 
mortgages, assignments of wages, liens upon vessels, and 
performs other duties imposed by statute. 

The City Clerk is, ex officio, clerk of the Board of Alder- 
men, and attends in the same capacity all meetings of both 
branches of the City Council when met in convention. 

The Assistant City Clerk is appointed annually by the City 
Clerk, subject to the approval of the Mayor, and discharges 
the duties of the City Clerk in his absence or in case of a 
vacancy in that office [Rev. Ord., Chap.

A constant watch is kept at the head-quarters, City Hall, night and 
day, by the operators. Each operator has assigned to him certain hours 
of duty, during which time he is responsible for the correct working of 
the apparatus in giving alarms, and all testing of the circuits and other 
details pertaining to the service. An automatic arrangement is con- 
nected with the receiving apparatus, by which assistance may be called 
from the sleeping apartments, if at any time the operator should be 
suddenly incapacitated by illness from performing his duties. No 
operator is permitted to sleep during his watch, unless expressly re- 
lieved by some one else, and by consent of the Superintendent. 

An accurate account is kept of the time of giving each alarm, and of 
the station from which it originates, and all other necessary informa- 
tion. 

Alarms are transmitted to the Central Office, from the Signal Stations, 
or Boxes, by pulling a slide in the box. The police-oflicers and one 
other person resident near each station have keys to the boxes. There 
are 400 fire-alarm boxes in connection with the head-quarters, num- 

_ bered variously from 2 to 781. 

ALARMS are sounded by striking the number of the box upon the 
alarm-bells, and upon the gongs in the engine-houses, for three rounds. 

Alarms are usually given about half a minute from the time the box 
is operated. 


Second Alarms are sounded by striking ten blows, followed by box 
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number. Zhird Alarms are sounded by striking ten blows twice, fol- 
lowed by the box number. 

In cases where the entire department is required, alarms are sounded 
by striking twelve blows twice, followed by the box number. 

In cases where Hook and Ladder Companies only are wanted, the 
signal is given by striking fifteen blows once, with the number of the 
Company struck twice, thus: Hook and Ladder No. One, 15—1—1.. 
Hook and Ladder No. Four, 15— 4 —4. 

If more than one Hook & Ladder Company is wanted, the signal is 
given thus: Hook & Ladder One and Three, 15 — 1— 1—38—3. Hook 
& Ladder Two and Four, 15 — 2 — 2— 4— 4. 

Of other signals given on the fire-alarm bells, 189 indicates a fire 
at Deer Island; 198 indicates a call from Chelsea for assistance ; 22 in- 
dicates no school; eleven blows indicates Police call. 

MERIDIAN BELLS, at their various locations on churches, school- 
houses, in engine-houses, and R.R. depots, are struck from the Fire- 
Alarm office precisely at noon (Standard time), every day. Correct 
time is furnished by telegraph from Cambridge Observatory, so that 
absolute accuracy is secured. 

All bells in the city proper north cf Dover street, except the Faneuil 
Hall bell, have been cut out.from sounding public alarms. 


FIRE—-MARSHAL. 


[Stat. 1886, Chap. 3854; 1887, Chap. 231; Charter, § 79.] 


The Fire-Marshal is appointed by the Governor, to hold office for 
three years from the date of his appointment, or until his successor is 
appointed, with the duty of examining into the cause, circumstances, 
and origin of fires in the City of Boston, for which purpose he is 
vested with certain judicial and police powers. The Board of Fire 
Commissioners makes rules and regulations for the performance of the 
duties of the Fire-Marshal, and supervises his investigations and _ pro- 
ceedings when in its opinion the public interests will be subserved 
thereby. The salary and expenses of the Fire-Marshal are repaid to the 
City of Boston from the treasury of the Commonwealth, to an extent not 
exceeding 25 per cent. of the State tax collected on premiums for writing 
fire risks in the City of Boston during the preceding year.

222 of the Acts of 1880, amended 
by Chap. 141 of the Acts of 1883, the Commonwealth granted to the City of 
Boston a lot of land on the southerly corner of Dartmouth and Boylston 
streets ‘‘for the purpose of erecting and maintaining thereon a building for 
the use of the Public Library of said city.” By Chap. 143 of the Acts of 
1882 said city was authorized to take, by purchase or otherwise, land ‘for 
the erection thereon of a Public Library, and for a yard for the same,” with 
authority to ‘‘ appropriate and use therefor any land now owned by it.” Under 
the provisions of the last-named act, by an order approved April 17, 1883, 
certain lands adjacent to the land granted by the State were taken, and 
by order, approved April 14, 1883, loans were authorized as follows, viz.:

MAIN DRAINAGE. 


By an order of the Board of Aldermen, approved Feb. 25, 1875, the 
Mayor was authorized to appoint a scientific commission of three 
members to examine the present system of sewerage in this city, 
and to suggest any improvements which can be made therein. Accord- 
ingly, the following persons were selected by the Mayor for such com- 
mission: E. 8. Chesborough, of Chicago, Moses Lane, of Milwaukee, 
and Charles F. Folsom, M.D., of Boston, who submitted their report 
(City Doc. No. 3 of 1876), recommending the construction of intercept- 
ing sewers, at a cost of over $6,000,000. On July 17, 1876, the sum of 
$40,000 was appropriated by the City Council for the purpose of making 
preliminary surveys for routes to Moon Island and to Castle Island. 

In 1877 the Joint Special Committee upon this subject reported (City 
Doc. 70), recommending the immediate undertaking of this project ; 
and on August 9, 1877, a loan of $3,713,000 was authorized to meet the 
expense of constructing a large intercepting sewer from Charles river 
across the city, in a southerly direction, to Moon Island. A further 
sum of $1,500,000 was appropriated for this object in May, 1882, and 
$200,000 in June, 1885. On the first of January, 1884, construction was 
sufficiently advanced to permit the works being put in operation.

Rep., 
Vol. 142, p. 601) the redivision of the city into twenty-four wards, as made 
by ordinance of Dec. 23, 1885, and the division of the new wards into voting 
precincts made by the Board of Assessors of Taxes, Jan. 25, 1886, were 
set aside by Act of the Legislature (Stat. 1886, chap. 283), and the wards 
and precincts as before existing were reestablished. (See Municipal 
Register of 1886 for the redivision above mentioned.) The wards and 
precinct boundaries, as reestablished and now existing, are given below.

By Chapter 299, of the Acts of 1884, the Mayor appoints, with the 
approval of the Board of Aldermen, between the first and twentieth 
days of September, annually, a Warden, a Deputy Warden, a Clerk, a 
Deputy Clerk, two Inspectors of Elections, and two Deputy Inspectors, 
for each precinct, who serve for one year from the first day of November 
following their appointment. ‘These officers are paid at the rate of 
$5.00 per diem for actual service, with the exception of the Clerks of 
Precincts, who are paid at the rate of $7.00 per diem on condition that 
their records are kept to the satisfaction of the City Clerk.

Prior to the date when the seven Selectmen became regular offi- 
cers, similar officials had served.

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The election of Mayor for 1845 was more warmly contested 
than in any former year. There were not less than eight several 
ballotings by the citizens. At the eighth trial, on the twenty-first 
of February, Thomas A. Davis was elected. 

In the meantime, from January to February 27, 1845, William 
Parker, one of the Aldermen, having heen elected Chairman of the 
Board of Aldermen, performed the duties of Mayor. 

On the sixth of October, Thomas A. Davis, being in declining 
health, resigned the office of Mayor, which resignation, however, 
was not accepted by the City Council; and on the twenty-second 
of November he died, being the only Mayor who has died in office 
since the organization of the city government in 1822. 

On the eleventh of December, Josiah Quincy, Jr., was elected 
Mayor by the City Council, for the unexpired term of 1845. Ben- 
son Leavitt, one of the Board of Aldermen, acted as Chairman of 
the Board in the interval between the death of Mr. Davis and the 
election of Mr. Quincy. 

In 1851 Benjamin Seaver, having already been elected an Alder- 
man of the city for 1852, was afterwards chosen Mayor for said 
year. At the commencement of the ensuing municipal year, 1852, 
he resigned as an Alderman, and accepted the office of Mayor. 

The election of Mayor for 1854 was continued through three 
ballotings, from December 12, 1853, to January 9, 1854. In the 
meantime the duties of Mayor were performed by Benjamin L. 
Allen, Chairman of the Board of Aldermen. | 

At the municipal election, in 1872, William Gaston was certified, 
by the returns of the officers of the several wards, to have been 
elected Mayor of the city for the next municipal term. But, upon 
charges of alleged fraudulent practices in one of the wards of the 
city, a recount of all the ballots cast at said election was demanded 
and made; and, it appearing therefrom that Henry L. Pierce had 
79 plurality, he was declared duly elected Mayor for the year 1873. 

In 1873 Henry L. Pierce, Mayor of the city, was elected a mem- 
ber of the 43d Congress from the Third Massachusetts District, in 
place of William Whiting, deceased. Mr. Pierce resigned his office 
as Mayor on November 29, and occupied his seat in Congress on 
December 1, 1873. 

The duties of the Mayor for the remainder of the municipal year 
were performed by Leonard R. Cutter, Chairman of the Board of 
Aldermen, who signed all official papers as ‘‘ Acting Mayor.” 
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ALDERMEN. 


Nathaniel P. Russell, Daniel Baxter, Joseph H. Dorr, reélected ; 
and Thomas C. Wales and Redford Webster, elected 1825, de- 
clined. 

George Blake, reélected for 1826, declined. 

In 1828 Robert Fennelly died while in office. 

John Stevens, elected for 1832, died prior to the organization. 

James Savage, elected for 1834, declined. 

In 1845 William Parker resigned. 

In 1848 George E. Head resigned, and was chosen one of the 
Principal Assessors. 

In 1853 Lyman Perry, who had been elected, died before his 
qualification. 

In 1855 John M. Clark resigned, and was appointed Sheriff of 
Suffolk County. 

In 1856 Levi B. Meriam died while in office. 

In 1858 Rufus B. Bradford resigned, and was afterwards ap- 
pointed Measurer of Grain. 

In 1859 Timothy A. Sumner resigned, on account of illness, 
and soon afterwards died. 

In 1878 Samuel C. Perkins died while in office. 

In 1879 Benjamin Pope dicd while in office. 

In 1880 George E. Bell died while in office. 

In 1885 Edwin F. Leighton died while in office. 

In 1888 William P. Carroll died while in office. 

At the municipal election, in 1852, mine Aldermen had a majority 
of ballots; but, in accordance with the statute, the eight who had 
the highest number of votes were declared elected. 

The municipal government for 1855 was the first one that was 
organized under the new or revised City Charter, which provided 
for the annual election of twelve Aldermen. 

At the municipal election, Dec. 14, 1880, the returns of the pre- 
cinct officers showed William Frost to be elected Alderman by a 
plurality of fifteen votes over James J. Flynn, and a very slight 
difference in the number of ballots cast for other candidates who 
failed of election. A recount of the ballots cast for Mayor 
and Aldermen was thereupon demanded in legal form. A com- 
mittee of the Board of 1880, having made the recount, 
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reported, Dec. 27, that Mr. Flynn was elected, having received 
a plurality of votes over Mr. Frost; and Mr. Flynn took the 
seat at the organization of the Board of 1881. Mr. Frost gave 
notice of his intention to contest the seat of Mr. Flynn, and also 
of Mr. Haldeman who had received the next greatest number of 
votes. A committee of the Board of 1881 was appointed to con- 
sider the matter, and reported, March 14, 1881 (City Document 
No. 38, of 1881), the majority declaring Mr. Frost entitled to the 
seat held by Mr. Flynn, with two minority reports. The majority 
report was accepted, March 21, and Mr. Frost took the seat. One 
peculiar incident in this case was the reception of a numerously 
signed petition asking the Board to examine and recount the bal- 
lots for Messrs. Woolley, Haldeman, and Flynn, sitting members, 
and Messrs. William Frost, John Thompson, and George 8. Dexter, 
standing next highest on the precinct returns; another was the 
fact that many ballots were either mislaid or stolen, in Preeinct 3 
of Ward 13, on election day. 

At the municipal election, Dec. 13, 1881, the returns of the pre- 
cinct officers showed William Frost to be elected Alderman by a 
plurality of 154 votes over Charles V. Whitten. On petition, in 
due legal form, a committee of the Board of 1881 made a recount 
of the ballots cast for Mayor and Aldermen, and reported that Mr. 
Whitten was elected over Mr. Frost, and Mr. Whitten took the 
seat. Mr. Frost contested the seat of Mr. Whitten, and called 
for a reéxamination of the ballots cast. Such examination was 
made by a new committee, which reported, January 17, that 
William Frost had 19,861, and Charles V. Whitten had 19,825. 
On January 19, 1882, the seat was awarded to Mr. Frost. 

For reports of contested seats in the Board of Aldermen see 
City Document No. 7 for 1861, and City Document No. 16 for 1862. 

At the municipal election, Dec. 12, 1882, the returns of the pre- 
cinct officers showed Edwin F. Leighton to be elected Alderman by 
a plurality of 102 votes over Joseph Caldwell. On petition in due 
legal form a committee of the Board of 1882 recounted the ballots 
cast for these two candidates, and reported, Dec. 26, that Joseph 
Caldwell appeared to be chosen by a plurality of 14; and that in 
addition there were found 3 ballots for * Caldwell,” 1 for 
‘*K. F. Leighton,” 18 for ‘‘ F. Leighton,” and 11. for ** Leigh- 
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ton ;” also, that, ‘‘ with the exception of the name ‘ E. F. Leighton,’ 
which was written, the abbreviated names above recited were plainly 
legible beyond the edges of ‘ stickers,’ or ‘ pasters,’ which covered 
and concealed the Christian names of Messrs. Caldwell and Leighton, 
those stickers having been pasted upon an adjoining name, but being 
of such length as to partly cover the names in question.” The com- 
mittee further reported that there was plainly no intent to cancel the 
names over which the stickers extended. Mr. Caldwell, who was 
a member of the Board of 1882, thereupon stated his intention of 
not appearing to claim a seat in the Board of 1883, and introduced 
an order, which was passed, declaring that, in the opinion of the 
Board, the abbreviated ballots should be credited to Mr. Leighton. 
The Board of 1883, on petition of Mr. Leighton, awarded him the 
seat at the first meeting, Jan. 1.

William Bowes Bradford, Ward 3, elected 1822, did not qualify — 
himself, declining to be sworn, there being then no provision for 
affirmation, except for Quakers. 

Lucius Manlius Sargent, Ward 6, elected for 1827, declined. 

Henry D. Gray and Isaac Harris, Ward 1; Eleazer Howard, 
Ward 2, and Joseph H. Thayer, Ward 9, elected for 1828; also, 
Holmes Hinkley, Ward 11, for 1845, declined prior to the organi- 
zation. 

Samuel Thaxter, Ward 6, elected for 1830, declined. 

William Foster, Ward 6, elected for 1831, declined. 

John Boles, Ward 3, reélected for 1838, declined. 

The Junior of George Morey omitted 1829. 

Asa Adams, Ward 3, took the intermediate name of Perry, 1830. 

Henry Andrews, Ward 2, elected in 1833, afterwards took the 
intermediate letter R. 

The Junior of Joshua Seaver, Ward 6, omitted 1833. 

The Junior of Henry Fowle, Ward 2, omitted 1837. 

The Junior of Francis Brinley, Ward 10, omitted 1838. 

The Junior of Ezra Lincoln omitted 1851. 

The Junior of William B. Fowle omitted 1865. 

Ezra Forristall, Ward 6, resigned in May, 1853, and was elected 
Superintendent of Health. 

Daniel J. Coburn, Ward 5, resigned in April, 1856, and was 
- thereafter appointed Chief of Police. 

Edward F. Robinson, Ward 11, resigned in May, 1861, and was 
elected a Principal Assessor. 

Charles J. McCarthy, Ward 7, resigned in March, 1862, and was 
appointed Paymaster of Relief Funds to families of soldiers in 
the United States service from Boston. 

Daniel Dowd, a member from Ward 13, died in office, September, 
1872. 

Thomas H. Doherty, of Ward 2, died in office, August, 1873. 

Hillman B. Barnes, of Ward 11, died in office, September, 1874. 

Edward J. Long of Ward 8, died in office, November, 1875. 

Stephen G. Jones, of Ward 4, resigned in March, 1876. 

Thomas J. Fitzpatrick, of Ward 13, died in office, March, 1876. 
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Joseph Healy, of Ward 10, died in office, April 18, 1880. 

George T. Perkins, of Ward 17, died in office, December 7, 1880. 

Daniel J. Sweeney, Porter street, Ward 2, East Boston, and re- 
elected to the Common Council of 1881, died in office, Dec. 19, 1880. 

Eugene B. Hagar, of Ward 10, resigned June 16, 1881, and was 
appointed Assistant City Solicitor. 

Andrew J. Bailey, of Ward 4, resigned Oct. 27, 1881, and was 
chosen City Solicitor. 

Nahum M. Morrison, of Ward 23, resigned March 16, 1882, and 
was appointed Assistant Inspector of Buildings. 

Abraham T. Rogers, of Ward 22, resigned July 13, 1882, and 
was appointed Assistant Inspector of Buildings. 

William L. Harding, of Ward 3, died in office, March 4, 1882. 

James J. Flynn, of Ward 138, resigned in June, 1883, and was 
chosen Superintendent of Streets. 

Cornelius F. Doherty, of Ward 2, resigned in July, 1883, and 
was appointed in the Service Division of the Water Department. 

Michael J. Houghton, of Ward 6, resigned in July, 1883, and 
was appointed Assistant Superintendent in the Inspection and 
Waste Division of the Water Department. 

Eugene D. Sullivan, of Ward 12, resigned in September, 1883, 
and was appointed clerk in the City Collector’s Department. 

George E. Bacon, of Ward 4, resigned March 6, 1884. 

Francis P. Maguire, of Ward 8, resigned February 20, 1884. 

William J. Kilduff, of Ward 19, died in office, Dec. 7, 1884. 

William M. Osborne, of Ward 21, resigned Aug. 27, 1885, and 
was appointed a member of the Board of Police. : 

There have been the following successfully. contested elections : — 

The first, February 22, 1830, vacated the seat of a member from 
Ward 6, on the ground that ‘ closing the poll before the hour at 
which the voters were notified it would be closed was a violation 
of the rights of the voters.” 

The second, May 7, 1835, vacated the seats of the members of 
Ward 3, who were returned as having been elected at an adjourned - 
meeting, December 11, 1834, on the ground of irregular proceed- 
ing, to render the whole number of votes certain by taking the high- 
est number of votes for candidates on each opposing ticket, ad- 
journment of the meeting by the sole authority of the Warden, and 
other irregularities, at the annual election, December 8. 
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The third case, March 7, 1839, vacated the seats of three mem- 
bers of Ward 12, on the ground that a number of illegal voters, 
sufficient to affect the choice, voted at the polls. 

The fourth, February 9, 1843, vacated the seats of three mem- 
bers from Ward 1, returned as elected at the adjourned meeting, 
December 14, on the ground that four votes for non-resident can- 
didates (after having been first thrown out by the ward officers) ' 
were counted at the annual election, December 12, thereby pre- 
venting the choice of two other candidates, who, by excluding the 
said four votes, were by the decision of the Council declared 
elected, leaving one vacancy. 

The fifth, February 27, 1851, vacated the seats of two members 
from Ward 3, on the ground that they were chosen at an adjourned 
meeting, which was illegally held. At the subsequent trial the 
same members were again returned to the Common Council. 

The sixth, January 20, 1853, vacated the seats of three members 
of Ward 3, on the ground that they were chosen at an adjourned 
meeting, which was illegally held. 

The seventh, February 3, 1853, in accordance with the Report 
of the Committee on Elections, vacated the seats of three members 
from Ward 11, on the ground that the Mayor and Aldermen had 
no right to issue warrants for election of members of the Common 
Council, after the annual election, and before the organization of 
the government-elect. But inasmuch as the elections in question 
were conducted dond fide, and no other informality was apparent, 
and as this custom of supplementary elections had been in vogue 
for twenty years, the members thus elected were by the vote of the 
Common Council declared entitled to their seats. 

The eighth, March 19, 1863, in accordance with the Report of 
the Committee on Elections, vacated the seat of a member from 
Ward 3, on the ground that at the time of his election he was not 
an inhabitant of that ward. Before a decision was reached on this 
point the member in question resigned. 

The ninth, April 9, 1863, vacated the seats of the entire delega- 
tion from Ward 10, on the ground that more votes were returned 
than there were persons who voted in that ward at the municipal 
election, — occasioned by mistake, probably, in the counting of the

ballots, — the variation being so great as to affect the election of 
the whole delegation. At the subsequent trial the same members 
were again returned to the Common Council. 

The tenth, January 24, 1867, vacated the seat of a member from 
Ward 3, who was chosen at an adjourned meeting (held on account 
of a tie-vote at the regular meeting, Dec. 10, 1866), on the ground 
that the polls at said adjourned meeting were not kept open the 
same number of hours as were required by the original warrant. 
At a subsequent election the same member was returned to the 
Common Council. [See City Doc. No. 12 for 1867.] 

The eleventh, January 16, 1868, vacated the seat of a member 
returned from Ward 10, because by the count of the original ballots 
cast in said ward it appeared that another person was chosen. 

The twelfth, January 6, 1870, vacated the seat of a member re- 
turned from Ward 13, for the same reason as recited above. 

The thirteenth, January 5, 1871, vacated the seat of a member 
returned from Ward 15, for the same reason. 

The fourteenth, January 18, 1872, vacated the seat of a member 
returned from Ward 7, for the same reason. 

The fifteenth occurred as follows : — 

At the annual municipal election in 1871 Frederick S. Risteen 
was declared elected as a member from Ward 10. This election 
was contested by J. Q. A. Brackett, and a recount of the original 
ballots showed that said Brackett was elected by a plurality of one 
ballot over F. S. Risteen, and said Brackett was accordingly de- 
clared by the Common Council of 1872 to be entitled to the seat. 
Subsequently Mr. Risteen contested this decision, on the ground 
that his name was erased from a number of ballots by some one of 
the ward officers after said ballots were deposited by the voters. 
After a protracted inquiry the Common Council sustained this 
view of the case, and Mr. Risteen was again returned to his former 
seat, and was again duly qualified on February 1, 1872. [See 
City Doc. No. 18 for 1872. ] 

The sixteenth, January 4, 1874, vacated the seat of a member 
returned from Ward 13, because, by the count of the original bal- 
lots cast in said ward, it appeared that another person was chosen. 

The seventeenth, January 14, 1875, vacated the seat of a mem- 
ber from Ward 1, because, by the count of the original ballots cast 
in said ward, it appeared that another person was elected. 
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The eighteenth, January 4, 1877, vacated the seat of a member 
from Ward 20, because, by the count of the original ballots cast in 
said ward, it appeared that another person was elected. 

The nineteenth, January 10, 1878, vacated the seat of a member 
from Ward 20, because, by the count of the original ballots cast in 
that ward, it appeared that another person was chosen. 

The twentieth, Dec. 27, 1880 (see records of Board of Aldermen 
of said date), vacated the seats of one member from each of the 
following-named wards, viz., 3, 138, 16, and 19, because, from an 
examination of the original ballots cast in said wards, it appeared 
that other persons were chosen. From an examination made at the 
same time of the original ballots cast in Ward 5, it appeared that, 
instead of there being a tie vote fora third member from said ward, 
three members were duly chosen. Peculiar features of the case in 
Ward 13 are, that some of the ballots undoubtedly deposited by 
the voters of Precinct 3 of this ward were either mislaid or stolen at 
the polling place ; and that the Committee of the Board of Aldermen 
of 1880, whe examined the ballots for Common Council in that 
ward, erroneously reported that the sitting member had been duly 
elected. [See City Doc. 54 of 1881.] 

In 1887, one seat in the representation of Ward 4, and one in 
that of Ward 15, were vacated, and the contestants declared 
elected, the Council exercising its discretion as to the intent of 
the voter in certain cases of technical irregularity. [See City 
Docs. Nos. 6, 11, of 1887. }

In Common Councin, Jan. 5, 1888. 


The Joint Special Committee on the Joint Rules of the 
City Council, having considered the matter, beg leave to 
report, in part, at this time, and submit herewith the ‘ac- 
companying draft of rules, for adoption by the City Council 
as the rules for the ensuing year. The draft embodies the 
rules that have been in force during the past year, without 
change.

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JOINT RULES AND ORDERS 


OF THE 
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Rute 1. There shall be appointed at the commencement 
of the municipal year the following Joint Committees, the 
members of which shall be appointed by the respective 
branches in such manner as they may determine. Said 
committees shall respectively examine, as often as they 
deem necessary, the accounts of public moneys received and 
expended hy the several departments. To the said com- 
mittees severally shall be referred all estimates and appli- 
cations for appropriations of the respective departments, 
and said committees shall, from time to time, report on all 
matters which may be referred to them, namely : — 


1. A Committee on Architect's Department, to consist of 
two Aldermen and three members of the Common Council. 

2. A Committee on Assessors’ Department, to consist of 
three Aldermen and five members of the Common Council. 

3. A Committee on City Auditor's Department, to con- 
sist of two Aldermen and three members of the Common 
Council. 

4, A Committe: on Bridges, to consist of three Aldermen 
and five members of the Common Council. 

5. A Committee on Public Buildings, to consist of three 
Aldermen and five members of the Common Council. 

6. A Committee on Cemeteries, to consist of three Alder- 
men and five members of the Common Council. 

7. A Committee on the City Clerk’s Department, to con- 
sist of two Aldermen and three members of the Common 
Council. 

8. A Committee on the City Collector's Department, to 
consist of two Aldermen and three members of the Common 
Council. 

9. A Committee on Common and Public Grounds, to 
consist of three Aldermen and five members of the Common 
Council. 
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10. A Committee on the A’ngineer’s Department, to con- 
sist of two Aldermen and three members of the Common 
Council. 

11. A Committee on Hast Boston Ferries, to consist of 
three Aldermen and five members of the Common Council. 

12. A Committee on the Mire Department, to consist of 
two Aldermen and three members of the Common Council. 

13. A Committee on Harbor, to consist of two Aldermen 
and three members of the Common Council. 

14. A Committee on Health Department, to consist of 
three Aldermen and five members of the Common Council. 

15. A Committee on the City Hospital, to consist of two 
Aldermen and three members of the Common Council. 

16. A Committee on the Department for the Inspection 
of Buildings, to consist of three Aldermen and five mem- 
bers of the Common Council, who shall be authorized to ex- 
ercise the powers in regard to granting permits given to a 
committee by Section 11 of Chapter 48 of the Revised Ordi- 
nuances of 1885. 

17. A Committee on Public Institutions, to consist of 
three Aldermen and five members of the Common Council. 

18. A Committee on Lamp Department, to consist of 
three Aldermen and five members of the Common Council. 

19. A Committee on Public Lands, to consist of two 
Aldermen and three members of the Common Council. 

20. A Committee on Law Department, to consist of three 
Aldermen and five members of the Common Council. (The 
Committee on Ordinances, provided in Rule 2.) 

21. A Committee on Public Library, to consist of there 
Aldermen and five members of the Common Council. 

22. A Committee on Markets, to consist of three Alder- 
men and five members of the Common Council. 

23. A Committee on Overseers of the Poor, to consist of 
two Aldermen and three members of the Common Council. 

24. A Committee on Public Park Department, to con- 
sist of three Aldermen and five members of the Common 
Council. 

25. A Committee on Paving Department, to consist of 
three Aldermen and tive members of the Common Council. 

26. A Committee on Police Department, to consist of two 
Aldermen and three members of the Common Council. 

27. A Committee on Printing, to consist of three Alder- 
men and five members of the Common Council. 

28. A Committee on the /teyistrar’s Department, to consist 
of two Aldermen and three members of the Common Council. 

29. A Committee on Schools and School-houses, to consist 
of three Aldermen and five members of the Common Council. 
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80. A Committee on Sewer Department, to consist of 
three Aldermen and five members of the Common Council. 

31. A Committee on Laying out and Widening Streets, 
to consist of three Aldermen and five members of the Com- 
mon Council. 

32. A Committee on the Surveyors Department, to consist 
of two Aldermen and three members of the Common Council. 

33. A Committee on the City Treasurer's Department, to 
consist of two Aldermen and three members of the Common 
Council. 

34. A Committee on Water, to consist of three Aldermen 
and five members of the Common Council. 

All departments not above specified shall for these pur- 
poses be in charge of the Joint Standing Committee on 
Finance. 

Rue 2. There shall also be appointed annually, in 
like manner, the following Joint Standing Committees to 
perform the duties assigned them : — 

1. A Committee on ‘Appropriations, to consist of seven 
Aldermen and seven Councilmen, to whom shall be referred 
the estimates of the departments prepared by the Auditor in 
February annually, and also any suggestions thereon from 
His Honor the Mayor. 

They shall, on or before the fifteenth day of March, report 
an order appropriating such sums as they deem necessary for 
the luwful public uses, and setting forth in detail, as far as 
convenient, the purposes. 

2. A Committee on Claims, to consist of three Aldermen 
and five Councilmen, to whom shall be referred all claims 
against the city arising from the act or neglect of any of its 
departments. They shall report monthly the number and 
nature of the claims approved by them, and the amount of 
money awarded or paid in settlement thereof. 

3. A Committee on the Contingent Expenses of the City 
Council, to consist of three Aldermen and five Councilmen, 
to whom shall be referred all matters involving expenditures 
from any appropriation for such purposes. ‘They shall audit 
and examine all bills and vouchers for expenditures charge- 
able to such appropriation, authenticate the same, if correct, 
by the signature of their chairman, and send the same to the 
City Auditor on or before the twentieth day of each month, 
to be paid in accordance with the provisions of the Revised 
Ordinances of 1885. 

They shall report in print to the City Council, on the first 
of every month, the Auditor’s statement of expenditures from 
said fund, in reasonable detail, and the amount remaining 
unexpended. They shall have the supervision of City Hall 
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and the Clerk of Committees’ Department and the City 
Messenger’s Department. 

AguveA Cantnilte’ on Finance, to consist of five Alder- 
men and five Councilmen, to whom shall be referred all apph- 
cations for expenditures which involve a loan, or a transfer 
of any part of an appropriation named in the general appro- 
priation order, or from the Reserved Fund. 

5. A Committee on the City Hall Reference Library, to 
consist of two Aldermen and three Councilmen, to have 
charge of said library, and to expend any sums appropriated 
therefor. 

6. A Committee on Legislative Matters, to consist of two 
Aldermen and three Councilmen, who shall, unless otherwise 
ordered, appear before committees of the General Court 
and represent the interests of the city ; provided said com- 
mittee shall’ not, unless directed so to do by the City Coun- 
cil, oppose any legislation petitioned for by the preceding 
City Council. It shall report in print to the City Council 
all bills, resolves, and petitions presented to the Legislature 
affecting the City of Boston or any department. thereof. 
Such printed report shall be made at the next meeting 
of either branch after such application is made, or earlier, 
at the discretion of said committee. 

7. A Committee on Ordinances, to consist of three Alder- 
men and five Councilmen, to whom shall be referred all or- 
dinances introduced in either branch, or transmitted to them 
by vote of any standing committee. Unless specially in- 
structed they shall merely pass upon the question of the 
form and legality of the ordinance so referred, but they m: y 
append an order that such ordinance ‘ ‘ought not to pass,” 
and give their reasons therefor. Such reports shall be 
made in not over two weeks from the meeting at which the 
reference was ordered in the ordinance received from a 
committee. 

To them shall be referred all requests of the Corporation 
Counsel for additional legal assistance, as provided in the 
Revised Ordinances of 1885, Chap. 25, § 3. 

They shall also constitute the Standing Committee on the 
Law Department. 


8. A Committee on Printing, to consist of three Aldermen 


and five Councilmen, who sh: ull have the charge of all print- 
ing, advertising, or publishing ordered by or for the City 
Couneil, or either branch, as one of its contingent or inci- 
dental expenses, and the supply of all stationery or binding 
for the same purpose. They shall annually appoint an agent 
to transact the business, and, unless otherwise ordered by 
vote of the City Council, they shall employ the person ap- 
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pointed as Superintendent of Printing under the provisions 
of Chap. 33 of the Revised Ordinances of 1885. When so 
employed he shall receive for both positions only the salary 
fixed by ordinance for the Superintendent of Printing. 

The committee shall fix the number of copies to be printed 
of any document printed as above, the minimum, however, 
to be six hundred; and they shall have the right to make 
rules and regulations for the care, custody, and ‘distribution 
of the same by the City Messenger. 

They shall constitute the Standing Committee on the De- 
partment of the Superintendent of Printing, provided in 
Joint Rule No. 1. 

9. A Committee on Underground Wires, to consist of 
three Aldermen and five members of the Common Council. 


ORGANIZATION OF COMMITTEES. 


Rute 38. The member of the Board of Aldermen first 
named on every Joint Standing Committee shall be its chair- 
man; and, in case of his resignation or inability, the other 
members of the same Board in the order in which they are 
named, and after them the members of the Common Council 
in the order named, shall act as chairman. ‘The chairman 
shall call meetings of the committee at his discretion, or at 
the written request of « majority of the members. Every 
Joint Special Committee may choose its own chairman. 

Rute 4. The Joint Standing Committees shall cause 
records of their proceedings to be kept in books provided for 
that purpose ; and at all meetings of committees the records 
of the previous meeting shall be re ad, unless otherwise 
ordered by the committee. In all such meetings of com- 
mittees all votes shall, at the request of any member, be 
taken by yeas and nays and recorded. 

Rute 5. No meeting of any committee shall, without the 
consent of all the members thereof, be called upon less notice 
than twenty-four hours from the time the clerk shall have 
mailed the notices or despatched them by special messenger. 

Rue 6. Any Joint Committee may expend from the ap- 
propriation for Contingent Expenses an amount not exceeding 
two hundred dollars in any one year, for purposes con- 
nected with the duties of said committee for which no pro- 
vision has been otherwise made, except for refreshments or 
carrlage-hire. 


CONFERENCE COMMITTEES. 


Rute 7. In every case of disagreement between the two 
branches of the City Council, if either branch shall request 
a conference, and appoint a committee of conference, the other 
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branch shall also appoint such a committee. Both commit- 
tees shall, at an hour to be agreed upon by their chairmen, 
meet and state to each other, verbally or in writing, as either 
shall choose, the reasons for the action of their respective 
branches in relation to the matter in controversy, shall con- 
fer freely thereon, and shall report to their respective 
branches. 


REPORTS OF COMMITTEES. 


Rute 8. No report of a Joint Committee shall be received 
by either branch of the City Council unless agreed to by such 
committee at a duly notified meeting thereof. 

Rute 9. Either branch of the City Council may commit 
or recommit to a Joint Committee; the reference of a 
matter by either branch to its successor, or to the next City 
Council, or a reference with instructions, shall require con- 
current action. The report back upon a matter so referred 
to a Joint Committee, and the action of the branch thereon, 
shall be noted on the record, but shall not require action 
by the other branch. The report of a committee upon any 
subject referred to it shall, unless otherwise ordered by the 
City Council or by the committee, be presented to the branch 
in which the order of reference originated. It shall be the 
duty of every Joint Committee to which any subject may be 
specially referred, to report thereon within four weeks, or to 
ask for further time. 

RuxE 10. All reports and other papers submitted to the 
City Council shall be written or printed, and no indorsement 
of any kind shall be made on the reports, memorials, or other 
papers, excepting those made by the officers of either branch. 
Every report of a committee shall be signed by a member 
belonging to the body to which it shall be presented, unless 
otherwise directed by the committee. Every order and no- 
tice of reference shall have indorsed upon it the name of the 
member offering it or making the motion. Such member 
shall be informed, by the clerk of the committee to which 
the matter is referred, of the time fixed for its consideration, 
if he give notice of his desire to be heard thereon. 


CLERK OF COMMITTEES. 


Rute 11. The Clerk of Committees shall, at the request 
of the chairman of any committee of which he is clerk, make 
copies of any papers to be reported by it, and he shall notify 
each member of the City Council of all public committee 
hearings. He shall post daily in the corridor of the City 
Hall, and in the chamber of the Board of Aldermen, and in 
the City Messenger’s office, a list of the committee meetings 
to be held that day. 


Jotnr RULES AND ORDERS. ) 


ORDINANCES, OrDERS, AND RESOLUTIONS. 


Rue 12. If any ordinance, order, or resolution, originat- 
ing in one branch, shall fail to pass in the other, notice shall 
be given, under the signature of the clerk, to the branch in 
which the same originated. 

Rute 13. In all votes requiring concurrent action the 
form of expression shall be “Ordered” for everything by 
way of command; and the form shall be “Resolved” for 
everything expressing opinions, principles, facts, or pur- 
poses. 


APPROPRIATIONS AND EXPENDITURES. 


Rute 14. Whenever the City Council shall order an ex- 
penditure by any committee, board, or officer, either in 
addition to the estimates on which the appropriation was 
made, or for an object not included in such estimates, it 
shall provide for the payment of the same. 

No expenditure shall be made from the Reserved Fund 
except by a transfer to some other appropriation, or to a new 
appropriation to be established. 

No expenditure shall be charged to the appropriation for 
Incidentals excepting the amounts necessary to pay judg- 
ments, or to settle claims against the city, and transfers. 

Rute 15. When application shall be made for an addi- 
tional appropriation, to be provided for by transfer or loan, 
such appropriation shall not be made until the application 
has been referred to, and reported upon, by the Committee 
on Finance. 

Rue 16. No order authorizing the borrowing of money, 
or the transfer of one appropriation or part of an appropria- 
tion to another appropriation, shall be passed, unless two- 
thirds of the whole number of the members of each branch 
of the City Council vote in the affirmative, by vote taken by 
yea and nay. 

Rute 17. No presiding officer of a board, or chairman 
of a committee, unless duly authorized by such board or 
committee, shall approve any bill or account against the city. 


REFRESHMENTS AND CARRIAGES. 


Rute 18. No bills for refreshments or carriages shall be 
paid, unless such bills shall specify in detail the names of the 
members to whom such refreshments or carriages are fur- 
nished, and the dates of furnishing the same. No member 
of the City Council shall incur any such bills, unless the 
same be furnished while performing some duty with which 
he has been charged by a committee of which he is a 
member, and by the vote of such committee authorizing such 
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special expenditure. All bills for refreshments shall be pre- 
sented at the time incurred, and shall be approved by the 
members of the City Council incurring the same; provided, 
however, that all bills contracted by sub-committees shall be 
submitted to and approved by the full committee. 

All carriages shall be ordered through the City Messenger, 
who shall examine and audit the bills therefor within twenty 
days from the date they are incurred. 

All bills for refreshments, or carriages, shall be paid from 
the appropriation for the Contingent Expenses of the City 
Council, and, if containing items incurred more than three 
- months previous to the date of their presentation to the 
Auditor, shall go before the City Council for approval. The 
prices paid for all carriages hired under this rule shall be in 
conformity with the rates established by the Board of Police. 


Notice To OTHER BRANCH. 


RuuE 19. All papers requiring concurrent action shall 
be transmitted from one branch of the City Council to the 
other before the next regular meeting of the latter branch, 
with the action of the branch sending them indorsed there- 
on, and signed by the regular presiding officer of such 
branch, or, in his absence, by the clerk, or assistant clerk, 
of such body. In case of votes or action by either branch, 
not based on written orders or papers, notice of the same 
shall be transmitted to the other branch, signed as herein- 
before directed. 


REPORTS OF COMMITTEES. 


Rute 20. Any report containing any recommendation, — 
other than “leave to withdraw,” or “inexpedient to take 
further action,” or reference to another board or committee, 
shall be accompanied by an ordinance, order, or resolve, 
embodying such recommendation ; and such report shall be 
acted upon separately. 

Rute 21. Any member of a Joint Caitiintites may submit 
a minority report at the same time as the majority report, 
and, if the latter be in print, he shall be allowed to submit 
his report also in print. Hither branch may order to be 
printed the report of any committee submitted to it, or any 
document relating to a subject under consideration, the expense 
thereof to be charged to the general appropriation for Printing. 


REPEAL. 


Rute 22. The foregoing rules shall not be altered, 
amended, suspended, or repealed, at any time, except by 
the votes of two-thirds of the members of each branch of 
the City Council present and voting thereon.

To His Honor the Mayor and the Honorable the City Council 
of the City of Boston: — 

GENTLEMEN, —I herewith submit my Ninth Annual Re- 
port, containing a brief record of my work as Probation 
Officer on the Central Probation District in the County of 
Suffolk, during the year ending December 31, 1887. 


PROBATION 


is designed for reformation without punishment, and as 
practised in our courts, is a limited suspension of sentence, 
to give an opportunity to reform,— when the offender is 
placed under bonds “to be of good behavior, and to ap- 
pear at court from term to term until his case is finally dis- 
posed of, the Probation Officer becoming his surety. The 
person so placed on probation is also required to report to 
his surety at specified times, in person, if residing in the 
city, or by letter if in the country, and he is visited at his 
home by the officer when practicable. 

If, at proper time, the officer can make a favorable 
report of good conduct by the person in his charge, the 
Court orders a final discharge, with or without payment of 
costs, as circumstances seem to justify; but if the person 
does not behave well, and shows no disposition to reform, 
he may be surrendered by his surety, and sentenced at the 
discretion of the Court. 

Under the foregoing arrangement the following is a brief 
synopsis of the work done in my district

REVIEW OF THE YEAR’S WORK. 


Sent Homne. 


During the year 198 persons who had been placed on pro- 
bation have been sent to their homes in the country. A large 
majority of these were residents in the Commonwealth, had 
been convicted of minor and first offences, were without 
means, and by permission of Court were bailed out and sent 
home, which saved them from prison and the city from main- 
taining them there. If they comply with the conditions 
imposed by Court, their cases are eventually placed on file. 

Among the numbers sent home were 53 young women, 
most of them scarcely out of their girlhood, who had been 
convicted of night-walking, or of being idle and disorderly. 
They had left eood homes, had been in Boston but a short 
time, but in their inexperience had fallen victims to the 
temptations so often to be met with in a great city. 

When practicable, parents were sent for, or some respon- 
sible person secured, to see them home, and save them from 
prison, where by law the Court must have sent them had 
not probation intervened. The expense of sending these 
women to their homes was paid, sometimes by friends, 7 
sometimes by free passes by railroad or steamboat, gener- 
ously furnished ; and sometimes from the fund furnished by 
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the city for that purpose. Of the 53 so sent to their homes, 
six have again returned to the city and their former habits, 
and have been surrendered and sentenced. 


CHARITY HomEs. 


One hundred and thirty-three females who were convicted 
of various offences have been taken on probation with the 
approval of Court, and at their own request were sent to 
private charity homes. A large majority of them were pen- 
niless and had no permanent home. 

At the charity homes they are comfortably provided for, 
taught to work, and places of employment, for wages, secured 
for them when practicable, or they are dischar wed + at a proper 
time. Reports of their conduct are made to me each month, 
and a very large proportion are reported as doing well. 
Some are at work for wages at respectable places. Some 
have gone to friends out of the city. A very few have 
proved incorrigible, and have been surrendered and sen- 
tenced. 

Among the charity homes engaged in this good work are 
the Home at Dedham, the House of the Good Shepherd at 
Brookline, the M: issachusetts Home at 41 Worcester street, 
the North End Mission at 201 North street, the Home at 
Wellesley, and some others. 


SENT TO SEA, ETC. 


During the year 10 sailors have been sent to sea, none of 
whom have since been heard from. Three have died before 
their term of probation expired, — 1 from old age, and 2 by 
suicide. 


DEFAULTED. 


Of the whole number of persons sent to charity and coun- 
try homes and to sea, 92 per cent. were placed on probation 
in the Municipal Court. 

By a rule practised in this court, after a specified time a 
default is recorded on the warrant held against them, 
although their cases are virtually on file, they not being re- 
quired to again appear in court. 

I also find, during the year, 58 delinquents, who were 
required to appear in court from term to term, until their 
cases were disposed of, have been defaulted for non-appear- 
ance. Of these 58, 3 had died, 43 were eventually found 
and brought into court, 35 had their defaults removed and 
were given further time, and 8 were surrendered and sen- 
tenced. The other 12, whose whereabouts are unknown 
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(who, for convenience in making up the aggregate, were 
numbered as disposed of), are, in fact, delinquent runa- 
ways, accounted lost, and default warrants have been issued 
for their arrest. 


SECOND COMERS. 


As far asis known, about 4 per cent. of the persons placed 
on probation are again found in custody charged with crime. 


REcoRDS AND REPORTS. 


Records made at the time of the transaction are kept at 
the office, showing the name, age, sex, residence, offence, 
court where convicted, and the result of all persons placed on 
probation. These records also show, during this year, 
attendance at the Superior Court on 155 days; attendance 
at the Municipal Courts on 301 days; visits at the City 
Prison every morning but 8 during the year; visits to the 
Suffolk County Jail, 44; visits to the hemes of persons in 
care, 760; visits at the office by persons in care, 937 ; inves- 
tigations made relative to persons charged with crime, 3,201 ; 
investigations on application to the Board of Directors for 
release from prison, 71, of which number 32 have been re- 
leased on my recommendation and the approval of the Court. 
Temperance pledges given, 306. Employment secured for 
persons in care, 44. Bonds given for persons placed in my 
charge, $54,780, and all other matters of interest in the 
work are daily recorded. 

From these records reports are made to the Board of 
Prison Commissioners for the Commonwealth at the end of 
each month, and to the Superintendent of Police at the end 
of each quarter; and no pains have been spared to aid and 
encourage those whom the Courts have placed in my charge to 
give them an opportunity to lead a better life. 


IMPRISONMENT. 


What would have been the sentence of those placed on 
probation had not probation intervened is readily ascertained 
at the time of trial. 

The 98 persons convicted of night-walking, and the 36 of 
being idle and disorderly, would have been sent to prison. 

The 114 persons placed on probation in the Superior Court, 
where offences of comparatively greater magnitude are dealt 
with, nearly all would have been imprisoned. 

In appeal cases the sentence of the lower court is usually 
confirmed. The shortest sentence to the Women’s Prison at 
Sherborn is one year. In all cases where fine and costs are not 


8 Crry Document No. 6. 


paid, the term of imprisonment is established by law. A con- 
tinuous following of precedents by the Courts, where offences 
of like magnitude and character receive like sentence, is a 
rule, and if at any time a doubt arises, correct information 
is easily obtained. 

By careful analysis I have found that of the 784 cases 
favorably disposed of during the year 1887, about 30 per 
cent. would have been sentenced to prison direct, that not 
more than 10 per cent. could have paid fine and costs, and 
that the remaining 60 per cent. (virtually for their poverty) 
would have been held in prison until released by the law of 
limitation. In recommendations to Court for leniency, the 
ability to pay fine and the circumstances of a dependent 
family are always taken into consideration. 


GENERAL RESULT. 


The records show that the work of probation in this dis- 

trict, during the year 1887, has saved 

83 persons from paying fines, 

701 persons from imprisonment, 

204 years of imprisonment, 

$29,205 in prison expenses ; 
and I am gratified in believing that in many cases it has 
paved the way for genuine reform, and saved many innocent 
friends and destitute families from greater suffering that 
would have been endured in prison by the real offender. 


I learn with pleasure that the probation officers at the 
South Boston and the Roxbury districts have been very suc- 
cessful in their work. 


In CONCLUSION, 


I desire to tender my warmest thanks to the members of 
the Police Department, the court officials, and the many 
kind men and women who have rendered me much valuable 
assistance in the discharge of my duties.

BrigEF REVIEW OF THE YEAR’S WorRK. 


Of the probated persons disposed of during the year, 231 
of them were recorded as having done well, and discharged 
by the Court, while only 13 had to be surrendered to Court 
for sentence, as they were found to be incorrigible ; but when 
we see that 95 per cent. of all the cases placed under our 
care the past year have done well, we cannot but feel that 
probation work in this district has accomplished much good 
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in reforming many from lives of vice to lives of prosperity 
and happiness. 

Under authority of Chapter 220, Section 69, of the Public 
Statutes of 1880 and 1881, and at the request of the Board 
of Directors for Public Institutions, 17 applications for re- 
lease from prison have been investigated, 10 of which were 
reported favorably, and on the concurrence of Court, 9 of 
the prisoners were released, and are now doing well. 


RECORDS. 


Reports containing the age, sex, residence, offence, court 
where tried, and result, have been submitted to the Board of 
Directors for Public Institutions at the end of each month, 
and to the Superintendent of Police at the end of each 
quarter, in all cases that have come under my charge.

The Special Committee appointed to prepare rules and 
orders for the government of the Board of Aldermen for 
the current year, submit herewith the accompanying draft of 
rules, which are the same as have been in force during the 
past year. The committee recommend their adoption by 
the Board of Aldermen.

Committee on Rules. 
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RULES AND ORDERS 


OF THE 


ID OVAURO OE A Aa ) TR VEING 


CHAIRMAN. 


Rute 1. The chairman of the Board shall take the chair 


at the hour to which the Board shall have adjourned, and 
shall call the members to order, and, a quorum being pres- 
ent, shall cause the minutes of the preceding regular meeting 
to be read; and, in the absence of the chairman, the senior 
member present shall preside as chairman pro témpore. 

Rute 2. The chairman shall preserve decorum and order ; 
may speak to points of order in preference to other members, 
and shall decide all questions of order, subject to an appeal 
to the Board, by motion regularly seconded; and no other 
business shall be in order till the question on appeal shall 
have been decided. | 

Rue 3. The chairman shall declare all votes ; but, if any 
member rise to doubt a vote, he shall cause a return of the 
members voting in the affirmative and in the negative, with- 
out debate on the question. 

Rute 4. The chairman may read sitting, but shall rise 
to state a motion, or put a question to the Board. 

Ruie 5. When the chairman of the Board or the chairman 
pro tempore shall desire to vacate the chair he may call any 
member to it; but such substitution shall not continue beyond 
an adjournment. 


Morions. 


RuLE 6. On all questions and motions whatsoever the 
chairman shall take the sense of the Board by yeas and nays, 
provided any member shall so require. And every ordi- 
nance, resolution, or order, except orders of notice, papers 
from the Common Council, orders of inquiry, and orders 
relating to the Department of Health, after being read, 
shall be laid on the table before its consideration by the 
Board, and no such resolution or order, except as above, 
shall be considered at the same meeting at which it is offered. 


Ae 
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Ruie 7. The chairman shall propound all questions in 
the order in which they are moved, unless the subsequent 
motion shall be previous in its nature, except that, in nam- 
ing sums and fixing times, the largest sum and longest time 
shall be put first. 

RuLkr 8. After a motion is stated or read by the chair- 
man it shall be deemed to be in possession of the Board, and 
shall be disposed of by vote; but the mover may withdraw 
it at any time before a decision or amendment. 

Rute 9. When a question is under debate the chairman 
shall receive no motion but to adjourn, to lay on the table, to 
postpone to a day certain, to commit, to amend, or to postpone 
indefinitely ; which several motions shall have precedence in 
the order in which they stand arranged; and a motion to 
strike out the enacting clause of an ordinance shall be equiva- 
lent to a motion to postpone indefinitely. 

Ruxe 10. The chairman shall consider a motion to ad- 
journ as always in order, except on an immediate repetition ; 
und that motion, and the motion to lay on the table, or to 
take up trom the table, shall be decided without debate. 


RECONSIDERATION. 


Rute 11. When a vote has been passed it shall be in 
order for any member to move a reconsideration thereof at 
the same meeting; or he may give notice to the clerk, within 
twenty-four hours of. the adjournment, of his intention to 
move a reconsideration at the next regular meeting; in 
which case the clerk shall retain possession of the papers 
until the next regular meeting; and, when a motion for re- 
consideration is decided, that vote shall not be reconsidered. 


Conpbuct oF MEMBERS. 


RuiF 12. Every member, when about to speak, shall 
rise and respectfully address the Chair; shall confine himself 
to the question under debate, and avoid personalities. 

RuLE 138. No member speaking sball be interrupted by 
another, but by rising to a call to order, or tor explanations. 

Rute 14. No member shall be permitted to vote on any 
question, or serve on any committee, where his private right 
is immediately concerned, distinct from the public interest. 

Rute 15. Every member who shall be present when a 
question is put, where he is not excluded by interest, shall 
give his vote, unless the Board for special reasons shall 
excuse him. Application to be so excused on any question 
must be made before the Board is divided, or before the 
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calling of the yeas and nays; and such application shall be 
accompanied by a brief statement of the reasons, and shall 
be decided without debate. 


MorIons. 


Rue 16. Every motion shall be reduced to writing if 
the chairman shall so direct. 

Rute 17. Any member may require the division of a 
question when the sense will admit it. A motion to strike 
out and insert shall be deemed indivisible; but a motion to 
strike out being lost shall not preclude amendment, or a 
motion to strike out and insert. 

Rute 18. No motion or proposition of a subject different 
from that under consideration shall be admitted under color 
of amendment. 

Ruxe 19. Motions and reports may be committed or re- 
committed at the pleasure of the Board. 

Rute 20. When a vote is doubted the members for and 
against the question, when called on by the Chair, shall arise 
_and stand till they are counted. 

Rui 21. All questions relating to priority of business 
to be acted upon shall be decided without debate. 

Roxie 22. When a motion is made on any subject, and 
different committees are proposed, the question shall be 
taken in the following order :— 


To a standing committee of the Board. 
To a select committee of the Board. 
To a joint standing committee.

STANDING COMMITTEES. 


Ruite 23. The following standing committees of the 
Board, to consist of three members each, and the members 
of the joint standing committees on the part of this Board, 
named in the Joint Rules and Orders of the City Council, 
and all other committees, unless otherwise provided for, or 
specially directed by the Board, shall be appointed by the 
Chair : — 


Committee on Armories and Military Affairs — Bonds — 
County Accounts— Electric Wires — Faneuil Hall and County 
Buildings, to be composed of the Committee on Public Build- 
ings on the part of this Board — Lamps — Licenses— Markets 
— Paving and Repairs of Streets — Railroads — Sewers and 
Drains — Streets — Steam-Engines and Furnaces. 
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ORDER OF BUSINESS. 


Rue 24. Atevery regular meeting of the Board the order 
of business shall be as follows : — 


1. Communications from His Honor the Mayor. 

2. Presentation of petitions, memorials, and remon- 
strances. 

3. Papers from the Common Council. 

4. Unfinished business of preceding meetings. 

5. Reports of city officers. 

6. Reports of committees. 

7. Motions, orders, and resolutions. 


And the above order of business shall not be departed from 
but by the votes of a majority of the members of the Board 
present. 


ORGANIZATION OF COMMITTEES. 


Rue 25. Each committee elected on the part of this 
Board shall organize at its first meeting by the choice of a 
chairman, and shall report the same to this Board ; and in all 
cases where the Chair appoints a committee, unless otherwise 
provided for, the member first named shall be chairman, and 
in his absence the member next in order who shall be present 
shall be chairman pro tempore. 

Rute 26. The chairman of the Board shall be » member 
of, and also chairman of, the Committee on Finance. 

Rue 27. Committees of the Board, to whom any matter 
is especially referred, shall report within four weeks, or ask 
for further time. 


APPROPRIATIONS AND EXPENDITURES. 


Rute 28. No money shall be drawn from the City 
Treasury, for the purpose of paying the expenses of any 
committee, or any portion of the same, while absent from 
the City of Boston, unless authorized by special vote of 


the Board. 
SPECTATORS. 


Rue 29. No person, except a member of the Board, 
shall be permitted to occupy the seat of any member while 
the Board is in session. 

Rue 30. It shall be the duty of the City Messenger to 
see that no person or persons. excepting members of the City 
Government and reporters, are allowed inthe chamber of the 
Board of Aldermen, or in the anteroom of the same, while 
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the Board is in session, and after the seats furnished for spec- 
tators have been occupied. 

Rute 31. The foregoing Rules shall not be altered, 
amended, suspended, or repealed at any time, except by the 
vote of two-thirds of the members of the Board present at 
the time.

Section 1 of Chapter 123 of the Acts of 1876 provides 
that “the Sealer of Weights and Measures shall annually 
give public notice by advertisement, or by posting notices in 
one or more public places, to all inhabitants or persons hav- 
ing a usual place of business therein, who use scales, weights, 
or measures, for the purpose of selling any goods, wares, 
merchandise, or other commodities, or for public weighing, 
to bring in their scales, weights, and measures to be adjusted 
and sealed.” 

The same section also provides that “in those cities and 
towns where a salary is paid to the Sealer of Weights and 
Measures no fees shall be charged for such service.” 

In compliance with the provisions of the foregoing section 
it is customary for the sealer to notify annually, in May, all 
such persons as are referred to by the statutes, by publishing 
the required notice in the daily papers, to bring to this office 
their scales, weights, and measures, to be tested and sealed. 

Section 2 of Chapter 123 of the Acts of 1876, amended

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by Section 2 of Chapter 151 of the Acts of 1877, provides 
that, “at any time after said notice, the said Sealer of 
Weights and Measures shall go to the houses, stores, and 
shops of persons mentioned in the foregoing section, who 
have neglected to comply with the notice given thereunder, 
and having entered the same, with the assent of the occu- 
pants, shall adjust and seal their scales, weights, and meas- 
ures, and shall be entitled to receive for said service the 
compensation set forth in Chapter 51, Section 14, of the 
General Statutes.” 

The customary notice having been published, after a rea- 
sonable time the deputy sealers were instructed to visit the 
places where scales, weights, and measures were in use; 
and, having informed the owners thereof that it was optional 
with them eutether their scales, etc., should be tested at this 
office, or at their place of business, and in the former case no 
charge would be made for such services, proceeded there- 
after, with their consent, to test and seal the same.

Rule 13. Strike out the last paragraph, in regard to the 
printing of reports of committees. 

Rule 14. Strike out the word “ especially.” 

Rule 17. The course of proceedings is changed to facili- 
tate the introduction of reports of committees. 

Rule 42 is changed in order to better regulate the admis- 
sion of spectators to the Council Chamber. 

Rule 44. The last paragraph is stricken out.

Rute 1. Unless otherwise ordered from time to time, 
the regular meeting of the Common Council shall be held 
on every Thursday, at half-past seven o’clock P.M., and, 
on the appearance of a quorum, the Council shall be called 
to order. In the absence of the President the oldest senior 
member present shall take the chair, and a President pro 
tempore shall be chosen by ballot; and, if an election is not 
effected on the first trial, on subsequent trialsa plurality vote 
shall elect. 

PRESIDENT. 


Rute 2. The President shall appoint and announce all 
committees, unless otherwise ordered, and shall communicate 
his appointments to the Council at the meeting following 
such action, if not made during a session. All vacancies 
upon committees shall be filled in the manner of original 
appointment ; and members so appointed shall take rank ac- 
cording to the date of their appointment. 

Rue 3. The President may at any time call another 
member to the chair; but such substitution shall not continue 
beyond an adjournment. In all cases the President may vote. 

Rue 4. The President may make any rules that he deems 
proper to preserve order in the Council Chamber during ses- 
sions of the Council, and he shall forbid smoking in the 
Council Chamber during a session. 


CLERK. 


Rune 5. The Clerk shall keep a record of the acts, votes, 
and proceedings of the Common Council, and a separate rec- 
ord of all decisions of tne Chair upon questions of order. 
He shall have the care and custody of all papers belonging 
to this branch of the City Council; and shall prepare a 
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schedule of business in order for each meeting, in such 
manner as the President may direct. 

He shall draw up and send all messages to the Board of 
Aldermen ; and shall retain in his possession all papers until 
the right to file a notice of reconsideration has expired, and 
after such notice he shall keep the papers pertaining thereto 
until the right of reconsideration has expired. 


Conpuct oF MEMBERS. 


Rue 6. Except when otherwise provided, no member 
shall speak for more than fifteen minutes, and a further equal 
time if the Council so vote. Nomembershall speak a second 
time on a question, if another member, who has not spoken, 
claims the floor. 

Rue 7. No member shall interrupt another while speak- 
ing, except by rising to call to order, in which case the 
speaker shall not lose his right to the floor. 

Every member, while speaking, shall confine himself to 
the question under debate, and shall refrain from person- 
alities, and shall not refer to any other member of the 
Council except by a respectful designation; and no member 
shall speak or vote out of his place without leave of the 


President. 


QUORUM. 


Rute 8. Whenever, on a rising vote or on a roll-call, a 
quorum does not vote, or whenever a member raises the 
doubt of a quorum being present, the Chair shall ascertain 
and declare whether a quorum is present. If there is no 
quorum present he shall immediately declare the Council 
adjourned. 


COMMITTEES. 


Rue 9. All matters relating to the elections of members 
shall be referred to the Standing Committee on Elections, 
which shall consist of five members. 

Rute 10. There shall be a Standing Committee on 
Judiciary, consisting of five members, who shall have the 
power to obtain the opinion of the Corporation Counsel on 
all matters that shall be referred to them. 

Rute 11. All committees of this Council shall be noti- 
fied of their meetings by the Clerk of Committees. They 
shall not sit during sessions of the Council without special 
leave, nor be called on less notice than twenty-four hours 
from the time the notices are mailed by the clerk or de- 
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spatched by special messenger, unless all the members con- 
sent; and they shall keep a record of their doings. The 
member first named shall be chairman, unless otherwise 
ordered by the committee, in which case the Council shall 
be notified of the change; and the same rule shall apply 
to the members serving on Joint Committees. 

Rute 12. Special Committees of this Council shall con- 
sist of three members, unless otherwise ordered. 

Ruzte 13. No report of any committee shall be received 
unless agreed to by such committee at a duly notified meet- 
ing thereof. Such report, when presented, may be ordered 
to be printed, and shall then take its place among the unfin- 
ished business for consideration at the next meeting. 

Rute 14. Committees of this Council, to whom any mat- 
ter is referred, shall report within four weeks, or ask for 
further time. 


COMMITTEE OF THE WHOLE. 


Rute 15. When the Council shall determine to go into 
a Committee of the Whole the President shall appoint the 
member who shall take the chair. 
~ Rute 16. The rules of proceedings in the Council shall 
be observed in Committee of the Whole, so far as they are 
applicable ; but a motion to rise, report progress, and ask 
leave to sit again, shall be first in order, and shall be decided 
without debate ; and the previous question shall not be 
moved. 


CouRSE OF PROCEEDINGS. 


Rute 17. At every regular meeting of the Council the 
order of business shall be as follows :— 


First. Reading of the records of the preceding meeting, 
if called for by any member. 

Second. Motions, orders, and resolutions. They shall 
be read once, and may be referred or specially assigned, and, 
if no objection is made and no suspension of the rules is 
necessary, they may be given a second reading and passed. 

Third. Papers from the Board of Aldermen. 

Fourth. Unfinished business of preceding meetings. 

Fifth. Reports of Committee on Finance. 

Siath. Reports of Committees, which shall be called for 
by divisions in numerical order. 

Seventh. Communications and reports from city officers. 

Highth. Presentation of petitions, remonstrances, and 


memorials. 
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Ninth. Notices of motions for reconsideration. 
Tenth. Motions, orders, and resolutions. 


Provided, however, that not more than thirty minutes shal] 
be allowed for the presentation of papers under the second 
order of business. Papers shall be called for by divisions 
in numerical order, and only one member in a division shall 
be recognized until each division has been called. 


Rue 18. All papers addressed to the Council shall be 
presented by the President, or by a member; and, unless the 
Council shall otherwise determine, they shall be read by the 
President, or such other person as he may request, and be 
taken up in the order in which they are presented. 

Rute 19. All ordinances, orders, and resolutions shall, 
unless rejected, have two several readings, after each of 
which debate shall be in order, and they shall then be put on 
their passage. Whenever the second reading immediately 
follows the first the document may be read by its title only, 
unless objection is made. 

Rute 20. No ordinance, and no order or resolution im- 
posing penalties, or authorizing a loan or the expenditure of 
money, shall have more than one reading on the same day ; 
but this rule shall not apply to an order to print a document 
or to provide refreshments during a session. 


MorIons. 


Rue 21. Every motion shall be reduced to writing, if 
the President shall so direct, and no other motion shall be 
entertained until a reasonable time be afforded for compliance 
with such direction. 

Rue 22. In naming sums and fixing times the largest 
sum and longest time shall first be put to the question. 

Rue 23. When a question is under debate the President 
shall receive any of the following motions, but no others : — 


To adjourn. 

The previous question. 

To lay on the table. 

To close debate at a specified time. 
To especially assign to a time certain. 
To refer to a committee. 

To amend. 

To refer to another Board. 

To postpone indefinitely. 


These several motions shall not be applied to each other, 
except that the motion to assign, refer, amend, or to close 


bat 
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debate at a specified time, may be amended; and the pre- 
vious question may be demanded upon an amendment, which 
motion shall be decided without debate. When one of these 
motions has been made, none of the others, inferior to it in 
precedence, shall be made, and, in proceeding to vote, 
motions pending shall be put in the order of their rank, as 
above arranged. No motion or proposition of a subject dit- 
ferent from that under consideration shall be admitted under 
color of amendment. 

Rute 24. When a matter has been especially assigned 
to be taken up at a fixed hour, or at a certain stage of pro- 
ceedings, such matter shall, at the time appointed, or at any 
time subsequent thereto, during the same or succeeding 
meetings, be in order upon the call of any member, and 
take precedence of all other business. 

Rute 25. Whena motion is made to refer any subject, 
and different committees are proposed, the. motion shall be 
put in the following order :— 


A Standing Committee of the Council. 
A Special Committee of the Council. 
A Joint Standing Committee. 

A Joint Special Committee. 


Rue 26. <A motion to adjourn shall always be in order, 
provided business of a nature to be recorded on the journal 
has been transacted since a motion to adjourn was rejected ; 
and such motion shall be decided without debate. 

Rute 27. Debate on a call for the previous question, or 
on a motion to close debate at a specified time, or on a mo- 
tion to lay on the table, or take from the table, shall not 
exceed ten minutes, and no member shall speak more than 
three minutes. In such debate, however, the merits of the 
main question shall not be discussed. 

Rute 28. Any member may require the division of a 
question when the sense will admit of it; and any member 
may move at any time for the suspension of any rule or 
rules. 


PREVIOUS QUESTION. 


Rute 29. When the previous question is ordered the vote 
shall be taken upon all pending amendments, and finally upon 
the main question. 

Route 30. All incidental questions of order, arising after 
a motion is made for the previous question, shall be decided 
without debate, except on an appeal; and on such an appeal 
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no member shall be allowed to speak more than once, with- 
out leave of the Council. 

Rute 31. The previous question shall be put in the fol+ 
lowing form: “ Shall the main question be now put?” and all 
debate upon the main question shall be suspended until the 
previous question has been decided. 


APPEAL. 


Rute 32. No appeal from the decision of the President 
shall be entertained unless it is seconded; and no other 
business shall be in order till the question on the appeal has 
been decided. ‘The question shall be put as follows: “ Shall 
the decision of the Chair stand as the judgment of the 
Council?” And it shall be deemed to be decided in the 
affirmative unless a majority of the votes given are to the 
contrary. 


VOTING. 


Rue 33. If the President is unable to decide, or if any 
member doubts a vote, the President shall cause a rising vote 
to be taken on the question, without further debate. The 
President shall appoint two tellers for each division of the 
Council, as fixed by him, who shall agree on a count, and 
report the result aloud to him. | 

Rue 34. A motion that any pending vote shall be taken 
by yeas and nays shall be in order at any time, and no 
debate shall be allowed thereon, but it shall be passed by 
the assent of one-fifth of the members present. 

Rue 35. After the announcement of a vote not taken 
by yeas and nays any member may move for a verification 
thereof by yeas and nays, and on such motion a debate of 
the original question, not exceeding five minutes, shall be 
permitted ; and the yeas and nays shall be taken, provided 
one-fifth of the members voting shall so require. 


RECONSIDERATION. 


Rute 36. When a vote has been passed, any member 
may move a reconsideration thereof at the same meeting, 
either immediately after the announcement of such vote, or 
whenever motions are in order; or if any member, who is 
not shown by a yea and nay vote to have voted against the 
prevailing side, shall give notice to the Clerk, before ten 
o'clock A.M. of the next day but one following that on 
which a meeting was held (except the final meeting of the 
year, or that preceding any adjournment for over two 


—_— 
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weeks), of his intention so to do, he may move a reconsider- 
ation at the next meeting at which said motion is reached in 
the order of proceedings. 

Ruut 37. Debate on motions to reconsider shall be 
limited to thirty minutes, and no member shall speak more 
than five minutes. Whenever a matter has been especially 
assigned, a notice, as above specified, to reconsider any vote 
affecting it shall be considered whenever such special assign- 
ment takes effect. 

Rute 388. When a motion for reconsideration has been 
decided that decision shall not be reconsidered, and no 
question shall be twice reconsidered unless it has been 
amended after the reconsideration; nor shall any reconsider- 
ation be had upon either of the following motions : — 


To adjourn. 

The previous question. 

To lay on the table. 

To take from the table. 

To close debate at a specified time. 


ELECTIONS. 


Rue 39. All officers receiving any compensation from 
the City of Boston, who are primarily elected by the City 
Council, shall be chosen in this branch by ballot, at a meet- 
ing subsequent to the one at which they are reported as 
nominated by a committee, or as elected by the Board of 
Aldermen. 

Rute 40. In all elections by ballot the number of blanks 
cast shall be reported, but shall not be counted in the returns. 
Ballots cast for ineligible persons shall be counted and re- 
ported, but only for the purpose of ascertaining the whole 
number of ballots cast. Where a plurality elects, if an in- 
eligible pérson receive a plurality there shall be no choice. 


SEATS OF MEMBERS. 


Rue 41. No person, except a member of the Council, 
shall be permitted to occupy the seat of any member while 
the Council is in session. ‘The seats of the members of the 
Council shall be numbered, and shall be determined, in the 
presence of the Council, by drawing the names of members 
and the numbers of the seats simultaneously ; and each member 
shall be entitled for the year to the seat bearing the number 
so drawn against his name, and shall not change it, except 
by the permission of the President. 


—_ 
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SPECTATORS. 
Rup 42. The City Messenger shall allow no person upon 


the floor of the Council Chamber, or in either of the anterooms, 
except members of the City Government and reporters, with- 
out the permission of the President; and, while the Council 
is in session, no person except members of the City Govern- 
ment and reporters shall be allowed in either of the ante- 
rooms on the easterly side. The President shall order such 
accommodation on the floor for reporters and spectators 
as he shall deem proper; provided, however, that no specta- 
tors shall be seated behind the members of the Council. 
Rue 48. The Council Chamber shall be used for meet- 
ings of the Council only, unless by special vote of the Com- 
mon Council; provided, that during the summer recess the 
President may allow the chamber to be used for public pur- 
poses, in all cases reporting his action to the Council at its 
next meeting. The anteroom and large committee-room on 
the east shall be subject to the same iene ; except that the 
President may allow committee-meetings to be held therein 
at times when the Council is not in session. The Clerk’s 
room shall be assigned to the Clerk of the Common Council 
for occupancy and use. The anteroom between the Council 
Chamber and the Clerk’s room shall be used during the 
meetings of the Council to give access to the seats on the 
floor, and such other purposes as the President may direct ; 
provided, that smoking there shall not be allowed on the part 
of visitors. The general care and supervision of these rooms 
are hereby intrusted to the City Messenger, subject to the 
direction of the President; but no expenditure of money 


shall be made except by direct vote of the Common Council. 


REFRESHMENTS. 


Rue 44. No bill for refreshments or carriage-hire shall 
be incurred by any member of the Common Council, except 
in the discharge of official duty, and by the vote of the Com- 
mon Council, or a Committee thereof, specifying the duty to 
be performed, the amount to be expended, and the method. 
All such votes of the committees shall be reported in detail 
once a month to the Auditing Committee hereinafter provided. 
All carriages shall be hired through the City Messenger, 
who shall obtain and verify the bills within twenty days 
from the date when they were incurred. When the Com- 
mon Council is in session at eleven P.M., the City Mes- 
senger is direeted to provide carriages to convey members to 
their respective homes, if they so desire. The President is 
hereby authorized to incur bills for refreshments or carriage- 
hire while in the discharge of his official duties. The prices 


a 


paid for all carriages hired under this rule shall be in conform- 
ity with the rates established by the Board of Police. All 
bills so incurred shall be charged to the Contingent Fund of the 
Common Council, and shall be audited, before presentation to 
the City Auditor, by a committee of three members of the 
Common Council. Said committee shall satisfy themselves of 
the correctness of such bills, both as to authority and amount, 
and may require evidence before approving them for pay- 
ment; such audit shall be completed monthly, on or before 
the twenty-fifth day of the month, and no bill shall be con- 
sidered unless presented within three months of the date of 
incurring the same. 

The City Auditor shall report in print every three months, 
giving in detail the bills allowed and the votes authorizing 
the same. 


RULES AND ORDERS. BE 


SUSPENSION, AMENDMENT, AND REPEAL. 


Rute 45. No rule or order of the Council shall be dis- 
pensed with, altered, or repealed, unless two-thirds of the 
members present consent thereto.

To the Honorable City Council : — 


GENTLEMEN, — The Board of Directors of the East Boston 
Ferries, in submitting their annual report for the year 1887, 
would respectfully state that, during the year they have 
made a thorough investigation of the condition of the property 
under their charge, and have extensively overhauled and re- 
paired the same, and would state that, at the present time, 
it is in good condition. 

During the year a new ferry-boat, the “Gen. Hancock,” 
has been added, and is a valuable addition, being fitted with 
steam steering apparatus and Edison electric light, and 
we are pleased to say is running satisfactorily at the North 
Ferry. Total cost of same was $47, SE PUAN 

New piers are being constructed at the South Ferry, East 
Boston side, and will be completed in a few weeks. 

We will again renew the recommendation made last year, 
that a suitable building be provided on the East Boston side 
of the North Ferry, and also two new drops at the North 
Ferry, to take the place of those that have been in use for 
seventeen years. 

We also desire to call your attention to the fact that the 
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time has arrived when additional facilities are a necessity at the 
North Ferry, and will earnestly recommend that the City 
Council take immediate action, by purchasing additional prop- 
erty on East Boston and Boston side, so that additional piers 
and drops can be built, and four boats run at this ferry in 
place of two, as at present. 

It will be seen by an examination of this report that 
travel has greatly increased ; that the number of passengers 
carried at the North Ferry was 6,315,198, being in excess 
of the whole travel on doth ferries in 1872, and is daily 
increasing. 

The increase this year on both ferries was 422,318 foot- 
passengers, and 45,750 teams, over last year. 

The increase of foot-passengers at the North Ferry is fifty 
per cent., and at the South Ferry fifteen per cent. since 1880. 

It is a source of gratification to the Board, and it should 
be recorded, that, in the transit of 9,507,864 foot-passengers 
and 747,311 teams, during the past year, not a single life 
has been lost, nor has any accident occurred of a serious 
nature, which reflects to the credit of all the employés in this 
Department. 

It will be seen that the sum of $5,562.52 has been charged 
to our appropriation by the Auditor, and is included in our 
expenditures, and is for land taken by the city in 1885, from 
Lincoln wharf, and was not included in our estimate for the 
year. | 

The Board will call your attention to the annexed state- 
ments by the Clerk of the Board, showing in detail the re- 
ceipts, appropriations, expenditures, and nature of the travel 
for the past year, and also a full statement from April 1, 
1870 (the date the city took the ferries), to January 1, 1888, 
of the same, with the total cost to the city, trial balance, 
etc.

The Lunatic Hospital lost 84 inmates in the last month 
of the year, which would make the real expenditure $5.42 
and the real cost $4.58 per week, instead of the figures in 


the above table. 
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From the preceding pages it will be noticed that there 
has been an increased expenditure and an increase of in- 
mates, and also a reduction of income. 

On account of the exchanges and transfers of inmates 
between several of the institutions at different periods of 
the year, no proper average can be obtained from which to 
- make correct. comparisons of actual cost per inmate with the 
previous year. 

The number of patients maintained by the city at the 
State Lunatic Hospitals for 1887 is as follows: Northamp- 
ton, 23; Worcester Lunatic Hospital, 109; Worcester 
Chronic, 186; Taunton, 89; Danvers, 106; Westboro’, 103 ; 
Receptacle for Insane, Tewksbury, 30; Bridgewater, 11; 
Feeble-minded, 20; a total of 676,— 52 more than the pre- 
vious year. This number does not appear in the tables 
given above, and the cost of support is paid from the pauper 
expenses. 

The frequent visits to the institutions by the members of 
the City Council, individually and with committees, and the 
separate exhaustive reports of the several superintendents, 
make it quite unnecessary for the Board to present a de- 
‘tailed report now, which would at best be a repetition of 
statements of facts and figures. The reports referred to 
will be found annexed, to which the careful attention of 
the City Council is invited, because they state so fully the 
work done during the past, and give notice of their needs 
for the coming year; we will therefore in a general manner 
only show the present condition of the institutions, inform 
the City Council of their necessities for the coming year, 
and offer our recommendations for supplying the same. 

All the institutions under our charge are in excellent con- 
dition, and the general physical health of the inmates is 
good. 

The large number of inmates at the House of Industry 
has exceeded the room, for their proper confinement and 
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discipline; the Board will request the City Council to ap- 
propriate the money with which to build an additional wing 
to the main building. | 

The Lunatic Hospital was overcrowded during the year, 
until early in December, when 84 patients were transferred to 
the retreat at Austin Farm. This transfer of one-third of the 
inmates relieved the hospital; but under the present rules of 
commitment, and the increase of insanity, it will soon again 
be unable:to contain the patients asking for quarters. We 
respectfully and earnestly urge the immediate establishment 
of a new Lunatic Hospital, which shall be pleasantly 
situated, easy of access, and furnished with every improve- 
ment required for the successful and humane treatment of 
this class. 

At the House of Correction there is a larger number of 
inmates than heretofore, 72 more than in 1886. The necessity 
for the erection of a building detached from the main prison 
is called to your attention; this building is required for 
hospital use, and for additional room for prison purposes, 
on account of the steady increase of commitments, there 
being at the present time forty prisoners sleeping in the open 
dormitories, for want of room in the prison proper. 

A large reduction in the income of this institution is 
shown, and is accounted for by the inability of the Board to 
procure work for all the prisoners at remunerative prices. 
This income will be still less for the coming year, because of 
a law passed by the Legislature of 1887 prohibiting the em- 
ployment of prison labor, except on public account. 

The children at Marcella-st. Home are in a very healthy 
state, owing in a great measure to the changes made in their 
diet, which are particularly mentioned in the report of the 
Superintendent, which follows. While the changes referred 
to have occasioned an increase in cost of subsistence sup- 
plies, the excellent resul @attained warrant the expenditure. 

The Charlestown Almshouse, having received much needed 
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repairs, is now a very comfortable home for those sent there, 
and is now occupied to its full capacity. 

The consolidation of the almshouses at Austin Farm and 
Rainsford Island, now designated Home for Paupers, Rains- 
ford and Long Islands, and the completion of the building 
on Long Island for female paupers for this home, are the 
principal changes made in the institutions during the year. 
The Home was placed under the management of the former 
Superintendent of Austin Farm, who has now under his care 
448 men at Rainsford and 833 women at Long Island. The 
building on Long Island was completed and ready for occu- 
pancy in the early summer, but the Board hesitated to 
remove the female paupers from Austin Farm while the 
Portuguese and other residents remained on the island. 
These residents declined to leave for various reasons, and it 
required legal process to remove them, which took several 
weeks and considerable expense to accomplish; and it was 
late in September when the first transfer of paupers was 
made. 

The judgment of former residents and the experts, to 
whom was referred the subject of water-supply from springs 
on the island, was that an abundance of water would be 
found. This opinion has been proven to be erroneous. 
An Artesian well was driven, but it failed to supply water 
in quantity sufficient or of good quality. The steamer 
* J. Putnam Bradlee” has carried water for the use of the 
institution. Tanks have been built with a capacity of 
80,000 gallons, and a reservoir is being constructed which 
will contain 150,000 gallons when finished. We believe 
this to be an uncertain and expensive manner of furnishing 
water, and have made application to the Water Board for a 
connection with the city’s main system ; this will undoubtedly 
be done before the close of the present year. The Fire 
Department has kindly loaned us @ steam fire-engine for use 
in any necessity, which is conveniently located on the 
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island. The land is fertile and will be cultivated. We 
hope to raise vegetables enough for the inmates of the Home 
as well as for the market, which will materially reduce the 
cost of maintenance. 

The hospital at Rainsford Island has been an eyesore for 
years, but is now absolutely unfit for use. The erection of 
a new hospital without delay is recommended by the Board, 
so that proper care and treatment can be afforded the pauper 
sick. 

The establishment of the Retreat for Insane at Dor- 
chester required extensive alterations and repairs at that 
place. Such were made as soon as the female paupers had 
been removed, and when finished, the institution was placed 
in charge of Frederick J. McNulty, M.D., as Superinten- 
dent. Early in December, 84 patients were transferred here 
from the Boston Lunatic Hospital. The Board will transfer 
to this Retreat from time to time such patients from the 
Lunatic Hospital at South Boston as may be selected by the 
Superintendent of that institution, and also from the State 
lunatic hospitals as many city patients as can be properly 
cared for. This is a new departure in the disposition of the 
city’s insane, and it is the intention of the Board to make 
this Retreat a model of its kind. The farm is to be carried 
on as heretofore, and will furnish the milk for the House of 
Correction, Marcella-st. Home, and the Lunatic Hospital. 

Religious services, Catholic and Protestant, have been held 
at all the institutions as heretofore ; reports of Chaplains will 
be found annexed to those of the Superintendents. 

The transfer of John Galvin, Esq., to Home for Paupers, 
and the appointment of Dr. McNulty as Superintendent of 
Retreat for Insane, are the only changes made among the 
heads of institutions during the year. 

The resignation of Emil Schwab, M.D., resident physician 
at Deer Island, was accepted, and Thomas F. Roche, M.D., 
was elected to fill the vacancy, and is now in charge. Joseph 
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I. McLaughlin, M.D., was appointed physician, and Thomas 
B. Shea, M.D., assistant physician, at Home for Paupers, 
and are now performing their respective duties. 

On June 30, Major William H. Hodgkins resigned his 
position as Clerk of the Board, the duties of which he so 
faithfully performed for more than twenty years. He retired 
on account of ill health and the requirements of important 
personal affairs, and the Board accepted his resignation with 
great reluctance. 

Before concluding their report, the Board respectfully calls 
your attention to the following : —

AN ACT RELATING TO THE LABOR OF THE PRISONERS IN THE STATE 
PRISON, REFORMATORIES AND HOUSES OF CORRECTION. 


Be wt enacted, etc., as follows : — 

SEcTION 1. No contract shall hereafter be made for the labor of 
prisoners confined in the state prison, reformatories or any of the houses 
of correction; but such prisoners shall be employed by the warden, 
superintendent or master of said prison, reformatory or house of correc- 
tion, under rules and regulations to be established by the general super- 
intendent of prisons, in such industries as shall from time to time be fixed 
upon by said warden, superintendent or master, and the general super- 
intendent. The warden, superintendent or master, under the direction 
of said general superintendent, shall purchase such tools and implements 
as he and they shall consider necessary for carrying on said industries. 


The attention of the Board being called to the above, the 
correspondence given below ensued : — 


OFFICE OF BOARD OF DIRECTORS FOR PUBLIC INSTITUTIONS, 
BOSTON, Dec. 21, 1887. 
Cou. E. P. NETTLETON, Corporation Counsel : — 

Sir, — We are now employing the prisoners at House of Industry 
and the House of Correction in the manufacture of clothing. There are 
no written contracts, and we charge the same price for the labor as is 
paid for free labor, and for the same character of work. 

Does Ist section (or any part of it) of chapter 447, Statutes of 1887, 
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interfere with the continuance of this custom, and, if so, shall we be 
obliged to employ the prisoners on public work and account ? 

Our customers furnish the raw material and we furnish the labor, and 
keep the machinery in order. 

An answer as soon as possible is desired, that I may bring the matter 
before the Board on Friday next.

Str, —In answer to your letter of inquiry of to-day, I am of the 
opinion that the provisions of chapter 447 of the Acts of 1887 do inter- 
fere with the practice you describe. That practice proceeds upon a con- 
tract, implied if not expressed, by which you furnish the labor of 
prisoners, and your customers pay therefor an agreed price, to wit (as 
you state it), the price paid for free labor and for the same character of 
work. ‘The fact that you make no written contract does not alter the 
rule of law. ‘The prisoners are to be employed ‘‘in such industries as 
shall from time to time be fixed upon,” etc. See Statutes of 1887, ch. 
447, sect. 1. The act contemplates the purchase of material and the sale 
of manufactured goods (section 9) at the wholesale price of goods of like 
kind and grade (sect. 13).

It appears from the foregoing opinion that this Board can- 
not employ the prisoners at the House of Correction as for- 
merly. | 

We respectfully suggest that some means be provided by 
the City Council for the employment of prisoners, and unless 
the law quoted be modified or repealed, the Board will be 
compelled to ask for an appropriation sufficient to purchase 
material, and manufacture goods on public account. 

While some of the institutions may not be able to continue 
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within the appropriations allowed them, owing to the increase 
of inmates and other causes mentioned in their reports, by 
stern economy, and transfers from others, we are in hopes 
that we shall not be obliged to call for a special appro- 
priation. 

With a desire only for the hest interests of the city in the 
care of those committed to our charge, our aim has been to 
conduct the different departments of these institutions in 
keeping with the high standard for which Boston is so justly 
proud.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF DEER ISLAND 
AND RAINSFORD ISLAND INSTITUTIONS. 


DrER IstaAnp, Boston Haresor, Jan. 1, 1888. 


To the Board of Directors for Public Institutions : — 

GENTLEMEN, —I have the honor to submit the following 
report for the year 1887 of the institutions at Deer Island, 
comprising the House of Industry, House of Reformation, 
Truant-School, and Almshouse for sick women and mothers 
with their babes; also a report of Almshouse for men at 
Rainsford Island, from Jan. 1 to Oct. 6, 1887, at which 
date Mr. John Galvin took charge as Superintendent of both 
Long and Rainsford Island Almshouses. 

The year has been one with the usual coming and going, 
but with slightly increased numbers in the House of Industry, 
by making use of room over laundry we have been enabled 
to sleep the inmates with more comfort to some than for- 
merly; but we still require more accommodations for the 
male portion, — especially dining-room, room for comforta- 
bly accommodating them during inclement weather and for 
storage of their clothing. 

The employment of the inmates is also becoming a ques- 
tion of serious import; with more shop-room some industry 
could be found, to give a portion more agreeable employ- 
ment than we now have. 

By removing the pauper women to Long Island and trans- 
ferring the management of Rainsford Island, our pauper 
numbers are very much reduced. There is also a falling off 
in numbers in the Truant-School and in the House of Ref- 
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ormation. The decrease in these departments does not help 
the situation in the House of Industry. 

In considering the item of expense, it should be kept in 
mind that since the transfer of management, Oct. 6 to date, 
we have furnished bread, clothing, and shoes to Rainsford 
and Long Island institutions which are yet to be settled for, 
but having been paid for by the House of Industry appropri- 
ation, will increase our items to that extent, while it decreases 
the amount of costs to those institutions. It is expected 
these differences will be settled, and in future reports each 
department will show its own expenditure more definitely. 

Somewhat extensive repairs were made on ox-barn, wharf, 
greenhouse, and slating on roof of the main building. The 
floor in the women’s dining-room was relaid with hard-pine. 
The hospital was painted one coat outside, also the shed on 
the wharf, and the girls’ reformatory building. The chapel 
was in part replastered, and painted and frescoed. Many 
smaller jobs have kept mechanics busy. 

There have been made in our several departments for our 
use and wear, 1,727 pairs brogans, and 17 pairs boots for 
men, 480 pairs brogans for boys, 936 pairs shoes for women, 
593 pairs slippers, 1,427 coats and jackets, 837 vests, 2,243 
pairs pants, 6564 dozen shirts, 483 dozen pairs drawers, 1812 
dozen pairs overalls, 95 dozen jumpers, 2,350 pairs suspend- 
ers, 5,364 dresses, skirts, and articles for women and children, 
8,856 sheets and pillow-slips, 622 bed and _ pillow ticks, 
1,589 towels, tablecloths, etc.. 4,398 pairs socks. 

There were 5,595 articles of clothing furnished to the des- 
titute at their discharge, from a full suit to a pair of shoes, 
a hat, or a shawl. 

We have slaughtered 41,250 pounds of pork, supplied 
Rainsford Island and House of Correction with pigs, and 
also sold a number. The piggery is now well stocked. Re- 
ceived from dairy 189,025 pounds of milk, — there were made 
723 pounds of butter,—also from hennery 794 dozen of eggs. 
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The farm has a favorable showing, yielding about — 
115 tons of hay.

As the question is often asked, ‘*‘ What are your indus- 
tries?” I copy from report of last year. 

The inmates who are able are at work, weather permitting, 
doing something either useful or ornamental. Mechanics 
who can be are employed at their trades, in repairing build- 
ings, carts, furniture, and the many articles used in and 
about places of this kind. We make and repair everything 
possible that we use, — clothing, shoes, tin and wooden ware, 
carts, wheel-barrows, etc. Others are employed at cutting 
edgestone and catch-basins for the city, in making clothing 
on the piece-price plan, on the farm, in care of stock, in fire- 
rooms and gas-house, bakery, and other prison duties. We 
have also worked a number of men grading and farming on 
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Long Island. The women work at sewing, laundry, kitchen, 
and general house-work. About twelve of the boys in the 
Reformation School obtain some knowledge of the art of 
printing ; others, including the truant-boys, do nothing but 
care for their portion of the premises, attend school, and play. 
The girls in the reformation department are taught sewing, 
mending, and house-work in addition to their studies. 

Drs. Schwab, Resident Physician, and Griffin, Assistant 
Physician, having resigned to go into private practice, their 
places have been filled by Drs. Thomas F’. Roche and Charles 
H. Cogswell, respectively. 

Rev. John W. Dadmun, Chaplain, and Rev. Father A. M. 
Mandalari, S.J., are continued as spiritual advisers, the lat- 
ter holding mass each Sunday morning, and the former 
holding service Sunday afternoon. 

The usual statistics and tables, also reports of Dr. Roche, 
Resident Physician, and Rev. Mr. Dadmun, Chaplain and 
Superintendent of Schools, will be found on following pages. 

In closing, to you, gentlemen of the Board, especially to 
President Martin, I desire to convey my thanks.

— Some cases not admitted to the hospitals are included in this classification, which 
will account for the difference in number of admission between the above statistics and the 
preceding tables. 
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The preceding statistics include the cases treated in the 
hospital at Rainsford Island, between Jan. 1 and Sept. 1 
only, as on the latter date the medical department of the 
almshouse at Rainsford Island passed from our control to 
that of Dr. Jos. I. McLaughlin, who had been appointed 
Resident Physician to the Pauper Institutions on Long and 
Rainsford Islands. 

On Oct. 25, six female pauper patients were transferred 
to the Home for Paupers on Long Island, and since then, as 
the weather permitted, others have been sent, so that at the 
present time we have but eight remaining in our hospital. 

In the House of Industry, 2,407 patients have been under 
a mortality 


hospital treatment; 25 cases proving fatal, 
slightly above one per cent. 

There have been no deaths in the Reformation or Truant 
School, and very little sickness has appeared among the in- 
mates. We have had 21 births during the year, —14 male 
and 7 female children. 

The hospital has now entered on the third year of its ex- 
istence, and, considering the class of patients treated, the 
continued low rate of mortality attests the benefits derived 
from its sanitary arrangements. 

In connection with the hospital, I would respectfully 
direct your attention to the need of wire window-screens for 
use during the summer months. The past summer the flies 
were a source of constant annoyance to the patients, and in 
many cases retarded their recovery. ‘This could be avoided 
by fitting each window in the wards with a screen, and the 
comfort and relief that would be afforded the sick who are 
obliged to be in the hospital during the months of June, 
July, and August would amply compensate for the outlay 
in furnishing the same. 

Following in the footsteps of my predecessor, I would 
again bring to your notice the fact that the nurses’ quarters 
above the kitchen are still unfinished. It would be for the 
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benefit of the hospital if these rooms were finished and made 
ready for occupancy. 

A number of changes have taken place in the medical staff 
during the past year. 

Aug. 1, Dr. Emanuel Schwab, after five years of faithful 
service as Resident Physician, resigned to go into private 
practice in Cincinnati, Ohio. Dr. A. G. Griffin, Port 
Physician and Asst. Resident, resigned Oct. 1, and was 
succeeded by Dr. Charles H. Cogswell, who had held the 
position of Asst. Port Physician for four years. I take 
this opportunity to express my gratitude to Dr. Cogswell 
for his advice and assistance in the many details pertaining 
to the management of the hospital. Chas. H. Hare, our 
interne, left us Oct. 1, to resume his studies at the Harvard 
Medical School, and Dr. Geo. W. Rawson (Dart.) was 
appointed to the place Dec. 1. y

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REPORT OF CHAPLAIN AND SUPERINTENDENT 
OF SCHOOLS. 


To Cou. Joun C. Wurron, Superintendent of Deer Island 


Institutions : — 


Str,—In compliance with the rules of the Board of 
Directors for Public Institutions, I hereby respectfully sub- 
mit my annual report. 

It is a pleasure to be able to say that the inmates of these 
institutions manifest a commendable interest in the religious 
services, both Catholic and Protestant. Of course, as a 
rule, they are expected to attend at least one religious ser- 
vice on Sunday ; but many of them attend both, which indi- 
cates a laudable desire to obtain religious instruction. But 
ours is a floating population, changing more or less every 
day (Sundays excepted), so that but little can be learned as 
to permanent results. For the time being, as the heavenly 
Father’s love is taught them, their burdens are lightened, 
their hearts are touched, and hope is inspired, — they see 
and feel that some one cares for them, loves them, and 
would pluck them as brands from the burning. It is a 
pleasure if one can do nothing more than impart a little com- 
fort and happiness to those in trouble, no matter if their own 
folly brought them there; and men are better for being 
under religious influences, if it is only for a day. 

For the improved condition of the Chapel we are greatly 
indebted to the Directors, especially John P. Santry, Esq., 
Chairman of Committee on Repairs. The work of repxiring the 
plastering, which was very much needed, has been thoroughly 
done ; and the frescoing is elaborate, appropriate, and beau- 
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tiful. While these improvements were being made, divine 
services were held in the boys’ dining-room. 


LIBRARIES. 


The Deer Island branch of the City Library provides a good 
supply of books for the Juvenile Department. The women’s 
library has been kept up mainly by donations from the Hospital 
Newspaper Society. And to that society we are under great 
obligations for large donations of reading matter, consisting of 
books, pamphlets, daily and weekly papers for the hospitals 
at Deer, Long, and Rainsford Islands. Mrs. Grace Kuhn, 
the President, and the ladies associated with her are doing a 
noble work. And so are the contributors who supply the 
Society with such reading matter instead of throwing it into 
the waste-basket. If they only knew how much happiness 
they thus impart to the sick, aged, and infirm, I think they 
would rejoice and feel amply repaid. Then there are the 
Christmas and New Year’s cards which the children, and 
“children of a larger growth,” are always delighted to re- 
ceive. I have distributed this year in behalf of the Society 
a little over nine hundred cards; and a returning smile 
seemed to say, “ Somebody cares for me.” 


SCHOOLS. 


Annual examination occurred April 11, Hon. John B. 
Martin, President of the Board, and Patrick H. Farren, 
Esq., Chairman of the School Committee, directing the ex- 
ercises. The recitations were generally creditable to the 
teachers and satisfactory to the committee. Some of the 
classes did remarkably well, especially in reading, writing, 
and arithmetic. Asa reward for good deportment six boys 
were pardoned by the Board. 

There are now but three schools, two for boys and one for 
girls, the girls’ school numbering only three. Four teachers 
have resigned, Miss Emma A. Morrow, Jeremiah Foley, 
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Charles E. Dever, and Alberto E. Payson. Mr. John A. 
Hickey was appointed teacher of the primary Truant-School 
Oct. 10, and Nov. 1 was promoted head teacher of the 
Truant Department. He is devoting himself to the work of 
teaching with energy and marked ability. 

The band, consisting of twenty boys, is still under the 
direction of Prof. Ripley. 

The number of boys has decreased during the year, so that 
the Truant School-house, for the first time since its comple- 
tion, will accommodate all truant boys. The following table

Fines AND Costs. 
The amount received in payment of fines and costs for 
the past year is $985.60, and this sum has been handed over 
to the County Treasurer. 


Work. 


The men have been steadily employed in every depart- 
ment of the prison. 
The sewing-machines have been running on full time, and 
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have never been silent when we had suitable men to operate 
them. 

A large amount of material is being handled and fitted for 
the market at prices much less than previous years, on ac- 
count of it being a cheaper grade of work and consequently 
a reduction of income. 


GENERAL REMARKS. 


During the last several months we have been severely 
taxed for quarters, as our prisoners have increased rapidly, 
having at the present time a hundred or more than usual. 
We have been obliged to improvise such arrangements as we 
could on the moment by the use of extra blankets and mat- 
tresses upon the lower corridor of the East and West Prison. 

In the Prison Commissioners’ Report of 1884 I find the 
following remark: “ The prisoners confined in the House of 
Correction, South Boston, are kept more steadily at work 
than any other men we have seen in a Massachusetts prison. 
There is a larger proportion of prisoners with long sen- 
tences than in any other of our county prisons, which makes 
the labor more valuable. The discipline is steady and strict.” 

I have referred to the above report, as it gives the impres- 
sion made upon the minds of the Commissioners and those 
who have visited us at sundry times during the last few 
years. 

Outside influences by letter or oral communication will 
at times make the men somewhat restive under the limita- 
tions of their detention, and yet at the same time such influ- 
ences, coming from whatever source, seem not to have 
effected any marked change upon the average prisoner. 

One thing is observable, in the management of the institu- 
tion, to all who are familiar with the inside working thereof, 
and that is the effect upon the prisoner entering and com- 
pleting his sentence.

No change has been made in the supply, preparation, and 
service of the rations allowed the men during the past year. 
Strictest economy has been demanded of the officers in 
charge of the kitchen, both in the materials, use, and mode of 
distribution.

CHAPEL SERVICES. 


The services have been regularly conducted, as usual. In 
the morning the Catholic service, by the Rev. Father Met- 
calf, and in the afternoon the Protestant service, by the 
Rev. Chaplain Clarke. 

The Chaplain has been at his post, daily interviewing the 
men before leaving the institution, superintending the dis- 
tribution of the books to the prisoners every Monday and 
Thursday, and providing all necessary school-books for those 
inclined to study, and generally fulfilling the duties of his 
ofiice among all prisoners under his charge. 


CONCLUSION. 


The officers under my charge have been efficient in their 
assigned work, and faithful in the execution of my orders. 

On the Ist of January, 1887, the Hon. Joseph H. O’Neil 
resigned his position as President of the Board of Directors 
for Public Institutions, and accepted the appointment of City 
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Clerk of the City of Boston, and the Hon. John B. Martin 
was thereupon elected as the President of the Board of 
Directors for Public Institutions of the City of Boston. 

To the President, Hon. John B. Martin, and members of 
the Board, I would express my hearty thanks for their 
uniform consideration and attention in all matters of common 
interest in the management of this institution.

To Capt. M. V. B. Berry, Master of the House of Correc- 
tion: — 

Str, — I have the honor of submitting my annual report 
as Chaplain and Librarian of the institution under your 
charge, for the year ending Dec. 31, 1887. 

My duties, as set forth in your orders, may be included 
under the following divisions : — 

Ist. Chapel duties and services. 

2d. Library and book supervision. 

3d. Interviews and instruction given to all prisoners com- 
mitted, during the service of their several sentences. 

Ath. The visitation and administration of the different 
offices of the Church in the hospitals provided for the sick, 
in both departments, male and female, and generally, in 
rendering such aid and counsel to any prisoners that are 
homeless and utterly dependent upon the charities of our 
public institutions, and such other Christian work as may 
be required of me at my post of duty. 


CHAPEL SERVICES. 


Our chapel services are ordered at 1 P.M., at which time 
evening prayer is said, in accordance with the usages of the 
Protestant Episcopal Church of America. The reading of 
the Psalter and the Holy Scriptures, the recitation of the 
Apostolic Creed, the rendering of the Chants and the Te 
Deum, the rehearsing of the Ten Commandments, with re- 
sponses by the choir, followed by a practical exposition of 
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the Word of God, must have an elevating influence upon the 
men. 

During the year past, I have invited several of the clergy, 
at different times, to address our prisoners, and hope to have 
many others during the coming year. 


LIBRARY. 


The general library and books of study, as furnished by 
the Directors, are a great blessing to the men. Our great 
necessity is, a suitable room where we can deposit all our 
books, records, and working apparatus. With such a room, 
furnished with classified volumes and systematically ar- 
ranged shelves, we could make good use of the catalogue as 
prepared, and forwarded.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF THE BOSTON 
LUNATIC HOSPITAL. 


To the Board of Directors for Public Institutions : — 


GENTLEMEN, — The present is the forty-ninth annual report 
of the Boston Lunatic Hospital. We began the year with 
231 patients, and the daily average for the first eleven months 
was 242; November 28 we transferred to Austin Farm 39 
patients, and December 5 we sent 45 more, or 84 in all. 

The year closes with 160 patients. For the first time in 
many years the attics contain no patients, and only those parts 
of the hospital originally intended for their use are occupied 
by them.

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On comparison with last year’s table it will be found 
that in spite of our crowded condition, and of the new law 
regulating commitments, we have received nearly as many 
patients as last year. It will also be found that, setting aside 
the emergency cases transferred, we have retained more of 
the admissions than last year. We have been especially 
exempted by the Board of Lunacy and Charity from receiving 
any cases so far, under the new law; and yet, since it went 
into operation July 1, we have received 42 commitments. 
I have not felt warranted in refusing patients regularly com- 
mitted by the proper courts, presuming the committing 
magistrates to be responsible for their interpretation of the 
law. 

About the same number of cases of dipsomania were 
committed as last year. Only four of this class now remain 
in the hospital, and three of these are chronic cases of mental 
impairment. Those discharged this year were kept an 
average of six months each, and those last year an average 
of eight months each. JI still think such cases could best be 
cared for in a special institution. 

Of all patients discharged 27 were supposed to have 
recovered, or 31 per cent. of the admissions, less the emer- 
gency cases transferred. The deaths, I am happy to say, 
have been much fewer in numbey than for many years. Last 
year there were 38 deaths, or 12 per cent. on the whole num- 
ber under treatment. This year the number was 22, or 7 per 
cent. Whether this was due to chance, or to the improved 
sanitary condition of the hospital, I cannot say. We have 
certainly received as many acute and sick cases as usual. 
Our death-rate has always been high as compared with other 
hospitals, and a change in this respect is very gratifying. 

The most important event of the year has been the transfer 
of 84 patients to Austin Farm. In my report of April 30, 
1885, I suggested that the buildings there, if vacated, as was 
proposed by sending the inmates to Long Island, might be 
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used for the quiet and chronic insane, thus relieving this 
hospital of a growing burden. At the end of two years and 
a half the building at Long Island has been completed and 
occupied. At the request of the Board I examined the 
buildings at Austin Farm and made some suggestions as to 
how they should be used, and what alterations should be 
made. ‘These suggestions have been, or soon will be, carried 
out in full, as [am informed. 

I also recommended carrying on the Farm asa department 
of this hospital, putting an assistant in charge of the work 
there. The details of this plan may be seen in my last report. 
It was, however, rejected, and Austin Farm was organized on 
an independent basis. Having been directed by the Board 
to send such cases to Austin Farm as I thought best suited 
to the accommodations there, I selected 84 patients of a 
class least likely to be affected by their new surroundings. I 
sent none of the more appreciative class of chronic cases, such 
as are found in our upper wards, as the wards at Austin Farm 
were not yet in readiness for their reception. I sent but few 
working patients, as the farm-work was still being carried on 
by a corps of men from Rainsford Island. I sent no curable 
cases, although it is intended eventually by the Board to send 
there quiet patients of all classes,— recent, chronic, and 
convalescent. We have been obliged also to keep all our 
excited, dangerous, and untidy patients. 

Still it isan immense relief to have sent away so many 
even of the quiet kind, and especially so to our middle wards. 
‘Here these patients were obliged to spend the day, making 
wards intended for twenty-five accommodate fifty or more. 
‘It was a great trial to many of them to be suddenly transferred 
to new and less comfortable quarters, especially at the begin- 
ning of winter, when the country is cheerless. The chronic 
insane are always pained at being suddenly taken out of their 
accustomed surroundings, and it is not strange that some of 
them as well as their friends, rebelled at the change. It was

also painful for us to part with them. Some of them had 
found a home here for many years, and had become a part of 
our great hospital family. They had been carefully cared 
for during the acute stages of their insanity, had been nursed 
through dangerous illnesses, and taught to make the best of 
their remaining mental powers. They had been objects of 
daily careful supervision for years, and their helpless con- 
dition, and in many cases their amiable traits of character, 
had endeared them to us all. 

When a patient however demented departs, who has 
daily scrubbed the same flight of stairs for twenty-five years, 
she is missed. When another goes, whose daily greeting 
for the same period has been, “Good-morning, I wish you 
well,” she is missed. When one has‘been abused, berated, 
and vilified in the same absurd and extravagant terms for 
many years, one misses the familiar scolding when it is heard 
no more. One even misses the silent and solemn figure, with 
vacant face, which sat speechless for years in the same spot. 
One misses the whims, complaints, delusions, freaks, queer 
attitudes and queer conduct of the patients who have been 
under observation for many years. In the same way the 
insane, though somewhat demented, feel any great change 
in their familiar surroundings. No doubt, in time they be- 
come equally attached to new surroundings, and meantime 
the change should be softened to them as much as _ possible 
by attention to those little comforts which make daily life 
pleasant to us all. 

The question naturally arises why the insane of the city of 
Boston should be subjected to discomforts and annoyances 
not experienced by the insane in other parts of the State. 
The nine hundred insane of Boston are still scattered in 
the six hospitals of the State and at South Boston, Tewksbury, 
and Bridgewater; and now another colony has been estab- 
lished at Austin Farm. They are distributed among these 
ten institutions, — most of them remote from the supervision 
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of city authorities, and remote from their relatives, who must 
sacrifice more in time and money than poor people can afford 
in their weekly visits. These nine hundred patients all have 
homes within sight of the State-house dome, and why in the 
name of humanity can they not be cared for, when suffering 
the sad affliction of insanity, within the same limit? I know 
of no reason, save the narrow and short-sighted policy in the 
past of those in authority who rejected the Winthrop hospi- 
tal project. 

This hospital is now in excellent condition to care for 
180 patients. The improvements and alterations which 
have been in progress the last seven years are about 
completed. There has been an entire renovation of the 
hospital in all respects. It has been transformed from a 
cheerless, ill-ventilated, badly-heated building, to a pleasant, 
well-ventilated, and comfortably heated hospital. The plumb- 
ing throughout has been entirely renewed in a thorough man- 
ner. New wings for dining-rooms have been added, greatly 
to the comfort of all concerned. 

The original faults of construction remain, however, and 
can never be obviated. The corridors are long, dark, and 
sunless. The proportion of single rooms to dormitories is 
far too small for a hospital for the acute insane. During the 
last two years only one-quarter of the patients could have 
single rooms. We have 31 single rooms on each side, and 
last month by actual count we had 72 female patients, who 
for various reasons ought to have had single rooms. The 
fact that we have so little chance for classification makes the 
matter still worse. The State hospitals have, at least, twelve 
wards on each side, while we have but three. This requires 
the commingling of patients, whose conditions are mutually 
aggravating. The noisy, destructive, violent, filthy, and 
dangerous cases must be secluded most of the time, out of 
regard to the quieter patients in the ward. Having no de- 
tached or distant wards for such cases as other hospitals have, 
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these patients must occupy the lower wards, where they not 
only disturb their fellow-patients, but the whole household. 
Their noise ascends easily through the ventilators, so that 
every sound is heard in the upper wards, and in summer the 
open windows allow their screams to be heard all over the 
grounds. This means more seclusion, restraint, and drugging 
for the noisy ones, as quiet must be obtained even at some 
sacrifice. 

This class of excited patients has for the last three years 
invaded the middle and even the upper or convalescent wards, 
to the great annoyance and detriment of patients who should, 
at least, have quiet assured them. The insane are sent to 
hospitals for that quiet and rest so necessary to recovery. 
Continued loss of sleep is fatal even to life in some cases. 
Yet our middle female ward has for weeks been so noisy 
at night that the nurses have had to alternate in sleeping in 
a remote part of a rear building, in order to be fit for their 
daily duties. | 

This hospital is strong in construction, is well equipped and 
well fitted for some kind of a hospital or public institution. 
If a new hospital for the insane of Boston should be built 
elsewhere, it would still be needed. During the construc- 
tion of the new hospital it could be used, as at present, to its 
full capacity for acute and recent cases. After the comple- 
tion of a new hospital it could be used as a hospital for the 
reception and observation of emergency cases and doubtful 
cases of all kinds, retaining here enough of the chronic cases 
to carry on the work of the establishment. If it was thought 
best to give it up to some other use, it would serve admira- 
bly for a woman’s reformatory, or could easily be altered for 
manufacturing purposes. Unless detached wards were built 
here for excited cases, —and the smallness of the grounds 
hardly admits of that, —this building can never be made suita- 
ble for the purposes of a general hospital for the insane. 
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Its deficiencies in the matter of classification also preclude 
any such use. 

The city, if any serious intention of building a new hos- 
pital exists, should at once secure from one bundred and fifty 
to two hundred acres of land in the West Roxbury, Dor- 
chester, or Brighton Districts, easily accessible by steam-cars 
from the city. This land should not be on a very high hill- 
top nor on low land. A moderate elevation, with a good 
view and sufficient drainage, would be best. Part or even 
all of the land might be woodland, or at least covered with 
trees of full size, as it is easy to cut away the woods to suit 
the buildings. The land purchased for the new McLean 
Asylum, in Belmont, is nearly all woodland. The old-fash- 
ioned linear plan, such as has so far prevailed in this State, 
should, I think, be avoided. An administration building, with 
short wings for the better class of patients, should first be 
built, with a building for boilers, kitchen, and laundry in the 
rear. This should be in a central and commanding position. 
Around it should be grouped, of different styles, and located 
irregularly according to the “lay of the land,” detached 
buildings for different classes of patients. The construction 
of these buildings might vary to conform to the class of pa- 
tients occupying them. Some would be very strong and 
remote, for excited cases. Some plainly constructed, with 
dormitories and unlocked doors, for the quiet, chronic, or 
working class. Some could be made cheerful and homelike, 
for paying convalescent cases. 

This cottage or colony system is elastic and capable of ex- 
tension according to the growing requirements of the insane. 
It may be added to from time to time as the number of the 
insane increases, or as a new Classification is demanded. It 
allows of one building being finished before another is begun, 
and the cost can be distributed over many years instead of 
making an immense expenditure all at once, and before any 
benefit is realized from the outlay. From the time the 
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administration building is finished it becomes a perfect hos- 
pital, as far as it goes, and adds to the sadly deficient means 
of classification available at present. In the central building, 
or near it, should be located large congregate dining-rooms 
to which the majority of the patients would go for their 
meals; also a chapel and amusement hall for general use. 
An example of this system may be seen at Kankakee, Illi- 
nois. This hospital was built to accommodate 1,600 patients. 
They are distributed in 17 buildings, besides the main hos- 
pital. These detached wards are built surrounding a rectan- 
gular space in the rear of the administration building. These 
structures are all of brick or stone, and the cost of construc- 
tion, including land, was per capita about one-quarter the 
cost of the new State hospital at Danvers. 

The lot of land across First street, comprising about four 
acres, has been added to our domain, by order of the city 
government. It has been put in order, and has been con- 
stantly in use by the male patients. A neat, high, close 
fence, somewhat ornamental and corresponding to the one 
in front of the hospital, has been built around two sides of 
the enclosure. The old board-fence around the other two 
sides will hold together a year or two longer. The old fence 
was removed and the new one painted by the labor of pa- 
tients. The ground within has been graded and sowed or 
planted, also by patients. A drive-way and paths have been 
laid out, and twenty-five rock-maple trees set out in addition 
to the forty or more fruit and shade trees already on the 
land. 1 would advise setting out two or three dozen white 
pines the coming spring. 

This land, of which about one-third was planted with early 
vegetables for patients’ use, has proved a very great addition 
to our resources. It has not only furnished a separate recre- 
ation ground for the,men, so that both sexes could remain 
out of doors in summer as long as they desired, but has 
supplied regular and agreeable occupation for a party of 
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working patients until cold weather set in. A farm attend- 
ant was employed, who took out daily for three hours in the 
forenoon and three hours in the afternoon a party of from 
ten to twenty patients, as occasion required. I can trace re- 
covery in several chronic cases directly to the effect of work 
in the open air. Not only were inebriates immensely bene- 
fited by it, but one case of delusional insanity of many years’ 
standing began to recover when he began to work. I be- 
lieve an opportunity for out-door labor to be an indispensa- 
ble adjunct to every insane hospital. 

Our expenditures have naturally exceeded our appropria- 
tion the past year. The sum of $61,570, was asked for on 
the supposition that the daily average would not increase, but 
would be materially diminished by an early transfer of pa- 
tients to Austin Farm; not only was the sum asked for re- 
duced to $60,000, but the daily average has materially 
increased. Our numbers during the summer rose to 250, 
and the large number of excitable cases required a liberal 
supply of attendants. The transfer to Austin Farm came 
too late to affect our average for the year very much, and 
too late, I am afraid, to enable us to get through the finan- 
clal year on our appropriation. We are likely to be about 
$2,000 in arrears. We have $9,668.63 to carry us to March 
10th. The gross weekly cost has been about $5.42; the net 
cost, $4.58. 

The usual variety of amusements and entertainments have 
helped to relieve the tedium of hospital life. For many 
years the Superintendent of this hospital was allowed to 
expend $300 annually for amusements. At first he re- 
ceived a liberal amount in cash at Christmas, which was 
expended on a Christmas-tree, each patient receiving some 
useful present of about $1.00 in value. The rest. of the 
amount was expended for papers and periodicals, and for ice- 
cream, cake, and other refreshments for the monthly dancing- 
parties. At every holiday some small expense was incurred, 
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and the cost of decorations was paid out of this amusement 
fund; also the cost of magic-lantern exhibitions and ama- 
teur theatricals, and other cheap modes of entertainment. 
Feeling free to use this fund, he could avail himself of chance 
offers of assistance and get up an entertainment at short no- 
tice. The labor and the expense and the amusement were 
thus spread out over the year, and the greatest good to the 
greatest number of patients obtained. 

Gradually the Christmas-tree declined in interest, and the 
New Year’s Eve party, or the Director’s party, as it was 
called, became the most important event of the year. On 
this occasion the Board of Directors and friends of the hos- 
pital were invited to an entertainment of music, recitations, 
and dancing, refreshments being served to patients and 
guests alike. The expense of this party was for many years 
paid by the late J. Putnam Bradlee, then President of the 
Board, and afterwards by the city. After a while the cus- 
tom of celebrating Washington’s Birthday by a reunion of 
former patients arose, and this very enjoyable custom has 
been maintained to the present time. ‘This was regarded as 
the patients’ party, and their former friends were the honored 
guests of the evening. These two parties have of late cost 
so much in labor and money as to leave little of the original 
fund for the rest of the year. Enjoyable as these two occa- 
sions are, and very beneficial also to the patients and the 
hospital in many ways, I think simpler and more frequent 
entertainments preferable and rather better adapted to our 
limited room. We are obliged to transform a large dormi- 
tory into a dancing-hall every time we have guests from out- 
side the hospital. 

For the above reasons we have had few entertainments be- 
sides the two mentioned the past year. It has been a hard 
year for patients, attendants, and the medical staff. With 
a hospital crowded to 33 per cent. above its normal capacity ; 
with an unusual number of excited patients, especially on the 
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female side; with mechanics and laborers occupying the fe- 
male wing daily for six months, and with more than the 
usual number of new cases constantly coming in, there has 
been very little courage or strength left for amusements. 
The Circus was duly attended, however, in the spring and the 
Mechanics’ Fair in the fall through invitation of Ex-Director 
Prescott. Three harbor-excursions were made and_ the 
flower-show attended. The Fourth of July was duly cele- 
brated and Thanksgiving and Christmas days commemorated. 

We are indebted to the following gentlemen and ladies for 
assistance at our entertainments: Messrs. G. J. Parker, U. 
G. Spring, Ramsdell, Titus, Hosmer and Ricker, Mrs. E. C. 
Fenderson, Mrs. Osborn, Misses E. V. Richardson, An- 
drews, Clapp, Jones, Halliday, Weil, Palmer, Chase and 
Lovering. By consent of Mr. Anagnos the Blind Asylum 
band gave us a concert in the garden one evening in June. 
We are also again in debt to Rev. E. E. Hale, Mr. C. F. 
Adams, Miss E. Crehore, and the Hospital Newspaper Society 
for large donations of books, illustrated magazines, periodi- 
cals, papers, and Christmas cards, and to Mr. Prang for his 
usual bountiful supply of cards and chromos. 

Students of the Boston Dental College, under direction of 
Dr. A. N. Blodgett, have visited the hospital as often as oc- 
easion required for gratuitous dental service. 

Only seven autopsies have been obtained this year, but 
several of them were of unusual interest. They were per- 
formed by Dr. W. W. Gannett, pathologist to the hospital, 
whose report will be found in Appendix II. 

Clinical instruction has been given as usual to a class of 
students of Harvard Medical College by the Superintendent. 

Among other distinguished visitors to the hospital I will 
mention M. 8. Iquarzabal, Secretary of the Argentine Lega- 
tion at Washington, and Dr. G. Fielding Blandford, of Lon- 
don; a still more memorable visit was that of Dr. John S. 
Butler, the first Superintendent of this hospital, who, accom- 
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panied by Mrs. Butler, spent the day revisiting the scene of 
their early humane labors for the insane. One of his old 
patients still remains after nearly fifty years, a monument 
of the kindness and care which have thus prolonged her not 
unhappy life. 

The insane of Boston have met with a great loss in the 
death of the late J. Putnam Bradlee, who was for nine years 
President of the Board of Directors. The one ambition of 
his official life was to see a hospital for the insane erected 
near the city large enough for the proper accommodation of 
all the insane of Boston. Had such a hospital been erected, 
as he hoped and expected would be built at Winthrop, there 
is reason to believe it would have received a large bequest 
out of his ample fortune, now in course of time to be divided 
among other charities. His personal interest in, and _ his 
many charitable acts for, the insane of this hospital will long 
be remembered by its older inmates. 

Thanking the Board of Directors for their continued in- 
terest in the hospital, and all its medical staff, officers, and 
employés for their earnest codperation throughout the year, 
this report is respectfully submitted.

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REPORT OF VISITING DENTISTS. 


To Dr. T. W. Fisuer, Superintendent of the Boston Lu- 
natic Hospital: — 


Sir, — We respectfully submit the following report of the 
Dental Department of the Asylum, which has been con- 
ducted by means of weekly visits to the hospital, and by the 
transference of a portion of the work to the laboratories of 
the College building, whereby a considerable amount of me- 
chanical dental work has been accomplished in the repair or 
replacement of artificial dentures, which has been of decided 
benefit to the patients. The number of extractions of cari- 
ous and painful teeth has been quite large, and a number of 
teeth have been made serviceable for a longer time by means 
of plastic fillings, the material for which was kindly supplied 
by the hospital at our request. The mental condition of the 
inmates of the hospital, the distorted ideas which they some- 
times possessed in regard to the object of dental treatment, 
have rendered their care in this respect at times somewhat 
difficult, and have in certain cases prevented them from ex- 
periencing the full benefit of dental care ; but we feel that, in 
the great majority of instances, our efforts have been re- 
warded by rendering these sufferers more comfortable. 

We desire to express our thanks to you and your able 
assistants for the great kindness and uniform courtesy which 
we have received at your hands, and which have materially 
aided us in the performance of our duties.

RECORD OF AUTOPSIES MADE BY DR. W. W. GAN- 
NETT, PATHOLOGIST. 


71. Monomania. 


Female, 39 years. Autopsy, thirty-two hours after death ; body 
small, fairly developed, much emaciated; rigor mortis present ; 
right leg somewhat larger than left. 

Calvaria of usual thickness; dura translucent; surface smooth 
and shining; pia everywhere thin and delicate ; meshes contained 
no fluid; vessels contained usual amount of blood. Brain com- 
pletely filled the cavity of the skull; weight, 1,175 grms. ; convolu- 
tions well formed; sulci narrow; vessels at base and fissure of 
Sylvius everywhere thin-walled and delicate; ventricles of usual 
size ; ependyma of lateral ventricles slightly granular ; of the fourth 
ventricle, more granular; brain substance in general, quite firm ; 
cortex of usual thickness. On section of basal ganglia, pons, 
medulla, and cerebellum nothing remarkable was found. Pia 
everywhere readily separable from brain substance. Diaphragm 
at fifth rib on each side. Heart small; aortic and pulmonary 
valves sufficient, and showed nothing remarkable ; the long edges 
of mitral valve showed a row of recent vegetations ; tricuspid not 
remarkable ; muscular substance of a brown color. 

Pleural surfaces free from adhesions. Left lung inelastic and 
downy. Ina branch of pulmonary artery, going to the lower lobe, 
and about the size of a slate-pencil, was an adherentembolus. Right 
lung voluminous, retracted but little, tense and solid except ante- 
rior border of middle lobe. Pleural surface covered by a recent 
fibrous false membrane. On section, the surface was thickly 
studded with grayish-red granular masses, almost completely filling 
the lung, the few intervening portions of lung substance being 
atalectatic and cedematous. 
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Bronchial mucous membrane red and injected. Spleen not re- 
markable. Left kidney reduced one-half in size; the pelvis and 
calices greatly dilated and increased, there remaining only a layer 
of renal substance less than 1 cm. in width. Left ureter larger 
than a lead-pencil. Right kidney reduced one-fourth in size; 
pelvis and calices distended ; the layer of renal substance reduced 
not more than one-third in thickness. Gastro-intestinal tract 
showed nothing remarkable. That portion of the abdominal cavity 
lying below the horizonial line of the umbilicus, and to the right 
of the median line, was occupied by a mass lying wholly behind the 
peritoneum, and intimately connected with inner surface of right 
ilium,— about the size of an adult head, —this portion of the 
ilium being occupied by a bony mass of the size of the doubled 
fist. This bony mass showed a honeycomb structure, its spaces 
containing a curd-like material. The remaining portion of the 
tumor was cystic, and was filled with a similar material. One por- 
tion of the tumor occupied more than one-half the cavity of the 
pelvis, and pushed uterus and appendages to the left. Liver reduced 
one-third in size, and of a dark-brown color. Section showed the 
acini considerably smaller than usual, and central portions pig- 
mented. Aorta not remarkable. 


Diagnosis. 
Chronic granular ependymitis. 
Brown atrophy of the heart. 
Recent vegetative endocarditis of mitral valve. 
Chronic vesicular emphysema and embolus of lung. 
Acute broncho-pneumonia. 
Acute fibrinous pleurisy. 
Acute bronchitis. 
Double hydronephrosis, with dilatation of ureters. 
Cystic and bony tumor of iliam. 
Brown atrophy of liver. 


Microscopic Examination. 

The microscopic examination of the pia showed it to be normal. 
In the first layer of the cortex were a few unusually large and 
well-marked spider cells, with distinct nuclei. 
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The first layer was less granular than usual, but did not show a 
finely-fibrous meshwork. 

The nerve elements in the other layers of the cortex and white 
matter, apparently normal. 

The vessels of the third, fourth, and fifth layers of the cortex, 
markedly injected. In the vessel walls no abnormalities, beyond 
a small amount of pigment in the adventitial sheath. 

Diagnosis. — Slight degree of atrophy of first layer of cortex. 


72. AcuTrE MELANCHOLIA, WITH SELF-INFLICTED INJURY TO EACH 
EXTERNAL Aupirory Mrartus. 


Female, 36 years. Autopsy, eighteen hours after death, by Dr. 
W. F. Whitney. 

Body that of a medium-sized woman, well developed. Marked 
settling of blood in dependent portions of the body. Rigor mortis 
present; calvaria thin; diploé obliterated; marked depressions 
from pacchionian granulations ; sagittal suture obliterated. 

On removing calvaria the dura mater was found to be very 
tense. On its external surface the vessels were markedly in- 
jected. No adhesions between dura and pia mater. On the inner 
surface of the left side was a snuff-colored patch, easily scraped 
off, about the size of a quarter of a dollar. This was quite near 
the longitudinal sinus. 

The longitudinal and lateral sinuses contained dark loose co- 
agula. The cavernous, circular, superior and inferior petrosal, 
and occipital sinuses were filled with a soft, reddish puriform 
mass. ‘The inner surface of the dura covering the temporal bones, 
the middle fossa of the skull, and the basilar process of the skull, 
was covered with a soft, reddish-gray membrane, easily ieee 
off. No caries of any of the bones was found. 

On the pia mater, covering the pons varolii and extending 
toward the cerebellum, on the right side, was a soft, reddish- MEAY 
membrane similar to that described. 

At the anterior part of the temporal lobe the pia mater was in- 
jected, and the vein contained a soft, adherent clot, and the brain 
substance beneath was softened for a short distance. 

The brain substance was firm in general, moist, the blood-vessels 
not markedly injected; excess of cerebro-spinal fluid; the brain 
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weighed 1,565 grms.; the gasserian ganglia were surrounded by 
a purulent infiltration of the tissues. Apparently the thrombus 
in the cavernous sinus was continued into the ophthalmic vein. 

The heart was small, slightly pale; the lungs were not col- 
lapsed ; on section considerable watery fluid, mixed with air, could 
be squeezed out. Scattered throughout both lungs were small 
reddish centres, in the midst of which was to be seen a firm, white 
point which, in one case at least, was evidently connected with a 
blood-vessel. 

The spleen was slightly increased in size, very flaccid, pulp in- 
creased, and very soft, of a pale-red color, minute points of ham- 
orrhage scattered throughout it. 

The liver was normal. ‘The kidneys were small, flaccid, pale, 
somewhat opaque; the epithelium of the convoluted tubules showed 
marked granular and fatty degeneration. Little lines of hzemor- 
rhage were to be detected in the cortical substance. The capsule 
easily peeled off.. 

Nothing abnormal was noticed in the stomach, intestines, or in- 
ternal genital organs. 


Diagnosis. 


Thrombo-phlebitis of meningeal sinuses. 
Purulent basal pachymeningitis. 

Acute splenic hyperplasia. 

Acute parenchymatous nephritis. 


Microscopic examination showed no changes in the brain. 


73. GENERAL PARALYSIS. 


Female, 39 years. Autopsy, twenty-seven hours after death. 
Body of medium size, well developed, fairly well nourished.  Liv- 
idity of dependent portions; rigor mortis present. 

Calvaria not remarkable. Longitudinal sinus contained dark 
fluid blood. On the inner surface of dura on the left side about 
3 cm. from median line, on a line with fissure of Rolando, was an 
oval, sessile, grayish soft mass about 7 mm. in diameter. The 
meshes of the pia contained a moderate amount of fluid. The 
brain nearly filled the cavity of the skull and weighed 1,275 grms. 
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Basal vessels normal. Lateral ventricles slightly increased. 
Ependyma of lateral ventricles slightly granular; that of fourth 
ventricle markedly so. Section of brain substance showed the 
cortex of unusual thickness and of good color. Puncta cruenta 
of white matter, normal in size and number. Section of basal 
ganglia, pons, medulla, and cerebellum showed nothing remarkable. 
Pia readily separated from the brain surface, but the external sur- 
face of the brain showed a punctate appearance. 

Cavities of the heart, except left ventricle, were distended with 
dark fluid blood; heart normal; pleural surfaces free ; lungs volu- 
minous and dark in color. On section, a considerable amount 
of dark fluid blood escaped from the vessels. In the middle por- 
tion of right lung was a hemorrhagic area about the size of a 
lemon. The glottis was filled with a soft, grayish mass, evidently 
food. In several places in the branches of the bronchi were to be 
found similar masses of food. In the csophagus were several 
boluses of food. The spleen, kidneys, and liver were dark in 
color from presence of considerable blood. Walls of the bladder 
were of twice the normal thickness; mucosa not remarkable; 
ureters of normal size; pelves of kidneys slightly dilated; gastro- 
intestinal tract and aorta not remarkable. 


Diagnosis. 


Qidema of pia and slight atrophy of the brain. 

Chronic granular ependymitis. 

Fluid condition of blood and hemorrhage into lungs. 
Food in glottis and bronchia. 

Venous engorgement of spleen, kidneys, and liver. 
Hypertrophy of bladder; dilatation of pelves of kidneys. 
General cause of death: suffocation. 


Microscopic Examination. 


Microscopic examination of the pia showed an increase, to a 
moderate degree, of the dense connective tissue, with considerable 
round-cell infiltration. : 

The first layer of cortex showed many well-marked spider cells ; 
also in many patches extensive round-cell infiltration, more espe- 
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cially around blood-vessels. This change was most extensive at 
the bottom of the sulci. 

Second layer of cortex normal. 

The great pyramidal ganglion-cells of the third layer were un- 
usually large and well marked. 

Fourth and fifth layers normal. 

The blood-vessels of the cortex showed extensive round-cell 
infiltration of the adventitial sheaths, and much pigment in the 
adventitial lymph space. 

Diagnosis. — Atrophy of first layer of cortex with localized 
interstitial changes ; also periarteritis. 

Chronic lepto-meningitis, meningo-encephalitis. 


74. GENERAL PARALYSIS. 


Male, 39 years. Autopsy, fourteen hours after death. Body, 
large, well developed, well nourished; ratio of head to body, 
normal. 

Calvaria and dura mater not remarkable. 

Pia mater, slight degree of milky opacity in frontal lobe; mod- 
erate amount of clear fluid in meshes. Pia at base, nothing 
remarkable. Brain did not quite fill cavity of skull. Weight, 
1,560 grms. ; vessels at base and in the fissure of Sylvius every- 
where thin-walled and delicate. 

Lateral ventricles each twice usual size. 

Ependyma slightly granular in patches, and everywhere of tough, 
leathery feel. 

Section through brain substance, good consistency. 

Cortex, good color. Puncta-cruenta, usual size. 

White matter in right side, extending from inner capsule at 
outer border of nucleus lenticularis to gray matter of posterior 
portion of the third right frontal convolution, was markedly 
vascular; white matter intervening, having merest yellowish 
shade. 

Section of pons, medulla, cerebellum, show nothing remarkable. 

Pia mater, on anterior part of brain, somewhat more adherent 
than usual; not removing with it portions of brain substance, but 
leaving somewhat granular appearance beneath. 

Examination of cord and membranes shows nothing abnormal. 
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Heart slightly enlarged; left ventricle very firm; on section 
wall of left ventricle, found slightly thickened; muscular sub- 
stance unusually firm. 

Pleural surfaces, both sides, adherent by firm, fibrous tissue. 

Lungs, voluminous ; upper portion pale and dry; lower portion, 
dark, more retracted and denser than usual. 

Posterior portion of both lungs on section, dark in color, with 
hemorrhagic patches. 

Spleen reduced in size. On section, trabeculze very prominent ; 
pulp atrophied. 

Kidneys of usual size; density increased; capsule detached 
with difficulty, leaving deeper portion attached. On section, 
glomeruli apparent in part as red points and in part as pale 
points. 


Diagnosis. 
Chronic lepto meningitis. 
(Edema of pia mater. 
Slight atrophy of brain. 
Chronic ependymitis. 
Circumscribed degeneration. 
Slight degree of hypertrophy of left ventricle. 
Chronic adhesive pleurisy. 
Chronic emphysema of lungs. 
Acute circumscribed broncho-pneumonia. | 
Heemorrhages into lung. 
Atrophy of spleen. 
Moderate degree of chronic glomerulo-nephritis. 


Microscopic Examination. 


Microscopic examination of the outer portion of the first layer 
of the cortex showed a distinct, finely-fibrous meshwork with 
spider cells. 

The nerve elements of the remaining layers of the cortex ap- 
parently normal. 

There was extensive round-cell infiltration of the adventitial 
sheaths of the blood-vessels of the cortex and contiguous white 
matter, with considerable pigment in the adventitial spaces. 
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Sections from various portions of the cord showed nothing 
abnormal. 

Diagnosis. — Atrophy of first layer of cortex, with periarteritis 
of cortical vessels. 


75. SENILE DEMENTIA. 


Female, 80 years. Autopsy, twenty-four hours after death. 

Body large, well developed, well nourished ; ecchymosis in skin 
of abdomen and both legs; distal half right foot, bluish red in 
color and moist; epidermis absent; on section tissues had dirty- 
red color, quite moist and soft; odor foul; ratio of body to head 
and face to cranium, normal. Skull meso-cephalic; calvaria thick, 
adherent to dura; dura somewhat thick ; inner surface smooth and 
shining ; sinuses contained partly coagulated blood ; meshes of pia 
contained considerable clear fluid; pia everywhere thin and deli- 
cate. Brain did not fill cavity of skull; weight 1,060 grms. ; ves- 
sels at base and in fissure of Sylvius showed here and there few 
yellow plates in intima, not diminishing lumen; lateral ventricles 
usual size; ependyma of lateral and fourth ventricles slightly 
granular. | 

Brain substance itself firm and rather tough; cortex and white 
matter everywhere uniformly diminished in amount; about middle 
of centrum ovale of left hemisphere was an area size of filbert, in 
which were numerous small, red specks (evidently vessels cut 
across) ; intervening brain substance being of gray color and 
somewhat translucent ; section of basal ganglia, pons, and medulla 
showed nothing unusual; pia readily separated from brain sub- 
stance. 

Heart usual size; aortic and pulmonic valves sufficient; mitral 
admitted thumb readily ; segments thickened along edges ; chorde 
tendinez moderately thickened ; cavity of right ventricle somewhat 
enlarged, its walls, in places, completely infiltrated with subperi- 
cardial fat tissue. 

Pleural surfaces free both sides; both lungs had excess of 
blood. Kidneys uniformly atrophied. Liver reduced one-third in 
size ; yellow and doughy ; section shows surface of yellow color ; in 
fundus of gall-bladder was a hard mass encapsulated ; sandy mass 
in rest of bladder; popliteal and post-tibial arteries contained 
partly adherent and partly obliterating thrombi. 
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Diagnosis. 
Eechymosis of skin. 
Necrosis and putrefaction of right foot. 
Hyperostosis of skull. 
(Edema of pia. 
Atrophy of brain. 
Chronic granular ependymetis. 
Circumscribed gray softening of brain. 
Hypertrophy and dilatation of heart. 
Stenosis of mitral orifice ; insufficiency of mitral valve; both of 
slight degree. 
Fatty infiltration of wall of right ventricle. 
Slight degree venous engorgement both lungs. 
Senile atrophy of kidney. 
Fatty infiltration of liver. 
Biliary calculi. 
Thrombosis of popliteal and posterior tibial vessels of right leg. 


Microscopic Examination. 


The microscopic examination of the cortex showed it to be, 
as a whole, slightly thinned. In the outer portion of the first 
layer of the cortex were to be seen, here and there, patches in 
which the change to a finely-fibrous mesh, with spider-cells, had 
occurred. Elsewhere, in the cortex and in the white matter, noth- 
ing abnormal was observed. 

The blood-vessels injected, but no changes in their walls were 
discovered. 

Diagnosis. —Slight degree of atrophy in patches in the first 
layer of the cortex. 


76. CEREBRAL TuMoR witH DEMENTIA. 


Male, 51 years. Autopsy, forty-four hours after death. 

Body medium sized, well developed, somewhat emaciated ; rigor 
mortis present; skull brachy cephalic; two exostoses in parietal 
region, about size of split-pea; external surface of dura more 
vascular than usual, and injected. 

Dura tense; brain completely filled cavity of skull, and weighed 
1,395 grms. ; convolutions flattened, sulci obliterated, surface dry ; 
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vessels at base and in fissure of Sylvius not remarkable; in the 
white matter of that portion of centrum ovale of both hemispheres 
just above anterior portion of cerebellum was a soft, and in parts, 
gelatinous tumor of size of large lemon; in part gray, in part 
vellowish gray, in part dark red. It involved each half to about 
the same extent. Brain substance at periphery showed, in some 
portions, punctate hemorrhages, in other places hemorrhages, the 
largest of about the size of a walnut; ventricles showed no un- 
usual appearances ; extension of tumor from one-half to other, was 
through posterior portion of corpus callosum; remaining portion 
of brain not remarkable. Heart not remarkable. Both lungs em- 
physematous; posterior inferior portion dark in color, non-crepi- 
tant; on section, allowed escape of fluid and some blood. 


Diagnosis. 
Ecechymosis of scalp. 
Ivory exostosis of skull; flattening of convolutions of brain ; 
vascular tumor of brain, probably glioma. 
Emphysema of lung. 
Hemorrhage of moderate degreee in lungs. 


Microscopic Examination. 


The pia, and the cortex, and white matter of the brain, showed 
nothing abnormal on microscopic examination. 

The tumor was found to be made up of well-marked, medium- 
sized, round and irregular cells, with a finely granular intercellular 
substance. In the new growth were very numerous large blood- 
vessels, distended with blood; also here and there circumscribed 
heemorrhages. 

Diagnosis. — Glioma of brain. 


77. OrGANnic DEMENTIA FOLLOWING A BLOW AND SUBSEQUENT 
TREPHINING. 


Male, 14 years. Autopsy, twenty-nine hours after death. Body 
well developed and fairly well nourished ; slight lividity of depend- 
ent portions; rigor mortis present. There was a horseshoe- 
shaped scar over the right posterior parietal region; a circular 
dise of bone had been removed and replaced, and which had 
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become firmly adherent to the surrounding bone; dura not 
remarkable. The brain did not quite fill the cavity of the skull, 
and weighed 1,260 grms.; sulci wide; pia showed a slight 
degree of thickening and opacity ; the meshes contained a mod- 
erate amount of thin, clear fluid; vessels at the base and fissure 
of Sylvius showed nothing remarkable. Both lateral ventricles 
were very greatly increased in size. The surface of the ventricles 
was quite smooth and quite tough to the sense of touch. Epen- 
dyma of fourth ventricle markedly granular. Brain substance 
in general pale and very tough. Both nuclei caudati were unusu- 
ally thin; the other basal ganglia not remarkable; pia readily 
separable from the brain substance. Organs of thorax and abdo- 
men showed no variation from the normal. 


Diagnosis. 
Wound of earlier trephining. 
Cidema of pia. 
Chronic lepto meningitis. 
Atrophy of brain. 
Chronic internal hydrocephalus, secondary to atrophy of brain. 
Chronic ependymitis of fourth ventricle. 
No evidence of compression or obstruction of venae Galeni. 


78. Post—ParRAtytTic INSANITY. 


Male, 75 years. Autopsy, forty hours after death. Body 
medium size, much emaciated. Distance from xiphoid to pubis 
shortened. A marked knuckle in lumbar region. Skull, meso- 
cephalic; calvaria thin; dura opaque and thickened; inner surface 
of convexities covered by several layers of coarse membrane, in 
which was considerable fluid, measuring by estimate 5 mm. in 
thickness ; dura of base showed presence of similar thinner false 
membranes, having a snuff-color; the pia was slightly opaque 
along the course of the vessels; its meshes contained a moderate 
amount of clear fluid. The brain did not fill cavity of skull, and 
weighed 1,370 grms.; there was an escape of considerable clear 
fluid on removal of brain from cayity of skull. 

Right middle cerebral artery showed presence of several opaque, 
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firm, yellow plates inits walls ; the left middle cerebral less ; lumen 
not diminished. 

Both lateral ventricles about one-half larger than usual. Epen- 
dyma of fourth ventricle slightly granular. Ependyma of lateral 
ventricles smooth. On under surface of both frontal lobes, and 
under surface of anterior portion of right temporal lobe, were 
several yellow spots, the largest the size of a five-cent piece. 

Section of brain substance showed, in general, a thinning of the 
cortex and a diminution of the white matter. Puncta cruenta 
rather small and fewer than normal. Basal ganglia, pons, medulla, 
and cerebellum showed nothing abnormal except pallor. 

The pia separated readily from the brain substance. Right 
ventricle of heart slightly enlarged; walls thickened. Cusps of 
aortic and mitral valves showed presence of few delicate, thin 
plates of lime, but there was neither stenosis nor insufficiency. 
Both lungs emphysematous and pigmented, and showed, on sec- 
tion, numerous drops of pus oozing from cut surface. Bladder 
was large, inner surface trabeculated ; one diverticulum, size of a 
lemon, and another the size of a pea.

GENTLEMEN, — I respectfully submit the annual report of 
this institution for the year 1887. 

The statistics will show that we have had a larger number 
of inmates than ever before. We have had as the largest 
number at any one time, 417, and as the lowest, 375; daily 
average 398, against 389 for the year 1886, — an increase 
of 9.

HEALTH. 


The health of the inmates has been excellent. We have 
had slight epidemics of measles and whooping-cough dur- 
ing the year, without any resulting fatally. Ophthalmia is 
now completely eradicated from the institution, an excellent 
diet and plenty of fresh air bringing about this result. 


NURSERY. 


The general condition of this department has been good. 
Forty-nine babies remained from last year, and we have re- 
ceived 108 babies; twenty-four have died and 86 have been 
discharged ; number remaining is 47. We need a building 
erected for special use as a nursery, with accommodations 
for the mothers of nurslings, so that we might receive the 
mother with her babe to nurse it until it could be removed 
from the breast with the least danger. The report of this 
department is appended. 
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SCHOOLS. 

Only one change has taken place in the teachers during 
the year. Miss Morrow was promoted to the position of 
head-teacher, to take the place of Miss Banks, resigned, and 
her position has been most acceptably filled by Miss 
McMahon; both teachers have done excellent work. The 
Kindergarten has recently been started; what success we 
shall have it is vet too early to state. Miss McMahon, in 
addition to her regular duties, devotes a part of the school- 
hours to this school. The report of Mr. Dewey, Principal 
of the schools, is appended. 


INDUSTRIAL. 


We have tried, in a small way, industrial work, — knitting 
stockings by machine in the boys’ department, and sewing- 
machine work in the girls’ department. The result has been 
very satisfactory. I desire to especially call your attention 
to this subject, as I believe it one worthy of your most care- 
ful consideration. While it may not be wise to keep the 
boys until they become skilled workmen, would it not be to 
their great advantage if they had sufficient knowledge of tools 
to enable them to enter shops and manufacturing establish- 
ments ? 


IMPROVEMENTS. 


The recommendations made by me in my last report, that 
additional laundry facilities be made, and stand-pipes and 
fire-hose put into the institution, have been granted, as well 
as the completion of the Quarantine building. 


DENTAL DEPARTMENT. 


Dentists visit the institution weekly,: and perform such 
operations as are deemed advisable. They accomplish a 
great deal of good. The report of their work is appended. 
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Country Homes. 


Eighty-seven children have been sent to country homes 
through the agent, John E. McCarthy. This is a very 
important work. From the constant reports of those sent 
from the Home, we e¢an safely say that fully ninety per cent. 
are doing well. 


BAKERY. 


We have baked 94,109 loaves of bread, using 730 barrels 
and 176 bags of flour. 


LiprArRY AND READING—Room. 


The library contains about 1,200 volumes. The reading- 
room is furnished with all the principal juvenile magazines. 
This room is greatly appreciated by all. 


RELIGIOUS SERVICES. 


The religious services have been conducted for the Cath- 
olics by the Rev. Fr. Halpin; for the Protestants, by Rev. 
D. W. Waldron. Eanes 

Entertainments have been furnished from time to time 
during the year. 

In closing, allow me to thank the Board for the uniform 
courtesy with which I have always been treated. Allow me 
to add that, in my recommendations for appropriations, as 
well as in my expenditures of previous appropriations, I have 
had in view the good of the institution, and no appropriation 
has been asked for, nor any expenditures made, except such 
as I believe was dictated by wise economy, and such as 
any citizen conversant with our work and its needs would 
cordially approve.

From the above we see that 594 children have been taught 
in the schools during the year. The total for 1886 was 542, 
giving an increase of 52 for the last year. Of those admitted, 
79 per cent. went into the Primary Schools, more than half 
of whom knew absolutely nothing of reading or writing. 
Of all discharged, 53 per cent. went from the same schools. 

The average age of all now in the schools is 7.8 years. 
One year ago it was 8.7. 

Nine pupils have been taught in special schools: one boy 
in the Baldwinsville Institution for the Feeble-minded ; three 
girls in the Perkins Institution for the Blind at South Boston ; 
one boy and one girl at a school for Deaf-Mutes in Hartford ; 
three girls in the Massachusetts School for Feeble-minded. 

A new school-room has been provided for the Third Primary 
and a Kindergarten opened in the room formerly occupied by 
that school. This department has not been established a 
sufficient time to report any results, but we hope, by the aid 
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of a thoroughly trained Kindergarten teacher and the proper 
accessories, to make it a valuable addition to our schools. 
Pending the election of a teacher Miss McMahon devotes ¢ 
part of her time to the school. 

A tew days previous to the beginning of the year the Girls 
Primary School was left without a teacher ; this vacancy was 
soon filled by the election of Miss E. A. McMahon. Aside 
from this there has been no change of teachers. 

It is often asked, “How do these children compare in 
scholarship with those of the public schools?” To answer 
this I will give a table showing the distribution of pupils 
with respect to age and grade, both for our schools and the 
corresponding grades of the Boston Public Schools, as de- 
duced from the report of the Superintendent of Schools for 
last year. 

The numbers given are per cents. that those of the age and 
grade referred to are of the total number in the same grade. 


A comparison of the figures on the succeeding page seems 
more favorable to the boys of the institution than many would 
expect.

The course of study 


is confined very closely to funda- 
mental principles, the chief aim being to impart a good 
working knowledge of reading, writing, and arithmetic; yet 
with these children there is need for teaching much general 
information such as children in good families would pick up 
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from every-day conversation. This is provided for in the 
evening session of the schools. 


READING. 

Reading is taught by Monroe’s Primary Chart and series 
of readers; the Chart, Chart Primer, and Advanced Primer 
being used in the Third Primary ; the First, Advanced First, 
and Second Readers in the Second Primary; the Advanced 
Second, Third, and Advanced Third in the First Primary ; 
Fourth and Advanced Fourth in the Intermediate ; and Fifth 
in the Grammar Schools. 

For supplementary reading Swinton’s Advanced First 
Reader and History of the United States in words of one 
syllable are employed in the second Primary; Swinton’s 
Advanced Second Reader and Swinton’s First Lessons in 
our Country’s History in the First Primary; Townsend’s 
Civil Government and the Eclectic Physiology in the Gram- 
mar Schools. In connection with reading, physical and vocal 
exercise Js given chiefly from the schedule in Monroe’s Fifth 
Reader. A part of Friday afternoons is devoted to reading 
or reciting selections. 


WRITING. 


The writing-books used are those of the Payson, Dutton, 
and Scribner system; the Primary series (tracing books) in 
the Second, Third, and Girls’ Primary, the copy-books num- 
bers 1 to 5 inclusive in the other schools. 


ARITHMETIC. 


In the Third Primary School the boys are taught to 
count and read and write numbers from oue to one 
hundred. The work is continued in the Second Primary 
by teaching addition and subtraction, both written and 
mental work. Skill in multiplication and division is 
acquired in the First Primary, followed by properties of 
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numbers and common fractions begun in: the Interme- 
diate. Inthe Grammar School, fractions, common and deci- 
mal, are completed, and United States money, the most 
important weights and measures, and percentage with its 
applications are studied. Proportion, involution, evolution, 
some of the elementary principles of mensuration, and single- 
entry book-keeping have been studied by a few of the most 
advanced scholars. In teaching arithmetic the aim is not so 
much to have memorized abstract rules and fixed methods, 
as to develop the logical faculties and give power for 
independent thought. 


LANGUAGE. 


In all the schools the writing of letters to friends is taken 
as a means for instruction in composition. 

Harvey’s Elementary Grammar is used as a text-book ; it, 
being a very concise little work, is well adapted to our 
school. In addition to the regular text-book work and 
analysis, a method sometimes employed for practice is to 
read carefully to the class some incident of history, observ- 
ing each thought alluded to, then reproducing it in an 
original form by calling on the pupils to suggest the ideas 
and form sentences to express them, criticising the sentences 
proposed, writing them in a connected manner on the black- 
board, paying attention to spelling, capitals, and punctuation, 
then having the composition read and neatly copied by each. 
In this way we get at the same time a lesson of history, 
exercise in composition, analysis, reading, writing, and 
spelling ; and train the ear to notice the difference between 
an incorrect or awkward sentence and one well formed. 
As the mechanic must do more than learn to pull in pieces 
the structure of others, so must he who would be skilful in 
the use of language have practice not obtained from mere 
analysis and memorizing definitions.

GEOGRAPHY. 


Preparatory to the study of geography the boys in the 
Second Primary School are given object lessons concerning 
the different plant growths, animal and vegetable products, 
etc.; then are taught the fundamental principles of geog- 
raphy, regarding the earth as a sphere and noting the 
principal characteristics of its surface. The work is contin- 
ued in the First Primary by a study of the grand divisions ; 
and inthe Intermediate, the United States ; completed in the 
Grammar School by a gencral review and comparison of the 
peoples, products, ete., of the principal countries. The text- 
books used are Swinton’s Introductory, Elementary, and 
Grammar School Geographies. 


Hisrory. 


The subject is taught incidentally in the Second and First 
Primary Schools in connection with the supplementary read- 
ing. In the Intermediate and Grammar Schools use is made 
of Thalheimer’s United States Histories, supplemented by the 
reading of the lives of important historical characters. The 
library has a good supply of books of that kind. 


SEWING. 


The sewing department is under the charge of Miss Maria 
Higgins. It consists of a large, well lighted and ventilated 
room, in which are arranged about a dozen sewing-machines, 
convenient seats for hand-sewing, and other appropriate 
accessories. Here the girls are instructed in the art of dress 
cutting and making and general mending. 


Scuoot Hours. 


During the first half of the year the forenoon session was 
from 9 to 12, with a half-hour recess at 10.30, and at noon 
the children would file directly from school to dinner. Since 
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September the time for recess has been changed to 11.30. 
In these institution-schools this gives better satisfaction, as 
it conforms more to the laws of hygiene, by giving oppor- 
tunity for exercise and bathing hands and faces before dinner. 
The afternoon sessions are from 2 to 4, and 6.30 to 7 o’clock. 
The evening is devoted to miscellaneous work and amuse- 
ment, sometimes to such games as checkers or dominos, 
sometimes to songs, often to reading and reporting on such 
books of history or travel as Marco Polo, Pizarro, Birds’-Eye 
View of the World, etc., and sometimes to familiar talk on 
rarious subjects, such as will give useful general informa- 
tion. 

Among the subjects that have been so treated may be 
mentioned : — 

Topics from History: Egypt, Greece, Rome, Medizval 
and Modern Europe, and America. 

Natural Phenomena: volcanoes, geysers, earthquakes, 
ocean currents, winds, storms, etc. 

Metals: gold, silver, lead, and mercury ; their occurrence, 
preparations, properties, uses, history, etc. 

Chemistry: the more common elements and compounds, 
with some simple experiments. 

Topics of interest culled from the daily papers. 

It is pleasing to note the interest the children take in these 
evening talks, and how many ideas, carelessly alluded to in 
passing, and forgotten, are long afterwards brought up by 
the remarks of some pupil. 

In addition to the above, Mr. Benj. O. Low, who has 
travelled much in foreign countries, as an officer in the U.S. 
Navy, has kindly given interesting descriptions of the coun- 
tries and peoples ne has visited. This is quite an aid in 
teaching geography, for when a child learns of distant lands 
from books alone, he takes about the same interest he would 
in studying of Jupiter or Mars; but when he hears the narra- 
tion of one who has actually touched the land he describes, 
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seen the people in their homes, and eaten the tropical fruit 
plucked from its native tree by his own hand, the facts of 
geography seem to take a more tangible form, the names of 
places have an individual interest, and the subject becomes 
less a meaningless list of names and dry statistics, and more 
the study of a real world full of wonders and beauties. 

We expect a similar result will be attained, not only for 
this subject, but for history and others, by aid of a first-class 
magic-lantern, lately purchased, and a good assortment of 
views we hope to collect. By the aid of a camera attach- 
ment, photographs, minerals, and other opaque objects may 
be exhibited on the screen, thus giving an inexhaustible 
field. The chapel furnishes an excellent opportunity to use 
such an instrument. Here all the schools may be assembled, 
and much instruction and amusement given. Variety has 
been given institution life by frequent entertainments in the 
chapel, a visit to Barnum’s circus, and a pienic at Long 
Island. Below ts the list : —

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DISCIPLINE. 


Probably no sehool question has been more discussed than 
that of discipline, and I know of no query more often put by 
visitors than, “What punishments do you inflict?” In an- 
_ swer, it may be stated that those having the children in charge 
are given to understand that the inmates are not bere for 
punishment, — they are not criminals, but unfortunates, and 
are to be treated kindly; yet perfect obedience must be se- 
cured, and in case of obstinate disobedience, moderate cor- 
poral punishment may be resorted to. As to the relative 
value of the various forms of punishment much has been said 
and written, but for final measures only two methods seem 
much recommended, —corporal and confinement. One visitor 
has said, “ We never punish except by confinement. A day 
or two ijn solitary confinement, with bread and water, will 
subdue the most stubborn.” Here we cannot adopt that 
method, for several reasons. First, it is less cruel to inflict 
momentary pain on the body, without injuring its general 
health, than to torture the mind. Besides, we have no time 
to spare for anything of that sort. When the boys are not 
doing their work about the institution, it is desirable for 
them to be in school, fitting the mind for future influence, or 
in the fresh air of the play-ground, acquiring health and vigor 
to enable them to ward off disease, and push their way to 
positions of comfort and respect. A person will never be- 
come better at heart while brooding vengeance in solitary 
confinement; at the same time, an unruly boy will have 
more respect for the rattan than the cell. 

Where one person often has in charge at the same time 
from 250 to 800 boys, ranging from 3 to 17 years of age, of 
all grades of intelligence and variety of disposition found in 
this class of children, it would be impossible to have any- 
thing like order without an occasional correction that would 
be respected. In the charge of children there is no more 
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disagreeable duty than that of punishing ; and it is found that 
the most effective way to avoid this is by constant vigilance. 

If the one in charge allows the greater part of the irregu- 
larities to pass unnoticed, and pays little attention to those 
seen, he soon has work enough, or poor order. As said by 
a former teacher here, “The boys are like corks in water, — 
very quiet while you keep your thumb on them, but remove 
it for an instant and they come to the top.” While the chil- 
dren are under the eye of a live person who is ready to catch 
and by a glance repress the first symptom of disorder, there 
is seldom need of resorting to extreme measures. 


HEALTH. 


The general health has been good. About the first of 
June an outbreak of measles was subdued by promptly clos- 
ing the schools and adopting the proper quarantine measures. 
Ophthalmia is now giving no trouble. To one who remem- 
bers the lines of children waiting to have their red, filthy 
eyes treated to “ eye-drops” two years ago, the present con- 
dition is highly gratifying. 


SCHOOL—ROOMS. 


As certain persons, from motives best known to them- 
selves, huve caused the school-rooms to be described as ill- 
ventilated, etc., a word in regard to them may not be out of 
place here. 

These rooms, of which there are eight, are situated four on 
the east and four on the west side of the main wing, between 
the girls’ department and the boys’ dormitories. 

An eminent authority on schools has said that there should 
be “eight square feet of floor area provided for every child, and 
this in a room 10 feet high means a total space of 80 cubic 
feet.” Our school-rooms are 35 x 25 and 12 feet high. Al- 
lowing fifty scholars to a room, this gives 174 square feet, or 
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210 cubic feet, per individual. For ventilation, fresh air is 
by pipes admitted to contact with the steam-heat radiators, 
thence into the room. Arrangements for keeping the air of 
the room in circulation are provided over the tops of four of 
the eight windows of each room. For the exit of foul air, 
transoms are placed over three doors, and apertures from the 
top and bottom of each school-room open into a central-ven- 
tilating shaft. The furniture is all modern and convenient, 
so arranged as to give pupils the benefit of light from the left 
side. The floors are double, with a layer of cement between 
to deaden sound, ample black-board surface is provided, and 
on the whole it would be difficult to suggest improvement for 
the school-rooms.

GENTLEMEN, —I have the honor to submit the following 
report of the Retreat for Insane : — 

By order of the Board I took charge of this institution on 
Oct. 6, 1887, superintending the alterations, repairs, and 
furnishing, preparatory to the reception of the class of 
patients for which the asylum was intended. To the unre- 
mitting zeal and constant supervision of the Committee on 
New Buildings and Repairs of the Board—one or more 
members of which making daily visits —the rapid com- 
pletion of the work is due, and on November 28 our first 
patients were received. Since then many improvements 
have been made, and more are contemplated, looking to the 
comfort and convenience of those intrusted to my care; and 
the marked improvement in the condition of a number of the 
patients will justify any outlay the Board may be pleased to 
sanction. | 

The number of patients received since November 28, and 
now in the asylum, is 84, of which 43 are males and 41 
females.

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ANNUAL REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF THE 
HOME FOR PAUPERS, RAINSFORD AND LONG 
ISLANDS. 


GENTLEMEN, — The following is the report of the insti- 
tutions under my charge for the year ending Dec. 31, 1887. 
The present has been an eventful year in my department, 
considering the number of changes that have been made. 

On the 6th of September last the female inmates at the 
Austin Farm were transferred to the new institution on Long 
Island, and at the same time the institution at Rainsford 
Island was brought into the same department, over which 
the Board of Directors for Public Institutions did me the 
honor of placing me in charge; the former being for women 
and the latter for men, the two places combined being desig- 
nated by the name of Home for Paupers, Rainsford and 
Long Islands. This change has proved a great advantage, 
as the accommodations at the Austin Farm were insufficient 
to provide for the number we are obliged to care for during 
the winter months. Considering the lateness of the season 
when this transfer was made, everything is progressing very 
well. There is considerable work to be done on the grounds 
around the building at Long Island, that cannot be com- 
pleted until next spring, as the location is so exposed that 
it would be impracticable to work the men during the cold 
months ; but we shall leave the work this fall in such a way 
that a few weeks’ labor on the grounds in the spring will 
make a marked change in the general appearance of the city 
property on this island. The soil on Long Island is excel- 
lent, and, in my judgment, a farm could be established with 
a little skilled labor that would make it possible to furnish 
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both Rainsford and Long Islands with vegetables. I would 
recommend the planting of a large stock of ornamental and 
fruit trees, which would not only be profitable to the city, 
but also add greatly to the beauty of the island. 

If we continue as at present to have the prison help from 
Deer Island, all this work can he done with but a very little 
expense to the city. I am happy to say that the best of 
order now exists at Rainsford Island. We endeavor to 
keep all the men who have trades employed at profitable 
work, and those who have not are employed at general labor 
both at Long and Rainsford Islands. 

We have established a shoe-shop at Rainsford, which, I 
think, will prove a success, as all the repairing can now be 
done there, instead of, as formerly, sending such work to 
Deer Island to be done. 

A Superintendent’s residence will be necessary at Long 
Island, as it is the desire of the Board of Directors to make 
that place the head-quarters of the institutions. In the 
building itself as it now stands, there are no apartments that 
could be used for the Superintendent’s and Physician’s 
quarters. I would respectfully call the attention of the 
Board to the immediate necessity of a boat for the use of the 
two islands. 

At present we are entirely dependent on the steamer “J. 
Putnam Bradlee,” which has been doing the work since the 
institution on Long Island was established. There are times 
both in the day and night when immediate communication 
is necessary between the two islands, but at present (the 
regular trips of the “ Bradlee” excepting) the only resource at 
hand is a small row-boat, which at this season of the year, 
to say the least, is anything but safe to use. Should the 
Board of Directors place a steam-launch, or in fact a boat 
of any reasonable size, at our command, it would be an easy 
matter to select a crew of faithful men from the inmates at 
Rainsford Island to run her, — men who have had experience 
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as sailors, and thoroughly competent to perform such work. 
By these means it would make the running expenses of such 
a boat very small, and at the same time give us an opportu- 
nity to employ the above-mentioned men to advantage. 

We have at present 13 cows at Long Island and 4 at Rains- 
ford. There are 3 horses at Long Island and 1 at Rainsford. 
I would suggest the building of a silo next spring, and plant- 
ing fodder-corn for ensilage. By so doing this class of 
cattle-feed will increase the quantity of milk the following 
winter, and also decrease the quantity of grain required. 

When the work on the grounds is completed at Long Island, 
in order to make the place attractive (the location being ex- 
cellent), I would suggest the building of a small greenhouse 
in which to grow bedding and ornamental plants for the 
grounds and also for Rainsford Island. The latter, with its 
natural beauty, could be made very attractive. 

Another matter that calls for the immediate attention of 
the Board is the selecting of a location for a burial-place 
on Long Island. We are now sending the bodies of the 
inmates that have died to Rainsford Island for burial ; that 
is, those that are not claimed by friends. 

The burial-place there is not large enough to be used for 
both islands. In fact, it is hardly sufficient for Rainsford. 

A small building should also be erected at Long Island for 
a temporary place to keep the bodies of those whom we are 
in doubt whether they shall be claimed by relatives or 
friends. Considering the great amount of mechanical work 
to be done on both islands, I should consider it economy 
for the city if the Board of Directors should appoint a resi- 
dent carpenter, who could always be on hand and take charge 
of all work in his line of trade. We already have an excellent 
mechanic (the engineer), who is perfectly competent to di- 
rect all work in the machinist’s line. It will be necessary 
to make some arrangement for religious services at the 
islands. At present we depend entirely on the kindness of 
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Rev. A. M. Mandalari, who voluntarily gives as much at- 
tention to Rainsford and Long Islands as his many duties at 
Deer Island will allow. I also would recommend the plac- 
ing of a telephone on Long Island, as there are many times 
when a clergyman is needed at a death-bed. As we are now 
situated, there is no way of communicating with the city ex- 
cept by the steamer “J. Putnam Bradlee.” 

If we had a resident chaplain on one of the islands, it 
would be a great consolation to the many unfortunate people 
located here. The building at Rainsford Island should be 
enlarged, for during the winter months the overcrowding 
which is necessary to accommodate all that are sent to us 
makes it detrimental to the general health. I wish to extend 
my thanks in behalf of the inmates to those who have so 
kindly sent reading matter, etc., to them, and I assure these 
thoughtful people that, if they could see how greatly their 
kindness is appreciated, they would feel repaid for so doing. 
I also wish to extend my sincere thanks, through the Board 
of Directors, for the courtesy shown me by the physicians and 
other officers with whom I have been associated since assum- 
ing my new position on the islands, and also to thank them 
for the interest they have taken in their respective duties. 
In closing, gentlemen of the Board of Directors for Public 
Institutions, allow me to thank you for your many kindnesses 
during the past year, and for the interest you have taken in 
the transfer we have made from the Austin Farm to Long 
Island, and for the assistance I received from the President 
and each member of the Board at that time.

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REPORT OF VISITING PHYSICIAN. 


To Joun Gauvin, Esq., Superintendent of Long and Rains-

The present administration dates from such a recent begin- 
ning that a detailed report of the medical service is at present 
unnecessary. The growth of the new institution, and more 
especially the hospital department, has been so rapid that 
already the dormitories are quickly being filled. The trans- 
fer of the sick from Austin Farm and the additional transfer 
from the almshouse at Deer Island soon caused us to press 
into service the large dormitory, in the east wing, adjoining 
the ward set aside as the hospital. In the latter, the manner 
in which the two large and excellent ventilators are doing 
their work deserves special commendation, as, from past 
knowledge of the class of cases coming to an almshouse for 
medical treatment, it was expected that the question of ven- 
tilation would be a source of continual discomfort. The 
short time that has elapsed, however, has proved that no fear 
need be entertained from this quarter. Some provision 
should be made in the immediate future for the enlargement 
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of our nursery, as it is rapidly being filled, and, in a short 
time, will fail to meet the wants of this department; and 
this leads me to suggest that though as yet no contagious 
diseases, to which children are peculiarly liable, have made 
their appearance, still the possibility is ever to be thought of 
and deserves proper consideration. There are still remain- 
ing on Long Island several unoccupied cottages, one of which 
could be reserved and prepared for the reception of this class 
of cases. 

It would add greatly to the comfort and quiet of the whole 
hospital ward if, at each or both ends of the upper dormitory, 
a few small rooms were partitioned off to confine some of the 
-more troublesome or severe cases, and this would provide 
accommodations also for the day and night nurses in the hos- 
pital, who, as they are now situated, sleeping in the wards, 
work under obvious disadvantages. 

The room in the south wing, set aside as a dispensary and 
operating room, is almost completed, and presents an attrac- 
tive appearance. 

A distressing condition of things exists in the Rainsford 
Island hospital, despite the efforts made to remedy it, though 
a radical change has been strongly urged for years back, and 
even considered by His Honor the Mayor in his last in- 
augural message. The accommodations which long ago were 
insufficient for the number of patients the hospital then held 
are still made to do duty for as much as a hundred per cent. 
more. In addition to its insufficiency the building is fast be- 
coming absolutely uninhabitable, and this is to be seen par- 
ticularly during the winter months, when, owing to the snow 
collecting on its roof, water is continually dropping through. 
It is useless to make repairs, as repeated attempts prove fail- 
ures. Both the ventilation and heating arrangements are 
totally defective, a temperature of fifteen degrees difference 
at one time having been observed in the same ward. The 
lack of room prevents the separation of each bed from its 
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neighbor, and this in a hospital is especially to be condemned. 
Notwithstanding the transfer of a number of cases of a chronic 
nature to the main institution, a suggestion kindly followed 
out by you, but temporary relief was afforded, as new and 
urgent cases are daily received, forcing the physician to dis- 
charge many from the hospital during the early period of 
convalescence, to make room for those demanding immediate 
attention. It is but fair to presume that with better sanitary 
and hygienic conditions, which in this case a new hospital 
only could give, more satisfactory results would be obtained 
notwithstanding the fact that the almshouse hospital mainly 
consists of the chronic and incurable. 

My sincere thanks are due the assistant resident physician, 
Dr. Thomas B. Shea, for his valuable assistance, and to you 
for the many kindnesses received at your hands.

Since Long Island has been opened to paupers we have 
been relieved, and are not overcrowded, as none but married 
couples have been sent to us. With the regular outgo of 
roving persons, who do not care to stay too long in one insti- 
tution, our number has been reduced to 170. Last year at 
this time it was 199. Our institution can accommodate our 
present number without crowding, gives better satisfaction, 
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and stops unnecessary wrangling among inmates. The most 
of our people are old and unable to do much work, several 
being foolish and of unsound mind. Our roof has been re- 
slated; also new copper gutters and conductors have been 
added. The men’s loafers’ hall has been enlarged and refin- 
ished, and can be used for sleeping apartments should our 
number of men increase. Our water-closets ought to be en- 
larged, thereby saving expense and giving better accommo- 
dation. By the substitution of medern windows for the 
decayed ones now in use it would save a vast amount of fuel, 
and improve the looks of the building. Our stable and out- 
buildings need to be re-shingled, which would complete our 
repairs for some time to come, except general repairs, which 
accumulate every week. Our religious services have been 
conducted the same as in years past. Those who so desire 
attend St. Francis de Sales Church, at Charlestown, while 
others are content with the regular weekly services held in 
the house by the members of various societies. The Rev. 
Fathers Keyes and Powers, of the district, often visit us, 
and attend to the spiritual wants of members of the Roman 
Catholic faith. The food has been of sufficient quality and 
quantity. They have been well clothed, and under the care 
of our efficient physician, Dr. R. W. Sprague, good health 
has prevailed. There has been no change in matrons, they 
having performed their duties, as in the past, creditably. 
We again wish to return thanks to kind friends for favors 
the past year, and would mention the Rev. D, W. Waldron, 
for a bountiful supply of oranges and candy on Thanksgiving 
day, and for a choice lot of cards on Christmas; also Mrs. 
Kuhn, of the Hospital Newspaper Society, and Mrs. G. S. 
Stebbins, of Springfield, Mass., for a donation of select 
Christmas cards; to Mr. Carney and friends, for their pleas- 
ing entertainment on Christmas-day. We are also indebted 
to Mrs. Dyer and Miss Mocket, and many others, who have 
made their faces familiar by their friendly visits to our hos- 
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pital with fruit, flowers, and potted plants. In conclusion, 
gentlemen, allow me to thank you, individually, for your 
courtesy and promptness in providing for our wants, to the 
President, Hon. John B. Martin, especially, for his cheering 
words and kind advice.

REPORT OF VISITING PHYSICIAN. 


To Jamus R. Gerrisn, Esq., Superintendent of Charlestown 
District Almshouse : -—— 


Sir, —I herewith respectfully submit the annual report of 
the medical department of the institution under your super- 
vision. 

The general health has been good; with the exception of 
light bronchial and gastric troubles and a few fractures, 
chronic diseases, such as bronchitis, consumption, rheuma- 
tism, heart, etc., have demanded almost exclusive attention. 

There were 23 deaths during the year; of these, 17 were 
females and 6 males, classified as follows: senility, 8; 
paralysis, 4; phthisis, 4; pneumonia, 2; heart-disease, 2 ; 
apoplexy, 1; dysentery, 1; cancer, 1. 

The comforts of the sick have been zealously promoted by 
the matrons, Mrs. Hutchingson and Lewis. 

I would suggest, asa sanatory measure, more water-closets 
and better ventilation.

GENTLEMEN, —I respectfully submit to you a detailed 
account of my duties as Agent for Discharged Prisoners, and 
of the various other duties performed by me as required by 
your honorable body, such as investigating and reporting 
on applications for pardons coming to your notice from the 
several institutions ; also the supervision exercised over chil- 
dren released on probation from the Truant School, House 
of Reformation for Boys and Girls, and pauper and neg- 
lected children from Marcella-st. Home, obtaining homes as 
well as employment for them. 

I also append a table of statistics explaining the same. 


AIDING DISCHARGED PRISONERS. 


The whole number of discharged prisoners whom I have 
advised and assisted during the past year is 1,690. All 
have received material aid as seemed best adapted to their 
immediate wants, as follows :— 

Seven hundred and ninety-six were furnished transporta- 
tion to their homes or to seek employment; 14 were sup- 
plied with tools to work at their different trades, enabling 
them to enter mechanical pursuits under favorable circum- 
stances, and thereby to provide for themselves and those 
dependent upon them; 42 to board and lodging while seek- 
ing employment ; 287 to meals while awaiting transportation 
to their homes; 38 to articles of clothing; 29 to gratuity of 
money. 

Of those assisted, 98 were discharged from the House of 
Reformation, 1,246 from the House of Industry, 287 from 
the House of Correction. 

Letters are frequently received from prisoners who have 
been aided expressing gratitude for the assistance given. 

My weekly visits to the institutions continue, for the pur- 
pose of consulting with the men as to their wishes and in- 
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tentions when discharged, and also with those who are to be 
released on probation by your Board. 

Five hundred and sixty-five applications for the release of 
inmates on probation, from the various institutions, have 
been investigated and reported to the Board during the year. 


Finpinc Homers FoR CHILDREN. 


This duty is performed by your agent in connection with 
the visitation ; suitable persons being found to take children 
in the round of visits to children previously placed out, while 
some are sought from among the applications made at office. 

Care is to be exercised in finding persons to take charge 
of those whom the courts have committed to your care, and 
thereby save the city the cost of their support, and in exam- 
ining the homes offered for them. 

There are in each of the schools, children with neither 
parents nor friends, or, if any, not such as are fit to have con- 
trol of them. 

The condition and wants of these children are such that 
I shall seek out desirable persons who are willing to adopt, 
take charge of, educate, or maintain them, so that their well- 
being will be promoted by a place in some good family. 

A yearly visitation of all children thus placed out in fami- 
lies is made, in order to know their condition, secure their 
rights, their discipline without abuse, and to promote their 
progress toward self-support and self-control. 

Most of these children have been visited once, and many 
of them several times, as opportunity for so doing occurred ; 
and with but few exceptions I have found them happy and 
contented, and well pleased with their homes. 

But few complaints arose of ill-treatment ; whenever any 
such was brought to my notice, whether by anonymous 
letters or otherwise, it was investigated with sufficient 
thoroughness to get at all its facts. 

The number of children placed out during the year is 87, 
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making 340 subject to visitation; they are mainly located in 
the States of Maine, New Hampshire, Vermont, Massachu- 
setts, Rhode Island, and Connecticut. 

Our estimate is that 90 per cent. of these children who go 
to country homes do well. 

Of nearly all of these it might be said they had no homes, 
no friends, while now they are provided with both. 

The Brass Band in the House of Reformation was organ- 
ized in 1878, during which time many of its members 
have graduated to good positions; thirty-nine were dis- 
charged at various times to accept positions procured for 
them in the U. S. Army and Navy, on salaries of $26 to 
$35 per month. 

Fifty-seven are at present, or have been previously con- 
nected with the bands in twenty-four different cities and 
towns in this and other New England States; many of them 
having found good homes and employment from people who 
took them for their knowledge of music ; three are members of 
theatre orchestras, and one a well-known trombone player. 

The Printing Department at the House of Reformation 
was established in 1877; it has at present seventeen 
apprentices, all of whom are striving to acquire as much 
knowledge of the art as possible. 

Here the boys learn a trade, which will enable them to 
make their way honorably through life ; sixty-nine graduates 
of this department are in good positions in printing-offices 
in this and other cities and towns throughout the State, 
receiving wages ranging from $8 to $15 a week. 

I wish to express my kind regards to President Martin 
and the Board of Directors for their interest and frequent 
expressions of good-will, and if I have met with any success 
in the work in which I am engaged, a large share of the 
credit belongs to them. |

GENTLEMEN, — The Committee on Schools respectfully 
submit the following report for the year 1887 : — 

The regular examinations took place in March and April, 
and were entirely satisfactory. 

At Marcella-st. Home a very marked improvement in 
the standing of the scholars in the boys’ school was noticed ; 
the different classes showed a great deal of faithful work 
on the part of the teachers ; this is also true of the girls’ school. 
The establishment of a Kindergarten for those children who 
were too young to enter the primary classes in October ap- 
pears to have been a wise action; it prepares them for the 
primary, and also relieves the other schools, which are some- 
what crowded. ‘The number of boys under instruction is 
204; girls, 140. 

At Deer Island, the school at the House of Reformation 
is in excellent condition, and will compare favorably with 
the public schools of the same grade. The Truant School 
is also in good condition. The number of boys in House 
of Reformation School, Dec. 31, 1887, was 76; girls, 3; in 
Truant School, 65 boys. 

The resignations of Alberto E. Payson, Chas. E. Dever, 
dere. G. Foley, and Miss Emma Morrow were accepted 
during the year. Mr. John A. Hickey was appointed a 
teacher vice Dever. There is but one teacher in each of 
the schools at present; the girls (3) are being taught by the 
Matron. 

The committee feel satisfied with the progress of the 
scholars and the faithful attention of the Superintendent 
and teachers.

Park CONSTRUCTION. 


The following is an account of the operations of the 
Department during the past year, with some suggestions 
concerning its future work. A more detailed statement by 
the Engineer will be found in the Appendix : — 


Wood Island Park. — The abutments for the bridge over 
the Boston, Revere Beach, & Lynn Railroad have been com- 
pleted. This, together with the planting of trees on Nep- 
tune Road, was all the work contemplated for the season. 
The building of the bridge itself, together with some grad- 
ing, will be “the work of another season. 

“Marine Park. —A contract for seven hundred feet of the 
permanent iron pier was made, and fourteen cylinders, of five 
feet diameter, two to a bent, embracing a length of three hun- 
dred and sixty feet, have been successfully placed. A con- 
tinuance of this construction, and such other work as can in 
in the meantime be undertaken, will be the work of next 
season. 

Charles River Embankment. — The work on the Embank- 
ment has been so far completed that the raised parts are 
receiving a dressing of loam and manure, and the playground 
at the northerly end is being covered with gravel. The Pav- 
ing Department is removing its buildings and material from 
the southerly end. Planting, and completing the walks will 
be the work of next season. 

Lhe Parkway— Back Bay Fens.— A large force has 
been employed on the work of this important feature of the 
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park system, and the roadway from Commonwealth Avenue 
to the Westland Entrance has been substantially completed. 
Boylston Entrance has been completed so far as this Depart- 
ment is concerned, but the raising of buildings on the con- 
necting street delays the opening “of it to the public. The 
completion of the other roads around the lower basin has 
been delayed by the lack of crushed stone, and the scarcity 
of skilled pavers because of the large amount of work in 
their line in the city. 

The amount of crushed stone required for the roads is 
large, and the crusher will be run during the winter that no 
lack of this kind of material shall be hereafter experienced. 

The arches of Agassiz Bridge are being rapidly laid, and 
arrangements have been made for continuing the work suc- 
cessfully during the winter. 

The future policy will be the pushing to the utmost of the 
work according to the designs heretofore adopted, the Board 
not having found it necessary to make any change in them. 

Arnold Arboretum. — The work laid out for the year has 
been completed, namely, the building of the road to the top 
of Bussey Hill, and the grading of the adjoining ground. 
The expense of this work has exceeded the amount named 
in the indenture with Harvard College, but the Board was 
instructed by the corporation counsel and city solicitor that 
the amount was not inserted as a limit of the expenditures of 
the Department. The future work will be a continuation 
of the roads within the Arboretum. 

Franklin Park. — The work on this park has been pushed 
with vigor. The Playstead is completed, and only awaits 
that the greensward may become a compact turf. The road 
around it has had so much work done upon it that it will be 
ready for use before the end of another season. The bulk 
of the work on the Overlook has been done. Its comple- 
tion is delayed by the difficulty of procuring the stone for 
the parapet. This will also be ready for use before next 
winter. 

The Board intends during the next season to make all 
progress possible with the roads in the Country Park. It 
should be borne in mind that in the taking of stone from 
the Playstead, in the laying of drains, and in other partic- 
ulars, an enormous amount of the work done upon Franklin 
Park is now under ground and out of sight. 


Back Bay anpd Stony Brook. 


By Statute 1887, Chap. 428, authority was given to the city 
to discharge, by a new channel, the water of Stony Brook,

increased by the improvements along the stream, into the 
Back-Bay basins. 

This arrangement was, for reasons stated in the report 
of the Landscape Architect, unlooked for, and will require the 
adoption of means to lessen the damage likely to be caused 
by it. 

It is, however, a subject of congratulation that the works 
of this Department were constructed on so liberal a scale as 
to be able to take in and discharge this increased volume of 
water. 

The basin or basins were so constructed that the water 
could, at high tide, be kept at a level below the tide water, 
and thus be able to receive and store the water of freshets, 
without a rise in them sufficient to endanger the trees, shrubs, 
and banks. 

This can no longer be done, but, as already stated, the 
danger of damage may be much lessened. 

The report of the Commission on the “ prevention of floods 
in the valley of Stony Brook” says : — 


“Tt might be thought that the water in the pond might be 
kept ata ‘lower elevation than that of the river , and that the 
pond might be used as a storage reservoir to receive the 
water of Stony Brook during freshets. Calculations based 
upon the area of the pond and the quantity of water which 
may flow during great freshets, after improvements have 
been made, show ‘that the surface of the pond would rise 
faster than the tide, and that nothing could be gained in that 
way.” 


The same Commission, with referenee to the outlet of the 
new Stony-Brook channel, says : — 


“In deciding where to place the outlet of the new channel, 
we first notice that Charles River is nearly twice as far from the 
upper end of the proposed new structure as is the pond in 
Back-Bay park. It would be impracticable to build any new 
channel within or parallel to the park which would have as 
great capacity and require as little inclination as will that 
already furnished by the park pond. ‘The available fall to 
the park pond would be five feet, and to the Charles River 
would be but one foot more, or six feet. Consequently, a 
channel to reach Charles River, having less inclination, must 
be considerably larger, and, being nearly twice as long, 
would be more than twice as costly as one ending at the 


park pond.” 
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The construction and opening up of the Back-Bay basins, 
and the Muddy-River improvement, into one great open 
channel, for sanitary and drainage purposes, is, as thus ap- 
pears, to be credited with a large saving of the cost of the 
Stony-Brook improvement. 

The saving in obviating the still greater cost of remedying 
the sanitary evils, inevitably otherwise to arise on the 
whole length of Muddy River, cannot be easily estimated. 

The contemplation of the state of things, but for this im- 
provement sure to exist in this valley, should lead all to 
assign the expense of this part of the park system rather to 
sanitary necessity than to the seeking of pleasure, however 
well calculated it may be to meet the desire for the latter, as 
well as the necessity for the former. 


THe ParKWAy SYSTEM. 


The name Back Bay formerly designating a large area of 
marsh-lands and flats, mostly under water, at the back of 
the town, continued attached to the locality after it had 
been filled and built upon, and is now generally applied to 
the whole district from the Providence Railroad and Arling- 
ton Street to Brookline. In this district Stony Brook and 
Muddy River, draining a large area of Roxbury, West Rox- 
bury, Dorchester, and Brookline, emptied their waters into 
what was formerly called the full basin. 

The nuisance which the use of these streams as a recepta- 
cle for sewage had caused at their confluence in the full basin, 
and in the whole marshy region of the Back Bay, called loudly 
for a remedy. The City Government of 1877 made an 
appropriation for the improvement of these waste lands and 
flats (under the authority of the Park Act), to the extent of 
not less than one hundred acres, which, in the language of the 
order passed by the City Council, were to be “located with 
special reference to the improvement of the sewerage of the 
city.” 

The lands thus taken for sanitary and park purposes were 
required for a suitable outlet for the waters of these streams, 
and a basin for storing and controlling the excess of water in 
time of freshets, occurring with high tides. Only a narrow 
strip on the margins, reserved for street purposes, could be 
utilized for drives and promenades, while a cross-road and 
bridge for travel from one side to the other, divided the 
basin into two parts. Not being a park in the proper 
signification of the word, it came to be ealled the “Back Bay 
Improvement,” or simply “ Back Bay.” This name embraced 
the neighborhood, and is, therefore, not especially applicable

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or appropriate to the more limited area acquired by the 
Department for the above diverse purposes. 

A later appropriation for continuing the improvement 
along Muddy River, with the purpose of making a continu- 
ous promenade from the Common to Franklin Park, added a 
new feature to the Back-Bay improvement which it did not 
possess standing alone, namely, that of a section of the 
great parkway contemplated by the plans of the Department. 
This view has been taken by Mr. Olmsted in his report on 
the nomenclature of the parkway system, which will be found 
annexed, and in the adoption of his suggestions by the follow- 
ing vote of the Board : — ; 


In BOARD OF PARK COMMISSIONERS, Dec. 30, 1887. 


VoTep, — First. That the intended public promenade, being the 
continuous way designed to be formed with special regard to pleasure 
driving, riding, and walking between Boylston Road and Marine Park, 
by the way of Jamaica Pond, the Arboretum, and Franklin Park, to- 
gether with the adjoining strips of territory intended to be improved by 
the Department, appurtenant to the promenade, be named as a whole, 
‘¢ The Parkway.’ 

Second. ‘That different parts of the Parkway etl: as occasion arises, 
be given distinguishing names, all such names to terminate with the 
syllable, ‘‘ way.” 

Third. 'That the local designations, Ipswich, Jersey, Rumford, 
Longview, and Riverdale be discontinued. 

Fourth. That the flooding-basins of the Stony-brook drainage sys- 
tem be called ‘‘ The Fens;” its banks, ‘‘ The Fenside;” the division of 
the promenade of the Parkway adjoining the Fens, ‘‘ Fenway,” and the 
division of the promenade of the Parkway adjoining Muddy River, as 
far as ‘Tremont Street, ‘* Riverway.” 

Lifth. ‘That the territory of the Department lying between Boylston 
Road and Charles River be called ‘* Charlesgate,” and the streets border- 
ing the same, respectively, ‘‘ Charlesgate East” and ‘ Charlesgate 
West.” 


There being no advantage in keeping under separate 
heads the accounts of these connecting park works, they 
have been united under the title, “The Parkway.” This 
plan, when the system is continued on to Jamaica Pond, 
the Arboretum, Franklin and Marine Parks, will simplify 
the accounts both of construction and maintenance, and will 
further emphasize the idea of the continuity of the whole. 


CHARLESGATE. 


Negotiations of long standing with the Boston and Rox- 
bury “Mill Corporation for the settlement of the suit growing 
out of the taking of its lands for the outlet of the Parkway 
at Charles River, and of the suits arising from the assess- 
ment of betterments, were resumed during the summer, 
and resulted in a recommendation of this Board to the City 
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Council, and the passage of the requisite orders to carry out 
the proposed arrangement. 

The communication of the Board to the City Council is as 
follows : — 


Boston, October 21, 1887. 


To the Honorable the City Council of the City of Boston: — 


Negotiations have long been pending with the Boston and Roxbury 
Mill Corpor ation for the settlement of its claim for land taken adjoining 
the sluice-ways of the Back-Bay basin, also for the settlement of the 
claim of the city for betterments, in both of which a final arrangement 
has now been arrived at. 

The entrance to the Back Bay, of which the land taken from this cor- 
poration formed a part, was originally laid out three hundred feet in 
width. Subsequently the city acquired from the Boston Water Power 
Company two strips of land, fifty feet in width, bordering the entrance 
from Beacon Street to the Boston and Albany Railroad, thus widening 
the entrance between these points to four hundred feet. The negotia- 
tions with the Boston and Roxbury Mill Corporation have, therefore, 
sought the extension of the entrance at its full width of four hundred 
feet from Beacon Street to the river, and, by offsetting betterments 
and allowing the use of the additional land as public ways, this has 
finally been accomplished, subject to the approval of the City Council. 
An order for this purpose is appended. 

The arrangement includes a release from the city to the Boston and 
Roxbury Mill Corporation of certain rights to construct sluiceways 
through the company’s land under an indenture between the Mill Cor- 
poration and the Boston Water Power Company, dated May 9, 1832, and 
supposed to be acquired by the city in the taking of the Water Power 
lands. The present sluiceway renders other sluiceways unnecessary, 
and an order to authorize a release of the right to make them has been 
prepared and is submitted herewith. Both orders have received the 
approval of the City Corporation Counsel, and, as the arrangement 
only runs until December 1, early action is desirable.

The orders, which will be found in the Appendix, were 
approved by the Mayor Nov. 21, 1887, and the transaction 
was finally completed within the time named. 

In order to make the jurisdiction of the Board complete 
over all the roads within the Parkway, it was determined, 
after consultation with the Board of Street Commissioners 
and the Corporation Counsel, to take and lay out the parcels 
of land heretofore known as Ipswich and Jersey streets, and 
the continuations thereof to Charles River, as a public park, 
which was accordingly done Dec. 30, 1887. It is sug- 
gested that the planting of the areas reserved for planting 
in that part of Commonwealth Avenue lying between West 
Chester Park and Beacon Street, be placed i in charge of this 
Department, in order to insure uniformity of: design and 
character. 
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CONNECTION OF THE PARKWAY WITH THE NEW BEaAcon— 
STREET IMPROVEMENT. 


The improvement and widening of Beacon Street caused 
owners of land as well as the Park Commissioners to recog- 
nize the value of the connection between the two enterprises 
which finally led, early in the summer, to a proposition from 
the owners to give to the city free of cost a strip of land, 100 
feet wide, from the circle on Beacon Street, near St. Mary’s 
Street, to the railroad, together with the release of all grade 
damages, provided that the city would bridge the railroad 
and assess no betterments. Negotiations were opened with 
the railroad company which resulted in authority for the 
construction of the bridge. The lines of the Parkway were 
redrawn at this point to meet the new conditions, and nego- 
tiations for a considerable addition to the Parkway lands 
were closed. All the preliminaries having been arranged, 
on the 23d of last December the Board voted to purchase 
these lands, and accepted the proposition for a gift of the 
strip named. 


THe Parkway LANDS. 


The inauguration of the Muddy-River improvement from 
Back Bay to Jamaica Pond called for an enlargement of that 
part of the Back-Bay improvement leading from Brookline 
Avenue to the Fens. The intended greater importance and 
usefulness of this outlet of the Fens, made its widening a 
necessitv.. Immediately, therefore, after the Muddy-River 
improvement was determined upon, the City Government 
was applied to for an appropriation for said purpose. It is 
expected that early in the coming year the construction of this 
part of the improvement will be reached, and the revision of 
its outlines can be no longer delayed. The finishing of this 
work will open the Parkway from Beacon Street to Brookline 
Avenue. 

The length of time that has elapsed since the Back-Bay 
improvement was commenced, and the rapid approach of 
costly buildings towards it on the easterly side, have created 
a great impatience for its completion, — not only among the 
owners of real estate in the vicinity, but the public generally. 

The Board earnestly desires that the work may not be im- 
peded for want of funds to purchase the necessary lands. 

Purchases of the lands along Muddy River have from time 
to time been made, as opportunity arose for securing them at 
fair prices. The appropriation for this part of the parkway 
system being about one-half of the estimated cost of the 
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lands, no complete taking could be made. The progress of 
the work of construction at Back Bay, and the necessity of 
providing early in the spring for the continued operation 
of the dredging machine, make an early taking necessary. 

The last City Government petitioned the Legislature for 
the passage of an act to authorize the city to issue a loan, 
outside the debt limit, for the payment of lands taken under 
the Park Act. This was intended to include lands already 
taken at Back Bay and Franklin Park, the appropriations 
made for which had been exhausted, as well as those intended 
to be taken to complete the Parkway to Franklin Park. The 
Committee on Cities of the Legislature, to which the matter 
was referred, did not consider the petition broad enough to 
include any lands not already taken, and, in consequence, a 
loan applicable only for the payment for lands already taken 
was authorized. The Board would urge the importance of 
another effort to obtain at once the funds sufficient to com- 
plete the taking of the larger part, if not the whole, of the 
Parkway from Back Bay to South Boston. It is desirable to 
fix the Parkway boundaries that owners of lands outside the 
locations may improve and develop their properties. It is 
estimated that about $700,000 will be required for the pur- 
pose of completing the taking of the Parkway from Back 
Bay to Franklin Park. In former reports, particularly in 
that of last year, the Board has dwelt on the importance of 
immediately securing these lands. In the latter report, also, 
a map is published showing this part of the Parkway. 


EXTENSION OF THE PARKWAY TO MARINE Park. 


The Board has previously called attention to the need of 
widening Columbia and Boston streets as a direct approach 
from South Boston to Franklin Park. A moderate widening 
of the street would afford a considerable measure of relief 
from the present inadequate conditions, but would fall far 
short. of the great requirements of the future when the city 
will have grown up solidly about it. Ending at Dorchester 
Street, it would only make a partial connection between 
Franklin Park and Marine Park, and the difficult passage of 
South Boston would be a barrier to pleasure travel. 

The importance of the Marine Park to the system requires 
amore fitting and unimpeded connection with the other parks 
than this half-w ay plan provides. In looking for a feasible 
route for such a connection a glance at the map reveals the 

vacant south shore of South Boston, on a part of which Ninth 
Street has recently been built along the water’s edge. Here 
is to be found over a mile of water-front almost entirely un- 
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improved, having a southerly exposure and a fine near view 
of the harbor, which could be utilized, at small proportional 
cost, to make a most attractive drive and promenade, and, in 
connection with the Marine Park, one of the greatest pleasure 
resorts in the world. A connection could readily be made 
with Columbia and Boston streets, which, improved in like 
manner, would complete the circuit of the Parkway.' 

If it should be considered unadvisable to borrow the whole 
sum needed to take these lands at once, a part of the amount 
required, if appropriated and placed to the credit of the De- 
partment, would enable the Board to purchase such proper- 
ties along the line as might be in the market, at about their 
assessed values, or could be obtained at favorable rates. This 
plan has, in the experience of the Board, been found to work 
well. Thi fact, in no instance has a taking been made before 
the Board had either bonded or purchased all the properties 
that could be had at what was thought fair values. It is 
estimated that $300,000 will secure all the land required from 
Dorchester Street to the Marine Park, and if the proposition 
meet your approval it is recommended that that sum be 
appropriated for this section of the Parkway, and that the 
Board be authorized to take lands to that amount, by pur- 
chase or otherwise, as provided in the Park Act. 


Cost oF THE PARKWAY. 


As the Board in carrying out its plans asks for more 
money for the purchase of lands, it desires to call attention 
to the fact that a very large part of the money, appropriated 
to and expended by the Department, would otherwise have 
been required and expended by other departments to serve 
necessary purposes. For instance, it will appear, in another 
part of this report, that the Back-Bay improvement saved 
the city the large expense of conveying the waters of Stony 
Brook by an expensive conduit to Charles River. 

This improvement was constructed as a sanitary necessity, 
and but for it a large part of its cost would have to be expended 
in underground conduits and other necessary public works. 
The order making the appropriation for the improvement 
required roads to ‘be made on all sides, which are also to be 
extended through the entire length of the Muddy-River im- 
provement. These roads save the cost of other roads, which 
would otherwise have to be built at about an equal cost. 
The same may be said of Columbia Street, which requires 
widening for a suitable connection between Franklin Park 


1 See diagram on the map of the Back Bay Feus, printed with this report. 
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and Marine Park. Some broad avenues, running in dif- 
ferent directions from the city proper, are required to meet 
the public necessity and convenience. Columbia street is in 
a desirable position tor one of such avenues, and should be 
liberally widened, whether parks are considered or not. 

There is another consideration bearing upon the same 
question. It has been said that there is something almost 
providential in the good fortune of Boston in its parks. The 
large area of Franklin Par k, so near the city, remained as 
farms until required for park purposes. Back Bay and 
Muddy River, a menace to the health of the city, will be 
converted from almost pestilential lonesomeness to a place of 
beauty and salubrity. The greater part of Columbia Street 
is still unbuilt upon, and can now be widened at compara- 
tively little expense; and the south shore of South Boston 
is almost absolutely unoccupied, and of little value for com- 
mercial or other purposes. 

As early as in 1882 it was shown in the reports of the 
Board that on the Back Bay the increase of assessed values, 
since the improvement was begun, were such that the 
increased taxes thus collected, added to the betterments, 
equalled the whole amount of the cost of land and improve- 
ments. The same result is found to-day, but to a greater 
degree, and it is safe to say that the operations of the De- 
partment, so far as they relate to the Parkway, do not tend 
to increase the rate of taxation in the city, but rather to 
diminish it, and this result will be augmented after construc- 
tion ceases. 

The Board thinks that it would be derelict in its duty if it 
did not urge to the utmost the purchasing, at this time, of 
the lands necessary for the entire system of parkways. 


MariInE Park. 


An application was made to the last Legislature for the 
extension of the limits of the Marine Park to the location of 
the proposed reserved channel, north of East First Street. 

The position of the proposed channel being still unsettled, 
it was agreed, with the Harbor and Land Commissioners, that 
the provisional line of northerly extension established by 
Chap. 360 of the Acts of 1885 should be relocated 300 feet 
farther north. A bill was reported, and authority to carry 
operations to this point was granted by Chap. 427 of the 
Acts of 1887, which will be found in the Appendix. 

This was done with the understanding that, when the loca- 
tion of the reserved channel should be finally determined 


upon, it should form the northern boundary of the Marine 
Park. 
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In December last the following petition, for the right to 
improve Castle Island for park purposes, was addressed to 
Congress : — 


Boston, Dec. 2, 1887. 


To the Hon. Senate and House of Representatives of the United States of 
America, in Congress assembled : 


The City of Boston, by its Park Commissioners, is engaged in con- 
structing a series or system of parks in said city, one of which, calied 
the Marine Park, is at a place called City Point, near to and west of 
Castle Island, on which is located Fort Independence, said island belong- 
ing to the United States. 

The plan of said Marine Park involves, if it can be carried out in full, 
—and this cannot be done without the consent and codperation of the 
pte States Government,— the use of said Castle Island or some parts 
thereof. 

The undersigned, Park Commissioners of the City of Boston, respect- 
fully represent that the portions desired to be used for park purposes 
will not injuriously affect the use of said island and fort by the United 
States for any of the purposes for which it was intended to be oceupied ; 
and that the occupancy of the neighborhood of the island for park pur- 
poses will interfere with the use of the island and fort by the United 
States to a less degree than if used for mercantile or manufacturing 
purposes, which would otherwise be the case. 

They further say that the use of the island for park purposes may be 
under such rules and regulations as the government may desire to make 
to secure its use for military or other national purposes, as occasion may 
require. 

The annexed plan exhibits the contemplated Marine Park as designed, 
if the consent of the Government to the plan can be obtained. 

Authority to construct said Marine Park according to said plan as far 
as the Commonwealth of Massachusetts is concerned has already been 
given by the Legislature of said Commonwealth as appears by the Acts 
and Resolves passed by the General Court of Massachusetts in the years 
1885 and 1887, namely, Chap. 360 of the Acts of the year 1885, entitled 
‘* An Act in further addition to an Act for the laying out of Public Parks 
in or near the City of Boston,” and Chap. 427 of the Acts of the year 
1887, entitled ‘«‘ An Act to enlarge the Area for the proposed Marine 
Park of the City of Boston between South Boston and Castle Island,” 
copies of which Acts are hereto annexed. 

It is therefore prayed that the City of Boston may be authorized to 
construct said Marine Park so as to connect with said Castle Island sub- 
stantially in the manner of said annexed plan, and may do such dredg- 
ing and other works as may be necessary and proper to carry out the 
same.

This communication was forwarded to Hon. P. A. Collins, 
Representative to Congress from this district, together with 
the following suggestions for a draft of a proposed joint 
resolution : — 
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Joint Resolution authorizing the improvement of Castle Island in 
Boston Harbor owned by the United States. 


Be it resolved by the Senate and Ilouse of Iepresentatives of the 
United States of America tn Congress assembled : 


That permission be, and is hereby, granted to the City of Boston in 
the State of Massachusetts, through its Park Commissioners, to improve 
and beautify Castle Island, situated in said city, and belonging to the 
United States, in connection with a public park to be laid out on land 
adjoining and connecting with said island, with the right to said City of 
Boston to make such exeavations and fillings and erect and maintain 
such structures as the Secretary of War may from time to time approve: 
provided that this resolution shall not be construed to pass any title in 
said island, but that the ownership and control of the said grounds shall 
remain entirely in the United States. and shall be subject to such changes 
and uses for military purposes as the Secretary of War may direct. 


A precedent for the proposed action has been found ina 
joint resolution adding the grounds about Fort Porter to the 
park system of Buffalo. It is a similar case except that 
there a part of the fort was destroyed to make way for the 
“Park drive to the Front.” The resolution is as follows : — 


[No. 104.] 


Joint Resolution authorizing the improvement of the grounds 
owned by the United States in the City of Buffalo, New York, known as 
Fort Porter. 


Be wt resolved by the Senate and House of Representatives of the 
United Stales of America in Congress assembled: 


That permission be, and is hereby, granted to the City of Buffalo, in 
the State of New York, through its Park Commissioners, to improve 
and beautify the grounds known as Fort Porter, situated in said city, 
and belonging to the United States, in connection with a public park to 
be Jaid out on land adjoining the said grounds, the plans for the same 
to be approved by the Secretary of War: provided, that this resolu- 
tion shall not be construed to pass any title in the said grounds, but 
that the ownership and control of the said grounds shall remain entirely 
in the United States, and shall be subject to such changes and uses for 
military purposes as the Secretary of War may direct. 

Approved, July 11, 1870. 


The Marine Park has become a popular place of resort 
even in its rough and undeveloped state. The crowd of 
people who visit it and the temporary pier already justifies 
the building of the new iron pier.’ It is a great resort on 
pleasant Sundays. As many as forty thousand have been 
estimated by the special officer in charge and others to have 
visited the park on some occasions. On one of the later 
days of the season photographs were taken, which are here- 
with reproduced, tending to show in how large a measure 
this pleasure-ground has taken hold of the popular fancy, and

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to what a great extent it is already conducing to the health 
and enjoyment alike of old and young. Its inestimable 
value to young children can hardly be appreciated even by 
those ucquainted with these facts. Weekly reports by the 
matron in charge of the room devoted to the use of mothers 
and children tell of the beneficent influence already exerted 
by the park, and which will operate to the benefit of a 
greater number in the future. <A brief statement of the 
number of visitors on some Sundays and week days, as noted 
by the special officer on the park, will be found in the ap- 
pendix. ; 
CHARLES RiveER EMBANKMENT. 


In its last Annual Report the Board called attention to the 
importance of securing the Charles-River basin from the pos- 
sibility of its use for commercial or other than ornamental 
purposes, and suggested that legislation should be directed 
towards this result. 


ZOOLOGICAL GARDENS AND AQUARIA. 


In Mr. Olmsted’s “ Notes on the plan of Franklin Park,” 
which appeared as. supplementary to the Eleventh Annual 
Report of this Board, a division of the park, named on the 
plan “ Long Crouch Woods,” from the colonial name of the 
adjoining road (now Seaver Street), was indicated as “to be 
held subject to lease to a suitable organization for a zodlogi- 
cal garden.” 

This suggestion was taken up by the Boston Society of 
Natural History, and resulted in the following communica- 
tion from a committee of the council of the society, in regard 
to establishing zoélogical gardens and aquaria in the public 
parks, which was received by the Board September 16th 
last, and was referred to Mr. Olmsted for suggestions for a 
reply : — 


To the Honorable the Park Commissioners : — 


The Boston Society of Natural History has long had in view a con- 
siderable extension of its public service, and now begs leave to lay 
before the Park Commissioners an outline of its plans for the immediate 
future, in which it respectfully asks for their cooperation. 

The Museum of the Society, established in 1830, and now open to all 
(free at certain times, and at others by payment of a small fee), has 
been built up from the first with special reference to the public benefit, 
and with the distinct understanding that it shall be forever auxiliary to 
the general scheme of public state and municipal education. Within the 
last score of years it has still further developed the idea by establishing 
a special ‘* New England Collection” of animals, plants, and minerals ; 
and, while abating in no respect the privileges of the general public, 
has secured by private munificence, the close contact with the Museum 
and its collections, of hundreds of the public-school teachers of Boston 
and vicinity, by means of practical exercises (with specimens of con- 
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siderable value given away to all), and instruction under the ablest di- 
rection, on successive Saturday afternoons. 

The Society is anxious, however, to do still more, and therefore 
invokes the aid of the Park Commissioners in a scheme which will ena- 
ble it to offer to the people of Boston opportunities at present wanting 
in all New England, viz. : — 

By asystem of zodlogical gardens, aquaria, etc., to offer opportunities 
to observe, under conditions as nearly natural as possible, the broad 
features of the animal and plant life of this country. Furthermore, the 
plan calls for attention, primarily and especially, to the fauna of New 
England, both land and marine, including its indigenous quadrupeds, 
birds, reptiles, fishes, mollusks, crustacea. etc., under conditions — not 
too restricted — such as will facilitate public observation of their habits, 
their native environment, their behavior at different times, their breed- 
ing peculiarities, and the rearing of their young. 

The urgent need of such opportunities is proven by the fact that 
nowhere nearer than New York City can anything of the kind proposed 
be found. And it is to be borne in mind that, with the increase of popu- 
lation, and the concomitant decrease of the indigenous wild animals, 
above all with the modern excessive growth of city hfe, the percentage 
of city children (and hence of all) who may ever hope to see, and still 
less to observe at their leisure, the living objects of their native state or 
country is rapidly diminishing. At the same time the importance of 
such observation and study, instead of decreasing in like proportion, is 
greatly enhanced. To the country boy it is of comparatively little 
moment whether he observes this bird or plant, or that, since he has 
usually definite ideas of all, drawn from frequent observations of many. 
But to the city lad it is of the utmost consequence that he shall be able 
to correct his less definite ideas—formed for the most part by hearsay, 
by books, or by pictures — by observation of the object itself. 

Second only to its educational importance is the value of the scheme 
in supplying to all classes an outlet for their natural and praiseworthy 
curiosity, a vast store of innocent and healthy amusement, and never fail- 
ing recreation and diversion such as natural-history gardens and aquaria 
always offer. 

It appears, therefore, to the undersigned, that it is not only eminently 
fitting and proper, but even imperative for the metropolis of New Eng- 
land to promote the establishment and control of zodlogical gardens, 
aquaria, etc., by the Boston Society of Natural History, since these will 
certainly not be duplicated in New England, will be in trustworthy 
hands, giving them an acknowledged scientific character; and, being 
unique in New England, will be resorted to by visitors from far and 
near. 

Any such plan demands at the start. a considerable area of land 
within easy distance of the thickly inhabited parts of the city. No land 
of sufficient extent has been found in the vicinity of Boston, at all avail- 
able for such a purpose, excepting what is under the charge of the Park 
Commissioners, and it is for this reason that the Committee brings these 
plans to their attention. 

It is the purpose of the Society, if the Park Commissioners shall 
express their approval of the general plan (which the Committee will 
lay more fully before them, if desired), and shall signify their readiness 
to place in the charge of the Natural History Society such parcels of 
land as may be available and suitable for the purpose, to lay these out 
in an attractive manner, to stock them with animals, and to establish 
aquaria for such creatures as inhabit the adjacent fresh and salt waters, 
with basins of considerable size for the larger marine animals; and, 
eventually, to furnish the visitor with such guides as will enable him to 
understand easily the objects he is to see. 

Furthermore the Society stands ready to open the grounds and 
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aquaria to the public at certain times free, on reasonable conditions, 
reserving only the right to provide for the proper maintenance of the 
establishment. by char ging an admission fee at other times. It is in 
no way intended to inaugurate or carry out the plan as in any sense a 
commercial enterprise, but only to insure its perpetual support and 
improvement by appealing to a natural and healthful interest in living 
objects. ‘The Committee is confident that the general plan must com 
mend itself to the Park Commissioners, not only as legitimately within 
the scope of their powers, but as fully accordant with the purposes for 
which the parks were established by the city, and in no small measure 
supplementary to the plans already undertaken for entertaining and 
instructing the people.

Boston, September 30, 1887. 


To Messrs. M. D. Ross, H. P. Bownitcu, THos T. Bouvf, JOHN 
CUMMINGS, ALPHEUS HYATT, EDWARD BuRGEss, WM. T. SEDGWICK, 
Cuas. S. Minot, and Saw’L H. ScupvER, Committee of the Council 
of the Boston Society of Natural History : — 


GENTLEMEN : — The Park Commissionersare glad to learn, from your 
communication of the 12th inst., that the Boston Society of Natural His- 
tory is inclined to extend its present means of usefulness by providing 
and maintaining collections of living animals, and that, preliminary to 
the preparation of a definite scheme for the purpose, it wishes to be 
informed of the views of the Commissioners on the subject. 

The Commissioners have considered that such collections are a part 
of the proper scientific and educational equipment of a modern city ; 
that, as customarily made in the form of zoological gardens, a consid- 
able body of land is required; that the difficulty of obtaining suitable 
land, conveniently situated, has hitherto been the principal obstacle to a 
satisfactory scheme for providing them for Boston. 

The Commissioners have learned that the lar ger number of existing 
collections of the class in view have had their ‘peginning, at least, in 
societies, formed for the purpose of establishing them, on the footing of 
joint-stock commercial undertakings. 

Originating with a few active naturalists, or men of special tastes, a 
large ‘element of the success of these enterprises is understood to lie in 
the extensive distribution of their stock among all classes of the people 
of the towns benefited. Ghent, for instance, when its zodlogical gar- 
den of thirteen acres was begun had less than a third of the popula- 
tion of Boston, and was slowly recovering from a great lapse from its 
earlier prosperity in trade; but the society taking up the scheme soon 
numbered four thousand ‘stockholders, the ereater number of whom 
became active agents in securing the success of the undertaking. The 
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society at Antwerp bought land in 1843 with a capital, raised in the same 
manper, of $20,000. In a few years it was able to buy additional land, 
and from time to time since has enlarged its operations, the latest 


important addition to its plant being an extensive and exceedingly 


* interesting and beautiful aquarium. Members of this society pay an 


initiation fee of four dollars, and an annual fee of five dollars. The 
charge for admission to the garden for others than members is twenty 
cents. 

Another class of such collections is established and supported by 
funds drawn from public treasuries, administered directly by agents of 
government, much as are the funds for the public library and for public 
schools in Boston. ‘The collection connected with the Jardin des Plantes 
in Paris, and that in a corner of the Central Park of New York, are of 
this class. 

A third class are managed by private corporations upon land leased 
to them by governments, at a nominal rent, on certain conditions. 
These conditions are, usually, the admission of the public to the collec- 
lections on certain days of every week at a stipulated’ low charge or 
without charge, the free admission at certain other times of students 
and artists, und some guarantee that the proper scientific and educa- 
tional objects of the collection shall not be sacrificed to considerations of 
immediate popularity and financial prosperity. Of this class, which 
may be termed that of the mixed method, are well-known examples in 
Paris, London, Dublin, and Philadelphia. ‘The leased land has been 
generally a part of an old government forest, or of unproductive crown 
properties near the city. In no case known to the Commissioners has 
Jand taken from private possession by a city fora park been used for the 
purpose. The land of the Philadelphia zoological garden, though nom- 
inally taken for a park, was really acquired by the city as a part of a 
series of measures for guarding its water supply. 

The Park Commissioners will stand opposed to any scheme under 
which the City of Boston would follow the example of New York in un- 
dertaking the direct management of a zoological collection. It is the 
conviction of the Commissioners that the inore nearly the Department of 
Parks is limited to the definite duty of providing the people of the city 
with opportunities simply of rural recreation, unmixed with other 
methods of recreation, and of guarding the means under its control for 
this purpose from being encroached upon in efforts to further other ends, 
the better will its funds be administered and the public served. 

As to the independent joint-stock company method of proceeding, it 
is to be preferred in the judgment of the Commissioners only upon two 
conditions: First, that the corporation shall be so constituted that the 
object of a trivial popular success — a success of the order of a circus or 
travelling-show corporation — shall be permanently held subordinate to 
that of promoting scientific investigations, scientific instruction, and 
sound recreative popular education in Natural History. Second, that 
the corporation shall be able to procure and hold land suitable to all the 
requirements of health and the satisfactory display of its intended col- 
lections, in sufficient quantity and conveniently situated. 

With regard to this latter condition the Park Commissioners consider 
that Boston presents circumstances of unusual difficulty. {ts territory is 
greatly divided by bodies of water and marsh and its dry land by rocky 
ridges. Growing rapidly, the city is for this reason extending itself in a 
very scattered way: ground naturally adapted to be built upon in its 
suburbs being seized upon and occupied much in advance of the spreading 
area of compact blocks. It is improbable that a corporation seeking to 
establish a zoological garden of the ordinary type could now obtain a 
satisfactory situation for it except at a price constituting a financial bur- 
den upon the enterprise too heavy to be carried. ‘There has been 
nothing corresponding with the conditions of Boston in this respect in the 
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old Dutch and Flemish towns where the independent and popular joint- 
stock corporation method of obtaining zoological gardens has had its 
greatest success. At the same time the Commissioners suggest that in 
turning to the mixed method the advantage which has been secured in 
these cases by gaining the active codperation of a large number of small 
stockholders should not be lost sight of. 

The Commissioners having in view the considerations that have been 
recited, drawing to the conclusion that only by the method in which the 
city would provide land to be occupied at a nominal rent for a series of 
years to a suitable corporation is the end in view likely to be accom- 
plished, have been led to reflect as follows: (1.) As it is much better 
in a matter of this kind that a limited undertaking should be carried out 
with artistic completeness, finish, and moral effect, than a much broader 
undertaking in a poor, mean, makeshift, dragging, and slovenly way, 
adequate pr recaution against the city’s s becoming committed to any enter- 
prise liable to be of the latter character is the first duty of those who 
act in its behalf. (2.) A primal condition of high success at reason- 
able cost in a collection limited to almost any division of the animal 
kingdom is that the ground it is to occupy shall be specially suited to it. 
(3. y Examining all the territory under their supervision which could 
be considered available for the purpose, the Commissioners have been 
satisfied that all the conditions which would go to make up a perfect site 
for a complete zoological garden exist nowhere in convenient associa- 
tion. Fora considerable part of a complete collection such conditions 
are to be found upon the twenty acres of land which the Commissioners 
have placed in reserve at the north end of the outer division of Franklin 
Park. Because of its sheltered south-western exposure, its excellent 
drainage, its fine local natural features, its charming distant outlook, its 
position relatively to the most popular features of the intended park, its 
situation between the park and the central parts of the city, and its ac- 
cessibility, — it is an ideal site for the more popularly interesting ele- 
ments of a limited collection such as is suggested in your communica- 
tion; but for a complete zoological garden it is far from being all that 
is to be desired. 

Pursuing the general line of reflection thus suggested, the Commis- 
sioners have seen that there must be a question of the balance of advan- 
tages between an attempt to bring together on one piece of ground all 
collections which the city should undertake to promote, or to provide for 
a division of them. The drift of the Commissioners’ judgment hereto- 
fore has been toward the conclusion which appears from your communi- 
cation to have been independently approached by the Society of Natural 
History, and they have accordingly had provisionally in view, in addition 
to the reservation already made north of Franklin Park, two others. 
One of them would be upon the seashore at City Point, and would sup- 
ply not only a site for an aquarium of the ordinary type found in the 
largest zoological gardens of Europe, but an arm of the sea, perhaps 
quarter of a mile in length, the waters of which, though enclosed, would 
be moved by the flood and ebb of the tide. The other would be a part 
of the valley below Jamaica Pond, in which there would be an abun- 
dance of flowing fresh water and all desirable advantages for rivuiets 
and pools, forming suitable breeding places for aquatic ‘birds and other 
desiderata. 

Realizing the disadvantages of such a division, the Commissioners 
have, nevertheless, considered that experience has shown it not to be im- 
practicable; that there are, for instance, successful aquaria in Europe 
that have been established independently of general zoological gardens, 
and that there are zodlogical gardens containing no aquaria; and that the 
Ornithological Society of London for many years maintained a collec- 
tion of certain classes of living birds, larger, finer, and better displayed 
than those of either of the two general zoblogical gardens. 
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The Commissioners have considered that it might be an open ques- 
tion whether a separate organization for each of the suggested divisions 
would be desirable rather than a single corporation, but will regard it a 
fortunate circumstance if the Natural History Society is prepared to un- 
dertake the entire business on a sufficiently strong basis. 

The Commissioners believe that they have thus sufficiently defined 
their position, but in conclusion desire to emphasize two points: — 

First, in any negotiation in which they may engage in behalf of the 
city looking to a lease of lands for the purpose in question, the Commis- 
sioners will wish to have before them a well-defined plan of what is to 
be undertaken, with evidence that the proposed lessees are prepared to 
carry it out and sustain it in such a manner that, whether little or much 
is set about, the result shall surely be, of its kind, inferior to none. 

Second, it should be clearly understood that the funds now at com- 
mand, or prospectively at command, of the Commissioners, are to be 
used for carrying out schemes of improvement which had been adopted 
before the city was authorized to obtain these funds. The preparation 
of ground for zodlogical collections was no part of these schemes, and 
the Commissioners will entertain no proposition looking to a diversion 
of its present means to that purpose.

To which the Committee of the Council of the Boston 
Society of Natural History made the following reply :— 


To the Honorable the Park Commissioners of the City of Boston: — 


GENTLEMEN : — The Committee of the Council of the Boston Society 
of Natural History begs leave to acknowledge the receipt of the cour- 
teous and suggestive reply of the Park Commissioners to its communi- 
cation, and to express its thanks for the same. The Committee fully 
concurs with the Park Commissioners in considering the plan of muni- 
cipal responsibility pure and simple, alike for foundation, maintenance, 
and administration, entirely opposed to the welfare both of this 
municipality and of the undertaking itself. It concurs also in regarding 
the purely joint-stock corporation plan as undesirable, partly because 
of the intrinsic tendency of such a corporation to sacrifice the higher aims 
of such an institution to temporary financial success, but especially be- 
cause, as pointed out by the Park Commissioners, such a corporation 
would probably be fatally handicapped at the start by the enormous cost 
of suitable and sufficient areas of land. Moreover, the Committee 
would regret to see any undertaking of this sort based upon the expec- 
tation of pecuniary returns to stockholders, and does not think it would 
meet with commendation from the citizens of Boston. In brief, the 
method suggested by this Committee in its first communication to the 
Park Commissioners, —- namely, the use of public lands at a nominal 
rental, and in return therefor grants of free admission to the public on 
certain days, as well as special privileges, when practicable, to teachers 
of public and private schools accompanied by their classes, with the ex- 
cellence of the collections and the efficiency of the administration guar- 
anteed by the character of the controlling organization, — seems to the 
Committee the most suitable to adopt at the outset of this new under- 
taking, which, though different in character, is nevertheless to be 
devoted to the same objects as the Society’s present museum, namely, 
the instruction and recreation of all classes of citizens. 
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The Committee, however, fully realizes the importance of attaching to 
the enterprise a much larger number of our citizens than the Society it- 
self now includes; and to this end it proposes to create a special class 
of members, to be called ‘* Natural History Garden Members,” thus car- 
rying into effect one of the important suggestions of the Commissioners, 
‘*that, in turning to the mixed method, the advantage which has been 
secured in these cases [establishments of a similar kind], by gaining the 
active cooperation of a large number of small stockholders, should not 
be lost sight of.” 

It appears to the Committee that this ‘‘ mixed method,” so called, is the 
only one by which it is possible for the city of Boston, for a very long 
time to come, to be supplied with the healthful amusement and instruc- 
tive recreation which consist in the observation or study of animals kept 
under their natural conditions, and arranged, classified, and described 
with scientific exactitude. From this point of view, and in accordance 
with the request of the Park Commissioners for a more exact and de- 
tailed statement of its plans and resources, the Committee is prepared to 
recommend to the Boston Society of Natural History to enter upon a 
system of codperation with the Park Commissioners, for the establish- 
ment of a Natural History or Zoological Garden. But before any plan 

can be finally adopted by the Society, it is necessary that it should be put 
in a definite form, and in that form receive the approval of the Council, 
and also that of the Society at large. The Committee, therefore, feels 
constrained to request the Park Commissioners to say whether they are 
prepared to rent to the Society, for a nominal sum, certain areas of land 
under the control of the Commissioners, as already suggested by them ; 
to wit, that portion of Franklin Park lying on the city ‘side of Playstead 
and the Greeting, excepting Sargent’s k ield. This area would probably be 
large enough for the Natural History or Zoological Garden proper, and 
would require to be supplemented hereafter only by much smaller areas 
for special purposes, — such as breeding-ponds for aquatic animals, for 
which the region below Jamaica Pond, referred to by the Commissioners, 
would answer; and salt-flats and large water-basins for marine aquaria, 
for which the areas at City Point, described by the Commissioners, would 
be eminently suitable; and, probably, for some special purposes, some 
water space in connection with the park in East Boston. The leasing of 
these areas is to be upon the express condition that the friends of “the 
Society shall raise the sum of $200,000 as a fund to guarantee the proper 
maintenance of the proposed N atural Histor y Gardens ; and shall also 
secure, for the Gardens, the advantages of the joint-stock corporation 
plan by enlarging the membership of the Society, through the admis- 
sion of ‘* Natural History Garden Members,” in order to gain the 
moral and financial codperation of a thousand or more persons consti- 
tuting a large and influential portion of the community; and, further- 
more, that the Society shall assume all the burdens of the organization, 
equipment, and support. of whatever kind, entailed by the undertaking 
of a first-class Natural History Garden. It is also to be further under- 
stood that the action of the Society is to be guided by the principles 
urged by the Commissioners, and heartily agreed to by the Committee, 
that ** it is much better, in a matter of this kind, that a limited under- 
taking should be carried out with completeness, than a much Lroader 
undertaking i in a mean and make-shift way.” 

If the Soc iety enters upon this agreement it is to be also further under- 
stood that it will lay before the Commissioners, within a reasonable 
time, ‘‘a well-defined plan of what is to be undertaken, together with 
ev fechas that the Society is prepared to carry it out and maintain it in 
such a manner that the result of whatever is undertaken shall surely be, 
of its kind, inferior to none.” 
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The Committee requests the Commissioners to state whether the pro- 
posals above made meet with their approval.

Upon receiving the above communication, the Board 
passed the following vote, which has been sent to the Com- 
mittee of the Council of the Boston Society of Natural His- 
tory :— 


In BOARD OF PARK COMMISSIONERS, 
December 30, 1887. 


Voted, That the Board of Park Commissioners has received with pleas- 
ure the proposition of the Committee of the Council of the Boston Soci- 
ety of Natural History, for the establishment of Natural History Gardens 
in the public parks, and assures said society that it shall have reasonable 
facilities for its undertakings; and that when said society shall have 
raised the guarantee fund of $200,000, and performed the other things 
set forth in said proposition, then this Board will give what authority it 
has to said society to occupy lands at Franklin Park, and in the Park- 
way below Jamaica Pond, and at Marine and Wood Island Parks, at a 
nominal rental, to enable said society to carry out its purposes of estab- 
lishing Zodlogical Gardens and Aquaria; and, if such authority be not 
deemed sufficient, the Board will apply to the Legislature for authority 
to make such arrangements with said society as will enable it to carry 
out its plans substantially as set forth in said proposition, and such as 
may be hereafter mutually agreed upon; which arrangements, so long 
as said society shall comply with the conditions thereof, shall be exclu- 
sive; reserving however, in all such agreements, the right of this 
Board to determine all questions as to said facilities so far as they relate 
to the laying out and occupying of said grounds.

GENTLEMEN, — The Boston Memorial Association respectfully calls 
the attention of the Boston Park Commissioners to the importance of 
restoring theislands in the harbor to their original beauty by the judicious 
formation of plantations of trees. 

Many of these islands are owned by the City of Boston, and several 
by the United States Government. 

Their present condition is one of almost entire barrenness, and the 
soil of some of them, at least, is well adapted to a growth of trees, 

Would it not add very much to the beauty of the harbor if they could 
be properly planted ; and is it not practicable for the City of Boston, or 
for private enterprise, or for both combined, to begin on some plan either 
permanent or experimental, with the above end i in view ? 

‘The Boston Memorial Association has full confidence in the capacity, 
resources, and experience of the Boston Park Commission to consider 
and answer the above questions, and earnestly hopes that the matter may 
receive its careful attention.

The communication was referred to the Landscape Archi- 
tect to report on the feasibility of re-foresting the islands, 
and for suggestions as to the best method of carrying out 
the undert taking. Several trips to the islands were made by 
members of the Board, accompanied by Mr. Olmsted, and 
on some of them by Mr. M. P. Kennard, President of 
the Boston Memorial Association, Mr. Jos. Story Fay, and 
Mr. Augustus Russ, to the latter of whom the Depart- 
ment is under obligations for the use of his steam-yacht. 
Mr. Fay’s experience in tree-planting is referred to in the 
report of Mr. Olmsted to the Department. At the sug- 
gestion of Mr. Olmsted an opinion of the propesed under- 
taking was obtained from Mr. Robert Douglass, who has had 
a larger experience in this direction than any other man in 
the country. He attested his conviction of the likelihood of 
success by offering to undertake the work under contract, his 
compensation to be conditional upon the results obtained. 
This offer, which is given more fully in Mr. Olmsted’s report, 
indicates approximately what can be accomplished if the City 
Council should think well of entrusting the Department with 
this enterprise. The Board has been assured of the codpera- 
tion and assistance of the departments having the direct 
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charge of islands owned by the city and their willingness to 
assist in the planting of such of the lands under their respec- 
tive jurisdiction as could be spared for the purpose, the 
direction and control of the work to be in the hands of this 
Department, in order that a uniform policy may be pursued, 
and consistent results anticipated. 

It is recommended, if the matter receive your favorable 
consideration, that annual appropriations of $5,000 be made 
for six years, and that the Board be authorized to make con- 
tracts, extending over that period, for the planting of so 
much of the surfaces of the islands as may be placed at its 
disposal by the city departments having the custody of the 
same, and by the United States government; also, that the 
Board be authorized to supply to owners of private lands, 
within or on the harbor, suitable stock for plantations, or to 
contract for making area plantations at cost, all money so 
received to be credited to the appropriation ; also, that the 
Board of Directors of Public Institutions, and Board of 
Health, be requested to extend such aid as may be in their 
power to the work of planting so much of the islands under 
their charge as may be available for the purpose. 

The beauties of the islands and capes of Boston Harbor, 
even in their present bare and almost treeless condition, 
have received the favorable comment of strangers as well 
as of citizens. How much more would be their power and 
effectiveness if these counsels and action are adopted! Mr. 
Olmsted’s report on this and other important matters of 
general popular interest will be found in the Appendix, to- 
gether with a chart, and a description of the bay and harbor 
compiled from the “ Atlantic Coast Pilot” which are here 
printed for convenient reference. 


PLAYGROUNDS. 
April 26, 1887, the Board received the following order : — 


City OF BOSTON, 
In ComMoN COUNCIL, April 14, 1887. 


Ordered: — That the Board of Park Commissioners be requested to 
report upon the cost and advisability of establishing a suitable play- 
ground of five or six acres, for boys and athletic clubs, on the waste 
land west of Boston Street, or between Dorchester Avenue and the Old 
PLR 3 Railroad, and nor th of Mt. Vernon Street, or upon the Cow Pas- 
ture. Passed. Sent up for concurrence. In Board of Aldermen, April 
18, concurred. Approved by the Mayor, April 21, 1887. 


A circular letter containing the purport of the order, in- 
viting propositions from owners to sell lands for the purpose, 
was prepared May 10, and sent to all persons owning one 
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or more acres in the localities named. The only complete 
proposition was received from the Trustees of Estates of 
James C. Ayer, Francis B. Hayes, and Arria Cotton, for 33,%, 
acres, 1,°3; acres, and +75 acres, respectively, for 20 cts. 
per square foot, a total area of six acres, including +35 of an 
acre belonging to Kate Marcus. This property lies between 
Dorchester Avenue and the Old Colony Railroad, and between 
Kemp and Locust streets. The dimensions of the lot are 
44() feet on Kemp Street, by 594 feet in depth. It is rectan- 
gular in shape, and at marsh grade. The cost of the lot 
at the price named by the owners would be $52,272. The 
site is well adapted for the purpose, and is about in the mid- 
dle of the whole area indicated in the order. No other 
definite offers of a suitable area were received, although it 
was intimated by some of the owners of vacant lands on the 
Cow Pasture that, if the Board were in a position to accept such 
& proposition, a sufficient amount of these lands could be 
offered to the City at a reasonable price ; one part-owner of 
several detached lots in this locality, none over three acres in 
extent, offered to sell at the rate of ten cents per square foot, 
which he stated would also be accepted by the other owners. 

Several petitions for the laying out of small pleasure- 
grounds in various parts of the city were presented to the 
last City Council and referred to this Board. Two were from 
James H. Stark, requesting that the summit of Savin Hill, 
consisting of about ten acres, be set apart and placed in 
charge of this Board for park purposes, and that any further 
encroachment on the same by buildings be prevented, and 
setting forth that the inhabitants of Dorchester possess a 
valuable franchise or easement in said hill under the conditions 
of the grants made in 1636 and 1638, as per Dorchester town 
records, pages 24 and 40. The hill at that time was known 
as Rocky Hill, and later as Old Hill. The question of 
public rights in the hill was referred to the corporation coun- 
sel, who made the following reply : —

DEAR SIR, — Having reference to your letter of the 25th ult., I have 
had the title to Savin Hill examined, and [ am satisfied that the City has 
no rights therein, or that the public have no mghts therein which would 
materially affect its value or the question of the acquisition thereof for 
park purposes.

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A petition from Henry L. Pierce and sixty-one others, 
residents of Dorchester, that the ground knownas Vose’s and 
also as Baker’s Grove at the Lower Mills, with additional 
land for a playground, be purchased by the city, was re- 
ferred to this Board April 27. The Board visited the place 
and consulted with some of the owners. At the suggestion 
of the Board a proposition was made by the owners, on Dec. 
2, offering about eight acres for $33,117.91, — an average of 
about ten cents per square foot, though one of the owners is 
ready to sell at about half that price, to further what he 
esteems a public benefit. 

A petition from J. A. Hathaway and six others, residents 
of Brighton, asking that the grove at North Brighton, known 
as Stone’s Grove, be purchased and set apart as a small park 
and playground for children, was referred to this Board on 
May 9. No estimate has been made of the probable cost of 
this project. 

In the late inaugural address of His Honor the Mayor, 
and also previously in a special message to the last City 
Council, attention was called to the large amount of vacant 
lands and other properties not used by the city, which he 
recommended to be sold. Reference was made to some of 
these lands in the “ Notes on the Plan of Franklin Park and 
Related Matters,” supplementary to the Eleventh Annual 
Report of the Board, and a map showing their locations 
was published. Demands for playgrounds for the youth of 
the city are frequently made, which have been partially met 
in the past by hiring lands in different parts of the city. 
Might not some of these vacant properties, if found suitable 
and convenient for playgrounds and for open-air gymna- 
siums, be appropriated for such purposes, and might not 
others, not well situated or of insufficient area, be sold and 
the proceeds applied to the purchase of more suitable lands ? 
If this can be done, and the whole matter of playgrounds be - 
referred to this Board for action or for examination and re- 
port, it will cheerfully undertake the duty.

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REPORT OF THE LANDSCAPE ARCHITECT 
ADVISORY. ° 


The Honorable BensamIn Dean, Chairman of the Board of 
Commissioners of the Department of Parks : — 


Sir, —In reviewing the operations of the Department 
during the last year, certain circumstances should be regarded 
that are not likely to recur. First, the City Councils had 
the previous year obliged all the works of the Department 
to be abruptly stopped, the forces employed to he disbanded, 
and the machinery to stand idle. Second, work was not 
resumed until after an unprecedented demand had _ been 
established for all classes of service required by the Depart- 
ment; contractors were loaded with engagements ; no con- 
tract for park work could be made except at greatly advanced 
prices, and those taking contracts found it impossible to meet 
their obligations because suitable workmen could not be 
hired. Third, the force employed by the day has been 
agitated at frequent intervals by pr ojects for securing higher 
wages or for giving less work for given wages. "Fourth, 
notwithstanding a large advance of wages it has been evident 
that many men 1 have entered the service of the Department 
with no care to remain in it, and so many have been falling 
out that to the end of the season the force has had to be con- 
stantly and largely recruited with raw hands. 

Taking these adverse circumstances into account it is 
thought that the amount and quality of the work accom- 
plished at all points should be considered satisfactory. 
There has been no departure from the general plans set 
forth in the past annual reports of the Department ; but in 
Franklin Park, where much obstructive rock has been found 
below the surface, making difficulties of construction, there 
has been a good deal of elaboration and adjustment of details 
of the design. 

Reports, which it may be thought desirable to append to 
the annual report of the Department, will be presented 
below upon a number of matters of public concern. 
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Tuer IMPROVEMENT OF BosTon’s ADVANTAGES AS A SUMMER 
RESORT 


Your Board has heretofore considered some aspects of this 
subject, and important operations are now in progress as the 
result of its deliberations, but the communication addressed 
to it last Arbor Day by the Boston Memorial Association, 
upon which a report has been asked, has obliged an inquiry 
to be made of broader scope than has hitherto been thought 
necessary. 


Between the wharves of Boston and the sea, outside of 
Boston Bay, there are seventy-five islands and islets, fifty 
notable projections of the main land with bays between 
them, some of which are the mouths of streams, and a 
great many shoals and reefs which are exposed, or upon 
which the sea breaks, at low water. Between all these 
there are innumerable sub-channels more or less navigable, 
according to the stage of the tide and the depth of any 
object to be floated through them. The rise and fall of the 
tide varies from eight to “sixteen feet, according to the age 
of the moon and the condition of the weather, and the tidal 
currents are liable to be strong and complicated. These 
circumstances not only make the harbor interesting because 
of what meets the eye of those passing through it or along 
its shores, but they give fleet, nimbly-turning boats a more 
marked advantage ‘than they would otherwise have, and 
make close calculations and tact in trimming and steering 
them of more obvious importance than they | are in harbors 
with fewer elements of picturesque character. Add to this 
the further consideration that from the time of the first 
settlers the people in Boston have been much engaged in 

fishing ventures, not only on the deep sea, but of a class to 
be pursued with boats of light burden, and the fact will be 
accounted for that there has ‘always been an unusual interest 
among them in the modelling, building, rigging, and sea- 
manship of small craft, both ‘for commercial and for recre- 
ative use. 

The city government has recognized this interest and, in 
an exceptionally systematic way, wisely fostered it by the 
institution of an annual regatta with prizes to winners from 
the public purse. Latterly, at the suggestion of your Depart- 
ment, it has begun the building of a ‘promenade pier, provid- 
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ing a fair outlook upon the harbor, and of a large basin 
especially as a mooring-place for pleasure-boats. With a 
possible exception in Venice, it is believed that the people of 
no other city in the world make as much or as good use of 
their harbor, otherwise than commercially, as those of Boston 
have been long accustomed to do, and that none take as much 
oras justifiable pride in the character of their small craft, 
and their dexterity in handling them. 

The success of the “ Mayflower, ” the “Puritan,” and the 
“Volunteer,” has called the attention of the world to the 
special talent thus gradually developed from the circum- 
stances of Boston Harbor. It is, perhaps, more difficult for 
the people of Boston to realize the full value of their success 
than for others, taking a more distant view of it, to do so. A 
few incidents may be recalled to bring certain bearings of it 
better to mind. 

This, for one:— To all appearances there had come, 
through inaction, to be scarce anything left of the old Amer- 
ican reoard for seafaring skill and prowess, when, one day 
last summer, through all the interior of the land, as well as 
in its seaports, hats everywhere went up with such enthu- 
siasm oyer the result of a sailing-match of pleasure-boats, 
that no one could doubt that, in the heart of the nation, little 
provocation would be needed to stir all its old naval ardor 
into earnest action. 

This, for another: — Certain men, of other parts of the 

country, send ten thousand dollars to a citizen of Boston as 
an expression of the gratification they have had in his work, 
adding, as an explanation, that, in their opinion, “ nothing 
has, of late, redounded more to the credit of the country 
abro ad ” than the success of the “ Volunteer,” because of 
“the earnest concentration of ingenuity,” of which it testifies, 
that Americans will be found capable whenever sufficient 
occasion comes to draw it out. 

This, for yet another : — That, because of the special talent, 
bred, as has been shown, of Boston Harbor, which had been 
manifest in the successive triumphs of the “ Mayflower,” the 
“Puritan,” and the “ Volunteer,” the master-workman of 
those pleasure-boats has been called to be a counsellor of the 
Secretary of the Navy, ina matter of vital consequence to 
the country. 

And, lastly, this; that out of the recent history of Boston 
boats, and Boston pleasure-boating, measures of high states- 
manship long culpably neglected, are plainly coming to 
receive a degree of attention that can hardly fail to have 
great results for the country. The two bills now before Con- 
gress looking to a naval volunteer or militia system, being 
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examples of the manner in which this new current of popular 
disposition appears. 

It is necessary to recall such facts as these, that too light 
a view may not be taken of that method of recreation in which 
Boston leads the world, and of those conditions of Boston 
Harbor out of which this leadership has grown. 

Relatively to a large consideration of this subject attention 
is liable to be too much restricted to the more costly class 
of yachts. In Boston, boating is a thoroughly popular diver- 
sion ; interest in it is wide-spread. Move than one quarter of 
all the registered yachts of the entire Atlantic, Pacific, and 
Lake coasts, have their home berths in the waters of the city 
and its suburbs. The whole number of masted pleasure- 
craft sailing the harbor is at least seven hundred. A large 
proportion of these are small ‘and inexpensive boats, and, 
of the larger, some are owned by clubs of industrious men, 
individually, of moderate means. Many of the owners live: 
in the interior, coming to Boston and: using their boats only 
during a summer’s vacation from business. 

It is to be considered, also, that boating is an amusement 
much enjoyed by many who take no part in it except as 
lookers-on ; and, with reference to the amusement the har- 
bor affords to these, it must be remembered that, besides 
pleasure-boats proper, Boston has a large fleet of light fish- 
ing-craft, among which not a few are admirably fashioned 
and admirably sailed. 

Owing to the enjoyment which the harbor offers many ex- 
cursion trains are now run from a distance for the accommo- 
dation of those wishing to visit its shores. A number of 
large hotels, steamboats, and local railroads have also been 
built for them. Hundreds of families live, for a few weeks 
every year, in tents, pitched at points looking upon the har- 
bor, and, of late, numerous hght, wooden bungalows have 
been built in situations first occupied in this way. Many 
sojourners in these come from a distance. 

It will be evident, from these facts, that as, throughout 
the country, the number of men increases who can choose 
their dwelling-places independently of immediate money- 
earning considerations, and of men who are able and inclined 
to engage in pleasure-boating excursions, and that, as large 
numbers become interested in aquatic sports and seaboard 
scenery, the attractiveness of its harbor is to be reckoned 
no insignificant element of the trade and prosperity of the 
city. It will then be evident, further, that if its attractive- 
hess, as & summer-resort, can be materially increased by a 
moderate outlay, it will be profitable to make such outlay. 

In what, then, it is to be asked, other than in the play of 
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its large and live- 
ly fleet of fish- 
ing and pleasure 
craft, does the 
special attractive- 
ness of the harbor 
consist? The ad- 
joining diagram 
shows the pictu- 
resque disposition 
of the principal 
headlands, bays, 
and islands (out- 
lined, approxi- 
mately, at half 
tide). The spe- 
cial attractiveness 
‘of the harbor lies 
partly in the contrast of the intricate passages. and vistas 
among these, with the unbroken expanse of the ocean upon 
which it opens, and partly in the varied forms of the bluffs, 
crags, bars, beaches, and fens that form its shores.’ 

What are the drawbacks to these attractive circumstances ¢ 

Chief among them must be recognized the generally hard- 
featured, bare, bleak, and inhospitable aspect of the head- 
lands and islands. Let any one, passing through the harbor, 
imagine them clothed with foliage of any kind, and it will 
be felt how much more agreeable its character would be if 
they were generally wooded. 

Stumps, that still remain upon the most exposed, the 
rockiest, and bleakest of the islands show that they for- 
merly were wooded. Once cleared, a second growth has 
been prevented by cropping and pasturing. The land being 
then much more open than before to frost and drying heat, 
rains, gales, and salt spray, it has ever since been losing soil 
and the soil remaining has been losing fertility. Hence the 
scenery of the harbor has been and is every year being de- 
spoiled more and more of its original beauty ; its artificial 
features are becoming more and more disagreeably conspicu- 
ous relatively to its natural features, and in these respects it 
is becoming less and less attractive. 

The question whether the waste thus in progress can be 
arrested, and whether what has been lost can be recovered, 
is, happily, one to be answered by reference to the result of 
means used elsewhere for. a similar purpose. 


1 A full description of the various natural features of the harbor will be found at 
p- 69 of the Appendix, compiled from the ‘‘ Atlantic Coast Pilot.” 
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The difficulties to be overcome lie chiefly in the bleakness 
and dryness of much of the land most desirable to be 
planted ; somewhat, also, at certain points, to its exposure 
to salt spray. Theyare such that trees of the sorts more com- 
monly seen in the lawns, parks, cemeteries and roadsides of 
the landward suburbs of the city could not be wisely planted. 
The suggestion offered by the Memorial Association is that the 
original forest may be restored. Should this be attempted 
no results are to be expected that can be brought in com- 
parison with those which are, unfortunately, associated in 
most minds with the term landscape-gardening. The beauty 
to be gained through such an operation is not the beauty of 
clusters, clumps, groups, or any artfully studied combi- 
nation of trees; much less is it that of trees admirable 
for their beauty singly. It is the beauty of large compo- 
sitions as these may be affected, to one looking in any direc- 
tion across the harbor, by broad masses of foliage pal- 
pitating over the rigid structure of the islands and head- 
lands; lifting their skylines; giving them some additional, 
but not excessive, variety of tint, greater play of light and 
shade, and completely overcoming the present hardness 
of outline of their loamy parts, without destroying the rug- 
gedness of their rocky parts. 

Having such an end in view, the trees to be planted will 
be of the same kinds with those formerly growing on the 
ground. That they may help one another to overcome the 
difficulties of the situation they will, when planted, be small, 
pliant and adaptable, offering little for the wind to tussle 
with; they will be low-branched, and will be set snugly to- 
oether. A large proportion of all, intimately mingled with 
the others, will be of species the crowth of which, like that 
of the little white birch of our rural roadsides, is rapid while 
young but not of long continuance. These, after a few 
years, will be overtopped and smothered by trees of slower 
and larger growth, greater constitutional vigor, and more last- 
ing qualities. The former will have served as nurses to the 
latter while they are becoming established, and if timely 
thinning should be neglected, as it is so apt to be, they will 
eraduall y disappear by natural process before the permanent 
stock will be fatally injured by crowding 

Years must pass before the permanent g orowth can acquire 
a full-grown forest character, but almost at’ once the sapling 
plantations will give a pleasing softness and geniality to those 
elements of the scenery that are not contributive to its pic- 
turesque ruggedness. Three years after the planting is fin- 
ished the har bor, as a whole, will have acquired a decidedly 
more good-natured, cheerful, and inviting character. 
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An impression is common that at most points of the harbor 
trees cannot be got to grow satisfactorily, and instances are 
referred to in which they have failed or, at the best, have grown 
very slowly and with distorted forms. So far as it has been 
practicable to ascertain, the trees, in these cases, have been 
ill-chosen and ill-planted, and the result has no bearing upon 


the proposition favored by the Memorial Association. 


Reasons for confidence that, under a course of manage- 
ment judiciously adapted to the special difficulties of the 
situation, an undertaking of the kind that has been outlined 
would be successful, are found in experiences of which those 
of Mr. Joseph Story Fay, at Wood’s Holl, supply an ex- 
ample. 

The outer part of the sea-beaten promontory of Wood’s 
Holl, had probably been devastated in the same manner as 
the islands of Boston Harbor. Thirty years ago it was even 
“more bare of trees, bleak and cheerless than they are. AS 
the result of operations which have been carried on within 
that period by Mr. Fay, about two hundred acres of it is now’ 
covered with dense woods of well-grown trees. Mr. Fay, 
visiting Boston Harbor islands last summer with the Com- 
missioners, could see no reason to doubt that by similar 
operations upon them equally satisfactory results would be 
secured. 

There is a large tract of barren land in a most exposed 
situation on the west coast of Lake Michigan which, a few 
years ago, was covered with drifting sand. Because it was 
supposed to be worthless, and that any attempt to improve 
it would be regarded as a “Folly”, Mr. Robert Douglass 
chose to take it as a place to demonstrate the practicability 
of establishing forests under such special difficulties as the 
situation presented. He has been entirely successful, the 
sand is fixed and sheltered, leaf mould is beginning to ac- 
cumulate upon it, and the ground is becoming comparatively 
moist and productive. 

The Kansas City, Fort Scott & Gulf Railroad Company, 
of which the head-quarters are in this city, held in 1879 a 
body of bleak and arid land, of alkaline soil, naturally tree- 
less. Some attempts to grow trees upon it had been unsuc- 
cessful, and it was generally believed to be incapable of 
bearing trees. In that year Mr. Douglass offered to take a 
contract to establish trees upon it, payment to be made him 
conditionally upon results. He was completely successful, 
and six hundred acres of the ground are now shaded by a 
thrifty and valuable wood. On this and other tracts, natur- 
ally treeless and supposed to present peculiar difficulties to 
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the growth of trees, there are at this time three million flour- 
ishing trees that have been planted, under contracts with 
different landowners, from five to eleven years ago, by Mr. 
Douglass. 

Mr. Douglass has had more experience in planting under 
trying circumstances, and has planted more extensively and 
successfully than any other man on the continent. It being 
known that he had a few years since critically examined the 
plantations of Mr. Fay and others within reach of ‘the 
sea spray, and that he had some personal knowledge of 
Boston Harbor, it was thought best to ask his judgment of 
the scheme under consideration. After preliminary corres- 
pondence Mr. Douglass expressed his opinion of it by offer- 
ing to enter into a contract to carry it out. The terms of his 
offer will here be stated as an indication of what a man of 
his experience considers practicable to be accomplished, and 
at what outlay. 

Supposing that the aggregate areas to be planted would 
not be less than four hundred acres in extent, Mr. Douglass 
would engage to establish plantations such as have been 
"suggested ; to care for them until the trees should be well 
established, in thrifty condition, and so completely shading 
the ground that any further cultivation of it would be un- 
necessary. For this service he would agree to accept, as bis 
compensation, payment at rates, which, with a reasonable 
allowance for incidental expenses of the Department in con- 
nection with and supplementary to the work, would be met 
by successive appropriations for five years of six thousand 
dollars a year. Payment of Mr. Douglass’ part to be made 
in instalments as the work satisfactorily advances, the last 
instalment, amounting to 16% of the whole, to be due only 
when trees to the number of eight hundred thousand are cer- 
tified by qualified agents appointed by the Department to 
have been found well-rooted and thriftily growing upon the 
ground. 


A compact statement is given on the adjoining sheet as to 
the position, area, ownership, and jurisdiction of thirty- 
seven islands; of the position and name of thirty-eight de- 
tached islets, ledges and beacons, and of the name, position, 
and some other particulars of fifty headlands, of Boston Bay. 

The aggregate area of the islands is a little more than 
1,300 acres. Of this the city owns 439 acres; the United 
Grates: 241 acres; and, of the remainder, 500 acres have 
but five owners. 


So far as any part of this land has a productive value, it is 
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chiefly because of the pasturage that is found upon it. On 
but few islands is this considered to be of more than trifling 
consequence. Where it is of any notable importance, it would, 
as a rule, be an advantage to have thickets planted along the 
shore borders of the high land, and clusters of trees at inter- 
vals through the pasture-ground, in the shade of which, when 
grown, cattle would rest. 

On the islands owned by the city there are several public 
institutions, chiefly of a charitable character. Much of the 
land of these is cultivated, pastured, or occupied by build- 
ings and yards, and, of that which is available for woods, it 
would be better that much should be planted under the di- 
rection and by the forces of the departments in charge of them. 
It has been ascertained that the heads of these are well in- 
clined to undertake this work, and especially so if supplied by 
the Park Department with nursery stock for the purpose. 
On each of them, however, it is believed that there are bodies 
of land, cenetally of small extent, which might be planted 
by the Park Department under an ar rangement such as _ that 
suggested by Mr. Douglass, while, substantially, the whole 
of some of the smaller would be available. Conference with 
the War Department leads to a belief that it would not object 
to make arrangements with the Commissioners under which 
considerable portions of the government islands might be 
planted by the Department. It has been ascertained, also, 
that private owners of other islands important to be planted 
are well disposed to coéperate with the city in carrying out 
the scheme. It is to be hoped that the purpose of the city — 
would likewise be aided by favorable action of towns border- 
ing upon the harbor beyond the jurisdiction of Boston. <A 
movement in this direction has already been made by the 
town of Quincy. It is also reasonable to assume that when 
a demonstration shall have been made of the practicability of 
growing trees upon the more exposed points, there will be 
a great deal of planting about the harbor independently of 
any arrangement with the city, as there is in all its land- 
ward suburbs; an increased value of the land being sure to 
follow.

It is believed, as the general result of this review, that if 
the Park Department should be provided with the amount 
of $5,000 a year, for six years, to be used at its discretion 
for the purpose desired to be accomplished by the Memorial 
Association, it would, with such coéperation as it would be 
convenient for other departments of the city government to 
offer, be able to secure a substantial success." And it is be- 
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lieved that this suecess would have been gained with large 
profit to the city.

THe OvurTrerR PLEASURE CrrouIT oF Back Bay. 


An important addition to the means before had in view, for 
the open-air recreation of the people of Boston, has been 
well advanced during the last year, independently of your 
Department. It is that commonly called, but by no means 
described, as the widening of Beacon Street. Its impor- 
tance lies largely in the circumstance that it will form a short, 
direct, sylvan pleasure-way between the system of grounds 
preparing by the Department and the existing spacious but 
heretofore comparatively remote, inland, isolated, and little 
used public pleasure-ground at Chestnut Hill. 

Before the plans of this work had been matured a sugges- 
tion of the undersigned was cheerfully accepted by the movers 
of it looking to a considerable improvement of the Back-Bay 
part of the general park scheme. The advantages to be 
gained were also apparent to the Park Commissioners. They 
are more intelligently presented in the accompanying map of 
the Back Bay Fens than they could be by any verbal descrip- 
tion. It will be seen that the broad road, planned to lead 
from Audubon Circle on Beacon Street to the Audubon Road, 
as formerly planned, completes a circuit passage in the outer 
part of the Back-Bay district, a mile and three-quarters in 
length, all tree-lined, and in every respect adapted to 
pleasure-driving and walking.

NOMENCLATURE OF THE PARKWAY SYSTEM. 


When the entire scheme has been carried out, towards the 
realization of which the works of your Department now in 
progress at Marine and Franklin Parks, the Arboretum, and 
Back Bay, are intended to promote parts, it will be plain that 
the complete system is of much greater value than the sum 
of the value of its different parts. But for some years to 
come those elements of its value which lie in the connect- 
ing parts of the scheme, will be but imaginary, and, as mat- 
ters of imagination, but little taken thought of. Very few 
citizens have yet any clear idea of what is intended in this 
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respect, or of the many advantages to be gained by carrying 
out the intention. Hence there is constant danger that other 
undertakings, public and private, will be devised and prose- 
‘cuted in a manner that will make costly, if not disastrous, 
complications. 

For this reason any expedient is to be welcomed that will 
tend to make the idea of federation and continuity, between 
the several principal works of the Department, familiar to 
the public. 

-The term Parkway, hitherto used to designate the con- 
tinuous and connecting thread of the system, is probably as 
expressive of this idea as any that can be devised, and is as 
likely as any to come easily into familiar use with those 
having no special interest in the subject. 

But, assuming a general public use of this term for the 
entire continuous way from South Boston to Back Bay, it 
has been thought that convenience would require distinctive 
names to be given to different parts of it. With. this convic- 
tion the Commissioners, in 1885, directed the names Rumford, 
Longview, and fiverdale, to be used as the designation re- 
spect.vely of parts of the Parkway between Boylston Bridge 
and Brookline Avenue. But these names are not as yet 
known to the general public, and it is now suggested for the 
consideration of the Board :— 


First. That a uniform termination in all names to be 
applied to parts of the Parkway would, as it cume into use, 
naturally aid in making the idea of continuity and unity 
familiar to the public, and, if such termination were short, 
simple and common, it would be in various ways a conven- 
lence. 

Second. That the designatory parts of each local name 

might with advantage, as far as practicable without a harsh 
sacrifice of euphony, be derived from some topographical or 
historical local circumstance. For example, that part of the 
Parkway in which the course of the old Muddy River is fol- 
lowed might, under the proposed rule, instead of being 
called the Riverdale Road be called Riverway. 


It is not particularly desirable that that part of the Back 
Bay improvement, which is intended to serve at times for the 
storage of flood waters, should be familiarly known to the 
ynublic by its technical designation of the basin. This term is 
useful when it is desired to refer to its essential engineering 
function, but, regarding it as an accessory of a public pleasure 
resort, the more “that function can be kept in the background 
the better. Looking fora name not open to this objection, it 
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may be remembered that in the annual report of the Depart- 
ment for 1879, in which the scheme was first set forth, the de- 
signed landscape character of the basin was described as that 
of a clean, highly verdant, fenny meadow, set between steep 
banks, upon which banks plantations would be formed to 
eventually have more of a wildwood than of a park or garden 
aspect. Professional critics then and afterwards expressed 
the opinion that this proposition was chimerical, and the 
Commissioners were urged to abandon the scheme as likely 
to be wasteful. It was admitted by the Department that the 
purpose to artificially form a salt fen of the character pro- 
posed was to be regarded as in some degree experimental. 
So long as the result of the experiment could be considered 
doubtful, it has not been best to give the place a name that 
would be appropriate only if it should prove successful. Its 
success is now so far established that next year, when the 
circuit road of the lower division of the basin shall be opened 
to the public, a sufficient approach to what was expected to 
be attained in the landscape character of its bottom will have 
been already accomplished to show that the result is not 
going to be unpleasing. It will, at least, be palpable, when 
the aspect of the finished part of the bottom is compared 
with what was to have been looked for as the result of any 
other method of treatment of it at any time suggested, that 
the course pursued by the Department should be regarded as 
a matter for congratulation. 

In this view it is submitted that it will now be in better taste 
to call the bottom of the basin by a name significant of its 
Jandscape character, than either by one bringing to mind its 
primary utility, or by one provoking comparison with 
grounds prepared with exclusive regard to their use as pleas- 
ure-resorts. It is therefore suggested that instead of being 
called the Back Bay Basin, or the Back Bay Park, the place 
should be called the Back Bay Fens, or The Fens; that the 
sylvan bank, of the basin should be called The Fenside and 
that so much of the Parkway as is carried on the bank 
should be called The Fenway.

Back Bay AND Stony Brook. 


Under an Act of the General Court of the present year, 
new plans for the drainage of the Stony Brook Valley have 
been adopted, which will have the effect, at times, of rapidly 
throwing a much larger quantity of water into the basin at 
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Back Bay, than, when this basin was designed, the Depart- 
ment had been asked to provide storage for. 

In the report of the Department presenting the plan of the 
basin to the Mayor and Councils (1880), it was stated that 
according to the calculations of the City Engineer and the 
Superintendent of Sewers, a rise of water of one foot wie 
the salt vegetation of the Fens would occur but rarely ; 
rise of as much as five feet, if ever, only at intervals of 
many years; arise of more than five feet, never. It was 
assumed that, with the means used to check and break down 
heavy swells (described in the report), the planted banks 
of the basin would be little injured by a rise of from one to 
eal feet, and that after the soil at a higher elevation, up 

» five feet, should be well interwoven with roots of woody 
Pion. although some damage from the higher floods 
might rarely occur, it would not be of an irreparable char- 
acter.! ‘ 

But with the quantity of water which will be thrown into 
the basin under the new Stony-Brook drainage-plan more 
frequent and deeper floods are to be expected than had thus 
been provided for. The least of the unpleasant results to 
follow will be the occasional submergence of roads and walks 
that have been laid out above the highest previously assumed 
flood level. This will cause but temporary inconvenience 
and may be rightly regarded as of no great consequence, It 
is of much more importance that the higher the water in the 
basin, in any time of storm, the less effectual will be the 
precautions which have been taken to prevent a heavy swell 
‘from forming and spray from washing the higher parts of the 
bank, and the longer will the vegetation growing in the 
lower parts remain soaking in brackish water. 

With the dash and undertow of a heavier swell the steeper 
upper slopes of the Fenside must be expected to be fretted, 
undermined and washed away and trees to be loosened at 
their roots, blown down and thrown out. It may now be 
thought that this is a matter, also, of but little consequence ; 
that the bank may be mended and new plantings made. 
But if the trees should have been allowed to grow to good 
size, all experience shows that such an occurrence would 
excite much popular indignation. 

Had the requirements now to be made upon the basin 
been made when the plan was called for, provision would 


1 The best account of the plan from the engineering point of view is to be found in 
a paper by E. W. Howe, Esq., C. E., printed by the Boston Society of Civil Engineers, 
1881. The expect ations above stated as to the amount of water to be provided for in 
the basin under the arrangements assumed, have thus far been sustained. In the 
great flood of 1885 the water in the basin rose at no time more than three feet above 
the normal level. 
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have been advised for them, either by an enlargement of the 
present basin; by flood basins to be formed higher up the 
stream, or by a conduit discharging directly into Charles 
River. But either of these expedients would now be so 
costly that the adoption of it 1s only to be expected under 
the immediate pressure of a public catastrophe. 

Presuming that neither will be soon adopted and that the 
risk must be taken of an occasional soaking of the roots of the 
Fenside Woods in brackish water, it is “probable that the 
worst injury to be apprehended under the present arrangement 
might be guarded against in a comparatively inexpensive 
way by reinforcing with rocks the face of parts of the bank 
which are from two to seven feet above the level of the Fens. 
Nothing like a complete paving of the surface would be 
necessary. Using chiefly rocks as large as could be con- 
veniently handled without a derrick, and placing them with 
studied irregularity, and not with perfect continuity ; train- 
ing creepers over them and letting trees and underwood 
grow up between them, they would, after a few years, be 
inconspicuous. In the end they would give a more natural 
and more agreeable aspect to the bank, while they would pre- 
vent land-slides, and any considerable undermining of the 
trees. 

The public needs to be often asked to bear in mind that 
the cost of the basin in the Back-Bay district, preparing by 
the Park Department, is a necessary expedient for the eco- 
nomical drainage of another district of the city, parts of 
which are more than six miles away from the Back Bay. 


TREE—CUTTING ON FRANKLIN PARK. 


In the proper order of the work of Franklin Park many 
trees must be removed the coming season. ‘To those who 
consider this operation without regard to the leading general 
purposes of the adopted plan of the park, the operation will 
appear a grievous one. During the last two years the De- 
partment has taken much pains to make the public familiar 
with these purposes. To this end a carefully prepared ex- 
planation of them was printed, with a map of the park, which 
has been circulated in different forms in large numbers. It has 
been reproduced in the leading daily and weekly newspapers, 
and copies, on cardboard and in the form of roller-maps, have 
been hung on the walls of many offices and places of general 
resort. Several thousand have been distributed to individual 
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addresses. Copies have been posted in the park, and, to aid 
those who might wish to trace out the plan on the ground, 
numerous guiding stakes have been set. Not a single re- 
monstrance or objection to the general plan has been ‘made, 
except where, along its boundaries, it has been supposed 
that individual interests might have been better promoted. 
One feature of the plan, as thus fully made known in 
advance, is a series of roads and walks through existing 
woods. In planning these eare has been taken that they 
shall involve the least possible injury to the natural features, 
and the least possible destruction of the finer and more prom- 
ising trees. Necessarily many must be taken out to make way 
for the roads and walks, and more that slopes of natural char- 
acter may be formed where the existing natural surface has to 
be broken. Not unfrequently, also, insignificant or decaying 
and unpromising trees are to be removed that others may 
be better developed, and that natural features of various 
kinds may be better brought into view. No trees will be 
removed at any point without careful consideration.

CITY ENGINEER’S REPORT. 


OFFICE OF City ENGINEER, 
City Hatt, Boston, Jan. 18, 1888. 
Hon. Benjamin Dean, Chairman Board of Park Commissioners :— 


Sir, —I herewith submit the following report of work done and 
of the matters of interest in connection with the work placed 
under my direction by your Board. The work being continued 
under the immediate charge of Assistant Engineer EK. W. 
Howe : — 


THe Parkway. — Back Bay FENs. 


Excavation of Waterway. — Upon the passage of the appro- 
priation for Park Construction, work was at once begun putting 
in order the dredging-plant, which, having been in use for five 
years, needed extensive repairs. 

Early in April the excavation of the waterway through the 
marsh at the southerly end of The Fens was resumed. ‘This 
work has been continued through the season, and the water- 
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way completed as far as the location of the proposed bridge at the 
junction of the Fenway and Audubon Road. Work in this direc- 
tion can go no further until the additional land required between 
this point and Brookline Avenue is secured, as the material to be 
excavated from the waterway will be needed for filling on the 
Parkway and cannot now be disposed of without encroaching upon 
private lands. Unless this work can go on during the next season 
the dredging-plant will have but a few weeks’ work to do. 

In addition to the above, a large amount of work was done in 
trimming up portions of the shores, and of the bottom of the 
basin, which had been passed by in previous seasons. 

Grading of Marsh. —'The grading of the large area of marsh 
north of Agassiz Road has been completed, the area graded the 
past season being 7.6 acres. <A portion of this area has been coy- 
ered with marsh-sods cut from the old marsh, and the balance of 
the area is to be seeded with marsh grasses. ‘The material for 
‘ grading was excavated by the dredger, loaded on scows, and un- 
loaded and moved into place by wheelbarrows. On account of the 
long distance a large part of the material had to be moved over 
soft ground the work has been slow and expensive. 

Drainage. — Drains and catch-basins have been built in all that 
part of the Parkway north of Agassiz Road. The length of drain 
laid has been 2,700 feet, the number of man-holes built 5, and 
the number of catch-basins, 26. ‘The drains on Boylston En- 
trance, and on the street between Boylston Entrance and the B. & 
A. R.R., discharge into a sewer built by the Sewer Department 
in 1886. The other drains, on the east side of the Parkway, dis- 
charge into the covered channel of Stony Brook, except two catch- 
basins on the ride, which have an outlet into the waterway. 

The drains on the west side of the Parkway discharge into the 
water-way at a point about 250 feet north of Agassiz Bridge. An 
outlet for the drains to be built on Agassiz Road has been con- 
structed. 

Man-holes have been built at every change of line and grade, and 
catch-basins have been built on each side of the roadway about 
300 feet apart. 

The accompanying drawings show the forms of catch-basins 
built. 

Roadways and Walks. — The curbstones were set and gutters 
paved on a part of the roadway in 1885. In addition, during the 
past year, 8,849 lineal feet of curbstone have been set, and 3,953 
Square yards of gutters paved. 38,600 lineal feet of curbstone and 
about 82,000 paving blocks are on hand. 

The grade of Boylston Entrance was raised to meet a change in 
the established grade of Boylston Street ; the curbstone and gutters 
were taken up, the entrance filled to the new grade, and the curb- 
stone reset, and gutters repaved. The roadway from Common- 
wealth Avenue to Westland Avenue and the ro adway at Boylston 
Entrance have been finished. 

The roadway of the west side of the Parkway from the B. & A. 
R.R. to Agassiz Bridge has been nearly sub-graded, and about 
one-half of it is stoned, so that, the curbstones and gutters being in 
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place, but little work is needed to complete this section. The com- 
pletion of Agassiz Road has been delayed on account of the 
bridge not being completed in season to allow the old channel 
across tle road to be filled. The bridge is nowso far finished that 
it can be used, and the curbstone being on hand for this road, it 
will take but a short time to complete it after the next season 
opens. The roadways have been constructed in the following man- 
ner. The roadbed was carefully graded to 8 inches below the 
surface of the finished road and thoroughly rolled. The curbstones 
were first set; the gutters were paved with rectangular granite 
blocks, for a width generally of 4 feet, the blocks being laid in 
rows at right angles to the line of curb; the surface of the paving 
at the curb is 7 inches below the top of the curb, and rises 2 inches 
in the width of 4 feet. ‘The roadway was then covered with broken 
stone ; the stone was broken to sizes about as follows: for the first 
4 inches in depth about 4 inches in diameter ; then 3 inches in depth 
24 inches in diameter; then 1 inch indepth about 1 inch in diame- 
ter; then a layer of screened gravel or fine stone screenings from 
the crushers was spread on top; each layer was well watered and 
rolled with 24-ton sectional grooved rollers. The surface of the 
roadway has a fall from the centre to the gutter of 1 in 30. The 
above-described method of road construction is cheaper and less 
substantiai than would be desirable if the conditions were different. 
It must be understood, however, that the land upon which the roads 
are built has been but recently filled, and the filling is still settling, 
and will continue to do so for some years. A roadway prepared as 
this has been will last until the filling has reached a firm bearing, 
when it will be necessary to regrade the surface and a more endur- 
ing foundation can be laid if desired. There is, on the other hand, 
this to be said in favor of a cheap method of construction in this 
locality, — that the filling being of loose gravel and the surface of 
the roadway being at all points several feet above the level of the 
ground water, the subsoil will be well drained, and a light covering 
of road metal will wear much better than it would under less favor- 
able conditions. Nearly all of the stone used has been purchased 
by contract, and of such a size as could be received by a stone- 
crusher. It was suggested at the beginning of the season that the 
amount of stone received could be more accurately ascertained if it 
was purchased by weight instead of by the more usual method of 
measurement in carts. Experience has confirmed this opinion. 
Scales were set up near the Westland Entrance, and all stone pur- 
chased has been weighed. 

A stone-crushing plant was purchased and set up near the same 
point, and the stone has been crushed at a less price than the same 
conld have been pureiised, and the rate of crushing has been con- 
trolled to suit the work in hand better than if it had been done by 
private parties. 

The Water Department have, during the year, laid the mains 
which will be required on those parts of the Parkway where work 
has been in progress, so that, except for making house connec- 
tions with the water-mains, there will be no occasion for disturbing 
the road-bed. It is supposed that the sewers and gas-pipes for 
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this district will be laid in the back passageways, and not in the 
Parkway. 

The ride from just east of the Boylston Bridge, along the east 
side of the Fens, has been completed as far as Agassiz Road. 
Where it borders the driveway it is separated therefrom by gutters 
4 feet wide, paved in a dishing form; at other places there are 
cobblestone gutters on either side. The ride was constructed by 
subgerading to one foot below finished surface ; it was then filled 
to grade with gravel, from which all stones larger than three- 
quarters inch in diameter had been separated by screening. 

Gutters of concrete were laid on each side of the foot-path be- 
tween the ride and the water. 

The walk on the easterly and northerly sides of the drive be- 
tween Commonwealth Avenue and Boylston Entrance has been 
paved with brick; walks in other places have been graded, and 
a small portion finished by making a surface of 5 inches of 
crushed stone, the upper inch being of fine screenings, and the 
whole thoroughly watered and rolled. 

The accompanying sketch shows the construction of the walks, 
drive, and ride. 

Agassiz Bridge. — Early in the spring plans were prepared for a 
deck bridge with stone abutments, but it was afterwards decided 
to build a bridge of an entirely different character. The change 
was made so late that, on account of the work of park construc- 
tion having been resumed, the time of the engineering force was 
so occupied that there was some delay in preparing new plans and 
specifications. 

On the 22d of July proposals were advertised for the building of 
this bridge, and the contract for doing the work was signed on 
August 16. Work was begun immediately upon the excavation 
for the foundation. This work was done by the city, the dredging- 
plant being used, as it could be done in this way more cheaply and 
quickly than if it had been included in the contract. Dams of 
mud and gravel were built across the channel to inclose the site of 
the bridge. ‘The contractor began work on Sept. 22, and at this 
date his work is completed, except removing the centres from the 
arches and cleaning the trick-work. 

The bridge consists of five semi-circular arches, the middle arch 
having a span of 12 feet; those on either side of the middle, spans 
of 104 feet, and the outer arches, spans of 9 feet. The wings are 
returned on lines nearly parallel with the roadway. ‘The founda- 
tion is a 4-inch spruce platform supported on spruce piles, capped 
with 10 in. X 10 in. spruce caps; a line of sheet piling is driven 
across each end of the platform. 

Granite masonry abutments and piers, in courses of 2-feet rise, 
were built on this platform to the spring line of the arches. ‘The 
arches, except at the ends, are of brick, the middle one being 16 
inches in thickness and the others 12 inches in thickness. The 
ends of the arches are of Roxbury stone boulders, dressed suffi- 
ciently to make good radial joints, the exposed faces being left 
in their natural condition. The voussoirs are laid in cement; but 
the spandrels, the wall above the arches, and the wing-walls above 
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the level of the water are of selected Roxbury stone boulders, laid 
dry with pockets of loam between and behind them so that vines 
or small shrubs can be grown over the face of the wall. The 
walls have considerable batter, the cross-section having a curved 
profile. The line of the wall is on a curve, and above it the bank 
will slope upwards to the line of the walk, where there is to be 
a low parapet. Over the middle arches, on either side of the 
bridge, small bays will be built out from the walk. This work, 
with the exception of the parapet walls, will be completed in a few 
weeks. The stone for the face walls was brought from Franklin 
Park, having been taken from old field fences. The arches and 
abutments have been back-filled, and as soon as the ice breaks 
up in the spring, so that the dredger can work, the dams will be re- 
moved, and the present channel across the road filled to grade. 

Loaming and Planting.— Quite a large area in detached por- 
tions, including spaces for trees between the walks and drives, 
have been graded with loam, and a considerable amount of plant- 
ing has been done under the immediate direction of the Assistant 
Landscape Gardener. <A force of gardeners and laborers has also 
been employed throughout the season, under his direction, in the 
care of the plantations. 


ARNOLD ARBORETUM. 


Work was resumed here on February 3, quarrying stone for 
the driveways. ‘This was continued until the frost was sufficiently 
out of the ground to allow work on the drives. The drive to the 
summit of Bussey Hill was partially sub-graded in 1885. This 
work was continued and completed late in the fall. The grading 
of the top of the hill required the moving of a large amount of 
material, and, as it was all moved up-hill, it was expensive. The 
grading of the lower part of this drive, near its juncture with the 
drive around the hill, furnished a large amount of material which 
was used for filling the drive across the small pond in rear of the 
college buildings. 

The drive was constructed in the following manner: the roadway 
was sub-graded so as to allow a depth of one foot for stone, the 
surface having a pitch of 1 in 20 from the centre to the gutter. 

Catch-basins were built on each side of the roadway about 300 
feet apart, with outlets on the side hill below the driveway. Tile 
drains were laid on each side of the driveway, for draining the 
subsoil; the one on the up-hill side was on the outer line of the 
sidewalk, while the drain on the down-hill side was on the line of 
the gutter; these drains were laid at a depth of 2 feet 6 inches 
below the surface, and they discharge into the catch-basins. 

The gutters were then excavated 6 inches below the sub-grade of 
the roadway, and filled with screened gravel as a foundation for 
paving. The gutters are 3 feet wide, of cobblestones which were 
picked out of the excavation. A stone foundation 9 inches in thick- 
ness, was laid on the roadway. After breaking down all uneven- 
nesses of these stones they were covered with 3 inches of crushed 
stone from 2} to 14 inches in diameter, well rolled, and this was

then covered with screened gravel or stone dust thoroughly watered 
and rolled to a hard surface. The walks are separated 
from the gutters by a border of loam 2 feet wide and 14 feet deep. 
The walks have a fall of 3 inch to a foot, from the outer edge to 
the loam border. They are constructed of 6 inches of crushed stone, 
covered with stone dust well compacted by watering and rolling. 

The driveway from South to Centre Street has needed but slight 
repairs during the year. Early in the spring a short length of 
cutter was relaid, it having settled out of shape, and in the fall 
the whole surface received a thin coating of stone screenings, which 
was thoroughly rolled. 

The spring or reservoir at the foot of Bussey Hill near the 
drive, from which the college obtained its water supply, had been 
partially drained by the building of the drive, so that in dry weather 
a sufficient supply of water could not be easily obtained. To 
remedy this, a well was dug to a depth of about 8 feet below the 
bottom of the spring, and curbed with a dry stone wall; it has 
given an ample supply of water. 


FRANKLIN PARK, 


Work was begun here early in April. The Playstead was 
first cleared of stone, the stone being broken up and deposited 
where it could be conveniently used on the driveway. A large 
area, about 9 acres, being too low to be drained, the soil was re- 
moved, and it was then filled, the greatest depth of filling being 6 
feet ; the filling came from the excavations for the driveway and its 
adjoining slopes. After the filling was done the soil was restored ; 
drains were laid for draining ‘the Playstead; the field of 27 
acres received a top dressing of stable manure and other fertilizers, 
and was then ploughed and tilled through the summer. In Sep- 
tember grass-seed was sown, which, before cold weather set in, was 
well started. 

The grading of the drives around the Playstead has been 
carried on through the season, and is substantially completed. 
About 8,200 square yards of roadway has been ballasted, of which 
about 6,000 square yards are covered with crushed stone and only 
require covering with a coating of binding gravel or screenings 
from the crushed stones to be completed; 2,246 square yards of 
gutters have been paved with rectangular granite blocks; 6,740 
square yards of walks have been covered with crushed stone, and 
1,000 square yards entirely finished. Catch-basins and drains 
have been built for draining the whole of the drives around the 
Playstead, except for a short distance near the entrance to the 
The Country Park. Usually 2-inch tile drains have been laid 
under the gutters on each side of the drive. Generally the method 
of construction of the driveways is the same as that described for 
the Arboretum, except that the roadway, gutters, grass border, and 
walks are wider at Franklin Park than at the Arboretum, and the 
gutters are paved with granite blocks instead of cobblestones. 

The catch-basins both here and at the Arboretum are of the 
form shown in the accompanying sketch. The total length of 
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vitrified pipe-drains laid is 4,397 feet, varying in diameter from 8 
inches to 18 inches. ‘The length of tile drain is 7,200 feet, 2 
inches and 3 inches in diameter. ‘The number of man-holes built is 
5, and the number of catch-basins 25. 

A stone-crushing plant was purchased, and this has crushed all 
the stone used for surfacing the drives and walks. 

About 1,200 lineal feet of the circuit drive around The Country 
Park has been graded, and work on this drive is now in progress. 

The Overlook. —The wall which supports the Overlook has 
been completed, with the exception of the coping. ‘The walk 
which the wall supports has been graded, and covered with crushed 
stone. ‘The site of the proposed building has been partially ex- 
cavated, and a drain to connect the building with the sewer in 
Sigourney Street is being built. 

Administration Buildings. —'The dwelling-house at the corner of 
Williams and Walnut Streets has been occupied as an office for the 
police and engineering forces since the park was laid out. During 
the past sexson there have been built in the rear of it a carpenter 
shop, a blacksmith shop, and a yard and sheds for the storage of 
materials and tools. 

The dwelling-house and stable have been painted, as have also 
the dwelling-house and stable occupied by the Assistant Landscape 
Gardener. 


MarRINE PARK. 


At the beginning of the season changes were made in the build- 
ing at the entrance to the pier to furnish larger accommodations 
for women and children, and also to provide a kitchen for the 
refectory. 

A small amount of grading was done where the grading of Q 
Street had left some dangerous slopes on the park line. 

Considerable filling has been dumped on the flats by parties who 
have been dredging in the vicinity. A portion of this filling has 
been of gravel, which will probably remain where deposited ; but 
the balance, being clay, may be washed away by the action of the 
waves. 

Wooden Pier.— No repairs have been required on the wooden 
pier. 

The number of lamps under the shelter at the outer end of the 
pier was increased, and a style of lamp purchased which was 
better suited to the locality and conditions than those first used. 

Iron Pier — A contract was made on July 11 for the construc- 
tion of a permanent iron pier, extending from the temporary 
wooden pier. ‘The length of iron pier contracted: for is 12 spans, 
or 741 feet, with the option on the part of the Commissioners of re- 
quiring an additional 5 spans, or 308 lineal feet to be built The 
contractors began work on the ground September 9, and at 
present have sunk the foundation columus for 6 spans, and the 
columns are partially filled with concrete. 

A large amount of iron-work for the superstructure is on the 
ground, and everything is in good shape for going on with the 
work as soon as the weather is suitable for placing the concrete. 


~ 
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Woop IsLtaAnp PARK. 


Upon Arbor day about 100 trees were planted upon Neptune 
Road, the soil for the same having been deposited in 1885. 

On the 27th of April a contract was made for building the abut- 
ments for a bridge over the Boston, Revere Beach, & Lynn R.R. 
Work was begun on May 9, and completed December 9. 


CHARLES RiveR EMBANKMENT. 


A force was set to work here on August 26, grading the 
erounds. Nearly sufficient material was on the ground.for the 
purpose, the Embankment having been, for the past two years, a 
free dumping-ground for clean earth, or other material suitable 
for filling. A large amount of ashes has been deposited on the 
grounds by the Health Department. The whole of the Embank- 
ment has been graded to a sub-grade, with the exception of the 
portions occupied by the Paving Department and the Commission- 
ers of West Boston Bridge. The force is now engaged covering 
portions of the grounds where ashes were used for sub- grading 
with a layer of clay. 

The gymnastic ground at the northerly end of the Embankment 
has been covered one foot in depth with gravel dredged from 
Charles River. A contract was made October 31 for covering 
the areas to be planted with loam. ‘This work is now in progress, 
and it is expected to have it completed in season for planting in 
the spring. 


CovERED CHANNEL OF Muppy RIVER. 


This conduit, damaged as described in the report of the City 
Engineer for 1884, was repaired in 1885, but a length of about 
650 feet received but slight repairs at that time, it being thought 
that the settlement and consequent distortion had ceased. It, 
however, continued to grow worse, and about a year ago it became 
necessary to support it by interior bracing. ‘This bracing still 
remains in the conduit, but is an obstruction to the flow of water, 
and is liable to cause serious trouble. This section will have to 
be practically rebuilt. Frequent examinations of the whole conduit 
have been made, and no deterioration has been discovered in any 
other part of it. 


In GENERAL. 


A large amount of work, not described in the foregoing account, 
has been done, such as the making of surveys, plans and estimates 
for work to be done in the future. 

During the past year an unusually large amount of work similar 
in character to that on the parks has been in progress in this vici- 
nity; consequently there has been great difficulty in securing 
competent workmen, even at the advanced wages which it has been 
necessary to pay. Contractors have been unable to obtain mate- 
rials promptly, and this, with the high price of labor and materials, 
has caused frequent delays and unusually high prices. 


APPENDIX. 59 


In consequence of these conditions, which could not have been 
foreseen when the estimates were made, the cost of the work done 
this season has been in excess of that estimated, and the delays 
consequent upon the difficulty of obtaining labor have retarded 
the work so that the volume of work done during the season was 
less than was expected.

VISITORS TO MARINE PARK. 


Extracts from reports of the Special Officer on the park : — 


July 14, 1887. — Nothing of unusual note occurred during the 
week until the city’s band concert, last night, which was largely 
attended by a very appreciative and orderly assembly. The pier 
seems to be growing more and more popular as the season ad- 
vances, and underneath the shelter it is largely patronized by 
family parties, who come down to spend the day, and bring their 
luncheon and babies with them; and, to judge from the expres- 
sions heard on every side, they would rather spend the day there 
than down at the beaches, because it is so easy of access from the 
city. and the sea-air is just as pure. 

Sunday, July 17. — By actual count for 15 minutes (from 2 to 
2.15 P.M.) 878 persons passed on the pier on their way down, 
and it was impossible to count them after that. 

Tuesday, July 19.— Larger crowd than usual, on account of 
band concert. 

Saturday, July 30. — The visitors arrived the first thing in the 
morning, and there was a steady stream all day. Should say 
about 600 children were wading in the water and rolling on the 
pier under the shelter. 

Sunday, July 51.— The attendance to-day was simply enor- 
mous; a continual stream from 8 A.M. till after 9 P.M. I should 
judge about 5,000 children and 40,000 adults visited the park. 

Monday, August 1,— About 300 children visitors. 

Wednesday, August 5.— Large attendance of adults, and about 
400 or 500 children. 

Thursday, August 4.— The Boston Female Asylum for little 
girls, located at 1008 Washington Street, Mrs. Rich, Matron, had 
a picnic on the park, with 72 children and 6 teachers, and said 
they enjoyed it very much. Outside of that there were about 
3,000 adults and 400 children. 

Friday, August 5.— Attendance about 300 children and 900 
adults. 

Sunday. August 7.— There were fully as many visitors to-day as 
Jast Sunday. In the afternoon every seat was occupied under the 
shelter, and as soon as vacated by one party two or three eagerly 
sought it; and so it continued until I was relieved at six o’clock. 
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Monday, August 8.— About 200 children and between 600 and 
700 adults visited the park. 

Tuesday, August 9. — About 400 children and 700 adults. 

Wednesday, August 10. — About 300 children and 500 adults. 

Friday, August 12.— Between 300 and 400 children and 800 
adults. 

Saturday, August 15.— About 1,000 children and nearly 4,000 
or 5,000 adults this afternoon. 

Sunday, August 14. — About 20,000 visitors, including young 
and old. 

Monday, August 15.— Quite a large number of visitors for 
Monday. From 2.30 till 6 o’clock every seat on north side 
and end of pier was occupied by ladies and children. We had all 
of 400 children and about 700 adults. 

Sunday, August 21. — Abovt 20,000 adults and 3,000 children. 

Friday, August 26.— A dog swimming-match took place off 
the beach, and the visitors were more numerous than usual. 
About 3,000 adults and 1,000 children were on the beach and pier 
witnessing the sport. 

Sunday, August 28.—No attendance of visitors in the morn- 
ing, but after dinner we had, up to 6 o’clock, about 10,00U0 or 
12,000 adults and 2,000 or 3,000 children. We also had a pho- 
tographer from the Engineer’s office taking views of the pier in the 
afternoon. 

Tuesday, August 50. —'There were about 1,500 visitors to-day ; 
put a stop to an argument among yachtsmen about the relative 
qualities of the ‘* Volunteer” and ‘> Thistle,” on the pier, as they 
were attracting a crowd. 

Wednesday, August 31. — Quite chilly all day: few visitors till 
after 6 o’clock, when the wind changed, and brought out about 
5,000 people to the city band concert. 

Thursday, September 1. — About 1,000 adults and 400 chil- 
dren. 

Sunday. September 4.— The visitors numbered about 10,000 
persons, and were very orderly. 

Monday, September 5 (Labor Day). — About 15,000 visitors, 
and order reigned all day. 

Sunday, September 11. —Very chilly at park; visitors were 
nothing in comparison to last few Sundays. 

Saturday, September 17. — About 500 visitors. 

Sunday, September 18. — About 8,000 or 10,000 visitors. 

Monduy, September 19. — About 300 visitors. 

Luesduy, September 20. — About 300 adults and 100 children. 

Sunday, September 25.— Weather pretty chilly ; about 2,000 
visilors ; very quiet. 

Wednesday, September 28. — Pleasant to-day, and about 300 
visitors ; very quiet and orderly. 

Sunday, October 2.— About 1,500 visitors up to 4 P.M., when 
the rain drove them home. 

Wednesday, October 5.— Large number of visitors, mostly 
ladies, this afternoon. 

Suturday, October 8. — About 400 to 500 visitors. 
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Sunday, October 9.— We had about 4,000 visitors, and, to 
judge from their conversation, the ‘* Volunteer” and work on the 
iron pier were the attractions. 

Mondiy, October 10. — 500 visitors, mostly ladies. 

Sunday, October 16. — About 4,000 visitors all day, and the 
attraction was the new pier. 

Sunday, October 23. — About 4,000 visitors looking at work on 
new pier. 

Sunday, November 13.— About 2,500 visitors, including men, 
women, and children, who were mostly interested in the construc- 
tion of the new pier and the work on the adjoining street. 

Thursday, November 25. — The attendance of visitors for the 
week has been pretty slim, with the exception of Sunday, when 
we had about 2,500 all day looking at the work on the new pier. 

Sunday, November 27. — 3,500 or 4,000 passed down the pier, 
the attraction being the work on the new pier. 


PARK ORDINANCES. 


Ix Boarp or Park Commissioners, Aug. 20, 1886. 


Voted, That the following rules, under the title of Ordinances, 
be adopted for the use and vovernment of the Public Parks. Pro- 
vided, however, that said rules shall not invalidate any pending 
prosecution or procedure, or any liability of any person for 
breach of any previous rule. 


The Board of Park Commissioners of the City of Boston. by 
virtue of its authority to make rules for the use and govern- 
ment of the Public Parks of said city, and for breaches of 
such rules to affix penalties, hereby ordains that within the 
Public Parks, except with the prior consent of the Board, it 
is forbidden : — 


1. To cut, break, injure, deface, detile or ill use any building, 
fence, or other construction, or any tree, bush, plant or turf, or 
any other thing or property. 

2. To have possession of any freshly-plucked tree, bush or 
plant, or portion thereof. 

3. To throw stones or other missiles; to discharge or carry 
fire-arms, except by members of the Police Force in the discharge 
of their duties; to discharge or carry fire-crackers, torpedoes, or 
fire-works ; to make fires; to play musical instruments; to have 
any intoxicating beverages; to sell, offer or expose for sale, any 
goods or wares; to post or display signs, placards, flags, or acd- 
vertising devices; to solicit subscriptions or contributions; to 
play games of chance, or have possession of instruments of 
gambling; to make orations, harangues or loud outcries ; to enter 
into political canvassing of any kind; to utter profane, threaten- 
ing, abusive, or indecent language, or to do any obscene or inde- 
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cent act; to bathe or fish; to solicit the acquaintance of, or follow, 
or otherwise annoy other visitors. 

4. ‘To allow cattle, horses, or other animals, to pass over or 
stray upon the Park lands; provided that this shall not apply to 
those used for pleasure travel when on the ways or places provided 
and open for the purpose, or to dogs when closely led by a cord 
or chain not more than six feet long. 

5. To drive any wagon, cart, dray, truck or other vehicle for 
carrying merchandise or other articles, or any hearse or funeral 
procession. 

6. To move in military or civic parades, drills or processions. 

7. To play ball or other games or sports, except on grounds 
provided therefor. 

8. To engage in conversation with men at work, or to obstruct, 
hinder, or embarrass their movements. 

9. ‘To refuse to obey the orders or requests of either of the 
Commissioners, or of the Park Police, or other agents of the Com- 
missioners, and to refuse to assist them when required. 


Any person wilfully doing either of the things above forbidden 
shall be punished by fine not exceeding twenty dollars. 


Voted, That compliance with the foregoing regulations is a con- 
dition of the use of these premises. 

Voted, That notices in the following form be posted on the Pub- 
lic Parks in addition to the foregoing ordinances and vote. 


Pending operations for forming a Public Park on this property, 
it is open to be used by all persons, in an orderly way, but with 
due regard to the Ordinances and Regulations hereinafter recited. 

All persons entering upon the Park property are hereby warned 
to avoid newly prepared ground and localities where works are in 
progress, and to promptly regard all warnings and directions of 
officers or other agents of the Commissioners. 


CITY CHARTER AMENDMENT. 


CoMMONWEALTH OF MASSACHUSETTS. 
[Cuap. 266.] 
In the Year One Thousand Eight Hundred and Eighty-five. 
AN ACT TO AMEND THE CHARTER OF THE CITY OF BOSTON. 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives in General 
Court assembled, and by the authority of the same, as follows : — 


SecTION 1. ‘The mayor of the city of Boston shall appoint, 
subject to confirmation by the board of aldermen, all officers and 
boards now elected by the city council or board of aldermen, or 
appointed by him subject to confirmation, and all whose offices 
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may hereafter be established by the city council or board of alder- 
men, for such terms of service respectively as are or may be fixed 
by law or ordinance; and he may remove any of said officers or 
members of such boards for such cause as he shall deem sufficient 
and shall assign in his oider for removal. No appointment made 
by the mayor shall be acted upon by the board of aldermen until 
the expiration of one week after such appointment is transmitted 
to said board. 

Srcr. 2. The foregoing section shall not apply to the city 
messenger, clerk of committees of the city council, or such other 
clerks and attendants as may be employed by the city council, or 
either branch thereof, or any subordinate officers in the several 
departments. ‘The assistant assessors of taxes shall be appointed 
by the assessors of taxes, subject to confirmation by the mayor, 
and may be removed by the assessors for such cause as they shall 
deem sufficient and shall assign in their order for removal, and 
the city clerk shall be chosen by the city council by concurrent 
vote. 

Sect. 3. No member of the city council of said city shall, 
during the term for which he is elected, be appointed to or hold 
any office included under the provisions of either of the preceding 
sections. 

Sect. 4. Every officer included under the provisions of either 
section one or two shall, unless sooner removed, continue after 
the expiration of his term of service to hold his office until bis sue- 
cessor is appointed or elected and duly qualified. 

Secr. 5. All officers and boards included under the provisions 
of section one shall appoint their respective subordinates for such 
terms of service respectively as are or may be fixed by law or 
ordinance. ‘The said officers and boards may remove such subor- 
dinates for such cause as they may deem sufficient «and shall 
assion in their order for removal. 

Sect. 6. The executive powers of said city, and all the execu- 
tive powers now vested in the board of aldermen, as such, as sur- 
veyors of highways, county commissioners, or otherwise, shall be 
and hereby are vested in the mayor, to be exercised through the 
several officers and boards of the city in their respective depart- 
ments, under his general supervision and control. Such officers 
and boards shall, in their respective departments, make ail neces- 
sary contracts for the employment of labor, the supply of mate- 
rials, and the construction, alteration, and repair of all public 
works and buildings, and have the entire care, custody, and man- 
agement of all public works, institutions, buildings, and other 
property, and the direction and control of all the executive and 
administrative business of said city. They shall be at all times 
accountable for the proper discharge of their duties to the mayor 
as the chief executive officer, whose duty it shall be to secure the 
honest, efficient, and economical conduct of the entire executive and 
administrative business of the city, and the harmonious and con- 
certed action of the different departments. Every contract made 
as aforesaid in which the amount involved exceeds two thousand 
dollars shall require the approval of the mayor before going into 
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effect; and no expenditure shall be made nor liability incurred for 
any purpose beyond the appropriation duly made therefor. 

Sect. 7. The mayor shall, once a month or oftener, call to- 
gether the heads of departments for consultation and advice upon 
the affairs of the city; and at such meetings and at all times they 
shall furnish such information as to matters under their control as 
the mayor may request. 

Sect. 8. The heads of departments, and all other officers and 
boards having authority to expend money, shall annually furnish 
an estimate to the mayor of the money required for their respec- 
tive departments and offices during the next financial year. The 
mayor shall examine such estimates, and submit the same with his 
recommendations thereon to the city council. 

Sect. 9. When an ordinance, order, resolution, or vote of the 
city council, or of either branch thereof, involving the appropri- 
ation or expenditure of money, or the raising of a tax, and 
including separate items or sums, is presented to the mayor 
of the city for his approval he may approve some of the items 
or sums and disapprove others; and in case of such disap- 
proval the portion of the ordinance, order, resolution, or vote 
so approved shall be in force, in like manner as if the items 
or sums disapproved had never been a part thereof; and the 
mayor shall return a statement of the items or sums disapproved, 
with his objections in writing, to that branch of the city council in 
which the ordinance, order, resolution, or vote originated. The 
items or sums so disapproved shall not be in force unless passed 
in the manner provided in section forty-seven of chapter four 
hundred and forty-eight of the Acts of the year eighteen hundred 
and fifty-four. 

Stor. 10. All orders, resolutions, or votes of the board of 
aldermen of said city, which involve the exercise of any of the 
powers conferred by law upon the mayor and aldermen, or the 
board of aldermen as a separate board, and all orders, resolutions, 
or votes of the school committee of said city, which involve the 
expenditure of money, shall be presented to the mayor for his 
approval, and thereupon the same proceedings shall be had by the 
mayor and the board of aldermen, or the mayor and the school 
committee, as are provided in section forty-seven of chapter four 
hundred and forty-eight of the acts of the year eighteen hundred 
and fifty-four, or in section nine of this act, to be had by the 
mayor and a single branch of the city council; but nothing in this 
section contained shall affect the powers or duties of said board in 
relation to votes cast at elections. ‘The mayor shall not be a 
member, nor preside at any of the meetings. nor appoint any of 
the committees of either the board of aldermen or of the school 
committee. 

Sect. 11. The annual salary of the mayor of said city shall be 
fixed by the city council by concurrent vote at a sum not less than 
five thousand dollars, and he shall receive for his services no other 
compensation or emolument whatever. 

Sect. 12. Neither the city council, nor either branch thereof, 
nor any member or committee thereof, or of either branch thereof, 
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nor the board of aldermen acting in any capacity in which said 
board may act separately under special powers conferred upon it, 
nor any member or committee of said board acting in any such 
capacity, shall directly or indirectly take part in the employment 
of labor, the making of contracts, the purchase of materials or 
supplies, the construction, alteration, or repair of any public 
works, buildings, or other property, or the care, custody and 
management of the same, or in the conduct of any of the executive 
or administrative business of the city, or in the expenditure of 
public money, except such as may be necessary for the contingent 
and incidental expenses of the city council, or of either branch 
thereof, nor, except as is otherwise provided in sections one and 
two, in the appointment or removal of any officers or subordinates 
for whose appointment and removal provision is hereinbefore 
made; but nothing in this section contained shall affect the 
powers or duties of the board of aldermen in relation to State 
aid to disabled soldiers and sailors, and to the families of those 
killed in the civil war. 

Sect. 13. All ordinances, rules, orders, resolutions, and votes 
of the city council of said city and of either branch thereof, and 
of the board of aldermen acting in a special capacity as a sepa- 
rate board, are annulled so far as they are inconsistent with the 
provisions of this act; and nothing herein shall affect the enforce- 
ment of the provisions of chapter three hundred and twenty of the 
acts of the year eighteen hundred and eighty-four, being an act 
to improve the civil service of the Commonwealth and the cities 
thereof, or of the rules made by the commissioners appointed 
thereunder ; and none of the provisions of this act, except those 
relating to the power of removal, shall affect the tenure of office 
of any person now holding any office or position in said city.

COMMONWEALTH OF MASSACHUSETTS. 
[Cuap. 312.] 
In the Year One Thousand Eight Hundred and LHighty-seven. 


AN ACT TO AUTHORIZE A LOAN FOR PAYMENT FOR LANDS 
HERETOFORE ACQUIRED FOR PUBLIC PARKS IN OR NEAR 
THE CITY OF BOSTON. 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives in General 
Court assembled, and by the authority of the same, as follows : — 
Section 1. For the purpose of paying for the lands heretofore 

acquired by the City of Boston for public parks, the City Council 

of said city may, by a vote passed in the manner provided by 
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section seven of chapter twenty-nine of the Public Statutes, 
authorize its treasurer to issue, from time to time, to the amount of 
four hundred thousand doilars, negotiable bonds or certificates of in- 
debtedness, payable in not exceeding fifty years from their date, 
and bearing interest at arate not excceding four per ceatum per 
annum, to be denominated on the face thereof Public Park Loan. 

Sect. 2. Said treasurer shall sell said bonds and certificates, 
or any part thereof, from time to time, and retain the proceeds 
thereof in the treasury of said city, and pay therefrom the ex- 
penses incurred for the purpose aforesaid. 

Srct. 8. The debt and loans authorized by this act shall not 
be included within the limit fixed by section two of chapter one 
hundred and seventy-eight of the Acts of the year eighteen hun- 
dred and eighty-five. 

Sect. 4. ‘This act shall take effect upon its passage.

In the Year One Thousand Eight Hundred and Eighty-seven. 


AN ACT TO ENLARGE THE AREA FOR THE PROPOSED 
MARINE PARK OF THE CITY OF BOSTON BETWEEN 
SOUTH BOSTON AND CASTLE ISLAND. 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives in General 
Court assembled, and by the authority of the same, as follows ; — 


Section 1. Chapter three hundred and sixty of the Acts of the 
year eigiteen hundred and eighty-five is hereby so amended, that 
the Board of Park Commissioners of the City of Boston, subject 
to the provisions of chapter nineteen of the Public Statutes, ex- 
cepting so much of section sixteen of said chapter nineteen as re- 
quires the payment into the treasury of compensation for the rights 
and privileges hereby granted in land of the Commonwealth, may 
make such excavation and filling, and erect and maintain such 
structures, in and over the area of tide-water at or near Dorches- 
ter Point in South Boston, which lies south of a line drawn 
parallel to and three hundred feet distant northerly from the 
northerly line of East First street extended easterly to Castle 
Island, and east of the westerly line to Q street extended north- 
erly to an intersection with said parallel line, and southerly 
into Old Harbor, as the said Board may deem necessary or desir- 
able for the purposes of a public park in accordance with the pro- 
visions of chapter one hundred and eighty-five of the Acts of the 
year eighteen hundred and seventy-five. 

Secr. 2. All lands of the Commonwealth which are occupied 
or enclosed under the provisions of this act shall be appropriated 
to and used solely for the purposes of a public park. 

Srecr. 8. This act shall take effect upon its passage.

more than fifty years, at a rate not exceeding three and one-half 
per cent. per annum. So much of said order of the City Council, 
approved Jan. 4, 1887, as is inconsistent with this order, is hereby 
rescinded.

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BOSTON BAY AND HARBOR. 


Boston Bay is the western end of Massachusetts Bay, and may be said to 
be included between Marblehead Neck and Strawberry Point. Between 
these two points the distance is about fifteen nautical miles, and the bay 
makes into the land about eleven miles. It is studded with islands and full 
of shoals and ledges. 

Two subdivisions of the bay, in its north-western part, are known as Nahant 
Bay and Broad Sound, which are separated from each other by the peninsula 
of Nahant, and its western part is Boston Harbor. The rest of the bay 
forms the approaches to Boston Harbor and the smaller harbors in the 
vicinity. 

Boston Harbor, as generally known, includes Dorchester, Quincy, and 
Hingham Bays, and the subordinate ports of Chelsea, Cambridge, Milton, 
Quincy, Weymouth, and Hingham. Its greatest length is about ten miles, 
and its width five miles. 

The entrance to Boston Harbor is between Deer Island on the north, and 
Point Allerton on the south, between which two points it is three miles and 
three-quarters wide. From the entrance to the Main Ship Channel, the dis- 
tance in a straight line to the city of Boston is about seven miles. 

The space between Point Allerton and Deer Island is full of islands, 
through and among which lead the several channels into Boston Harbor. Of 
these there are six in common use, viz.: The Broad Sound Channels, called 
respectively the North and South Channels; Hypocrite Channel; Black 
Rock Channel; Main Ship Channel, and Back or Western Way, —the 
Hypocrite Channel and the Back Way being used chiefly by vessels bound 
out. 


DESCRIPTION OF APPROACHES TO Boston HARBOR, AS SEEN FROM THE 
NorTHWARD. 


From Flying Point, the south-western extremity of Marblehead Neck, to 
Phillips’ Point, the north-eastern point of entrance to Nahant Bay, the direc- 
tion is WSW., and the distance two miles and three-eighths; but the shore- 
line between these two points curves away to the northward and around to 
the westward, thus forming a wide cove or bay. Marblehead Beach extends 
from Marblehead Neck, about W. 4 N., for five-eighths of a mile. 

It is a narrow sand-beach, which separates Marblehead Harbor from the 
sea, and the town is visible over it. At the western end of Marblehead 
Beach begin the hills, which come abruptly down to the water’s edge, and 
are from fifty to one hundred feet high. They are bare of all trees except 
fruit-trees, and are cleared and settled (partly by summer hotels and cot- 
tages). The high land continues in a WSW. direction for a mile, to the 
eastern end of Phillips’ Beach which extends to Phillips’ Point. This beach 
has a general course of SW. for about seven-eighths of a mile, and for half 
its length stretches at the foot of a low cliff, about twenty feet high. For 
the rest of the distance to Phillips’ Point, the land behind the beach is quite 
low and flat; but high wooded lands are visible in the distance. 
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Phillips’ Point is a high rocky point, the eastern half of which is from fifty 
to sixty feet high, mostly cleared and cultivated, and presenting a somewhat 
precipitous face. The western half is about eighty feet high, and is thickly 
wooded. On the south-western face are many houses, some of which are 
seaside hotels. ‘ 


NaAnHANT Bay. 


Phillips’ Point is the north-eastern point of entrance to Nahant Bay, which 
forms one of the smaller subdivisions of Boston Bay, and is nearly circular 
in form. It is contained between Phillips’ Point on the north-east, and the 
peninsula of Nahant on the south-west. Between these two points the bay 
is two miles and a half wide, and about two miles long to Lynn Beach, which 
separates it from Lynn Harbor. The village of Swampscott is situated on 
the northern shore of this bay, three-quarters of a mile W. from Phillips’ 
Point, and is a great summer resort. The eastern part of the town of Lynn 
occupies a portion of its north-western shores. 

Fishing Point, the first headland on the northern shore to the westward of 
Phillips’ Point, is a low, but prominent, rocky point, half a mile WNW. from 
Phillips’ Point. It is cleared and settled, being occupied by part of the 
village of Swampscott. The village itself presents quite a picturesque ap- 
pearance, being situated at the foot of steep wooded hills, which rise to a 
height of from one hundred to one hundred and fifty feet above sea-level. 
The rocky point upon which the main part of the settlement is built, is three- 
eighths of a mile above Fishing Point, and is called Blaney’s Point or Blaney’s 
Rock. 

To the westward of Blaney’s Rock will be seen the town of Lynn, with a 
long low Beach, called King’s Beach, extending in front of it. This beach 
is half a mile long, and is terminated by a low, bluff, rocky point, called Red 
Rock. This point is entirely bare of trees, and presents a somewhat precipi- 
tous face, —the effect of the washing of the sea. 

A quarter of a mile to the westward of Red Rock begins Lynn Beach, a 
narrow strip of sand, separating Nahant Bay from the harbor of Lynn. It 
extends in a S. by W. direction for a mile and a quarter to a high bluff, rocky 
head, called Little Nahant. The surface of this headland (which would be 
an island but for the narrow strip of beach connecting it with the main) is 
covered with grass, and has one or two trees upon it. Its eastern face is bold 
and steep, and is known as East Point, or, to distinguish it from the point of 
the same name to the south-eastward of it, Little Nahant East Point. 

On the south Little Nahant is connected with Nahant by a strip of beach, 
nearly half a mile long, called Little Nahant Beach. 

Nahant lies nearly E. and W., and is very irregular in shape. It is a high 
rocky peninsula, with a precipitous face to the eastward, and a mile and a 
half long. It is occupied by a settlement which is mainly composed of 
summer cottages. Its eastern extremity is called East Point, and is a bluff 
headland (called Nahant Head). The roads over the peninsula are planted 
with trees, which in summer present a beautiful appearance when seen from 
the southward. 

Nahant is a great summer resort, and steamers ply regularly between it 
and Boston during the season. The landings are on the southern side, in the 
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large cove formed by the curve of the southern shore, which is sometimes 
called Nahant Harbor. 

Seven-eighths of a mile NNE. from East Point is a bold rocky islet, 
sixty feet high, called Egg Rock. It is irregular in shape, lies nearly E. and 
W., is an eighth of a mile long, and on its summit is built the light-house, 
which is a guide to Swampscott Harbor. It rises from the keeper’s dwelling 
(a square white cottage, twenty-five feet high), and shows a fixed red light, 
of the fifth order of Fresnel, from a height of eighty-seven feet above sea- 
level, visible twelve miles. 


Broap Sounp. 


The entrance to Broad Sound is between Nahant and the bare rocky islets, 
called The Graves, which lie ina N. by E. and S. by W. direction outside of 
Green Island, and are very dangerous bare rocks, united into one ledge at 
low water, forming a group six hundred yards long. 

Broad Sound lies NW. and SE., is about five miles wide between Deer 
Island and Nahant, and about six miles long. At the head of the Sound is 
Lynn Harbor, the entrance to which is contained between Bass Point (on 
Nahant) and Chelsea Beach. On the east Broad Sound is separated from 
Nahant Bay by Lynn Beach, Little Nahant, and Nahant; and its northern 
shores are occupied by the city of Lynn, one of the great manufacturing 
towns of New England. On the west the boundaries are the famous Chelsea 
Beach (sometimes called Revere Beach), which, beginning at Pines Point, 
three-quarters of a mile to the south-westward of Lynn, runs in a SW. direc- 
tion for nearly three miles, and is not quite a hundred yards wide. The land 
behind it is salt-meadow, into which the firm ground extends like spurs; and 
here and there over the surface of this marsh appear groves of oak and pine 
trees, which will distinguish this part of the Sound from other parts of the 
bay, when viewed from seaward. (Many summer hotels and cottages now 
occupy the shore. ) 

At Pines Point, Chelsea Beach is a hundred yards wide; but back of the 
shore is a meadow, and behind that a grove of pine-trees, which give the 
name to the point. This point is on the southern side of the entrance to 
Chelsea Creek and Saugus River, both of which are shallow estuaries. 

The settlement called Centre Village (now Revere) occupies the high land 
back of the southern end of Chelsea Beach. 

Deer Island, which separates the entrance to Broad Sound from Boston 
Harbor, lies NNW. and SSE., is nearly a mile long, and a third of a mile 
wide, at its widest part. To a vessel approaching from the north-eastward 
it will appear as a long bare island, with a gently-sloping green hill having 
a flag-staff on its summit towards its eastern end; and this hill appears joined 
to another to the westward, which has a precipitous descent to seaward. The 
House of Industry, with its high cupola, appears on the western end of the 
island. On the eastern side of the hill, in the centre of the island, is a life- 
boat station, established by the Massachusetts Humane Society. Both the 
northern and southern ends of Deer Island are low, and covered with grass 
only; and there are no trees except those planted for ornamental purposes. 
On the north a channel, eighty yards wide, separates Deer Island from a low, 
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sandy point of the mainland, called Point Shirley. This passage is known 
as Shirley Gut, and is sometimes used by the steamers plying between Boston 
and Nahant. 

Point Shirley is the south-western extremity of a very long and narrow 
peninsula, mostly sand-beach, which extends ina 8.4 W. direction from the 
mainland to the southward of Chelsea Beach. The point itself forms a sort 
of flat head to this peninsula, lies NW. and SE., and is half a mile long and 
about a fifth of a mile wide. Taft’s Hotel is situated on this point. 

Winthrop’s Head is a precipitous headland, a hundred feet high, and bare 
of trees, situated half a mile NNE. from Point Shirley, and on the western 
side of the entrance to Broad Sound. The road from Point Shirley to Win- 
throp leads around the western side of this hill. To the northward of this 
head runs a sand-beach an eighth of a mile wide and half a mile long to the 
mainland, about a mile to the southward of Grover’s Cliff which is the most 
prominent point between Point Allerton and Nahant Ilead, and lies one 
and a fifth miles N. by E. from Winthrop’s Head. It is backed entirely by 
marsh, but the point itself is a precipitous headland, eighty feet high, and 
bare of trees. 

From Grover’s Cliff the shore-line runs about N. 4 W., for three-quarters of 
a mile, to the southern extremity of Chelsea Beach; and midway, between 
this point and Grover’s Cliff, is a hill a hundred feet high. The whole shore 
is bare of trees, but the hills are usually grassy and in many places are 
groups of summer cottages. The summit of the hill on the western end of 
Breed’s Island appears (when viewed from the eastward) over the sand- 
beach and marsh which separate Grover’s Cliff from the hills to the north- 
ward. The summit of this island is a hundred and fifty feet above the sea, 
and there are some few scattered trees, near the base of the hill, on the 
eastern side; but it is, for the most part, treeless and under cultivation. 

To the northward of Breed’s Island will appear Powder-horn Mountain, a 
hundred and eighty feet high, and the houses in the village of Winnissimmet 
(now Chelsea) will show over the low shore between the two hills. 


Lynn Harbor. 


On the northern side of Broad Sound are situated the harbor and city of 
Lynn. The land is low and marshy from the northern bank of Saugus River 
nearly across the head of the harbor, and it is also much cut up by coves and 
slues penetrating the marshes in every direction. In the north-eastern corner 
of the head of the harbor the line of marsh is narrow, and the wharves of the 
town extend over this marsh to the water’s edge. 

Lynn is chiefly celebrated for its shoe factories. The railroads have, how- 
ever, all of the transportation, and the harbor is very little used. 

The entrance to Lynn Harbor is between Chelsea Beach on the west and 
Bass Point, the western point of Nahant, on the east. It is two miles wide, 
but is so full of rocks and shoals as to leave only very narrow and shallow 
channels of approach, available only for light-draught vessels. The eastern 
shores are formed by Lynn Beach, the peninsula of Little Nahant, and 
Nahant. 

Bass Point, the south-western point of Nahant, is quite low, but high land 
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is seen behind it. From this point the shore-line runs N. 4 E. for a third of 
a mile to the West Cliffs, which, as their name implies, show an abrupt and 
precipitous face to the westward and are bare of trees. 

A quarter of a mile N. § I. from West Cliffs is the north-western end of 
Nahant, called Black Rock Point. The shore is low at this point, with high 
land behind it to the castward. Six hundred yards (a third of a mile) 
N.E. 3 N. from this point begins Little Nahant Beach. Little Nahant ap- 
pears to the northward of the beach, and is half a mile above Black Rock 
Point; and presents, when viewed from the southward and westward, a regu- 
lar and gradual slope from the water’s edge to a height of from eighty to 
ninety feet. The road to Lynn winds along the beach at its foot. Lynn 
Begch forms the rest of the eastern shore of the harbor, extending from Little 
Nahant to the mainland, a distance of a mile and a quarter. 

The city of Lynn occupies the northern shore of the harbor. On the 
south and south-west the town is bounded by extensive salt-marshes, which 
occupy the shore for distances varying from a quarter of a mile to a mile and 
a quarter back from the shore-line; but the settlements have gradually en- 
croached upon this extensive tract. On the south-west these marshes 
extend to Saugus River, which empties into Lynn Harbor between Tree Point 
(sometimes called Sow Point) on the north and Pines Point on the south. 
The entrance to this river is a quarter of a mile wide, but the channel is 
very narrow, and the best water is close under Pines Point. Four feet 
at mean low water may be carried up to the bridge of the Eastern Rail- 
road. 

Bayley’s Hill, which is a prominent landmark for Nahant Harbor, is a 
bluff steep head, about sixty or seventy feet high, situated on the southern 
side of Nahant, five hundred yards E. from Bass Point, and is bare of trees. 
It lies on the western side of Nahant Harbor, so called. 


Tue Broap Sounp CHANNELS. 


Besides Shirley Gut there are two channels leading into Boston Harbor 
from Broad Sound. The westernmost of these, which passes within less 
than half a mile of Deer Island, is called the North Channel. It is shoal 
and full of dangers, and is not fit for strangers. The eastern channel is 
called the South Channel, and is almost universally used by coasters of all 
sizes coming into Boston from the northward and north-eastward. 

The North Channel leads across Great and Little Faun bars, and is never 
used except by vessels of light draught. Its entrance is just to the westward 
of the entrance to the South Channel, and its course about SW. by W. 4 W. 
Vessels of lighter draught than ten feet, however, often bring Long Island 
Light-house to bear SW. by W. and run for it, which carries them safely 
across. Thirteen feet at mean low water can be carried across the two bars, 
but the channel is narrow and unsafe for strangers unless of very light 
draught. A shoal with ten fect lies to the eastward of Little Faun Bar buoy, 
and about two hundred and fifty yards from it. 

The South Channel, which is easy of access and has plenty of water at 
half-flood for vessels of the largest draught, comes into Broad Sound to the 
westward of Green Island. It is short and straight, its range is perfect, and 
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strangers may resort to it with safety. The course is SW. by W. 4 W. for 
Nix’s Mate Beacon until past Ram’s Head buoy. Then the channel turns to 
the westward and runs between Deer Island and Long Island into President's 
Roads. 

Vessels of light draught often steer SW. by W. for Long Island Light- 
house, crossing the shoals between the North and South channels. When 
coming from the vicinity of Cape Ann and intending to enter by the South 
Channel, the course is SW. by W. for Long Island Light-house until Egg 
Rock Light-house bears N. by E. 3 E., then steer tothe southward until Nix’s 
Mate Beacon is on with the middle of the northern and highest part of the 
Blue Hills, which is the range for the channel. From this position the 
entrance is easily recognized by a stranger, on referring to the view. 

The channel will appear open between Long Island Head and a long high 
island with a gently-sloping green surface, bare of trees, but having a flag- 
staff on its summit near its eastern end. Long [sland Head is easily recog- 
nized by its bold, bare, precipitous face, on which the light-house and keeper’s 
dwelling are seen. The other island with the gently-sloping hill is Deer 
Island. The hill on Deer Island appears to be joined to another at its 
northern end, which has an abrupt descent, forming a precipitous face. Over 
this high bluff will appear the public buildings. Both hills are on Deer 
Island, — the lowland connecting them not being visible at this distance. 

To the northward of Deer Island will be seen the open entrance to Shirley 
Gut; and the low sandy point, with houses upon it, which lies on the northern 
side of the opening, is Point Shirley. If the day be clear, Fort Winthrop 
on Governor’s Island, may be seen over the northern end of the point, ap- 
pearing as a square earth-work on a high smooth hill. To the northward of 
Point Shirley the high bare cliff which rises from the water, appearing like 
an island, is Winthrop’s Head. It is joined to Point Shirley by a strip of 
beach not visible at this distance. The city of Boston, with the dome of the 
State House in the centre, will show to the northward of this head. 

If the day be clear there may be seen in the distance, towering above the 
low hills that are visible to the northward of the city, a slim shaft or tower, 
looking like a tall gray chimney. This is Bunker-Hill Monument. Some 
distance to the northward will appear a high bare cliff apparently rising from 
the water. This is Grover’s Cliff, at the southern end of Chelsea Beach. 
Beyond this the land runs away towards Lynn, and then around to Nahant 
Head. 

To the southward of Deer Island will be seen Long Island; then Lovell’s 
Island in range with Gallup’s Island; then the white walls of Fort Warren 
in the distance; then Green Island and Little Calif Island at the entrance to 
Hypocrite Channel; then the high, bare, precipitous head of the Great 
Brewster, presenting a very singular appearance; then Middle Brewster, 
showing as a bare rocky island, and behind it Nantasket Hill, with a couple 
of steeples rising above it; and Boston Light-house will be in range with the 
eastern end of the Middle Brewster. 

‘The channel being open from the above bearing, the course for Nix’s Mate 
will lead safely in.

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HYpocriTtE CHANNEL. 


This is the first channel to the southward of the Broad Sound Channels. 
Its entrance lies between Green Island on the north and Little Calf Island on 
the south, and is three-eighths of a mile wide; but the channel itself is but 
three hundred yards wide between the curves of eighteen feet at low water, 
and is not recommended for strangers. Vessels entering by this channel pass 
to the northward of The Brewsters. 

From Green Island the channel continues to the westward about a mile and 
a half to what is called Ram’s Head, where it joins the South Channel of 
Broad Sound, and then nearly a mile farther to the westward towards Long 
Island Head, joining the Main Ship Channel off Nix’s Mate. There is not 
less than three and a half fathoms water throughout its entire length, but there 
are a good many sunken ledges, some of which are not buoyed. 

A vessel coming from the eastward and intending to enter this channel 
should,when in thirteen anda half fathoms, bring Boston Light-house to bear 
W. by S.%8S., and Egg Rock Light-house NNW. ‘The entrance will then 
bear nearly W., and will appear as follows :— 

On the southern side of the entrance the nearest land will be the Outer 
Brewster, which will appear quite differently from its description as given in 
the approaches to the Main Ship Channel. It will look much smaller, as this 
view is end on, and the high bare cliff on the northern end of the Great 
Brewster will show just clear of it to the southward. 

The low grassy island with its southern end on with the Outer Brewster is 
Calf Island. It is about thirty feet high at its northern end, appears some- 
what undulating in outline, is bare of trees, and has only one or two houses 
upon it, which are close to the southern end, and are not seen unless the 
island is open to the northward of the Outer Brewster. This southern end 
is only ten or fifteen feet high. 

Calf Island lies off the western end of Middle Brewster, from which its 
southern end is distant a little over three hundred yards, with a shoal passage 
between them unsafe for strangers. The island lies N. and §S., and is a 
little over six hundred yards long. From the point of view above mentioned 
the northern end will bear W. 4 S., distant three miles and an eighth. 

To the northward of Calf Island, and bearing W., will appear a little island 
about the same height as Calf Island, and also bare of trees. This is Little 
Calf Island, lying on the southern side of the entrance to Hypocrite Channel, 
and about one hundred yards in diameter. From Calf Island it lies NE. by 
N., an eighth of a mile distant, and there is no passage between them. 

To the northward of Little Calf Island (and the most northerly of the 
islands visible from this point of view) will appear a small island of moderate 
height, having an undulating surface and faced by whitish-looking rocks on 
its eastern side. This is Green Island. It lies on the northern side of the 
entrance to this channel, bears about W. 4 N., and is in range with the high 
land in the middle of Deer Island, the high cliff on the north-eastern face of 
the latter appearing just to the northward of Green Island. Itis bare of trees, 
lies nearly N. and S., and is an eighth of a mile long. From The Graves it 
bears WSW., one mile and a quarter, and from the eastern end of Outer 
Brewster NW. 4 N., one mile distant. 
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From the southern extremity of Green Island extends a line of bare rocks 
ina SW. by W. direction, about three hundred and fifty yards — its southern 
end marking the northern side of the entrance to Hypocrite Channel. 

Just clear of Green Island, to the northward, will appear the public build- 
ings on Deer Island, and north of these the other large buildings on Point 
Shirley, with the city of Boston in the distance behind it. North of Point 
Shirley the high cliffs of Winthrop’s Head and Grover’s Cliff will appear. 
As the low land between these heads will not show at this distance they will 
look like islands. 

On entering Hypocrite Channel the southern point of Deer Island will ap- 
pear ahead as a long, gently-sloping green hill, having a flag-staff on its sum- 
mit, and the square red pyramidal beacon to the southward\of it is Deer 
Island Point Beacon. This beacon is on Deer Island Point, and vessels 
must pass to the southward of it. 

A little to the southward of Deer Island Point Beacon will be seen in the 
distance North Spectacle Island, showing as a smoothly-outlined hillock with 
precipitous faces, and next to this the high cliff of Long Island Head, with 
the light-house and keeper’s dwelling on the summit. Nearly in range with 
the Almshouse on Long Island, and a little to the southward of the Head, 
Nix’s Mate Beacon may be seen; and the northern end of Lovell’s Island 
will mark the southern side of the passage. 

This is the appearance presented by the South Channel when viewed from 
the entrance to Hypocrite Channel, between Green and Little Calf islands. 


DESCRIPTION OF APPROACHES TO Boston HARBOR ASSEEN FROM THE 
SouTHWARD. 


A mariner coming from the vicinity of Cape Cod, and bound to Boston, 
will notice, as a most conspicuous object on approaching the shore, a tall 
gray light-tower, apparently standing in the water at some distance from the 
land. This is Minot’s Ledge Light-house, built on the outermost of the 
Cohasset Rocks, on what is called the Outer Minot, a ledge bare at low water. 
The tower is of granite, with a bronze lantern on top. It is one hundred feet 
high, and shows a fixed white light, of the second order of Fresnel, from a 
height of ninety-two feet above the sea, visible sixteen miles. 

From Minot’s Ledge to the shore lie the Cohasset Rocks, a great number 
of sunken and bare ledges, through and among which winds what is called 
the Gangway passage. Strangers must never attempt to pass in-shore of the 
light-house. Many of the ledges are not buoyed, and among those that are 
so marked a stranger would certainly get confused and run ashore. 

Strawberry Point, the most easterly point of Boston Bay, lies one mile 
SW. by S. from Minot’s Ledge Light-house, and marks the southern limits of 
the bay. It will appear, on approaching Minot’s Ledge, as a low grassy 
point, with groups of houses here and there upon its surface, and among 
them a large hotel. Partly wooded hills will be seen behind the point and to 
the eastward of it. The deep cove which opens on the western side of the 
point, on passing to the westward of the light-house, is Cohasset. Harbor. 
The southern shores of this harbor are low, but there is high land back of 
them, which, showing over the low land, gives the appearance of a hilly 
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country. The western shores are hilly and partly wooded, and the town of 
Cohasset is situated at the foot of these hills. 

Passing to the westward, the country will be found quite hilly and wooded. 
Sand hillocks are also seen here and there near the beaches. The shore- 
line is much cut up by coves and indentations, and small islets lie at intervals 
along the shore. 

Half a mile to the north-eastward of Cohasset Entrance is a strip of sand- 
beach about three hundred and twenty-five yards long, which occupies what 
was formerly the entrance to a large cove of irregular shape, now known as 
Old Harbor. The beach having formed across the entrance makes of the 
former cove a pond. 

A little over a mile and a quarter WNW. from Cohasset Entrance is an 
oblong hill fifty feet high, bare of trees and covered with grass, called Green 
Hill. Two bare rocky islets, called the Black Rocks, lie NE. by E. from 
this hill from a quarter to half a mile off. There is no passage between them 
and the hill. A life-boat station, established under the auspices of the Massa- 
chusetts Humane Society, lies ESE. from Green Hill, distant half a mile. 

From Green Hill to the westward, a low shore is passed, bounded bya 
narrow strip of sand-beach, behind which extend large salt-meadows. The 
higher and wooded lands lie still farther back, in no place approaching the 
beach nearer than three-eighths of a mile. This low shore extends from the 
base of Green Hill, a little over half a mile in a NW. by W. direction, to the 
foot of a group of bare hills, called the Rockland Hills, separating the low 
lands between them and Green Hill from the great Nantasket Beach, which 
begins at the foot of their western slopes and extends in an unbroken line 
two miles and three-quarters NNW. to the base of Point Allerton. 

The Rockland Hills are from eighty to ninety feet high and bare of trees. 
Two large summer hotels, the Atlantic and the Rockland houses, are built 
upon their summits, and serve to distinguish them. 

When abreast of these hills the beacon on Harding’s Ledge will be plainly 
discernible to the northward, and about a mile off. It is an iron spindle, 
painted black, and carrying a day mark consisting of a ring or wheel four 
feet in diameter, set horizontally, with twelve wooden pendants attached to 
the rim. The bell-buoy will appear a little to the eastward of the spindle. 

Nantasket Beach, as before mentioned, extends in a NNW. direction to 
Point Allerton. It separates a large shallow bay, called Hingham Bay, from 
the ocean, and is at no point more than half a mile wide. Several grassy 
hills rise at intervals just back of the beach, the most prominent of which are 
Sagamore Head, White Head, and Strawberry Hill. 

Sagamore Head is grassy, eighty feet high, and has several houses upon 
it. Four hundred yards to the northward of it rises White Head, a bare hil- 
lock, only forty-five feet high. Three hundred yards N. of White Head there 
is a hut of refuge, established by the Massachusetts Humane Society. Nearlya 
mile farther to the northward rises a smooth green hill, bare of trees, and 
showing a single house upon its summit. This is Strawberry Hill, and is one 
hundred feet high. At its base is another life-boat station, established by the 
same society. 

The high bare cliff seen to the northward of Strawberry Hill is Point Aller- 
ton, the southern point of entrance to the Main Ship Channel. ‘The land, rising 
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abruptly from the water to a peak, then descending to a small low valley, 
and then rising again toa height of one hundred and fifteen feet, forms a head 
of very peculiar appearance. The southern part of the point is a round hill, 
bare of everything except grass, and with perpendicular faces. There is a 
life-boat station in the valley between the northern point and the high cliff to 
the southward, and a hut of refuge on the beach, three hundred and twenty- 
five yards from the base of the hill. (Many summer cottages are now built 
along the shore and on the hills.) 

On passing Harding’s Ledge Beacon, Boston Light-house will be seen 
directly ahead and on with the southern end of a remarkable looking island, 
which looks like Point Allerton, except that the high, round hill is at its 
northern end, and the sharp peak, like the pommel of a saddle, at its southern 
end; but the perpendicular cliffs and the grassy surface are exactly similar to 
those on Point Allerton. This is the Great Brewster. (See View of Main 
Entrance.) So exactly similar has been the action of the sea on this island 
and Point Allerton that they appear as if they had formerly been joined 
together and afterwards separated by some great convulsion of nature. 

To the eastward of the Great Brewster will appear two bare rocky islands, 
lying nearly E. and W. of each other. These are the Middle and Outer 
Brewsters. They are merely masses of black rock from fifty to sixty feet 
high, lying on the northern side of the Main Entrance. 

The City of Boston, with the dome of the State House rising above the rest 
of the houses, will be seen in the distance to the westward of the light-house. 
The two bare islands just to the left are Lovell’s Island and Gallup’s Island; 
and Fort Warren is plainly visible just to the northward of Point Allerton. 


Main Suip CHANNEL. 


The entrance to this channel is between Light-house Island on the north, 
and Point Allerton on the south, and is a mile and an eighth wide; which 
width it holds for a little over a mile and a quarter, when it contracts at the 
Narrows to a little more than a quarter of a mile. The course is first about 
W. fora mile and an eighth; then NW. through the Narrows, between Nar- 
rows Light-house (on Spit Bar) and George’s Island (on which Fort Warren 
is built); then NW. by N. between Lovell’s Island and Gallup’s Island for 
three-quarters of a mile, until up with Nix’s Mate Beacon; then NW. towards 
Deer Island, joining the Broad Sound Channels; then W. 4 N. through 
President’s Roads, passing to the southward of Deer Island and to the north- 
ward of Long Isiand and the Spectacle Islands; and then between NW. 4 N. 
and NW. by W. upto the city, passing between Governor’s Island on the north 
and Castle Island on the south. The whole distance by this channel from 
the entrance to the anchorage off the city is seven and a half nautical 
miles. 

On approaching Boston Main Entrance from the northward or eastward, 
the first prominent object met with will be the Outer Brewster, a bare rocky 
island, the easternmost of the group lying on the northern side of the Main 
Ship Channel. 

The Outer Brewster is a mass of black rock, presenting a very rugged 
appearance, and destitute of all vegetation. It lies E. and W., is about a 
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third of a mile long, sixty feet high at its highest part, and its shores are 
bold-to; but there are outlying reefs to the eastward of it. There is a soli- 
tary house on the northern side. 

About three hundred yards to the westward of Outer Brewster lies Middle 
Brewster, separated from the former by a narrow and dangerous passage 
called Flying Place, which is full of shoals and unfit for strangers. Middle 
Brewster lies E. and W., is a third of a mile long and about fifty feet high. 
It is a mass of bare rock, destitute of vegetation, but presenting a somewhat 
less rugged appearance than that of the Outer Brewster. A spit or reef 
makes out in a SW. direction from its western end, and a similar bar extends 
in a NE. direction from the Great Brewster, nearly meeting the former, and 
leaving a very shallow passage, a hundred and fifty yards wide and full of 
shoals, between the two bars. It is only available at high water, and then 
only by those well acquainted with the dangers. 

When nearly up with the Outer Brewster, and bound in by the Main Ship 
Channel, there will be seen to the southward of that island and to the east- 
ward of Boston Light-house, a group of bare rocky islets stretching in an E. 
and W. direction. These are the Shag or Egg Rocks. They lie on the 
northern side of the entrance to the Main Ship Channel, half a mile to the 
southward of the Brewsters, and the same distance to the eastward of Boston 
Light-house. The rocks are from twenty to twenty-five feet above high 
water, extending in an KE. and W. direction for a third of a mile, and are 
pretty bold-to. 

Three hundred yards W. of the western end of the Egg Rocks, and on the 
northern side of the entrance, will be seen a low rocky islet of irregular 
shape, upon which stands a large light-tower with its accompanying dwelling- 
house and bell-tower. This is Light-house Island (sometimes called Little 
Brewster Island), and the tower is called Boston Light-house. It is a circular 
tower of rough stone, eighty feet high, with a black lantern on top, from 
which is shown a revolving white hght, of the second order of Fresnel, from 
a height of one hundred and eleven feet above the sea. The flashes are at 
intervals of half a minute, and the light is visible in ordinary weather seven- 
teen miles. Connected with the light-house is an air-trumpet for foggy 
weather, giving blasts seven seconds long at intervals of forty-three seconds. 

About eight hundred yards NNW. of Light-house Island (with which it is 
connected by a long bar or sand-spit, bare at low water) lies a very peculiar- 
looking island, about a hundred feet high, and presenting a precipitous face to 
seaward. This is the Great Brewster. Its very remarkable shape renders it a 
landmark not to be mistaken, but this shape can be more readily explained by 
a reference to the view of the Main Entrance. This island lies nearly NE. 
and 8.W., and is three-eighths of a mile long. Its northern point is high and 
steep, and the land gradually rises toward the southward, attaining its 
greatest height about half-way between the northern and southern points. It 
then descends regularly aimost to a level with the water, and again rises with 
an equal regularity to the southern point, which is nearly as high as the 
northern end. The whole of this sea-face is a precipitous water-worn 
cliff. The summit is smooth and grassy, but bare of trees. 

From the south-western end of the Great Brewster a long, dry sand-spit or 
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bar extends to the westward for three-quarters of a mile, to the Narrows. 
This is called Spit Bar, or Brewster Bar. 

Point Allerton, on the southern side of the Main Entrance is avery con- 
spicuous headland. It presents an appearance exactly similar to the Great 
Brewster (except that the northern end of the point is the lower), and its 
highest point is about midway between its northern and southern ends. It is 
a bare hill, one hundred and fifteen feet high, presenting a steep water-worn 
cliff-like face to the eastward. Its northern point being separated from 
the main hill by low land (asin the case of the Great Brewster) gives a 
very peculiar appearance to the head. (See view of Main Entrance.) The 
summit of Point Allerton is grassy, but bare of trees, and the sea-face is 
protected by a wall of granite. 

At Point Allerton the southern shores of the Main Entrance turn abruptly 
to the westward. A narrow strip of beach, known as Stony Beach, half a 
mile long and forty yards wide, connects the western end of the hill with the 
high land of Hull. This land is formed by two or three regularly sloping hills, 
from one hundred to one hundred and twenty-five feet high, called Nan- 
tasket Hills. They are covered only with grass. On the highest there is 
an ancient earth-work of considerable size, and the remains of a redoubt 
may be discerned on the summit of the other. The lower hills present per- 
pendicular cliff-like faces on their northern sides. 

The village of Hull is built on the south-western sides of these hills. From 
seaward, parts of it may be seen, but after entering the harbor the hills 
hide all but one or two of the highest steeples until to the westward of the 
cliffs and approaching Hull Gut, when the village will appear over the low 
land. 

On the northern side of the channel, to the westward of Great Brewster, 
lies Spit or Brewster Bar; and on the western extremity of this bar will be 
seen an iron screw-pile light-house, called Narrows Light-house. It shows a 
fixed red light, of the fifth order of Fresnel, from a height of forty-six feet 
above the sea, and is visible ten miles. The light-house is painted brown. 

Spit Bar, about three hundred yards E. of Narrows Light-house, sends off 
an arm in a south-easterly direction for an eighth of a mile, on the end of 
which is built a granite beacon surmounted by an iron spindle and cage, all 
painted red. This arm is False Spit, and the beacon is False Spit Beacon. 
In coming up the Main Ship Channel, when abreast of this beacon haul up 
to the north-westward to pass through the Narrows. This course leaves 
Narrows Light: house to the eastward, and a low island, entirely occupied by 
a granite fort, to the westward. This island is George’s Island, and the fort 
is Fort Warren. The island lies N. by W. and S. by E., is three hundred 
and fifty yards wide, and alittle over six hundred long. It is altogether occu- 
pied by the fort, which is a casemated granite work, surmounted by traverses 
of earth, and faced by earth-work water-batteries. The citadel or central 
house of the fort, which appears above the parapet when approaching it 
closely, is a mile and three-quarters W. 4 S. from Boston Light-house. 
Boston is six miles (by the channel) above Fort Warren. 

The Black Rock Channel here opens to the north-eastward, between Nar- 
rows Light-house and Lovell’s Island. This island lies on the eastern side of 
the Narrows, a quarter of a mile to the north-westward of Narrows Light- 
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house, and the same distance to the north-eastward of Fort Warren. It is 
very irregular in shape, and not over thirty or forty feet high in its highest 
part, which is near the centre. Its length is a little over half a mile, and its 
width varies from two hundred and fifty yards (at its southern end) to five 
hundred (near the middle). 

Lovell’s Island lies NW. and SE., and is bold-to on its south-western side ; 
but its eastern and northern shores are obstructed by long ledges and exten- 
sive flats. There are two or three buildings and a wharf used by the United 
States Government for a buoy station on the south-western shore, near the 
northern end of the island. 

On the western side of the channel, and directly opposite Lovell’s Island, 
is Gallup’s Island, narrow and bare of trees, and with a somewhat precipitous 
face on its northern side. It lies nearly E. and W., is over eight hundred 
yards long, and not quite three hundred wide near its western end, where it 
is widest. Its eastern end is a low, narrow sand-point. The cliff and sea- 
face of this island are protected from the action of the water by a granite sea- 
wall nearly a mile long. There is a group of buildings and a wharf used for 
Quarantine purposes on the southern side of the island, but they are not 
visible from the Narrows. 

From the western end of Gallup’s Island shoal water extends in a northerly 
direction for three-eighths of a mile. On this is built a large black beacon, 
called Nix’s Mate Beacon, which will be seen a little open to the westward 
when passing between Lovell’s and Gallup’s islands. It is a pyramidal granite 
beacon, painted black, having eight sides, and stands upon a large square 
granite base, — marking the centre of Nix’s Mate Shoal and the junction of 
the Main with the Broad Sound Channels. 

When nearly up with Nix’s Mate Beacon the course is NW. for another 
square granite pyramid, painted red. This is on the northern side of the Broad 
Sound Channels, and is called Deer Island Point Beacon. It is built on the 
extreme southern point of Deer Island, which is covered at one-third flood. 
Preparations are being made by the United States Government to place a 
light-house on this point. 

The large island alittle open to the eastward, which shows as a bare, green 
smoothly-sloping hill, somewhat broken at its westward end by water-worn 
cliffs, is Deer Island. The wharf at Point Shirley and some of the houses 
on that point are just visible to the westward of the cliffs. 

On coming abreast of Nix’s Mate, Deer Island Beacon will come in range 
with a low island about two miles and a half off, and having several large 
spreading trees upon it. This is Apple Island. It is circular in shape, of 
moderate height, and about an eighth of a mile in diameter; lies midway 
between Point Shirley and Governor’s Island, and is surrounded by flats. 
The range of this island and Deer Island Beacon is one of the Main Ship 
Channel marks. 

After passing Nix’s Mate the channel turns to the westward between Deer 
Island Beacon on the north, and a high, precipitous head, with a light-house 
on it, on the south. This head, which shows a steep, water-worn cliff to the 
northward and eastward, is called Long Island Head, and is the northernmost 
point of Long Island, which lies on the southern side of the main channel, 
and is about a mile and a half long, and from one hundred and fifty to six 
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hundred yards wide. It extends ina NE. and SW. direction, with an undu- 
lating surface, and is bare of trees except in the neighborhood of the city 
almshouse. | 

From the middle of the channel, after passing Nix’s Mate, this island will 
appear as a round hill, about eighty feet high, with perpendicular faces; 
in other words, only Long Island Head will show, the rest of the island being 
hidden by it. On the summit appear the light-house and keeper’s dwelling, 
and the top of the almshouse building shows over thie hill. 

The light-house on the Head is an iron tower, painted white, twenty-seven 
feet high, and shows a fixed white light, of the fourth order of Fresnel, from 
a height of one hundred and twenty-one fect above the sea, visible sixteen 
miles. 

Seen from the southward and eastward, Long Island presents quite a differ- 
ent appearance from that just described. Its full length and undulating 
surface is then seen, and will be described in its proper place. 

On passing the head a granite sea-wall will be seen facing it. It is of great 
strength, and is twenty-one hundred feet in length. 

Passing Long Island Head, the channel continues to the westward, through 
what is called President’s Roads; and to the southward of the course will 
appear two islands of moderate height, with perpendicular faces, and lying 
N. and 8. of each other. These are Spectacle Islands, or The Spectacles, 
as they are commonly called. They lie close together, and at low water are 
joined by a dry sand-bar. The northern island lies nearly E. and W., is 
seven hundred yards long and sixty-five feet high, with cliff-like faces, worn 
by the action of the water. The southern island is nearly square, being four 
hundred and fifty yards in diameter. It is sixty-five feet high at its highest 
point, and, like the northern island, its faces are precipitous except on the 
southern side, where the shore is low and sandy. 

The Spectacles lie on the eastern side of the entrance to Back or Western 
Way. There is a passage between these islands and Long Island, often used 
by coasters, but it is unsafe for strangers. The water is shoal except on their 
northern side. 

When past the Spectacles, on the way through President’s Roads, a large 
island, presenting a precipitous face to the northward, and having a group 
of large houses on its summit, will open to the westward of them. This is 
Thompson’s Island, which lies off the entrance to Neponset River, and on 
the western side of entrance to Back or Western Way. ‘The island lies 
ENE. and WSW., and is a mile long. The group of buildings visible on its 
highest point, surrounded by ornamental grounds, is occupied by a Farm 
School, They stand near the middle of the island, where the land rises to 
a height of seventy-five feet. It is this group of buildings that is seen from 
the Main Channel, showing between the Spectacles. Nearly all the rest of 
the island is low land. 

When fairly past the Spectacles the channel turns to the north-westward, 
and passes between Governor’s Island on the north and Castle Island on the 
south. 

Castle Island, easily recognized by Fort Independence, which is built upon 
it, is a small low island, lying about half a mile to the eastward of Dorches- 
ter or City Point and about a mile NW. of the Spectacles. The fort, which 
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occupies the whole of the island, is a regular work, built of granite, and 
surmounted by sod traverses. There is a passage between Castle Island and 
Dorchester Point, but it is not safe for strangers. The shore of the island 
on the channel side is protected from the action of the sea by a strong sea- 
wall. 

Governor’s Island lies on the northern side of the channel, a little over 
half a mile from Castle Island. It is of irregular shape, about half a mile 
long, and about seventy feet high at its highest point. The hill at its western 
end is covered with earth-works, known as Fort Winthrop. The south-east- 
ern part of the island is much lower, and has a few small water-batteries 
near the shore. Flats extend from itin an ESE. direction for one mile, and 
are bare at low water; but an excellent channel, in which there is not less 
than three fathoms at low water, leads between it and Apple Island. 

President’s Roads, a wide and good anchorage, forming the Middle Harbor 
of Boston, is contained between Governor’s Island Flats and Apple Island 
Flats on the north, Deer Island on the east, Long Island and the Specta- 
cles on the south, and Castle and Governor’s islands on the west. It is, 
within these limits, a mile and three-quarters long and nearly three-quarters 
of a mile wide. 

To the westward of Governor’s and Castle islands lies the Inner Harbor, 
which includes all that portion which lies abreast of the town up to Charles- 
town wharves. 

South Boston, a large, high, and well-settled peninsula, forms the south- 
eastern extremity of Boston. It lies E. and W., and is two miles long. Its 
eastern end is called Dorchester or City Point. Houses are thickly clustered 
over the whole surface of the peninsula, and upon the highest point is a very 
conspicuous building with a cupola. This is the Blind Asylum, and is one of 
the marks for coming in by the Hypocrite Channel. . 

On the southern side of Dorchester Point is Dorchester Bay, which forms 
the approach to Neponset River, Thompson’s Island forming the eastern side 
of the bay. On the west, low marsh-lands join the peninsula to the main- 
land at Dorchester. On the north and north-west, South Boston is separated 
from Boston proper by a narrow but deep channel, called Fort Point Channel, 
which leads into South Bay. 

The city of Boston is built upon a peninsula which extends from the main- 
land ina NE. direction. This peninsula lies between Fort Point Channel and 
Charles River, the city being washed on three sides. Immediately opposite 
to the northeastern extremity of Boston, and on the northern side of the 
Inner Harbor, lies East Boston, built on Noddles Island. This island was 
originally composed of salt-meadow, except at its ends, where the land is 
higher; but large portions of it have been reclaimed and built upon. The 
island lies on the eastern side of the harbor, and is separated from Charles- 
town by the Mystic River, and from the city of Chelsea by a narrow and 
shallow stream, called Chelsea River. Bridges connect it with the mainland 
to the northward. 

Between Charlestown and East Boston is the confluence of the Charles and 
Mystic Rivers. The former runs to the eastward between Cambridge, East 
Cambridge, and Charlestown on the north, and Boston on the south. Its 
channel is very intricate and narrow, and is crossed by several bridges. The 
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Mystic takes its rise at Medford, three miles and a half above its mouth, and 
flows through a very crooked channel, but with a general direction about SE. 
to the eastern extremity of Charlestown. Here it is crossed by a bridge, 
called Chelsea Bridge, connecting Charlestown with Chelsea. At the bridge 
the Mystic runs about SSW. and joins the Charles at its junction with the 
Inner Harbor. 

The United States Navy Yard occupies nearly all of the eastern shore-line 
of Charlestown. It is very conspicuous on account of its large ship-houses, 
foundries, smoke-stacks, and large granite buildings. 

The Inner Harbor is irregular in shape, and has extensive flats, but a deep 
channel. It is about two miles long, and at its widest part, just off South 
Boston, is a mile in width; while at its narrowest, between Boston and East 
Boston, it is only a quarter of a mile wide. Extensive flats fill the large bight 
between South Boston and the eastern extremity of Boston proper, and are 
called South Boston Flats. These flats are now being reclaimed and built 
upon, extending the wharf-line to the edge of the channel; and when this 
is done the Inner Harbor will in no place have a greater width than half a 
mile. 


GOVERNOR’S IsLAND CHANNEL. 


This channel, which is only fit for steamers, begins at the eastern end of 
Governor’s Island Flats, and runs ina WNW. direction, between.Governor’s 
Island and Apple Island, for a little over a mile and a half; then, turning 
abruptly to the southward, it runs between Bird Island and Governor’s Island 
into the Main Channel, which it joins a little above the Upper Middle. It is 
crooked at its western end and narrow at both ends; but a steamship can 
carry not less than nineteen and a half feet, at mean low water, throughout 
its entire length up to the East Boston wharves. It is very well buoyed, 
there being but one danger left unmarked. 


Back OR WESTERN Way. 


This channel is used on the ebb, in light winds, to avoid being set out into 
the Sound at Nix’s Mate, or into Black Rock Channel, at the south-eastern 
end of Lovell’s Island. The entrance is between Thompson’s Island and the 
Spectacles, whence it passes between the south-western end of Long Island 
and Moon Head; then, turning abruptly to the north-eastward, passes along 
the eastern shore of Long Island, between it and Rainsford Island, and 
thence towards George’s Island into Inner Nantasket Roads. With care, this 
channel is safe even for strangers. 

When abreast of the black buoy on Castle Rocks the entrance will bear 
SSE. A little to the westward of this bearing will be seen the precipitous 
face of Thompson’s Island. It is surrounded by flats and shoals, which, on 
its eastern side, extend off to a distance of three-quarters of a mile, with less 
than six feet at low water; but on its western side it is much bolder, and may 
be approached (if bound into Neponset River) within three hundred and fifty 
yards. 

To the southward of Thompson’s Island lies the peninsula of Squantum; 
and from the south-eastern end of the former a long and narrow sand-spit 
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extends nearly S. by E. for five hundred yards, its southern end being within 
seventy-five yards of Squantum. Thus the island is nearly joined to the 
mainland, and there is no passage between them at low water. 

On the eastern side of the entrance will be seen the Spectacle Islands, 
which will be nearly in range from this point of view. They are two islands 
of moderate height, bare of trees, and joined at low water by a dry bar. 
The northern island is sixty-five feet high, with cliff-like faces worn by the 
action of the water. On coming up with it there will be seen a group of 
buildings and a wharf on its southern end, where there is a low sand-point. 
The southern island, on approaching it, will be seen to be equally bare with 
the North Spectacle, but not so steep, although its height at the summit is the 
same. The northern face of this island is as precipitous as that of the North 
Spectacle, but this side is not visible from the Back Way. On the southern 
side the shore is low and sandy. Here there is a wharf making out to the 
edge of the channel from the western shore of the South Spectacle near 
its southern end. 

When past the Spectacles on the SSE. course, Moon Island will appear on 
the western side of the channel, and Long Island on the eastern side. Moon 
Island cannot fail to be recognized by reason of its high, bare, precipitous 
head, called Moon Head, which forms its eastern end. Viewed from near 
the Spectacles it will look like an extension of the eastern face of Squantum. 

Moon Island lies E. by N. and W. by S., and is three-quarters of a mile 
long. The Head, which is eighty-five feet high, forms the principal part of 
the island. The city sewerage reservoirs occupy its western slope; and the 
sewer embankment, extending about W. over one-third of a mile, joins it to 
the peninsula of Squantum, whose rugged hills appear to the westward of 
Moon Island. 

Opposite to Moon Head appears, on the eastern side of the channel, the 
south-western extremity of Long Island, presenting a bare hill fifty feet high, 
with precipitous face. To the northward of this hill the surface slopes regu- 
larly almost to sea-level: rises again to a height of twenty or thirty feet; 
then falls again, and so continues, presenting a series of elevations and de- 
pressions, the hills varying from fifty to ninety feet in height. The highest 
land on the island is about midway between its northern and southern ends, 
where a smooth green hill rises to a height of ninety feet. On the northern 
slopes of this hill will be seen —on passing to the southward of Spectacle 
Islands — the City Almshouse; and here is a large wharf used as a steamboat- 
landing. Still farther to the northward rises Long Island Head, eighty feet 
high, with the light-house on its summit. It will appear like a separate island, 
the land between it and the base of the hill, upon which the Almshouse is 
built, being so low as to be scarcely perceptible. 

The channel passing between Moon Head and Long Island leads directly 
towards a bare precipitous head, with water-worn face, behind which rises a 
still higher hill, smooth and grassy, but not so steep. The high hill is Quincy 
Great Hill; the smaller head in range with it is Nut Island. The latter, sixty 
feet high, is two miles to the south-eastward of Moon Head, and lies on the 
eastern side of Quincy Bay. 

To the southward and a little to the westward of Nut Island, and about 
three-quarters of a mile off, will appear a low, bare, rocky islet with one 
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or two huts upon it. This is Hangman’s Island, which lies in the middle of 
the entrance to Quincy Bay, about midway between Moon Island and Nut 
Island, and is surrounded by shoals. ‘To the north-eastward of this island 
and in range with the western end of Peddock’s Island will appear a large 
beacon of open-work, with a granite base, and surmounted by a staff and 
eage. This is on Sunken Island, and is one of the guides to the approaches 
to Weymouth Fore River. Neither this ledge nor Hangman’s Island is in 
the way of vessels bound out by the Back Way. 

When well past the south-western end of Long Island the channel turns 
abruptly to the north-eastward along the eastern face of that island, between 
it and Rainsford Island. This will appear as a low island, nearly bare of 
trees, but having several groups of buildings upon it, and a long wharf 
making off from its southern end. The buildings, which formerly belonged 
to the Quarantine Station, which was established upon this island, are now 
used for almshouse purposes, and are partially concealed by trees planted 
around them for ornament and shade. ‘To the southward of the western end 
of the island a long ledge of bare rocks will be seen extending in a southerly 
direction a considerable distance. These are the Quarantine Rocks, and are 
among the principal obstructions to the entrance to Weymouth. 

The course to the north-eastward leads directly towards the western end 
of Gallup’s Island, which, from this point of view, will show as low, gently- 
sloping land, with the Quarantine buildings close to the shore, and a wharf 
making out to the southward and westward. Nix’s Mate Beacon will appear 
a little to the northward of the course, and Long Island Light-house still 
farther to the westward. 

When past the eastern end of Rainsford Island the channel turns to the east- 
ward, the course leading directly for the southern angle of Fort Warren 
on George’s Island, until within three-eighths of a mile of it, when it turns 
to the southward, leading directly towards a high bare hill, on the western 
slopes of which will be seen the village of Hull. This is Nantasket Hill. 
This course leads into Nantasket Roads, after which the directions for the 
Main Ship Channel must be followed. 


OTHER PassaGEs 1n Boston HARBor. 


There is a deep and unobstructed passage with not less than five fathoms 
leading between George’s Island and Gallup’s Island. Vessels passing up the 
Narrows on the flood-tide may, if the wind be light, be set through this pas- 
sage. In such acase they will find good anchorage anywhere to the south- 
ward of Gallup’s Island, or to the westward of George’s Island. If such a 
vessel be of light draught, she may avail herself of a channel with ten feet at 
mean low water which leads to the northward, between Nix’s Mate and Long 
Island Head, into the Main Ship Channel. 

A channel, called Sculpin Ledge Channel, leads from President’s Roads 
into the Back or Western Way, and is commonly used by vessels bound to 
Quincy and Weymouth. It is good for eleven feet at mean low water. The 
channel lies nearest to Long Island, extensive shoals making off from the 
eastern shore of the Spectacles. 
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Biack Rock CHANNEL. 


This is a narrow channel which leads from the Main Ship Channel in a NE. 
direction, between Lovell’s Island and Narrows Light-house, into Hypocrite 
Channel. It is dangerous, and is never used by large vessels unless there is 
ice in the Narrows. The south-eastern side of this passage is marked by Spit 
Bar; the north-western side by the shoals on the eastern side of Lovell’s 
Island. Strangers must not attempt it. 


SuIrLteEY Got. 


This narrow and intricate passage is only fit for steamers, and must never 
be attempted by strangers, under any circumstances. Thirteen feet at mean 
low water may be taken through it under the guidance ofa pilot; but the 
channel is crooked and dangerous, with a swift current. It leads between 
Point Shirley and Deer Island, and is about one hundred and fifty yards 
wide. 


DorRcHESTER Bay. 


This large shallow bay lies between South Boston on the north; the shores 
of Dorchester, including Old Harbor Point and Savin Hill, on the west; 
Commercial Point and Squantum Meadows on the south, and Squantum 
Head and Thompson’s Island on the east. A channel, carrying about two 
fathoms at mean low water in its most shallow part, enters the bay near 
Thompson’s Island, and runs in a south-westerly direction to the Cow 
Pasture Flats, which make off from the southerly side of Old Harbor Point. 
From the point of these flats it runs to the westward until past Farm Point 
Bar, where it turns to the southward and enters Neponset River. 

From Dorchester Point, the eastern point of the peninsula of South Boston, 
the shore of the bay runs to the westward a mile and a quarter, then turns to 
the southward for nearly half a mile, and then to the eastward into a long 
marshy point, called Old Harbor Point, thus forming a large but shallow 
cove, dry at low water, and called Old Harbor. A small cove, also dry at 
low water, makes in on the southern side of Old Harbor Point, between it 
and a steep, partially-wooded hill, one hundred feet high, and called Savin 
Hill. The shore extends to the eastward from the base of this hill into a long 
narrow sand-point, called Savin Point or Fox Point. (The City Sewerage 
Pumping Station and Bay State Gas Works are on Old Harbor Point ) 

On the southern side of Savin Hill another large cove makes in, the 
shores of which are thickly settled. It is dry at low water, and is crossed 
near its head by a bridge, over which passes the Old Colony Railroad. 
The southern point of the entrance to this cove is a flat peninsula, called 
Commercial Point, composed of low land, upon which are located the exten- 
sive works of the Boston Gas-Light Company. This peninsula forms the 
western point of entrance to 


NEPONSET RIVER. 


This is the first river. emptying into Boston Harbor to the eastward of South 
Boston. It leads to Neponset Village, one mile above its mouth, and thence to 
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Milton Mills, two miles farther by the river. It is narrow and crooked, the 
approaches are dangerous, and it is not considered safe for strangers to enter 
without a pilot. 

The river is a third of a mile wide at its mouth, but grows gradually nar- 
rower until, at Milton Mills, it is only one hundred yards in width. The 
western side of the entrance is thickly settled, and is marked by the Gas 
Company’s wharf, which extends out to the edge of the channel. The eastern 
shores of the river are composed almost entirely of salt-meadow, and are 
destitute of houses. 

In entering this river vessels pass between the Spectacles and Castle 
Island, keeping along the western shore of Thompson’s Island and steering 
nearly for Commercial Point. When past Thompson’s Island the thickly- 
settled country between Mount Bowdoin and Neponset will be seen ahead; 
and, on the western side of the channel, Savin Hill will appear as a high, 
steep hill, partly wooded, and with a number of handsome houses dotting its 
slopes. It will be noticeable as the only high land on the shore between 
Dorchester Point and Squantum. To the southward of the hill, however, 
and well back from the shore, will appear the summit of Mount Bowdoin,— 
one hundred and seventy feet high. Its sides are cultivated, and its whole 
surface is dotted with houses and orchards. 

Next to the southward will appear Commercial Point, marking the western 
side of the mouth of the river; and to the eastward of it a low, broad, 
marshy point will be seen, with the mouth of the river between them. This 
point, called Farm Point, is the eastern point of entrance to Neponset River, 
and the extensive marshes, of which it is the extremity, are called Squantum 
Meadows. ‘There are several patches of firm ground on the peninsula (which 
are occupied by a hotel and summer cottages), and two or three small groves 
of trees. To the eastward of it, and just to the southward of Thompson’s 
Island, the high land of Squantum will appear, grassy, with groups of trees, 
and under cultivation. Squantum separates Dorchester Bay from Quincy 
Bay, —the large, shallow bay which makes in between Squantum and Hough’s 
Neck. 

On entering Neponset River between Commercial Point and Farm Point 
the course of the stream is at first S. by E. for nearly a mile,— between low, 
marshy banks, with occasional groves of trees,— until abreast of Neponset, 
which is seen about a quarter ofa mile back from the western shore. Thence 
the stream makes a turn about SW. by W. for a quarter of a mile, passing 
under the Old Colony Railroad bridge and the county bridge just to the 
southward of it. Thence it runs S. by W. (still between marshy banks) for 
one-third of a mile, thence SW. by W. for a quarter of a mile, and continues 
its windings, with an average width of a little over a hundred yards, to Mil- 
ton Mills Village. This village is two miles and a quarter above the mouth 
of the river in a straight line, but nearly three miles and a half by the wind- 
ings of the river. The land upon which the village stands is high, slopes 
gently to the water, and is under cultivation. 

About a mile above the county bridge a third bridge carries the road to 
West Quincy, across the river. All these are, of course, draw-bridges. 
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Quincy Bay. 


This large but shallow bay indents the southern shore of Boston Harbor just 
to the eastward of Neponset River. On the west it is separated from that 
river by the peninsula of Squantum; on the east, Hough’s Neck separates it 
from Weymouth Fore River. Between these two points the bay is two miles 
and one-third wide and about a mile long. Its shores are mostly low and 
gently sloping towards the water, cleared and under fine cultivation; but 
high steep hills will appear behind and over the lowlands. Of these, the 
highest summits are those of Forbes’ Hill and Mt. Wollaston. 

The village of Quincy is situated about a mile inland from the shores of 
this bay, near its eastern end. It has no communication by water with the 
bay, but there is a narrow frontage on a small stream emptying into Town 
River Bay. 

The peninsula of Squantum, which forms the western boundary of Quincy 
Bay, is of irregular shape, lies ENE. and WSW., is a mile long, and has an 
average width of two-thirds of a mile. Its surface is hilly, with some trees 
on the lower slopes, and the highest land is about one hundred and twenty- 
five feet above sea-level. At its western end, where it joins the mainland, 
it is composed almost entirely of salt-meadow, forming part of the Great 
Meadows which extend to Neponset river. The whole of the high land of 
Squantum is under cultivation, or occupied by summer residences. Its 
northern point is a steep hill, one hundred feet high, with a few houses at 
its base. 

To the eastward of Squantum lies Moon Island, easily recognizable by the 
precipitous head on its eastern end. It is entirely bare of trees, and is now 
joined to Squantum by a causeway. 

Hough’s Neck forms the eastern boundary of Quincy Bay and separates it 
from Weymouth Fore River. It is of irregular shape, lies about E. by N. 
and W. by S., is about a mile long, of moderate height, the surface being 
smooth and gently sloping, and bare of trees except orchards. At its north- 
eastern end it terminates in a smooth green hill, one hundred feet high, with 
precipitous faces, called Quincy Great Hill. Two hundred yards to the 
northward of it, but connected with it at low water, lies Nut Island, a small 
bare islet, sixty feet high, with a precipitous face on its northern side, the 
cliff descending abruptly from the summit of the island to the water. The 
channel from the westward into Weymouth passes between this island and 
Peddock’s Island. 

Half-Moon Island lies nearly half a mile from the southern shore of Quincy 
Bay, off the mouth of Black’s Creek. It is a crescent-shaped sandy shoal 
or bank, from seven to ten feet out at low water, and covered at high water, 
but has the appearance of an island, when uncovered, by reason of the sur- 
rounding flats being much lower. It is of no importance. 

Hangman’s Island is a small, bare, rocky islet, lying off the mouth of 
Quincy Bay, midway between Moon Island and Nut Island, is surrounded by 
shoals, and must not be closely approached. It is one of the dangers in the 
approach to Weymouth from the westward. . 
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WeymouTtH Fore RIver. 


This river empties into Boston Harbor to the eastward of Hough’s Neck, 
Quincy Great Hill forming the western point of entrance and Grape Island 
the eastern. That portion of the Harbor into which this river empties is 
usually called Hingham Bay, and its boundaries are: on the east, Nantasket 
Beach; on the north, Point Allerton and the shore from thence to Windmill 
Point; on the west, Peddock’s Island and Hough’s Neck. 

Weymouth Fore River is quite wide at its mouth, but quickly diminishes, 
until at the bridge it is only an eighth of a mile in width. It has not less 
than three fathoms water as far as the bridge, and even for some distance 
above it; but the channel is narrow and somewhat crooked, and it is not safe 
for strangers to enter it. 

Grape Island lies E. and W., is about half a mile long, and has a some- 
what saddle-shaped appearance when viewed from the northward, the land 
in the centre being the lowest. Passing it, there opens a narrow passage, 
nearly dry at low water, which leads to the eastward towards Hingham Har- 
bor. The southern side of this passage is formed by a long, low and narrow 
point, called Lower Neck, entirely bare of trees, as is also Upper Neck, just 
to the southward of it. The former separates Weymouth Fore River from 
Weymouth Back River, which empties into Hingham Bay just to the east- 
ward of Fore River. 

The entrance to Weymouth Fore River from the eastward is through Hull 
Gut, — the narrow but deep passage which leads into Hingham Bay between 
Windmill Point and Peddock’s Island. 

Windmill Point is. the low sandy point which makes out to the westward 
from the foot of Nantasket Hills. It is occupied by Hotel Pemberton, and 
is the terminus of the Nantasket Beach Railroad. 

On the western side of Hull Gut will appear the high round head, with 
precipitous faces, which forms the northern end of Peddock’s Island. This 
head is over one hundred feet high, and covered only with grass. Pass- 
ing to the southward, it will be seen to be connected with the rest of the 
island by a narrow strip of low land about three hundred yards long. 
The whole of the island is bare of trees and the surface undulating. The 
length is a mile and a quarter, and the shape very irregular. On its south- 
western side, between it and Nut Island, leads the western passage into 
Weymouth. 

A small bare islet, lying about two hundred yards off the southern shore of 
Peddock’s Island, and connected with it at low water, is called Pen or 
Prince’s Head. 

Bound into this river through Hull Gut, when abreast of Prince’s Head, 
you will pass to the westward of a small, low, bare islet, called Sheep Island. 
It lies a little over half a mile to the south-eastward of Prince’s Head, and 
about the same distance to the northward of Grape island; is surrounded by 
shoals, and must not be closely approached. When past it, the channel 
leads to the southward and well to the eastward of a square granite beacon, 
surmounted by a staff and cage. This is on Pig Rocks, which lie a little over 
half a mile to the westward of Quincy Great Hill. 

After passing between Grape Island and Quincy Great Hill there will be 
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seen to the westward, well in with the shore of Hough’s Neck, a bare islet, 
called Raccoon Island, connected with the Neck at low water. | A little to 
the southward the southern point of Hough’s Neck runs into a long point or 
head, called Rock Island Head, sixty feet high, smoothand grassy. On its 
southern side the shore makes in to the westward, forming a large cove, 
dry at low water, called Rock Island Cove, whose shores are mainly com- 
posed of meadow. 

On the eastern shore of the river the first prominent point lies nearly oppo- 
site to Rock Island Head, is called Eastern Neck, and is the first point above 
Upper Neck. It is a long peninsula, lying E. and W. between Fore and 
Back Rivers, is undulating, bare of trees, and about sixty feet high near its 
western end. Here the shore turns to the southward, and then to the west- 
ward, forming a shallow cove, which skirts the base of a smooth green hill, 
with somewhat precipitous face, called Weymouth Great Hill, a hundred and 
forty-five feet high. Hence to the bridge the eastern shores are of moder- 
ate height, cleared and cultivated. The settlement of Old Spain (North 
Weymouth) will be visible about halfamile back from the shore. All of 
this part of the shore presents a steep, but not high face towards the river. 

On the western side of the river, after passing Gull Point (the southern 
point of the entrance to Rock Island Cove) will be seen the village of Ger- 
mantown, —a small hamlet, situated on the norihern side of the entrance to 
Town River Bay which leads up to Quincy. Germantown is situated among 
smooth, low, cleared lands, and has several wharves both on Fore River and 
on Town River Bay. 

On the southern side of the entrance to Town River Bay is Bent Point 
(Quincy Point), a long, low, thickly-settled point, with wharves and docks 
on its eastern face. Quincy Point Village occupies the shores on the south- 
ern side of the entrance to Town River Bay, as Germantown does the north- 
ern side. The county bridge crosses at this village,--the river being here 
about an eighth of a mile wide, but after passing under the bridge it soon 
widens out into a large bay. 

The point on the eastern side of Fore River where the bridge crosses is 
wooded, and is remarkable as being the first wooded point met with on this 
side of the river. Here the eastern shores spread away tothe south-eastward 
and terminate in a shallow cove, whence a small streamlet or brook leads 
to North Weymouth. There is no passage, however, even for boats. 

On the western shore, just tothe southward of the bridge, opens Ruggles’ 
Creek, —a shallow stream running to the westward between Bent Point 
and a cleared and settled peninsula of moderate height called Braintree 
Neck. On the southern side of this peninsula makes in Hayward’s Creek, — 
another shallow stream which leads up to Newcomb’s Landing. Above this 
creek the shore runs about ESE. for half a mile, and then turns to the 
southward toward Weymouth Landing, the river being here contracted to 
the width of a small creek with a very shoal and crooked channel. ‘The 
shores are almost all cleared, settled, and highly cultivated, with occasional 
groves of trees. 

Town River Bay makes in on the north-western shore of Fore River, as 
before mentioned, between the villages of Germantown and Bent Point. It 
is very shoal, and not safe for strangers to enter at any time, being only 
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about one hundred and seventy-five yards wide at its entrance; but it rapidly 
widens after passing Bent Point to nearly three-eighths of a mile. The 
northern shores are mostly marshy; the southern shores are cleared and 
settled, with somewhat steep faces. 

On the western side of the peninsula upon which Germantown is built there 
makes in a large but.shallow cove, called Sailor’s Snug Harbor. It is dry at 
low water. The name does not indicate any advantages as a harbor, but is 
derived from the institution of that name for superannuated ship-masters, 
which is built upon its banks. The eastern point of the entrance to this cove 
is called Phillips’ Head. 

Town River empties into the bay nearly a mile above Bent Point. It is 
nothing but a small creek, very crooked, and extremely shoal. The sloops 
which go to Quincy can only sail to the mouth of the canal. 


WeymoutH Back RIvErR. 


This river empties into Hingham Bay just to the eastward of Fore River, 
from which it is separated by Lower and Eastern Necks. It is narrow, 
crooked, and shallow, and is of little commercial importance. Directly across 
its mouth lie Grape and Slate Islands, which are connected at low water, and 
completely shut off the entrance from the northward, leaving a very narrow, 
crooked, and shallow passage on each side of these islands. That on the 
eastern side has but five feet at mean low water, and the western channel 
(which leads between Grape Island and the Lower Neck) has three fathoms, 
but is so extremely narrow as to render it impossible for anything but a 
steamer to keep in the best water. Six feet at mean low water is all that can 
be taken up to the bridge. 

At its mouth Weymouth Back River is nearly seven hundred yards wide, 
but most of this width is occupied by the large flats, dry at low water, which 
make off from the eastern side of the entrance, extending to the northward 
nearly to Grape Island, and to the westward within two hundred and fifty 
yards of Lower Neck. 

From its mouth the river runs first about S. 4 W. halfa mile, then turns 
abruptly, and runs W. for five-eighths of a mile to a headland on the southern 
bank, called Stodder’s Neck, which is of moderate height, but has steeply- 
sloping faces on its northern and western sides. Its summit is bare of trees, 
but there is a thin growth on its western and southern slopes. A small nar- 
row cove makes in on its eastern side, called Stodder’s Cove. At Stodder’s 
Neck the river widens out considerably and takes an abrupt turn S., which 
course it continues with slight variation to its head. A quarter of a mile 
above the Neck it is crossed by a bridge, and beyond this it is very narrow 
between its banks, and so continues for about one-quarter of a mile, forming 
what is called The Narrows. Above this point it becomes a wide and shallow 
bay, and so continues to the southward for three-quarters of a mile, beyond 
which it is a mere creek. 

Grape Island, which lies in an E. and W. direction across the mouth of 
Back River, is about half a mile long, and presents, when viewed from the 
northward, a somewhat saddle-shaped appearance, the land in the middle 
being the lowest. It is entirely bare of trees, of moderate height, with a 
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somewhat steep face on its northern and western sides, and is surrounded by 
shoals. On the east it is connected by a flat, bare at low water, with Slate 
Island, a small, low, thinly-wooded island, an eighth of a mile to the east- 
ward, and about five hundred yards to the northward of the entrance to Back 
River. These two islands shut off any direct approach to the river, leaving 
only the narrow and crooked channels mentioned above. 

No stranger should attempt to enter this river, under any circumstances, as 
none of the shoals and ledges are buoyed, and no sailing directions can be 
given for the channel. 


HincHam HarpBor. 


This harbor is formed by a large but shallow cove, which makes into the 
mainland in the south-eastern corner of Hingham Bay. It is a mile long and 
seven-eighths of a mile wide at its widest part, but at low water is a dry flat 
with the exception of a narrow and crooked slue which runs along the eastern 
shore. The village of Hingham occupies the southern and part of the east- 
ern shores of this harbor. The principa] entrance to this harbor is through 
Hull Gut. When past the Gut the course leads to the south-eastward, 
between two small bare islands nearly a mile apart. That to the eastward, 
which is also much the larger of the two, is called Bumkin Island. It is 
about fifty feet high, smooth, and entirely bare of trees; lies in an ESE. and 
WNW. direction, and is three-eighths of a mile long. Its western end is 
somewhat bold-to, and may be closely approached; but on the east it is con- 
nected with Nantasket Beach by an extensive flat, dry at extreme low tides. 

The small island on the western side of the passage is Sheep Island. It is 
low, bare, about one-eighth of a mile long, and surrounded by shoal water. 
From Bumkin Island it bears W. by N., three-quarters of a mile distant. 

The channel into Hingham leads close along the western shore of Bumkin 
Island, and here opens to the eastward a narrow channel leading into Weir 
River. On the southern side of the entrance to this river will be seen a bare 
grassy head, called World’s End, about eighty feet high, with a steep face on 
its western side. On its southern side it is joined by a very narrow strip of 
low land, about one hundred yards long, to another high, smooth, grassy hill 
with a precipitous face on its western side. This is called Planter’s Hill, and 
forms the eastern point of the entrance to Hingham Harbor. It is one hun- 
dred feet high, and its southern slopes are under cultivation. 

The western point of the entrance to Hingham Harbor is called Crow Point. 
When past Bumkin Island this point will appear as a high bare hill, with a 
steep face to the northward, sixty-five feet high, and bare of trees. A pier or 
landing is built out from its eastern end to the edge of the channel. Three- 
eighths of a mile to the southward of this point a long narrow cove, called 
Walton’s Cove, makes into the western shore. On the southern side of the 
entrance to this cove is a large, high, smooth hill with a somewhat steep face on 
its northern side, called Otis’ Hill. This hill separates Walton’s Cove from a 
long narrow cove, called Broad Cove, which makes in on the southern side of 
the hill. 

On the eastern side of Hingham Harbor the only indentation of any size 
makes in on the southern side of Planter’s Hill, and is called Martin’s Well. 
All of these coves are dry at low water. 
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In coming into this harbor several small islands will be noticed lying appar- 
ently in the middle of the passage. The most northerly of ‘these is called 
Chandler’s Island, and is nearly two hundred yards square, low, bare and 
rocky. From Crow Point it kears SE. by E. 4 E., one quarter of a mile dis- 
tant. It lies on the eastern side of the channel, which here takes an abrupt 
turn to the eastward, passing to the northward of two small rocky islets, the 
westernmost of which, called Ragged Island, lies about three hundred and 
fifty yards SW. from Chandler’s Island, and one-quarter of a mile E. of the 
entrance to Walton’s Cove. It is low, bare and rocky, three hundred yards 
long, and there is no passage to the westward of it except at high water. 
About one hundred and fifty yards E. of this island lies Sailor’s Island, also 
rocky and bare, lying E. and W., and distant about two hundred yards ina 
SSE. direction from Chandler’ Island. It marks the second turning point in 
the channel, which here runs to the southward past the eastern end of this 
island. The island itself is about two hundred and cighty yards long. 

The channel continues to the southward from Sailor’s Island for three 
hundred and fifty yards, then runs to the eastward until within about one 
hundred and fifty yards of the eastern shore, near the wharf. Here it turns 
to the southward, and skirts the eastern shore at about the same distance, to 
the head of the harbor. 

In the middle of the flats, about a quarter of a mile to the northward of the 
head of the harbor and one-third of a mile to the southward of Sailor’s 
Island, lies a very small bare islet, called Button Island. It is only about 
fifty yards in diameter. 


THe GANGWAY. 


This is a narrow channel which leads along the eastern shore of Boston 
Bay from Scituate to the northward, threading the intricate passages among 
the Cohasset Rocks. Although there is good water through its entire length 
it is used only by vessels of light draught, and by them only when piloted by 
an experienced pilot. No stranger should ever attempt this passage even by 
day; it would be impossible by night. 

From Scituate to Cohasset Entrance the shore is guarded by many bare 
and sunken ledges lying at various distances from the land, dangerous in 
the extreme, and many of them not buoyed. To thread the channels between 
these requires an experienced pilot, and, since Scituate light has been extin- 
guished, few of these dare attempt the passage at night. 


CoumAssET Harbor. 


This harbor is situated at the south-eastern end of Boston Bay, and is 
formed by a large but shallow cove, of irregular shape, which makes into the 
shore on the western side of Strawberry Point. The entrance lies five miles 
and a quarter SE. from Point Allerton. The eastern and southern shores 
are composed almost entirely of salt-meadow, while the western shores show 
innumerable sand-hillocks interspersed with marshy land. 

This harbor cannot be entered by strangers, for it is so surrounded by bare 
and sunken ledges as to need all the skill of those well acquainted with the 
locality to enable them to pass safely through. There are three channels 
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commonly used, — one, the Western or Brush Island Channel, which enters 
between Brush Island ledge and Chittenden Rock; the second, leading be- 
tween West Ilogshead Rock and the Grampuses, called the Middle Channel; 
and the third, called the Eastern Channel, which leads between East Shag 
Rock and the West Willies. 

On approaching this harbor the most conspicuous object is Minot’s Ledge 
Light-house, built on the Outer Minot, — the most northerly of the Cohasset 
Rocks. It is a dark-gray granite tower, which shows a fixed white light, of 
the second order, from a height of ninety-two feet above the sea, visible six- 
teen miles. At low water the Outer Minot is bare, as are also many of the 
rocks inshore of it between the light-house and Strawberry Point. Straw- 
berry Point, which marks the eastern boundary of Boston Bay, is a low 
cleared point with groups of houses scattered here and there over its surface. 
It isa summer resort of some note, the well-known Glades House being 
situated upon it. Masses of bare and sunken ledges, with a few bare islets, 
surround this point, and render a close approach to it very hazardous.

Albany street for five years, from July 1, 1887, at $1,600 a 
year; and land at corner of East First and L streets for one 
year, from October 1, 1887, at $150 a year. The City is 
receiving $1,577 yearly rental of lands and buildings in 
charge of this Department, let to tenants at will. 
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The land belonging to the City on East First street and 
East Second street, east of M street, —some two hundred 
thousand square feet, — has, by an order of the City 
Council, been transferred from the custody of this Board to 
that of the Board of Directors for Public Institutions, for the 
use of the Lunatic Asylum.

STREETS. 


There are employed in sweeping and cleaning the streets 
195 men, 35 carts, 10 sweeping-machines, and 6 water-carts ; 
of this number, 80 men are sweepers. ‘The principal streets 
are cleaned daily, and others twice a week. During the 
winter months the teams are employed in moving house-dirt, 
and the sweepers in cleaning crossings and removing snow 
from public squares and buildings. The number of miles of 
streets cleaned, 185 per week; the cost of labor for doing 
this work for the year, $98,227.72. | 


HoUuSE-OFFAL. 


There are employed in removing house- offal 126 men and 
58 wagons. ‘The offal is removed from dwelling-houses three 
times a week during the summer months, and twice a week 
during the winter; from hotels, markets, and restaurants it 
is removed daily. There are 55 districts, and each team is 
assigned a route. The men employed in collecting offal are 
required to enter the premises, collect the offal, and empty 
the same in wagons; when filled, to drive to one of the offal- 
depots owned by the city; it is there sold to farmers of 
adjoining towns within a radius of 20 miles. 

The cost of labor for this work for the year, $81,243.66. 


OrraL Deport. 


A new building is required in the Roxbury District. The 
one now in use is near the Marcella-street Home, and it has 
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been complained of by the Superintendent as being very 
offensive to the inmates of the Home. 


HovuskE-DIRT AND ASHES. 


There are employed in removing house-dirt and ashes 164 
men and 82 carts, with two men to eachteam.. This material 
is removed from hotels, tenement-houses, and stores twice in 
each week, and from dwellings once a week. There are 71 
routes, one team being assigned each route; 11 extra teams. 

The ordinance requires that house-dirt and ashes shall be 
kept in some convenient place for collection. The men are 
required to enter the premises and place such vessels as con- 
tain the ashes upon the sidewalk, or in passage-ways in the 
rear; the teams follow, and are loaded; the empty vessels 
are returned by the men to their original position. 

The cost of labor for doing this work for the year, $133,- 
052.23. 

Bills for the sale of ashes are forwarded to the Collector. 

There are employed in cleaning cesspools 54 men and 17 
wagons. ‘They are cleaned as often as required, and their 
contents conveyed to a dump and immediately covered with 
ashes. ‘There are about 6,000 cesspools. 

The cost of labor for this work for the year, $10,203.38. 


MECHANICS. 


There are 16 mechanics, who are employed in manufactur- 
ing and repairing carts, wagons, sleds, water-carts, sweeping- 
machines, harnesses, and horse-shoeing.

There is required at the South, West, and Roxbury yards 
more stable accommodations ; many of the horses are kept in 
buildings outside of the stables, which are without drainage 
or ventilation, and are unfit for such use. The city is grow- 
ing, and more teams must be employed. 


I would most respectfully call attention to the sweeping 
and cleaning of the streets, and their condition during the 
day, which is not satisfactory to me, and for the following 
reasons : — 


That the several horse-railroads are distributing gravel 
daily upon their tracks.’ 

The drivers of dump-carts are in the habit of overloading 
their teams, consequently a portion of their loads is distrib- 
uted on the streets. 

The sweeping of store-dirt and paper into the gutters adds 
much to the unfavorable condition of our streets. 

Paper, rag, and coal pickers pull rubbish from the ash- 
barrels on the sidewalks, and in so doing throw much into 
the streets and upon the walks. 

The distribution of shop-cards and notices (as an advertise- 
ment) has become a growing evil, and daily the sidewalks of 
our principal thoroughfares are covered with such material.

PROPOSED ACT IN RELATION THERETO. 


In Common Councin, January 19, 1888. 
Ordered, That His Honor the Mayor be requested to peti- 
tion the Legislature at its present session, for an Act sub- 
stantially in accordance with the draft hereto annexed : — 


AN ACT IN RELATION TO BURIAL PERMITS AND RECORDS OF 
DEATHS IN CITIES, AND THE RECORDING OF BIRTHS 
THEREIN. 


SecTION 1. In any city in which a Board of Health is 
established, the City Council may, by ordinance, provide that 
such Board shall perform certain duties hitherto performed 
by the City Clerk or City Registrar, as follows: That the 
notices of deaths, made requisite by sections four and five. of 
chapter thirty-two of Public Statutes, shall be made to said 
Board of Health, and not to the City Clerk or City Registrar ; 
and that the certificates and returns in regard to deaths made 
requisite by said chapter, or acts in addition to or amend- 
ment thereof, shall be made to said Board of Health, and not 
to the City Clerk or City Registrar. 

Sect. 2. In case that any city shall so authorize its 
Board of Health to perform the said duties, such Board shall 
preserve all such notices, certificates, and returns, and shall 
record the same in suitable books; and such record shall be 
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of the same force as is given to records by section eleven of 
said chapter thirty-two of Public Statutes. 

Secr. 3. The said’ Board of Health shall from time to 
time, at least twice in every month, transmit to the City 
Clerk or City Registrar a record of all the deaths which have 
been reported to it, containing all the facts specified in para- 
graph three of section one of chapter thirty-two of Public 
Statutes. Such record shall be signed by a majority of said 
Board, and shall be preserved by said Clerk or Registrar as 
a part of his records; and it shall have the same force in all 
legal proceedings as is given to records by section eleven of 
said chapter. 

Srecr. 4. Section seven of chapter thirty-two of Public 
Statutes, as amended by chapter one hundred and fifty-eight 
of the Acts of eighteen hundred and eighty-three, is hereby 
amended by striking out the words “except Boston.” 

Sect. 5. The ordinance establishing such a division of 
duties may be passed by any city by the concurrent vote of a 
majority of both branches of its city council; but, in order to 
repeal or amend such ordinance, when passed, there shall be 
required the concurrent vote of two-thirds of each branch of 
the city council, and the approval of the Mayor; and if 
the Board of Health be abolished, the City Clerk or City 
Registrar shall at once resume the duties above described, 
and shall receive all the records kept by said Board in pur- 
suance to this act. | 

Sect. 6. This act shall take effect upon its passage.

GENTLEMEN, — In compliance with the provisions of Sec- 
tion 6, Chapter 374, of the Acts of the year 1885, I have 
the honor to submit the sixteenth annual report of the de- 
partment, embracing its operations for the year ending 
December 31, 1887. 

To the Joint Committee on this department I return my 
sincere thanks. 


SPECIAL REPORTS. 


Under the head of Special Reports are included all reports 
of special detailed examinations which require immediate 
attention. 

They consist of a description of the location and material 
of building, its size and occupation, a statement of the names 
of owner, lessee, or agent, and occupants, of the cause of 
examination, followed by a minute report, and diagram de- 
scriptive of same. 
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It is the system of the department, where defect is found, 
to not only point out the defect but to show the remedy ; 
this applies to all matters of construction.

FINAL REPORTS. 


Upon anapplicaticn being made to erect a building, before 
a permit is granted, the plans are submitted for approval. LE 
approved a copy is taken and a permit granted. From the 
time of excavation for a foundation to the completion of a 
structure minutes are taken by the deputy inspectors of the 
materials used and mode of construction, and these minutes, 
compiled, form a final report. The first items are relative 
to location, ownership, architect, and mechanics, size and 
height of building, Wee a) of foundation, party, external, 
and partition walls, grade of strect, piling, if on filled land, 
and general details vt construction. These are followed by 
a minute and accurate description of all walls, of girders, 
trimmers, and headers, and general framing, of ealtnrnes 
posts, piers, and studding, Al tu description of the location 
and method of setting steam-boilers, engines, furnaces, and 
heating apparatus, and the detail pertaining thereto. After 
this follow the location and construction of stair-ways, extra 
facilities for escape in case of emergency, general particulars, 
remarks, plans, and last, but by no means least, the plumb- 
ing and sanitary arrangements, which include a description 
of the system of dr: ainage and ventilation, location and con- 
struction of traps, tanks, and all other fixtures. 

The object of this form of report is to procure for the city 
a complete transcript of buildings erected, and, although re- 
quiring much time and exactness, has already proved very 
beneficial.

Special reports in detail have been made on the following 
accidents, and are on file in the department : — 

March 4, 1887. Ewell Swansea, 12 years of age, was 
crushed by the elevator in 98-104 Hanover street, while 
riding on it. He was looking down the elevator-way while 
ascending, and was caught between the car and the hatch- 
way. 

March 380, 1887. John Denson had his leg fractured 
while on the elevator in 92-94 Pear] street, by the elevator 
falling. 

March 80, 1887. Mendell Goldman fell down the elevator- 
way in 384-40 Blackstone street, from the third floor to the 
second, and fractured a rib. 

April 4, 1887. Wri. Doherty had his foot fractured by 
the elevator in 593-595 Atlantic avenue. Doherty attempted 
to get on the car while if was in motion, and his foot was 
caught between the car and hatchway. 

April 9, 1887. David Armour lost his life by falling down 
the elevator-way in 115-117 Summer street. He opened 
the door at the fifth floor, supposing the elevator was there, 
and fell, striking on the elevator, which was at the sidewalk 
entrance: There was a chain-guard at the door-way, but it 
was not hooked up at the time. 

April 18, 1887. Andrew Sombrenetto was crushed to 
death by the elevator in 161 and 163 High street. He was 
ascending the elevator, and had his he: ad caught between 
the car and the combing of the hatch. 

May 26, 1887. A man named Mahegan sat down directly 
under the elevator which is operated on the outside of the 
Suffolk Brewery, and was injured by the elevator descend- 
ing upon him. 

May 24, 1887. Wm. Seeley attempted to jump through 
the door-way at sidewalk from the first floor across the eleva- 
tor-way of 82-84 Washington street. He struck his head 
against the door, and fell to the basement. He was not 
seriously injured. 

June 20,1887. Wm. Hafey stumbled down the stairs in 
104-106 Portland street, and fell into the elevator-way. He 
received injuries from which he died. 

June 20, 1887. John McDermott attempted to sit on 
the clevator-guard at the sidewalk entrance to elevator of 
99 Beverly strect. He lost his balance and fell to the bottom 
of the elevator-way. He was removed to the hospital. 


ya City Document No. 19. 


June 22, 1887. Thomas F. Costello was killed at 35 and 
39 Arch street, by falling down the elevator-way. It was a 
part of his duty to run ‘the elevator, and it is supposed he 
stepped off the car for a moment at the third floor. The 
elevator by some means ascended. In returning to take the 
car he fell to the bottom of the well. 

June 25,1887. Eno Derio, the elevator-boy at 419 Colum- 
bus avenue,while ascending in the elevator let his foot project 
beyond the edge of the car, and had it injured by being 

caught between 1 the car and the threshold of the door. 

Jt une 27, 1887. John Rogers, while ascending on the 
elevator from the basement to the first floor of 106 and 108 
State street, had his foot caught between the platform of the 
car and the combing of the hatch, and suffered the loss of 
four toes. 

Horace Cunningham was injured while riding on the eleva- 
tor in 75-77 Summer street. The elevator descended at 
overspeed. He was evidently ignorant of its use, for if he 
let the check-rope go, the brake would have been applied 
and the car stopped. 

James Cannon, a boy of 16 years, while ascending the 
elevator at 31-33 South street, let his foot project beyond 
the edge of the car, and had it injured by coming in contact 
with the hatchway. 

August 2, 1887. Herbert Kendall, employed as elevator- 
boy in the Commonwealth Hotel, had his left great toe sev- 
ered by being caught between the car and threshold of door, 
while ascending on the elevator. 

August 10, 1887. James Delan lost his life in the eleva- 
tor-way of 42 Bedford street. The building was in process 
of construction ; the elevator was running, and he was using 
it to carry some stock to the upper part of the building. By 
some means he was caught between the car and header of 
door at fifth floor. Some one started the elevator downward, 
which released him, and he fell to the bottom of the pets 
way. He was carried to the City Hospital, where he died 
the same day. 

August 31,1887. Elvina M. Brewster, a young girl, went 
into the store 97 Leverett street, to make some purchases, 
and fell through the scuttle to the basement. ‘There is no 
regular hoistway in the building. The trap-door was opened 
to prss down some boxes. She was carried to the Massa- 
chusetts General Hospital. 

September 2, 1887. John H. Kelley, while ascending on 
the elevator at 147 Washington street, allowed his foot to 
project beyond the edge of ‘the car, and had it caught be- 
tween the car and threshold of door. He suffered the loss of 
three toes.

November 4, 1887. Albert Beaumont and Thomas Can- 
ovan, employed at 104-110 Sudbury street, attempted to 
slide down the hoisting-rope from the fifth floor to the first. 
One end of the hoisting-rope was attached to the drum by a 
staple; the rest of the rope was unwound off the drum 
and hanging in the hoistway. Their combined weight was 
sufficient to pull the rope from its fastening, letting the boys 
drop to the bottom. Beaumont sustained a fracture of an 
arm, and Canovan an ankle. 

October 28, 1887. James Poole, the elevator-boy at 99 
and 101 Milk street, was killed by the elevator. He had 
been playing with another boy on the fourth floor. During 
their play the door leading to the elevator at that floor 
became closed. In order to again reach the elevator he 
climbed to the top of the wire netting which surrounds the 
elevator-way,and above which is a space of three feet between 
the top of the enclosure and the ceiling. Reaching in, he 
started the elevator up, and, not withdrawing himself in time, 
his head was caught between the top of the car and the 
combing of the hatch, and was severed from his body. 

October 31,1887. James Morrison fell down the elevator- 
way, from the fifth floor to the basement, at 92-98 Canal 
street. The occupants of the building say that Morrison was 
intoxicated, and undertook to reach the shipper-rope to 
pull the elevator down. He lost his balance and fell as 
above stated. He received injuries from which he has since 
died. 

November 5, 1887. Elmer M. Hicks, 10 years of age, 
went into the store of Oscar H. Martin, 121 Chambers street, 
and fell through the scuttle of first floor to the cellar-bottom. 
The scuttle, which is 2 ft. 1 in. by 2 ft. 10 in., was opened 
for the purpose of sweeping down the water after washing 
the floor. There is no hoistway in the building.

DUTIES OF THE DEPARTMENT. 


Under the provisions of the statutes relating to buildings 
in the City of Boston, and under the provisions of the City 
Ordinances relating to buildings, the department has super- 
vision over the following matters : — 


The erection of brick, stone, and iron buildings, under statute 
provisions, throughout the entire city limits. 

The erection of wooden or frame buildings of limited dimen- 
sions and range, outside of the building limits, under 
the provision of the city ordinances. 

Additions, alterations, and repairs on all classes of buildings, 
with especial reference to their compliance with the pres- 
ent requirements of the building law. 

The inspection of unsafe buildings and structures, with full 
power to require the securing or removal of ‘the same, 
and, in cases of immediate danger, where the security of 
the public is imperilled in life and limb, authority to 
enter upon, secure, or take down the same, as the exi- 
gencies of the public safety, in the opinion of the In- 
spector, may require. 

The examination of buildings damaged by fire or accident, 
with authority to enter | upon the premises and investi- 
gate the origin of fires. 

The inspection of buildings liable to take fire from unsafe 
flues and heating-apparatus. 

The supervision and the protection of the building limits, 
the district in which the erection of independent build- 
ings is prohibited by statute law, with certain limita- 
tions, as to wharves, market buildings, and elevators for 
grain and coal. 

Special authority invested in the Inspector of Buildings to 
issue permits for wooden and frame sheds for special 
purposes, within the building limits of the city. 

The examination for approval of plans and specifications of 
all proposed buildings.

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SPECIAL PERMITS. 


The provisions of Section 21 of Chapter 374 of the Acts of 
1885 prohibit the erection of independent wooden buildings 
and wooden additions within the boundaries of the district 
known as the building limits of the City of Boston, with cer- 
tain exceptions as to sheds on wharves, sheds used for mar- 
ket purposes, for builders’ use at building sites, and elevators 
for coal and grain. 

These limits are established by the City Council under 
statute authority ; and by an ordinance approved Dec. 14, 
1885, were defined as follows : — 


CHAPTER 48. Or TIIE REGULATION OF BUILDING. 


Section 1. The limits within which all buildings hereafter erected 
shall be required to conform to the provisions of chapter three hundred 
and seventy-four of the st:ututes of the commonwealth of the year eigh- 
teen hundred and eighty-five, and of the acts in amendment thereof, and 
in addition thereto, are hereby established and defined as follows: All 
that portion of the city which is included within a line beginning at the 
intersection of the centre lines of Dover and Albany streets, and thence

SteamM—Borters, ENGINES, OVENS, FURNACES, ETC. 


Under the provisions of Sections 79 to 85 inclusive, of 
Chapter 374 of the Acts of 1885, this department has super- 
vision of the setting of all steam-boilers and heating appara- 
tus, and the building of ovens, furnaces, ete. 

The prosecution of this work does not, however, involve 
an inspection of the boilers, with a view to ascertain their 
condition and safety, and, though frequently called to act 
for that purpose, it has no legal authority.

As vur appropriations are made for the financial, and not 
for the calendar year, no financial statemeut which we can 
make is so complete or satisfying for purposes of close 
comparison as that embodied in the City Auditor’s Report ; 
but we append, in addition to the customary general tables 
of statistics, condition of debt, etc., some new tables, giving 
an account of our expenditures in classified form, and a list 
of contracts pending and completed during the year. 


EXTENSION OF MAINS. 


The work done under this head in 1887 exceeded that of 
any year since 1875. The demands of the outlying districts 
for new water service necessitated the laying of over twenty- 
two miles of mains, as against fourteen in 1886. 

In addition to this, a portion of the work of laying an 
enlarged main to East Boston has been done ; a new pipe-box 
and fender has been built across Mystic river; and a portion 
of the pipes for connecting the Cochituate system with Charles- 
town has been laid. The East Boston and Charlestown work 
will be completed the coming season. 

New location and grades for Beacon street having been 
established by the town of Brookline, 1,528 feet of our 48- 
inch main, near the foot of Corey Hill, were taken up and 
a corresponding length of new pipes laid. 

Sidewalk stop-cocks have been placed for over 6,000 ser- 
vices during the year, making the total number now set. 
25,000. These stop-cocks, as expected, prove very con- 
venient and economical. 


NEW HIGH SERVICE. 


The new High Service Works approach completion. 
Fisher-hill reservoir is finished, and is already in service, 
water being pumped thereto from -the Elmwood-st. 
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FISHER HILL RESERVOIR. 
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station. Ground was broken for the foundations of the 
new pumping-station at Chestnut Hill, in January last, and 
the several contracts for foundations, masonry, roofing, etc., 
have been advanced with the greatest possible despatch. 
The boilers are in place, one of the Gaskill engines is in 
readiness for use and the other is nearly so. It is expected 
that the steam connections will be made early in this month, 
and that within a few weeks pumping may actually begin. 
This will relieve us from any further apprehension of a 
failure of the high service supply through over-tasking the 
old pumps, and will also enable us very shortly to extend 
the area of this service to districts which have long needed it. 

The appropriation for high service was $766,000, of which 
$511,000 has been expended. There will be required to 
meet outstanding contracts and to complete the service, 
including the extension of the East Boston high service to 
Breed’s Island, not more than $175,000. 

All the purposes included in the estimates for the New 
High Service, excepting the purchases of land for Reservoir 
No. 3 (estimated at $28,000), will be accomplished at a cost 
nearly $170,000 less than the estimates. There have been, 
and are to be, charged to the appropriation, the expenses of 
objects not included in the estimates (viz., the extensions of 
the high service to West Roxbury, Charlestown, and Breed’s 
Island), amounting to $125,000. And when all these mat- 
ters are completed, there will be, according to our present 
calculation, a balance remaining of at least $70,000. 


IMPROVEMENTS AT LAKE COCHITUATH. 


Some important improvements have been begun at Lake 
Cochituate. Those portions of the lake where the brooks 
enter have remained shallow, and during the summer 
months have presented opportunity for the accumulation 
and generation of noxious elements in the water. Being 
authorized thereto by the City Council, we began the work 
of remedying this as early in the season as the lake could be 
safely drawn down. The inlets at Beaver Dam brook and 
Course brook, and a shallow cove near the inlet from Dug 
pond, have been excavated, abrupt gravelled banks have 
been substituted for muddy shallows, and in these localities 
we shall have deeper water, a better current, and other 
greatly improved conditions. The work so far done has 
cost about $29,000. 

The estimate for the whole work as contemplated at the 
beginning of the season was $40,000, and included improve- 
ments on the “ Pegan” meadow, which are to be made next 
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season. Upon drawing down the lake, we find that it will 
be desirable to extend the work to two or three localities 
not included in our original estimates, and we shall ask for 
authority to do so. 


REMOVAL OF POLLUTIONS. 


A year since we expressed a confident expectation that 
some schemes of sewerage for Framingham and Marlboro’, 
beneficial to our water-supply, might soon be undertaken. 
We are glad to state that the town of Framingham obtained 
from the Legislature an act authorizing it to build a sewer 
system; and the City Council, having authorized us to 
arrange for a contribution to the cost of such a system, ne- 
gotiations have been actively carried on, with a fair prospect 
of agreement in the near future. The Selectmen of the town 
of Marlboro’ aye now engaged in. preparing a sewerage 
scheme for that town; and we expect an opportunity to ne- 
gotiate with them within two or three months. In these two 
towns are located the greater part of the pollution cases 
which actively threaten injury to our main water-supply. 

There is no obligation resting upon the city of Boston to 
assist towns in providing sewerage, except so far as the 
method of constructing and caring for their systems involves 
expense beyond what might be required if such system were 
arranged without reference to our water-supply. It is to be 
expected that the parties with whom we have to deal will 
claim no less than what is fully their due; but unless they 
persist in demands which are unreasonably large, we an- 
ticipate no serious difficulty or delay in making satisfactory 
arrangements. 

In the absence of any movement in good taith by the town 
governments to adopt means of diverting the sewage, it 
would have been our duty to invoke the law in several cases. 
But, as the matter stands, it has appeared to be wise policy to 
avoid legal conflicts, and to encourage the town authorities 
to the adoption of such measures as we could legally assist 
in carrying out. 

Even after the town systems of sewerage are established 
there will remain some highly important schemes for reducing 
pollution to be considered; but it is not expedient to take 
them up at present. 

Constant surveillance in the Mystic District has enabled us 
to prevent any increase of polluting causes ; but the general 
condition of the territory remains, and, for reasons heretofore 
stated, must remain, a menace to the quality of the water. 
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QUALITY OF THE WATER. 


In our report for 1886 we submitted facts showing that 
the quality of the main supply (Cochituate and Sudbury) 
was excellent in itself, and superior to that of any large 
American city on the seaboard. We have only now to state 
that the quality has been maintained, and remains good. 
The Mystic supply appears, from the result of analyses, to 
have been, through the year, of about the same quality as 
last year, but from the nature of its surroundings, we not 
only can expect no improvement, but must anticipate a grad- 


ual deterioration. 


The following memoranda of the results of analyses made 


for us near the close of the years 1886 and 1887, indicate 
that there is no material change in the chemical constituents 


of the waters.

The comment of Prof. E. S$. Wood, our analyist, on an- 
alysis in October, is: “ Basin 8, Sudbury river, Farm Pond, 
Lake Cochituate, and the service waters are in better condi- 
tion than in October, 1885 or 1886; and that of Chestnut 
Hill reservoir better than in 1886.” Respecting a later an- 
alysis (for January, 1888), he says: “The waters of Stony 
Brook, Basin 8. Sudbury river, and Basin 4, are better than 
in January, 1887. Those from Farm Pond, Lake Cochitu- 
ate, Chestnut Hill Reservoir, and Cold Spring Brook, are in 
about the same condition as in January, 1887.” 

The State Board of Health have made periodical analyses 
of our waters, the results of which have been furnished us. 
They correspond closely with those made by Professor Wood. 
At the close of the year, they reported, as did Professor 
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Wood, a large increase of free ammonia in the Mystic 
water. This water seems to be subject to this variation 
during the winter. 

In the course of a recent public address upon “ The odor 
and color of Surface Waters,” Prof. T. M. Drown, of the In- — 
stitute of Technology, commended the Sudbury and Cochitu- 
ate supply “for its stability and freedom from change in the 
condition in which it flows from the tap of the consumer.” 
This observation was based on a series of analyses extending 
over several weeks, all of which, respecting the ammonias, 
showed better results than we have cited above. 

The State Board have lately made some experiments in 
regard to bacteria. The results indicate a very satisfactory 
condition of things in that particular as to our main supply. 


CONSUMPTION AND WASTE OF WATER. 


In our last report we devoted considerable space to a con- 
sideration of this subject, and demonstrated that our average 
consumption (74 gallons per capita per day) was not unrea- 
sonably large by comparison with other large cities. It is 
to be expected that as cities grow the per capita rate will 
gradually increase, but we have cherished a hope that our 
consumption might not, at present, exceed a rate of seventy- 
five gallons. Our records show a consumption in the Mystic 
District of 72 gallons, and in the Cochituate department of 
80 gallons. We do not regard the latter as a permanent 
rate, for, owing to causes not yet fully ascertained, the con- 
sumption during several months was exceptionally large, and 
later has resumed more normal proportions. 

The systems of checking waste heretofore prevailing have 
been continued. They serve to bring to early notice impor- 
tant leaks in the mains, and also to prevent householders 
and others from long-continued maintenance of leaky and 
wasteful fixtures. One fact is established by the experience 
of the past year, that there is, in strictly domestic consump- 
tion, a perceptible augmentation. The cases: where any 
dwelling-house section showed a reduced consumption were 
very rare, 


METERS. 


By reference to the report of the Superintendent of the 
Meter Division it will be observed that the number of meters 
in service is less than last year. It has been found necessary 
to remove a large number of meters which had proved ineffi- 
cient, and the replacements have not equalled the removals. 
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Many of the meters had been in continuous use for years. 
These were taken out, tested, and if found worthless, replaced 
by new meters ; or, if found fit, with repairs, for further service, 
again put in use. Many cases were found where the con- 
sumer was reaping the benefit of great errors in the meter. 
The net result of this overhauling is that, notwithstanding 
the rates for metered water have been within two years re- 
duced ten per cent., and the number of meters has been in 
the same time reduced twenty per cent., the revenue from 
this class of services has largely increased. This indicates 
a greatly improved condition of efficiency in the meters and 
in the meter division. 

Last spring we entered upon the task of making a full test 
of such water-meters as might be offered. The tests were 
begun April 25 and concluded in October. Our reasons for 
engaging in this test were these : — 

The city has heretofore expended large sums for water- 
meters, many of which have proved unreliable. Whether or 
not it will ever be expedient to procure meters in large num- 
bers, it will be necessary from year to year to procure cer- 
tain quantities to replace those worn out and proved ineffi- 
cient, and to meet new requirements. Numerous new 
inventions are offered with claims of superior merit, but about 
which the ordinary tests fail to supply a basis for a sound 
opinion. All “tests” of which we have any knowledge have 
been very superficial ; and, in fact, every city about to pur- 
chase meters has been reduced to the choice of taking a meter 
because other people are using it; 2.¢. it has had a “ large 
sale”; or of accepting the opinion of an engineer or other 
superintending officer, who may or may not be qualified to 
make a selection, and who may or may not be wedded to 
some pet theory. There is, and has been, no such thing as 
a settled or accepted judgment on the merits of the mechan- 
ical principles involved in the different styles brought to the 
public attention. 

The construction of a “perfect”? water-meter — accurate 
and durable under all conditions — is acknowledged to have 
presented more difficulties to the inventor than almost any 
other problem in mechanics; and there are those who still 
maintain that the thing cannot be done, except approximately. 
Yet there have been meters in the market for years which 
enjoy a fair reputation; and the claims of the later invent- 
ors are loud and persistent. It has been often said that 
there was no way of surely testing a meter except by 
period of long service; and it was open to us to take a quan- 
tity of each of the most promising inventions, to put them in 
service in different localities and under all conditions, and 


ee 
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await results. This would have been a tedious process, en- 
tailing in itself considerable expense; and we felt that, 
in view of the known and possible future wants of the city, 
we ought to try a more thorough, and at the same time more 
expeditious, method. 

We therefore committed the matter to Messrs. L. Fred. 
Rice, Charles Carr, and N. M. Lowe (two engineers s and one 
expert inventor, and all men of high repute in their way), 
to make exhaustive experiments. “The number of meters 
presented for examination was fully double what we antici- 
pated, and the work was necessarily prolonged; but the 
report is expected within a short time. 

We are not informed, even in a general way, of the con- 
clusions which will be presented to us; but we feel certain 
that they will enable us at least to avoid repeating the waste 
involved in some past transactions; and we hope that they 
may be of such a character as to guide us, sooner or later, to 
the selection of machines both sound in principle and reliable 
in practice. It will be interesting to compare the results 
reached with those recorded through a series of years by the 
department. Our experience has. developed defects, of one 
kind or another, in nearly all the meters we have had in 
use; and if, as we anticipate, these tests supplement our 
experience with an elucidation of the scientific or mechanical 
sauses which underlie the defects noted, we shall be greatly 
assisted in endeavoring to limit our selections to the kinds 
which indicate the closest approach to perfection. It is to 
be expected that the opinions expressed will meet with wide 
discussion, —in some cases perhaps with dissent, — but, 
in the end, we feel tbat results will be reached of great 
value, not only to ourselves, but to the interest of all water- 
works. 

An impression has gone abroad that a large extension of 
the meter system is contemplated. So far as this Board is 
concerned that impression is unfounded. At present we do 
not need many more meters than are now in service; but we 
shall need to replace a good many that will from time to time be 
taken out on account of age or infirmity. With the natural 
increase of services of all kinds, there will be some. increase 
of meters required; but the time has not arrived, in our 
judgment, for the adoption of an enlarged scheme of meter 
service. The occasion for what may be called a “general ” 
meter service can only exist in such cities as are compelled 
to maintain high water-rates; or in such cities as are con- 
strained to carry their economy of supply to the point of 
parsimony. Boston is at present in neither category. 
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WATER FOR CHELSEA, SOMERVILLE, AND EVERETT. 


The joint application to the Legislature of 1887, by the 
cities of Boston, Chelsea, and Somerville, and the town of 
Everett, for a grant of the waters of the Shawshine river, 
was denied. The case was clearly presented to the commit- 
tee, which considered it. It was shown that the Mystic supply 
would at an early day be insufficient in quantity, and might 
soon be unfit for domestic use ; it was shown that the capacity 
of the Shawshine river was equal to the demands of 300,000 
people, and that by the time the population of the Mystic 
district reached that point, the proportional interest of the 
City of Boston (or, specifically, Charlestown) would be not 
more than one-sixth of the whole ; and it was thus demonstrated 
that for Chelsea, Somerville, and Everett the “ water ques- 
tion” was a matter of vital importance, to be met by getting 
the Shawshine river, or some other supply, without delay. 
The committee were convinced, and reported a bill to the 
Legislature. It was there supported with some earnestness 
by a portion of the Representatives of the places interested, 
and half-heartedly by others. We regret to say that many 
Boston Representatives were indifferent, and some actively 
opposed the measure. A misinterpretation of the relations 
of Boston to Chelsea, Somerville, and Everett — to the 
effect that we should be bound in law or equity to give them 
water from our Cochituate supply, in case of failure of the 
Mystic supply —was industriously fostered and circulated, 
and found credence. Finally, the bill was rejected. 

We have taken no measures to revive the question before 
the Legislature of 1888. Having for two successive years 
labored earnestly for the advantage of communities which 
have failed thus far to give the project that hearty and united 
support which is necessary to bring success, we have deemed 
it wise to make no further effort now. If Chelsea, Somer- 
ville, and Everett shall take the initiative, and bestir them- 
selves as they ought, we shall be glad, if the help of Boston 
can avail them anything, to lend our cordial aid. 

But, as to alternatives, we see no reason why we should 
not be out-spoken here, as we have been in our private 
conferences with the interested parties. If they think, 
or can be brought to think, that the Mystic system would, 
if relieved of the necessity of supplying Charlestown, 
serve their purpose for a term of years; and that, with 
the Mystic Water-Works in their hands, they could afford 
to take the chances of that term of years, and of there- 
after getting the Shawshine or some other supply to eke out 
their wants, we should be ready to recommend the City 
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Council to take measures for the transfer of the Mystic 
Water-Works to their ownership. We are ready to dissolve 
partnership on the most favorable terms. They have no 
claim whatever upon Boston, except for Mystic water, and 
Boston has no other water to sell them. Within a few years 
Boston will be confronted with the prospective exhaustion of 
its own supply, and will be seeking a new one. The com- 
munities named ought to realize the position they are placed 
in, and act. We have sounded repeated notes of warning, 
and otherwise done, perhaps, more than our duty. For the 
present we drop the subject. 


RESERVOIR NO. 5. 


By authority of the City Council we have made purchases of 
land on the borders of Indian brook in Hopkinton and Ashland 
for a site for a new reservoir. We have acquired 310 acres, 
for $20,316, which, allowing for value of farm-houses and 
buildings, makes the average cost of land about $60 an acre. 
About 100 acres more remain to be obtained, respecting 
which arrangements are pending. 

We renew our recommendation that the construction of 
this reservoir be proceeded with at once. While we do not 
present the matter as one of paramount necessity, we feel 
that the reasons heretofore adduced are sound, that we ought 
to be prepared for all accidents of interruption to, or injury 
of our supply. It will require five years to build the basin, 
fill it, and have its contents fit for use; and by that time our 
demands will reach about 90 per cent. of the supply which 
is available to-day. A larger margin will certainly put us in 
a safer and more comfortable condition. 


NEW APPROPRIATIONS. 


Excepting for the proposed new reservoir, and for the cus- 
tomary appropriations for extension of mains, we do not antici- 
pate any necessity for new appropriations this year. It is 
probable that we may ask that provision he made for enlarging, 
by transfer, the amounts of one or two of the existing minor 
appropriations ; but with reference to these matters, special 
communications will be made to the City Council, when our 
plans are further matured. 

We have in hand an application from the Board of Direc- 
tors for Public Institutions for an extension of the service 
to Long Island. The necessity therefor is represented as 
urgent. The City Engineer has furnished us with estimates 
of the cost, and we shall shortly bring the matter to the 
notice of the City Council. 
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We refer to reports of the City Engineer, the Water 
Registrar, and the several Division Superintendents, for 
details of interest respecting the transactions of the depart- 
ment.

Sir, — In accordance with the requirements of the revised 
ordinances I respectfully submit the following report on the 
condition of the Water-Works : — 


THE SOURCES OF SUPPLY. 


The rainfall of the past year was somewhat below the 
average, but occurred at such seasons that the percentage 
collected was large; consequently the amount of water re- 
ceived in the storage reservoirs has been larger than for any 
year since 1878. The rainfall and quantities collected have 
been as follows : —

The rainfall having been quite evenly distributed through- 
out the year there has been no scarcity of water at any time, 
and the storage reservoirs have been kept nearly full for the 
greater portion of the year. Very little trouble has been 
experienced from the growth of alge, and the quality of the 
water, with the exception of that of the Mystic supply, has 
been good. . 

The fluctuations of the different reservoirs are graphically 
shown by diagrams facing page 46, and the condition of 
the several reservoirs during the year is given more in detail 
in the following statements : — 


SuDBURY—RIVER RESERVOIRS AND LAKE COCHITUATE. 


Reservoir No. 1.— Water was wasted over the crest of 
dam No. 1, from January 1 to May 25, 1887. Both sets 
of flash-boards were then put on the dam and the reservoir 
allowed to fill.

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On June 2 waste began again, and continued until June 
26, with the exception of three days. Between November 
16 and November 23 water was drawn into Farm _ pond, 
and on November 25 the reservoir surface stood at 156.62, 
the lowest point reached during the year. On December 
11 the water had risen to the level of the stone crest, and 
has been wasting since that date. 

Reservoir No. 2.— This reservoir remained full from the 
beginning of the year until the middle of June, and water 
was running over the crest of the dam during the greater 
portion of that time. 

On July 18 the surface had fallen about 4 feet, and 
during July and August it was from 2} to 3 feet below the 
top of the flash-boards. In September the water was falling ; 
on October 4 it reached its lowest point for the year, — 
160.32 above tide-marsh level, or 6.80 below the top of the 
flash-boards; and on December 14 it was level with the 
stone crest of the dam. 

On January 1, 1888, the water stood at 165.94 above 
tide-marsh level. 

Reservoir No. 3.— This reservoir was full and overflowing 
on January 1, 1887. On January 8 the waste-gates were 
opened, and on February 2 the reservoir was empty. The 
gates were closed on February 10; on the 21st waste 
began over the dam, and continued until June 13, «after 
which date the water surface gradually fell until October 4, 
when it stood at 171.73, or 3.51 feet below the stone crest of 
the dam. On December 6 the reservoir was again full, 
and since that date water has been wasting over the dam. 

Reservoir No. 4.—On January 1, 1887, the water sur- 
face stood at 205.93 above tide-marsh level, or about 10 feet 
below high-water mark. On February 1 it had risen to 
211.33, and it was kept near that level until the middle of 
March, when the waste-gates were closed and the reservoir 
allowed to fill. On March 28 waste began over the stone 
crest of the dam, and continued, with the exception of about 
two weeks in July and six days in August, until September 
21st. From October 4 to November 15 water was drawn 
from this reservoir for the city’s supply, lowering its surface 
about 10 feet to 204.98. The reservoir is now slowly filling, 
standing at 207.82 on January 1, 1888. 

Farm Pond.— The average level of this pond for the year 
has been 149.24, and its surface has been kept within three or 
four inches of that elevation. Algee appeared in the pond 
in June, and from.June 2 to August 24 no water was 
taken from it, the supply for the city being taken through the 
new conduit across the pond. 
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The Framingham Water Co. has drawn from the pond 
during the year 87,500,000 gallons. 

Lake Covhituate. — On January 1, 1887, the lake surface 
was 129.77 feet above the tide-marsh level, or 4.59 feet 
below high-water mark; it remained about orade 130 until 
January 24, when it rose rapidly. The stop- -planks were 
removed, and waste began on January 29. Waste was 
continued during the greater portion of the time until May 
9, when the stop-planks were replaced. The surface then 
fell slowly until July 29, when the waste-gate was opened 
for the purpose of more rapidly lowering the water, in order 
to facilitate the work of improving the shallow portion of the 
lake. The lowest point reached was 125.12, on November 
10, and on January 1, 1888, the surface etugd atcl 25.66. 
Early in September the water in the lake having fallen suff- 
ciently, work was begun upon the improvement of certain 
portions of the lake in the vicinity of the Boston and Albany 
Railroad. The troubles occurring in this part of the lake 
have been already alluded to in previous reports. It was 
determined to deepen the water in certain places and to fill 
the margins in others, as has already been done in the reser- 
voirs on the Sudbury river. The work was divided into six 
sections. The first of these extended north of the railroad in 
the valley of Beaver Dam brook. The fourth section was in 
the vicinity of the entrance of Course brook into the lake, 
and still another section adjacent to the Natick cemetery. 
These were all completed in accordance with the plans made 
the previous winter, and on December 20 the men were dis- 
charged and the water raised in this portion of the lake by 
putting in the stop-planks at the circular dam. ‘The whole 
work was done by day’s labor. The new banks were covered 
with clean gravel, supplied by the Boston and Albany Rail- 
road Co. About 50,000 cubic yards of material were han- 
died, of which 7,000 were gravel. The remainder was prin- 
cipally mud and peat. Plans will be made during the 
present winter for continuing this work in the Pegan 
meadows on the northerly side of the railway. 

No water has been received in the lake from the Sudbury 
river or Dudley pond during the year. The following table 
shows the heights of the different reservoirs on the first of

AQUEDUCTS AND DISTRIBUTING RESERVOIRS. 


The Sudbury-river aqueduct has been in use 342 days 
and the Cochituate aqueduct 3593 days. The former has 
delivered into Chestnut-Hill reservoir 6,124,100,000 gallons, 
equal to a daily average supply of 16,778,400 gallons, while 
4,802,120,700 gallons, equal to 18,156,500 gallons per day, 
have been drawn from Lake Cochituate. Both aqueducts 
have been cleaned once during the year; the details of this 
work will be found in the report of the Superintendent of 
the Western Division. The depths of water run in the 
Cochituate aqueduct have been as follows :—

Hicu-SERVICE PuMPING-STATIONS. 


The daily average amount of water pumped at the High- 
land station has been 3,441,000 gallons, an increase of 17.9 
per cent. from that of the year 1886. The Worthington 
engine has been run 7,935 hours 45 minutes, an average of 
21 hours 45 minutes per day, and has pumped 1,241,782,500 
gallons, an average of about 3,400,000 per day. 

One of the Boston Machine Co. engines was used for 197 
hours, and pumped 14,198,700 gallons.

At the East Boston station the daily average amount 
pumped has been 329,500 gallons; at the West Roxbury 
station 34,100 gallons, and at the Brighton station about 
200,000 gallons. 


New Hicu-Servick WorkKS. 


These works are approaching completion, and within a 
few weeks the pumping-stations at Roxbury and Brighton 
will be abandoned, and the new works placed in service. 
Plans for the pumping-station at Chestnut Hill were pre- 
pared during the latter part of 1886, and, in order that work 
upon the masonry might be begun as soon as the season 
would permit, the excavations were begun on January 10, 
and continued until March 381, under the direction of Mr. 
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Fitzgerald, Superintendent of the Western Division. Plans 
and specifications were prepared for the foundations for 
the building and engines, together with the chimney, pump- 
wells, screen and connection chambers, and on March 2 
a contract was executed with Collins & Hain for doing 
the work. They began active operations on April 1, and 
completed their contract on September 9. A contract for 
the masonry of the superstructure was awarded to Donahue 
Bros. on April 5, and on June 27 they commenced work 
on the erection of the building. 


The walls of the building are DOW nearly completed, and 
the contractors for the iron roofs are erecting the trusses for 
the coal-shed and boiler-house. On May 6 a contract was 
made with George Miles, for furnishing and setting two 
boilers, and they are now set, and covered by a temporary 
wooden building. ‘The first shipment of the Gaskill engines 
arrived on August 16, and the work of setting up the 
machinery has been in progress during the past four months. 
One engine is now ready to be started, and the second 
engine will be completed in a few weeks. The engines 


ra) 
have been covered by a temporary wooden building to 


facilitate erection, and in order that they may be used before 
the completion of the permanent building. 

The laying of the force main and the connections with the 
pumps have been completed by the Superintendent of the 
Eastern Division. 

During the winter of 1886-87 Fisher-Hill reservoir, 
though uncompleted, was partially filled with water for the 
purpose of protecting the completed work from the frost. 
On April 8 the waste-gate was opened, and on April 21 the 
reservoir was empty. 

Work was resumed by the contractors, Moulton and 
O’Mahoney, on April 27, and was continued by them’ 
through the season, until November 18, when their contract 
was completed. 

On November 30 the sluice-gates at the gate-chamber 
were finished, and the water was let into the basin, reaching 
high-water mark on Jan. 2, 1888. The following deserip- 
tion and plates show the construction of this reservoir : — 

The reservoir is rectangular in shape, 500 feet by 295 feet, 
measured at the top of the inner slope of the embankment, 
and 423 by 218 feet at the bottom of the slope. The high- 
water mark is 241 feet above tide-marsh level; the top of 
the earth embankment 245 feet; the foot of the inner slope 
223 feet; the centre of the reservoir 221 feet, and the invert 
of the BGs inch pipe 220 feet. The reservoir is built partly 
in excavation and partly in embankment. The embankment 
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is 20 feet wide on top, with outside slopes of two horizontal 
to one vertical, and inside slopes of 1? horizontal to 1 ver- 
tical. It is composed of the material from the excavation, a 
compact, clayey gravel spread in 4-inch layers, watered and 
thoroughly rolled. The inner slope of the embankment is 
covered to above the high-water line with a layer of puddle 
2 feet in thickness, composed of the natural material, from 
which all the large stones were removed, and brick clay, 
thoroughly mixed in the proportion of 2 natural material 
and 1 clay, wet and rammed in place. This puddle is cov- 
ered from the base of the slope to grade 235 with a layer of 
Portland cement concrete 9 inches in thickness. Between 
grade 235 and 243 the slope is covered with a paving of 
Roxbury stone 15 inches in thickness underlaid by 12 inches 
of small broken stone. 

To prevent any slipping of the puddle or of the paving on 
the slope, an abutment of American cement concrete is placed 
at the foot of the slope, as shown on section. The bottom of 
the reservoir is covered with 2 feet of puddle, composed of 
the natural material mixed in thin layers with a small quan- 
tity of clay, wet and rolled. Fora distance of 10 feet from 
the foot of the slope the bottom is covered with a layer of 
Portland cement concrete 6 inches in thickness. The bot- 
tom slopes toward the centre, and is drained by a concrete 
cutter to the gate-chamber. The outer slope of the embank- 
ment is covered with loam 2 feet in thickness, there being a 
surplus of loam from the excavation. <A gravel walk 8 feet 
in width surrounds the reservoir on the top of the embank- 
ment. The gate-chamber ts located in the centre of the 
easterly embankment. It is 20 feet by 20 feet 10 inches, 
inside dimensions, with side-walls of rubble granite masonry 
26 feet high, 5 feet 6 inches thick at the bottom, and 3 feet 6 
inches at the top, and is divided by brick partition walls into 
influent and effluent chambers, as shown on the accompany- 
ing plate. The foundation course is a bed of American ce- 
ment concrete 2 feet thick, and below this there are three 
cut-off walls of concrete 2 feet square, running parallel with 
the centre line of the embankment, designed to cut off leak- 
age. The water enters the gate-chamber through a 36-inch 
pipe, passes out through a 36-inch pipe, and enters the reser- 
voir near the centre. <A brick division wall, with sluice-gate 
at the bottom and stop-planks above, prev ents the reservoir 
from being emptied in case of a break in the force-main. 
By means of two sluive-gates in the effluent chamber, water 

can be taken from different depths. The pipe for overflow. 
and drainage is 16 inches in diameter; it is reduced to 12 
inches outside of the reservoir, and carried down Fisher ave- 
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nue to Boylston street, there connecting with a surface drain. 
The drain from the reservoir of the town of Brookline is also 
connected with this pipe. The superstructure of the gate- 
house is brick with trimmings of Longmeadow brown stone. 
The work is now complete with the exception of some grad- 
ing and sowing of the grounds, which will be done in the 
spring.

The total amount expended from the appropriation for new 
high-service on January 1, 1888, was $464,981.86, of which 
$31,330.82 was expended for the West Roxbury high-service. 
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Plans and estimates have been made for high-service works 
to supply the high land of Breed’s island, the construction 
of which was authorized by the City Council. A wrought- 
iron tank will be erected on the summit of Breed’s Hill, to 
which water will be forced by pumps located at the present 
pumping-station near the reservoir. 

The work can be commenced as soon as the weather will 
permit. 


Mystic LAKE. 


The surface of the lake was 5.52 feet above tide-marsh 
level on January 1, 1887, and water was wasting over the 
outlet dam. Waste was continued until June 12. The 
lake surface remained near high-water mark until September, 
and water was wasted over the dam during the greater por- 
tion of the month of August. On October 1 the lake was 
1.79 feet below high water. During October and November 
the lake surface slowly rose, and on December 15 waste 


was commenced at the outlet dam. 


MystTic-VALLEY SEWER. 


The treatment of the sewage has been continued as in past 
years. Experiments have been in progress during the past 
year for the purpose of finding a more satisfactory method 
of treating the sewage than that now used. The results of 
these experiments have been encouraging, and I recommend 


b) 
their continuance on a more extended I scale. 

In this connection I may add that the present wooden 
tanks are so old and decayed that new ones are necessary ; 
the engine is in need of renewal, and the reconstruction 
of these old works can be, at comparatively small expense, 
so adapted as to be used either with the present method of 
treatment or in connection with a more satisfactory one, 


should the experiments prove successful. 


Mystic ConpbuUIT AND RESERVOIR. 


The conduit was cleaned on June 8, and again on Sep- 
tember 30. The reservoir is in good condition. 


Mystic Pumpinc-STATION. 


The table on page 49 shows the work done by the 
engines at this station during each month of the past year.

The trusses supporting the roof of the engine-house were 
old, badly distorted, and in an unsafe condition; they are 
now being replaced by new ones of a new design. The roof 
of the coal bunker has rotted away, and I recommend that 


it be replaced by a shed roof during the present year.

The above figures show an increase in the consumption of 
the Sudbury and Cochituate works of 12.1 per cent. over that 
of the year 1886, of the Mystic works of 3.1 per cent, and of 
the combined supplies of 10.1 per cent. The increase on 
the Sudbury and Cochituate works has been larger than the 
probable increase in population. Although the number of 
premises supplied through meters has been reduced, there 
has been a large increase in the amount of metered water 
used, amounting to an increased daily consumption of 856,- 
500 gallons of metered water, — about 13 per cent. over that 
of the year 1886, the metered water used in 1887 being at 
the rate of 7,229,700 gallons daily. Should allowance be 
made for the fewer premises metered, the percentage of 
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increase would be higher. The fact that the number of new 
service-pipes laid during the year has been larger than for 
any year since 1871 furnishes another reason for a large 
legitimate increase in consumption. 


DETECTION OF WASTE. 


The operation of the Deacon waste detection system and 
the work of setting stopcocks on the old service-pipes has 
been continued under the personal charge of Assistant 
Dexter Brackett, who reports as follows : —

Dear Srr,—The detection of waste by the Deacon 
meters and sidewalk stopcocks was begun on April 13, and 
continued until November 26. There are now connected 
with the works 75 Deacon meters, through which are sup- 
plied about 353,500 people, divided into 153 sections. Dur- 
ing the season 728 diagrams were taken, showing the hourly 
rate of consumption and waste in these sections. In con- 
nection with the operation of the meters, night examinations 
have been made of all services which have been provided 
with shut-off cocks in the sidewalk, and all indications of 
waste reported to the Waste Detection Department with the

The work of placing sidewalk stopcocks on the old service- 

pipes was begun for the season on April 18, and continued 
with a force of about 50 men until November 12. During 
that time 6,035 cocks were set, and 128 of the Church stop- 
cocks were replaced by the ordinary pattern. This depart- 
ment has also established 19 new service-pipes, and replaced 
284 cast-iron service-pipes with lead. 
' These iron services had been in use since the introduction 
of water, and were badly tuberculated. In many cases the 
passage for water had been reduced from the original diame- 
ter of 14 inches to $ inch or + inch. The cost of these 
stopcocks set in position, including cost of service-box, 
labor, etc., has been about $5 each.

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The total length of pipe laid on the Sudbury and 
Cochituate works was 24.68 miles; of this amount 2.32 
miles were laid to replace existing pipes which were relaid 
for various reasons, making a net increase in the total length 
in use of 22.36 miles. This is the largest amount of pipe 
laid on the Sudbury and Cochituate works since 1875. On 
the Mystie works the mains have been extended 23,762 feet, 
and 9,928 feet of wrought-iron and cement pipe have been 
replaced by cast-iron pipes. The Cochituate distribution 
has been also greatly improved by removing the tubercles 
from the old 6-inch and 12-inch mains, by means of the 
Sweeney pipe-scraper. In the City proper, South and East 
Boston, there were cleaned during the year 40,932 feet of 
6-inch and 20,280 feet of 12-inch pipe, at an average cost 
of 13.7 cents per foot for the 6-inch, and of 20 cents per foot 
for the 12-inch. 

An order of the City Council, approved May 28, 1887, 
authorized the laying of a new main for the improvement of 
the East Boston supply, and a contract was made on June 
11, with R. D. Wood & Co., for 1,100 tons of 24-inch pipe 
at $35, and 170 tons of 30-inch pipe at $34.50, per gross 
ton. In July the City Council authorized the laying of 
pipes for the supply of Charlestown from the Cochituate 
works. As the new main to East Boston was to be laid 
through Charlestown, the original plan for the East Boston 
main was modified by enlarging the size of the new main 
between the City proper and Charlestown, and connecting 
it with the large mains on the Common instead of with the 
24-inch at Haymarket square. On September 21 a con- 
tract for 1,280 tons of 16-inch and 30-inch pipe, at $30.69, 
was made with the Gloucester Iron Works. The contract 
of R. D. Wood & Co. has been completed, and 5,556 feet of 
24-inch and 1,256 feet of 30-inch main laid in Charlestown 
and on Chelsea bridge. In connection with this work the 
bridge which carries “the water pipe across the Mystic river 
has been rebuilt. This bridge was built in 1850, and the 
boxing rebuilt in 1867, when the Mystic works were ex- 
tended to Chelsea. The boxing and fender-guard were 
very badly decayed. The contract for doing this work was 

made with J. N. Hayes & Co., on August 29, for the sum 
of $14,500. The old piles were cut down and spliced in a 
substantial manner, with 10 by 12 inch hard-pine sticks. 
Three 10 by 14 inch longitudinal stringers, supported by 
6 by 12 inch double girder caps are bolted to the tops of 
the spliced piles ; a flooring of 4-inch spruce plank is laid 
upon the stringers, m making a platform 81 feet in width, on 
which are laid the 16-inch and 30-inch pipes. The pipes are 
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covered by a housing large enough to be entered for exam- 
ining and repairing “the pipes. The new fender is placed 
16 feet from the br idge, so as to provide a protection against 
injury from vessels. 

The relocation and change of grade of Beacon street, in 
the town of Brookline, has necessitated the relaying of 1,525 
feet of the 48-inch main, and there are other portions of the 
main which will require lowering during the coming sea- 
son. <A large amount of work has been done in connection 
with the petitions for main pipe, of which there were 249 
during the season. Plans have been made, and lines and 
grades given, for all pipes laid during the year, and all 
gates and hydrants have been located and plotted upon 
the location plans filed in this office. 


MISCELLANEOUS. 


The sea-wall at the Albany-street pipe-yard has been rebuilt 
by Boynton Brothers, at a cost of about $10,500. The old 
wall was taken down, additional piles driven, and the wall 
rebuilt, using new stone for the face, and also for a substan- 
tial cnt-stone capping. On the face of the wall is an oak- 
pile fender with hard-pine cap. Examinations and estimates 
have been made of the cost of supplying the public institu- 
tions on Long Island with Cochituate water.

Sm, — The following brief report is submitted of en- 
gineering work on additional supply and the improvement 
of the old sources. During the winter of 1886-7 surveys 
and plans were made for the deepening of five sections of 
shallow flowage at Lake Cochituate, in the vicinity of the 
Beaver-dam and Course-brook valleys. This work was 
begun under your direction in September, and prosecuted to 
completion on December 20. 

About 50,000 cubie yards of material have been moved. 
Plans have also been made for the further application of the 
same treatment to the Pegan meadows. Surveys and plans 
have been made in connection with studies already made for 
the construction of an additional basin in the Indian-brook 
valley of the Sudbury-river supply. A number of lines 
have been run, and estimates made for the relocation of the 
highways, and borings for foundations ave now in progress. 
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Detail plans are making for a new dam at the outlet of Lake 
Cochituate, and other engineering studies in connection with 
the disposal of the sewage of the towns of Framingham and 


Marlboro’ have been made by the engineering force.

In GENERAL. 


The new dam at the outlet of Lake Cochituate should be 
built during the coming season when the conditions will 
be favorable for doing the work, as the water will be 
kept down in order to facilitate the deepening of some 
portions of the lake. Detail plans for this dam are now 
being prepared. It is especially important that advantage 
should be taken of the present opportunity to do this work, 
as the increasing consumption will make demands upon the 
sources of supply i in the near future which will require all 
‘the available storage capacity to be utilized, and it would 
not then be safe to draw down the waters of the lake at a 
proper season of the year for constructing the dam. ‘The 
new basin on Indian brook, for which a greater part of the 
Jand has been purchased, will require several seasons for its 
construction; it is therefore important that work should be 
commenced this year. Plans and investigations are now in 
progress, for the purpose of determining ‘the final location 
of the dam, the most economical method of tr eating the shal- 
lower margins, and for the relocation of streets in Hopkinton 
and Ashland crossing the proposed location of the basin. 
The water from the Mystic supply is constantly deteriorating, 
although constant efforts have been made to protect its 
sources from pollution. The character of the water-shed is 
unfavorable for the collection of pure water, as its already 
large population is constantly growing, and without a system 
of sewers this must necessarily tend to continually increase 
the causes which render water unfit for domestic use. 

The pipe-yardon Albany street is not large enough, and could 
the vacant wharf owned by the city, and ‘adjoining this yard, 
be obtained, it would furnish additional space for storing 
pipes, which is much needed. The sea-wall on front of this 
wharf should be rebuilt; this will cost about $6,000, and if 
the Water Department should assume this expense it would 
be a fair consideration for its use. 

In some sections of the city supplied from old tuberculated 
pipes the character of the plumbing in the houses is such 
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that it is not practicable to clean the pipes with the machine 
which has been so successfully used elsewhere, and these 
pipes should be relaid, especially as in some cases larger 
ones are needed. The stand-pipe at Roxbury is now of no 
value to the water service of the city ; it has outlived its use- 
fulness, and I recommend that the Board consider what dis- 
position should be made of it. 

As soon as the new high-service works are placed in 
operation, it is the intention to increase the territory now 
supplied by the high-service. This will necessitate consid- 
erable work, changing connections and laying new mains. 
Plans for the work are now being studied, and work can be 
commenced early in the season. 

Appended to this report will be found the usual tables of 
rainfall, consumption, yield of water-shed, etc.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF THE 
WESTERN DIVISION.

Str, — The annual report for the Western Division of the 
Boston Water-Works is submitted herewith. 


SUDBURY-RIVER BASINS. 


Basins 1, 2, and 8 are full, and water wasting over the 
dams. Basin 4 is not yet full. The quality of the water 
has generally been excellent throughout the year. The 
supply, as usual, has been principally drawn from Basin 2. 
From October 4 to November 15 water was drawn from 
Basin No. 4. This basin was of better quality than last 
year, and after July was better than any of the other basins, 
attributable to its greater depth. In Basin No. 3 the water 
near the bottom was not very good during the summer 
which was probably owing to the large amount of work done 
there during the previous year. 

Between October 5 and November 8 a considerable amount 
of alge appeared in Basin 38, and no water was drawn from 
that source during this period ; otherwise the water has been 
freer from vegetable growth than usual. 

These are the principal facts in regard to the Sudbury 
supply. A more detailed account will be found under each 
basin. 


/ 


Basin 1. 


On Jan. 1, 1887, the water in this basin stood at grade 
157.98 above tide-marsh level in Boston, and water was 
wasting over the dam. ) 

On May 25 both sets of flash-boards were put on the stone 
crest. On June 2 the water began to run over the top of 
the flash-boards, and continued to waste, with the exception 
of three days, until June 26. 

On November 10 the basin stood at elevation 158.49. 

Between November 16 and November 23 water was drawn 
into Farm Pond, and the level reduced to 156.63. The 
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water then gradually rose, and on December 11 began to 
waste over the stone crest, and so continued to the end of 
the year. 

The lowest point reached during the year was on Novem- 
ber 25, viz., 156.62, and the highest, 159.69, on June 2. 
The flow of one and one-half million gallons per day has been 
passed into the river every day, in accordance with the law. 
The usual amount of care has been given to the maintenance 
of the works around the basin. The 48-inch main in the 
bottom of this reservoir has not been repaired. It is in bad 
condition, but no favorable opportunity has offered for ex- 
amining the joints. 


Basin 2. 


On Jan. 1, 1887, this basin stood at grade 166.13, and 
water was wasting over the stone crest of the dam. This 
continued until May 25, when both sets of flash-boards were 
put in place. Water flowed over the top of these flash- 
boards from June 1 to June 10, when a temporary set of 
boards was added, raising the surface to 167.50. On June 
16 waste stopped, and as the water was drawn for the supply 
of the city, the basin gradually lowered to elevation 163.64, 
on July 20. It then rose, and was kept for about a month at 
165.00, afterwards falling to 160.32, on October 4, when the 
basin was reinforced by the supply from Basin No. 4. On 
December 14 water was flowing over the stone crest of the 
dam, and so continued, with the exception of four days in 
December, to the end of the year. The flash-boards were 
removed on March 22. The highest elevation reached was 
167.53, on June 14, and the lowest, 160.32, on October 4. 

No work of any importance has been done at Basin 2 
during the year, with the exception of the ordinary routine 
work attending the maintenance of the dam and gate-house, 
and the management of the water. 


Basin 3. 


On Jan. 1, 1887, this basin stood at elevation 175.54, and 
water was wasting over the stone crest. It continued to 
overflow until Jan. 8, when, the waste-gates being opened, 
the surface fell to 158.16, and it was kept at about this 
height until the gates were closed, on Jan. 10. The surface 
then rose, and on Feb. 21 began to waste over the dam. On 
June 13 waste stopped, and the water gradually fell to 
171.73, on Oct. 4. After this date the basin filled, and on 
Dec. 6 waste began over the dam, and has so continued 
to the present time. The highest elevation reached during 
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the year was 176.02, on May 1, and the lowest, 158.16, on 
Feb. 7. During the early spring the basin was purposely 
kept at low level, when there was an abundance of water 
running in the river, for the purpose of washing out the 
basin by increasing the velocity of flow. This carried off 
some of the detritus left from the work of shallow flowage 
executed during the previous year. 


Basin 4. 


On Jan. 1, 1887, this basin stood at grade 204.98, but rose 
to 210.55, on Jan. 26, when the gates were partially opened. 
From this time until March 20 the surface was kept at about 
211.00 o0r 212.00. On March 28 the basin was allowed to rise 
until it overflowed the stone crest. On May 17 flash-boards 
were put in place, which carried the water up to very near 
the high-water line. On July 7 waste stopped. On July 
23 waste again began, and continued, with the exception of 
six days in August, until Sept. 21. On Oct. 4 water was 
drawn from the basin, and the surface fell to 204.98, on 
Nov. 15, at which time the gates were closed. 

The highest elevation has been 215.10, on June 1, and the 
lowest, 204.93, on Jan. 1. The basin has not yet filled, but 
will undoubtedly be running over before long. It is now 
207.82. 

A considerable amount of work has been done by the 
regular basin force at this point during the year, both on the 
embankment of the dam and on the grounds. 

About 150 evergreen trees have been set out. During the 
autumn the old office was changed into a dwelling for the 
attendant in charge of the dam. 


Farm Ponp.. 


On Jan. 1, 1887, this pond stood at elevation 149.28. It 
was kept at about this height during the entire year. The 
highest point was reached on April 30, viz., 149.44, and the 
lowest, on July 17, viz., 148.92. 

During a portion of the summer, water from the Sudbury 
basins was run through the Farm-Pond aqueduct on account 
of the appearance of alge in the water. . 

The Farm Pond Water Co. have pumped 87,500,000 
gallons during the year from Farm Pond, or an average of 
240,000 gallons daily. 

Water was drawn directly from Farm Pond, from January 
1 to June 2, and from the afternoon of August 24 until the 
end of the year. Water was drawn through Farm-Pond 
aqueduct from June 2 to August 24. 
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LAKE CocHITUATE. 


On January 1, 1887, the surface of the lake stood at 
129.77, 4.59 feet below high water. On January 29, the 
water having risen to 132.15, the stop-planks were taken 
out, and waste began over the outlet dam. The greatest 
height on the weir at any one time was 1.224 feet. 

On April 26 the lake reached 134.36 high-water mark. 
The surface fell steadily during the summer and autumn, the 
level of the water being reduced by waste into the river, in 
order to facilitate the work on shallow flowage, which was 
carried out between September and December. The lowest 
point reached was on November 10, viz., 125.12. The sur- 
face stands at 125.63 at the present time. The water has 
been hardly up to the average, owing to considerable work 
of construction going on in the upper portions of the lake. 

Inspections of the old cases of sewage pollution in the 
towns on the sources of supply have been made from time to 
time, but no regular inspector has been employed Owing 
to negotiations now going on between your Board and the 
towns, no cases have been carried into the courts. The city 
is still threatened with serious trouble in Brookline, owing 
to sewage which still percolates into the tunnel. 


DupLEy Ponp. 


We have had no occasion to draw water from this pond 
during the year. 


SUDBURY-—-RIVER AQUEDUCT. 


This structure has been in service during the entire year, 
with the exception of 23 days, when the flow was stopped 
to lay a wooden track in one of the tunnels for the cleaning 
machine. 

It has carried to the city a total of 6,124,100,000 gallons, 
or a daily average of 16,778,400 gallons, a considerable in- 
crease over last year. The largest amount run on any one 
day was 44,000,000 gallons, on August 20, and the smallest, 
6,900,000 gallons, May 31. 

The upper portions of the aqueduct were cleaned by 
machine during the summer as far as the Rosemary syphon. 
The brick-work was very dirty. From Farm Pond to 
Bacon’s waste-weir there was a quantity of black deposit 
and some sponge. 

Considerable work has been done on the first ten miles of 
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the aqueduct in the way of preparation for the machine. 
The waste-weirs have been provided with tracks over the 
catch-basins and through the Rockland and Badger-hill tun- 
nels. The material used for the track was southern pine. 
The rails are 4 in. by 8 in., and the cross-ties 1 in. by 8 in., 
with bevelled edges. The ties were placed 10 feet apart ; 
the ends of the ties were fastened to the side-walls with 
wooden plugs driven into the brick or stone work. The 
bottoms of these tunnels are of concrete, and quite rough. 
In the West pipe-chamber an elevator has been constructed 
to hoist the cleaning-machine out of the aqueduct. It is 
operated by differential pulleys. 

The lower portion of the aqueduct from the East syphon- 
chamber to Chestnut-Hill reservoir has been cleaned by 
hand-labor, but this is not as effective as the machine-work. 
The cleaning was done September 12, 18, and 14. 

The fences that cross the aqueduct on the sides of the 
road crossings, and which were built when the aqueduct was 
constructed, were found to be in a rotten condition. These 
fences were built with mortised posts and rails. They have 
been rebuilt with round chestnut posts and board-rails. The 
usual attention has been paid to the embankments, loaming, 
sodding, and top-dressing. The loam was taken from the 
wooded sections along the line during the winter. 


THE CocHITUATE AQUEDUCT. 


On Jan. 1, 1887, a depth of 6.5 feet was run to the reser- 
voirs, and so maintained until the 8th, when the flow was 
reduced to 5.50 feet, and this amount was unchanged until 
June 27, when 6 iaehee more was added to the flow. On 
July 1 this amount was increased to 6.5 feet, and when the 
surface of the lake reached this point, about September 1, the 
amount run in the aqueduct has depended upon the level of 
the lake. We have now 4} feet running. 

On October 24, 25, and 26 the whole length of ‘the aque- 
duct to Brookline reservoir was cleaned. From the lake to 
Station 30 there was a strong growth of vegetable matter, 
but 1t was only about 3 of an inch long. It gradually dimin- 
ished to Station 40. F rom Station “40 to 130 there was a 
heavy coating of muddy deposit. Spongilla was found prin- 
cipally upon the bottom. From Station 40 to 102 the sponge 
growth was found in greater quantities than nearer the lake, 
and was evenly distributed over the brick-work. <A consider- - 
able growth of sponge of recent formation was found between 
Station 130 and 270, and it was easily removed. 

The whole aqueduct, as far as the Grantville waste-weir, 
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was very dirty, but gradually decreasing east of this point. 
The Brookline tunnel gave indications of sewage matter. It is 
evident that the drainage must come from other places than 
those already connected with the sewer, and an investigation 
of this important matter must be made at an early day. 

The bushes have been mowed during the year the whole 
length of the aqueduct. ‘This is found to be the cheapest 
method of getting rid of them, as a scythe can be used before 
they get too large. Some work has been begun upon the 
embankments. They have been neglected forso many years 
that there is now hardly any loam left upon them. Without 
this protection the embankments gradually waste away at the 
upper portions. Some five thousand small pines and shrubs 
have been dug up and transplanted to the grounds around 
Chestnut-Hill reservoir, by the aqueduct force, and some 
fences have been built. 

The portion of the Cochituate aqueduct between Chestnut 
Hill and Brookline reservoirs was shut off from the supply 
between July 26 and September 38, to allow for the building 
of a connection chamber at the new high-service works. 


CHESTNUT—HILL RESERVOIR. 


This reservoir has been in constant use throughout the 
year. The water has been of good quality. 

Another row of English elms has been planted on the north 
side of Beacon street. Additional shrubs and trees have 
been planted at various points in the grounds. It will be 
advisable to limit the planting to native shrubs, and to avoid 
anything in the way of flowers on the grounds of this reser- 
voir. If this policy is pursued for a number of years, and 
good judgment used in the planting, this territory will become 
a very attractive one. 

During the winter and spring, at the request of the City 
Engineer, I took charge of the deep trenching for the foun- 
dation of the new high-service works. The digging was 
begun January 10, and finished March 31. This involved the 
employment of something like a hundred men, and the 
trenches had to be closely sheeted to a considerable depth. 

The construction of these works has added somewhat to 
the routine work of the department during the whole year. 

The usual meteorological and other observations have been 
made. 

The maintenance of the driveway is now charged to the 
water-works, no appropriation therefor being made by the 
City Council. 
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BROOKLINE RESERVOIR. 


The ground and structures at this point are in good order. 
About half of the water used in Boston has been sent through 
this reservoir. 

No new work has been done during the year. 

A table of rainfall at the Chestnut-Hill reservoir is ap- 
pended, showing the times of beginning and ending of each 
storm. :

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF THE 
EASTERN DIVISION. 


JAN. 1, 1888. 


Horace T. Rockweny, Esq., Chairman of Boston Water 
Board : — 

Sir, —I herewith present my report for the year 1887. 
I consider the works of this division to be in excellent con- 
dition. 

Beyond the ordinary amount of labor in the maintenance 
of the works, the laying of main and service pipes by peti- 
tions, the introduction of fire and elevator pipes, etc., etc., 
there has been laid the 12-inch main to Germantown; the 
remainder of the “New High-Service” mains; the relaying 
of 1,528 feet of 48-inch mains, and the taking up of the same 
number of feet of the old mains on Beacon street, in order 
to change the location of that line; also the continuance of 
cleaning the works of the old pipes in Boston, Kast and 
South Boston. Last year we cleaned 15,280 feet of 6-inch 
pipe (omitted in the report of that year) ; this year 20,280 
feet of 12-inch, and 40,932 feet of 6-inch. 

The tables that follow show that there have been laid and 
relaid more main pipes this year than in any year since 1875, 
the year succeeding the annexation of West Roxbury and 
Brighton, and more service-pipes than in any year since 
1871.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF THE 
MYSTIC DEPARTMENT. 


Mystic DrrpartMENT, Boston Water—Works, 
CHARLESTOWN District, Jan. 1, 1888.

Board ; — 


Sir, — The report of this department for the year end- 
ing Dec. 31, 1887, is herewith submitted. 


Mystic Lakg. 


With the rainfall of this year all danger of pumping at 
the lake has passed. The lake has stood higher this year 
than for a great number of years past, and at this date is 
almost full. Owing to the height of water we have been un- 
able to do any cleaning below .Whitney’s dam, and have 
confined our work to Wedge Pond and Horn-Pond stream. 
This stream has been cleaned its whole length, and is now 
in better condition than ever, as I can find no record of any 
cleaning having been done on that stream. We have had no 
complaints of the water this past year, which seems proof 
that the annual cleaning has somewhat improved the water. 
The pollution has been thoroughly looked after, and there 
still continues an improvement in the visible cases, though 
the invisible ones, owing to the nature of the soil, must con- 
tinue to increase. The building in the towns of Woburn, 
Winchester, and Stoneham is rapidly increasing, and, owing 
to the lack of sewers, the quantity of indirect drainage must 
continue to increase. The gate-house and pump-houses are 
in good condition. The house now occupied by the keeper 
should be condemned, and a new one built in a more healthy 
location. Some of the fences need rebuilding this year. The 
grading of the land has been continued the past year. 


MystTic—VALLEY SEWER. 


This branch of the department remains the same as last 
year ; the amount of sewage slightly increases. During the 
past year a number of experiments for the treatment of the 
sewage matter have been tried. 
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The new buildings and pumps mentioned in my last report 
have not been built, as we thought it best to know just 
what would be needed; we shall have to replace the engine 
this year. The sewer and catch-basins are all in good condi- 
tion. 


ConDuwvIT. 


The conduit was cleaned in June and September ; at both 
times found plenty of sponge and mud; it was thoroughly 
swept and scrubbed, and the dirt taken out. I would again 
recommend the enlargement of the gate-house at the river 
end, and the building ‘of more man-holes. 


RESERVOIR. 


The banks of the reservoir were thoroughly top-dressed 
with manure last year, and again this; the grass shows the 


= o 
improvement. The roads and walks are in good condition. 


The gate-house will need some slight repairs this year. The 
whole reservoir should be cleaned out this year, and the 
stone-work pointed. 


Roaps AND GROUNDS. 


At the engine-house the edgestones have been reset, the 
sidewalks and cutters have been concreted, and part of the 
street macadamized; shall continue the work the present 
year. 


PUMPING—SERVICE. 


The boilers and pumps have needed few repairs the past 
year, and remain in about the same condition. They are 
old, and begin to show signs of wear. We are at present 
rebuilding the roof of the engine-house. We found, on ex- 
amination, that the old trusses were unsafe, and we are put- 
ting in six new ones. When the new ones are in position the 
roof will be supported on them and the old ones removed. 

The roof of the coal-bunker has rotted away the past sea- 
son. I recommend that a shed-roof be built over it. The 
dwelling-house occupied by the engineer needs considerable 
repairs, and the plumbing in the same will have to be re- 


newed this year. 
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DISTRIBUTION—PIPES. 


These have been extended by the addition of 660 feet 16- 
inch, 156 feet 6-inch ; 5,692 feet of cement-lined pipe have 
been replaced with cast-iron. We have also laid 5,196 feet 
of 24-inch pipe for connection with the Cochituate works. 


HyDRANTS AND GATES. 


Two additional Lowrys and 6 Boston Lowrys have been 
placed this year; 1 old pattern Lowry replaced with a new 
one; 2 Boston Lowrys substituted for posts, and 6 posts for 
flush hydrants. There have been 17 hydrants repaired and 12 
rotten hydrant-boxes replaced; JL 4-in., 3 6-in., 1 8-in 
gates have been added; 4 4-in., 18 6-in., 2 8-in. have been 
replaced with new ; 5 2-in., 2 6-in. blow-offs have been estab- 
lished, 19 gates repaired, 40 gate-boxes renewed. 


SERVICE—PIPES AND BoxEs. 


Forty-three new services were laid and 130 repaired, in 
which 1,253 feet of lead pipe were used ; 35 3-in. services re- 
placed by larger ones; 37 leaks were repaired. There have 
been 84 stoppages by eels, and 24 by rust; there have been 
278 wooden service-boxes replaced by cast-iron. 


FOUNTAINS. 


I would recommend that the cast-iron fountains on Austin 
and Bunker-Hill streets be removed, and stone troughs sub- 
stituted, and that a new one be established on Chelsea street, 
near the bridge.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF THE 
INSPECTION AND WASTE DIVISION. 


DIVISION OF INSPECTION AND WASTE, 
CIty HALL. Jalen le loos: 


To Horace T. RockweEtu, Esq., Chairman Boston Water 
Board : — 


Sir, — The following report of this division for the year 
from January 1, 1887, to January 1, 18838, is respectfully 
submitted. 

The inspection force on the Ist January, 1887, consisted 
of thirty inspectors and three chief inspectors. 

On March 21 three inspectors were detailed to work under 
the Water Registrar of the Mystic Department: they con- 
tinued there until December 5. In April eleven inspectors 
were assigned to Water Registrar Davis to inspect the 
Cochituate Department for the assessing of water-rates ; they 
worked under him until August 1. The remaining sixteen 
inspectors were engaged during the year checking the waste 
indicated by the Deacon meters and Church stop-cocks ; 
work was begun on the meters and stop-cocks April 25, and 
continued until November 26, when the meters were taken 
up. 

Inspector R. E. Maguire resigned in January, and Dillon 
McCormack, « suspended inspector, was reinstated to fill the 
vacancy. Another suspended inspector — Solomon Bach- 
arach — was reinstated July 8. 

During the summer months the inspection force having all 
the work they could possibly attend to in the Cochituate and 
Mystic divisions, five inspectors were temporarily appointed 
to enforce the ordinance in relation to hand hose, fountains, 
sprinklers, etc. ; they were on duty —three from the begin- 
ning of June, and two additional from July 16 to the Ist of 
November, when their services were dispensed with. 

On October 18 the location of the three divisions of in- 
spectors were changed as follows, viz.: the men who had 
been employed in the Roxbury, Dorchester, West Roxbury, 
and Brighton districts were transferred to Somerville, Chel- 
sea, Everett, Revere, and Charlestown. The men on duty 
in the latter districts were placed in the middle district, com- 
prising South Boston and the city proper; those at work in 


REPORT OF THE WATER BoarpD. 107 


the city proper were placed in the Roxbury and Brighton 
districts. 

The order issued by the Water Board March 14, to have 
inspectors state in their daily reports the hour of visit to each 
premises, has been productive of good results by affording a 
check on the work of each inspector every hour of the day. 

Notwithstanding the facilities afforded by the Deacon 
meters and Church stop-cocks to check waste, and that 
nearly 2,000 premises more than the previous year were re- 
ported wasting water, the consumption of the year in the 
Cochituate division averaged 12.28 per cent. over that of 
1886. This, I consider, in a great measure, may be the result 
of increase in population, business premises, and thousands 
of water-closets ordered in by the Board of Health where 
vaults previously existed. 

The following table shows the consumption in the Co- 
chituate Department for the year, also for the year before 
inspection began. Notwithstanding increase of population, 
buildin'gs, and other increased sources of consumption, the 
figures “show a saving of 10.40 per cent., or an average of 
3,523,492 gallons for each day of the year, as compared 
with the year before inspection.

To the Honorable the Mayor and City Council of Boston : — 


The Board of Health respectfully submits its sixteenth re- 
port, covering the work of this departinent for the year 1887. 

The mortality of the city for the past year has exceeded 
that of any like period for several years past, the total 
number of deaths from all causes having been 10,073 as com- 
pared with 9,268 deaths the year before. Putting the 
present population of the city at 400,000, which, however, 
is a lower figure than an actual enumeration of our population 
would show, the death-rate for the year is 25.18 for each 
one thousand inhabitants compared with a rate of 23.17 for 
each one thousand the previous year, and 24.04 in 1885. 
A variety of causes have contributed to this excessive death- 
rate, the principal one being the unusual heat which pre- 
vailed during the summer months, and the consequent 
increase in the number of diarrhoeal diseases. During the 
months of June, July, and August the deaths from cholera- 
infantum alone numbered 414, being 4.10 per cent. of the 
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total mortality for those months, against a percentage of 
3.51 for the corresponding period the previous year. The 
mean average temperature for June, July, and August 
the past year was 68.2, and the average humidity 74.3, 

showing atmospheric conditions that bear heavily upon the 
health of the infant population in the thickly settled sections 
of a great city, however vigilant the health authorities may 
be in caring for the sanitary condition of such localities. 
During the same period the number of preventable diseases 
among adults also increased the death-rate somewhat, though 
hardly i in a corresponding ratio. Measles was very prevalent 
during the months of July, August, and September, and 
immediately following there was a large and = general 
prevalence ‘of scarlatina, which continued with a diminish- 
ing fatality to the end of the year. Prompt and effective 
measures were taken by the Board to prevent the spread of 
this disease ; and, though it was of the severest type with one 
exception for nine years, less than two per cent. of the total 
number of deaths were from scarlatina. Diphtheria proved 
an exception to the general rule, showing many less deaths 
resulting from it than for the year previous. The percentage 
of all iat zymotic deaths to the total mortality during the 
year was 19.7, which, though slightly in excess of the 
Bete ie’ for one or two years previous, is far below the 
average rate.for the past ten years, during which time the 
preventable deaths have shown a gre adual but constant falling 
off until the year just closed. Among the diseases of a non- 
preventable character, which materially increased the num- 
ber of deaths, may be mentioned cancer, respiratory and 
tubercular diseases, heart-disease, and those of an accidental 
and violent character, with a large number due to an ad- 
vanced old age. 

Another explanation of the increased death-rate of the city 
is undoubtedly to be found in the fact that, in estimating it, 
no account is taken of the increase of the city’s population, 
which is generally conceded to be considerably in excess of 
the figures which form the basis of this Board’s calculations. 
It has been thought best, however, to keep as near to the 
census figures as panes rensonable, even though in so doing 
the death-rate was made to appear unduly large as compared 
with those of the iiss large cities of the country. The Board 
believes that an enumeration of the inhabitants undertaken 
by the police, as is done in several of our larger cities, in the 
years which intervene between the census years, would show 
that our population has rapidly increased since the last 
census was taken, and that the city’s death-rate is not 
actually so large as is here given. The rates of mortality in 
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some of the leading cities of the country are given in the 


following table ; but it is always necessary to keep in mind 
the fact that these rates are based on estimated populations.

To show how trustworthy these rates are, as indicating 
the comparative mortality of the cities mentioned, we give 
here a table showing their population, as given by “the 
last national census, and the population claimed by the same 
cities now, on which they calculate their respective death-

A glance at the foregoing table of population will account 
for the larger death-rate of Boston when compared with most 
of these cities. 

A more reasonable and trustworthy basis on which to cal- 


culate the comparative sanitary condition of the several large 
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cities is the percentage of deaths from zymotics to the total 
deaths from all causes. Taking this as a basis of calculation, 
it will be found, by reference to the first of the foregoing 
tables, that the percentage of preventable deaths in Boston 
during the past year was considerably lower than that of any 
other large American city, excepting only Philadelphia. The 
percentage of deaths of children under five years of age, 
which is another guide to the sanitary condition of a city, is 
shown to be lower in this than in any other of the large cities, 
not excepting Philadelphia.

ConTAGious DISEASES. 


The number of cases of contagious diseases reported to 
the Board of Health during the year 1887 was 5,815, against 
3,865 in 1886. 

The total number of deaths from the same diseases in 1887 
was 813, or 232 more than for 1&86. 

Small-pox has been discovered in but four instances. 
They were removed to the hospital, and all recovered. In 
1886 there was one case, and no death. 

Scarlet Fever was more prevalent, especially during the 
last quarter of the year, and the type was more severe. 

1,549 cases were reported and 195 deaths, against 1,149 
eases and 81 deaths in 1886. The percentage of deaths in 
1886 was 7, and in 1887 it was 12.58. 

Diphtheria has been less prevalent in 1887 than for any 
year since the Board called for the report of such cases in 
1878. The number of cases reported was 1,049, the num- 
ber of deaths 316, and the percentage of deaths 30.12, as 
against 1,188 cases, 329 deaths, and a percentage of 27.69 
in 1886. 

Measles was reported in 2,273 cases, and there were 119 
deaths, against 783 cases and 36 deaths in 1886. 

Typhoid Fever was reported in 940 cases, and there were 
183 deaths, against 814 cases and 135 deaths in 18386. Of 
this number 75 came to our hospitals from suburban towns, 
and 64 from Ireland on the steamship “ Prussian.” 

On the 9th of May the “ Prussian” arrived at the port of 
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Boston with six hundred immigrants from Glasgow, London- 
derry, and Galway. The vessel and all on board were ex- 
amined by the port physician, and reported to be in good 
sanitary condition. The passengers were landed at East 
Boston the next morning, May 10. Two days after their 
arrival here these people began falling sick, with what proved 
to be typhoid fever, and applying to the hospitals for admis- 
sion. Those who fell sick here and in Portland, Me., num- 
bered nearly one hundred. All who were taken ill here 
were seen by the city physician, and their care in hospitals 
and otherwise secured, as far as possible, by the Board of 
Health. Inquiry into the cause of this unusual sickness was 
made by the Board with interest and diligence, but with- 
out satisfactory results. From the statement of the ship’s 
surgeon it appeared that no sickness had occurred on board 
the ship prior to the landing of these immigrants on May 10. 
None of the ship’s crew had been attacked, although they 
drank the same water, and were otherwise similarly exposed 
on hoard. Specimens of water from each of the ship’s tanks 
were given to Dr. H. C. Ernst, instructor in bacteriology at 
the Harvard Medical School, for examination, who reported 
the water free from the typhoid-fever bacillus. 


CHOLERA—INFANTUM. 


Among the diseases pertaining to childhood none has been 
so fatal as cholera-infantum. While other diseases extend 
from infancy to advanced life, this disease rarely exceeds the 
fifth year of childhood. With the exceptions of some sporadic 
cases, its ravages are chiefly confined to three months of the 
year, — from June to September, — and the increase of deaths 
is generally in proportion to the degree of heat and humidity. 
The deaths from this disease for the past year have been 
greater than for many years previous, and tended to increase 
largely the deaths under five years as well as those of a 
preventable character. Being a disease largely dependent on 
the weather, and not controllable in the same sense as many 
other preventable diseases, it can only be diminished by strict 
enforcement of known sanitary laws, and the corresponding 
improvement in the health of children. From investigation 
made it was found that the weak and debilitated were among 
the first to succumb to its influence. While sanitation has 
been so conducive to the general health of children there is 
a woful: want of it in domestic hygiene. The Board of 
Health, in 1886, with a view of lessening the number of 
deaths from this disease, instituted an examination of three 
hundred and seventy-four cases, the result of which fully 
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sustains what is said on the health of the home. In tene- 
ment-houses, where the majority of these cases occur, the 
high temperature is very noticeable, and in many cases 
ventilation is badly attended to. The cow’s milk, which 
forms a large part of the child’s food, in some cases was 
kept in the sink (to keep it cool); in several cases in the 
closet ; sometimes the vessel was kept in shade of the dwell- 
ing, and when kept in the ice-chest it was subjected in many 
cases to the odor of the miscellaneous eatables. The nursing- 
bottle was frequently refilled by adding fresh milk to what 

yas stale, and rarely, if ever, subjected toa thorough cleans- 
ing. If cases of intestinal irritation are to be reduced, reform 
in the dwelling is the first necessary step. It may be added 
also that children, after weaning, were frequently overted, 
and instead of a moderate supply were allowed the general 
course of the table. Ill care and culpable negligence in these 
matters have caused many a child to fall a victim to the 
disease. There is no question but that the general health 
of children is far better than heretofore. The following 
table, covering a space of seventeen years, for three months 
of each year, “shows ata glance that, in 1871, over 7 per 
cent. to the total mortality died of this disease, ten in 1887 


the deaths numbered only 4 per cent. 
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STREET CLEANING. 


There has been no improvement in the sanitary condition 
of our streets for the past year. There are several causes 
for the uncleanly and unsatisfactory condition of the streets. 
First, the paving is of such a character that a large amount 
of filth is retained in the open and spacious joints and depres- 
sions, over which the sweeper passes without removing the 
offensive matter. The macadamized streets are dusty or 
muddy the larger part of the year. 

Second, the digging up of the streets for pipe-laying dur- 
ing the year has been unprecedented ; and, while no reason- 
able amount of expense would keep the streets in a good 
condition under present circumstances, it is nevertheless true 
that the force in the Health Department is too small to do 
the ordinary and necessary work which a good sanitary con- 
dition of the streets and the prompt removal of waste material 
demand. Such a general upturning of unclean earth in our 


streets as has occurred during the year has been the subject 
of much complaint; and, although much good may eventually 
result from the enterprises which have necessitated this dis- 
turbance of the streets, yet the immediate unfavorable influ- 


ence upon the health of the city cannot be doubted. 


Muppy RtIver. 


This river, so called, and which is but little more than a 
tide basin, was considerably improved last year by the town 
of Brookline. First, by interrupting the overflows from the 
Brookline sewers ; and, second, by clearing out and deepen- 
ing that portion of the creek lying between Western avenue 
and Downer street to accommodate the outlet of a tributary 
from Brookline. | 

The river will still be a source of more or less offensive 
odors to the residents of that section until more permanent 
alterations are made by the Park Commissioners, in whose 
care the river has been placed for improvement. 


SMELT—BROOK CREEK BASIN. 


Complaints have been made during the year of the condi- 
tion of the basin of Smelt-brook creek by residents living 
in the vicinity and other parties. This territory was turned 
over to the care of this Board some time ago, and efforts — 
have been made to keep it inoffensive by leading the water 
in so as to cover the marsh at all tides and letting out the 

water by lifting the gate at regular intervals. This was 
all that the Board of Health deemed it its duty to undertake, 
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notwithstanding the demands of certain parties that the en- 
tire territory should be filled and converted into a water 
park. In behalf of this scheme the following communication 
was sent to this Board : — 

NEPONSET, Mass., July 15, 1887. 
To the Board of Health of the City of Boston : — 


GENTLEMEN, — As the present state of the low lands adjacent to the 
Old Colony Railroad, between Dorchester street and Pope’s-Hill station, 
is increasing the death-rate in their vicinity, and, in the opinion of the 
best medical authority, liable to produce an epidemic, and understand- 
ing that the lack of money necessary to abate the existing nuisance is 
the only obstacle to immediate action on your part, I beg leave to submit 
the following proposition: I will fill to such an extent and depth as 
you desire with clean bank-gravel, car measure to be taken, such lands, 
at a price to be agreed upon between us, or to be adjusted by three dis- 
interested persons. If the Board of Health has not the funds at its 
disposal at present with which to fill these lands, I will agree to take in 
payment certificates bearing five per cent. interest.

Not being in the park-constructing business, the Board of 
Health declined to recommend the acceptance of the above 
proposition, and the subject of taking proper care of these 
flats was taken up by the City Council, a petition signed 
by numerous residents of the vicinity having been sent in, 
praying that prompt and effective steps be taken to remedy 
the alleged nuisance complained of. After fully investigat- 
ing the ‘matter the Council ¢ gave the petitioners leave to with- 
draw. In taking this action tbe City Council set forth 
through the report of the Committee on Health, that. in order 
to hold in the tide-water so as to cover the marsh-land, a tide- 
gate was constructed at the lower end of the mill-pond which, 
by direction of the Board of Health, is raised and lowered 
during the summer season with sufficient frequency to pre- 

vent the water from becoming foul or stagnant, and at the 
same time to keep the marsh -land covered with tide-water as 
much of the time as possible. During the winter season the 
tide is allowed to go in and out thro ugh the gateway twice a 
day, thus keeping the pond and creek, and the lands border- 
ing on them, clean and free from unwholesome odors. As 
often as is deemed necessary all filth and other unwholesome 
matter which accumulates ie is cleaned out and carried 
away 3 but a very small amount of sewage from the surround- 
ing houses goes into the creek, all thé houses on streets in 
which there are sewers having been made to connect with the 
same. As soonas a sewer is built in Charles and Freeman 
streets, so as to enable the houses located on that street and 
its vicinity to connect, no sewage whatever will go into the 
creek. | 
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Following is the order of the City Council authorizing the 
purchase of this terr itory, adopted in December, 1875: 


City Or Boston, 
In BOARD OF ALDERMEN, Dec. 27, 1887. 


Ordered, That the Joint Standing Committee on Streets of the City 
Council be and they hereby are authorized to purchase, for the widening 
of Mill street, in Ward 24, and for sanitary purposes, of Franklin King 
for not exceeding $13,000, his mill, with all the rights pertaining to it. 
on said Mill street, as shown substantially within certain shaded red 
lines on a plan made by the City Surveyor, under date of Sept. 10, 
1875, and deposited in his office, whenever the other abutters than said 
King, upon the mill-pond and creek called Smelt-brook Creek, shall 
agree to said red lines on the plan referred to as essentially the boun- 
daries between said pond and creek and their estate; the title and agree- 
ments to be approved by the City Solicitor, and the expense of said} pur- 
chase to be charged to the appropriation for widening streets. 


Passed in Common Council, Dec. 16, 1875. 
In Board of Aldermen, Dee. 27, 1875, concurred. 
Approved by the Mayor, Dec. 28, 1875. 


DISPOSAL OF WASTES. 


The old question as to the most effectual and economical 
method of disposing of the waste materials of the city con- 
tinues to arise from year to year, and deserves the most 
careful consideration. 

Not less than 300,000 loads of this perishable matter is 
handled and disposed of by the city each year. A portion of 
it is dumped in the harbor, a portion used for filling vacant 
land, and a portion is sold to farmers outside of the city. 
There are objectionable features in all of these processes, and 
they must sooner or later give way to some better method 
for quickly and effectually destroying this offensive matter. 
The destruction of such material by fire is complete, and this 
is being done by many cities at the present time. 


SEWERAGE. 


The question of constructing more sewers in the outlying 
districts is one which is constantly coming up, and one 
which ought to receive the serious and early consideration 
of the City Council. 

Dorchester, West Roxbury, and Brighton are in great 


need of sewers. 


QUARANTINE. 


No incidents of special importance have occurred in quar- 
antine during the year. 
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The inspection of incoming vessels has been performed with 
the usual care, and no developed disease or infected cargo 
has escaped detection by the Port Physician to our knowl- 
edge.

In addition to the foregoing table there have been 926 com- 
plaints investigated where action by the Board was found to be 


unnecessary. 
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Houses VACATED. 


The number of houses ordered to be vacated during the 
year was seventy-five, of which number only six were actu- 
ally vacated, the others having been put in proper condition 
before the expiration of the time specified in the notice, 
the tenants were allowed to remain. 


PROSECUTIONS. 


The following is a list of the prosecutions made during the 
year : — 

The total number of prosecutions during the year was 
seventeen. Of this number eight were made for putting 
salt on the streets, three for maintaining unlawful privy- 
vaults, one for neglecting to be vaccinated, one for putting 
filth on a vacant lot, one for putting filthy water in the 
street, one for emptying a vault, and two for removing 
manure in an uncovered wagon. The costs and fines col- 
lected amount to $173.38. 


INSPECTION OF TENEMENT—HOUSES. 


The work of inspecting tenement-houses of the city has 
been pushed the past year with all the facilities at our 
command, and the more radical defects of our tenement-house 
system, so far as they were found to violate the health laws, 
have received due attention. The faults of the tenement- 
house system of Boston are so many and serious that it is 
beyond the power or authority of the Board of Health to 
render living in this class of houses what it should be. Pri- 
vate enterprise, aided and encouraged by the public agitation 
of the subject of tenement-house reform, now so prominent a 
topic of discussion, must be mainly relied upon to bring 
about the revolution that is to be desired in the construction 
of this class of dwellings, and in the methods of conducting 
them. As near as the Board of Health is able to give the 
number, there are at the present time between 9,000 and 
10,000 tenement-houses in the city, occupied by three or 
more families. The act in relation to the preservation of 
health in buildings in Boston defines a tenement-house as a 
building which is occupied, or which may be occupied, as the 
residence of more than three families, living independently 
of one another, and doing their cooking upon the premises ; 
or by more than two families upon any floor above the 
second floor, so living and cooking. In making its regular 
inspections the Board has included not only the houses de- 
fined in the tenement-house act, but also those houses oc- 
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cupied by three families, excluding hotels, apartment-houses, 
and flats. A more general and thorough compliance with 
those sections of the law which provide | against overcrowd- 
ing, and for proper ventilation of the rooms, and the cleans- 
ing and whitewashing of the same, is to be desired, and the 
penalties provided under the law will continue to be invoked 
by the Board in all cases where its provisions are systemati- 
cally violated. 


PusLic SCHOOL-HOUSES. 


The public school-houses have received the usual atten- 
tion ; some requiring many visits, and all receiving at least 
one inspection, during the year, by a competent inspector, 
with the following result: Whole number examined, 175. 
In sixteen, defects in drainage were indicated by the pepper- 
mint test. In five instances the privies were offensive 
through the neglect of the janitors. 

The only odors found in the buildings were those generally 
recognized in the school-room where there are too m: any 
children with inadequate ventilation, and from faulty con- 
struction and care of urinals in the basements. 

The cold-air conductor and the privies, or urinals, are 
frequently found too near each other. It would be better, if 
the privies and urinals are to be in the basement, that they 
were always situated in a room set apart for that special 
purpose. Itis to be regretted that in some of the newest 
houses this oversight has been the cause of foul odors occ: 
sionally entering the air-conductor and passing into ie 
school-rooms through the registers. By means of machinery 
and by hot-air shafts the ventilation of the school-houses, 
particularly in those lately built, has been greatly improved. 

It is to be seriously regretted that the fault of overcrowd- 
ing should, in so many instances, be added to the lack of 
proper ventilation. This is most frequently found to be the 
case in the older buildings, and in those which are tempora- 
rily used for school purposes. The question is frequently 
asked, “ How much ventilation and room would you have in 
our school-houses?” There ought to be such space for each 
pupil and such frequent changes of air as will keep the room 
free from perceptible odor without producing uncomfortable 
drafts of air. To do this you must give each pupil about 
3,000 cubic feet of fresh air hourly. You may give the 
pupil 1,000 cubic feet to begin with, and change it three times 
an hour, or you may give him half of this initial space, and 
change the air twice as often. The smaller the space al- 
lowed to each person the more frequently must you change 
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the air if you would maintain the proper standard of purity. 
The change of air in a room six times an hour will be neces- 
sary if but 500 cubic feet are given. This can be accom- 
plished, without severe currents, only by the use of artificial 
power and careful arrangement of the means. 

Among the school- houses last built are the “ O’Brien” and 
the * Martin >” the first allows 200 cubie feet and the second 
allows 160 for each pupil. Where 200 cubic feet are given 
it will be seen that, if the air is to be kept fresh, it must be 
changed fifteen times an hour. 

It will readily be seen that where only 200 cubic feet are 
given to each pupil the air, if kept fresh, must be changed 
fifteen times an hour, which is not done. 

The question, then, for the school government to settle is, 
Shall we give the pupils the necessary fresh air by allowing 
large initial spaces with slow changes of air, or by small 
spaces with rapid changes of air? 

In building a $50,000 school-house it would seem to be 
better economy to spend $10,000 extra for work, skill, and 
machinery, to properly accommodate 800 pupils, than to 
build two $50,000 houses to accommodate 400 each. It is 
evident enough that the cost of extra means for rapidly and 
properly changing the air would be less than the greater 
amount of room otherwise made necessary. 

There are still about one hundred of the old style of vaults 
In use, many of which could easily be abolished, and the 
flush vault or water-closet substituted with great benefit. 
We recommend that this change be made as fast as possible. 


REMOVAL OF NIGHT-—SOIL. 


During the month of January the following contract was 
made with the “Odorless Excavating Company,” for the term 
of three years, for the removal of the contents of all vaults, 
privies, and cesspools, and as receptacles for night-soil : 
This agreement, made this first day of January, All De 
1887, between the City of Boston, first party, and “The 
Odorless Excavating Company,” a corporation established 
by the laws of New Hampshire, second part, witnesseth : — 
1. That the said company shall have and exercise the ex- 
clusive right and privilege, during the term of three years 
from January 1, 1887, of taking and removing the contents, 
which are to be removed, of all vaults, privies, and cess- 
pools, used as receptacles for night-soil in said city, and, for 
said work, shall furnish and employ such odorless apparatus, 
and such wagons, tanks, and barrels, as shall be satisfactory 


to the Board of Health of said city; said wagons to contain 
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not less than eighty cubic feet each, as first measured and 
sealed by some sealer of said city; and said company shall 
not sell or assign its said privilege, nor any right or interest 
under this agreement, without the consent in writing of said 
Board of Health. 

2. Said city shall, at its own expense, receive all. applica- 
tions for removing said contents, and, by notice signed by 
the clerk of said Board of Health, notify said company 
thereof. 

3. Said company shall, every day except Sundays, during 
said term, send a person to the office of said Board of Health 
to receive the notices aforesaid, and shall, at the same time, 
report the number of cubic feet of such contents removed 
under each application during the preceding twenty-four 
hours. 

4, Said company shall promptly, neatly, and thoroughly 
remove all such contents as they shall be notified of as afore- 
said, by said odorless apparatus wherever practicable, and 
to the satisfaction of said Board of Health, within a reason- 
able time, and within forty-eight hours after receiving said 
notice, if so directed in the notice, and in feco rdatice with 
the ordinances of said city relating thereto, which are now 
or hereafter during said time, may be in force ; provided, how- 
ever, that the rate of compensation herein specified shall not 
be altered or affected by any ordinance of said city hereafter 
passed during said term. When the said Board of Health, 
on complaint of a person charged for such work, causes the 
same to be measured, and it measures less than as reported 
by said company, the company shall pay the cost of such 
measurement, and shall complete the work charged for. 

5. The said company may demand and receive applicants, 
or from any other person legally liable for said work, “and 
may require the same to be paid in advance, or deposited 
with said Board of Health,” the sum of five dollars and ninety 
cents for each and every load of eighty cubic feet or fractional 
part of the contents of such vaults, or cesspools removed by 

provided that said vault or cesspool shall be thoroughly 
emptied by said company; but said city shall not be liable 
for any payment for such work unless done on premises 
owned or leased by it. 

6. Said company shall not bring any such wagon, tank, or 
barrel unless it be air-tight and odorless, within the limits of 
said city, before ten o clock in the evening, or keep the same 
within said limits later than until one hour before sunrise ; 
shall not empty any of the contents thereof into any dock or 
stream in said city; shall, at its own expense, furnish and 
apply to every vault, privy, and cesspool cleaned by it as

aforesaid, deodorizing material of such kind and in such quan- 
tity as said Board of Health shall require; shall leave said 
vaults, privies, and cesspools covered and clean; shall not 
drop or leave any of the contents thereof on the premises 
‘about the same, nor in any street or way of said city; and 
shall reimburse said city for all damages and expenses it may 
suffer or incur by reason of such leavings or droppings, or 
the removal thereof. 

7. The City of Boston may cancel this agreement in case 
of failure on the part of said company to perform all its 
said agreements to the satisfaction of said Board of Health. 


The number of vaults cleaned during the year, in accord- 
ance with the terms of this contract, was 3,285. 


REMOVAL OF VAULTS. 


Under the provision of “ An Act in Relation to the Pres- 
ervation of Health in Buildings in the City of Boston,” it is 
provided that every building in the city, used as a dwelling, 
tenement, or lodging-house, or where persons are employed, 
and situated on a street in which there.is a sewer, shall have 
water-closets, and shall not have a cesspool or privy con- 
nected with it, except where, in the opinion of the Board of 
Health, it can be allowed to remain for a longer time, and 
then only as said Board shall approve. Acting under the 
provisions of this act, the Board, early in the summer of 
1885, began to order the abolition of offensive vaults, and 
the following table shows the number and locations of these 
nuisances which have been abolished during this time : —

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DISINFECTION. 


The use of disinfectants was somewhat extended last year, 
and made to include all of the principal thoroughfares of the 
city. This was done on the bare cost of the material by 
m: aking use of the watering-carts while sprinkling the streets 
for other purposes. It was first ascertained how many gal- 
lons of water each cart would use daily, and then a sack of 
the bichloride of mercury was suspended in the water-cart 
and made to dissolve at the rate of one-half a drachm to a 
gallon of water, —a solution of about one part in two thou- 
sand. This, although not a strong solution, being used 
nearly every day through the summer, gives a valuable anti- 
septic effect on the material found in the most travelled 
streets. More disinfectants have been used by this depart- 
ment during the last year than for any Bogeious year.

BurRIAL—GROUNDS. 


In the care of 37 acres of land, which comprise the ceme- 
teries under the Board of Health, an annual expenditure of 
$5,000 is made. 

The Eustis-street ground, on the corner of Eustis and 
Washington street, has been a source of great annoyance to 
the Board. The boys and girls climb over the stone wall 
and use it for a play-ground, and in many instances they 
have broken and misplaced the tombstones. The Police 
department was notified of the wilful desecration, and was 
requested to keep a careful watch over this ground; and 
since that time there has been very little cause for complaint. 

All the grounds have been generally kept in good condi- 
tion, and many have been made beautiful in season by 

tastefully arranged flower-beds. The grounds are constantly 

being attended to, either in the orading of walks, the paint- 

ing of fences, the cutting and trimming of trees, and white- 
washing of walls and fences. 

The ‘Copp’s Hill, and Dorchester North and Evergreen 
grounds, from their historic association and pleasant walks, 
attract numerous visitors; and Copp’s Hill affords for the 
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people of one of the most thickly settled districts at the 


North End a breathing-place.

But one drowning accident among the bathers, the victim 
in this instance being a son of the superintendent of the L- 
street bath-house. This, however, was not owing to any 
lack of vigilance on the part of the superintendent. 

The appropriation for bath-houses was $16,000, a large 
portion of which sum was expended for wages of the men 
and women employed as superintendents. The balance has 
been or will be used for making such repairs of the old 
houses as are found to be necessary. During the bathing 
season, from June 1 to October 1, twelve men and seven 
women were employed to superintend the bath-houses, and 
seven men as special police officers. During the winter 
mouths the work of repairing the old houses and building a 
new house has been in progress, but the work has been sus- 
pended until spring, when it will be finished. 

It having been found necessary to obtain a new location 
for the women’s bath-house, which formerly stood within the 
street lines at the foot of M street, in South Boston, a beach 
lot immediately adjoining the old location on the easterly 
side of the same street was secured, His Honor, the Mayor, 
having been authorized in the name of the City of Boston to 
hire for the term of five years from May 1, 1887, this lot of 
land, belonging to William F. Tufts, at the annual rental of 
$50, to be charged to the appropriation for the Board of 
Health. 


Pusuic URINALS. 


There are 21 public urinals located in the city, and there 
is absolute need of as many more; and, in view of this fact, 
several locations have been examined for the purpose of 
supplying them. But we are always met with opposition 
from the people who reside, or do business, near the places 
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proposed by the Board for such use. The necessity for 
such places has been fully demonstrated, and the Board 
will gladly increase the number whenever the opportunity 
offers 

Several of the present urinals are old and dilapidated, and 
in a short time will have to be replaced with new ones. The 
cottage on the Common for men and boys, although en- 
larged in 1885 to double its old capacity, does not meet the 
requirements, and it will be necessary to erect a cottage for 
boys. ‘The cottages for women and children, located on the 
Common and Public Garden, have been well cared for 
during the year; and, although not sufficient to accommo- 
date all who want to make use of them, yet will answer the 
purpose for some time to come. 

The two urinals which the Board had placed at the foot of 
Q street, South Boston, at the request of the Park Commis- 
sioners, for the accommodation of the people who resort 
there during the summer months, have been removed by 
order of the Street Department, but will be replaced as soon 
as the street is graded. 

All the urinals have been well cared for, and no complaints 
have been made of offensive odors arising therefrom. 


Ly1nc—1n HOSPITALS. 


During the year 176 confinements have taken place in the 
licensed hospitals, and five deaths have occurred. 

These hospitals have been regularly visited and inspected 
by the Medical Inspector. The following is a list of the

INFANT BOARDING. 


The provisions of Chapter 158, of the Statutes of 1876, 
require that whoever takes more than two infants, under 
three years of age to board, shall, within two days, report 
the name and age of such shit to the Board of Health; and 
give the Board the right to enter and inspect the houses 
where such business is carried on. 

There are at present sixteen registered infant boarding- 
houses, and they have reported 299 infants received in addi- 
tion to those already under their care, 
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The mortality in these houses has been small, considering 
the unfavorable conditions under which the infants live. 

The infant boarding-houses are regularly visited and in- 
spected by the Medical Inspector. 


HAWKERS AND PEDLERS. 


The number of hawkers and pedlers licensed was 380, 
and the number of persons licensed to collect grease was 92. 
They are all required to report once a month at the City 
Stable, in North Grove street, for inspection. In order to 
insure their reporting, the licenses are granted for one 
month only, being renewed from month to month, as they 
report. 


DIsEASES AMONG Domestic ANIMALS. 


At the last session of the Legislature the law for the sup- 
pression of contagious diseases : among domestic animals was 
again changed, and the authority hitherto exercised by town 
and municipal authorities was transferred to the Cattle Com- 
missioners. The effect of this change was to add such cir- 
cumlocution in the operation of the law, as to make it difficult 
of enforcement, while necessitating such delay as to increase 
the risk of exposure to other animals and to persons. 

In accordance with the provisions of the present law it is 
the duty of the Board of Health when its attention is called 
to a suspected case of contagious disease among any of the 
domestic animals in the city, to, forthwith, make an examina- 
tion thereof personally, or by a competent person appointed 
by them for that purpose, and if satisfied there are good rea- 
sons for believing that contagion is present, they shall imme- 
diately inform the Cattle Commissioners ; whereupon, said 
Commissioners, if in their judgment the circumstances of 
the case and the public good require it, may cause the same 
to be killed and buried, and shall cause such animals to be 
appraised by three disinterested men, at the fair value thereof 
in their condition at the time of appraisement. The amount 
of the appraisement and necessary expense of the same is 
then certified by the Cattle Commissioners to the City Treas- 
urer for payment, four-fifths of which sum being reimbursed 
to the city by the Commonwealth. 

It will be seen, therefore, that the sum to be demanded 
for payment by the city is a very uncertain one, and in case 
of an epidemic of pleuro-pneumonia, or other contagious 
disease, in the city, a very large sum might be required to 
meet such payments. 

The attention of the Board has been called, during the year, 
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to one case of farcy and three cases of glanders, all but one 
of which were disposed of in accordance with its instructions. 
One case having been removed to Cambridge before the 
Board could act, the attention of the authorities of that city 
was promptly called to the fact. 

A case of pleuro-pneumonia was brought to the attention 
of the Board by the Cattle Commissioners, under whose 


direction the animal was killed. 


Tut ABATTOIR. 


The sanitary condition of the abattoir continues to be sat- 
isfactory. There has been no case of contagious disease 
among the cattle slaughtered during the year. The inspector 
reports that 61,300 cattle, 23,699 calves, and 503,956 sheep 
have been inspected. The amount seized as unfit for food 
was 1,356 pounds of beef, 14 pounds of veal, and 260 livers. 


Five cattle were seized and sent to the dead-house. 


HEARINGS. 


During the year a Jarge number of public hearings were 
given to parties applying to the Board, for the abatement of 
nuisances according to the provisions of the statutes, which 
give to parties agorieved the right to be heard. In cases 
of wet lands, which are the subject of most frequent peti- 
tions, the statutes provide that when any lands are wet, 
rotten, or spongy, or covered with stagnant water, so as to 
be offensive to persons residing in the vicinity thereof, or in- 
jurious to health, the same shall be deemed to be a nuisance, 
and the Board of Health may, upon petition and hearing, 
abate such nuisance. 

Hearings were given the 22d and 27th of June, on the peti- 
tion of James A. Kemp e¢ als., for the abatement of a nui- 
sance caused by stagnant water on vacant lands bounded by 
Dorchester avenue, the Old Colony Railroad, Hyde and 
Locust streets, at which were present the petitioners and 
owners, who were also represented by counsel. At comple- 
tion of the hearings an agreement was entered into between 
the owners and a plan adopted, by which the land was 
drained and the nuisance abated. 

A hearing was given on the 4th of August, on the petition 
of Henry A. Mitchell e¢ als., for the abatement of a nuisance 
on land situated between Malden and Centre streets, Ward 
23, caused by a pond of stagnant water. At completion of 
the hearing the matter was taken under advisement. A plan 
for draining the pond into the sewer in Mindon street, was 
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prepared and submitted to the owner who adopted it, and 
caused the nuisance to be abated. 

At request of the Davidson Rubber Company, who were 
suffering from the drainage of the houses in Brighton street, 
Charlestown, which was flowing into the basement of this 
factory, a hearing was had on the 15th of October, at which 
there were present the owners of estates in Brighton street. 
After an explanation by the Board of the necessity of im- 
mediate action, an agreement was prepared and signed by 
the abutters for the building of a sewer in Brighton street, 
and work completed without further notice. 

At request of the Mayor a hearing was given October 31, 
to Mrs. Elizabeth Holden, owner of premises 248 Webster 
street, Kast Boston, whoclaimed that the drain of the adjoin- 
ing premises was defective and its contents leaking into her 
cellar. During the hearing a suggestion was made to the 
Board, by the counsel for Mrs. Holden, that the drain be 
uncovered by a mason, to be appointed for the purpose by the 
Board, and if the drain was found to be defective the owner 
should pay the expense of repairing the same, and if, on the 
contrary, the drain was found to be perfect the complainant 
should pay the expense of uncovering it. The owner of the 
drain having agreed to this proposition a competent mason 
was appointed by this Board to do the work but for some 
unexplained reason the complainant declined to accept his 
services or to pursue the matter any further. The case was 
therefore dropped. 

A hearing was given on the 3d of November to abutters in 
Winter place for the adjustment of the expense of building 
a drain connecting said estates with the sewer in Winter 
street and the assessment amicably arranged. 

On November 15, and 22, hearings were given at the re- 
quest of the residents on Columbus avenue, Dartmouth, and 
Buckingham streets, whose houses abut on the alley-way 
running in the rear. In this case the complainants alleged 
that the Superintendent of Health had refused to remove ‘the 
ashes and offal deposited there by them for removal. It was 
found, on investigation, that the entrance to the alley-way had 
been closed up so that it was impossible for the health wag- 
ons to enter it for the purpose of removing the garbage, ete. 
The residents were accordingly directed to have the passage- 

way opened, or to remove their own garbage without dela ay, 
and legal notices to that effect were served upon them. The 
nuisance then existing was accordingly removed, and “a run’ 
has since been erected so as to enable the health w avons to 
enter the alley-way for the purpose of removing the garbage 
at regular intervals. 
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A hearing was given November 28th, on the petition of 
Bridget Waters e¢ als., that a sausage factory on Boylston 
avenue, Ward 238, situated near their premises, was a nui- 
sance to them, and interfered with their comfort. As the 
occupant discontinued the business, further action of the 
Board was rendered unnecessary. 


APPOINTMENTS. 

On the first Monday in May the Board organized by the 
choice of Samuel H. Durgin, M.D., as chairman, and Chas. 
E. Davis, Jr., as clerk. 
~ On the 30th of September Chas. H. Cogswell, M.D., was 
appointed port physician in place of Dr. Arthur G. Griffin, 
resigned.

REPORT OF THE CITY PHYSICIAN. 


City Puysician’s Orrick, Boston, Jan. 1, 1888. 
To the Board of Health: — 


GENTLEMEN, —I have the honor to submit the following 
report of this office for the year ending December 31, 1887. 
There have been 2,044 persons vaccinated, and certificates 
-of vaccination have been given to 967 children for their ad- 
mission. to the public schools. In every instance during the 
year, where a case of small-pox has occurred, all in the imme- 
diate vicinity exposed to the disease were vaccinated. A 
table is appended showing the number vaccinated from the 
year ending April 30, 1873, to the year ending December 
31, 1887. 

Three hundred and two men have been examined at the 
request of the Civil Service Commission for appointment in 
the Police and Fire Departments. At the request of the 
Board of Police seven men have been examined for retire- 
ment, and five cases of supposed injury or disease investi- 
gated. 

The bodies of 514 persons dying without a physician in 
attendance have been examined. These cases comprise, 
principally, those who die of chronic diseases, where there 
has been no medical care for months previous to death, 
and those who die suddenly from natural causes. In these 
cases a careful external examination is made, the symp- 
toms learned, and a diagnosis sufficiently accurate for all 
practical purposes reached. The law requires a medical 
certificate of death before a permit for burial is granted, and 
these examinations are made to conform to the law, as well 
as to collect statistics for the bills of mortality. A tabular 
statement is appended. 

Sixty-one cases of eruptive diseases, reported as small- 
pox, have heen examined. Four of these were found to be 
small-pox. No death has occurred from this disease during 
the year. The statement of the remaining 57 reported cases 
is as follows: Varicella, 26 cases; measles, 9; purpura 
hemorrhagica, 1; urticaria, 3; acne, 6; scarlet fever, 3; 
vaccinal urticaria, 6; lichen tropicus, 3. 
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Six hundred cases of scarlet fever have been visited with 
a view to facilitate the removal of patients to the hospital 
and to insist upon the importance of isolation when practi- 
cable. 

Fifty-seven cases of typhoid fever occurring among immi- 
grants were visited and hospital accommodations provided. 


Ciry PrIson. 


A visit has been made every Sunday morning to this insti- 
tution. The following diseases have been treated: Delirium 
tremens, 11 cases; contusions, 7; scalp-wounds, 6; burns, 
2; abrasions, 5. 

SUFFOLK County JAIL. 


In this institution there have been 839 patients treated 
during the year, requiring 1,830 visits. Three men who ex- 
hibited evidences of mental alienation were transferred, by 
order of Court, to an insane asylum. Two prisoners have 
died. Apoplexy caused the death of a woman; delirium 
tremens caused the death of a man. 


City Temporary Home. 


At this institution 150 visits have been made. Seven cases 
of confinement have been attended. Seven deaths have oc- 
curred at the Home. ‘Two of the decedents were adults; 
apoplexy caused the death of one; heart disease caused the 
death of the other. Cholera infantum caused three deaths ; 
one death was caused by inanition; premature birth caused 
one death. During the year the following diseases have 
been treated: Puerperal condition, 5 cases; miscarriage, 1 ; 
marasmus, 5; diarrhoea, 2; scarlet fever, 1; cholera infan- 
tum, 5; contusions, 1; otitis, 1; pleuritis, 1; abscess, 1; 
bronchitis, 3; varicella, 1; delirium tremens, 1; phthisis, 
1; ophthalmia neonatorum, 3. 


Dr. Morton Prince, Assistant City Physician, is deserving 
of especial mention for the faithful and conscientious manner 
in which he has performed the manifold duties pertaining to 
his branch of the service. 

Too much credit cannot be given to Dr. W. G. Macdonald, 
Medical Inspector, for the prompt and efficient manner in 
which he has performed the arduous functions of his position.

QUARANTINE STATION, 
Boston Harpor, Jan. 1, 1888. 


To the Board of Health : — 


GENTLEMEN, — I have the honor to submit to you the 
report of the OuuenuDe Department for the year ending 
December 31, 1887: 

Quarantine has aca on during the entire year for foreign 
emigrant ships, for vessels bringing rags as cargo, and for 
vessels coming from Mediterranean “ports. From the 1st of 
June to the 31st of October, inclusive, all vessels arriving 
from any foreign, or American port south of Virginia, were 
stopped at the quarantine grounds for inspection. 

March 20, the bark “St. Kilda,” sixty days out from 
Cagliari, with a cargo of salt, stopped at quarantine. The 
captain reported four cases of small- -pox, with three deaths 
while at Cagliari, but as he had affidavits stating that the 
forecastle and carpenter’s shop had been fumigated with 
sulphur for sixty hours, washed with a solution of cor- 
rosive sublimate and then whitewashed, the clothing and 
bedding of the crew fumigated, and that of the dead men 
thrown overboard, I considered nothing further was neces- 
sary. The crew were all protected by vaccination, and there 
had not been any sickness on the passage, so the vessel was 
allowed to proceed to the city. 

May 10, the bark “Caleb,” fifty-eight days out from 
Buenos Ayres, with a cargo of dry hides, was detained on 
account of two deaths from cholera, which occurred before 
leaving Buenos Ayres, having had no sickness aboard since. 
The forecastle, cabin, and steward’s room were fumigated 
for twelve hours and washed with a solution of corrosive 
sublimate. After thirty-six hours’ detention the bark was 
discharged from quarantine. 

May 24, the steamer “Thornhill,” nine days out from Pro- 
greso, loaded with hemp, not having a clean bill of health, 
anchored at quarantine. As there “had not been any sick- 
ness on board, either during the passage or while in port, 
and the sanitary condition of the ship was satisfactory, she 
was not detained. 
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June 5 a case of measles was removed from the steamer 
“Cephalonia ;” the mother and a sister of the patient were 
also taken to Gallop’s Island. The compartment in which 
they had slept, and the ship’s hospital, were fumigated for 
six hours. 

June 29 two children with their mothers were removed 
to Gallop’s Island Hospital from the steamer “ Roman,” from 
Liverpool, one sick with varicella, the other convalescing 
from measles. As the steerage had just been fumigated by 
the ship’s surgeon nothing more was done. 

On boarding the steamer “Scandinavian,” from Glasgow, 
July 4, I found a man with a temperature of 104°, and re- 
moved him to Gallop’s Island for observation. It proved 
to be a case of typhoid fever. 

July 28 the steamer “ Prior,” 34 days out from Colon, via 
Barbadoes, with a cargo of sugar from the latter port, 
anchored at quarantine. There had been several cases of 
fever among the crew while at Colon, and two since leaving 
there, although it was not judged to be of a contagious 

nature ; yet, as the forecastle was in a very filthy condition, 
the steamer was detained for 36 hours, and the forecastle 
fumigated and thoroughly cleansed. 

August 30 a sailor was removed from the brig “Don 
Jacinto,” 26 days out from Porto Rico ; as it turned out to be 
a case of malaria he was taken back to his vessel the next 
day. 

October 6 the bark “Mary Hasbrouck,” 16 days out from 
Havana, cargo of sugar, reported two cases of sickness while 
at Havana. Dr. Burgess, the medical officer of that port, 
who saw them, stated in the bill of health that they might 
have been yellow-fever, and so fumigated the vessel. As 
there had not been any sickness since, the bark was allowed 
to proceed without any delay. 

October 17 the steamer “Scandinavian,” from Glasgow, 
arrived at quarantine with four cases of varicella on board. 
They were taken to the hospital on Gallop’s Island and the 
steamer discharged from quarantine. 

December 3 the bark “ Freeman,” 140 days out from Cebu 
with a cargo of hemp and sugar, stopped at quarantine on 
account of two cases of sickness aboard. As they were of a 
malarial type, and contracted five months before, on an island 
in the Pacific ocean, where the men had been shipwrecked, 
the vessel was not detained. 

All other vessels visited during the year were found to be 
in a satisfactory sanitary condition, with clean bills of health 
and good histories.

The appropriation for the Quarantine department for the 
year was $16,000, which sum will be exhausted by the close of 
the financial year. The past year has been rather an unevent- 
ful one at this station, not a serious case having been admitted 
to our hospitals ; the only one detained over five days was 
the case of typhoid fever removed from the steamer “ Scandi- 
navian,” and that did not properly come under our care. 
That we have escaped in such a manner is a matter for con- 
eratulation in view of the fact that yellow-fever and small- 
pox have been prevalent to an unusual extent in the West 
Indies, where over one-third of the vessels subject to quaran- 
tine at this port come from. 

The number of emigrants inspected during the year was 
46,711, the largest in the history of the department, the year 
1883 coming next with 41 671. Of this number 21,000 came 
in the months of April, May, and June, and 16,000 in the 
months of August, September, and October. On May 14, 
the steamer “ Catalonia,” of the Cunard line, from Liverpool, 
brought 1,272 immigrants to this port, — the greatest number 
that ever passed through our quarantine on one ship. The 
sanitary condition of the emigrant ships inspected has been 
excellent. 

On the 15th of December the practice of fumigating emi- 
grants’ baggage, which has been in vogue for the past two 
years, was discontinued. 

The quarantine steamer “ Vigilant” is apparently in good 
condition. The bottom was coppered last spring, and a new 
propeller purchased. August 15, Benj. H. Smith, who 
had been our engineer for six years, resigned, and Alonzo 
W. Buckman was appointed to fill the vacancy. 

All the buildings on Gallop’s Island are in good repair. 
During the summer the dwelling-house was fitted with two 

rater-closets of the best modern pattern ; also a new bath- 
tub, and the plumbing at both hospitals thoroughly over- 
hauled.

and enough garden vegetables in season to supply both the 
boat and Island. All the milk and egos used have come 
from Gallop’s Island. 

The live-stock the present time consists of one horse, 
three cows, one yearling heifer, five hogs, nine pigs, and one 
hundred hens and chickens. 

I would recommend that the graves in the cemetery on 
Gallop’s Island be marked with new head-boards of a more 
durable character, than those at present in use. The names 
on the old ones are nearly obliterated and the boards them- 
selves in an extremely dilapidated condition. 

I would again call your attention to the south-west end of 
the Island, which, for the lack of protection, is being gradu- 
ally w ashed away. 

October 1, Dr. A. G. Griffin who had been Port Physi- 
cian, since August, 1883, resigned to locate at Malden, 
Mass.; no Assistant Port Physician has as yet been ap- 
pointed.

The streets to which these figures are Poulicaas are the 
usual Boston streets, of width only sufficient for one line of 
teams on either side of tracks, or streets like Atlantic avenue, 
with numerous tracks, and consequently confining the travel 
in ruts. 


Paved streets, without tracks, — Estimated cost of keeping 
in proper order, 14 cents per square yard per year for 30 
years ; 

Paved streets, with tracks, — Estimated cost of keeping in 
proper order, 3 cents per square yard per year for 15 
years ; 
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Macadamized, or unpaved streets, without tracks, —12} cents 
per square yard, per year ; 
Macadamized, or unpaved streets, with tracks, —25 cents 
per square yard, per year.

PROPERTY IN CHARGE OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF

Albany-street Paving Wharf, containing 54,450 square 
feet, inclusive of area covered by building. The building 
contains a blacksmith shop, carpenter’s shop, tool-rooms, 
and shed for breaking stone and storage of material. Anew 
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stable was fitted during the year 1887 in that part of the 
building formerly occupied by the carpenters. 

Fort Hill Wharf, placed in the charge of Street Depart- 
ment May 18, 1874, to be used for the landing and storage 
of paving-blocks and gravel, until such time as said wharf 
shall be wanted for the extension of Oliver street. 

Lot on Chelsea, Marion, and Paris streets, East Boston, 
containing 43,550 square feet. 

A Water Lot, on Condor street, 70 feet on said street, 
running to iianiiesuiere line, about 800 feet.

Ledge Lot, on Codinan street, containing 299,000 square 
feet, purchased by the Street Department, of Hutchinson 
Brothers, in 1870. Upon this lot is a large new shed, built 
this year, containing a steam engine and crusher; also a 
stable and tool-house. 

Upon the almshouse lot on Hancock street, Dorchester, 
there are one large stable, one small stable, two sheds, and a 
tool-house, occupied by the Street Department. 

Downer-avenue Lot, containing 35,300 square feet, pur- 
chased by the Street Department, in 1871, of Nathan and 
Henry N. Sawyer, for the protecfion of the almshouse lot. 

(rravel Lot, corner of Forest Hills avenue and Norfolk 
street, containing 47,798 square feet, purchased by the town 
of Dorchester, of Benjamin Clapp, in 1860. 

Gravel Lot, in the town of Milton, on Brush Hill road, 
containing 64,523 square feet, purchased by town of Dor- 
chester. 

Lot on Child street, Ward 23, containing 14,457 square 
feet, set apart for the Street Department, in 1875, upon 
which was erected a stable, with sheds, at a cost of 
$4,995.08. 

Gravel Lot, on Morton street. Ward 23, containing about 
one-third of an acre, purchased by town of West Roxbury, 
of Michael Cook, in 1870. 

Ledge and Gravel Lot, rear of Union street, Ward 25, 
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containing about 37,000 square feet, purchased by town of 
Brighton. 

Gravel and stones on lot on Market street, Ward 25, pur- 
chased by town of Brighton, of George Sparhawk. 

On Rockland street, Ward 25, adjacent to engine-house, a 
brick building, shed, and tool-house. 

Ledge Lot, on Chestnut Hill avenue, Brighton, containing 
about 13 acres, upon which an engine-house has been erected ; 
also a new stable, built in 1887, by contract, for $3,921; a 
building moved from Commonwealth avenue, and fitted up 
into an office.

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REMARKS. 


The streets during the past season have not been in as 
good condition as formerly, and it is safe to predict that 
they will not be in good order again until the excavations 
for improvements in ‘lighting and heating are completed. It 
is very unfortunate th: it some comprehensive plan for putting 
all the pipes in the principal streets in sub-ways was not 
devised before granting licenses to the several companies. 
Perhaps it is not too late even now. 

This department should have entire charge of the build- 
ing and repairs of highways, and no other parties should be 
allowed to make repairs. 

Repairs should be made at the expense of the parties 
who do the excavating, and a deposit of money should be 
made (by all parties applying for permits to excavate ), sufhi- 
cient to pay the cost of repairing. This money should not be 
for use, in case of fazlure to make proper repairs, but should 
be for the direct use of this department in making them. 

It should be a condition of every such permit that these 
repairs be made by the Street Department, at the expense 
of the applicant, and the certificate of cost by the Superin- 
tendent of Streets should be final, and this for the following 
reasons : — 

It is usually the case that excavations are made in streets 
already somewhat out of repair, but neither dangerous nor 
in need of any immediate repairs. Now, the party making 
the excavation will not go outside the lines of his trench in 
replacing the surface, while in the great majority of cases 
the street cannot be repaired unless considerable pavement is 
relaid outside the line of trench, one-half, sometimes even 
the whole, street must be repaved. 

The laying of car-tracks in the streets is another source of 
annoyance, locations being granted by the Board of Alder- 
men upon the recommendation of a committee other than the 
Paving Commitiee, and without the knowledge or advice of 
the Superintendent of Streets. 

As these locations, which appear but a single red line 
upon a plan, are, when put upon the ground, a fixture, and 
seriously interfere with the structure of the roadway, as 
well as with public travel, it would seem better to advise 
with the Street Department before the matter bas gone 
beyond remedy. 

The laying out of new streets by the Street Commissioners 
is also a constant burden, and one which seems to be un- 
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provided for,— the Charter, on the one hand, forbidding 
the Superintendent of Streets to do any work until he has 
an APPROPRIATION THEREFOR; the Ordinances, on the other, 
saying that he shall keep the public ways in proper condition 
for travel, —as many, in fact most, of the new streets laid 
out require to be entirely rebuilt; and as the money to be 
expended upon the streets during the coming season is asked 
for and appropriated before May Ist, it is difficult to see 
where the money is to come from for rebuilding the streets 
laid out after May Ist, and which, immediately, are charge- 
able upon this department, and for which there is an im- 
mediate and pressing demand to have put in order. The 
department is often unable to put them in safe condition, and 
is forced to fence them against public travel. 

It seems that when a street is made public there should be 
some means of making it safe without taking money appro- 
priated for another purpose.

The Commissioner for West Boston, Canal, and Prison- 
point bridges submits for himself and associate the Seven- 
teenth Annual Report of the matters pertaining to West 
Boston and Canal bridges, and the Eleventh Annual Report 
on Prison-point bridge. 


West Boston BrIDGE. 


The roadway from the draw to the Boston end has been 
repaved with the old granite paving-blocks, the curb-stones 
have been reset, and the brick paving on the sidewalks relaid. 

The machinery for moving the draw has been improved 
by substituting a square-linked chain for the round linked 
in use since the draw was built. The new chain was care- 
fully made with links of exact lengths, and gives perfect 
satisfaction. 

The sidewalk on the southerly side of the bridge, from the 
draw to the filled portion in Cambridge, is in bad condition, 
and should be rebuilt this year. It was intended to do the 
work during last season, but the Commissioners have kept 
it in use for another year, as a measure of economy, and at 
a trifling expense for repairs. | | 
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The Commissioners have considered the question of using 
the space occupied by one sidewalk for team-travel. The 
demand for more room for teams is imperative, and while 
the bridge was covered with snow last winter, one sidewalk 
was given up to teams. Foot-travel is also constantly in- 
creasing, and during the warm weather the bridge is used 
by large numbers of people as a pleasure promenade. The 
construction of the new Harvard bridge may relieve the 
bridge of some team-travel, but will probably not affect the 
foot-travel. The Commissioners have reached no decision 
in this matter, but will do so before asking for an appropria- 
tion for the coming year. 

The paving of the roadway, from the draw to the Cam- 
bridge end of the pile bridge, is in bad condition, and a part 
of it should be relaid next year. 

The sidewalk built last year, on a new plan, has proved 
entirely satisfactory. No setttement has been made with 
the Park Commissioners for the property taken for the 
Charles-river Embankment. 


CANAL, OR CRAIGIE’S BRIDGE. 


The repairs made during the year have been upon the 
draw-pier, which has been put in good condition. 

The up-stream end of the pier has been rebuilt, seven new 
oak piles have been driven, and the face of the pier re- 
planked with thicker planks than before, and it is now 
stronger than when new. The floor of the pier has been 
new stringered with hard-pine timbers, and planked with 
2-inch kyanized spruce. 

The machinery for turning the draw is in good condition, 
and only ordinary repairs have been made. 

The pier upon which the draw-tenders’ house stands is in 
bad condition, and will need new stringers and plank next 
year. The paving on the roadway will also need extensive 
repuirs. 

The electric lights on this bridge and the West Boston 
bridge continue to give satisfaction. The Commissioners 
regard them as a necessity, and a protection against the dis- 
order and violence for which a long bridge in a dense popu- 
lation gives opportunity.

GENTLEMEN, — In compliance with the ordinance relating 
to Public Buildings I have the honor to submit the following 


Tulesks Oat: 


The Public Buildings in charge of this department, belong- 
ing to the City of Boston, number 127, together with 3 leased 
buildings, variously occupied for city purposes. The City 
Hall is’ occupied entirely by the various departments and 
offices of the city. 

The Fire Department requires for its service the use of 58 
buildings, occupied as follows : — 


32 Engine houses. 
7 Chemical Engine houses. 
8 Hose-houses. 
7 Hook and Ladder houses. 
1 Repair-shop, 1 Stable and Store-house. 
2 Fuel-houses. 
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The buildings in use by the Police Department number 19, 
15 of which are in use for Police station-houses, and the 
remainder for lock-ups. 

This department also has the charge of the City Hall 
(Charlestown District), Public Library building, Faneuil Hall 
and Faneuil-Hall market-house, Charity Bureau, Old State- 
House, and stables of the Health and Paving Depart- 
meuts. 

Estates numbered 7 Pemberton square, and 12 and 14 
Beacon strect, are occupied for city offices. 

The Park Commissioners occupy rooms in the New Eng- 
Jand Life Insurance building. 

Public Library accommodations are paid by this depart- 
ment for buildings hired in South Boston, Roxbury, and 
North End. 

‘The amount expended the past year for rents, taxes, and 
heating for this outside property has been $28,422.82. 

The above-mentioned buildings occupy 1,177,082 square 
feet of land, and their assessed value is $6,500,000. 

The school-houses owned by the city number 170, occupy- 
ing 38,182,201 square feet of land, the valuation of land and 
buildings being $8,750,000. 

In addition, 11 buildings are leased for school purposes, 
at a rental of $4, 670, and containing 20 school-rooms. | 

The Court-House, Probate building, and County Jail are 
used for county purposes alone. 

The Municipal District Courts number 7, and occupy 
rooms in city buildings in various sections of the city. 

The County buildings cover 162,728 square feet of land, 
and are valued at $1,925,500.

IMPROVEMENTS. 


During the last summer vacation steam-heating apparatus 
and water-closets have been provided for the Cushman 
School-house, at a cost of $7,980.73. 

New water-closets have also been provided for the Frank- 
lin School-house, at a cost of $2,968.33. 

The Everett School-house, on Northampton street, has 
received new steam-heating apparatus, together with new 

sanitary improvements, at a cost of $7,993. 12. 

New water-closets have been built in the Rice Grammar 
School-house, at a cost of $3,977.91. 

An addition containing two rooms has been built to the 
Primary School-house in Ashmont, and is now occupied, the 
cost being $4,970.69. 

The Gaston School-house, at South Boston, was partially 
destroyed by fire on the morning of April 28, 1887. By an 
order of the City Council I was directed to proceed immedi- 
ately and repair the damage. The work is completed and 
the house fully occupied, the cost being $42,655.34. | 

Many changes were made in construction to conform to the 
building laws: also eh: anges in the heating and ventilating 
apparatus, especially that of ventilation, w hich is not depend- 
ent upon the use of an engine, thereby making its use 
dangerous. The principal of the schooi, who has been long 
employ ed in that capacity, and has seen much experience, 

says the system employed is the most perfect of anything he 
hie ever seen in use. In fact, I consider the house the best- 
arranged Grammar-school building in the city. 

The walls of the Old Franklin School-house were found to 
be unsafe, rendering the occupancy of the two upper floors 
dangerous. Repairs upon the same have been completed at 
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a cost of $8,250, and the two Grand Army posts located 
therein by the City Council are in occupancy of their 
quarters. 

The new O’Brien School-house, on Dudley street, has been 
furnished entire, at a cost of $6,226.16. 

All of the above new work and improvements have been 
paid for from special appropriations provided for the pur- 
pose.

To His Honor the Mayor and the Board of Aldermen of 
the City of Boston: — 


Can there be any crime more detestable than the mer- 
cenary villany which would rob the sick and feeble of 
the indispensable elements of life? Those who are dis- 
posed to think lightly of milk-adulteration will do well 
to consider the two cases which follow : — 


CasE I. 


In the latter part of November, a poor woman, Mrs. 
McN , called at the Milk Inspector’s office, bringing 
with her a quart can of milk. She stated that she had 
a little one, six months old, sick at home, for whom the 
milk was supplied by a certain milkman at seven cents 
a quart; she had consulted the dispensary doctor, being 
too poor to employ any other, and the physician had re- 
ported that the infant, poor and emaciated, must have pure 
milk, or it would not live. She said that she had repeatedly 
spoken to the milkman about his milk, and had told him that 
she had a sick child and must have good milk. The milk- 
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man had assured her that the milk was “one cow’s milk,” 
and that it was the very best that could be obtained ; 
still her child continued to fail, and to set all doubts at rest 
she had brought the milk, delivered that morning, to the 
office to have it tested. 

The milk proved to be a heavily watered specimen, 
skimmed and colored. Upon the information thus received 
the inspector visited the house in Oswego street and waited 
for the arrival of the milkman. At length he came, left his 
milk and started to drive of, when, to his surprise, the 
inspector, who had been waiting in the woman’s kitchen, 

called him back and informed him that he would take some 
of his milk for inspection. The following conversation took 
place between the milkman and the inspector. 

Mitkman. —- What’s the matter? The milk is all right, 
ain’t it? 

Inspector. — I don’t know — we are trying to find out. 

Mitxman. — It’s just as I get it. I guess Vl take a 
sealed sample. Say, has the woman been kicking about 
her milk? 

Inspector. — There has been a complaint — Yes. 

Mitkman. — It’s funny she never said anything to me 
about it. If there is anything wrong about the milk I didn’t 
.know it. It’s just as I get it. 

The milk, on analysis, showed only eight and a quarter 
per cent. of milk solids, one and a half per cent. of fat, 
annotto-color and thirty-three per cent. of added water. 
The following day the milkman called at the office and 
said that he knew the milk was not right, but he was short 
of milk. 


CasE II. 


‘The following letter was received from a_ well-known 
physician in the city of Boston : — 


No. 252 Street, Feb. 4, 1887. 


DEAR Sir, — There is at No. 6 - street a day nursery, of which 
‘Lam the medical attendant. The milk used is supplied by , of 
Somerville. Within a few days I have had the milk examined, and find 
that it has been diluted one-fifth with water. We shall change milk- 
man at once, and shal] begin on Monday. I wish, however, that you 
would take the matter up and see if the law will have any effect upon 
him. Iam,

——, M.D. 


This ‘letter is only one of many which might be pro- 
duced ; but what a situation does it present! A charitable in- 
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stitution, a day nursery where poor people, unable to employ 
a servant, and obliged to work for a living, may leave their 
young children in the morning and return for them at night 
after their day’s work is over. And here is a man, if he 
may be called such, who is willing to cheat these poor 
children — is willing to steal the food from their lips, 
and all for a few cents of extra profit. Language fails to 
properly characterize, and laws are inadequate to properly 
punish, such a villain. 


The year 1887 has been an eventful one in the depart- 
ment of milk and vinegar inspection. The quantity of 
milk sold has increased 2,100 gallons per day over the 
amount sold in 1886; the number of milkmen and milk 
routes has been considerably reduced, — many smaller 
routes having been absorbed by some of the larger and 
more reliable dealers; the percentage of adulterated 
samples for the year has fallen to 12.54 per cent., 
lower figure than at any previous time in the ‘aantee 
nine years since the office was established; colored milk 
and milk impaired by so-called “ preservatives,” as boracic 
and salicylic acids, has been almost wholly suppressed, — 
a result due in great measure to improvements in detecting 
these substances made in laboratory of the department ; 
many cases have been prosecuted, and convictions of some 
of the most notorious milk adulteraters obtained, notwith- 
standing the most determined opposition of eminent coun- 
se] ; the annual attempts of these men before the legislature 
to lower the legal standard of milk, and otherwise make 
it difficult or impossible to secure convictions, have signally 
failed; questions of law carried to the Supreme Judicial 
Court in several important cases have resulted in decisions 
favorable to the department; fraudulent sales of oleomar- 
garine are now confined to a comparatively few dealers, 
although there has been neglect and carelessness on the 
part of perhaps one quarter in number of the retail dealers 
in regard to marking their packages as required by statute ; 
vinegar adulteration has been reduced, and certain brands of 
fraudulent goods driven from the market; the expenditures 
of the department have been kept within the amount of the 
appropriation, and the income from licenses (paid to the 
city) and from fines (paid to the county) have been equal 
to 80 per cent. of the expenses. 

The details of these results are as follows : — 
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LICENSES. 


The Inspector is required on the first day of May, or 
within thirty days thereafter, to license all persons who con- 
vey milk in carriages or otherwise for the purpose of sell- 
ing the same within the city, the license fee being fifty cents, 
and renewed annually. 

To keep a record of the name, residence, place of business, 
number of carriages or other vehicles used, the name and 
residence of every driver or other person engaged in carry- 
ing or selling milk, and the number of the license. 

To require the owne1’s name, number of his license, and 
place of business to be legibly placed on each outer side of 
all carriages or vehicles used in the conveyance and sale of 
milk. 

To register the name of every person selling or offering 
milk for sale in a store, “ booth, stand, or market-place ” with- 
in the city; the license fee, fifty cents, not being required 
to be renewed. 

To register in like manner the name of every person sell- 
ing or offering for sale oleomargarine, or butterine, within 
the city. This license fee, being fifty cents, is required 
to be renewed annually.

CoMPLAINTS. 


The Public Statutes provide penalties : — 

For neglecting or refusing to license or register for the sale 
of milk: in the case of a milk peddler, a fine of not less 
than thirty nor more than one hundred dollars; in the 
case of a store-keeper, a fine not exceeding twenty 
dollars. 

For selling, exposing for sale, or having in possession with 
intent to sell, adulterated milk, or milk not of good stand-

The Massachusetts State Board of Health, in their Annual 
Report for 1886, in commenting upon the figures as shown in 
the above table, say : — 


A marked downward fluctuation oceurred from 1876 to 1878, un- 
doubtedly due to financial depression. In the census year of 1880, the 
ratio appears to have been about 80 gallons per thousand of the popu- 
lation, with a tolerably uniform rate of increase from that time to 1884, 
when the ratio was 93.7 gallons per thousand of the population. In 
the next year appears a very marked increase to 114.5 gallons per thou- 
sand inhabitants. A reasonable explanation of the change may be 
found inthe thorough enforcement of the laws relative to the inspec- 
tion of milk, in consequence of which the population are now receiving 
pure milk in the place of milk largely diluted, a proportionately larger 
quantity being required for the purpose. 


More than ninety per cent. of the milk supplied to the 
city is brought in by the railroads and sold by milk-contrac- 
tors to the milk-peddlers who distribute it to customers. A 
small percentage is collected by milk-peddlers from farmers 
in their neighborhood, while a very insignificant portion is 
actually raised by the milk-peddlers.

RESULTS OF INSPECTION. 


A very striking contrast is presented when the quality of 
the milk supply otf Boston at the present time is compared with 
that of the previous five years. Since July, 1885, there has 
been kept at this office a monthly percentage record of the 
samples of milk below the legal standard. The records for 
stores and wagons are kept separately, and also a record of 
results of the total milk from both sources. ‘These results 
are as follows : —

DETAILS OF MretTHOD OF INSPECTION. 
Collection of Samples. 


The general features of the means adopted for carrying on 
the inspection of the food products with which this office is 
charged are substantially the same as those given in earlier 
reports, but are here repeated with some additions. 

Section 1 of Chapter 318 of the Acts of 1886 provides that 
Inspectors of Milk ‘*‘ may, with the approval of the Mayor or 
the selectmen, employ suitable persons to act as collectors 
of samples, who shall be sworn before entering upon their 
duties.” Under this section three collectors of samples have 
been employed during the year. These collectors are author- 
ized by the statute to enter all places where milk is stored or 
kept for sale and all carriages used for the conveyance of 
milk, and to take samples for analysis from all such places or 
carriages. Samples taken by the collectors are put into 
clean and dry cans, each can being provided with a wooden 
stopper. Each can is numbered by being stamped upon the 
handle. At the time of collection a tag is filled out with the 
date, hour, name of dealer, locality, and all other necessary 
particulars, and is securely fastened to the handle of the can 
by means ofa twisted wire. Each collector is provided 
with a small leather hand-bag holding ten cans, which is the 
number of samples procured at a single trip. As the statute 
requires that return sealed samples shall be given, if re- 
quested, it is necessary that the collectors shall carry mate- 
rials for this purpose. The sample bags are accordingly 
provided with compartments holding small glass bottles, etc. 

The full list of articles which must be carried by the 
collectors on every trip is as follows: Ten sample cans 
with stoppers, ten bottles fitted with corks, bunch of tags 
for marking cans, bunch of tags for marking sealed samples, 
wires for fastening tags to samples, sealing-wax, seal, spirit- 
lamp, matches, lead-pencil, and receipt-book for signature of 
drivers receiving sealed samples. ‘Thus provided the col-

lectors visit different sections of the city at an early hour of 
the morning, sometimes’ starting out as early as 2 o’clock 
A.M., and await the arrival of the milk-peddlers supplying 
the locality. When the collectors have obtained the requisite 
number of specimens they report at the office, and deliver 
their samples to the Inspector or his laboratory assistant, by 
whom the necessary examinations and analyses are made. 
The person receiving the sample is required to place his 
initials upon the tag attached to the sample. Specimens of 
the various cards used, showing the manner of filling out, are 
given in the Appendix. 

Each collector is required to make a daily report of the 
number of trips made, time of commencement and finishing 
each trip, number of samples obtained, expenses, etc. All 
samples brought to the office are submitted to a preliminary 
examination, by which is ascertained the specific gravity 
of the sample, and approximately the percentage of fat. By 
means of these data many of the specimens are shown to be 
of undoubted good quality, and are set aside; other speci- 
mens, 7.e., all doubtful ones, are submitted to chemical 
analysis. 

The results of the analyses are recorded by the record 
clerk, being copied from the figures placed by the analyst 
upon the back of the tag accompanying each sample. No 
tag is removed from the sample can until the examination or 
analy sis is completed. 

The tags after removal furnish original memoranda from 
which, in case of complaint in the courts, the witness, whether 
collector or analyst, may refresh his memory. All tags are 
eventually filed away in suitable drawers, where, arranged 
alphabetically according to the names of the various dealers, 
they furnish a valuable “card- catalogue which will at a olance 
show what sort of milk each dealer is carrying and during 
any period of time. ‘There is now in this office a card- cata- 
logue of this description, containing the results and all the 
details of more than 30,000 inspections. This catalogue at 
the same time shows the names of all drivers, license 
numbers, amount of milk sold by every dealer, and many 
other particulars. The system thus described is applied also 
to specimens of oleomargarine, butter, and vinegar. 


CoLorRED MILK. 


Watered or skimmed milk has a peculiar blue color, when 
a thin layer is observed, and particularly that portion of the 
upper surface which is next to the sides of the containing 
vessel. This appearance is so noticeable, and the cause so 
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well known, that dishonest milkmen have found it necessary 
to color such milk, by adding something to give a rich, 
creamy, yellow color. The coloring of milk is a practice of 
long standing; Dr. Normandy in his Commercial Hand-book 
of Chemical Analysis mentions it as early as 1850, and it 
had probably at that time long existed. It was common 
with Boston milkmen more than twenty years ago, and is 
frequently referred to by Mr. Henry Faxon, Milk Inspector 
of Boston, in his annual reports (1864, 1867, 1868, 1870, 
etc. ). 

The use of color at that time was so general, that many 
whose milk was otherwise good felt obliged to use color 
when brought into competition with unscrupulous dealers 
whose watered product, disguised by color, appeared richer 
than their own pure article. One of the largest milk-con- 
tractors in Boston has informed the writer that he formerly 
required farmers who sent him their milk to color it, and he 
not only instructed them how to do it, but sent them the 
— color prepared for use. 

The extent of this practice may be learned from the fol- 
lowing extract from the Twenty-first Annual Report of the 
Milk Inspector of the City of Boston, in 1880, Hon. Martin 
Griffin : — 


The use of colored or doctored milk is very general, at least in our 
city and its surroundings. It is an old custom, and the only surprise is 
that so little has been said or known about it. The public has been so 
long accustomed to this false article that it is now difficult to know the 
color of honest milk, and very rare to have the opportunity of looking 
upon it. Attention was first called to this matter by observing the milk 
as it came from the country, and then seeing a different color in the 
milk as sold. The secret was soon known. ‘The milk was pure in the 
first instance, and doctored or colored in the other. Dealers make no 
secret in the matter; indeed, many of them complain that they are 
forced into the practice by their customers, who insist upon the colored 
being pure, and the white the impure ; and that they have lost customers 
by leaving a pure, uncolored milk. Nor is this surprising; for people 
have so long been accustomed to this color, and been educated to the 
belief that the colored, creamy, brownish milk is the only good article, 
that they turn with disgust from the whitish, bluish tint of the pure 
product. By turning to the description of milk as given by Hassal, it 
will be found to be of a milky-white or bluish tint; hence any liberty 
taken with it exposes the spoliation of cream or the addition of water, 
and its poverty is apparent in the thin, watery appearance and bluish 
tint which are inevitable in milk thns treated. The adulteration is 
easily seen, and hence the purpose of coloring, to conceal the fraud by 
giving an artificial richness and color to hide the bluish tint. 

It is very effective for the purpose, and has done. its work well. 
Some claim that they color only to please the customer, and that no 
adulteration is practised; there may be such, but they are very few in 
numbers. 

The sole use of coloring milk is to deceive and mislead the customer, 
and, as such, its speedy suppression is desirable. . . . The law 
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forbids this coloring, under the clause of ‘‘ foreign substance,” and 
wisely, for it acts a double part, — it adulterates, and then deceives. 

Whatever may be said of coloring, in the nature of excuse, is idle, for 
there is no excuse or apology for it. It is no excuse to say that it is 
harmless, because the materials of it are not injurious to health, and 
that the color does not injure the milk, for the reason that the milk is 
comparatively worthless, and the coloring is to give it a false character, 
and thus impose upon the innocent. : 

It is a cheat and a fraud on the public, and is never used but with 
that intent. It has been said by some that it improves the milk; but 
how, they fail to show. . . .. There is no secret about it : its purpose 
is direct and plain; and, unfortunately, is all but common in use. 
Some accuse the public for the responsibility of this; but very unjustly, 
for the dealers alone are to blame for teaching the custom in the first 
instance, and continuing the cheat until it was almost impossible to 
detect or check it. They have created a false taste and judgment, have 
reaped the benefit, and should be held to the responsibility. 


The milk color at first used was prepared from molasses 
or brown sugar, and sometimes from honey. The applica- 
tion of heat to these substances converts them into a sub- 
stance known chemically as caramel, and this body dissolved 
in water produces a dark-brown solution which forms sugar- 
color. It is still extensively used for producing fine, old (?) 
brandy or whiskey from inferior goods, and for making so- 
called white-wine vinegar into cider (?) vinegar. About 
1879 another preparation was manufactured, and has since 
been sold in large quantities, which consisted of a solution of 
annotto-color in potash or soda. The nature of this prep- 
aration, and the dishonest purposes it was intended to serve, 
may be gathered from the following letters from a manufact- 


urer which came into the possession of the Massachusetts 
State Board of Health : — 


, Mass., Nov. 8, 1884. 


Dear Sir, — I would like to call your attention to , for which I 
am the agent. Itis the article which all milkmen in Boston ‘and vicinity 
use to improve the quality of their milk, and to help them out when milk 
is scarce. It is perfectly harmless, and the milk inspectors and State 
Board of Health cannot detect it in the milk. The amount of water you 
can add to your milk in one day without detection will pay for 
enough to use three months. If you have any friends in the business, 
please tell them of this.

DEAR Sir, — Yours received. Sent by Adams’ express one bottle of 
‘** Benefit.” Give it a good trial. Don’t be afraid of the color, taste, or 
smell, as you will find it to be all right when in the milk. A sample of 
milk taken from a batch put up with ‘‘ Benefit” and analyzed will 
prove to the inspector to be all right, as the ‘‘ Benefit” counteracts the 
chemicals they have to use in the analysis. 
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DIRECTIONS FOR ‘* BENEFIT.” 


Take a two-gallon can of cold water and add of salt, of 
brown sugar, and of ‘‘ Benefit.” Shake it up so as to dissolve 
the salt and sugar, and then add of water to quarts of 
milk. If you take off cream from the milk add a trifle more “ Benefit.” 
Some use sugar only when sticking their milk pretty hard. It givesa 
good body, however.

A bottle of this so-called “ Benefit” was procured, and 
proved on analysis to contain a solution of annotto. It had 
a very offensive smell, and a nauseous taste. The label on 
this bottle is significant. It is as follows : — 


BENEFIT. KEEP STRICTLY IN THE DARK — Use according 
to judgment — Keep corked. Prepared by .——— , P.O. Address, 
Pollard Square, Somerville. 


The addition of such materials to milk, whether injurious 
or not, had long been prohibited. An act which became a 
law June 28, 1868, declared it to be unlawful to add “ any 
foreign substance” to milk, and the Food and Health Act of 
1882, in defining adulteration in articles of food, specified the 
addition of any color “whereby damage is concealed, or the 
article made to appear better than it really is,” as one form 
of adulteration. These enactments have never been en- 
forced, and it is not known that any attempt had been made 
to enforce them, but the Inspector was so fully persuaded 
that if the coloring of milk could be prevented, it could but 
have a marked effect in reducing the quantity of watered and 
skimmed milk, which had hitherto been sold, that, after 
mature consideration, it was decided to notify all dealers that 
they would be liable to complaint if colored milk or milk 
containing any foreign substance, intended for sale, was 
found in their possession. The announcement of the deci- 
sion of the department to enforce the law was received with 
considerable opposition. Several of the largest and most 
respectable dealers visited the Inspector and declared that 
“the idea was impracticable; the color could not be de- 
tected; and the attempt to enforce the law would result in 
failure.” Many milkmen, however, at once conformed to 
the requirements ; but some persisted in doing otherwise, so 
that it became necessary to make complaints against a con- 
siderable number. Many of these complaints were most 
stubbornly contested, but finally resulted in a conviction in 
every case except one, where the jury disagreed. The de- 
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fendant in this case, however, pleaded nolo contendere, and 
paid his fine in a subsequent complaint. 

The reform so successfully commenced has been continued 
to the present time, so that colored milk in Boston is now a 
thing of the past. ‘True, we still occasionally find it in a 
badly watered milk, but its general and almost universal use, 
as formerly, has ceased. 

It would have been useless, however, to have attempted 
this radical measure until some better methods than those 
formerly in use for the detection of annotto and caramel had 
been devised. This problem was undertaken by the In- 
spector with entire success. The process finally adopted is 
fully detailed on another page of this report. 

So far as known, this is the first attempt to overcome this 
phase of milk adulteration, in any country, and Boston is the 
first city where convictions for the sale of colored milk have 
been obtained. 

The general result has been what was anticipated, for 
the percentage of adulterated samples has been very mate- 
rially reduced, having been, for the year 1887, as stated 
elsewhere, only 12.50 per cent. of the total number exam- 
ined, while in the year 1885 the percentage was 30.64. 

A part, at least, of this result is due to the steady enforce- 
ment of the law against the sale of colored milk. 


ANNOTTO AND ITS DETECTION IN COLORED MILK. 


Annotto is the name given to a dye-drug prepared from 
the seeds of a tropical shrub, known to botanists as the biz 
orellana. The plant, originally a native of South America, 
was used by the natives as a dyestuff at the time of the dis- 
covery of America, and was made known in Europe soon 
after the conquest of Mexico by the Spaniards. Thomson, in 
his “ Chemistry of Organic Bodies,” describes the prepara- 
tion of annotto as follows: “The fruit of the plant is a coccus 
containing thirty or forty seeds smaller than a pea, and 
having a ‘vermilion red color. To extract this coloring mat- 
ter the grains are rasped down, water is added, and the 
whole allowed to remain for some days. A sort of putrid 
fermentation takes place. The whole is thrown ona drain, 
and the water which holds the coloring matter in suspension 
is collected. The coloring matter gradually subsides.” Dr. 
Thomson describes annotto as having no taste; but a disa- 
greeable smell resembling that of putrid urine, and he adds 
in a foot-note, “This smell is not natural, but is communi- 
cated to it in the magazines by adding to it urine from time 
to time, in order to keep it moist and improve its color.” 
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Dr. F. Crace-Calvert in his work on “ Dyeing and Calico 
Printing” says: “It is imported from Mexico, Brazil, the 
Antilles, and especially from Cayenne, in masses varying in 
weight from 5 to 20 pounds, which are usually covered with 
banyan leaves or reeds. It is also imported as a homoge- 
neous mass in casks weighing 4 or 5 cwt. The paste has a 
repulsive oder of urine, which is added by those who store it, 
to keep it moist and impart to it a brighter hue.” 

For many years preparations of annotto have been used 
for coloring butter, those persons using it being in all prob- 
ability ignorant of its sources and the ‘disgusting means em- 
ployed in its manufacture. A microscopic examination of 
paste annotto, or of the alkaline solution of it as employed for 
coloring milk, shows, as Dr. Davenport has recently reported, 
the presence of innumerable bacteria, a necessary result of 
the putrefactive changes through which the coloring matter 
has passed. It is not surprising, therefore, that milk to 
which even the smallest quantity of annotto coloring has been 
added should sour much more rapidly than pure milk, —a 
fact which has long been known to milkmen, and many times 
acknowledged to the writer by milkmen of whom inquiries 
have been made. 

The only method hitherto described in the books for the 
detection of annotto consists in the evaporation of 200 to 
500 c.c. (one-half pint to one pint) of the milk, and 
the extraction of the nearly dried residue with alcohol. The 
‘alcoholic solution is then evaporated to dryness, and the 
solid portion thus obtained (containing the annotto color, if 
present, and some sugar of milk) tested for the production 
of the color reactions of annotto. This process is open to 
maany objections. The evaporation of so large a quantity of 
emilk by the slow method of the water-bath makes it impos- 
sible to examine any considerable number of samples in a 
-single day ; the color reactions of annotto are either impeded 
or modified by the presence of the sugar of milk which is 
‘invariably present; and the delicate and unstable coloring- 
‘principles are extremely liable to be injured or destroyed 

by the long-continued high temperature to which they 
are subjected during the evaporation of the water and the 
alcohol. 

Two methods for the detection of annotto have been de- 
vised in the laboratory of the department. ‘The first method 
to be described is adapted to the preliminary testing of a 
large number of samples of milk, and is most simple and 
practical in its application; it can, however, be employed 
only upon samples of sweet milk. The second method is 
applicable to either fresh milk or milk which has been kept 
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for months, as in case of sealed samples, and by its means 
may easily be prepared highly satisfactory exhibits if it be- 
comes necessary to present evidence of annotto to a jury. 

The methods about to be described have now been in use 
in the city laboratory for more than a year, and are thoroughly 
reliable and satisfactory. 

First Method. —One hundred cubic centimeters of milk 
rendered alkaline by the addition of five cubic centimeters of 
solution of carbonate of soda (1 of carbonate of soda to 3 of 
water ) are poured into a glass jar about one and a half inches 
in diameter and four to five inches in height. Into this jar 
is placed a strip of white filtering-paper (Schleicher and 
Schull’s, extra heavy, No. 598) about five and a half inches 
long and one-half inch wide. The jar is then set aside ina 
place not exposed to the light, for twelve hours, or over 
night; at the expiration of this time the strip of paper is 
withdrawn and washed by running water, when, if annotto 
be present, the paper appears a pale salmon color, which ts 
best seen when the moist strip is laid upon a piece of white 
filter-paper. The still moist strip of paper dipped into a 
solution of stannous chloride develops a decided pink color. 
By this means a mere trace of annotto coloring matter (one 
part of the solution as ordinarily used by milkmen to one 
hundred thousand of milk) is distinctly perceptible. With 
the quantity of annotto solution ordinarily used to color milk 
(one teaspoonful to eight cans, each can holding eight 
quarts) the pink color is very strongly developed. 

It is essential that the milk be made strongly alkaline 
during the time the paper is immersed, for if the milk sours, 
the annotto coloring matter being insoluble in acid solutions 
is precipitated, and in this condition is not absorbed by the 
fibre of the paper. The size of the paper for the quantity of 
milk taken should not be very much larger than in the rela- 
tive proportion given above, otherwise the coloring matter 
being sprend over a larger surface is less distinctly notice- 
able. 

It is a convenient method of distinguishing the various 
specimens to write the name of the de: ler with pencil on each 
strip of paper before immersing it in the milk. By the pro- 
cess as above given it has been found possible to make as 
many.as fifty tests for annotto in as many specimens of milk, 
ina single day. The strips of paper are put into the milk 
as soon as the samples are brought to the office, and ex- 
amined the following morning. 

The coloring principle of annotto (bixin) is, by the means 
described, perfectly separated from all other substances pres- 
ent in the milk, and may be further tested upon the paper 
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itself by any of the color reactions of annotto. The pink 
color produced by stannous chloride may be changed to the 
original salmon color by immersing the colored strip in dilute 
solution of sodium carbonate. The strip should be well 
washed, to remove excess of alkali, and carefully dried with- 
out heat; it may then be further tested by sulphuric acid, 
which produces a bluish color more or less intense according 
to the depth of the original color. In the case of a mere 
trace of annotto the color may be only a pale greenish shade. 
To prevent the acid from having too powerful corrosive ac- 
tion on the fibre of the paper, it is advisable to dilute the 
acid with one-half its volume of water, employing the diluted 
acid only when the mixture has become cold. The reaction 
of sulphuric acid is best seen under the conditions of the test 
to be presently described. 

The process as above given is best adapted to the pre- 
liminary examination of a considerable number of samples, 
but for the separation of the annotto in a form adapted to 
preservation and of any desired intensity of color it is neces- 
sary to adopt a modified method. 

Second Method. — Four fluid ounces of miik are coagulated 
by the aid of heat with a few drops of acetic acid. The 
coloring matter of the annotto being insoluble in acids is thus 
precipit: ated together with the caseine. The coagulum is 
separated from the serum by straining through a piece of 
coarse cotton cloth and the excess of liquid pressed out. .The 
caseine, which scarcely shows any indication of coloring mat- 
ter, is transferred to a porcelain mortar and triturated with 
one or two fluid ounces of sulphuric ether, which is added in 
small portions at a time, and is finally decanted from the 
readily subsiding caseine, and poured into a small globular 
separatory apparatus, having a glass stopper at the top and 
stopcock at the lower portion of the apparatus. Five or ten 
c.c. of dilute solution of caustic soda (1 of soda to 100 of 
water) are added, and the stopper being inserted the appara- 
tus is given a vigorous shaking for a few seconds. The 
separatory funnel is then set aside to allow the liquids to 
separate, which takes place after the expiration of a few min- 
utes. The lower layer of liquid, which consists of the solu- 
tion of soda holding the annotto color in solution, is then 
carefully drawn off from the supernatant liquid and placed 
in a small flat-bottomed porcelain capsule of about one inch 
in diameter and one-half inch in depth, or the alkaline solu- 
tion of annotto is divided into two equal portions, each of 
which is placed in a small capsule of such size that the depth 
of liquid is not less than about one-quarter of an inch. 

Into each of the capsules containing the annotto solution 
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is then placed a small disc of heavy filter-paper, five-eighths 
of an inch in diameter. These discs may be conveniently 
cut by means of a cork borer. The capsules with their con- 
tents are then set aside in a dark place for twelve hours. 
The paper discs are then removed and washed by soaking in 
fresh water. Where annotto is present the paper is found 
to be dyed, and presents a more or less deep orange or buff 
color. One of these discs is then dipped into a weak solu- 
tion of sodium carbonate (otherwise the action of the air 
alters the shade), and the other well-washed disc is immersed 
in solution of stannous chloride and becomes thereby changed 
in color to a rich pink. These dises dried on bibulous paper 
without heat may then be mounted upon suitable cards and 
preserved as exhibits. Starch paste freshly prepared is suit- 
able for mounting and does not alter the color of the speci- 
mens, which is hable to be the case if ordinary paste or 
mucilage is employed. In addition to the two discs em- 
ployed, it is desirable, if the sulphuric-acid test is to be used, 
to dye a small piece of paper of firmer texture, as being less 
liable to the corrosive action of the acid ; a piece of paper one- 
quarter of an inch square is of sufficient size for this pur- 
pose. This is dyed at the same time with the discs. I have 
found Whatman’s heavy drawing-paper to be the best. 

As small a quantity of milk as 10 c.c. may be tested in 
this way with results as satisfactory as when a larger quan- 
tity of milk is used, but the paper discs must be of propor- 
tionately smaller diameter. This test may be employed in 
any condition of the milk and in specimens of any age likely 
to be tested. As an experiment, a portion of milk not ex- 
ceeding one-half of a fluid ounce which had been sealed in a 
bottle November 10, 1886, was tested for annotto on June 
2, 1887 (nearly seven months old), with perfectly satisfac- 
tory results. The diameter of the discs in this case was one- 
quarter of an inch. No other coloring matter with which I 
am acquainted, treated with ether and the subsequent agita- 
tion of the ether with soda solution, gives the series of re- 
actions peculiar to annotto, 7.e. — 

1. A buff color on paper dyed in alkaline solution. 

2. The buff color changed to pink by solution of stannous 
chloride, alum, or any acid, the color produced by the stan- 
nous chloride being the most brilliant. 

3. The pink color thus produced changed to the original 
buff by alkaline solutions. 

4. The well-washed and dried paper dyed of a buff color 
changed to a transitory blue, or in the case of mere traces, a 
greenish blue by application of a drop of concentrated sul- 
phuric acid. 
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Moreover, the coloring matter of carrot or squash, while 
soluble in ether, is not taken up when agitated with soda solu- 
tion. Saffron (crocus) yields very little yellow color to ether, 
while no buff color can be obtained from it by dyeing upon 
paper which is changed to a pink by solution of tin. The 
same is true of safflower. Turmeric gives a deep brownish

red color with alkalies, which is by tin solution restored to 


its original yellow. 

Diagrams giving the shape and size of the jar and strips of 
paper employed in the first process may be found on Plate 
V., and a fac-simile of a card with mounted discs, as used in 
this office, together with illustrations of the color reactions of 
annotto on paper, as above described, are given on Plate VI. 
It is, of course, impossible to produce the exact shades of 
color by printer’s inks, and the colors on the plate must be 
regarded only as approximate. 

‘The processes which have been described are applicable to 
the detection of annotto in butter or oleomargarine. The 
butter or oleomargarine to be tested is heated with an equal 
volume of dilute solution of caustic soda, and the aqueous 
layer, after the separation of the fat by rising, is drawn off 
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and the paper dyed by the method already described. 


CARAMEL OR BurRNT SUGAR AND ITS DETECTION IN 
CoLORED MILK. 


When sugar in any of its varieties is melted, and the heat 
oradually raised to a temperature of 400° to 420° F., each 
molecule of sugar loses two molecules of water, anda brown, 
deliquescent, and nearly tasteless mass remains, which is 
known as caramel, —the French name of burnt sugar. 

Caramel is soluble in water; it is precipitated from its 
concentrated solution by very strong alcohol ; a small portion, 
however, always remains in solution, while with alcohol of 
fifty per cent. sufficient is retained to give the liquid a deep

brownish color. Solution of sub-acetate of lead precipitates 


caramel of a chocolate-brown color. 

The method we have most effectual for the detection of 
caramel in milk is the following, which is now given for the 
first time: 

A certain efatcetee of milk, about four to eight fluid ounces 
(a smaller quantity may be used if necessary ), i is mixed with 
an equal volume of ninety-five per cent. aleohol; the milk 
should be poured into the alcohol, and not the alcohol into 
the milk, by which the caseine is nearly all precipitated in a 
form which may be very easily separated by filtration, while 
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the caramel, if present, passes into the alcoholic solution. 
The filtrate is perfectly clear and brilliant. Sometimes the 
first portions of the filtrate are more or less opaque, but by 
returning them to the filter the liquid which passes through 
at length becomes absolutely clear. This filtrate has a more 
or less deep yellow color, according to the season of the year, 
and in the spring and summer time has a decided grass-green 
color, especially when the liquid is observed by looking 
downwards through a considerable depth of it contained in a 
glass tube one-half inch in diameter and about twelve inches 
in length; the greenish liquid obtained from pure milk in 
the summer-time has a strongly marked fluorescence. The 
presence of any amount of caramel sufficient to color the 
milk modifies this color, making it more orange with some- 
times a slight brownish shade, so that by the color alone when 
observed under these conditions the presence of caramel may 
be determined with considerable certainty. The comparison 
is best made by the simultaneous observation of the filtrate 
from pure milk and from milk to which a small portion of 
caramel has been purposely added. 

To confirm the presence of caramel 100 ¢.c. of the filtrate 
obtained from milk suspected to contain burnt sugar are pre- 
cipitated by not more than 2 c.c. of solution of sub-acetate of 
lead of specific gravity 1.23. The Liquor Plumbi Sub-ace- 
fatis of the pharmacopeeia is of the proper strength for the 
purpose. ‘The solution of lead throws down certain albumi- 
noids and whatever of caseine remains after the first addition 
of the alcohol and also the caramel. ‘The precipitate is floc- 
culent, and except in cases where mere traces only of caramel 
are present shows a very slight brownish tint. The precipi- 
tate is carefully filtered and washed with distilled water; it 
is then dried upon the filter. Where caramel is present the 
well-dried precipitate hasa more or less deep chocolate color, 
according to the amount of caramel which was originally 
present. Pure milk gives under these circumstances a pre- 
cipitate which, when dried, has a light yellow color with no 
shade of brown, or in certain seasons it may be almost color- 
less. Comparative experiments made with pure milk and 
with milk to which caramel has been added show very 
marked differences in the color of the dried precipitate, 
even in cases where the proportion of caramel does not ex- 
ceed one part in ten thousand. 

It sometimes happens that milk which is in process of test- 
ing for caramel contains also annotto. In such cases the fil- 
ter-paper through which the original alcoholic solution has 
been passed shows a pinkish color after remaining in contact 
with the moist caseine overnight. 
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PRESERVATIVES, Boracic AciD, SALicyLic ACID, AND THEIR 
DETECTION. 


Within a few years it has become a practice with many 
‘milk-dealers to add to their milk certain so-called “ preserv- 
atives,” for the purpose of preventing it from becoming sour. 
These preservatives are for the most part mixtures of ‘boracic 
acid or its compounds. One preparation consists of boracic 
acid dissolved in glycerine; another contains a mixture of 
boracic acid and biborate of soda. Salicylic acid is sometimes 
though rarely used. The addition of these or any similar 
preparations to milk is not only a violation of the milk stat- 
utes, but is highly objectionable on the ground that the addi- 
tion “of any antiseptic substance to milk which retards those 
changes natural to it will, in like manner, interfere with the 
processes of digestion when the “preserved” milk is taken 
into the human. system. The extent of the interference in 
many cases may possibly be slight, but it may become a very 
serious matter in the case of infants and invalids. Pure bi- 
carbonate of soda is probably the least objectionable material 
which can be used in milk to prevent souring ; this substance, 
however, is not an antiseptic, as this term is ordinarily 
understood. 

Boracic acid, free or in combination, may easily be detected 
in the ash which has been obtained in the process of quantita- 
tive milk analysis. The amount of ash from five grammes of 
milkis quite sufficient for this purpose. The ash still remaining 
in the platinum capsule, after it has been weighed in the ordi- 
nary process of ash determination, is moistened with one or 
two drops of strong sulphuric acid, and after a few minutes 
there are added thirty to sixty drops of ninety-five per cent. 
alcohol; the capsule is then removed to a dark closet and the 
alcohol ignited. The outer edges of the alcohol flame, when 
boracic acid is present, are tinged with a peculiar and charac- 
teristic apple-green color. After a short time, and as the 
capsule becomes heated, the alcohol flame changes to a yellow 
or orange (sodium or calcium), and the green tint due to the 
boracie acid is much obscured or altogether concealed. In 
such case the flame is extinguished and the alcohol rekindled 
by the flame of a Bunsen burner, held a short distance above 
the capsule, but still as far away from it as possible, so that 
the flame may act upon the vapor which is still rising from 
the heated alcohol. At the first flash of the ignition of the 
alcohol the green color is very strongly developed. Previous 
to the ionition of the alcohol the presence of boracic acid 
may be “tested by dipping a small piece of turmeric paper 
into the acid alcoholic solution, when, if boracic acid is pres- 
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ent, the paper on drying without heat changes from its ordi- 
nary yellow to a characteristic red color. Both the flame and 
the turmeric-paper tests should be applied to each specimen. 
These tests have been long known as the usual qualitative 
tests for boracic acid, but [ am not aware that it has been 
before pointed out that the quantity of ash which re- 
mains after the ordinary analysis of milk is sufficient to 
make a satisfactory test for boraciec acid. We have found, 
however, that boracic acid rarely fails of detection in this 
manner, and with this quantity of material. In cases of 
doubt, or to confirm previous results, a larger quantity (25 to 
50 grammes) is evaporated to dryness on the water-bath, with

the addition of one-half gramme of carbonate of soda. The 


dried residue is ignited and treated as already described. 
Salicylic acid may be detected in milk by separating the 
serum by filtration after the addition of a few drops of hydro- 
chloric acid. The serum should have a strongly acid reac- 
tion, and should be shaken up with a small quantity of ether, 
which removes salicylic acid if present. The solution may 
be tested by the addition of a few drops of neutral ferric 


chloride, which produces a strong violet coloration. 


ANALYSIS OF MiLK FoR ToTaL Souips, Souips nor Fart, 
Fat, AND ASH. 


The method employed by this department for the deter- 
mination of the total solids, solids not fat, fat, and the ash of 
milk, is the same as that described in a previous report. 
The percentage of milk solids is ascertained by the evap- 
oration of five grammes of milk in a platinum capsule, 
at a temperature of 212° F., until the residue ceases to 
lose weight. 

The weight of the residue, after the extraction of the fat 
with benzine of 75° to 80° Baumé, gives the solids not fat: 
the difference between this and the weight of the total solids, 
the fat. The ash is determined by ignition of the solids not 
fat. 


THE PRELIMINARY EXAMINATION OF MILK, AND THE AP- 
PROXIMATE DETERMINATION OF THE TOTAL SOLIDS FROM 
THE ESTIMATION OF THE SPECIFIC GRAVITY, AND THE 
FAT AS ASCERTAINED BY FESER’S LACTOSCOPE. 


While the chemical analysis of milk is the only means 
whereby the amount of total solids or of fat can be deter- 
mined with accuracy, there yet exist means by which per- 
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sons having no chemical knowledge — farmers, milk-ped- 
dlers, store-keepers — may ascertain, with very little trouble, 
whether a given sample of milk is probably up to the legal 
standard, and, in most cases, may know whether it is or is 
not. 

No single instrument can determine this. The lactometer 
in its various forms has long since been shown to be wholly 
unreliable when used alone, and its indications unchecked by 
other tests. The lactometer gives the relative weight of the 
milk when compared with an equal volume of water; some- 
times the lactometer is graduated so that its figures give the 
specific eravity, and sometimes the eraduation is arbitrary, 
as in the case of the so-called New York State Board of 
Health lactometer, where the range is from 120 downwards, 
or in the Orange County lactometer, from 25 downwards. 

It is well known that the higher the percentage of fat in 
any sample of milk the lower is the specific gravity, and that 
a lactometer placed in cream will falsely indicate, according 
to the lines of some instruments, that the sample is fatiele 
poorer than ordinary milk. On the other hand, the greater 
the percentage of the other constituents of the milk, 
caseine, sugar, etc., —the higher the specific gravity. ee is 
possible, therefore, if we know the weight percentage of fut, 
and at the same time the specific gravity, to determine, 
within a very small margin of error, the total solids which 
the milk contains. 

The most simple instrument for the rapid determination 
of the weight percentage of fat contained in milk is Feser’s 
lactoscope. This instrument in its operation depends upon 
the fact that, under ordinary conditions, the richer the milk 
in fat the greater is the number of fat globules in a given 
space, and hence a greater opacity. The instrument con- 
sists of a small glass cylinder, i in the lower part of which is 
a small rod of white glass, ruled with a few black lines. 
Upon the outer cylinder i is a scale, indicating the percentage 
of fat. Four cubic centimeters of milk are put into the 
cylinder, and then water is added until the black lines upon 
the white glass at the bottom can be distinguished, without 
being too distinctly visible. The level of the water, as 
shown upon the scale on the large cylinder, gives the 
percentage of fat by weight. It cannot be claimed that 
the lactoscope determines the fat in all cases with a high 
degree of accuracy, but in any ordinary sample of tolerably 
fresh milk it gives the percentage within one quarter of one 
per cent. of the correct figure, as shown by chemical anal- 
ysis. With milk several days old, and particularly in cases 
where the cream has risen and remained undisturbed for 
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such a length of time, or with milk which has travelled 
a long distance and has been considerably shaken in transit, 
the lactoscope reads abnormally low. Such instances are, 
however, the exception. It is to be observed that the dealer, 
milkman, or milk-producer who employs the lactoscope 
is always upon the side of safety, for, while a milk may 
by the lactoscope seem to be deficient in fat, when it is 
in fact of fair quality (such instances being,. as before 
stated, unusual), it is never the case that the analysis of 
milk shows the sample to be poorer in fat than the indica- 
tions of the instrument, within the limit of the graduation 
of the instrument, z.e., one-quarter of one per cent. 

The lactoscope is more liable to error in judging a very 
rich milk than in the case of a poor or considerably skimmed 
specimen. If the indications of the lactometer are taken, 
v.e., the specific gravity, ascertained by a comparison of 
_ the degrees as given in a suitable table, or, preferably, by 
an instrument giving the specific gravity direct, and then 
the approximate amount of fat, as shown by the lactoscope, 
we have data of sufficient accuracy to show beyond question 
whether a given sample of milk may be passed as probably 
good, or whether it is doubtful or positively bad. 

All specimens of milk brought to the city laboratory 
are first tested by this method; doubtful specimens are 
analyzed, but no further examination is necessary in 
cases where both the specific gravity and the fat are 
within certain limits. 

Experiments have shown that in an emulsion of fat 
and water each per cent. of butter fat reduces the specific 
oravity by .001. An emulsion of 99 parts of water with 
1 part of butter fat has a specific gravity 0.999, water 
being 1.000; and in like manner an emulsion of 97 parts 
of water and 3 parts of butter fat has a specific gravity 
SR 

It has also been shown that each per cent. of solids 
not fat dissolved in water increases the specific gravity 
.00375, as, for example, a solution of 2 parts of milk 
solids not fat in 98 parts of water has specific gravity 
1.0075. 

Suppose, now, a specimen to have been tested, and to 
show : 


Specific gravity by lactometer : 1.0295 
Per cent. of fat by lactoscope . 2.9 


The specific gravity of water is 1.000. Each per cent. 
of fat reduces this .001, therefore 2.5 per cent. of fat 
will reduce the specific gravity 2.5 X .001 = .0025, i.e., 
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1.0000 — .0025 = .9975. This figure represents the spe- 
cific gravity of water holding 2.5 per cent. of butter fat. 

The actual specific gravity of the specimen 1.0295 is 
.0320 in excess of the figure representing the specific gravity 
of the water and butter fat alone. Now, as each per cent. 
of solids not fat increases the gravity .00375, the actual 
per cent. of solids not fat in the specimen, in which the 
increase of gravity by their presence is .0320, is found 
by dividing the greater of these values by the other. In 
this case .0320 + .00375 = 8.53, which is the per cent. 
of solids not fat. 


We have then fat

To determine the total solids from specific gravity and 
the per cent. of fat, we deduce the following rule :— 

Multiply the per cent. of fat as observed by the lacto- 
scope by .O01. 

Subtract the product thus obtained from 1.000. 

Subtract the remainder thus obtained from the specific 
gravity. 

Divide this last remainder by .00375. The quotient is 
the percentage of solids not fat. Add the percentages of 
solids not fat and of fat, and the sum is the percentage 
of total solids. 

Reducing the above rule to general terms we have the 
formula : — 

S — 1.000 + [F x .001]

S = specific gravity. 
F — per cent. of fat. 


= per cent. of solids not fat. 


From this we deduce the following short rule : — 

J. From the specific gravity subtract 1.0000. 

II. Multiply per cent. of fat by .001, and add to above 
remainder. 

III. Divide the sum by .00375. The quotient is the 
solids not fat. 

IV. Add the fat and solids not fat; the result is the 
total solids. 

To save the trouble of calculation in each instance the 
table given on the succeeding page may be used.

It is perhaps unnecessary to observe that the specific 
gravity must be taken at a standard temperature (60° F.), 
or, if necessary, reduced to such before making the cal- 
culation. 

A comparison of the results of actual analysis with those 
obtained by employing the method above given shows, 
in the great majority of cases, an agreement sufficiently 
close to enable any person of ordinary intelligence, by the 
aid of a lactometer, a lactoscope, and the table of results 
here given, to know whether his milk will pass the inspection 
of this office. 

The following are the results of the analysis of a number 
of samples in comparison with the figures obtained by calcu- 
lation from the specific gravity obtained by the lactometer 
and the fat as given by Feser’s lactoscope : —

IMPURE AND UNWHOLESOME MILK, ARISING FROM CAUSES 
OTHER THAN ADULTERATION. 


Milk may be rendered impure and unfit for use from a 
variety of causes not connected with the adulteration of this 
article on the part of the milk-dealer, and the dangers to the 
public bealth arising from these sources are far more serious, 
not to say alarming, than most persons are aware of. 

These dangers are due to two principal causes : — 

I. Milk produced from cows whose condition, as_ to 
time of calving, disease, improper stabling or feeding, renders 
it injurious to health. 

Il. Milk from healthy and properly fed cows which has 
been improperly or carelessly treated after being drawn 
(imperfect cooling, uncleanliness in milking, storing in foul 
atmosphere, etc.), by which the milk, originally good, un- 
dergoes certain changes capable of rendering the milk posi- 
tively injurious. 

Experiments with milk, drawn from animals affected 
with certain diseases, show that such milk, taken as food, will 
produce similar diseases in the human subject. Among the 
more important of these diseases may be mentioned tuber- 
culosis (consumption), apthous fever (foot and mouth 
disease), anthrax (malignant pustule), and certain inflam- 
matory diseases of the udder. 

Tuberculosis. — The leading pathologists of the world have 
demonstrated experimentally the infectious nature of tuber- 
culosis. Billings, in his work entitled “ Relation of Animal 
Diseases to the Public Health,” says: “Too many sad 
cases of death from tubercular consumption have been un- 


questionably traced to the influence of expired air from 
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persons having the disease, upon nurses and others around 
them, even in cases where any inherited disposition to the 
disease could be excluded beyond all question.” 

Gerlach, of Berlin, asserts that the production of tuberculo- 
sis with milk by inoculation and ingestion can no longer be 
denied, and he asserts that his experiments prove “ that the 
milk from cows with tuberculosis is not only harmful, but 
that it also contains elements of a specifically dangerous 
character; it is capable of generating elements of a similar 
character.” 

Kammerer, City Physician of Vienna, addressed a report 
to the magistrates of that city on the dangers to the health 


g 
and life of its citizens through animals affected with tuber- 


culosis. ‘The milk of cows with tuberculosis,” he says, 
“acts as an unconscious vaccination upon adults and children 
who partake of it; and, in the case of the latter, the seed of 
tuberculosis is being imperceptibly sown amongst thousands 
in the great towns.” Infection by this channel he regards as 
being quite as fruitful a source of the disease amongst the 
young as inherited tendencies, to which it is usually attributed. 
— British Medical Journal, August 26, 1882 

Johne, of Dresden, maintains that the tuberculosis of cattle 
is identical with human tuberculosis, and he considers it well 
proved that the milk of tuberculous cows is as capable of 
conveying the disease to man as it is to their own offspring. 

Wiedman asserts that he has seen a pneumonia anatomi- 
cally identical with the bovine form, produced in children by 
the use of milk from cows suffering from this disease. Esser 
is decided in his opinion of the communicability of tubercle 
by the means of milk. 

Billings, in his work above quotes writing of the milk from 

uberculous cows, says: “As the statistical results of exper- 

ments which have been made unquestionably go to prove 
that such milk does contain elements of a specifically infec- 
tious character, there is no question that laws should be 
made, and executed also, so as to prevent the sale of such 
milk for human consumption, either by itself or mixed with 
other milk in no matter how small quantities.” 

Anthrax is the name of a highly infectious febrile disease, 
known to be due to a specific form of bacteria. The blood 
of the animal affected has been found to contain the germ of 
the disease, and to produce it in other animals. Fleming 
says, in reference to the milk of cows affected with anthrax : 
“*Gohier mentions that he has known a case in which a man 
was attacked with severe diarrhcea, from consuming the milk 
of a cow affected with anthrax. He has also witnessed the 
same occurrence in a family of five persons. Morris reports 
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a similar occurrence. Chisholm gives the case of a girl, 
three years old, who presented all the symptoms of anthrax 
from drinking the milk of a diseased cow. Desplas has given 
some instances, noted during an outbreak of anthrax at 
Querey, in which the malady was transmitted to other 
creatures by the milk.” — Gre eorge Pleming, in“ Manual of 
Veterinary Sanitary Science. 

Apthous fever. — The propagation, of apthous fever (foot 
and mouth disease) by milk has been known for a long time, 
and was the first pointed out by Sagar as early as 1765. 
Subsequently, in 1834, several German pathologists and vet- 
erinarians, Wernberburg, Tilgner, Hertwig, Mann, and 
others, observed cases, and by direct experiment proved the 
transmission of the disease by milk. 

Thorne, in his report on this subject to the Privy Council, 
gives many cases. Other instances are reported in the British 
Medical Journal, Vols. II. and VI. 

Billings writes: “The danger from the consumption of 
milk of cows afflicted with this eruption is most emphatically 
demonstrated by the fact that young animals fed upon 
the same frequently perish in consequence of gastritis, 7.e., 
inflammation of the stomach and bowels. For man, milk 
from such cows, to which ninety per cent. normal milk has 
been added, is still dangerous when consumed. Cooking the 
milk destroys its infectious qualities.” The milk from cows 
suffering from various inflammatory diseases of the udder, or 
from cows which have recently calved, acts as a powerful 
laxative when taken by children, and is capable, doubtless, 
when consumed in larger quantities, of developing severe 
intestinal troubles. 

It is seldom, perhaps, that milk from animals affected with 
certain of the diseases which have been mentioned is sold by 
itself, and the quantity produced is checked during many 
acute dise: Ses 5 but there is reason to believe that there has 
been criminal recklessness and carelessness on the part of 
some milk-producers who, unwilling to lose the sale of 
an extra can of milk, have mixed milk which they dared 
not sell by itself with the product of the whole dairy, and 
sent it to market. One such case is within my own personal 
observation. Probably in many cases milk-producers are 
ignorant of the extent to which such milk may prove inju- 
rious. 

When it is considered that the most serious consequences 
are possible as the result of the wholesale distribution of 
milk from such sources, is it not strange that laws for the 
protection of the great public from these dangers are so 
limited in their scope and operation ? 
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Massachusetts has no provision whatever in her statutes 
as to the sale of milk from cows which have recently calved, 
and in this respect is behind some of her sister States. The 
milk law of New York declares that “ milk drawn from cows 
within fifteen days before and five days after parturition shall 
be declared unclean, unhealthy, impure, and unwholesome 
milk.” We observe, also, from a recent issue of a well-known 
agricultural journal, that the New York Condensed Milk Co. 
make their contracts with milk-producers in such terms as 
enable them to refuse any milk from cows that have calved 
within twelve days, or from any cow that will come in inside 
of sixty days. ‘Some provision of this character should be 

incorporated into the Massachusetts statute. 

Our statutes, it is true, prohibit the sale of “m lk from 
sick or diseased cows;” but how is this feature of the law 
to be enforced under the present system? ‘Lhe microscope 
may in some cases determine the fact that a given specimen 
of milk is from a diseased animal, but this means fails in 
most cases and is too remote and uncertain to be of much 
real security to the public. 

We believe there exists the greatest necessity for some 
sort of regular and systematic periodical inspection of dairies 
producing the milk which is distributed for consumption in 
the large cities of the Commonwealth, and particularly in 
the city of Boston. To this end there should be a law author- 
izing the appointment of not less than three competent and 
trustworthy veterinary inspectors whose duties should be to 
wisit all dairies in the State at regular intervals, and see that 
diseased animals are isolated and their milk destroyed, or, at 
least, not sent to market for human consumption. 

Such veterinary police, if they might be called such, should 
be paid by the State, and might be made responsible to the 
Board of Health. They should be charged with making 
complaint and prosecuting offenders guilty of allowing any 
portion of the milk froma sick or diseased cow to be sold or 
mixed with other milk intended for the market. The penal- 
ties for this rime far more dangerous than mere 
adulteration — should be largely increased. 

Milk from healthy and well-fed cows may, by improper or 
careless treatment after milking, produce serious sickness. 
Many epidemics of typhoid fever, scarlet fever, and diph- 
theria have been traced to the milk supplied by some partic- 
ular dairy or milk-peddler. The evidence of this has been 
carefully noted in very many instances in England and in 
several cases in the United States. We briefly refer to the 
following, repeating in part some of the instances mentioned 
in the Report for the year 1885 : —

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Islington. Dr. Ballard, health officer, found that an epidemic of 
typhoid fever, which had attacked one hundred and seventy-five 
persons in a part of his district, coincided with the use of milk 
from a particular dairy where shortly before there had been cases 
of this disease. — Medical Times and Gazette, Nov., 1870. 

Marylebone. Two hundred and forty-four cases were investi- 

gated, and it was found that two hundred and eighteen were in 
households which consumed milk from a single dairy. 

Four cases were reported in the London medical journals — one 
at Mosely, near Birmingham, traced by Dr. Ballard; one at Leeds, 
by Dr. Robinson (British Medical Journal, Jan. 18, 1873) ; 
one at Armley, near Leeds; and one at Parkhead, in Glasgow, 
by Dr. Russell. -—- Medical Times and Gazette, Murch 15, 18738. 

Crossbells. Out of forty-two families using the milk from one 
dairy fourteen cases of typhoid fever oceurred; while in forty 
families in the same neighborhood using condensed milk there 
was not a single case. 

Dundee. In the investigation of this epidemic it was found that 
three of the children belonging to a milkman were sick with 
typhoid fever in the room adjoining the dairy. Thirty-six cases 
occurred among the customers supplied by the milkman. — London 
Lancet, Oct. 97, I8S3. 

St. Pancras. In this epidemic there were four hundred and 
thirty-one cases occurring in two hundred and seventy-six houses, 
and two hundred and twenty cases were traced to a dairy which 
supplied most of the houses with milk. — London Lancet, Oct., 
I8S83. 

Allegheny City. In this epidemic forty-eight cases of typhoid 
fever occurred among the customers of one milkman. ‘There was 
but one case in the city which could not be traced through this man. 
It was also discovered that a son of the milkman had been sick with 
ty phoid fever. As there was no dairy-building on the premises, it 
is supposed that the milk was kept in the house where the sick 
boy lay. — Pittsburg Medical Journal, Oct., 1883 

Port Jervis. During the latter part of the year there were one 
hundred and forty- eight cases of typhoid fever in this village. 
The cases occurred among the customers of one milkman who 
had sickness of typhoid fever in his family. Eighty-seven per 
cent. of the cases were traced directly to this source.— Fourth 
Annual Report, State Board of Health of New York. 

Aberdeen. Sixteen cases of typhoid fever in nine families were 


‘traced back to the milk from a dairy farm where there were 


cases of the disease. — London Lancet, Jan., 18S4. 

Penzance. More than thirty cases of ty phoid fever originated 
in a single case in the family of a milk-dealer. — London Lancet, 
Jan., 1884. 

Newport. In November there was a sudden, almost simulta- 
neous, outbreak of scarlet fever, and it was discovered that three 
of the patients had been supplied with milk by a dealer in whose 
family two children were convalescing from the disease. — First 
Annual Report of the Board of Health of the City of Newport, RI. 


Storage of milk in stables. —The system of delivery of 
milk followed by many dealers in Boston is not calculated 
to lessen the dangers of the transmission of disease from in- 
fected milk. We have shown elsewhere that not five per 
cent. of the milk sold in Boston is produced by the milk- 
peddlers. The greater part of all the milk distributed in this 
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city is brought in by the steam railroads from districts in 
Central Massachusetts and the southern and south-eastern 
portions of New Hampshire. These trains, with one excep- 
tion, arrive too late to allow of the distribution of the milk to 
families the same day, unless it be done in the afternoon, 
and the milk is in most cases taken by the milk-peddler to his 
stable, where the smaller (family) cans are filled. Some of 
these stables are small and dirty, and the manner in which 
cans are washed and dried in some of these establishments 
and their general surroundings is most objectionable. 

Milk is of all fluids one of the most capable of absorbing 
all kinds of odors, and the exposing of it, even for the short- 
est possible time, to the emanations of the stable should be most 
severely condemned. The milk should never be carried to 
the stable, but should be distributed the day that it 1s re- 
ceived. This will, however, be done only when the public 
demand it, and this they will doubtless do when they become 
fully aware of the facts. 

The unsuspecting customer imagines that his milkman 
keeps cows; that the milk delivered to him in the mor ning 
is fresh from the milking of the evening previous, and is 
delivered direct from the animal, when in reality the 
milk-peddler keeps only horses. The milk is distributed in 
very many cases from thirty-six to forty-eight hours after 
milking, twelve to eighteen of these hours being occupied in 
the unnecessary storige of the milk in situations with most 
objectionable surroundings. 

Milk not properly cooled after being drawn. — It is well 
known that when freshly drawn milk is put into a tight ves- 
sel and deposited in a warm place a very disagreeable odor 
and taste is developed. Professor Vaughan, of the Univer- 
sity of Michigan, has discovered that an “extremely poisonous 
body, to which he has given the name of tyrotoxicon, is liable 
to be developed under these circumstances, and that the 
effects of this poison closely agree with those of cholera in- 
fantum. Professor Vaughan has published certain rules con- 
cerning the eare necessary to prevent milk from undergoing this 
change, which are so important that we quote them entire :— 


RULES TO BE OBSERVED IN THE CARE OF COWS AND OF MILK. 


1. The cows should be healthy, and the milk of any animal which 
seems indisposed should not be mixed with that of perfectly healthy 
animals. 

2. Cows must not be fed upon swill, or the refuse of breweries, or 
glucose factories, or upon any other fermented food. 

3. Cows must not be allowed to drink stagnant water, but must have 
access to pure, fresh water. 

4. Cows must not be heated or worried before being milked. 
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5. The pasture must be free from noxious weeds, and the barn and 
the yard must be kept clean. 

6. The udders should be washed, then wiped dry, before each milk- 
ing. 

7. The milk must at once be thoroughly cooled. This is best done in 
the summer by placing the milk-can in atank of cold water or ice-water, 
the water being the same depth as the milk in the can. It would be 
well if the water in the tank could be kept flowing; indeed, this will be 
necessary unless ice-water is used. The tank should be thoroughly 
cleaned each day to prevent bad odors. The can should remain uncov- 
ered during the cooling, and the milk should be gently stirred. ‘The 
temper ature should be reduced to 60 F. within an hour. The can should 
remain in the cold water until ready for delivery. . 

8. In summer, when ready for delivery, the top should be placed on 
the can, and a cloth wet with cold water should be spread over the can, 
or refrigerator cans may be used. At no season should the milk be tro- 
zen; but no buyer should receive milk which has a temperature higher 
than 65 F. 

9. After the milk has been received by the consumer it should be 
kept in a perfectly clean place, free from dust, and at a temperature not 
exceeding 60 F. Milk should not be allowed to stand uncovered, even 
for a short time, in living or sleeping rooms. In many of the better 
houses in the country and villages, and occasionally in cities, the drain 
from the refrigerator leads into a cesspool or kitchen drain. This is 
highly dangerous; there should be no connection whatever between the 
refriger ator and any receptacle of filth. 

10. The only vessels in which milk should be kept are tin, glass, or 
porcelain. After using, the vessel should be scalded, and, if possible, 
exposed to the air. 


OLEOMARGARINE. 


There were registered in this office, during the year 1887, 
the names of 112 persons as dealers in oleomargarine in 
Boston. Five of these persons were registered previous to 
the Ist of May, and did not renew their license at that time 
and are now out of business. There are at the present 
time the names of 107 persons registered as dealers in oleo- 
margarine in the city. The Massachusetts law makes no 
distinction, as to registration, between wholesale and retail 
dealers, but from information obtained from Mr. Jobn E. 
Fitzgerald, U.S. Collector of Internal Revenue for this dis- 
trict, it appears that there are 11 wholesale dealers and 96 
retail dealers. 

The effect of the United States revenue tax law has been 
to very largely diminish the number of dealers in the city, 


probably on account of the high special tax imposed, — $48 
for retailers and $480 for wholesalers. During the year 


1886 there were registered in this office the names of 583 
dealers; this has been reduced to less than one-fifth of that 
number during the past year. + 

It does not appear, however, that the quantity of oleomar- 
garine sold has correspondingly diminished, but the trade is 
in fewer hands. 
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There have been during the year 46 complaints against the 
proprietors or clerks in 33 stores. In 6 of these cases com- 
plaints were made against persons selling without being 
registered, and in probably 6 of the remaining cases the 
violations were the result of carelessness or negligence with- 
out criminal intent. In the other cases, being OL stores, the 
goods were sold as butter (that being called for), or were 
sold in packages not marked as required by statute, or the 
goods were exposed for sale in packages not marked. 

The 46 cases were as follow : —

By far the greater part of the oleomargarine sold in Boston 
is sold honestly for what it is, and not as butter; this is prob- 
ably true without exception in the case of manufacturers and 
wholesale dealers, but there is a small number of retail dealers 
who are disposed to evade the law, —in fact, sell the article 
as butter, or at least take no pains that the customer shall 
be made aware of its true character, and yet do so in such a 
manner (that is, they so far comply with the law) as to make a 
conviction by a jury difficult or impossible. Labels with 
the word “oleomargarine,” which should be upon the outside 
of the packages containing retail sales, and in a conspicuous 
place, are folded so as to be upon the znside whenever oppor- 
tunity offers; labels are marked, in some cases, with a pale 
ink closely corresponding in color with that of the paper ; 
the word “oleomargarine ” is marked upon the outside of a 
paper bag, near its top, and the end of the mark twisted 
together when the goods are sold so as to conceal the mark. 
These and other petty evasions are constantly practised by a 
few small dealers. 

The State law is in some respects imperfect, but may easily 
be made perfectly satisfactory. There is now no law prohibit- 
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ing the sale of oleomargarine as butter, and when butter is 
called for, provided the wrapper is marked. 

One of the largest ret-ilers in Boston, who has been sev- 
eral times before the courts, recently said to me: “The 
Massachusetts law does not interfere with my trade. I sell 
it as butter, although I always sell it in marked wrappers. 
My customers seldom notice the mark, or, if they do, | tell 
them that we sell oleomargarine as well as butter, and that 
we mark all our papers so that we may not make any mis- 
take, as the law is very strict, if we should happen to send 
it out unmarked. This generally satisfies them, and they 
come back as regular customers, and we sell it to them as 
butter right along. 4 

Such cases are the exception and not the rule, but they 
exist in more instances than one. My opinion is that there 
should be a statute, as in Connecticut, requiring the seller 
to verbally inform the customer in every instance that the 
article sold is not butter, but is oleomargarine. There 
should be also a penalty for selling oleomargarine as butter. 

Mr. Jos. S. Miller, in his report as Internal Revenue 
Commissioner, recommends, in order to more fully protect 
customers, that manufacturers and retailers should use only 
packages of a permanent bright red color; and he further 
suggests the use of a label to be attached to goods exposed 
for sale at retail not less than 2 inches wide and 18 inches 
long, of a bright red color, on which shall be painted the 
word “ oleomare: arine” in black or gilt letters, not less than 
1 inch square, so as to be distinctly seen by any one who 
sees the oleomargarine. 

The leading manufacturers and wholesalers are believed 
to be favorable to any legislation which will ensure the sale 
of “oleo” for what it is, as they claim it will increase the 
sale of their goods. 

I have no doubt that 90 per cent. of the oleomargarine 
now sold in Boston is sold honestly; but there always will 
be a certain number of retailers who will cheat, if they 
have an opportunity. 

The Internal Revenue Commissioner of the United States, 
in his report for the fiscal year ending June 80, 1887, 
gives the total number of wholesale and retail dealers 
in the different collection districts of the Union, by which 
it appears that there are a larger number of dealers in the 
third Massachusetts collection district, which includes Bos- 
ton, than in any other collection district except the first 
Illinois, Chicago.

As the third and tenth collection districts comprise the 
whole of Massachusetts, the total number of dealers in the 
State appears to be 263, divided into 247 retailers and 
16 wholesalers. The number of dealers in the State of 
Massachusetts is about one-sixth of the total number 
in the Union, while the number in the three States of 
Massachusetts, Rhode Island, and Connecticut form more 
than one-third of the number in the United States. 

The sanitary aspects of oleomargarine.— There is but 
little which can be added to what has already been written 
and said by scientists in regard to the healthfulness of 
oleomargarine. It is now generally accepted as a scientific 
fact that oleomargarine is not open to the slightest ob- 
jection on the oround of being in any way injurious to the 
public health. 

I have yet to meet any unprejudiced person or any 
scientist competent to pronounce an opinion (except in a 
few cases where politics compels certain officials to preach 
the “acceptable doctrine,” @.e., anti-oleo) who believes that 
these goods are injurious. Interested parties have told 
more lies about oleomargarine than some of them can ever 
answer for. Perhaps the most conclusive testimony as to 
the character of oleomargarine in its relations to public 
health is to be found in the report of the United States 
Commissioner of Internal Revenue, previously alluded to. 

The Commissioner has published letters from his deputies 
in many of the districts where oleomargarine factories are 
established, having, as he states, ‘ Caxncted monthly reports, 
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as to the kind and character of the ingredients used in the 
manufacture of oleomargarine, from each of the collectors 
in whose districts oleomarg arine factories are located.” 

The following letter, from the Chicago district, is but a 
sample of the unanimous testimony of all: 


UNITED STATES INTERNAL REVENUE, 
COLLECTOR’S OFFICE, First District ILLINOIS, 
‘HICAGO, October 6, 1887. 


Sm, — Referring to your department letter of September 4, relative 
to ingredients used in the manufacture of oleomar garine in this district 
that are deleterious to the public health, [ have the honor to report as 
follows: I find upon careful investigation that the materials used in 
this district in the manufacture of oleomar garine consist of the very 
best selected fats from the slaughtered animal, and, as a rule, not to 
exceed a day old, and that the methods employed in the manipulation of 
these fats are cleanly in the highest degree. 

The factories themselves are as clean and sweet as the abundant use 
of hot and cold water, soap and scrubbing-brushes, can possibly keep 
them. 

I cannot ascertain that there is anything used in this district in the 
manufacture of oleomargarine that can possibly be construed as being 
deleterious to the public ‘health, either in themselves or in the manipula- 
tion, and from the reports of deputies, from time to time, I am satisfied 
that I am correct in saying that there are no articles used in the 
manufacture of oleomargarine in this district deleterious to the public 
health.

Other letters are given from districts in Pennsylvania, 
New York, Ohio, Indiana, ete., and the Commissioner, in 
referring to them, says : — 

The foregoing uniformly favorable testimony of sworn United 
States officers, whose positions guard them from bias, toward either 
the manufacturing interest, on the one hand, or the dairy interest, 
on the other hand, and the entire absence of complaint under section 
14 of the law, leads this office to conclude that the manufacturers of 
oleomargarine, upon whose products the internal revenue stamps and 


brands appear, are earnestly endeavoring to render their products not 
deleterious to the public health. 


In another place in his report (page 143), in giving the re- 
sults of the chemical analyses of one hundred and thirty-one 
samples of substances submitted to his office for examina- 
tion, under the provisions of sections 14 and 15 of the oleo- 
margarine act, he writes : — 


Of all the samples submitted, twenty-one were found to be 
oleomargarine, and one hundred and ten were found to be butter, 
or, at least, not oleomargarine as defined by law. It is true that 
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many of these samples were found to be mixtures of butter fat 
with chemicals, intended for the most part to destroy rancidity, 
and to make that which was old and stale appear new and fresh; 
but as the only fat employed was butter fat, this office was compelled 
to decide that the article was not oleomargarine. 


These statements and reports of the authority best quali- 
fied to judge, and having the best and fullest opportunities 
of judging, ought to be taken as conclusive in regard to the 
healthfuiness of oleomargarine, and a complete | answer to 
those who, without knowing, have so loudly. claimed that 
the fats used in oleomargarine were refined by chemicals, 
since it appears that the only chemicals found by the United 


States Commissioner were discovered in butter. 


VINEGAR. 


During the year 1887 there were analyzed in the labora- 
tory of this department 775 samples of vinegar obtained from 
store-keepers in the city of Boston. Of these, 76.90 per cent. 
were of the quality and strength required by the statute. 
This result is a considerable improvement over that of the 
years 1885 and 1886, the percentage of poor samples for 
those years being —

The same course has been pursued as in former years in 
regard to complaints, that is to say, it has been the practice 
to send warnings to store-keepers in whose possession vinegar 
not of standard quality has been found, with the result that 
such vinegar was returned to the manufacturers and standard 
vinegar obtained in its place. <A very large proportion of 
the poor vinegar sold in Boston can be traced toa compara- 
tively small number of wholesale dealers and manufacturers, 
and these are sending out a much better article than for- 
merly. There are several brands of spurious cider vinegar 
which were extensively sold in this city a few years ago, 
which have entirely disappeared from this market. 

There are three kinds of vinegar commonly sold in this 
city, viz. : Cider vinegar, the so-called White Wine vinegar, 

and Malt vinegar. 

Cider vinegar. — Cider vinegar, as its name implies, is the 
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result of the acetification of cider, which, as every one knows, 
is the fermented juice of the apple. The following analy- 
ses from Hassal are the results of the examination of cider : —

The ash of cider (except about 10 per cent., consisting of 
insoluble phosphates and silica) is soluble in water, and con- 
sists to the extent of about 65 per cent. of its weight of 
potassium carbonate. 

By the absorption of oxygen in consequence of long expos- 
ure to the air, or by its more rapid action in the so-called 
vinegar generators, and in presence of a ferment, called by 
Pasteur mycoderma aceti, the alcohol of the cider is trans- 
formed into acetic acid, while a portion of the organic matter 
(“mother”) settles to the bottom of the cask containing the 
vinegar. In theory 100 parts of alcohol by weight produce 
130 parts of crystallizable or absolute acetic acid ; in practice, 
however, there is a loss of alcohol amounting to about 10 or 
15 per cent. by the old-fashioned method, so that it appears 
that an average cider containing 5 to 6 per cent. by volume, 
or 4 to 4.8 per cent. by weight, of alcohol will yield a vinegar 
containing from 4} to 54 per cent. of absolute acetic acid. 
As some “ciders contain as high as 9.5 per cent. of alcohol, 
we may have cider vinegars which reach about this same per- 
centage of acetic acid. 

The following analyses of cider vinegar by Davenport 
were made of specimens obtained from the Weld farm in 
West Roxbury, and represent different pressings from the 
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year 1869 to 1882. The analyses were made in the fall of 
1882.

Characteristics of Cider Vinegar made from pure Apple Cider 
of average quality not less than two years old. 


I. An acidity equivalent to not less than 4.5 per cent. of 
anhydrous acetic acid by weight. 

II. A residue on drying at 212° F. not less than 2 per 
cent. by weight. 

Ill. The residue should be free from any substance 
having an acrid or pungent taste. It should be distinctly 
sour, from the presence of malic acid. The residue should 
be of a dark reddish-brown color; any blackening of the 
residue renders it probable that the sample contains free 
mineral acid. 

IV. The vinegar should by the addition of a smail quan- 
tity of solution of sub-acetate of lead yield, either at once or 
on the expiration of about ten minutes, a flocculent precipitate 
of a dirty brown color. 

This precipitate consists of malic acid in combination with 
organic and coloring matters, and after a time forms a consid- 
erable sediment at the bottom of the vessel. It is, in partic- 


\ 
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ular cases, of a decidedly brilliant pinkish-red color, depend- 
ing probably upon the variety and condition of the apple. 

V. Chloride of barium or nitrate of silver in solution 
should give at most a very slight cloudiness (mere traces 
of sulphates and chlorides). 

VI. A portion of the dried residue upon the end of a 
platinum wire held in the flame of a Bunsen burner should 
give a flame of a clear violet color (potassium). 

Determination of the percentage of acetic acid. — Although 
the statute requires that all vinegar shall have an acid 
streneth of not less than 43 per cent. by weight, it is more 
convenient in practice to measure the vinegar. The results 
by this means are a very slight fraction too high; but the 
difference is scarcely appreciable, and the error is in favor of 
the sample. Accordingly, 6 cubic centimeters of the vinegar 
to be tested are measured by means of a pipette, and trans- 
ferred to a small glass placed over a piece of white paper. 
The vinegar is then neutralized by a volumetric solution of 
caustic soda contained in a burette, from which it is allowed 
to flow drop by drop. The volumetric solution of soda is 
prepared according to the directions of the United States 
Pharmacopoeia. A 1 per cent solution of phenol-phthalein 
in diluted alcohol is used as an indicator. The whole number 
and tenths of divisions of the burette (cubic centimeters) 
employed is the per cent. of absolute acetic acid in the 
specimen. 

Determination of the amount of vinegar solids. —For this 
purpose 10 cubic centimeters of the vinegar are measured 
into a platinum capsule and evaporated upon the water-bath. 
The weight of the residue in grammes after full evaporation, 
multiplied by 10, gives the percentage of vinegar solids. 

It was formerly “the practice, in estimating the strength of 
vinegar, to state the results in grains of bicarbonate of soda 
or of bicarbonate of potassium, ¢.e., the number of grains of 
these substances required to neutralize one troy ounce of vin- 
egar, and it is sometimes desirable to translate these old 
commercial terms into the more modern percentages of abso- 
lute acetic acid. For convenience in rendering calculation 
unnecessary, the following tables in the Appendix may be 
useful : — 

Table I. gives the percentage of absolute acetic acid cor- 
responding to any given number of grains of bicarbonate of 
soda. 

Table II. gives the percentage of absolute acetic acid cor- 
responding to any given number of grains of bicarbonate of 
potassium 

Table III. gives the number of grains of bicarbonate of 
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soda and of potassium required to neutralize one troy ounce 
vinegar having the percentage of absolute acetic acid given 
in the first column. 

Adulteration of cider vinegar. — The direct addition of 
sulphuric or other mineral acids to cider vinegar is now 
seldom practised. What is sold as cider vinegar is fre- 
quently a cheap acetic-acid vinegar, or a so-called white-wine 
vinegar, colored by caramel, and to which a certain quantity 
of cider jelly, or boiled cider, is added ; sometimes an extract 
is made by boiling the residue left after the pressing of cider, 
and added to the vinegar to give it the necessary percent- 


co) =) 
age of solids. Such vinegar is always deficient in malic acid 


and generally shows excess of sulphates. 

Cider vinegar of weak acidity is sometimes strengthened 
by the addition of commercial acetic acid; but any quality 
of this acid likely to be employed for this purpose contains im- 
purities, 7.e., traces of sulphuric or muriatic acid, which betray 
the addition. Cider vinegar made from cider originally pre- 
served by salicylic acid or by sulphite of lime, or vinegar 
to which such cider has been added, shows these substances 
on application of proper tests ; and as the statute requires that 
cider vinegar shall be composed exclusively of apple cider, the 
presence of these bodies causes a vinegar to be rejected when 
it might otherwise pass as good. 

Vinegar which has been used for pickles is not infrequently 
mixed with cider vinegar, but is easily detected by the pres- 
ence of salt, which is nearly always present. 

White-wine vinegar. — White-wine vinegar is produced in 
France and Germany by the acetification of white wines ; but 
the so-called white-wine vinegar of this country is so only in 
name; it is in fact vinegar produced from diluted alcohol or 
whiskey, or from solution of glucose which is passed through 
vinegar generators. In the case of glucose the weak syrup 
is, of course, first caused to undergo alcoholic fermentation. 
Alcohol or spirit vinegar is nearly pure acetic acid, and is 
colorless; glucose vinegar gives abundant pyidaice of the 
presence of sulphate of lime, which is always present in 
commercial glucose. White-wine vinegar is sometimes 
colored and sold as cider vinegar, but the residue on evapo- 
ration is small (0.1 or 0.2 per cent.), and has none of the 
characteristics of the residue from cider vinegar. 

Malt vinegar. — Malt vinegar is the common vinegar In 
use in Great Britain, but is sold only in very limited quantity 
in this vicinity. It is prepared from an infusion of malted 
grain, and treated in generators in the same manner as glucose 
or alcohol vinegar. 


Good malt vinegar contains from 5 to 7 per cent. of abso- 
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lute acetic acid and from 2.5 to 5 per cent. of residue. The 
following is an analysis of a specimen of malt vinegar from

Unlike cider vinegar, vinegar from malt gives a consider- 
able precipitate with chloride of barium and with nitrate of 
silver (phosphates, sulphates, and chlorides). 

The operation of the Massachusetts statute in relation to 
vinegar is generally satisfactory, but we think that there 
should be some provision inserted in it, as in New York 
State, requiring every manufacturer of vinegar to brand on 
the head of the cask, barrel, or keg containing it, his name, 
residence, date of manufacture, and the kind of vinegar. 

I have given in the Appendix to this report the text of sev- 
eral recent decisions of the Supreme Judicial Court, a digest 
of decisions relative to the milk laws of the Commonwealth, 
copies of the laws governing the inspection of milk, butter, 
oleomargarine, and vinegar, together with tables and other 
matters of general interest.

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DECISIONS OF THE SUPREME JUDICIAL COURT OF 
MASSACHUSETTS IN RELATION TO THE LAWS 
RELATIVE TO THE SALE AND INSPECTION OF 
MILK. 


COMMONWEALTH v. CHARLES E. KENDALL. 
SUFFOLK, SS. FEBRUARY TERM, 1887. 


Complaint under Sect. 8, Chap. 352, Acts of 1885, to the 
Municipal Court of the City of Boston, that the defendant on the 
thirteenth day of October, 1886, had in his possession skimmed 
milk containing less than nine and three-tenths per cent. of milk 
solids exclusive of fat, with intent unlawfully to sell the same. 

At the trial in the Municipal Court, the defendant filed a motion 
to quash the complaint, and in the Superior Court, before the jury 
was impanelled, he renewed the motion. Mason, J., overruled the 
motion. The jury returned a verdict of guilty, and the defendant 
alleged exceptions.

OPINION. 


Devens, J. The contention of the defendant is that as the 
complaint in the case at bar was brought under Sect. 8, Chap. 352, 
Acts of 1885, the penalty for the offences described in which was 
provided by reference to Pub. Stats., Chap. 57, Sect. 5, and 
further, that as at the time of the alleged offence, Sect. 5, Chap. 
57, Pub. Stats., had been repealed by substitution of Sect. 2, 
Chap. 318, Acts of 1886, there was therefore no offence for which 
any legal penalty had been provided, and thus no prosecution 
could be waintained. Commonwealth v. Kenneson, 143 Mass. 
418; Comm. v. Kelleher, 12 Allen, 480. 

If we give the defendant the full benefit of his contention that 
Sect. 5, Chap. 57, Pub. Stats., is repealed by necessary implica- 
tion, the result that there is no legal offence under Sect. 8, Chap. 
352, Acts of 1885, for which any penalty has been provided by no 
means follows. When the Statute of 1885, Chap. 852, Sect. 2, 
enacts that ‘* whoever violates the provisions of this section shall be 
punished by the penalties in Sect. 5 of Chap. 57 of the Pub. Stats.,” 
it describes the penalties by reference to that section. ‘They are 
different, as the offence may be a first, second, or subsequent one, 
and without recapitulating them in detail they are thus imported 
into the Statute of 1885. 

If different penalties are from time to time afterwards imposed 
for the offences described in the Public Statutes, such penalties 
would not be imposed for the offence described in the Statute of 
1885, unless there was some legislation which then applied to it. 

The penalties which are imposed by the Public Statutes as they 
then existed are the penalties imposed by the Statute of 1885, and 
for the purpose of defining them the later statute incorporates with 
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itself the earlier one, so far as it relates to them. When a prior 
act, or, as in the case at bar, part of a prior act is incorporated with 
a subsequent act, it is the same thing as if the words of the first 
act had been repeated in the second act, so that the repeal of the 
first act will not take away the effect of the words which are so 
repeated in the second act by means of this incorporation. Reg. 
v. Stock, 8 A. & E., 405; Reg. v. Merionethshire, 6 Q. B., 343; 
Reg. v. Smith, T. R., and Q. B., 146; Reg. v. Inhabitants of 
Brecon, 15 Q. B., 813. 

Difticulty may sometimes be experienced in determining whether 
a former act ora portion of it is incorporated in the later one. 
Borden v. Smith, 18 L. J.,121. Butit does not exist in this case. 
We are of opinion that the penalties imposed by Sect. 5, Chap. 57, 
Pub. Stats., are made a part of the latter act, Sect. 8, Chap. 352, 
Acts of 1885, as clearly as if they were written out at length and 
in terms recited in it. 

Exceptions overruled. 


COMMONWEALTH ¥. BENJAMIN F. Hott. 


SUFFOLK, ‘ss. June Term, 1887. 


Complaint to the Municipal Court of the City of Boston, alleging 
that the defendant, on the 23d day of April, 1887, ‘** did sell to 
Robert Rooney one pint of milk not of good standard quality, that 
is to say, milk containing less than 13 per cent. of milk solids.” 

At the trial before Brigham, C. J., Superior Court, it appeared 
that the defendant made a special contract with the wife of said 
Robeit Rooney, by which he was to deliver to her one quart, each 
day, of the milk of one dairy; that he fulfilled his part of the 
contract; that said contract was authorized by said Robert 
Rooney ; that at the date of the contract, and for some months 
after, he had no knowledge of the existence of the husband ; that 
he dealt with and gave credit to the wife only; that the charges 
on his book of account, and in his bills, were to ‘* Rooney ;” that 
the wife paid all bills presented under said contract by the money 
of her husband, except one or two of such bills, which were paid 
by the husband, but it also appeared that during this time said 
Robert Rooney lived with his wife, and by his earnings only, his 
family was supported. 

On the morning of the said 23d day of April, after the milk 
had been delivered by the defendant’s agent, as aforesaid, said 
Rooney, without any notice of his intention to the defendant, 
or his agent, carried the milk thus delivered to the Milk Inspector 
for inspection. The Milk Inspector caused a sample of the same 
to be analyzed, and brought this complaint, which he signed and 
prosecuted in the usual way. ‘The defendant had no notice or 
knowledge of these proceedings until summoned into Court to 
answer to this complaint. About five weeks after the trial in the 
lower Court, but before the trial in this Court, the defendant 
called upon the Milk Inspector with a letter requesting a portion 
of the milk in question; but the remainder of the milk had not 
been preserved, nor had the Inspector reserved and sealed a por- 
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tion of the same before making the analysis, and the defendant 
received no portion of the milk. 

It appeared from the evidence that the milk contained less than 
13 per cent. of milk solids, and was not of good standard quality. 

The defendant asked the Court to rule, — 

First. That, as this was a special contract for the milk of one 
dairy, it was immaterial what the quality of the milk might be. 
If delivered by the defendant as he received it from the dairy he 
would not be guilty. 

Second. That, as the defendant and his agent were deprived 
of the opportunity of requesting a portion of the sample of the 
milk at the time it was taken, no request was necessary, and the 
results of the analysis were not admissible in evidence. 

Third. ‘That, under the circumstances, the defendant’s subse- 
quent request was sufficient, and the analysis was inadmissible. 

Fourth. That the analysis was inadmissible, because the pro- 
visions of Sect. 4 of Chap. 310 of the Acts of 1884 had not been 
complied with. 

These rulings the Court refused to make, and the defendant ex- 
cepted. The case was submitted to the jury with proper instruc- 
tions not excepted to, and the jury returned a verdict of guilty.

OPINION. 


Fretp, J. Statute 1886, Chapter 318, Section 2, prohibits under 
a penalty the sale of milk which is not of good standard quality, 
and the alleged contract was immaterial. Indeed, the contract 
would be held to mean that the milk delivered should be such as 
could be lawfully bought and sold. The testimony of the Milk In- 
spector to the results of the analysis was properly received in evi- 
dence; the milk was delivered to the Milk Inspector for analysis 
by the purchaser of the milk, and was not taken from the possession 
of the defendant pursuant to Stat. 1886, Chap. 318, Sect. 1. 

In cases where the milk analyzed has not been taken under the 
provisions of statute, the competency of evidence is to be deter- 
mined by the common law, and the testimony of any person who 
had sutficient skill to analyze milk, and who had analyzed some of 
the milk which was shown to have been sold by the defendant, 
was admissible. Comm. v. Spear, 143 Mass., 172. 

Exceptions overruled. 


CoMMONWEALTH v. GRIDLEY B. ROWELL. 


Complaint brought in the Municipal Court, where John A. Law- 
rence was discharged and Gridley B. Rowell was adjudged guilty 
and fined, from which he appealed to the Superior Court. At the 
trial in the Superior Court, before Bacon, oe the defendant was 
convicted and alleged exceptions.

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OPINION. 


Morton, C. J. The first count of the complaint charges that 
‘¢ Gridley B. Rowell and John A. Lawrence, copartners in trade,” 
had intheir possession, withintent to sell it, milk not of good stand- 
ard quality; the second count, upon which alone the defendant 
was convicted, charges that ‘‘ the said Rowell and the said Law- 
rence, copartners as aforesaid,” had in their possession, with in- 
tent to sell it, milk to which a foreign substance had been added. 

The Court refused to rule that it was necessary for the govern- 
ment to prove that Rowell and Lawrence were copartners, and the 
defendant excepted. The rule is that mere surplusage will not 
vitiate a complaint or indictment, and need not be established by 
proof. The complaint must allege all the material elements which 
constitute the offence charged, and they must be proved. And if 
the complaint alleges anything which is descriptive of the identity 
of the offence, it must be proved as alleged. 

But any allegations not descriptive of the identity of the offence, 
which can be omitted without affecting the charge against the de- 
fendant and without detriment to the complaint, may be treated as 
surplusage and need not be proved.

In the case at bar, the allegation that the defendants are co- 
partners in trade is entirely immaterial. 

If it be stricken out, the complaint is good and the same offence 
is charged. It is not one of the elements of the offence that they 
were copartners, and the allegation may be rejected as surplusage 
and need not be proved. 

The rulings of the Court upon the subject were correct. 

The Court also correctly ruled that the fact that the defendant 
Rowell was upon the wagon under the circumstances stated in the 
testimony in the case was competent evidence for the jury upon 
the issue whether he was in possession of the milk with intent to 
sell it. 

Exceptions overruled. 


DIGEST OF SOME OF THE MORE IMPORTANT 
OPINIONS OF THE SUPREME JUDICIAL COURT 
IN RELATION TO THE MILK LAW. 


Pub. Stats., Chap. 57, Sect. 2, so far as it authorizes inspectors 
of milk to enter all carriages used in the conveyance of milk, and, 
whenever they have reason to believe any milk found therein is 
adulterated, to take specimens thereof for the purpose of analyzing 
or otherwise satisfactorily testing the same, is constitutional. 


Commonwealth v. Carter, 132 Mass., 12. 
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1. A person may be convicted of selling adulterated milk, under 
Pub. Stats., Chap. 57, Sect. 5 (Gen. Stats., Chap. 49, Sect. 151), 
although he did not know it to be adulterated; and an averment 
in the indictment that he had such knowledge may be rejected as 
surplusage. 

2. It is not necessary, in such indictment, to aver that the milk 
was cow’s milk. 

3. An indictment alleging a sale of adulterated milk to a 
woman is not defeated by proof that she was married and was act- 
ing as agent for her husband, if the seller had no notice, express 
or implied, of these facts. 

4. An indictment, under Pub. Stats., Chap. 57, Sect. 5 (Gen. 
Stats., Chap. 49, Sect. 151), which charges that the defendant sold 
a certain quantity of ‘¢ adulterated milk, to which a large quantity, 
that is to say, four quarts, of water had been added,” is not bad 
for duplicity. 

Commonwealth v. Farren, 9 Allen, 489. 


1. An indictment which alleges that the defendant ‘‘ did unlaw- 
fully keep, offer for sale and sell,’’ adulterated milk, charges but 
one offence. 

2. In support of such indictment, one who in a great many in- 
stances has used a lactometer for the purpose of testing the quality 
and the purity of milk, may testify to the result of an experi- 
ment made by him with the same lactometer upon the milk in 
question, although no evidence is offered as to the character of the 
instrument. 


Commonwealth v. Nichols, 10 Allen, 199. 


1. At the trial of an indictment on Pub. Stats., Chap. 57, Sect. 
5 (Statute of 1868, Chap. 263), for selling ‘*‘ adulterated milk, 
there was evidence that the defendant [who was a son of the 
owner of a milk-route }, with a companion who was in the same em- 
ployment with himself, knowingly adulterated milk on its way for 
distribution to his father’s customers, and then, having charge, 
with his companion, of its distribution from the wagon on which it 
was conveyed upon the route, caused a can of it to be delivered to 
one of the customers by the hand of his companion. Held, that 
he had no ground of exception to instructions to the jury, that, in 
the absence of proof of any previous contract to supply milk to the 
customer, the delivery might be deemed an act of sale; nor to an 
instruction framed on a supposition that the jury might find that 
he was in the employment of his father, although there was no 
averment in the indictment to that effect.” 


Commonwealth v. Haynes, 107 Mass., 194. 
A person may be convicted of selling adulterated milk, upon a 
complaint under Pub. Stats., Chap. 57, Sect. 5 (Statute of 


1880, Chap. 209, Sect. 3), without allegation or proof that he 
knew it to be adulterated. 


Commonwealth v. Evans, 133 Mass., 11. 
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A complaint, under Pub. Stats., Chap. 57, Sect. 5, alleging that 
the defendant, at a time and place named, had in his possession a 
certain quantity, to wit, one pint, of adulterated milk containing 
less than thirteen per cent. of milk solids, with intent then and 
there unlawfully to sell the same, is sufficient, without further 
alleging that the milk was analyzed, and found on analysis to 
contain less than thirteen per cent. of milk solids. At the trial 
of a complaint, under Pub. Stats., Chap. 57, Sect. 5, alleging 
that the defendant had in his possession adulterated milk, to wit, 
milk containing less than thirteen per cent. of milk solids, with 
intent to sell the same, it is immaterial in what manner the quan- 
tity of milk solids has been reduced below thirteen per cent., if 


the intent: is to sell the milk as pure milk, and not as skimmed 
milk. . 


Commonwealth v. Bowers, 140 Mass., 483. 


Pub. Stats., Chap. 57, Sect. 9 (Statute of 1880, Chap. 209, 
Sect. 7), providing that ‘‘in all prosecutions under this act,” for 
selling adulterated milk, ‘‘ if the milk shall be shown upon analy- 
sis to contain more than eighty-seven per centum of watery fluid, 
or to contain less than thirteen per centum of milk solids, it shall 


be deemed for the purpose of this act to be adulterated,” is con- 
stitutional. 


Commonwealth v. Evans, 132 Mass., 11. 


A complaint, under the Pub. Stats., Chap. 57, Sects. 5, 9, 
alleging that the defendant, at atime and place named, had in 
his custody and possession a certain quantity, to wit, one pint, of 
adulterated milk, to wit, milk then and there containing less than 
thirteen per cent. of milk solids, with intent then and there un- 
lawfully to sell the same, is sufficient. 


Commonwealth v. Keenan, 139 Mass., 193. 


A complaint, under the Pub. Stats., Chap. 57, Sect. 5, alleging 
in one count that the defendant, at a time and place named, sold 
a certain quantity, to wit, one pint, of adulterated milk, to wit, 
milk containing less than thirteen per cent. of milk solids, and 
in another count, alleging that the defendant, at the same time 
and place, had in his possession a certain quantity, to wit, one 
pint, of adulterated milk, to wit, milk containing less than thir- 
teen per cent. of milk solids, with intent then and there unlaw- 
fully to sell the same, is sufficient, without further alleging that 
the milk was analyzed, and found on analysis to contain less 
than thirteen per cent. of milk solids. 

The Pub. Stats., Chap. 57, Sect. 10, do not prohibit any person 
not an inspector of milk from making a complaint for a violation 
of the provisions of the chapter. 

A complaint, under the Pub. Stats., Chap. 57, Sect. 5, alleging’ 
that the defendant sold one pint of adulterated milk, to wit, milk 
containing less than thirteen per cent. of milk solids, is not sup- 
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ported by proof that he sold the milk as skimmed milk out of a 
tank marked as required by Sect. 7, although the milk was 
watered. 

A complaint, under Pub. Stats., Chap. 57, Sect. 5, alleging 
a sale of adulterated milk, to wit, milk containing less than thir- 
teen per cent. of milk solids, is supported by proof of a sale of 
milk which, by the removal of a part of the cream, has been 
reduced in solids below thirteen per cent., unless the milk was sold 
as skimmed milk, and out of a vessel, can, or package marked as 
required by Sect. 7; and it is not necessary that a complaint 
charging such an offence should be drawn under Sect. 6. 


Commonwealth v. Tobias, 141 Mass., 129. 


At the trial of an indictment on Pub. Stats., Chap. 57, Sect. 5, 
charging the defendant with having adulterated milk in his pos- 
session, with intent unlawfully to sell the same, an analyst in the 
employ of the Inspector of Milk may testify to the result of his 
analysis of the milk taken from the defendant from memory, 
using a memorandum made by him at the time of analysis to 
refresh his memory, without further proof that the requirements of 
the Pub. Stats., Chap. 57, Sect. 2, as amended by the Statute of 
1884, Chap. 310, Sect. 3, have been complied with. 


Commonwealth v. Spear, 143 Mass., 172. 


At a trial of an indictment on the Pub. Stats., Sect. 5, charging 
the defendant with having adulterated milk in his possession, with 
intent unlawfully to sell the same, an analyst in the employ of the 
Inspector of Milk, who analyzed the milk taken from the defend- 
ant, testified that he reserved a portion of the milk so taken, by 
putting it into a bottle, which he corked and sealed. A chemist, 
to whom the analyst delivered the portion of milk so reserved, 
testified, for the defendant, that the bottle was not sealed. The 
defendant asked the Judge to rule, that, if the bottle was corked 
only, it was not a compliance with the requirement of the Statute 
of 1884, Chap. 310, Sect. 4, as to the sealing of such reserved 
portion. The Judge declined so to rule, and instructed the jury 
that they might consider the evidence as bearing upon the credi- 
bility of the government witness. 

Held, that the defendant had no ground of exception. 

If, at the trial of an indictment on the Pub. Stats., Chap. 57, 
Sect. 5, charging the defendant with having adulterated milk in 
his’ possession, with intent unlawfully to sell the same, an analyst 
in the employ of the Inspector of Milk of a city testifies that he 
added, for the purpose of preserving it,.a few drops of carbolic 
acid to the sample reserved from milk delivered to him for analysis, 
it is a question of fact for the jury whether the reservation of the 
sample was in accordance with the requirement of the Stat. of 
1884, Chap. 310, Sect. 4. 


Commonwealth v. Spear, 148 Mass., 172. 
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At the trial of a complaint, under Pub. Stats., Chap. 57, Sect. 
5, alleging that the defendant had in his-possession adulterated 
milk, with intent unlawfully to sell the same, the evidence showed 
that a wagon with the defendant’s ‘name and number on it was 
standing upon a public street in a city at an early hour of the 
morning; that the defendant’s servant was on the wagon, and 
there were several eight-quart cans in the wagon; that a collector 
of samples in the employ of the Inspector of Milk for the city 
took a sample of milk from one of the cans, which was not 
marked ‘** skimmed milk ;” and that an analysis of the milk taken 
showed that it was below the legal standard. 

Held, that there was evidence of an intent on the part of the 
defendant to sell the milk, which was properly submitted to the 
jury. 

Commonwealth v. Smith, 143 Mass., 169. 


A complaint on the Stat. of 1886, Chap. 318, Sect. 2, alleging 
that on the first day of July, 1886, the defendant had in his pos- 
session ‘‘ one pint of milk not of good standard quality, that is to 
say, milk containing less than thirteen per cent. of milk solids, 
with intent then and there unlawfully to sell the same within this. 
Commonwealth, ” is sufficient, without negativing the exception of 
the months of May and June. | 

The Stat. of 1885, Chap. 352, Sect. 6, provides that Sect. 9 of 
the Pub. Stats., Chap. 57 (which relates to the sale of adulterated 
milk), ‘‘ is hereby amended so as to read as follows.’’ The Stat. 
of 1886, Chap. 318, Sect. 2, provides that Sect. 9 of the Pub. 
Stats., Chap. 57, ‘‘is hereby amended so as to read as follows.” 
In each section, after the words quoted, there follows a sentence 
which covers the whole subject of the original section. Held, that 
the Stat. 1886, Chap. 318, Sect. 2, was a valid enactment. 

The Stat. of 1884, Chap. 310, Sect. 4, providing for the reserva- 
tion and sealing, before commencing the analysis, of a portion of 
the sample of milk taken for analysis, is impliedly repealed by the 
Stat. of 1886, Chap. 318, Sections 1 and 3.

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THE LAWS OF MASSACHUSETTS 


RELATING TO THE 


SALE AND INSPECTION OF MILK. 


[Cuaprer 57, Pusiic Statutes. | 


Section 1. The mayor and aldermen of cities shall, and the 
selectmen of towns may, annually appoint one or more persons to 
be inspectors of milk for their respective places, who shall be sworn 
before entering upon the duties of their office. Each inspector 
shall publish a notice of his appointment for two weeks in a news- 
paper published in his city or town, or, if no newspaper is pub- 
lished therein, he shall post up such notice in two or more public 
places in such city or town. 


Sect. 2. (As amended by Section 1 of Chapter 818 of the 
Acts of 1886.) Such inspectors shall keep an office, and shall 
record in books kept for the purpose the names and places of busi- 
ness of all persons engaged in the sale of milk within their city or 
town. Said inspectors may, with the approval of the mayor or 
the selectmen, employ suitable persons to act as collectors of sam- 
ples, who shall be sworn before entering upon their duties. Said 
inspectors, or the collectors employed and qualified as aforesaid, 
may enter all places where milk is stored or kept for sale, and all 
carriages used for the conveyance of milk, and the said inspectors 
or the:collectors may take samples for analysis from all such places 
‘or carriages, and at the same time a portion of each sample so 
‘taken shall, if the person taking the same be requested so to do, 
‘be sealed and delivered to the owner or person from whose posses- 
‘sion the same is taken, and a receipt given therefor to the person 
taking the same. ‘The inspectors shall cause the samples of milk 
so taken to be analyzed or otherwise satisfactorily tested, the 
result of such analysis or test they shall record and preserve as 
evidence. ‘The inspectors shall receive such compensation as the 
mayor and aldermen or selectmen may determine. 


Secr. 3. In all cities and in all towns in which there is an 
inspector of milk, every person who conveys milk in carriages or 
otherwise, for the purpose of selling the same in such city or town, 
shall annually, on the first day of May, or within thirty days there- 
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after, be licensed by the inspector or inspectors of milk of such 
city or town to sell milk within the limits thereof, and shall pay 
to such inspector or inspectors fifty cents each to the use of the 
city or town. ‘The inspector or inspectors shall pay over monthly 
to the treasurer of such city or town all sums collected by him or 
them. Licenses shall be issued only in the names of the owners 
of carriages or other vehicles, and shall, for the purposes of this 
chapter, be conclusive evidence of ownership. No license shall be 
sold, assigned, or transferred. Each license shall record the 
name, residence, place of business, number of carriages or other 
vehicles used, the name and residence of every driver or other per- 
son engaged in carrying or selling said milk, and the number of 
the license. Each licensee shall, before engaging in tbe sale of 
milk, cause his name, the number of his license, and his place of 
business, to be legibly placed on each outer side of all carriages or 
vehicles used by him in the conveyance and sale of milk, and he 
shall report to the inspector or inspectors any change of driver or 
other person employed by him which may occur during the term of 
his liceuse. Whoever, without being first licensed under the pro- 
visions of this section, sells milk or exposes it for sale from car- 
riages or other vehicles, or has it in his custody or possession with 
intent so tosell, and whoever violates any of the provisions of this 
section, shall, for a first offence, be punished by fine of not less 
than thirty nor more than one hundred dollars; for a second 
offence, by fine of not less than fifty nor more than three hundred 
dollars ; and for a subsequent offence, by fine of fifty dollars and 
by imprisonment in the house of correction for not less than thirty 
nor more than sixty days. 


Secor. 4. Every person before selling milk or offering it for 
sale in a store, booth, stand, or market-place in a city or in a 
town in which an inspector or inspectors of milk are appointed, 
shall register in the books of such inspector or inspectors, and 
shall pay to him or them fifty cents to the use of such city or town ; 
and whoever neglects so to register shall be punished for each 
offence by fine not exceeding twenty dollars. 


Sect. 5. (As amended by Section 2 of Chapter 318 of the Acts 
of 1886.) Whoever, by himself or by his servant or agent, or as 
the servant or agent of any other person, sells, exchanges, or de- 
livers, or has in his custody or possession with intent to sell or 
exchange, or exposes or offers for sale or exchange, adulterated 
milk, or milk to which water or any foreign substance has been 
added, or milk produced from cows fed on the refuse of dis- 
tilleries, or from sick or diseased cows, or milk not of good stand- 
ard quality, shall, for a first offence, be punished by fine of not 
less than fifty nor more than two hundred dollars; for a second 
offence, by fine of not less than one hundred nor more than three 
hundred dollars, or by imprisonment in the house of correction 
for not less than thirty nor more than sixty days; and for a sub- 
sequent offence, by fine of fifty dollars and by imprisonment in the 
house of correction for not less than sixty nor more than ninety 
days. 
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Sect. 6. Whoever, by himself or by his servant or agent, or 
as the servant or agent of any other person, sells, exchanges, or 
delivers, or has in his custody or possession with intent to sell or 
exchange, or exposes or offers for sale as pure milk, any milk 
from which the cream or a part thereof has been removed, shall be 
punished by the penalties provided in the preceding section. 


Sect. 7. (As amended by Chapter 352, Acts of 1885.) No 
dealer in milk, and no servant or agent of such a dealer, shall sell, 
exchange, or deliver, or have in his custody or possession with 
intent to sell, exchange, or deliver, milk from which the cream or 
any part thereof has been removed, unless in a conspicuous place 
above the centre upon the outside of every vessel, can, or package 
from or in which such milk is sold the words ‘* SKIMMED 
MILK ”’ are distinctly marked in uncondensed Gothic letters not 
less than one inch in length. Whoever violates the provisions of 
this section shall be punished by the penalties provided in section 
five. 


Sect. 8. (As amended by Chapter 310, Acts of 1884.) Any 
inspector of milk, and any servant or agent of an inspector, who 
wilfully connives at or assists in a violation of the provisions of 
this chapter, and whoever hinders, obstructs, or in any way inter- 
feres with any inspector of milk, or any servant or agent of an 
inspector in the performance of his duty, shall be punished by fine 
of not less than one hundred nor more than three hundred dollars, 
or by imprisonment for not less than thirty nor more than sixty 
days. 


Sect. 9. (As amended by Section 2 of Chapter 318 of the Acts 
of 1886.) In all prosecutions under this chapter, if the milk is 
shown upon analysis to contain more than eighty-seven per cent. of 
watery fluid, or to contain less than thirteen per cent. of milk solids, 
or to contain less than nine and three-tenths per cent. of milk 
solids exclusive of fat, it shall be deemed for the purpose of this 
act to be not of good standard quality, except during the months of 
May and June, when milk containing less that twelve per cent. of 
milk solids shall be deemed to be not of good standard quality. 


Sect. 10. It shall be the duty of every inspector to institute a 
complaint for a violation of any of the provisions of this chapter 
on the information of any person who lays before him satisfactory 
evidence by which to sustain such complaint. 


Sect. 11. Each inspector shall cause the name and place of 
business of every person convicted of selling adulterated: milk, or of 
having the same in his possession with intent to sell, to be pub- 
lished in two newspapers in the county in which the offence was 
committed. 


Sect. 12. (Section 8 of Chapter 352 of the Actsof 1885.) No 
person shall sell, exchange, or deliver, or have in his custody or 
possession with intent to sell, exchange, or deliver, skimmed milk 
containing less than nine and three-tenths per cent. of milk solids 
exclusive of fat. Whoever violates the provisions of this section 
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shall be punished by the penalties provided in section five of 
chapter fifty-seven of the Public Statutes. 


Sect. 13. (Section 3 of Chapter 318 of the Acts of 1886.) If 
the said inspector or collector, after being so requested, shall refuse 
or neglect to seal and deliver to the owner or person from whose 
possession the same is taken, as provided in section two, a portion 
of the sample taken as aforesaid, no evidence shall be received in 
any court of the results of the analysis or test of the same, which 
may have been recorded and preserved as aforesaid. 


Secr. 14. (Section 4 of Chapter 318 of the Acts of 1886.) 
Whoever makes, uses, or has in his possession any imitation or 
counterfeit of any seal used by any milk inspector or his agents, 
and whoever changes, or in any manner tampers with, any sample 
taken or sealed as provided in section two, shall be punished by 
fine not exceeding fifty dollars, or by imprisonment in the house of 
correction not exceeding ninety days.

{Sections 17, 18, 19, 20, anp 21 or CuHar. 56 or THE PuBLIC

Cuap. 352, Acts oF 1835, anD Cuap. 317 or THE ACTS OF 1886. | 


Section 17. (As amended by Section 1 of Chapter 317 of the 
Acts of 1886.) Whoever, by himself or his agents, sells, exposes 
for sale, or has in his possession with intent to sell, any article, sub- 
stance, or compound, made in imitation or semblance of butter or as 
a substitute for butter, and not made exclusively and wholly of milk 
or cream, or containing any fats, oils, or grease not produced from 
milk or cream, shall ‘have the words ee IMITATION BUT- 
TER,”’’ or if such substitute is the compound known as 
a OLEOMARCARINE, 77 then the word ‘*QLEOMAR- 
CARINE,” or, if it is known as *é BUTTERINE,?’? then the 
word ‘““BUTTERINE, 77 stamped, labelled, or marked, in a 
straight line, in printed letters of plain, uncondensed Gothic type, . 
not less than one-half inch in length, so that said words cannot be 
easily defaced, upon the top, side, and bottom of every tub, firkin, 
box, or package containing any of the said article, substance, or 
compound. ‘The said stamp, label, or mark shall contain no other 
words. And whoever, by himself or his agents, exposes or offers 
for sale any of the said article. substance, or compound not in the 
original package, shall attach to the said article, substance, or 
compound, in a conspicuous place, a label bearing the words 
“IMITATION BUTTER,” ‘‘OLEOMARCARINE,”’ 

or “* BUTTERINE,’’ 2s the article may be, in printed letters "of 
plain, uncondensed Gothic type, not less than one-half inch in 
length. And in cases of retail sales of any of said article, sub- 
stance, or compound not in the original packages, the seller shall, 
by himself or his agents, attach to each package so sold, and shall 
deliver therewith to the purchaser, a label or wrapper bearing in a 
conspicuous place, upon the ontside of the package, the words 
““ IMITATION BUTTER,” “‘OLEOMARCARINE,”’ 
or ** BUTTERINE,”’ and no other words, in printed letters, in 


a straight line of plain, uncondensed Gothic type, not less than 
one-half inch in length. 
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Sect. 18. Whosoever, by himself or his agents, sells, exposes for 
sale, or has in his possession with intent to sell, any article, sub- 
stance, or compound, made in imitation or semblance of cheese, or 
as a substitute for cheese, and not made exclusively and wholly of 
milk or cream, or containing any fats, oils, or grease not produced 
from milk or cream, sh: ll have the words « IMITATION 
CHEESE,”’ stamped, labelled, or marked, in printed Jetters of 
plain, uncondensed Gothic type, not less than one inch in length, 
so that the words cannot easily be defaced, upon the side of every 
cheese-cloth or band around the same, and upon the top and side of 
every tub, firkin, box, or package containing any of said article, 
substance, or compound. And in cases of retail sales of any of 
said article, substance, or compound not in the original packages, 
the seller shall, by himself or his agents, attach to each package 
so sold, and shall deliver therewith to the purchaser, a label or 
wrapper bearing in a conspicuous place upon the outside of the pack- 

age the words “IMITATION CHEESE,”’ in printed letters 
of plain, uncondensed Gothic type, not less than one inch in 
length. 


Sect. 19. (As amended by Section 2 of Chapter 317 of the 
Acts of IS86.) Whoever sells, exposes for sale, or has in his pos- 
session with intent to sell, any article, substance, or compound 
made in imitation or semblance of butter or cheese, or as a sub- 
stitute for butter or cheese, except as provided in the two preced- 
ing sections, and whoever, with intent to deceive, defaces, erases, 
cancels, or removes any mark, stamp, brand, label, or wrapper pro- 
vided for in such sections, or in any manner shall falsely label, 
stamp, or mark any box, tub, article, or package marked, stamped, 
or labelled as aforesaid, shall for every such offence forfeit to 
the city or town where the offence was committed one hundred 
dollars, and for a second and each subsequent offence two hundred 
dollars. 


Sect. 20. Inspectors of milk shall institute complaints for vio- 
lations of the provisions of the three preceding sections when they 
have reasonable cause to believe that such provisions have been 
violated, and on the information of any person who lays before 
them satisfactory evidence by which to sustain such complaint. 
Said inspectors may enter ail places where butter or cheese is 
stored or kept for sale, und said inspectors shall also take speci- 
mens of suspected butter or cheese, and cause them to be an- 
alyzed or otherwise satisfactorily tested, the result of which 
analysis or test they shall record and preserve as evidence; and a 
certificate of such result, sworn to by the analyzer, shall be ad- 
mitted in evidence in all prosecutions under this and three preced- 
ing sections. The expense of such analysis or test, not exceeding 
twenty dollars in any one case, may be included in the costs of 
such prosecutions. Whoever hinders, obstructs, or in any way in- 
terferes with any inspector, or any agent of an inspector, in the 
performance of his duty, shall be punished by a fine of fifty dol- 
lars for the first offence, and of one hundred dollars for each sub- 
sequent offence. 
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Sect. 21. For the purposes of the four preceding sections the 
terms ‘* butter” and ‘** cheese” shall mean the products which are 
usually known by these names, and are manufactured exclusively 
from milk or cream, with salt and rennet, and with or without 
coloring matter.

Sect. 8. Whoever, by himself or his agents, sells, exposes for 
sale, or has in his possession with intent to sell, any article, sub- 
stance, or compound made in imitation or semblance of butter, or 
as a substitute for butter, and not made exclusively and wholly of 
milk or cream, or containing any fats, oils, or grease not produced 
from milk or cream, contained in any box, tub, article, or package 
marked or labelled with the word ‘: dairy” or the word ‘* cream- 
ery,’ shall for every such offence forfeit to the city or town where 
the offence was committed one hundred dollars, and for a second 
and each subsequent offence two hundred dollars. 


Srecr. 4. Every person who conveys any imitation butter, oleo- 
margarine, or butterine in carriages or otherwise, for the purpose 
of selling the same in any city or town, shall, within thirty days 
of the passage of this act, and annually on the first day of May, 
or within thirty days thereafter, be licensed by the inspector or 
inspectors of milk of such city or town, to sell the same within the 
limits thereof, and shall pay to such inspector or inspectors fifty 
cents to the use of the city or town. ‘The inspector or inspectors 
shall pay over monthly to the treasurer of such city or town all 
sums coliected by him or them. In towns in which there is no in- 
spector of milk, licenses shall be issued by the town-clerk.  Li- 
censes shall be issued only in the names of the owners of carriages 
or other vehicles, and shall, for the purposes of this chapter, be 
conclusive evidence of ownership. No license shall be sold, as- 
signed, or transferred. Each license shall record the name, resi- 
dence, place of business, number of carriages or other vehicles 
used, the name and residence of every driver or other person 
engaged in carrying or selling imitation butter, oleomargarine. or 
butterine, and the number of the license.

INSPECTION AND SALE OF VINEGAR. 


Pusiic Statutes. [CuartTer 60, Section 69, aS AMENDED BY 
Cuapter 257, Acts or 1883. ] 


Section 69. Every person who manufactures for sale, or offers 
or exposes for sale as cider vinegar, any vinegar not the legitimate 
product of pure apple-juice, known as apple-cider, or vinegar not 
made exclusively of said apple-cider, or vinegar into which foreign 
substances, drugs, or acids have been introduced, as nay appear 
by proper tests, shall for each offence be punishable by fine of not 
less than fifty nor more than one hundred dollars. 

Sret. 70. Every person who manufactures for sale, or offers 
for sale, any vinegar found upon proper tests to contain any 
preparation of lead. copper, sulphuric acid, or other ingredient 
injurious to health, shall for each such offence be punished by fine 
of not less than one hundred dollars. 

Sect. 71. ‘The mayor and aldermen of cities shall, and the 
selectmen of towns may, annually appoint one or more peisons to 
be inspectors of vinegar, who shall be sworn before entering upon 
their duties. 


[CuapTer 807, Acts or 1884, AS AMENDED By CuaprTer 150, 
Acts or 1885. ] 


Section 1. No person shall by himself, his servant or agent, 
or as the servant or agent of any other person, sell, exchange, 
deliver, or have in his custody or possession with intent to sell 
or exchange, or expose or offer for sale or exchange, any adulter- 
ated vinegar, or label, brand, or sell as cider vinegar, or as apple 
vinegar, any vinegar not the legitimate product of pure apple- 
juice, or not made exclusively from apple-cider. 

Srecr. 2. All vinegars shall be without artificial coloring mat- 
ter, and shall have an acidity equivalent to the presence of not 
less than four and one-half per cent. by weight of absolute acetic 
acid, and in the case of cider vinegar shall contain in addition not 
less than two per cent. by weight of cider vinegar solids upon full 
evaporation over boiling water; and if any vinegar contains any 
artificial coloring matter or less than the above amount of acidity, 
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or, in the case of cider vinegar, if it contains less than the above 
amount of acidity or of cider vinegar solids, it shall be deemed to 
be adulterated within the meaning of this act.

LEGALITY OF BILLS FOR REFRESHMENTS 
FURNISHED TO THE BOSTON WATER 
BOARD. 


CORPORATION COUNSEL’S OFFICE, 
Boston, Feb. 13, 1888. 


To the Honorable the Board of Aldermen: — 


By your vote of the 6th inst., the following bill was re- 
ferred to me for my opinion as to whether it presents a legal 
claim against the city : — 

Boston, Oct. 31, 1887. 
Water Board, City of Boston, 
To Beckman & Punchard, Dr. 
To refreshments furnished to Water Board at their office, by 
order of W. A. Simmons, from June 1, 1885, to Aug. 12, 
1885. : . . . : : , ‘ , ; $220 

It is very plain that Mr. Simmons had no authority to 
order refreshments to be furnished to the Water Board at 
their office at the expense of the city, and that the City 
Council has no authority to order or allow the payment of 
the bill by the city. 

1. A salaried officer at the head of a department has no 
more right than a day laborer to order refreshments to be 
furnished and charged to the city. It is suggested that a 
custom has existed which would justify the bill. I can find 
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no such custom. If it ever existed, it was a vicious and 
corrupt custom, which no length of time would legalize, and 
which would never have stood the test if brought face to face 
with the law. 

2. The City Council cannot assume the payment of this 
bill. Section 13, Chap. 320, of the Acts of 1884, is as fol- 
lows: ‘No city in the Commonwealth shall pay any bill 
incurred by any official or officials thereof for wines, liquors, 
or cigars; nor shall any city pay any bill for refreshments 
furnished to any official of said city, when the amount for 
any one day shall exceed one dollar for each member of the 
government of said city who certifies over his own signature 
to the correctness of the bill.” 

The City Council cannot disregard the prohibition, nor 
waive the requirements of this statute. While the implied 
authority of this section to contract bills for refreshments 
does not extend to executive officers, the prohibition is 
sweeping, and covers every bill that is not brought within 
its terms. This law had been in force for nearly a year 
before this bill was contracted. The recorded bills in the 
Auditor’s office show that the requirements of the law were 
well understood by the present claimants. There is, there- 
fore, no force in the suggestion that the refreshments were 
furnished in good faith, upon the credit of the city, and as 
other bills which have been paid by the city were con- 
tracted, and that the claimants will lose the amount of the 
bill unless it is paid by the city. The party contracting 
the bill is liable for its payment, and if there should be any 
loss it will not be justly chargeable to the city, since the 
claimants knew when it was contracted that it could not be 
lawfully paid by the city.

THIRTIETH ANNUAL REPORT 


OF THE 


TRUSTEES OF MOUNT HOPE 
CEMETERY. 


To the Honorable City Council: — 


The Board of Trustees of Mount Hope Cemetery herewith 
submit their annual report concerning the institution in their 
charge, for the year 1887, together with a detailed statement 
of the receipts and expenditures during that period. 

The Trustees are gratified in being able to state that there 
was an increase of the receipts during the year of $2,845.39 
over those of the preceding year, $2,152.52 of which amount 
was from the sale of lots. It is also a source of gratification 
to find that, notwithstanding the large expenditures for 
extraordinary, but necessary objects, the aggregate amount 
expended exceeded that of the preceding year by only 
$1,530.34. 

On the Ist of January, 1887, there was a balance in the 
treasury to the credit of the cemetery of $2,240.54, which, 
with a subsequent appropriation of $10,000 granted by the 
City Council, made a total of $12,240.54 for the ordinary 
expenses of the cemetery. A second appropriation of 
$2,000 was made for the removal of gravel, previously 
purchased, and for which an urgent necessity existed. 
Still later, an opportunity was offered to the Board of 
Trustees to purchase two lots of land, containing a large 
quantity of gravel, at a comparatively trifling cost. For 
this object another appropriation of $1,200 was promptly 
granted by the City Council. By this last appropriation 
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the Trustees were relieved of serious embarrassment, by 
being furnished with the means of securing an indispen- 
sable filling material, which is believed to be ample for the 
necessities of the cemetery for a considerable period in the 
future. 

Karly in the year an examination of the several buildings 
belonging to the cemetery revealed the necessity of extensive 
and thorough repairs. At the same time it became apparent 
that other objects, both of utility and convenience, were alike 
demanded. Although the expense of accomplishing the 
various works that were deemed advisable by the Trustees 
was foreseen to be considerable, they were unanimously of 
the opinion that it was wise economy that all the structures 
belonging to the cemetery should be put in complete order, 
and every convenience required by the visitors furnished for 
their use. Accordingly, among other objects, a waiting-room 
for ladies was erected near the centre of the grounds. This 
structure is an attractive one in appearance, and its conven- 
ience more than justifies the expense of its erection. 

The office of the Superintendent, a portion of which is 
adapted for the uses of a chapel, was repaired and painted, 
both within and without. 

Another very useful improvement that was effected was 
the removal of a building from the rear of the cemetery to a 
central location, and fitted up as a blacksmith’s shop, a car- 
penter’s shop, and a tool-house, with space for the storage of 
rarious materials used in the cemetery. 

Notwithstanding the considerable amount expended on the 
above-named objects, which would ordinarily have been ap- 
plied for the general purposes of the cemetery, the condition 
of the latter has in no wise suffered in consequence. The 
Trustees have no hesitation in saying that the means at 
their disposal have been used with prudence and a due regard 
to economy; that cultivated taste and skill on the part of 
their Superintendent have been intelligently employed in 
beautifying and adorning the cemetery, so that at no past 
period in its history has it exhibited a more attractive ap- 
pearance. 

Besides the ordinary care and ornamentation of the 
grounds, there were constructed during the year two hundred 
and seventy-five feet of avenues, and fourteen hundred feet of 
walks. The avenues and a large portion of the walks were 
excavated to the depth of six feet, and filled with stone, 
forming a drain of the most efficient and durable character. 

There were eleven full-sized lots (each containing three 
hundred superficial square feet), thirty-three of half that size, 
and two of one-quarter size, graded during the year, making 
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the number now ready for sale eighty-four, sixty-four being 
of full size. 


CYPRESS VALE AND MapLE GROVE. 


These two portions of the cemetery were laid out for the 
purpose of furnishing single graves to persons of limited 
means at a moderate cost. The first-named spot was laid 
out at the establishment of the cemetery, in 1852. When it 
became fully occupied, Maple Grove was laid out for the 
same purpose, which, in its turn, has been enlarged to meet 
the steadily increasing demands, and will, at no distant 
future, require still further additions. There were two 
hundred and seventy-two graves graded in Maple Grove 
during the year, seventy-five of which are unsold at the pre- 
sent time. There are thirty-three graves in Cypress Vale for 
sale. Most of these last were re-purchased by the Trustees 
from their owners, who had bought lots elsewhere in the 
cemetery, to which they had removed the remains that had 
been deposited in Cypress Vale. 


MONUMENTS, ETC. 


Seventeen monuments were erected on private lots during 
the year, and one hundred and seventy-five headstones. 
Some of the former are of considerable merit, both of design 
and workmanship, and add not a little to the general appear- 
ance of the grounds, while the whole are consistent with good 
taste. 


INTERMENTS. 


There were three hundred and thirty-eight interments in 
private lots, and two hundred and seventy-five in Cypress 
Vale and Maple Grove, during the year. In addition to 
these, there were one thousand and eighty-nine burials in the 
City Cemetery, making the total number of interments in all 
parts of the cemetery one thousand seven hundred and two. 
Of the whole number of interments in the City Cemetery, the 
expense of five hundred and seventy-one was borne by the 
city. For the remaining five hundred and eighteen burials 
the cemetery received, in each instance, only the charge for 
digging the grave. 


City CEMETERY. 


For the information of the City Council, the Trustees 
would state that a portion of the grounds, situated at the 
rear of the cemetery, and beyond that part occupied by 
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private lots, has been prepared for the use of persons of 
limited means, as required by statute law. This spot has 
been named the “ City Cemetery,” and is divided into two 
parts. In one part the only charge is for digging the grave: 
in the other, no charge whi: atever is made. This portion of 
the cemetery is restricted to residents of Boston. No monu- 
ments or headstones are allowed to be erected here.

I.— BRIDGES WHOLLY SUPPORTED BY BOSTON. 
ASHLAND-STREET BripGE (OVER Boston & PROVIDENCE 
RaILRoaD, WARD 23). 


This bridge is in good condition. 


ATHENS-STREET BripGe (OveER New York & NEw EncG— 
LAND RAILROAD). 


This bridge needs painting ; otherwise it is in good con- 
dition. 


BEACON-ENTRANCE BripGE (IN Back Bay, OvER Boston 
& ALBANY Rarroap). 


This bridge has been painted, and the roadway sheathed. 
It is in ood condition. 


BEACON-STREET BRIDGE (OVER OUTLET OF Back Bay). 


This bridge is in good condition. 
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BEACON-STREET BripGe (OveER Boston & AtBAny Rait— 
ROAD). 


This bridge is not yet in use. The street has been 
widened, and the bridge is now being changed from 70 
ft. to 94 ft. in width, by and at the expense of the West End 
Land Company. The abutments have been finished, but the 
addition to the iron bridge is not yet done. 


BERKELEY-STREET BripGe (OVER Boston & ALBANY 
RAILROAD). 


This bridge has been repaired by replacing the roadway 
floor-beams which were defective, and laying new under and 
upper floors. The sidewalks should be renewed this year. 
The bridge is in good condition, but it is a weak structure. 


BERKELEY-STREET BRIDGE (OVER Boston & PROVIDENCE 
RAILROAD). 


The concrete surface and the plank under floor of the side- 
walk is in poor condition; a part of the bridge is in need of 
painting. 


BLAKEMORE-STREET BRIDGE (OVER Boston & PROVIDENCE 
RAILROAD). 


This bridge is in good condition. 


BoyLsTON-STREET Bripce (1n Back Bay). 


The parapet and portions of the masonry are in need of 
pointing, otherwise it is in good condition. This bridge is 
maintained by the Park Department. 


*BroaDway BripGE (OVER Fort Pornr CHANNEL). 


The under floor has been relaid on one 100-foot span, and 
the bridge was painted partly in 1886 and partly in 1887. 
The floor of the remaining 100-foot span should be renewed ; 
otherwise the bridge is in good condition. 


Broapway BripGe (OVER Boston & ALBANY RAILROAD). 
The bridge has been painted throughout, the floor having 
been removed for the purpose. It is in good condition. 
BROOKLINE-AVENUE BripGE (OVER Boston & ALBANY 
RAILROAD). 


This bridge has been painted, and it is in good condition. 
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*CHARLES-RIVER Bripge (FRoM Boston TO CHARLES-— 
TOWN). 


A new engine and boiler for moving the draw was put in 
place early in the year, and has furnished ample power for 
that purpose. 

The settlement of the draw foundation continues to be a 
source of trouble and expense, and it will be necessary to 
rebuild a part of it during the coming year. The bridge as 
a whole is old, and in poor condition. No extensive repairs 
were made during the year. 


*CHELSEA BRIDGE (SOUTH) (OVER SOUTH CHANNEL, Mystic 
RIVER). 


The lower track of the draw will require repairs in the 
spring, otherwise the bridge is in good condition. 

The hand-power formerly used for turning the draw has 
been replaced by horse-power. 


*CHELSEA-STREET BripGe (FrRoM East Boston To 
CHELSEA). 


The part of this bridge between the draw and Chelsea, 
about one hundred feet in length, was destroyed by fire on 
September 7, and the draw was damaged to some extent. 

The fire was caused by an explosion on hoard a schooner 
loaded with naphtha ; its mooring ropes were burned off, and 
the burning vessel drifted against the bridge. The damages 
were repaired at a cost of about $3,000. The draw is old, 
narrow, and badly decayed, and can be made to last but a 
short time longer. The bridge, excepting the draw, is in 
good condition. 


COLUMBUS-AVENUE BripGE (OVER Boston & ALBANY 
RAILROAD). 


There are several wire ropes attached to the trusses as 
stays to a telegraph pole which should be removed. Only 
ordinary repairs have been made, and the bridge is in fair 
condition. 


*COMMERCIAL PoINT, OR TENEAN BRIDGE (WarpD 24).

This bridge is in fair condition. 


COMMONWEALTH-AVENUE Brip@e (IN Back Bay). 


No repairs have been made on this bridge. It is in good 
condition. : 
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*CONGRESS-STREET BripGE (OVER Forr Portnt CHANNEL). 


A special appropriation of $13,200 was made, for the pur- 
pose of repairing the draw pier, and protecting the founda- 
tion of the draw from the effects of deepening the channel by 
the United States government. 

The work of doing the above repairs was done by Mr. F. 
G. Whitcomb, under a contract dated August 19, 1887. 

The plank face of the pier and water-ways, with the pro- 
tecting corner-irons, were removed, and two hundred and 
thirty additional oak piles, each forty-eight feet in length, 
driven. The face of the water-ways on both channels and 
the ends of the pier were planked with oak and maple plank, 
and the corner-irons replaced in good condition. 

The total cost of the work was $10,796.40. 

The bridge has been painted, and ordinary repairs made. 
The fender is in bad condition, the upper ends of a number 
of the bridge piles are decayed, and a considerable amount 
of repairs to pile work will be required this year. The 
boilers which furnish steam for moving the draw are old and 
past repair, and it will be necessary to renew at least one of 
them during the coming year. 

When the bridge was built, the end towards the city 
proper abutted upon Russia wharf, part of its width being 
upon the solid wharf, and part over the adjacent dock. As 
it was reasonably certain that the dock would be filled before 
many years, the widening was made upon a pile structure, to 
‘save the construction of an expensive retaining-wall. The 
dock and the vacant space under the bridge have been filled 
without expense to the city, avd the bridge floor over this 
filled space should be removed, and the paving replaced upon 
the solid earth. 


DARTMOUTH-STREET BRIDGE (OVER Boston & ALBANY AND 
Boston & PROVIDENCE RartLroaD). 


The under floor of this bridge has been patched, and should — 
be renewed the next time the bridge is sheathed; other- 
wise the bridge is in good condition. 


*DovVER-STREET BripGE (OVER Fort Point CHANNEL). 
One sidewalk has been replanked. The bridge is in fair 
condition. 


*FEDERAL-STREET BripGE (OVER Fort Pornt CHANNEL). 


This bridge was built in 1828, rebuilt and widened in 
1858, again rebuilt and widened in 1873, and portions of the 
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structure date from each of these periods. The wooden 
draws built in 1873 are in such bad condition that expensive 
repairs will be needed to keep them in use another year, and 
when the repairs are made the structure will not be worth 
the money expended. The recommendations of the past three 
years is renewed, — that the bridge be rebuilt with a new 
iron draw of the full width of the bridge, to be moved by 
steam-power. 

Only the repairs absolutely required have been made dur- 
ing the year. 


FERDINAND-STREET BripGE (OVER Boston & ALBANY 
RAILROAD). 

This is a poor bridge; a portion of it is carried on posts, 
and the span over the railroad is composed of three iron 
trusses of two patterns, and two wooden trusses. It is nar- 
row, inconvenient, and unsightly. The portion supported 
on posts should be filled solid, and a new bridge built over 
the railroad. 


FRANKLIN-STREET FOOT—BRIDGE (OVER Boston & ALBANY 
RatLRoaD). 


This bridge is in good condition. 


HUNTINGTON-AVENUE BripGe (OVER Boston & ALBANY 
RAILROAD). 
The under floor of this bridge has been renewed, the side- 
walks replanked, and the bridge painted. It is in good 
condition. 


LINDEN PARK-STREET BRIDGE (OVER STONY Brook). 


This bridge is In a good condition. 


*MALDEN BripGE (FROM CHARLESTOWN TO EVERETT). 


This bridge has a wooden draw, built in 1872, which is old 
and weak. It will require some repairs during the coming 
year. 

The bridge and pier are in fair condition. 


*MERIDIAN-STREET BRIDGE (FROM East Boston TO 
CHELSEA ). 


The sidewalks have been newly concreted, and the bridge 
has been painted. The lower track of the draw should be 
renewed, and a new set of wheels provided. 
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*Mr. WASHINGTON—AVENUE BripGe (OVER Fort PoINnt 
CHANNEL). 


An appropriation was made for protecting this bridge 
against the proposed deepening of the Channel by the U.S. 
government ; but, owing to the failure of the River and Har- 
bor bill in Congress, the work of dredging has not been con- 
tinued above Congress-street bridge, and consequently the 
money appropriated for repairing this bridge was not used. 
It is still intended at some future time to deepen the channel 
as far as Federal-street bridge, and before this is done these 
repairs will have to be made. 

Only ordinary repairs have been made, and the bridge is 
in good condition. 


NEWTON-STREET BrivGE (OVER Boston & PROVIDENCE 
RAILROAD). 


This bridge is in good condition. 


PuBLiIC GARDEN FOooT-BRIDGE. 


The wood-work has been renewed, the bridge painted, 
and the abutments and piers pointed, under specifications 
prepared in 1886. 

The bridge is in good condition. 


SHAWMUT—AVENUE BripGEe (ovEeR Boston & ALBANY RatL— 
ROAD). 


A twenty-four-inch wrought-iron gas-pipe has been laid 
under the westerly sidewalk by the Bay State Gas Co. 
The iron-work of the span over the main tracks is in need 
of painting ; otherwise the bridge is in fair condition. Like 
all the bridges over railroads, this one shows the effects of 
corrosion from the smoke of the locomotives. No paint yet 
used has been found to be proof against the action of these 
gases, and the iron of all the bridges over railroads is de- 


teriorating more or less from this cause. 


SWETT-STREET BripGEs (OVER SOUTH—BAY SLUICES). 


These bridges will require extensive repairs next year. 
They were intended, when built, to be only temporary struc- 
tures, and are now in bad condition. 


* WarREN BripcEe (From Boston TO CHARLESTOWN). 


Only slight repairs have been required, and the bridge is 
in good condition, except that it should be painted. 
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West CuesTER Park BripGE (OVER Boston & ALBANY 
RAILROAD). 


The sidewalks are poor, the wood-work is in bad condi- 
tion, and the iron-work needs painting. The bridge should 
be thoroughly overhauled, and made to conform to the street 
in profile. 

West CuestTer Park BripGE (OVER Boston & PROVIDENCE 
RAILROAD ). 

This bridge needs painting; otherwise it is in good con- 

dition. | 
West RUTLAND-SQUARE FOOT-BRIDGE (OVER Boston & 
PROVIDENCE RAILROAD). 


This bridge is in good condition. 


Winturop BripGe (FRoM BrEEpD’s IsLanD TO WINTHROP). 


Eighteen piles have been driven in this bridge to replace 
an equal number which had become seriously weakened by 
the Limnoria terebrans, or sea-worm. ‘The piling was 
cross-braced, and the bridge is now in good condition. 


II. — BRIDGES OF WHICH BOSTON SUPPORTS 
THA REV Wil ELEN i LLL: 


* CAMBRIDGE-STREET BRIDGE (FROM BRIGHTON TO CAM— 
BRIDGE). 


The draw-pier needs replanking; otherwise the bridge is 
in good condition. 
CENTRAL-AVENUE BripGE (OVER NEponsET River, Dor- 
CHESTER Lower MILLs). 
This bridge is in good condition. 
* CHELSEA Bripce (Nortu, From Mystic-RivER Cor- 
PORATION WHARF TO CHELSEA). 


The wooden draw is old, and will require some repairs. 
The bridge has been painted, and is now in fair condition. 


* ESSEX-STREET BRIDGE (FROM BRIGHTON TO CAMBRIDGE). 


The floor of this bridge has been put in good condition 
by replacing a large number of decayed stringers, relaying 
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the under floor and sheathing; the sidewalk and fence have 
also been renewed. The piles are small and old, and the 
bridge is too narrow to accommodate the large amount of 
travel over it. The widening of Commonwealth avenue will 
make a steep grade at the Boston end of the bridge, which 
erade, and the railroad crossing at the head of the bridge, will 
require the replacing of the bridge by an elevated structure, 
or its relocation. 


* GRANITE BripGE (FROM Warp 24 To MILTON). 


The draw is in bad condition, and will require repairs 
when navigation opens. The remainder of the bridge is in 
good condition. 


LONGWOOD-AVENUE Bripce (FRoM Warp 22 To BrooKk— 
LINE). 


This is a wooden trestle, and some of the posts are set in 
the ground. These have commenced to decay, and require 
attention. The roadway also needs repair, and the fence 


should be painted. 


MaTraPpaAN BripGe (FRoM Warp 24 To Miuton). 


The recommendation made last year is repeated: “ The 
bridge should be replaced by a stronger one.” The bridge 
is a weak structure, and is in poor condition. 


Mitton BripGe (From Warp 24 To Minton). 


The wood-work of this bridge should be repaired during 
the low stage of the river, and the iron-work painted. The 
stone-work of a part of the bridge is in poor condition, but 


no change has been observed in it during the past year. 


*NEPONSET BripGE (FROM Warp 24 To Quincy). 


The up-stream pier has been replanked, and the down- 
stream pier is in need of it; otherwise the bridge is in fair 
condition. Notice has been given of an intention to petition 
the Legislature for an Act requiring the water-ways of 
bridges on this river to be thirty-six feet in width. 


*NorTH BEACON-STREET BRIDGE (FROM BRIGHTON TO 
WATERTOWN). 


This bridge is in good condition. 
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*NortH HARrVARD-STREET BRIDGE (FROM BRIGHTON TO 
CAMBRIDGE). 


The abutment was badly shaken by the collapse of a sewer 
outlet, and is in bad condition. The bridge is in fair condi- 
tion. 


SPRING-STREET BripGE (FROM Warp 23 TO DEDHAM). 


This bridge is in good condition. 


*WESTERN—AVENUE BriIDGE (FROM BRIGHTON TO CaAm- 
BRIDGE ). 


The draw requires some repairs; otherwise the bridge is 
in good condition. 


*WESTERN-AVENUE BRIDGE (FROM BRIGHTON TO WATER- 
TOWN). 

This bridge was repaired, and a new abutment built, in 
1886. The draw is an inconvenient one, and it is difficult 
to pass vessels of large size; but the bridge as a structure is 
in fair condition. 


III. — BRIDGES OF WHICH BOSTON PAYS A PART 
OF THE COST OF MAINTENANCE. 


ALBANY-STREET BripGE (ovER Boston & ALBany RarL- 
ROAD). 


The construction of the abutments of this bridge was 
described in last year’s report. During the year the iron 
superstructure has been erected, the abutments have been 
pointed, the parapet set, and the approaches put in order. 

The total cost of the work done by the city was $20,226.92. 
The Boston & Albany Railroad Co., as per agreement with 
the city, built the south abutment, raised the grade of the 
approaches at the southerly end of the bridge, waived all 
grade damages, paid the city $3,000, and will pay to the 
city one-half the cost of the future maintenance of the 
bridge. 
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*CanAL BRIDGE (FROM BosToN TO CAMBRIDGE). 


*PRISON-POINT BRIDGE (FROM CHARLESTOWN TO 
CAMBRIDGE). 


*West Boston BripGr (FRoM Boston TO CAMBRIDGE). 


These bridges are in care of two commissioners, one ap- 
pointed by each city, and the expense of maintaining the 
bridges is borne equally by each city. The Boston Commis- 
sioner makes an annual report in print. (City Doc. 25, 
1888. ) 

West Boston bridge is old, and narrow for the large 
amount of travel over it. The roadway and one sidewalk 
are in need of repairs, which the Commissioners contemplate 
making during the year. 

Prison Point bridge is in fair condition. The paving on 
Canal bridge is in “bad condition, and some of the piles 
which carry the bridge are very old and may require repairs 


at any time. 


DOoRCHESTER-STREET BripGE (OVER Oxp CoLiony RalL- 
ROAD). 


The iron-work is in need of painting ; otherwise the bridge 
is in good condition. 


IV.— BRIDGES SUPPORTED BY RAILROADS. 


Four bridges over the Dedham branch of the Boston & 
Providence Railroad have been rebuilt since the last report, 
namely, Bellevue avenue, Park street, Beech street, and Dud- 
ley avenue; and the Centre-street bridge over the main road 
has been thoroughly repaired. 

The bridge on Harrison avenue over the Boston & Albany 
Railroad has been partly rebuilt. The bridges over the same 
road on Washington street and Tremont street are in bad 
condition from the wasting of the iron from rust, and require 
immediate attention. 

The other bridges given in the list of those supported by 
railroad corporations are in fair condition, and require no 
special mention. 
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MISCELLANEOUS WORK AND CONSTRUCTION 
IN 1887. 


BOYLSTON-STREET BRIDGE. 


The abutments for this bridge, begun in 1886, have been 
completed, at a cost of $77,375.77. The general design and 
construction of these abutments are shown in the accompany- 
ing plate. 

Plans for the superstructure of this bridge have been 
prepared, and it is expected that the entire work will be 
completed during the coming summer. 


WHarF AT Lona ISLAND. 


Plans and specifications were prepared for a wharf at the 
north-westerly side of Long Island, and the work was let to 
McInnis & Parker, the lowest bidders. The work was com- 
pleted July 23, and cost $7,422.94. 

The new wharf is built on the site of the old wharf, has 
berths for three vessels, and a depth of seven to eight feet of 
water at low tide at its outer end. It is of similar construc- 
tion to the wharf built in 1886, on the opposite side of the 
island, and is provided with a movable drop for loading and 
unloading freight. The walls of the solid portion of the 
wharf have been partly rebuilt. 


QUINCY-STREET BRIDGE. 


This is a railroad bridge over Quincy street, and an agree- 
ment has been made between the city and the New York & 
New England Railroad Company under which the bridge is 
to be built by the railroad company, in accordance with plans 
to be approved by the City Engineer, and the city is to pay 
one-half the cost of the work. 

The abutments are nearly completed. 


Pavinae WHARF. 


Plans and specifications have been prepared for rebuilding 
the wharf at No. 521 Commercial street, recently purchased 
by the city for a paving wharf. The contract for building 
the wharf has been awarded to Benjamin Young. No work 
has yet been done. 
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East Boston FERRIES. 


Plans and specifications were drawn for rebuilding two 
piers of the slips for the South Ferry in East Boston, and 
the work was let to McInnis & Parker in September. 

The piers are to be built with oak piles and faced with oak 
waling pieces and maple plank. One drop is to be taken 
out, three sets of guide piles driven and fitted, and slight 
changes made in the third pier, to better accommodate the 
boats. 

The work will probably be completed in February. 


STATUE OF LiIEF ERICSSON. 


A concrete foundation for this statue was put in place, at 
a cost of $221.95.

The usual large amount of work of a general character has 
been done during the year. Under this head may be classed 
record-plans, maps for Water-Works and Park Department, 


copying, tracing, and blue-printing plans. 
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B. — WATER-WORKS. 


SOURCES OF SUPPLY. 


The rainfall of the past year was somewhat below the 
average, but was quite evenly distributed throughout the 
year, so that there bas been no scarcity of water at any time, 
and the storage reservoirs have been kept nearly full for the 
greater portion of the year. 

Very little trouble has been experienced from the growth 
of algse, and the quality of the water, with the exception of 
the Mystic supply, has been good. 

The work of improving the shallow portions of Lake 
Cochituate by deepening certain portions and filling the 
margins in others, as was done in the Sudbury-river reser- 
voirs in 1886, was commenced in September, and continued 
until December 20. 

The work done was confined to the valleys of Course and 
Beaver-dam brooks, and a section near the Natick cemetery. 

About 50,000 cubic yards of material was handled.

The above figures show an increase in the consumption of 
the Sudbury and Cochituate works of 12.1 per cent. over 
that of the year 1886; of the Mystic works of 3.1 per cent., 
and of the combined supplies of 10.1 per cent. The increase 
on the Sudbury and Cochituate works has been larger than 
the probable increase in population. Although the number 
of premises supplied through meters has been reduced, there 
has been a large increase in the amount of metered water 
used, amounting to an increased daily consumption of 856,- 
500 gallons of metered water, — about 13 per cent. over that 
of the year 1886, the metered water used in 1887 being at 
the rate of 7,229,700 gallons daily. Should allowance be 
made for the fewer premises metered, the percentage of 
increase would be higher. The fact that the number of new 
service-pipes laid during the year has been larger than for 
any year since 1871 furnishes another reason for a large 


legitimate increase in consumption. 


New HiGuH-SEervick Works. 


These works are approaching completion, and within a 
few weeks the pumping-stations at Roxbury and Brighton 
will be abandoned, and the new works placed in service. 
Plans for the pumping: station at Chestnut Hill were being pre- 
pared during the latter part of 1886, and, in order that “work 
upon the masonry might be begun as soon as ‘the season 
would permit, the excavations were begun on January 10, 
and continued until March 31, under the direction of Mr. 
Fitzgerald, Superintendent of the Western Division. Plans 
and specifications were prepared for the foundations for 
the building and engines, together with the chimney, pump- 
wells, screen, and connection chambers, and on March 
a contract was executed with Collins & Hain for doing 
the work. They began active operations on April 1, and 
completed their contract on September 9. A contract for 
the masonry of the superstructure was awarded to Donahue 
Bros. on April 5, and on June 27 they commenced work 
on the erection of the building. 

The walls of the building are now nearly completed, and 
the contractors for the iron roofs are erecting the trusses for 
the coal-shed and boiler-house. On May 6 a contract was 
made with George Miles, for furnishing and’ setting two 
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boilers, and they are now set, and covered by a temporary 
wooden building. The first shipment of the Gaskill engines 
arrived on August 16, and the work of setting up the 
machinery has been in progress during the past four months. 
One engine is now ready to be started, and the second 
engine will be completed in a few weeks. ‘The engines 
have been covered by a temporary wooden building to 
facilitate erection, and in order that they may be used before 
the completion of the permanent building. 

The laying of the force main and the connections with the 
pumps have been completed by the Superintendent of the 
Eastern Division. 

During the winter of 1886-87 Fisher-Hill reservoir, 
though uncompleted, was partially filled with water for the 
purpose of protecting the completed work from the frost. 
On April 8 the waste-gate was opened, and on April 21 the 
reservoir was empty. 

Work was resumed by the contractors, Moulton & 
O’Mahoney, on April 27, and was continued by them 
through the season, until November 18, when their contract 
was completed. 

On November 30 the sluice-gates at the gate-chamber 
were finished, and the water was let into the basin, reaching 
high-water mark on Jan. 6, 1888. The following descrip- 
tion and plates show the construction of this reservoir : — 


The reservoir is rectangular in shape, 500 feet by 295 feet, 
measured at the top of the inner slope of the embankment, 
and 423 by 218 feet at the bottom of the slope. The high- 
water mark is 241 feet above tide-marsh level; the top of 
the earth embankment 245 feet; the foot of the inner slope 
223 feet; the centre of the reservoir 221 feet, and the invert 
of the 36-inch pipe 220 feet. The reservoir is built partly 
in excavation and partly in embankment. The embankment 
is 20 feet wide on top, with outside slopes of 2 horizontal 
to 1 vertical, and inside slopes of 1} horizontal to 1 ver- 
tical. It is composed of the material from the excavation, a 
compact, clayey gravel spread in 4-inch layers, watered and 
thoroughly rolled. The inner slope of the embankment is 
covered to above the high-water line with a layer of puddle 
2 feet in thickness, composed of the natural material, from 
which all the large stones were removed, and brick clay, 
thoroughly mixed in the proportion of 2 natural material 
and + clay, wet and rammed in place. This puddle is cov- 
ered from the base of the slope to grade 235 with a layer of 
Portland cement concrete 9 inches in thickness. Between 
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grade 235 and 243 the slope is covered with a paving of 
Roxbury stone 15 inches in thickness, underlaid by 12 inches 
of small broken stone. 

To prevent any slipping of the puddle or of the paving on 
the slope, an abutment of American cement concrete is placed 
at the foot of the slope, as shown on section. The bottom of 
the reservoir Is covered with 2 feet of puddle, composed of 
the natural material mixed in thin layers with a small quan- 
tity of clay, wet and rolled. Fora distance of 10 feet from 
the foot of the slope the bottom is covered with a layer of 
Portland cement concrete 6 inches in thickness. The bot- 
tom slopes toward the centre, and is drained by a concrete 
gutter to the gate-chamber. The outer slope of the embank- 
ment is covered with loam 2 feet in thickness, there being a 
surplus of loam from the excavation. <A gravel walk 8 feet 
in width surrounds the reservoir on the top of the embank- 
ment. The gate-chamber is located in the centre of the 
easterly embankment. It is 20 feet by 20 feet 10 inches, 
inside dimensions, with side-walls of rubble granite masonry 
26 feet high, 5 feet 6 inches thick at the bottom, and 3 feet 6 
inches at the top, and is divided by brick partition walls into 
influent and effluent chambers, as shown on the accompany- 
ing plate. The foundation course is a bed of American ce- 
ment concrete 2 feet thick, and below this there are three 
cut-off walls of concrete 2 feet square, running parallel with 
the centre line of the embankment, designed to cut off leak- 
age. The water enters the gate- chamber through a 36-inch 
pipe, passes out through a 36-inch pipe, and enters the reser- 
voir near the centre. A brick division wall, with sluice-gate 
at the bottom and stop-planks above, prevents the reservoir 
from being emptied in case of a break in the force-main. 
By means of two sluice-gates in the effluent chamber water 
can be taken from different depths. The pipe for overflow 
and drainage is 16 inches in diameter; it is reduced to 12 
inches outside of the reservoir, and carried down Fisher ave- 
nue to Boylston street, there connecting with a surface drain. 
The drain from the reservoir of the town of Brookline is also 
connected with this pipe. The superstructure of the gate- 
house is brick, with trimmings of Longmeadow brown-stone. 
The work is now complete with the exception of some grad- 
ing and sowing of the grounds, which will be done in the 
spring.

The total amount expended from the appropriation for new 
high-service on January 1, 1888, was $464,981.86, of which 
$31,330.82 was expended for the West Roxbury high-service. 

Plans and estimates have been made for high-service works 
to supply the high lands of Breed’s Island, the construction 
of which was authorized by the City Council. A wrought- 
iron tank will be erected on the summit of Breed’s Hill, to 
~ which water will be forced by pumps located at the present 
pumping-station near the reservoir. 

The work can be commenced as soon as the weather will 
permit. 
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DISTRIBUTION. 


The total length of pipe laid on the Sudbury and 
Cochituate works was 24.68 miles; of this amount 2.32 
_ miles were laid to replace pipes existing which were relaid 
for various reasons, making a net increase in the total length 
in use of 22.36 miles. This is the largest amount of pipe 
laid on the Sudbury and Cochituate works since 1875. On 
the Mystic works the mains have been extended 23,762 feet, 
and 9,928 feet of wrought-iron and cement pipe have been 
replaced by cast-iron pipes. The Cochituate distribution 
has been also greatly improved by removing the tubercles 
from the old 6-inch and 12-inch mains, by means of the 
Sweeney pipe-scraper. In the City proper, South and East 
Boston, there were cleaned during the year 40,932 feet of 
6-inch and 20,280 feet of 12-inch pipe, at an average cost 
of 13.7 cents per foot for the 6-inch, and of 20 cents per foot 
for the 12-inch. 

An order of the City Council, approved May 28, 1887, 
authorized the laying of a new main for the improvement of 
the East Boston supply, and a contract was made on June 
11, with R. D. Wood & Co., for 1,100 tons of 24-inch pipe 
at $35, and 170 tons of 30-inch pipe at $34.50, per gross 
ton. In July the City Council authorized the laying of 
pipes for the supply of Charlestown from the Cochituate 
works. As the new main to East Boston was to be laid 
through Charlestown, the original plan for the East Boston 
main was modified by enlarging the size of the new main 
between the City proper and Charlestown, and connecting 
it with the large mains on the Common instead of with the 
24-inch at Haymarket square. On September 21 a con- 
tract for 1,280 tons of 16-inch and 30-inch pipe, at $30.69, 
was made with the Gloucester Iron Works. The contract 
of R. D. Wood & Co. has been completed, and 5,556 feet of 
24-inch and 1,256 feet of 30-inch main Jaid in Charlestown 
and on Chelsea bridge. In connection’ with this work the 
bridge which carries the water-pipe across the Mystic river 
has been rebuilt. This bridge was built in 1850, and the 
boxing rebuilt in 1867, when the Mystic works were ex- 
tended to Chelsea. The boxing and fender-guard were 
very badly decayed. The contract for doing this work was 
made with J. N. Hayes & Co., on August 29, for the sum 
of $14,500. The old piles were cut down and spliced in a 
substantial manner, with 10 by 12 inch hard-pine sticks. 
Three 10 by 14 inch longitudinal stringers, supported by 
6 by 12 inch double girder caps, are bolted to the tops of 
the spliced piles; a flooring of 4-inch spruce plank is_ laid 
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upon the stringers, making a platform 83 feet in width, on 
which are laid the 16-inch and 30-inch pipes. The pipes are 
covered by a housing large enough to be entered for exam- 
ining and repairing the pipes. The new fender is placed 
16 feet from the bridge, so as to provide a protection against 
injury from vessels. 

The relocation and change of grade of Beacon street, in 
the town of Brookline, has necessitated the relaying of 1,528 
feet of the 48-inch main, and there are other portions of the 
main which will require lowering during the coming season. 

The sea-wall at the Albany-street pipe-yard has been rebuilt 
by Boynton Brothers, at a cost of about $10,500. The old 
wall was taken down, additional piles driven, and the wall 
rebuilt, using new stone for the face, and also for a substan- 
tial cut-stone capping. On the face of the wall is an oak- 
pile fender with hard-pine cap. Examinations and estimates 
have been made of the cost of supplying the public institu- 
tions on Long Island with Cochituate water. 


C.—MAIN DRAINAGE WORKS. 


This work was put into operation in January, 1884, and 
has been in continuous use since that date. 

The service rendered by the system has equalled the 
expectations of its designers, and it has accomplished all 
that was claimed for it. The removal of the sewage from 
the portions of the city embraced by the system has greatly 
improved docks and flats within their limits which were 
formerly exceedingly offensive, and were yearly becoming 
more of a nuisance; but, while Boston has taken care of its 
pollutions, Cambridge and Brookline still continue to pour 
a yearly increasing volume of sewage into the Charles-river 
basin, and if they are allowed to continue to do so will in 
time reproduce in this section of the city a nuisance already 
once abated. 

The State Board of Health is now considering the subject 
of the disposal of the sewage from the territory contiguous 
to Boston and of certain sections of the city not embraced by 
the Main Drainage Works; and it is hoped that their labois 
will bring tangible results in the near future. 

In compliance with a vote of the City Council, passed 
December 31, 1887, the maintenance of these works was 
transferred to the Sewer Department, January 2, 1888. 

The construction work of the past year included the com- 
pletion of Section 6, South Boston intercepting sewer, the 
contract for which was signed in 1886 ; the replacing of the 
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rip-rap about the eastern shaft of Dorchester-bay tunnel; a 
connection with Stony brook at Clay street; the building of 
blocks at Old Harbor Point, in which to run the tow-boat 
and sludge scows to make repairs; the laying of water-pipe 
on the line of the tank sewer; the bulkhead at Lowland 
street, South Boston: the placing of an iron fence around 
Moon Island reservoir and of a crane on the wharf. 

There is much work remaining to be done that will facili- 
tate the economic maintenance of the work, and it should be 
done at an early day. 

The average daily amount of sewage pumped for the

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MAIN AND INTERCEPTING SEWERS. 


In addition to the regular inspection of the gates, regula- 
tors, and other appurtenances, a large amount of work has 
been done by the regular force, removing from the sewers 
deposits of gravel, and scraping from the side walls accumula- 
tions of grease. The sewers are at present remarkably free 
from all deposits, and all the iron-work has been thoroughly 
cleaned, repaired, and coated. 

Considerable work has been done, moving over and chang- 
ing the elevation of man-holes, necessitated by laying of 
horse-railroad tracks and the regrading of streets. 

The connection made at Clay street with Stony brook in 
case of a freshet will allow it to overflow into the Cabot- 
street intercepting sewer. 

The bulkhead was built at Lowland street, South Boston, 
to hold the filling for the roadway ; this was done in accord- 
ance with an agreement made for the right of way. 

The overflow sewers at First and Livingstone streets, 
which were cut off by the construction of the Charles River 
Embankment, ought to be extended, as the capacity of the 
overflow in that district is comparatively small, and a freshet 
might cause considerable damage. 

The office accommodations at the Main Drainage yard on 
East Chester park are inconveniently small, and a more 
suitable office should be provided as soon as funds can be 
spared for this purpose. 


SrecTION S1x, SoutH Boston INTERCEPTING SEWER. 


This section was completed and connected with the system 
in October. 


PUMPING—STATION. 


The pumping machinery is in good working condition. 
The following table shows the performance of the engines at 
the pumping-station during the year 1887 : — 
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Several minor additions to the plant have been made 
during the year, and a few changes were also made, all of 
which have proved beneficial. 

A machine-shop has been fitted up in the engine-house, 
consisting of an engine, a planer, a lathe, a drilling-machine, 
and a grindstone.. By means of this shop a large amount of 
machine work has been done by the employees, which other- 
wise would have had to have been sent to a shop, the ex- 
pense and inconvenience of sending being often more than 
that of doing the work. Blocks have been put up, by the 
means of which ordinary repairs can be made on the two 
boat and sludge scows. ‘The grounds have been enclosed by 
a tight board- fence, and the temporary office has been fitted 
up as for permanent use; it is heated by steam. 

The force employed on construction was discharged in 
April. Plans for a new building, to contain a stable and 
tenement for the teamster, have been made by the City 
Architect. It should be constructed during the coming 
year. 

The flooring in the engine-house should be laid, and the 
balconies around the Worthington pumps put up, to give 
the room a finished appearance. There should, also, be an 
iron grating placed at the easterly side of the pumps in the 
engine-house. 


DEposIT SEWERS. 


A water-pipe has been laid in the embankment over the 
deposit sewers to furnish water for the sludge-carrier engine, 
and watering the embankment during the dry we eather in 
summer. 

By changes made in the sludge-tank, and by increasing 
the size of the pipe leading to it from the deposit sewers 
and with the increased efficiency of the new “ scraper,” the 
cost of delivering the sludge to the scows has been decreased 
about forty per cent. A sludge scraper and carrier for the 
southerly deposit sewer, similar to those in the northerly 
one, should be built at once, and a permanent building 
erected over the engine. 

Considerable difficulty has been encounted in towing the 
sludge scow outside during rough weather, which could be 
overcome by fitting the scow with a round bow. A new 
boiler is needed in the tow-boat, as the steam pressure 
allowed on the present one is not sufficient to work the boat 
to the best advantage. 

A coal-shed built on the wharf at the pumping-station 
would save labor in handling the coal used on the tow-boat.

TUNNEL. 


The last test made to ascertain the condition of the tunnel 
showed it to be clearer than at the previous test. 

The contract for placing rip-rap about the middle shaft 
has been finished. 

The erection of the pumps at the last shaft should not be 
longer delayed. 

The risk run, in having no facilities for pumping out the 
tunnel in case of any : accident to it, is a sufficient reason for 
urging an appropriation for at least placing in position for 
use the machinery purchased several years ago for that 
purpose. 


FLUME. 


The top planking of the flume has been re-spiked from 
above for its entire length, as it was found to be insecure ; 
the original spikes having been almost entirely rusted away 
by the sewage. 

There has been some settlement during the year, and when 


four pumps were running there was consider ‘able leakage ; 
but the flumeh as been wedged up, to the proper grade and 
the tie rods drawn up, so that the leakage is comparativ ely 
small. It is at present in very fair condition, and will stand 


a year or two longer if no undue strain is brought upon it. 
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Moon ISLAND. 


The regular force has been employed through the year, 
and the work has gone on smoothly. Iron stairways with 
posts and rails have been constructed in the engine-house, 
the gate-house, and to all the divisions of the reservoir. 
Parts of the turbine-wheel which were badly rusted and 
worn have been renewed. <A crane has been erected on the 
wharf to facilitate the landing from vessels of coal and other 
supplies. The copper roof covering of the buildings being 
acted upon by the gases from the sewage, it has been 
protected by two coats of roof-paint. Other portions of the 
buildings were painted when necessary for preservation. 
Considerable pointing has been done in the discharge sewers 
and on the reservoir walls, and about a week’s ean grading 
the embankment where it had been washed by storms. 

The wharf should be extended to deeper water, as the tow- 
boat cannot haul up to it after half-tide. The temporary 
wharf, built for construction, has been used; but it is badly 
rotted, and is liable to be carried away at any time. A per- 
manent store-house and tenement for the use of the men 
employed on the work should be constructed, and the old 
buildings removed, as they are unsightly and insuflicient.

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D. — PARKS. 


For the purpose of making this report a complete record 
of the work of this departinent the following statement, 
which was made to the Park Commissioners, and printed in 
their report to the City Council, is given : — 


THE PARKWAY. — BAcK Bay FENS. 


Excavation of Waterway.— Upon the passage of the appropriation 
for Park Construction work was at once begun putting in order the 
dredging-plant, which, having been use for five years, needed extensive 
repairs. 

Early in April the excavation of the waterway through the marsh at 
the southerly end of The Fens was resumed. ‘This work has been con- 
tinued through the season, and the waterway completed as far as the 
location of the proposed bridge at the junction of :the Fenway and 
Audubon Road. Work in this direction can go no further until the ad- 
ditional land required between this point “and Brookline Avenue is 
secured, as the material to be excavated from the waterway will be 
needed for filling on the Parkway and cannot now be disposed of with- 
out encroaching upon private lands. Unless this work can go on dur- 
ing the next season the dredging-plant will have but a few weeks’ work 
to do. 

In addition to the above, a large amount of work was done in trim- 
ming up portions of the shores, and of the bottom of the basin, which 
had been passed by in previous seasons. 

Grading of Marsh. —'The grading of the large area of marsh north 
of Agassiz Road has been completed, the area graded the past season 
being 7.6 acres. A portion of this area has been covered with marsh- 
sods cut from the old marsh, and the balance of the area is to be seeded 
with marsh grasses. The material for grading was excavated by the 
dredger, loaded on scows, and unloaded and moved into place by wheel- 
barrows. On account of the long distance a large part of the material 
had to be moved over soft ground the work has been slow and expen- 
sive. 

Drainage. — Drains and catch-basins have been built in all that part 
of the Parkway north of Agassiz Road. The length of drain laid has 
been 2,700 feet, the number of man-holes built 5, and the number of 
catch-basins, 26. The drains on Boylston Entrance, and on the street 
between Boylston Entrance and the b. & A. R.R., discharge into a sewer 
build by the Sewer Department in 1886. The other drains, on the east 
side of the Parkway, discharge into the covered channel of Stony 
Brook, except two catch-basins on the ride, which have an outlet into 
the waterway. 

The drains on the west side of the Parkway discharge into the water- 
way at a point about 250 feet north of Agassiz Bridge. An outlet for 
the drains to be built on Agassiz Road has been constructed. 

Man-holes have been built at every change of line and grade, and 
catch-basins have been built on each side of the roadway about 300 feet 
apart. 

The accompanying drawings show the forms of catch-basins built. 

Roadways and Walks. — ‘The curbstones were set and gutters paved 
on a part of the roadway in 1885. In addition, during the past year, 
8,849 lineal feet of curbstone have been set, and 3,953 | square yards of 
gutters paved. 3,600 lineal feet of curbstone ha about 32 ,000 paving 
blocks are on hand. 
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The grade of Boylston Entrance was raised to meet a change in the 
established grade of Boylston Street; the curbstone and cutters were 
tuken up, the entrance filled to the new grade, and the cur rbstone reset 
and gutters repaved. The roadway from Commonwealth Avenue to West- 
land Avenue and the roadway at-Boylston Entrance have been finished. 

The roadway of the west side of the Parkway from the B. & A. R.R. 
to Agassiz Bridge has been nearly sub-graded, and about one-half of it is 
stoned, so that, the curbstones and gutters being in place, but little 
work is needed to complete this section. The completion of Agassiz 
Road has been delayed on account of the bridge not being completed in 
season to allow the old channel across the road to be filled. The bridge 
is now so far finished that it can be used, and the curbstone being on 
hand for this road it will take but a short time to complete it after the 
next season opens. The roadways have been constructed in the follow- 
ing manner: The roadbed was carefully graded to 8 inches below the 
surface of the finished road and thoroughly rolled. The curbstones 
were first set; the gutters were paved with rectangular granite blocks, 
for a width generally of 4 feet, the blocks being laid inrows at right an- 
gles to the line of curb; the surface of the paving at the curb is 7 inches 
below the top of, the curb, and rises 2 inches in the width of 4 feet. 
The roadway was then covered with broken stone; the stone was broken 
to sizes about as follows: for the first 4 inches in depth about 4 inches 
in diameter; then 3 inches in depth 24 inches in diameter; then 1 inch 
in depth about 1 inch in diameter; then a layer of screened gravel or 
fine stone screenings from the crushers was spread on top; each layer 
was watered and rolled with 23-ton sectional grooved rollers. The sur- 
face of the roadway has a fall from the centre to the gutter of 1 in 30. 
The above-described method of road construction is cheaper and less 
substantial than would be desirable if the conditions were different. It 
must be understood, however, that the land upon which the roads are 
built has been but recently filled, and the filling is still settling, and 
will continue to do so for some years. <A roadway prepared as this has 
been will last until the filling has reached a firm bearing, when it will 
be necessary to regrade the surface, and a more enduring foundation can 
be laid if desired. There is, on the other hand, this to be said in favor 
of a cheap method of construction in this locality, — that the filling 
being of loose gravel and the surface of the roadway being at all points 
several feet above the level of the ground water, the subsoil will be well 
drained, and a light covering of road metal will wear much better than 
it would under less favorable conditions. Nearly all of the stone used 
has been purchased by contract, and of such a size as could be received 
by a stone-crusher. It was suggested at the beginning of the season 
that the amount of stone received could be more accurately ascertained 
if it was purchased by weight instead of by the more usual method of 
measurement in carts. Experience has confirmed this opinion. Scales 
were set up near the Westland Entrance, and all stone purchased has 
been weighed. 

A stone-crushing plant was purchased and set up near the same point, 
and the stone has been crushed at a less price than the same could have 
been purchased, and the rate of crushing has been controlled to suit the 
work in hand better than if it had been done by private parties. 

The Water Department have, during the year, laid the mains which 
will be required on those parts of the Parkway where work has been in 
progress, so that, except for making house connections with the water- 
mains, there will be no oceasion for disturbing the road-bed. It is sup- 
posed ‘that the sewers and gas-pipes for this district will be laid in the 
back passageways, and not in the Parkway. 

The ride from just east of the Boylston Bridge, along the east side of 
the Fens, has been completed as far as Agassiz Road. “Where it borders 
the driveway it is separated therefrom ‘by gutters 4 feet wide, paved 
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in a dishing form; at other places there are cobblestone gutters on either 
side. The ride was constructed by subgrading to one foot below finished 
surface; it was then filled to grade with gravel, from which all stones 
larger than three-quarters inch in diameter had been separated by 
screening. 

Gutters of concrete were laid on each side of the foot-path between 
the ride and the water. 

The walk on the easterly and northerly sides of the drive between 
Commonwealth Avenue and Boylston Entrance has been paved with 
brick; walks in other places have been graded, and a small portion 
finished by making a surface of 5 inches of crushed stone, the upper 
inch being of fine screenings, and the whole thoroughly watered and 
rolled. 

The accompanying sketch shows the construction of the walks, drive, 
and ride. 

Agassiz Bridge. — Early in the spring plans were prepared fora deck 
bridge with stone abutments, but it was afterwards decided to build a 
bridge of an entirely different character. The change was made so late 
that, on account of the work of park construction having been resumed, 
the time of the engineering force was so occupied that there was some 
delay in preparing new plans and specifications. 

On the 22d of July proposals were advertised for the building of this 
bridge, and the contract for doing the work was signed on August 16. 
Work was begun immediately upon the excavation for the foundation. 
This work was done by the city, the dredging-plant being used, as it 
could be done in this way more cheaply and quickly than if it had been 
included in the contract. Dams of mud and gravel were built across 
the channel to enclose the site of the bridge. ‘The contractor began 
work on September 22, and at this date his work is completed, except 
removing the centres from the arches and cleaning the brick-work. 

The bridge consists of five semi-circular arches, the middle arch 
having a span of 12 feet; those on either side of the middle, spans of 
104 feet, and the outer arches, spans of 9 feet. The wings are returned 
on lines nearly parallel with the roadway. The foundation is a 4-inch 
spruce platform supported on spruce piles, capped with 10 in. X 10 in. 
isa caps; a line of sheet piling is driven across each end of the plat- 
orm. 

Granite masonry abutments and piers, in courses of 2-feet rise, were 
built on this platform to the spring line of the arches. ‘The arches, 
except at the ends, are of brick, the middle one being 16 inches in thick- 
ness and the others 12 inches in thickness. The ends of the arches are 
of Roxbury stone boulders, dressed sufficiently to make good radial 
joints, the exposed faces being left in their natural condition. The 
voussoirs are laid in cement; but the spandrels, the wall above the 
arches, and the wing-walls above the level of the water are of selected 
Roxbury stone boulders, laid dry, with pockets of loam between and 
behind them so that vines or small shrubs can be grown over the face of 
the wall. The walls have considerable batter, the cross-section having 
a curved profile. The line of the wall is on a curve, and above it the 
bank will slope upwards to the line of the walk, where there is to be a 
low parapet. Over the middle arches, on either side of the bridge, 
small bays will be built out from the walk. This work, with the ex- 
ception of the parapet walls, will be completed in a few weeks. The 
stone for the face walls was brought from Franklin Park, having been 
taken from old field fences. The arches and abutments have been back- 
filled, and as soon as the ice breaks up in the spring, so that the dredger 
can work, the dams will be removed, and the present channel across the 
road filled to grade. 

Loaming and Planting. — Quite a large area in detached portions, 
including spaces for trees between the walks and drives, have been 
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graded with loam, and a considerable amount of planting has been done 
under the immediate direction of the Assistant Landscape Gardener. A 
force of gardeners and laborers has also been employed throughout the 
season, under his direction, in the care of the plantations. 


ARNOLD ARBORETUM. 


Work was resumed here on February 3, quarrying stone for the drive- 
ways. This was continued until the frost: was sufficiently out of the 
ground to allow work on the drives. The drive to the summit of Bussey 
Hill was partially sub-graded in 1885. This work was continued and 
completed late in the fall. ‘The grading of the top of the hill required 
the moving of a large amount of material, and, as it was all moved up- 
hill, it was expensive. The grading of the lower part of this drive, 
near its juncture with the drive around the hill, furnished a large amount 
of material, which was used for filling the drive across the small pond in 
rear of the college buildings. | 

The drive was constructed in the following manner: The roadway was 
sub-graded so as to allow a depth of one foot for stone, the surface 
having a pitch of 1 in 20 from the centre to the gutter. 

Catch-basins were built on each side of the roadway about 300 feet 
apart, with outlets on the side hill below the driveway. ‘Tile drains 
were laid on each side of the driveway, for draining the subsoil; the 
one on the up-hill side was on the outer line of the sidewalk, while the 
drain on the down-hill side was on the line of the gutter; these drains 
were laid at a depth of 2 feet 6 inches below the surface, and they dis- 
charge into the catch-basins. 

The gutters were then excavated 6 inches below the sub-grade of the 
roadway, and filled with screened gravel as a foundation for paving. 
The gutters are 3 feet wide, of cobblestones which were picked out of 
the excavation. A stone foundation 9 inches in thickness was laid on 
the roadway. After breaking down all unevennesses of these stones 
they were covered with 3 inches of crushed stone from 24 to 14 inches 
in diameter, well rolled, and this was then covered with screened 
gravel or stone dust thoroughly watered and rolled to a hard surface. 
The walks are separated from the gutters by a border of loam 2 feet 
wide and 143 feet deep. The walks have a fall of 4 inch to a foot, from 
the outer edge to the loam border. ‘They are constructed of 6 inches of 
crushed stone, covered with stone dust well compacted by watering and 
rolling. 

The driveway from South to Centre Street has needed but slight 
repairs during the year. Early in the spring a short length of gutter 
was relaid, it having settled out of shape, and in the fall the whole 
surface received a thin coating of stone screenings, which was thor- 
oughly rolled. 

The spring or reservoir at the foot of Bussey Hill, near the drive, 
from which the college obtained its water supply, had been partially 
drained by the building of the drive, so that in dry weather a sufficient 
supply of water could not be easily obtained. ‘To remedy this, a well 
was dug to a depth of about 8 feet below the bottom of the spring, 
and curbed with a dry stone wall; it has given an ample supply of 
water. 


FRANKLIN PARK. 


Work was begun here early in April. The Playstead was first 
cleared of stone, the stone being broken up and deposited where it 
could be conveniently used on the driveway. A large area, about 
9 acres, being too low to be drained, the soil was removed, and it was 
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then filled, the greatest depth of filling being 6 feet; the filling came 
from the excavations for the driveway and its adjoining slopes. After 
the filling was done the soil was restored; drains were laid for draining 
the Playstead ; the field of 27 acres received a top dressing of stable 
manure and other fertilizers, and was then ploughed and tilled through 
the summer. In September grass-seed was sown, which, before cold 
weather set in, was well started. 

The grading of the drives around the Playstead has been carried on 
through the season, and is substantially completed. About 8,200 square 
yards of roadway have been ballasted, of which about 6,000 square yards 
are covered with crushed stone, and only require covering with a coating 
of binding gravel or screenings from the crushed stones to be com- 
pleted; 2,246 square yards of gutters have been paved with rectangular 
granite blocks; 6,740 square yards of walks have been covered with 
crushed stone, and 1,000 square yards entirely finished. Catch-basins 
and drains have been built for draining the whole of the drives around 
the Playstead, except for a short distance near the entrance to the 
Country Park. Usually 2-inch tile drains have been laid under the 
gutters on each side of the drive. Generally the method of construction 
of the driveways is the same as that described for the Arboretum, 
except that the roadway, gutters, grass border, and walks are wider at 
Franklin Park than at the Arboretum, and the gutters are paved with 
granite blocks instead of cobblestones. 

The catch-basins both here and at the Arboretum are of the form 
shown in the accompanying sketch. ‘The total length of vitrified pipe- 
drains laid is 4,397 feet, varying in diameter from 8 inches to 18 inches. 
The length of tile drain is 7,200 feet, 2 inches and 38 inches in diameter. 
The number of man-holes built is 5, and the number of catch-basins 25. 

A stone-crushing plant was purchased, and this has crushed all the 
stone used for surfacing the drives and walks. 

About 1,200 lineal feet of the circuit drive around The Country Park 
has been graded, and work on this drive is now in progress. 

The Overlook. — ‘The wall which supports the Overlook has been com- 
pleted, with the exception of the coping. The walk which the wall 
supports has been graded, and covered with crushed stone. ‘The site of 
the proposed building has been partially excavated, and a drain to 
connect the building with the sewer in Sigourney Street is being built. 

Administration Buildings. — The dwelling- house at the corner of 
Williams and Walnut Streets has been occupied as an office for the 
police and engineering forces since the park was laid out. During the 
past season there have been built in the rear of it a carpenter shop, 
a blacksmith shop, and a yard and sheds for the storage of materials and 
tools. 

The dwelling-house and stable have been painted, as have also the 
dwelling- house and _ stable occupied by the Assistant Landscape 
Gardener. 


MARINE PARK. 


At the beginning of the season changes were made in the building at 
the entrance to the pier to furnish larger accommodations for women 
and children, and also to provide a kitchen for the refector y: 

A small amount of grading was done where the grading of Q Street 
had left some dangerous slopes on the park line. 

Considerable filling has been dumped on the flats by parties who have 
been dredging in the vicinity. A portion of this filling has been of 
gravel, which will probably remain where deposited; but the balance, 
being clay, may be washed away by the action of the waves. 

Wooden Pier. —No repairs have been required on the wooden pier. 

The number of lamps under the shelter at the outer end of the pier 
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was increased, and a style of lamp purchased which was better suited 
to the locality and conditions than those first used. 

Iron Pier. — A contract was made on July 11 for the construction of 
a permanent iron pier, extending from the temporary wooden pier. 
The length of iron pier contracted for is 12 spans, or 741 feet, with the 
option on the part of the Commissioners of requiring an additional 
5 spans, or 308 lineal feet, to be built. The contractors began work on 
the ground September 9, and at present have sunk the foundation 
columns for 6 spans, and the columns are partially filled with concrete. 

A large amount of iron-work for the superstructure is on the ground, 
and everything is in good shape for going on with the work as soon as 
the weather is suitable for placing the concrete. 


Woop ISLAND PARK. 


Upon Arbor day about one hundred trees were planted upon Neptune 
Road, the soil for the same having been deposited in 1885. 

On the 27th of April a contract was made for building the abutments 
for a bridge over the Boston, Revere Beach, & Lynn R.R. Work was 
begun on May 9, and completed December 9. 


CHARLES—-RIVER EMBANKMENT. 


A force was set to work here on August 26, grading the grounds. 
Nearly sufficient material was on the ground for the purpose, the Em- 
bankment having been, for the past two years, a free dumping-ground 
for clean earth, or other material suitable for filling. A large amount 
of ashes has been deposited on the grounds by the Health Department. 
The whole of the Embankment has been graded to a sub-grade, with the 
exception of the portions occupied by the Paving Department and the 
Commissioners of West Boston Bridge. The force is now engaged 
covering portions of the grounds where ashes were used for sub-grading 
with a layer of clay. 

The gymnastic ground at the northerly end of the Embankment has 
been covered one foot in depth with gravel dredged from Charles 
River. A contract was made October 31 for covering the areas to be 
planted with loam. This work is now in progress, and it is expected to 
have it completed in season for planting in the spring. 


COVERED CHANNEL OF Muppy RIVER. 


This conduit, damaged as described in the report of the City Engineer 
for 1884, was repaired in 1885, but a length of about 650 feet received 
but slight repairs at that time, it being thought that the settlement and 
consequent distortion had ceased. It, however, continued to grow 
worse, and about a year ago it became necessary to support it by interior 
bracing. This bracing still remains in the conduit, but it is an obstrue- 
tion to the flow of water, and is liable to cause serious trouble. This 
section will have to be practically rebuilt. Frequent examinations of 
the whole conduit have been made, and no deterioration has been dis- 
covered in any other part of it. 


In GENERAL. 


A large amount of work, not described in the foregoing account, has 
been done, such as the making of surveys, plans and estimates for work 
to be done in the future. 

During the past year an unusually large amount of work similar in 
character to that on the parks has been in progress in this vicinity ; 
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consequently there has been great difficulty in securing competent 
workmen, even at the advanced wages which it has been necessary to 
pay. Contractors have been unable to obtain materials promptly, and 
this, with the high price of labor and materials, has caused frequent 
delays and unusually high prices. 3 

In consequence of these conditions, which could not have been fore- 
seen when the estimates were made, the cost of the work done this 
season has been in excess of that estimated, and the delays consequent 
upon the difficulty of obtaining labor have retarded the work so that 
the volume of work done during the season was less than was expected. 


The table showing the widths of draw-openings in the 
bridges over tide-water in this city is given in the Appendix. 
The openings have all been remeasured for this report.

THIRTY-SIXTH ANNUAL REPORT 


OF THE 


TRUSTEES OF THE PUBLIC LIBRARY. 


I kitoMertayy 


THE Trustees have the honor to present to the Mayor and 
the City Council their Thirty-sixth Report, embracing the 
details of the condition, and of the administrative results of 
the Library for the year 1887, as well as a statement of the 
present prospect for the new Library edifice on Dartmouth 
street. 

The result of the usual annual examination of the whole 
institution, including the Boylston-street libraries and the 
branches, is subjoined to this report. The committee dele- 
gated for this service were appointed October fifth, and con- 
sisted of Edward Bangs, Esq., William S. Eaton, Esq., 
George W. Evans, Esq., Mrs. Eliza L. Homans, Mrs. 
George S. Hale, Col. Henry Stone, and Robert C. Win- 
throp, Jr., Esq. It organized by the choice of Edward 
Bangs, Esq., as chairman. Col. Stone and Mrs. Homans 
brought to the aid of the committee the valuable experience 
and information gained by their services in previous years. 

So far as is within the knowledge of the Trustees no other 
committee has devoted more time to the inspection of the 
institution in its multifold relations to the large population 
which it serves. Further reference will be made to details 
of their examination. 
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The important report of the Librarian, with its valuable 
appendixes and departmental sub-reports which form part 
of this document, will, it is hoped, receive the careful atten- 
tion of the great public for whose benefit the institution was 
created and is administered. 


THe LIBRARY. 
General Statement. 


The number of books, including those in the duplicate rooms, 
composing the Boylston-street collection, counts 357,440 vol- 
umes, of which 43,320 belong to the Lower Hall Library ; 
and 135,516 are distributed among the branches at East 
Boston, South Boston, Roxbury, Charlestown, Brighton, 
Dorchester, South End, Jamaica Plain, West Roxbury, 
and the North End. The aggregate for the whole insti- 
tution amounts to 492,956, a net increase over last year of 
13,555 volumes. 

The total issues from all the libraries for the year were 934,- 
593, against 958,629 volumes in 1886. This diminution is 
partly owing to the temporary closing of the active South 
Boston and East Boston branches for repairs of the build- 
ines, and toa falling off in Jamaica Plain and Dorchester, 
while the South and North End branches showed a gratifying 
increase. Since the opening of these various libraries, now 
belonging to the City of Boston, or under its charge, there 
have been distributed to readers since 1853, 19,371,740 
volumes, of which more than one-third were issued from the 
Lower Hall Library in Boylston street. 

The use of the reading-rooms for periodicals shows a 

marked improvement. The 933 magazines and_ literary 
weeklies found 528,839 readers; a gain of over 22,000 from 
the previous year. Of this aggreg: ate 334,419 numbers were 
delivered from the desk of the hall in the Central Library 
devoted to this purpose. 

The wear and tear of the library books is specially felt in 
the collections dedicated to popular use. In the past year 
4,176 books were condemned, either as imperfect or worn 
out. The books from both halls and from the branches which 
from excessive circulation required rebinding numbered about 
10,000 volumes. The volumes unrecovered from borrowers 


in all the libraries were only 49. 
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Tue New Pusuic Lrprary Buriipina. 


Since the presentation of the last report of the institu- 
tion the prospective construction of this important edifice 
was entirely changed by a special act of the Legislature 
passed 10th March, 1887, making the Trustees of the 
Public Library responsible for the erection of a suitable 
structure. 

The remarkable growth in use and extent of the Boyl- 
ston-street libraries, since the passage of the act of 1853, 
authorizing the City of Boston to found and maintain a Pub- 
lic Library, afforded some reasonable ground for a judgment 
as to the future requirements of the community both for 
books and for convenience of use. 

The Library collection of 16,221 volumes was opened for 
public service in May, 1854, in rooms provided by the city 
for this purpose in the old Mason street school-house. The 
donations of Joshua Bates, of London, in 1853, of $50,000, 
for the purchase of books of a permanent value, and of an- 
other sum of $50,000, the income of which was to be devoted 
to the same object, and of the Jonathan Phillips Trust Fund 
of $10,000, opened up a future for such a large collection 
of works valuable to scholars and students as to induce the 
city government to erect the Boylston-street edifice, dedi- 
cated for public service on Ist January, 1858, which then 
contained about 70,000 volumes, and nearly 18,000 pam- 
phlets. It is now filled to nearly its utmost capacity with 
357,440 volumes. 

The establishment of the branch system, which comprises, 
as previously stated, 185,516 volumes, free for public circu- 
lation, increased to a very large degree the usefulness of the 
institution. 

For some years previous to 1880 it had become apparent 
that the time was fast approaching when the accommodations 
for the storage of books and for the convenience of the 
public would be entirely unsatisfactory and insufficient in 
the Boylston-street edifice, so that in that year the State of 
Massachusetts made the noble grant to the city “of a parcel 
of land, now owned by the Commonwealth,” on the southerly 
corner of Dartmouth and Boylston street. This land being 
deeined insufficient for the size of the structure which it would 
be necessary to erect, the Commonwealth, by an act passed 
April 10, 1880, empowered the City of Boston “to take and 
hold by purchase or otherwise, so much land within its limits 
as it may deem necessary for the erection thereon of « Public 
Library, and a yard for the same.” Under this act the city 
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acquired the remainder of the land situated to the south, 
bounded by St. James street, and of the same depth as the 
property granted by the Commonwealth. 

The condition annexed to its grant by the State was that 
a suitable building should be begun in the course of three 
years which time was extended, in 1883, for a further 
term of the same duration. A beginning was made just 
before the limit of time had expired, the construction of 
the edifice having been placed by the city government in the 
hands of Mr. A. H. Vinal, the City Architect. 

The Commonwealth, which had given the larger and more 
valuable portion of the land to the City of Boston, then 
intervened, and placed the whole responsibility of the 
structure upon the Trustees of the Library in the following 
carefully drawn section of Chapter 60 of the Acts of 1887: 
“The said Board of Trustees shall have full power and con- 
trol of the design, construction, erection and maintenance of 
the Central Public Library Building to be erected in the City 
of Boston, and are hereby fully authorized and impowered to 
select and employ an architect or architects to design said 
building and supervise the construction, and a superintendent 
or superintendents to take charge of and approve the work ; 
but work upon said building shall not be commenced until full 
general plans of the building have been prepared, and no 
specific work shall be commenced until the same shall have 
been duly advertised, proposals for such work shall have been 
received from responsible parties, and contracts shall have been 
entered into with satisfactory guarantees for their perform- 
ance.” 

The community having an interest in the institution will 
recognize the wisdom and foresight of these provisions, 
although they entailed much additional labor and responsibility 
upon a Board of Trustees who had already on their hands 
quite as responsible public duties as they could reasonably 
be expected to fulfil. But they were naturally supposed to 
know from experience the present necessities of the great 
reference Library. It became necessary to provide for these, 
and then to make some reasonable estimate of the require- 
ments arising from its probable use and growth in the 
unknown future for which provision was also to be made. 

Under the powers committed to them the Trustees ap- 
pointed as architects of the proposed structure the well- 
known firm of McKim, Meade, & White, of New York, who 
have since established a branch office in Boston, and who have 
been assiduously at work, with a large force of draughtsmen, 
upon the plans and drawings. It will be seen by the act 
of incorporation that the general plans must be finished 
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before the building can be begun. On no other conditions 
could the judgment of the Trustees be safely exercised. 
There could be no undue haste permitted in preparing 
complete plans of construction for a monumental building 
designed to meet the conjectural wants of an unknown 
future. The provision for coming time must be based upon 
the experience of the present necessities of the institution, 
and of the enlargement of its administration requisite to 
insure the same freedom of use that has caused its remarka- 
ble growth in value and usefulness even in its present con-. 
fined limits. 

The present condition of the working plans affords reason- 
able assurance that they will be completed and the estimates 
be prepared by the first of April next, and that work can be 
begun as soon as the initial contracts can be advertised and 
let to responsible bidders ; but no more work will be under- 
taken during the coming season than that for which the means 
of payment have already been provided. 


THe REPORTS OF THE EXAMINING COMMITTEE. 


The first suggestion of the committee, that an annual in- 
crease in the appropriation of $30,000 should be made to meet 
the necessities of the institution, if carried into effect, would 
be most gratifying to the Trustees. The usefulness of 
the library is very much circumscribed by its inability to 
keep up with the regular routine work important to the 
public, especially in the catalogue department. Since the 
limit of city debt was settled by the Legislature there has 
been a continual struggle at the time of the annual appropri- 
ation among departments of the government for their full 
preconceived share of the amounts to which they consider 
themselves entitled. The Library has never asked for as 
much as it needed. Last year the Trustees sent to the com- 
mittee having the general subject in charge a statement that 
$120,000 was absolutely wanted to carry on this great organ- 
ization. It is stated that the sum desired was cut down 
to $110,000, and was only finally raised to $115,000 by the 
persistent efforts of one of our body of Trustees, who was 
a member of the City Government. The Trustees have 
decided that, with the present pressure for appropriations 
on account of the limit of city expenditure, the usual sum 
proposed by them is as large as they are likely to obtain, 
although a considerably larger sum could be profitably 
employed for public convenience. 

The suggestion of the appointment of a sufficiently in- 
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formed expert to act as ‘‘ floor-walker” to meet the. public 
ix hardly practicable at the present time. Such an expert 
must be taken from other departments of the institution 
where he has quite as much important work to perform as he 
can possibly accomplish. There are no funds at the command 
of the Trustees from which the services of such a superior 
person can receive proper recompense. At the present time, 
and for years past, application has usually been made to 
the Librarian of Bates Hall for this purpose, or, in his ab- 
sence, to the female assistants in charge of the card catalogue 
located in the centre of the hall, and this has heretofore 
been found sufficient for the public convenience. The num- 
ber of visitors frequenting Bates Hall without knowledge of 
the details as to how a book on a certain subject may be | pro- 
cured, is, so far as the Trustees are informed, very small. 

The third suggestion, that the Trustees may be empowered 
to sell the unnecessary duplicates, deserves consideration. 
Many books no longer read, and single volumes of which 
duplicates exist, form part of the history of the literary 
movement and romance of the time when they were issued, 
and these single specimens could be removed to the new 
Library building, where there would be ample shelf room, 
and the literary “historian of the generation could examine the 
varied examples of society description and character known 
or imagined by many forgotten writers, whose productions 
either met or were once supposed to fill a temporary want. 

The suggestion that the art room be reserved exclusively 
for women after 2 P.M. seems judicious. If the numbers fre- 
quenting it warrant, there is no good reason why it should 
not be given up to their exclusive use after that hour. 

It would prove a great boon to the institution if, according 
to the fifth recommendation of the committee, the sum of 
$100,000 be obtained as a permanent endowment to enable 
the catalogue department to keep up promptly the new 
accessions of books, as well as to finish the important revision 
of the whole collection of catalogue cards, which should be 
completed at the earliest practicable date. It now comprises, 
with its titles, authors, subjects, and cross-references, con- 
siderably over one and one quarter million cards. 

The Trustees will endeavor to comply with the suggestion 
of the committee that the reference books in Bates Hall 
be placed on the level of the eye. The difficulty will be to 
arrange them at that height without excluding a portion 
of the already insufficient light upon the main floor of the 
building. 

The practical advice of the sub-committee on the branches, 
that appointments for the Examining Committee be made six

months before the date at which their report is to be com- 
pleted, requires careful consideration. The present com- 
mittee was purposely allowed more time than any previous 
body who have performed the same duties. Notwithstanding 
that the details of the institution are so large, and, to some ex- 
tent, so intricate, in order to ensure accuracy of work, — the 
principles upon which the various departments are managed, 
the required knowledge of their operations, and the results 
of their industry are easily comprehended. After the general 
system is mastered by the examiner, whether any com- 
mittee would embrace individuals of sufficient leisure to de- 
vote six months to the subject of inquiry is more than 
doubtful. 

The darkness of the halls of the Library is not attributable 
to the Board of Trustees. The building was constructed by a 
commission composed of four citizens-at-large and three mem- 
bers of the city government of the day. Artificial light is 
always required during some portion of the day in both the 
upper and lower halls. 

The sub-committee have fairly taken in some of the diffi- 
culties which surround the catalogue department. The per- 
sons engaged in such work must be thoroughly skilled and 
duly possessed of all the principles of correct and accurate 
labor, and for the most part they have received their educa- 
tion in this library. No one seems to have explained to the 
committee the principles upon which the catalogue work is 
based. Itis due to want of sufficient appropriations that for 
years this department has not been able to educate and 
employ skilled workers enough to bring the whole work up 
to its standard accuracy in revision of its earlier labors, and 
in line with the new acquisitions of books. 

The report of Mr. Evans upon the Bowditch Library, and 
its present want of suitable arrangement of cognate treatises, 
does not recognize the fact that the books were catalogued 
and placed in their present confined limits with shelf-num- 
bers, on their arrival, in the only vacant space which could 
be allotted, and without the slightest knowledge under what 
special subjects the future additions to the library i in math- 
ematical science were to come. If further and better classi- 
fication is necessary or desirable, it can take place after its 
removal to newer and more roomy quarters. 

The complaint that access to the shelves is not granted to 
accredited persons is new to the Trustees. There has here- 
tofore been no difficulty in obtaining access to the alcoves of 
Bates Hall, where books on specific classes of subjects are 
stored, for any person known or properly vouched to any 
member of the Board or to the Library officials. This is, so 
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far as information extends, as much liberty as is ever granted 
in any important library in the world. It must always be 
remembered that the Library is a trust confided to the 
care of the Trustees, and for which they are responsible in 
case of unnecessary loss. A very large number of volumes 
in the Bates Hall Library have been presented to the institu- 
tion on condition that they should not circulate, and there 
ure many books which could not be replaced if lost or taken 
without leave. The special libraries given under this limita- 
tion will each be placed in separate rooms in the new build- 
ing. 

No farther comment is necessary upon the minority report 
of Mr. Evans relative to the purchase of what technically 
may be called a teacher’s library than that it has had a respect- 
ful examination, and that the Trustees are not prepared to 
recommend its adoption. Where purchase-money has been 
expended for prescribed classes of books, as, for instance, in 
the case of the Ticknor and Bowditch collections, special 
provision for increase has been made by funds given for that 
purpose by the donors. As for the rest of the Library, it 
has been constituted to contain the largest number of books 
useful, according to its means of purchase, to the largest 
number of people. 

If such a special library, keeping pace with a possible need 
of better text-books or methods of instruction, or treatises 
on the general subject of preparatory school education, is 
needed for the assistance of teachers in their duties, it is 
clearly within the province of the School Committee to pro- 
vide it. 


In GENERAL. 


The annual bounty of J. Ingersoll Bowditch, Esq., of five 
hundred dollars for the increase of the very valuable mathe- 
matical Bowditch Library, has been gratefully acknowledged 
to the donor, and it has been expended upon works which 
were satisfactory to advanced students in that important de- 
partment. 

A further sum of seventeen hundred dollars has been 
received from the executors of the Treadwell estate, and the 
balance of the fund will be paid to the Library, when satis- 
factory sale of the remainder of the real property can be 
accomplished. 

With the great growth of the institution, the demand upon 
its resources for the public good proportionally increases. 
Without the assistance of the Trust Funds the Library would 
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be deplorably behind the progress of the day in science, art, 
and literature, in the languages of Europe read by our 
scholars, and students in the various departments of human 
cultivation. The records of past usefulness furnish the hope 
and expectation of the future.

MINORITY REPORT. 


The undersigned, one of the Trustees of the Public 
Library, is obliged to differ from the report of the majority 
of the Trustees in regard to the matter of the new building 
to be erected on Dartmouth street. 

The expressed intent of the Trustees is to proceed this 
summer to the erection of so much of the new building, 
according to the plans of their architects, as can be built with 
the balance of the present appropriation, although it will 
require at least an equal amount to finish the building, and 
the city will be obliged to furnish this sum or lose what has 
been spent. 

To such action the undersigned feels constrained to object, 
for the following reasons : — 

There is no question that when the sum of $450,000 was 
authorized to be raised by a loan, in 1883, it was intended to 
cover the entire expense of erecting the new building. 
The orders therefor are as follows, and were approved by 
the Mayor, April 14, 1883 : — 


‘¢ Ordered, That the City Treasurer be authorized to borrow, under the 
direction of the Committee on Finance, and at such rate of interest 
as they shall determine, the sum of $180,000, said sum to constitute a 
special appropriation for the payments for land taken for library pur- 
poses under chapter 143 of the Acts of 1882. 

‘¢ Ordered, That the City Treasurer be authorized to borrow, under the 
direction of the Committee on Finance, and at such rate of interest as 
they shall determine, the sum of $450,000; said sum to constitute a 
special appropriation to be expended in the erection of a new library 
building on Dartmouth street, according to plans approved by the Trus- 
tees of the Public Library.” 
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In 1885 the Trustees prepared printed specifications to 
guide the architects who desired to compete by sending in 
plans for the new building. 

Page 3, § 8, reads: “The building and book-stacks com- 
plete, including heating and ventilating apparatus, the lifts. 
for books, the ‘eas-fitting and plumbing, shall not exceed in 
cost the sum of $450, 00.” 

As the time for receiving designs was fixed at August 1, 
1884, the Trustees’ Report for 1884 has no comments on the 
matter. 

In the first report of the Trustees for 1885 (dated June 
25), they refer to the fact that on March 31 an order was 
passed for the City Architect to prepare plans for a library 
building, and to submit the same to the Trustees for their 
approval. They add :— 

“Two conditions for the building are then to be met: first, 
the producticn of a set of plans, with a model to scale, which 
shall be satisfactory to the Board of Trustees ; and, secondly, 
the construction of an edifice which shall cost no more than 
the loan authorized by the vote of the city government.” 

In their second report for 1885 (dated January 30, 1886) 
the Trustees write : — 

“Since the publication of the last Annual Report of the 
Trustees, and as soon as the regular engagements of the 
office year of the City Architect were well in hand, serious 
work was begun upon the library plans. Much still remains 
to be done. The preparation of all the building detail with 
a convenience of arrangement of the necessary halls and 
offices, with sufficient size and convenience of access, built 
with absolute safety and light, forms the first condition of 
the consideration of the Trustees ; — the second, which is 
equally binding upon them, is the ability of the city to con- 
tract for the structure upon the terms of the loan to which 
the cost of the building has been limited by the City Council. 
It is earnestly hoped that the necessary union of the two 
conditions of structure and cost may find a solution before 
the middle of April.” 

In the Mayor’s address for 1887 will be found an Appen- 
dix, pp. 116-120, signed by the President in behalf of the 
Trustees, which states the progress of the whole matter from 
its beginning. The closing sentence is as follows : — 

“It is proper to add here that the Trustees have no power 
to originate any work of construction; their duties are lim- 
ited by the City Council, to the approval of plans, which shall 
not exceed the expenditure of $450,000 for the completion 
of the whole edifice.” 

These citations, it must be conceded, prove the fact that, 
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up to 1887, the Trustees had no doubt that they were limited 
in their powers to the approval of plans covering the ex- 
penditure of $450,000 for the completed building. 

Late in 1886, however, serious and unfortunate disputes 
occurred between the Trustees and the City Architect in 
regard to the new building. Following this, certain citizens 
of Boston petitioned the Legislature for a new act, and, ac- 
cordingly, there was passed Chapter 60 of the Acts of 1887, 
by which the Trustees were authorized “ to select and employ 
an architect, or architects, to design and supervise the con- 
struction.” In pursuance of the powers so given, the Trus- 
tees made choice of the firm of McKim, Meade, & White, as 
architects. Although the undersigned was and is of the 
opinion that there are architects in Boston equally well qual- 
ified for the work, there can be no question that the gentle- 
men selected are fully capable of preparing suitable designs 
for the new building. But he has been steadily of the 
opinion that since the Trustees had only $450,000 to spend, 
it was their first duty to obtain from their architects plans 
showing what could be done for that amount of money. In- 
stead of this, the only plans prepared by the architects have 
been such as call for the expenditure of at least $750,000. 

Of course, the architect is limited by the conditions im- 
posed upon him by the Trustees, and the number and size 
of the rooms required of him may be greater than can be 
provided for $450,000 ; but it would seem beyond a question 
that an architect can in consultation so modify the terms im- 
posed, as to be able to show what can be done within the 
limit fixed by the money already appropriated. 

In the report of the Trustees for 1882 (City Doc. No. 111 
of that year) will be found the plans of George A. Clough, 
then the City Architect, for a building to cost $450,000. 
The “stack” is to contain 1,100,000 volumes, with a chance 
for a future extension of 400,000 volumes more. There 
were two public reading-rooms, 75 x 36 feet, and a delivery- 
room as large or larger, and apparently ample provision for 
all departments of the Library. The building was to be three 
stories high, covering an area of 28,700 feet, leaving 15,000 
feet for future erowth. 

The undersigned confidently relies upon the official opinion 
of such an excellent architect as a warrant for his belief that 
the appropriation already made is sufficient to provide for 
the erection of as fine a building as the city needs or can 
afford. 

Later on, in 1886, the Trustees settled upon the plan of 
having a “stack-building” to contain about one million vol- 
umes, being an edifice about eighty-five feet square, for which 
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general plans and estimates were made. ‘The piles required 
to make a solid foundation for the “stack” were accordingly 
driven, at an expense of some $15,000. 

The undersigned is of the opinion that it would be feasible 
still to complete this “ stack,” and to provide on Dartmouth 
street a front building which would cover the whole of that 
important line, and afford all the accommodation required by 
the public for the next forty years. At the same time a 
large part of the land would remain unoccupied, and, should 
the public requirements necessitate more buildings, they 
could be added on Boylston and St. James streets. 

At all events the undersigned objects to spending the re- 
maining appropriation for any building which shall not be a 
complete and well-proportioned edifice. He objects to any 
building which, being a portion of a larger whole, will force 
the city to proceed with the full plan. 

If, however, the City Council is prepared to grant the 
further sum of $600,000, which will be needed to build 
according to the Trustees’ plans, it is certainly probable that 
the Trustees will be able to come to a unanimous decision 
upon all the details of the expenditure. 

Undoubtedly some money would be realized by the sale of 
the present library building and land, but at least one-half 
of the sum would be needed to build another circulating- 
library in that vicinity, to take the place of the present 
Lower Hall Library, which is by far the largest branch in 
our system.

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REPORT OF THE EXAMINING COMMITTEE. 


The committee were first called together for organization 
late in October. 

Two members of the committee have, fortunately for the 
rest, served before; but the new members have not had time 
to become familiar with the Library, and they feel much as 
the passengers on an ocean steamship might do, if they were 
called upon to report upon the engine on the second day out. 
They have indeed seen the great and complicated machine 
working with wonderful smoothness and apparent efficiency ; 
but of its details they are ignorant, and they cannot venture 
to do much more than to praise it in general terms. 

It is with diffidence that they offer the following sugges- 
tions : — 

first. That the city government should make a more 
liberal appropriation for the Library. The committee are 
satisfied that $150,000 a year is little enough if the Library 
is to be managed in the best and most satisfactory way. 

Second. ‘The second depends upon the first, for without 
more money it is not to be expected that the Trustees can 
adopt it. It is that there should be an official stationed in 
Bates Hall to receive the public as they come in — inquire 
into their wants, and advise them how to gratify them — to 
do, in short, for the public at the Library what the “ floor- 
walker” does for the public at large shops. 

Third. That legislation should at once be asked for to 
enable the Trustees to sell, or at their discretion to give 
away, unnecessary duplicates ; these are now being piled up 
in the storage rooms of the building very much as silver 
dollars are in the vaults of the treasury at Washington. 
They are even harder to get rid of, for there is absolutely 
no power residing in any one to dispose of them, unless they 
are so far worn out that they can be sold for waste paper. 
And this, too, when they would be so acceptable to many 
poor communities, to whom they might be sold at a moder- 
ate price, if not absolutely given away. 

Fourth. That the “Art Room,” so called, should be re- 
served for the exclusive use of women after 4 o’clock P.M. 

Fifth. 'The committee desire here to repeat the sugges- 
tion made in the admirable report of the last Examining 
Committee that a permanent fund of, at least, $100,000 
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should be in some way secured, the income of which should 
be exclusively devoted in perpetuity to the Bates Hall Cata- 
logue.

: Sixth. That the books of reference in Bates Hall, the 
Reading Room, and the Branches should be removed from 
the lower shelves, where they are not readily accessible, and 
put upon shelves as far as possible upon a level with the eye, 
and that lists of such books should be made and conspicu- 
ously posted. 

The sub-committee on the branches presented, by their 
chairman, Mr. Winthrop, the following

The sub-committee to which was assigned the duty of 
visiting the ten branch libraries has been agreeably impressed 
by their convenient arrangement, neatness, and good order, 
by the intelligence of the persons in charge, and by the 
appropriate selection of books. 

With a single exception, the city has provided ample 
accommodations for these branches, the ventilation of which 
is generally more satisfactory than that of the main Library, 
and the artificial heat less oppressive. On the other hand, 
the gas-light is not all that could be desired, and there would 
be a manifest advantage in lowering such gas-jets as are 
immediately over the tables for readers. It is, moreover, to 
be regretted that a suitable room cannot be procured for the 
South-End Branch, now situated in a basement which cannot 
fail to be damp, and which is liable to be overcrowded. If 
this branch is to continue where it is, some appliance should 
be adopted for checking the direct current of air from the 
windows when it is necessary to leave them open. 

The committee is of opinion that the efficiency of the 
annual examination would be promoted by introducing more 
method into its initial steps, and by allowing more time for 
the preparation of reports. The following suggestions are 
respectfully offered : — 

1. That within one week of the appointment of an exam- 
ining committee, the librarian shall cause to be sent to each 
member thereof a copy of the report for the preceding year, 
together with a notification of the latest date at which a new 
report can be presented. 

2. That within one week of the assignment of the sub- 
committees, the librarian shall cause to be sent to each 
member of the Examining Committee a list of the sub-com-

mittees, together with a notification of the latest date at which 
the chairman of a sub-committee can present his or her 
report. 

3. That, after the organization of the Examining Commit- 
tee and its sub-committees, a period of at least six months 
shall be allowed to elapse before any report shall be required 
of them, in order to enable the members of the various com- 
mittees to make as exhaustive an examination of the Library 
and its branches as may be consistent with their other 


engagements.

The sub-committee on Administration, Finance and Cata- 
logue, by their chairman, Mr. Eaton, presented the following 


REPORT. 


The sub-committee appointed by the Examining Commit- 
tee of the Boston Library, on the departments of Adminis- 
tration, Finance and Catalogue, report as follows : — 

They find the Library in good order, the rooms kept in a 
neat and orderly condition, and the delivery of books prompt, 
and satisfactory to the public so far as they are able to judge. 
They would call attention to the Lower Hall, where both the 
reading-room and the delivery-room require and should 
have better light. The use of the incandescent light would 
be a great benefit by giving a more steady light and by pre- 
venting foul air which comes from the gas. If the incan- 
descent light cannot be had it would be a great improve- 
‘ment, particularly in the delivery-room, if the walls and ceiling 
could be painted white, instead of the present dull gray color 
which absorbs the light, and if the gas-lights could be placed 
over the desks instead of between them, and some small gas- 
burners with shades and reflectors over the bulletin-boards 
where the new books are posted. 

It is suggested by the attendants that it would be a con- 
venience to women who call for books, if there were two 
‘more settees in the delivery-room, as women often have 
‘to stand some time while waiting for a book. 

An examination of the account books shows a very accu- 
rate and careful attention to the charging of the Library 
books to the different funds, and that a clear statement of 
the different funds and their income can be produced at any 
time when called for. 
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The committee appreciate that the work of the cataloguer 
in a library like that of Bates Hall is full of perplexing 
duties that require trained and patient skill, and a thorough 
acquaintance with the Library itself; not deep learning, but 
a many-sided capacity for all learning, and a thorough famil- 
jarity with sources of ready information. No great library 
is more fortunate in its cataloguers than ours. 

But a corps whose time is entirely occupied in the work 
of this department are open to the danger of seeing only 
their own view of the catalogue, and not that of the reading 
public; it is conceivable that a catalogue may be beautifully 
consistent and extremely simple from the cataloguer’s stand- 
point, and yet be full of snares for the unskilled reader. 
It would be very desirable for some cataloguer to make a 
study of the troubles of intelligent people who use the cata- 
logue and to suggest means for obviating them. Such a 
question must be studied on both sides, and the task is not 
for the Examining Committee, unless some member should be 
found to devote many days of hard work to learning the art 
of the cataloguer before he should apply himself to the 
special study of this question; but if once undertaken, the 
fruits of the investigation would be for the benefit of all 
libraries. 

A good catalogue for a large library is sure to be expen- 
sive, and it is a valuable principle, established in the expe- 
rience of this Library, that a very prolific source of expense 
is misguided economy. Makeshifts must always be finally 
discarded, and the process of their undoing calls for more 
skill and industry and patience and valuable time — all to be 
paid for with money —than a satisfactory catalogue to start 
with. The Trustees are to be congratulated that they can 
devote money saved from the bindery to the hiring of com- 
petent help for the revision of the catalogue now in progress. 

The effort made to ascertain the full name of some authors is 
frequently objected to as useless expense; but the cheapest 
way to prevent the purchase of duplicates is the complete 
identification of books by the catalogue, and the complete 
identification of books requires that of authors. Names likely 
to be repeated must be carefully given in full; sometimes a 
name is not enough; there are, for instance, two of the name 
John Lloyd! represented in our Library, both English clergy- 
men ; their date or place of residence must distinguish them. 
It is submitted that the trouble taken to place the responsi- 
bility for mistakes in cataloguing is wasted, for incompe- 
tence would be otherwise detected, and it is not a question

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of inflicting logical penalties, but of securing a perfect cata- 
logue as soon as possible. And further, that minute index- 
ing should be postponed till all the pamphlets have been 
catalogued.

Mr. Evans, who was appointed a sub-committee on the 
Bowditch Library, presented the following 


REPORT. 


It is to be regretted that students in any advanced subject 
who come tothe Library duly accredited cannot be admitted 
to the shelves. The privilege of rummaging among books 
is one that any student can appreciate, especially in a sub- 
ject where the title-page can tell so little of the character of 
the book, as in mathematics. The Harvard Library issues 
cards admitting their holders to the shelves, and it is even 
possible that in the future Bates Hall can extend to students 
a similar favor. When that time does come it will be a 
matter of concern that no systematic arrangement of the 
volumes in the Bowditch collection has been attempted ; and, 
of course, the longer a rearrangement is postponed in a 
growing library, the more difficult and expensive a rearrange- 
ment becomes. It is true that in this Library there can be 
no certainty of finding among the officers a mathematician 
competent to direct an arrangement of the shelves by sub- 
jects, and the occasional advice gratuitously given by outside 
scholars cannot be relied upon for locating accessions from 
day to day. But a strictly chronological arrangement can 
certainly be followed, and it would be of advantage, for in 
almost no other subject does the future depend upon the past 
so absolutely as in mathematics; its very materials are the 
fruit of its own existence, and a large part of its activity is 
occupied in finding for its methods and results an interpreta- 
tion among the realities that furnished its starting-points and 
original subject-matter. 

There is a card-catalogue of the Bowditch Library, excellent 
when one considers the difficulties under which it was made, 
but certainly needing revision. If it were possible, it would 
be extremely desirable to catalogue extended articles and 
contributions at first hand in mathematical periodicals as if 
they were separate volumes. It is admitted that this is 
rather a special privilege to ask for mathematical books ; but 
many, or rather most, of the works of great modern mathe- 
maticians appear only in periodicals, because the expensive 


« 
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printing and small sales make the aid of an established 
foundation like that of the great journals very acceptable. 
But we may claim for this class of books special privileges 
ou more general grounds; for the nature of mathematical 
progress, as indicated above, and the essential order of suc- 
cession which that nature imposes on the achievements of 
mathematicians, make of peculiar importance exact biblio- 
graphical knowledge and easy and complete access to 
contemporary literature. Booth’s pair of volumes “On some 
new geometrical methods,” are a striking illustration of the 
danger of reduplication which in this science attends imperfect 
knowledge of books.’ 

One of the most important uses of large special collections 
is that for occasional consultation by those who have access 
to other tolerably complete libraries. For this purpose some 
one line or description of books should be especially sought, 
so that in that feature, at least, one would feel reasonably 
certain of finding here complete sets. A collection of publi- 
cations from Geran universities, including the inaugural 
dissertations of students receiving the doctorate, and the 
programs of professors entering upon the duties of their 
chairs, would be in every way desirable. Comparatively 
inexpensive, these pamphlets are full of the freshest infor- 
mation about the course of modern mathematics, and in the 
case of the programs at least are often invaluable as original 
editions of classical memoirs. Such is Klein’s “ Vergleich- 
ende Betrachtungen tiber neuere geometrische Forschungen,” 
published in 1872 and mapping out the lines of mathematics 
in Germany at the present day.

The sub-committee on the Lower Hall presented no formal 
report; but their chairman, Colonel Stone, stated that, in the 
opinion of the committee, that part of the Library seems to 
be managed with very great appreciation of the wants of the 
constituency, and with constant and patient attention to every 
demand made upon it. There is, of course, the old, and, 
unfortunately, true story to tell of lack of room and proper 
facility for carrying on its work; but so far as possible, with 
the limited space and means at command, its work is well 
done, and, generally, that it would be difficult to improve

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upon what is now being done, and what is proposed, in con- 
nection with the Library. Every one of the officials seems 
to be actuated by the proper spirit and to labor for the gen- 
eral good. 

All the foregoing reports of sub-committees were unani- 
mously adopted, and the committee present them as part of 
their report. 

Mr. Evans, for the sub-committee on the relations between 
the Public Schools and the Public Library, presented a 
report which the committee have not had time to consider 
sufficiently to enable them to pass upon it. It seems tothem 
an interesting and suggestive document, and they annex it 
that it may be printed as an appendix to their report.

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APPENDIX TO THE REPORT OF THE EXAMIN- 
ING COMMITTEE. 


REPORT OF THE SUB-COMMITTEE ON THE RELATIONS BE— 
TWEEN THE PusLic LIBRARY AND THE PUBLIC SCHOOLS. 


It is not to be questioned that a library can help schools 
by lending them books; but it will be disputed whether the 
school committee or the library should furnish these books. 
The school committee seems to us the less desirable, for the 
following reasons: If they furnished the books, they would 
be selected and distributed impartially, that is, without de- 
pending solely on the teacher’s preference ; and the teacher’s 
intimate knowledge of the needs of his pupils and of his own 
aptitude makes his preference of great account; the books, 
especially foreign books, will probably not be bought so 
cheaply ; a change in the books or in the method of furnish- 
ing them cannot be brought about without great delay ; sec- 
tarian objections and others of less account will often arise, 
which would not have to be met in the purchase of books by 
a library, nor in their occasional use by a teacher; books 
cannot be disposed of to good advantage when the demand 
for them falls off; and the supply for these reasons would 
not depend entirely on the demand, as it should, but enthusi- 
astic teachers would be hindered and repressed by an iron- 
clad uniformity, while slow and indifferent teachers would be 
pushed into a perfunctory discharge of duties that more than 
anything else demand eager interest and thorough-going 
scholarship. 

There are three kinds of loans that may be made by libra- 
ries for helping schools: loans of large numbers of duplicates 
for simultaneous use not long continued enough to make 
their purchase necessary ; loans of reasonably small sets of 
books for reference’use in a class-room while the class is oc- 
cupied with the subject of the books; and loans of assorted 
books in sets, to be left in the custody of the teacher to be 
loaned to the pupils at her discretion, either as collateral 
reading or for the purpose of interesting them in a good class 
of books. 

A well-known experiment witha loan of the first kind was 
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made in 1879 in the Wells Grammar School, in Boston, and 
was described by Judge Chamberlain in his report for 1880. 
The matter was abandoned by the Library, and the school 
committee now furnishes the school sets of books for continu- 
ing the work begun as described. There are two kinds of 
sets: one kind, called supplementary reading, serves more 
efficiently the same purpose as_ the old-fashioned reading 
books ; the other is called circulating supplementary reading, 
and passes from class to class and from school to school, 
while the teachers comply with the requirements of their po- 
sition by having the books read aloud in the class as an exer- 
cise in reading, and making occasional comments on allusions, 
etc. Sometimes, if not always, the teachers refuse to allow 
the pupils to take the books home. In one case the refusal 
was based on the ground that the pupils’ homes were such 
that proper care of the books was not to be expected. In 
the minds of very many of the most intelligent teachers there 
is an utter misconception of the method and purpose of Mr. 
Metcalt’s experiment, and any course which familiarizes the 
teachers with a totally wrong use of valuable material is 
more than worthless, it is harmful; because when the right 
use Is suggested, it will seem to these practical teachers a 
useless refinement, a purposeless innovation. 

In regard to the second kind of loans, it is frequently 
quoted as part of the history of the Library, that teachers 
were once upon a time allowed special-privilege cards, which 
permitted them three or four books at a time and extended 
the time of use to about a month. Such a grant would be 
of the greatest service to teachers of history and literature in 
the high schools, especially if accompanied with the privilege 
of renewal. But the statistics are said to show that the 
greater part of these cards were used for light reading, and 
not for their proper and only justifiable purpose. The fact 
is not to be denied; but one must regret that the recall of 
this privilege was the only way of checking its abuse; and 
that there was not some way by which it could be brought 
before the eyes of teachers such as Boston is not ashamed of. 
Certainly this disastrous experiment was made many years 
ago, and we may have better teachers now; and when even 
one sincere teacher asks for it, he should have it, if it does 
not threaten the Library’s interests. An arrangement could 
readily be made that the school authorities, say the supervis- 
ors, should receive and transmit the application for this 
privilege, and should be notified of its withdrawal because of 
abuse. Such a precaution would frighten idlers away with- 
out deterring those who would be useful to their pupils. 

The third kind of loan merely makes the school a branch 
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delivery station, and the teacher a custodian, who is per- 
sonally responsible for the books in her care. This kind of 
loan has not, to the knowledge of the committee, been made 
in this city ; but in another city the librarian has deposited 
in each of five grammar schools a set of books to the value 
of three hundred dollars. Two purposes for such a course 
seem justifiable to us: either to furnish collateral reading in 
connection with school work, or to serve as healthy literary 
food for appetites destined otherwise to be depraved. It 
was discovered that a teacher in one of our grammar schools 
was buying books out of her own salary to supply this latter 
need, and lending them to pupils whose only reading out of 
school was of the most debasing kind. It is worthy of no- 
tice that though nearly all these pupils were from one of the 
poorest and lowest neighborhoods of Boston, the books were 
very well taken care of and the teacher’s generosity thor- 
oughly appreciated. 

The system of pupil-cards now in use in the Lower Hall 
is a step in the right direction, and its effect admirable in 
every way. ‘The benefits secured by them might be ex- 
tended to lower classes by the last kind of loans described 
above. It might be supposed that in higher classes the place 
of these cards is filled by the ordinary curds in the hands of 
high-school pupils ; but it was recently decided by the libra- 
rian of one of the branches that for a teacher to fill out the 
application-slips of her pupils with shelf-numbers of books, 
to be read in connection with their class-work in history, 
is a violation of the text-book rule. The prevention of 
mistakes like this, assuming it to be a mistake, lies in a clear 
statement of the justifiable part of the rule; and it is the 
committee’s opinion that the Library should refuse to furnish 
only school text-books published as such and required for 
daily use. It is submitted that if a pupil calls daily for a 
standard work, say of history, and monopolizes its use to 
that extent, such a case is in no wise different from the use 
of standard treatises by other special students; and that the 
privileges granted to these in this regard should not be re- 
fused to school children of high-school grades. 

The policy of the Trustees is, unfortunately, declared in 
opposition to the first kind of loan described in this report ; 
and it is expected that the other recommendations will meet 
with opposition. This report is not, however, intended to 
present plans which the Trustees should formally accept, 
publish, and bind themselves to follow; but only to indicate 
as plainly as possible the directions in which the Library 
may be of further help. All details of work should be left 
open to their discretion, as now; but it should be an assured 
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principle, embodied, if possible, in the organization of your 
Board, that that discretion is to secure liberal and cordial 
relations between the Library and the public schools, as 
coordinate departments of the educational system of our city. 

Your committee feel that popular interest in the Library 
has recently lessened, and that, in the reaction which will 
probably follow the expense of the new building, it will con- 
tinue to lessen; and any justifiable device which may serve 
to maintain or revive that interest should be carefully 
weighed before final rejection. The Library cannot afford to 
alienate any considerable portion of its constituency. The 
scholarly Bates Hall can live only as consort to the popular 
Lower Hall. It is therefore noted as an element of danger, 
that a plan has recently been proposed and favorably discussed 
among the school-teachers of Boston, for founding and main- 
taining, partly at public expense and partly by private gifts, 
a library for the exclusive use of schools and school-teachers, 
which should furnish all the privileges asked for here, with 
others; and it is respectfully submitted that the successful 
establishment of such a library would weaken the hold of the 
Public Library upon the rising generation, and possibly lead 
to disaster in the future.

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LIBRARIAN’S REPORT. 


To.the Trustees ; — 


Herewith I submit my report for the Library year ending 
December 31, 1887, and respectfully refer to the appended 
tables for statistics in detail. 


INCREASE OF THE LIBRARY. 


For the purchase of books and periodicals the Library had 
at its disposal, from all sources, during the year, $28,945.29, 
of which $9,383.42 was expended for popular reading, 
$4,252.55 for periodicals, and $15,309.32 for works of per- 
manent value. ‘This last sum, inadequate for the purchase of 
the first-class works published during the year, was necessa- 
rily applied, in part, to secure those previously published, 
equally important, and growing scarce under the competition 
of numerous libraries. The character of the growth of the 
Library, therefore, apart from gifts, was determined by the 
judgment of the Trustees as to the relative importance of 
literature, new and old. 

Statistics of the number of books in the English tongue 
published in 1887 show that 4,487 were American, and 
5,680 British. Of the former, original and reprints, about 
one-fourth were fiction, one-eighth juvenile books, and about 
the same number legal; education and language, 283; 
literary history and miscellany, 253 ; poetry and drama, 225 ; 
biography and memoirs, 201; travel and descriptive works, 
187; fine arts and books depending largely on illustrations 
for sale, 173; medical science, 171; history, 150; sports and 
amusements, 48; humor and satire, 26, and philosophy, 21. 

Of the literature published in America, few if any works 
of value have been overlooked, and the accessions to the Li- 
brary include many privately printed books not for sale in open 
market, and only to be secured by personal application to 
their respective authors. In law, excepting public and con- 
stitutional, few books have been purchased, and the same is 
true of medicine, the Trustees not deeming it wise to du- 
plicate the collection of the Social Law Library, nor that 
of the Medical Library in Boylston place. 

Through the discretion confided in the London agents of 
the Library, together with the orders sent forward to them, 
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the Trustees have secured the most desirable publications of 
the British press, except when the price was beyond the funds 
at their command. Of accessions in French, German, and 
Italian literature I must speak with less confidence. The de- 
mand for such books is, of course, less active than for those in 
the vernacular, but the Library still has the valuable and gra- 
tuitous services of Prof. Thomas Sergeant Perry in bringing 
to the attention of the Trustees such works in French and 
German as come within the range of his wide and varied 
reading. Russian literature, except in translations, is in little 


demand, though there are a few who read it in the original ; 


a larger number of Norwegians, Danes, and Swedes find 
something to their purpose on our shelves. Mr. Griffin, 
the Custodian of the Shelves, under whose scrutiny all ac- 
cessions to the Library pass, has, at my request, given the 
results of his observations, as follows : — 


In the department of American history and literature, which, from its 
immediate interest, receives the greatest attention in the buying of 
books, the most numerous accessions have been in Genealogies and 
Local Histories. A second edition of Durrie’s Index of Genealogies, 
and the American Local History Index, in course of publication in the 
Bulletin of the Library, enhance the usefulness of the large collection of 
works of this class now in the Library. The new publications relating 
to Colonial history are promptly procured, and tracts published in the last 
century are added in good proportion, among which several volumes of 
tracts which belonged to ‘Thomas Prince have been secured by purchase. 
The relations between the United States and France, and the steps which 
led up to the French alliance, have been made the subject of research, 
under the auspices of the French government, by Henri Doniol, and two 
quarto volumes, comprising the documents found in the French archives, 
covering the years 1774 to 1778, with the , title ‘‘ Histoire de la participa-+ 
tion de la France a Pétablissement des Etats-Unis d@Amérique,” have 
been added to the Library. The historical societies throughout the 
country have never been more active in the development of the history 
of their respective localities, and the Library is thought to have procured 
everything published by them. Many of the States have issued volumes 
of documents from their archives, and the aim has been to obtain them 
all. The failure to secure the four volumes of colonial records of North 
Carolina, published by the State, is regrettable, and it is to be hoped 
that later on some way will be found on the part of the State authorities 
to place a copy here. In the English department, outside of general 
literature, the chief additions have been in the line of county histories. 
The publications of the societies of the following counties are among the 
more important received during the year: Chester, Cumberland, West- 
moreland, Somerset, Sussex, and Yorkshire. A set of the periodical 
*« Anglia,” devoted to early English, has reinforeed this department. In 
the French collection, there are to be noted the publications of the Insti- 
tut de France, entitled ‘‘ Recueil des historiens des Croisades,” five folio 
volumes, and the set of ‘‘Ordonnances des rois de France,” in 22 folio 
volumes. A series of histories of French regiments, and the ‘‘ Diction- 
naire topographique de la France,” may also be mentioned. In other 
sections of the Library the noteworthy additions include the ‘‘Annales du 
Musée Guimet” (10 v.), devoted to the investigation of the history of 
Oriental religions ; 30 volumes of the reports of the Pennsylvania Geologi- 
cal survey ; the ‘‘ Journal de Micrographie” (10 vols.) ; in the literature 
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of the East, Naville’s edition of ‘‘ The Book of the dead” (the Egyptian 
funeral ritual), and the ‘‘ Corpus inscriptionum Semiticarum.” In 
Fine Arts, ‘‘ Dieulafoy. L’art antique de la Perse” (4 v., folio) ; ‘*‘ Recueil 
d’estampes d’aprés les tableaux de laGalerie de Dresde,” three imperial 
folio volumes; a collection of engravings of paintings in the Munich 
gallery, and a sumptuous work on ‘‘ La Basilica di San Marco,” are most 
important. The Library receives very little in Scandinavian history and 
literature, and Italian works are not promptly received. There is no 
provision for the procurement of works published in what may be called 
Spanish-America. In Mexico many historical works are published 
which do not find their way into the Library. 


The selection for the Library from the mass of current 
publications is becoming more onerous with their increasing 
number, even with the assistance of students in various de- 
partments of investigation, and, with all the care taken in 
this regard, oversights have doubtless happened. It would 
be well if some plan of systematic examination of newly 
published books by experts in every department of litera- 
ture could be adopted. Some of the Library assistants ex- 
amine, as far as possible, the bibliographical periodicals 
for this purpose, with good results. 

The increase of the Library by gift has been 3,285 vol- 
umes, among the more important of which are thirty-three 
volumes from Mrs. R. Anne Nichols and fifty-eight from Miss 
Caroline Coddington Thayer, supplementing their former 
benefactions. The annual gift of $500 by J. Ingersoll Bow- 
ditch, Esq., has been expended in the purchase of books in 
pure or applied mathematics for the Bowditch Library. 
From Prof. Paul Haupt, of Johns Hopkins University, has 
been received a copy of a valuable work, not in commerce, 
consisting of contributions from Egyptologists, dedicated to 
Dr. Leemanns, the eminent archeologist. 


Lack oF Room FoR BOOKS AND FOR STUDENTS. 


This is becoming serious in Bates Hall and in several 
of the Branches. ‘The Custodian of the Shelves is embar- 
rassed in locating new acquisitions with due regard to classi- 
fication, and the Library is not unlikely to fall into some 
confusion in this respect before finding more ample quarters 
in the Back Bay. Readers and students, the number of 
whom is rapidly increasing, would have a right to complain 
of the scant accommodations afforded them were it not obvi- 
ous that the Trustees have exhausted the resources of the 
present edifice. 


| THE CaTALOGUE DEPARTMENT. 

Mr. Whitney, the Chief of the Catalogue Department, has 
made the following report in regard to the Catalogues of 
the Library :— 
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During the past year there have been catalogued for the Central 
Library 21,540 volumes and 8,284 pamphlets, and for the Branch 
Libraries 8,705 volumes, making a total of 38,529 volumes and pamph- 
lets, a larger number than during any previous year. In the enumera- 
tion for the Central Library the books recatalogued in the work of the 
Revision of the card catalogue are included. 

In the enumeration for the Branch Libraries are included 4,559 vol- 
umes, purchased by the Fellowes Atheneum of the Roxbury Athe- 
nzeum, work on which is not yet fully completed. 90,441 cards have been 
added to the various card catalogues, besides about 10,000 cards for the 
Roxbury Athenzeum books above mentioned. New catalogues have been 
printed in book form for the Jamaica Plain and West Roxbury branch 
libraries. 

Of the Catalogue of the miscellaneous portion of the Barton collection 
488 pages have been printed, ending with the title Rochechuart. It is in 
page form as far as page 509, and in type to the title Sertorius. There is 
every prospect now that it will be finished during the coming year. 
The Bulletins of new books have been printed as usual, and the Index of 
United States Congressional documents has been continued. An Index 
has been prepared to the Bates Hall card catalogue. At the Branch 
Libraries measures have been taken to give readers better access to the 
card catalogues; either the entire collection of cards is placed before 
the public, or the titles are copied back to the printed catalogues. 
More has been accomplished than heretofore in the Revision of the card 
catalogue of the Central Library. This revision consists in bringing 
every title up to a uniform standard. Books requiring such treatment are 
in process of recataloguing and their titles are printed in plain type. ‘The 
recatalogued work embraces: 1. Titles found in the printed volumes 
of catalogues. ‘These are in small print, and in a form too con- 
densed for the present needs of the Library. 2. The titles of books 
added to the Library between 1866 and 1872. As it was expected that 
another catalogue would be issued in a printed volume, these manu- 
script titles were not written in a form intended for preservation, but 
only for use as printer’s copy or for other temporary purposes. 3. 
When there are several editions of a book, these, if not too numerous, 
are printed on the same card. 4. Duplicates of pamphlets in their vavri- 
ous editions are united. ‘There are many thousands of these, and it is: 
very slow and laborious work to bring them together. A volume con- 
taining fifteen pamphlets will often require the time needed to catalogue 
fifty new books. 5. Often periodicals and volumes of the transactions 
ot learned societies need to be recatalogued owing toa change of title, or 
because the cards are soiled by erasures or crowded by entries for new 
volumes. 6. Many volumes in sets are analyzed for the purpose of 
bringing to notice their component papers and articles, as, for example, 
the publications of the various departments of the United States govern- 
ment, the Smithsonian Institution, the Geological surveys, the Colonial 
documents of the State of New York, the Pennsylvania Geological sur- 
vey, as also such composite works as ‘* Le tour du monde,” Petermann’s 
‘** Mittheilungen,” Winsov’s ‘‘ Narrative and Critical History of America,” 
etc. Several monumental works have recently been analyzed, wholly or 
in part, and their thousands of articles treated as independent works. 
Such are Migne’s ‘‘ Patrologia,” the ‘*‘ Monumenta Germaniae historica,” 
Muratori’s ‘* Rerum [talicarum scriptores,” and the ‘* Recueil des histo- 
riens des croisades.” These have greatly enriched the catalogue. In 
cataloguing new books discoveries are made in regard to their author- 
ship or other matters which render it necessary to recatalogue the works 
of a particular author already in the Library. 7. Many pamphlets are 
excerpts from the transactions of learned societies, scientific reviews, 
etc. In such eases not only the pamphlet, but the original article,is 
catalogued. Most of the above-mentioned work, as being upon volumes 
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already in the library, appears in the statistics of the Catalogue Depart- 
ment, found in the Librarian’s Quarterly report, as Volumes and pam- 
phlets recatalogued. These greatly exceed the new books in number. 

This department has recently lost its oldest member in point of 
service, Mrs. Roxanna M. Eastman, who died November 11, 1887. 
While many of the catalogues owe much of their usefulness to her 
labors, the Library is especially indebted to her for its Index of United 
States Congressional documents, to which most of her time was devoted 
for several years. 


New REGISTRATION. 


When it appeared that the list of those entitled to books for 
home use was incumbered with the names of persons deceased, 
or of those removed from the city, but still using their cards, 
it was decided to call in all cards and open a new registra- 
tion. This was entered upon May 1, 1886, and the result 
will be given. Since the establishment of the Library there 
have been four registrations, and their history, as gathered 
by the registrar, Mr. Rice, is as follows : — 


The Public Library was opened May 2, 1854, in the Adams School- 
house, Mason street. Applicants for Library cards were required to be 
permanent residents of Boston, sixteen years of age or over, and were 
obliged to sign, in a ledger, a promise to obey the rules and regulations. 
In four years’ time 17,066 persons applied for cards. ‘This cunstituted 
the first registration. 

The Mason-street rooms were closed June 30, 1858, and on September 
17, 1858, the Library was opened in the new building on Boylston street. 
A new registration was begun, and during the first year 10,154 persons 
entered their names for cards. The second‘ registration numbered 
52,829 names at its close. 

In 1867 the third registration was begun. Cardholders were not re- 
quired to sign; but as fast as the cards came to the desk, new ones 
were given in exchange, and the name of the holder was transferred 
from the registration ledger to a printed form such as is now in use. 
The form of the card was also changed, one card being used in both 
Halls instead of a card in each Hall. Finally the use of the registra- 
tion ledger was discontinued. It cannot be claimed that this system of 
re-registration resulted in clearing up all discrepancies, or righting all 
abuses, or preventing cards from use by people not entitled to them. 
About the year 1875 the age of applicants for cards was reduced from 
sixteen years to fourteen. ‘The third registration closed April 30, 1886, 
and embraced 227,581 names. 

Between the years 1867 and 1886 the Branch Libraries and Delivery 
Stations were established. Each Branch had its own registration. ‘The 
Delivery Stations derived their registration from the Branches to which 
they belonged. Two forms were ‘signed, — one for the Branch record 
and one for the Central Department, to be filed with the consolidated 
registration. 

7 person reporting the loss of a card was required to wait fifteen 
days before it could be replaced. Application for renewal could be 
made at the Central Department, a Branch Library, or at a Delivery Sta- 
tion. The number of cards thus reported increased so rapidly, and card- 
holders evidently became so careless with their cards, that a system of 
dating was begun in 1883. When a card was replaced it received a new 
date. In this way any fraudulent use of a reported lost card after a 
new one had been issued, was at once detected and the card detained. 
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Various educational institutions in Boston, including the Harvard 
Medical School, New England Conservatory of Music, the Massachu- 
setts Institute of Technology, and a number of others, in the early part 
of the third registration, arranged with the Trustees for the use of the 
Library by non-resident students. Limited cards were granted to such 
applicants, and were signed by the deans or treasurers of the institu- 
tion to which the applicant belonged. Many students availed them- 
selves of this privilege. 

The fourth registration was begun May 1, 1886, and is now in prog- 
ress. Owners of cards are required to sign a new application, to furnish 
a proper reference, to give correct address, and occupation, if any. 
The re-registration is a positive benefit to the Library. Errors of long 
standing have been rectified, cards in wrong hands have been held, 
non-residents using the Library for years have been compelled to sur- 
render their cards, cards once belonging to deceased people have been 
detained, and many abuses and irregularities have been corrected. 

It was deemed best that lost cards should be replaced from the 
Central Department only. By that method some infringements of the 
fifteen days’ rule have been effectually stopped. The registration at 
each Branch is now a part of the whole, not separate, as formerly. 

It appears to the clerk that the re-registration is practically over. 
The new applications now outnumber the re-registrations. It will, how- 
ever, be some time before the re-registrations entirely cease. 

There have been anumber of cases where, rather than re-register, card- 
holders have chosen to surrender their cards. Many persons have re- 
registered under protest. A number of new applicants, when a ref- 
erence is asked for, decline to give one, and go away without 
completing the registration. 

Many lost cards have been replaced. It is safe to say that 
two-thirds of the cards reported lost will be, or have been, found and 
used. The clerk always detains a card when its date does not cor- 
respond with the last recorded date on the holder’s record. In this 
way many people have been prevented from using two cards. 

The following is the total registration from May 1, 1886, to December 
31, 1887: —

CIRCULATION AND USE oF Books. 


When the Trustees, some years since, decided to purchase 
less of fiction, even that of an unobjectionable character, and 
to remove from circulation the books of some authors whose 
works, in large numbers, had served to swell it, they doubt- 
less were aware that the falling off in circulation would at- 
tract attention, and possibly give rise to an opinion, in some 
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quarters, that the public were losing interest in the Library ; 

and the statistics, unexplained, would give color to such an 

opinion. 

_ The largest circulation ever attained was 1,183,991, in 
1877, and for the year 1887 it was 934,593 volumes, or a de- 

crease in ten years of 249,398. 

It would be a mistake to attribute this lessened circulation 
entirely to the diminution of popular literature in the Library, 
unless it should appear that a similar policy has been adopted, 
and with like results, pretty generally throughout the country, 
for a decline of circulation generally is noticeable. Nor, on 
the other hand, would it be safe to conclude that boys and girls 
are reading altogether better books, and, therefore, fewer than 
formerly. Without doubt the causes are many. ‘There are 
times when the passion for literature, like that for roller- 
skating or tobogganing, rages; and there are times when it 
grows cold. 

This is a subject of earnest discussion at the monthly meet- 
ings of the Lower Hall and Branch librarians, which, I am 
happy to say, continue with unabated interest ; and various 
plans are suggested for promoting easy access to their several 
collections, and for awakening a desire for good literature. 

From the Appendix X it appears that, with the exception 
of the Lower Hall, the South End branch, and the North End 
Reading-room, the circulation in all departments of the Library 
for 1887 was less than the previous year; and yet the indica- 
tions for the coming year, as gathered from the home use of 
books, between Jan. 1, 1888, and the writing of this report, 
are most favorable, — the circulation of Bates Hall exceeding 
that of January and February in any year since it was opened. 


Lower HALL AND BRANCHES. 


At the close of the year the Librarians of the Lower Hall 
and Branch Libraries made detailed reports of the condition 
of the libraries under their charge, brief extracts of which 
are as follows : — 


The circulation of the Lower Hall for 1887 was slightly in 
excess of that for 1886, and those sections of the city sup- 
plied by Branch Libraries or Delivery Stations — especially 
Roslindale and Mt. Bowdoin — have availed themselves in an 
unusual degree of the facilities of communication by express. 
The following classification shows the character of the books 
circulated from the Lower Hall and Branches, and some 


improvement from the preceding year in the character of the 
reading : —

It is noticeable that the immediate patrons of the Lower 
Hall more frequently than those of the Branches make known 
their wishes for new books by personal application instead of 
by recommendation slips. This habit is attended by one ad- 
vantage, that it brings them into personal relations with the 
Librarian, the Custodian of the card catalogue, and other at- 
tendants, by which opportunities are afforded for direction 
in reading. It is also noticeable that the pupils in the pub- 
lic schools are somewhat persistent in their demands for a 
class of literature chiefly to be found only in Bates Hall. 
These demands have been complied with in part by the Trus- 
tees, and they have also added some well-selected volumes in 
the Swedish and Norwegian literatures which seem to be ap- 
preciated by readers of those nationalities. 

The Curator of the Lower Hall card catalogue reports 
14,655 readers assisted; a consolidated bulletin, prepared 
to date and accessible to readers; a special card catalogue, 
containing an index of the twenty-six numbers of the “One 
Hundred Choice Selections,” and designed to include other 
collections ; 3,218 new cards added to the catalogue; 1,941 
cards revised and copied; 479 books recatalogued. 


SoutH Boston BRANCH. 


This Branch was closed thirty-six working days for re- 
pairs, and this, with other causes, materially diminished its 
circulation. The falling off was in the first half of the year, 
and during the second half there was a gain in circulation 
over the corresponding half of the previous year, and the use 
of the reading-room shows a gain of nearly one thousand 
readera <A list of books specially adapted for boys and 
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girls, prepared by the Librarian, is much used; but though 
the card catalogue is now made accessible to the public, the 
want of a new printed catalogue is much felt. A supple- 
mentary card catalogue of authors, now in course of prep- 
aration, will be found useful. 


East Boston BRANCH. 


The circulation at this Branch for the year is the least for any 
year since its organization ; nor is this to be entirely accounted 
for by the fact that it was closed for four working days for 
repairs of the building, nor, perhaps, by the withdrawal 
from circulation of a large number of popular books during 
the suspension of the bindery. It is doubtless true here, as 
seems to be the case throughout the country, that there are 
bad years for reading as well as good years. In this Branch, 
as in some other Branches, while there was a loss in the first 
half of the year, there was a great gain in the second half; 
and there was a noticeable increase in the use of periodicals 
and books of reference. 


RoxBury BRANCH. 


In this Branch library the use of the reading-room was 
largely increased. There has also been a greater use of 
reference-books by adults and the children of the public 
schools. Statistics of such uses are more readily gathered 
in this Branch than in any other; but as they are regarded 
as of considerable interest and importance, the Branch 
librarians, at their last monthly meeting, decided to note 
them hereafter, if found to be practicable. For almost the 
first time in the history of this Branch, books have been 
stolen from the reading-room; but of the four taken away, 
two have been recovered. What is said in regard to the 
loss and gain in the circulation at the East Boston and South 
Boston Branch Libraries is also true in respect to this Branch. 
The revision of the catalogue of the books purchased by 
the Fellowes Athenzum from the Roxbury Athenzeum has 
been continued through the year, and is now so nearly com- 
pleted that ina few months all the books will be ready for use. 
Several hundred of these volumes are now in circulation. The 
last catalogue of the Branch bears date 1876, and only a 
few dozen copies remain for sale. Early in the year the 
card catalogue, previously restricted in use to persons em- 
ployed in the Library, was opened to the public. This plan 
has been adopted in all the Branches, and, though attended 
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with some difficulties, seems to be appreciated, and a con- 
siderable number of volumes have acquired a more extended 
circulation. 


CHARLESTOWN BRANCH. 


The facts in regard to circulation and use of the Library 
and of the card catalogue at this branch are substantially the 
same as reported of the above-named four Branches. Special 
attention has been given to’the wants of school-children, and 
these efforts seem to be successful. Some additions have 
been made of books adapted to the use of that class of readers, 
but it’ is a matter for regret that the income of the Harris 
fund cannot be applied, in part, to that purpose. 


BRIGHTON BRANCH. 


The addition of a large number of popular books on Eng- 
lish and American history to this Branch has met a demand 
of the school-children, and the percentages of reading show 
a tendency toa higher grade than formerly. The location 
of this Branch is remote from the populous neighborhood of 
Allston, and the time is not far distant — perhaps has now 
come — when a Delivery Station ought to be opened at that 
point. 


DORCHESTER BRANCH. 


This Branch shows the same amount of work done as in 
former years, especially in supplying Delivery Stations, though 
there is some falling off in the demand at Neponset. The 
class of reading has always been high, and during the last 
year, though fiction held the first place, scientific works 
come next, and history third. The plan of keeping within 
the reach of the publica dozen or more of attractive books 
of travel and history has been found both practicable and 
useful in bringing into circulation many volumes which would 
not otherwise have been called for. The reading-room ac- 
commodations are limited ; nevertheless the magazines have 
been used in 15,099 instances during the year. 


SoutH Enp BrancH. 


Mrs. Grace A. De Borges, the accomplished librarian of this 
Branch, died in June, after a long illness, and was succeeded by 
her first assistant. Contrary to the general experience else- 


where, the circulation of this Branch has increased during the 
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past year, anda demand for a higher class of books than was 
formerly called foris reported. Proximity to the schools gives 
a large circulation among young people, and special care has 
been taken to interest them in good reading, and to give them 
a supply of it. A new card catalogue, supplemental to 
the printed one, has been prepared and opened to the public. 
There has been a large increase in the hall use of books and 
of periodicals. This, doubtless, would be still larger were 
there accommodations for readers. 


JAMAICA PLAIN. 


A card catalogue, in continuation of the recently published 
printed catalogue, has been made accessible to the public, 
and lists of new books have been posted on the bulletin 
board. Books classified as “Science and Professions” have 
increased in circulation by one per cent. The circulation 
has been without the loss of a single volume during the year. 


NortH Enp DELIVERY STATION. 


There has been a marked increase in the use of books in 
the reading-room, the daily average for the year being 122, 
while that of the previous year was 114; and the largest use 
for any one day was 614, against 401 for the previous year. 
This department is in a densely populated section of the city, 
and is patronized by children under fourteen years of age, 
of all nationalities, many of whom are chiefly dependent on 
official assistance for advice in the selection of their reading. 
This help is cheerfully given, and especially to the boys 
and girls who wish to read history in connection with 
their school studies. There is some dissatisfaction because 
the books belonging to the station are not allowed to circu- 
late, and this is “doubtless increased by the fact that appli- 
cations to the Central Library are so frequently unsuccessful. 


Tue BINDERY. 


Mr. Gray, the Inspector of Binding, reports as follows : — 


On August 31 the employees of the Bindery were discharged. A 
reduced force, consisting of former employees, was engaged from Sep- 
tember 1 to November 1 to finish the work awaiting completion at the 
time of this change, The services of a finisher only were required 
during the last twenty working days of this period. November 11 the 
Bindery was reopened with two men, two women, and the apprentice, 
all of whom were former employees in the Bindery. No binding was done 
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until December, the force being engaged on miscellaneous work, and in 
advancing a number of volumes through various stages of rebinding 
without finishing them. As no binding of ‘‘ Lower Hall style,” that is, 
half-sheep, without lettering or ornamentation, was taken up anew, and 
as it was decided to have Bates Hall periodicals bound at outside 
binderies, there was an accumulation at the end of the year of 810 Bates 
Hall books and 1,479 Lower Hall and branch books.

+ This amount was paid in from January 1 to June 10, when the Ordinance went into 
effect, authorizing the Trustees to retain and expend for the general purposes of the Library 
all fines and money received from sale of catalogues, waste paper, etc. Since this date 
$1,028,36, received from fines and sales of catalogues, have been so retained and expended. 
The waste paper is not sold; it is exchanged for new books, which have been received to 
the value of $196.65 during the past year from this source. 


Norse. — The expenditures for books cover the cost of those chargeable to the trust-funds 
account, as well as those charged to the annual appropriations from the city, and also include 
such as are bought with the balances with the foreign agents at the close of the previous 

ear. \ 
A Bills accruing subsequently to the middle of March (when at the last requisition of the 
year, payable April Ist, is approved) will be audited in the subsequent year’s account 
beginning nominally May Ist. In this way books added between March 15th and May Ist 
may be counted in one year, and paid for in the subsequent year. The cost of maintaining 
a branch after the first year makes part of the general items of the several appropriations. 

The money for books bought on account of the Fellowes Athenzum is spent under the 
direction of the book committee of the trustees of the Fellowes fund,

TRUSTEES FOR THIRTY-SIX YEARS. 


The Honorable Edward Everett was President of the Board 
from 1852 to 1864; the late George Ticknor in 1865; and 
William W. Greenough, Esq., from 1866 to the present time. 

The Board for 1852 was a preliminary organization ; that 
for 1853 made what is called the first annual report. It 
consisted of one alderman and one common councilman, and 
five citizens at large, till 1867, when a revised ordinance 
made it consist of one alderman, two common councilmen, 
and six citizens at large, two of whom retired, unless re- 
elected, each year, while the members from the City Council 
were elected yearly. In 1878 the organization of the Board 
was changed to include one alderman, one councilman, and 
five citizens at large,as before 1867 ; and in 1885, by the pro- 
visions of the amended city charter, the representation of the 
city government upon the Board by an alderman and a 
councilman was abolished, leaving the Board, as at present, 


consisting of five citizens at large.

SUPERINTENDENT OF LAMPS. 


Lame DEPARTMENT, Jan. 10, 1888. 
To the Honorable City Council : — 


In accordance with the provisions of Chapter 34 of the 
Revised Ordinances I have the honor to submit for your 
consideration the annual report of the Lamp Department for 
the year 1887. 

It contains a tabulated statement of the expenses of the 
department during the past municipal year; an inventory of 
the property and materials on hand January 1, 1888; a table 
showing the cost of the present number of street lamps at 
the rates now paid for gas, oil, or electrics, and also the 
expense of lighting, cleaning, and care of the same. 

A table is also presented showing the number of street 
lamps on the 15th day of December, 1887, and the increase 
or decrease in the number of lamps, whether gas, oil, or 
electrics, in the different sections of the city, during the 
past year. 

An abstract of the general work of the department is also 
given, together with such general information as may be of 
interest. 

The rapid growth and development of the suburban dis- 
tricts of the city have required that a large number of lamps 
_ should be set up in those places during the past year to 
partially satisfy the demands and requests of the residents 
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therein; and, judging from the number of petitions now 
on file in this department, and the average development 
of these districts during the past five years, it is fair to 
presume that the number of street lamps, during the present 
year, must be still further largely increased. 

The work of renewing the supplies to the gas-lamps, 
where, owing to age and ‘dec ay, they had become practically 
aseless, bas been ‘unusually expensive during the past year; 
and yet, in the older sections of the city, where the supply- 
pipes have been in use for many years, this is a work which 
must continue for some time to come. 


GAS. 


During the year 1884 contracts were made with the seven 
following-named gas-lighting companies to furnish gas for the 
public street lamps in their different localities, at the prices 


mentioned, fo. a term of three years from May 15, 1884, 
Viz. :—

CONTRACT. 


This memorandum of agreement, made this day of 
May, in the year eighteen hundred and eighty-four, by and between the 
City of Boston, party of the first part, and the 

a corporation duly established under the laws of 
the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, party of the second part; 
Wiinesseth : 

I. The party of the second part agrees to furnish all the gas required 
for lighting the public lamps, now located, or which the City may de- 
sire to locate, along the lines of the mains of said Company as now laid, 
or along the lines of any additional mains laid by said Company, during 
the term of this contract, excepting only in case of accident which might 
temporarily interfere with the supply. 

II. ‘The said party of the second part agrees to furnish said gas on 
each and every night during the term of this contract, as hereinafter 
agreed, in such manner and between such hours as the Superintendent 
of Lamps of said City shall direct, it being agreed and understood that

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the hours of burning shall not be less than thirty-eight hundred and 
twenty-eight per annum, for each lamp, and that the number of lamps 
to be lighted with said Company’s gas shall not be less, at any time 
during the term of this contract, than the number now lighted with it; 
and that all additional lamps along the line of said Company’s mains, 
ordered by said Superintendent of said City to be lighted with said Com- 
pany’s gas, during the remainder of the year eighteen hundred and 
eighty-four, shall increase the minimum number to be so lighted, during 
the remainder of the term of this contract, to the extent of the number 
so added. 

III. Said party of the second part further agrees to put down service- 
pipes for public lamps in their district where new pipes are required, 
and to keep in repair the pipes in use below ground in said district, and 
to use for such new pipes and repairs only wrought-iron pipes, not less 
than one inch in diameter, and wrought or malleable iron couplings, 
and bends or elbows; such service-pipes to have a regular fall toward 
the street mains; also to furnish automatic regulator burners for all the 
public lamps in said district, the cost of said burners to be borne equally 
by said parties; and also to furnish, without charge, such quantity of 
alcohol as may be necessary to clear the pipes from obstructions, not 
to exceed seventy gallons in any one year. 

IV. The City of Boston agrees to pay monthly to said party of the 
second part for gas furnished as aforesaid, at the rate of 
per thousand cubic feet where burners consuming four feet per hour 


are used, and at the rate of per thousand cubic feet 
where burners consuming more than four and not less than fifteen feet 
per hour are used, and at the rate of per thousand cubic 


fect where burners consuming fifteen feet per hour, or more, are used ; 
it being understood by both parties that no burners shall be used con- 
suming less than four cubic feet per hour each. 

V. Said City of Boston further agrees to take care of the said lamps 
and burners, and the portions of pipe above ground attached thereto, at 
its own expense, and light and extinguish said lamps punctually ac- 
cording to printed tables to be furuished by said Superintendent, who 
shali make written returns to said Company, on Monday of each week, 
and, on the first and fifteenth day of each month, of the number of lamps 
lighted each night, and the time of beginning to light, and beginning 
to extinguish the same, and give immediate notice to said Company of 
any obstruction below ground, and of any leakage of gas coming to his 
knowledge. 

VI. Said City of Boston also agrees to repay said party of the 
second part the actual reasonable expense incurred by said party for 
the labor and materials required for putting down service-pipes and 
keeping the pipes in use below ground in repair, and also to repay to 
said Company one-half the cost of any new regulator burners required, 
and of fitting the same; and also one-half of the actual reasonable 
expense of removing and cleaning said burners once in each year, or of 
changing the size of the burners, if such change is ordered by said 
Superintendent of Lamps, under the right hereinafter given said City. 

VIl. It is further agreed that all new burners shall be tested betore 
being used, and that either party hereto, with the consent of the other 
party, may, from time to time, at its own expense, remove and test any 
of the burners in use in the public lamps in said district, without inter- 
fering with the regular burning of said lamps, and all such tests shall 
be made in the presence of some representative of each party hereto ; 
and that all burners which vary more than one-tenth of a foot from the 
designated standard shall be replaced by said Gas-Light Company, the 
cost thereof to be bore equally by said Company and said City. 

VIII. It is expressly agreed that the slot of all lava-tipped burners 
shall be cleaned by the use of a suitable brush, and that no metallic 
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cleaner shall be used upon them, and no Jamplighter shall be permitted 
to open the regulator of any such burner for any purpose whatever. 

IX. It is further agreed that said City shall have the right to require 
said party of the second part, at any time, on reasonable notice from 
said Superintendent, to change any burner, so that it shall consume 
such number of cubic feet of gas per hour as said Superintendent may 
order. No alteration of the burners in use in the said lamps shall be 
made without the consent of both parties to this agreement, except as 
herein provided. 


X. This agreement shall take effect on the day 
of May, eighteen hundred and eighty-four, and shall continue in force 
until the day of May, eighteen hundred and eighty- 
seven.

It was confidently expected, in the early part of the year 
1887, that when the contracts with the different gas-companies 
should expire, a substantial reduction in the price of gas for 
street-lights would be made; these expectations, were, how- 
ever, far from realized. 

The contracts expired May 15, 1887, and when proposals 
for new contracts were asked for and received, it was found 
that either no reduction in the price of gas had been 
offered, or, if any, it was so slight as to be unworthy of 
consideration. 

The proposals were rejected, and the City has now no con- 
tract with any gas-lighting company for furnishing gas for 
street-lights, except the Boston Gas-Light Company, and 
that will expire April 15, 1888. 

It is fair to presume that gas can be purchased hereafter 
at a reduced price, as from present indications it would ap- 
pear that the City would soon enter upon an era of gas war- 
fare, — therefore resulting in cheap gas, —a state of affairs 
which would be of large benefit to the tax-payers of the City. 
If, however, there should not be a fair reduction in the price 
of gas during the present year, and if the gas-lighting com- 
panies cannot be induced to sell their merchandise at a rea- 
sonable figure, then it seems to me that the City should make 
provision for lighting the public street lamps with something 
other than gas. 

During the year 1883 a contract was made with the Boston 
Gas-light Company, dated April 15, 1883, for a term of five 
years, at the rate of $1.30 per thousand cubic feet, for gas 
for street lamps, in the city proper, a copy of which is ap- 
pended : — 
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CONTRACT. 


This memorandum of agreement, made this 15th day of April, in the 
year eighteen hundred and eighty-three, by and between the City of 
Boston of the one part, and the Boston Gas-Light Company, a corpora- 
tion duly established by laws of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, 
of the other part ; 

Witnesseth : 

I. The said Boston Gas-Light Company agrees to furnish all the gas 
required for lighting the public lamps within that part of the City of 
Boston now lighted by said Company on each and every night of the 
term of this contract as hereinafter agreed, in such manner and between 
such hours as the Superintendent of Lamps of said City shall direct; 
to put down service-pipes for public lamps in said district where new 
pipes are required, and to keep in repair the pipes in use in said district, 
and to use for such new pipes and repair only wrought-iron pipes not 
less than one inch in diameter, and wrought or malleable iron coup- 
lings, and bends or elbows; such service-pipes to have a regular fall 
towards the street mains. The said Gas-Light Company also agrees to 
furnish without charge such quantity of alcohol as may be necessary to 
clear the pipes from obstructions, not to exceed seventy gallons in one 
year. 

If. The said City of Boston agrees to pay to said Gas-Light Com- 
pany for gas furnished as aforesaid, at the rate of one dollar and thirty 
cents per thousand cubic feet, of actual burning, each burner con- 
suming four feet per hour, free from all taxation, and to make payment 
thereof monthly. And said City also agrees to employ and pay lighters 
to light, clean, and take care of all the public lamps in said district, 
who shall light and extinguish them punctually according to printed 
tables to be furnished by said Superintendent, shall make written returns 
to said Superintendent and said Company on Monday of each week 
of the number of lamps lighted each night, and the time of beginning 
to light and extinguish the same, and shall keep the burners and por- 
tions of the pipe above ground, within their respective routes, free from 
frost and other obstructions, and give immediate notice to said Super- 
intendent and said Company of all obstructions below ground and of 
any leakage of gas. Said Citv also agrees to repay to said Company 
the actual reasonable expense incurred by them for the labor and ma- 
terials required for putting down service-pipes and keeping the pipes in 
use in repair. 

Ill. It is expressly agreed that the slot of all lava-tipped burners 
shall be cleaned by the use of a suitable brush, and that no metallic 
cleaner shall be used upon them, and no lamplighter shall be permitted 
to open the regulator of any such burner for any purpose whatever. 

All new burners shall be tested before being used, such tests to be 
made in the presence of some representative of each party hereto, and 
all burners may, with the consent of the other party to this contract, be 
removed and tested by either party at its own expense at any time when 
it will not interfere with the regular burning of said lamps. All 
burners which vary more than one-tenth of a foot from the designated 
standard shall be replaced, or made to conform to said standard. 

IV. This agreement shall take effect on the 15th day of April cur- 
rent, and shall continue in force until the 15th day of April, eighteen 
hundred and eighty-eight, and thereafter until a new agreement shall be 
made, or either of said parties shall notify the other of its wish to ter- 
minate the same. 


A verbal agreement was made, during the year 1881, by 
which the Chelsea Gas-light Company is to furnish such 
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quantity of gas as may be needed for lighting the Chelsea 
portion of the Meridian-street bridge (3 lamps now in use), 
at the rate of $2 per thousand cubic feet, which still con- 
tinues in force. 

A comparison of prices paid for gas consumed in the pub- 
lic lamps, from 1880 to the present time, may be of interest,

A special contract was entered into with the Charlestown 
Gas Company, October 1, 1884, continuing until the expira- 
tion of their original contract, April 15, 1887, of which the 
following is a copy : — 


CONTRACT. 


This memorandum of agreement, made this first day of October in the 
year eighteen hundred and eighty-four, by and between the City of 
Boston of the one part, and the Charlestown Gas Company, a corpora- 
tion duly established by laws of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, 
of the other part; 


Witnesscth: 

I. The said Charlestown Gas Company agrees to light with gas, and 
care for the same, the large gas lanterns in City sq. (1), Thompson sq. 
(1), and Sullivan sq. (1), now lighted and cared for by the said Com- 
pany, on each and every night of the term of this contract, in such man- 
ner and between such hours as the Superintendent of Lamps of said City 
shall direct, said lamps not to consume less gas than at present, viz.: 
City sq. 100 ft. per hour, Thompson sq. 100 ft. per hour, and Sullivan 
sq. 75 it. per hour, for the sum of sixty-five cents each lamp per night. 

II. ‘The said Company agrees to furnish all gas required for lighting 
all public lamps burning (9) nine feet per hour and over, and less than 
(15) fifteen feet per hour, that are located, and may be located during 
the term of this contract, during such hours as the Superintendent of 
Lamps of said City shall direct, for the sum of one dollar and thirty 
cents per thousand cubic feet; and for all burners that are located, and 
may be located during the term of this contract, upon the foregoing con- 
ditions, burning (15) fifteen feet per hour and upwards, except those in

City sq., Thompson sq., and Sullivan sq., the rate will be one dollar per 
thousand cubic feet. 

lif. The City of Boston agrees to pay to said Gas-Light Company 
the sum of sixty-five cents per light, for each and every night said lamps 


in City sq., Thompson sq., and Sullivan sq., are burnt; and one dollar 


and thirty cents per thousand cubic feet for all barners burning (9) nine 
feet of gas per hour and over, and less than (15) fifteen feet per hour; 
and one dollar per thousand cubic feet for all burners burning (15) 
fifteen feet per hour and upwards (excepting the large lamps above 
mentioned), free from all taxation, and to make such payments monthly. 
IV. ‘This agreement shall take effect on the first day of October cur- 
rent, and shall continue in force until May fifteenth, eighteen hundred 
and eighty-seven, and thereafter until a new agreement shall be made. 


Hours oF BURNING. 


The public lamps are burned every night throughout the 
year, —a total of three thousand eight hundred and twenty- 
eight hours each. 


GAS—BURNERS. 


The Automatic Glycerine burner, adopted by the depart- 
ment in 1879, still continues to give good satisfaction; a 
large number of these burners have been thoroughly cleaned 
and put in order during the past vear, and are now in as 
good condition as when first applied. 


GAS—LANTERNS. 


The lanterns used for the public lamps are made of copper, 
tinned on both sides, and are so constructed that the names 
and numbers of streets may be placed inthem. This method 
of placing street signs and numbers has been of great advan- 
tage to the public; but the introduction of the electric light 
has caused the removal of a very large number of the lan- 
terns in which they had been placed, and a great deal of 
trouble and annoyance has been caused by their displace- 
ment. It is the business of the Street Department to pro- 
vide street signs, and it is to be hoped that during the 
prese 1t year some means will be adopted to provide against 
the present inconvenience to the public, which has been 
caused by their removal from the street lamps. 


O1rLt—LAMpPs. 


The petroleum oil (115 fire-test) used in the public lamps 
where gas carnot be obtained is purchased of the refiner at 
the lowest market rates, an has fluctuated in price, during 
the past year, from ‘6 cents to 7 cents per gallon. The 
present price is 7 ‘cents per gallon. 
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The fonts from which it is burned are adapted to the city 
use; the “Fireside” B burner is also used. The entire cost 
of maintaining these lamps during the past year has not ex- 
ceeded $14.10 each. 


LAarGE Gas—LAmps. 


The large three-cluster “Bray” lanterns adopted and in- 
troduced by the Committee on Lamps, four years ago, for 
the purpose of lighting squares, prominent places, and 
thoroughfares, are still continued in use, and, as a rule, 
wherever set up have given fair satisfaction. These lanterns 
are purchased of the manufacturer at a cost of $41 each, 
complete. Although used as a substitute for the electric 
light in places where the electric cannot be procured, they 
are, all things considered, more expensive, and, as it does not 
seem proper that a larger amount of money should be paid 
for a smaller quantity of light, it appears to me that it would 
not be advisable to increase the number of these lamps ex- 
cept in cases of absolute necessity, where the public con- 
venience and safety require a larger volume of light than is 
furnished by the ordinary street lamp. At present there are 
64 of these lamps in use in the streets, squares, and public 
parks, distributed as follows, and a table showing the cost of 
the same is also presented : —

The gas-lamps are lighted by the use of the (Bartlett) 
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Patent torch, the city having purchased the right to manu- 
facture and use the same. 


LAMPLIGHTERS’ DUTIEs. 


The Jamplighters are required to light and extinguish the 
lamps in their charge promptly at the time designated on the 
time-card, one hour only being allowed for each; to keep 
the lanterns clean, and in order to do so are required to clean 
them at least twice cach week, on Tuesdays and Saturdays, 
and oftener should it be necessary; to report at this office 
every defect in either lanterns or fixtures ator before 9 A.M. ; 
to keep the stopeocks clean and properly oiled, the burners 
in order, and the pipes clear from water or frost. Gas-leaks 
are to be reported at this office and at the office of the gas 
company when discovered, and a written statement is also. 
required on each Monday morning of the work performed 
the previous week. Any neglect in the care of lanterns or 
fixtures is considered sufficient cause for immediate dismissal. 

All men employed to light the lamps are furnished with 
the necessary ladders, torches, cans, hooks, ete., by the city. 

The men who are employed to light and care for the oil- 
lamps find it necessary to devote ‘about all their time to 
properly perform the work for which they are employed; 
and in many cases are obliged to employ assistance, and keep 
a horse and wagon at their own expense. 

On September 27, 1886, the following order was passed 
by the Board of Aldermen : — 


Ordered, That the Superintendent of Lamps be and he hereby is author- 
ized to contract with any responsible electric lighting company or com- 
panies, for furnishing the city with electric lights for public street 
lighting, for a period of not exceeding three years from the date of 
contr act ; the expense thereof to be charged to the appropriation for the 
Lamp Depar tment ; 


and, under the authority of and according to the provisions 
of this order, contracts have been made with the Brush Elec- 
tric Lighting Co., of Boston, the Citizens’ Electric Light 
Co., the Merchants’ Electric Light and Power Co., and the 
Charlestown Gas Co., for a period of three years from the 
date of said contract, viz., January 7, 1887. 


The following is a copy of the contract as made with those 
companies : — 


This agreement, made this day of 
A.D. 1887, by and between the 
Electric Lighting Company, a corporation established by law, having a 
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usual place of business in Boston, Massachusetts, of the first part, and 
the City of Boston, of the second part: 
Witnesseth: 

That-the said Electric Lighting Company 
agrees to furnish electric lights, of not less than two thousand candle- 
power each, according to the French standard of measurement, and to 
the satisfaction and accept ince of the Superintendent of Lamps of said 
city, in such numbers, and such places in the streets, lanes, parks, or 
other public places in said city, as the Board of Aldermen of said city 
shall from time to time direct, and keep the same lighted to the satisfac- 
tion of said Superintendent, from sunset to sunrise of each and every 
night during the continuance of this contract, or during such hours of the 
night as the said Superintendent of Lamps may direct. 

“And said company further agrees to idemnify and save harmless said 
City of Boston from and against all claims and demands for damages, 
costs, expenses, or compensation for or on account of the erection, main- 
tenance, or use of any of said lights, or of the wires or apparatus con- 
nected therewith ; and also neainst any and all claims by reason of any 
infringement of any patent right j in the use of said lights, or the apparatus 
or machinery connected therewith. 

The said City of Boston agrees to pry for said lights, furnished and 
lighted -as aforesaid, to the satisfrction of said Superintendent, at the 

rate of sixty-five cents per light for each and every whole night the same 
are lighted; and at the same rate per hour of lighting, w here, by order 
of said Superintendent of Lamps, such lights are lighted for a portion of 
the night only, and to make payment thereof monthly. 

It is also understood and agreed that, in case of the failure or neglect 
of said Company to furnish and keep lighted said lights, or any of the m, 
as above agreed, there shall be fon feited and deducted from the sums to 
be paid by” the City of Boston under this contract, an amount for each 
lamp or light so omitted to be lighted, equal to double the rate to be 
paid for lighting the same under this contract, as above provided. 

This contract shall be and continue in force for three years from and 
after the day of 1887. 

It is also understood and agreed that, in case of any alteration of this 
contract, so much thereof as is not necessarily affe cted by the change, 
shall remain in force upon all the parties hereto, and no payment for any 
work done under any alteration shall be made until the completion of 
the whole contract; and the adjustment and payment of the bill then 
rendered for such work shall release and discharge the city from any 
and all claims or liability on account of any work performed under this 
contract, or any alteration thereof.

The increase in the expenses of this department can be 
readily accounted for, when it is remembered that the very 
rapid growth and development of the outlying and suburban 
districts have required the erection and maintenance of an 
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unusually large number of new lamps in those districts, and 
the extension of gas mains, and the consequent substitution 
of gas for coal-oil, have added largely to the expenditures 
for that purpose; while the demands for the extension of 
electric lighting have been so numerous and persistent that it 
was found necessary to grant the prayers of petitioners when 
found worthy of favorable consideration. 

It will also be remembered that, for two years previous to 
the present municipal year, an earnest effort was made to in- 
crease the compensation of the lamplighters, and the question 
having been informlly considered by the City Council, and 
an increased appropriation made so that the desired increase 


might be granted by the Superintendent, the wishes of the 


City Council were complied with, and this increase has added 
very much to the expenditures of this department. 3

To the Honorable Board of Aldermen - — 


GENTLEMEN, — In accordance with your request of Feb- 
ruary 6, I transmit herewith copies of all communications 
prior to that date between the Civil Service Commissioners, 
Mr. Perkins, Superintendent of Sewers, and the Executive 
Department, relative to alleged violation of civil service rules 
by said superintendent. I received another letter from the 
commissioners on Friday last, not covered by your request, 
which has been referred to the Corporation Counsel.

Sir, —I beg leave to call your attention to a persistent 
violation of the civil service law and rules by the Superin- 
tendent of Sewers, Mr. Seth Perkius. 
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In December last it was brought to the knowledge of the 
Civil Service Commissioners that there were borne upon the 
pay-roll of the Sewer Department, under the name of 
* aids,” twelve men who had not been certified by the Civil 
Service Commissioners for employment upon requisition by 
the appointing officer, as required by law. The commis- 
sioners inquired of Mr. Perkins, on December 28 last, what 
was the nature of the work done by these men, and, from 
information communicated by him in an interview given 
him January 4, inst., at his request, they ascertained that 
the men were laborers within the meaning of the civil ser- 
vice rules, and that their positions were therefore included 
in the classified service. Consequently they could not be 
employed by the Sewer Department except upon due cer- 
tification by the commissioners. Mr. Perkins was at once 
personally notified by the undersigned of the decision of the 
commissioners that the. twelve men referred to were not 
legally employed, and could not be retained in the service 
of the department. 

Upon the same day the commissioners examined their reg- 
ister of laborers and discovered that it bore no names of 
men competent to perform the duties specified by Mr. Per- 
kins as appertaining to the position which he calls “aid. 

Under ordinary circumstances 1t would be the practice of 
the commissioners to open registration for the class of labor- 
ers required, and to announce that fact in the daily news- 
papers. But such a course would necessarily involve a delay 
of several days in replacing the men Mr. Perkins had been 

‘alled upon to discharge, and, judging from the assurances 
of Mr. Perkins of the value ae their services, would in some 
measure interfere with the progress of the work upon which 
they were engaged. The commissioners fully recognized 
that the responsibility for such delay would not rest upon 
them, who were only fulfilling their duty of enforcing the 
law, but. on the contrary, would rest upon the Superintend- 
ent of Sewers, whose illegal action had been the cause of his 
loss of a part of his workmen. But they were unwilling 
that the interests of the city should suffer, even in so limited 
a degree, if in any lawful way that could be avoided. ‘They 
therefore availed themselves of the discretion conferred upon 
them by Clause 4 of Civil Service Rule No. 30, and cer- 
tified to the Superintendent of Sewers that they were unable 
to furnish men to take the place of the “aids ” illegally em- 
ployed, and informed him that he might send the latter to 
the office of the commissioners for registration, after which 
they would be duly certified for employment upon requisi- 
tion by him. 
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Since that date five of said “aids” have presented them- 
selves and have been legally registered. No requisition, 
however, has been received by the commissioners. 

An examination of the pay-roll of the 19th inst. of the 
Sewer Department discloses the fact that ten of the original 
twelve “aids ” are still employed, all of whom are illegally 
retained at work by the Superintendent of Sewers, notwith- 
standing the instruction given him by the commissioners of - 
his duty in this matter. 

It is to this continued violation of law that I invite your 
attention, and I respectfully request that you will, as execu- 
tive head of the city, take such steps as will obviate the 
necessity onthe part of the commissioners of having recourse 
to the courts for a remedy.

Dear Str, —In reply to the communication of the Civil 
Service Commissioners to yourself, dated Jan. 25, 1888, and 
referred to me for reply, I have to say : — 

That I have not persistently or occasionally violated the 
civil service law or rules. 

It is true that I have appointed a certain number of men 
as “aids,” but not before a careful scrutiny of the civil 
service law, and the rules adopted by the commission had 
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led me to the belief that the duties which they were expected 
to perform were not comprehended in any classification of 
the men over whom the commission claimed jurisdiction. 

I did inform the commission, in reply to their communica- 
tion of the 24th ult., of the nature of the work done by 
these men, but how the commission “ascertained that the 
men were laborers,” Iam at loss to understand. 

I was personally notified by the commissioners that the 
men referred to were not legally employed, and with a dis- 
tinct understanding that I established no precedent, or in 
any way changed my opinion as to my rights in the matter, I 
so far conceded to the demands of the commission as to dis- 
charge such men as had completed their duties at that time, 
and the remainder as the work upon which they were en- 
gaged was completed, reserving five wbom I sent up to the 
commission for registration; so that at the present time 
there are no such men in the employ of the department. 

I am surprised that, as the commission claimed that the 
men referred to were laborers, they discovered that their 
register of laborers “bore no names of men competent to 
perform the duties specified.” If their classification of these 
men is correct, surely, out of the long list of laborers borne 
on their rolls, at least one should be found competent to act 
as “aid.” 

If I was called upon to’summarily discharge these twelve 
men, I most positively assert, as I did to the commissioners, 
that such action would seriously interfere not only with the 
progress of the work upon which they were engaged, but 
also with other work in the department which depended upon 
the intelligent and faithful discharge of the duties entailed 
upon them. 

The responsibility for the delay and expense consequent 
upon such action might have fallen either upon myself or the 
commission; but as it has not fallen upon either, it strikes 
me that it is of no immediate consequence where it might 
have rested ; but that I have been guilty of any illegal action 
I most emphatically deny. 

I did, at the request of the commissioners, send such of 
these men as were necessary to the successful completion of 
the work to the office of the commissioners for registration, 
but through a mere accidental oversight, did not send to the 
commissioners a requisition for these men, supposing that 
their registration was, under the circumstances, all that the 
commissioners required for their further employment. It is 
true that the pay-rolls of the department of the 19th inst. did 
contain the names of ten of the twelve men originally em- 
ployed as aids, but they were not then in the employ of the 
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department, and their names appeared on the rolls simply 
because they had not at that time drawn their pay for work 
previously performed. 

This in reply to the communication of the commissioners. 
Now a word in explanation of my position, which I believe 
needs neither justification nor defence. 

When I entered upon the duties of my office, one of my 
first acts was to apply to the Civil Service Commissioners for 
a list of the men upon their lists employed in this depart- 
ment, in order that I might place the department upona civil 
service basis. This list I was unable to obtain. Without it 
my endeavor has constantly been to live up to the letter and 
spirit of the law, and if I have failed it has been due to the 
fact that I have not clearly comprehended a law which has 
not yet ceased to be, to some extent, at least, an experiment. 
~ That I have knowingly or wilfully violated the civil 
service law or rules, I repeat, I emphatically deny. 

Owing to the fact that I had a large amount of engineering 
work on hand, I found I could with economy to the city and 
benefit to the department employ a class of men compctent 

to do work which would properly come under the duties of 
either engineers or inspectors. 

These men I picked up as bright, educated men, and em- 
ployed them to assist engineers in giving lines and grades, 
taking measurements by rod, gauge, or aS keeping uccu- 
rate records of the same, driving stakes, or1 sading engineers’ 
marks. Ordinary laborers could not perform this work, and 
engineers and inspectors could be otherwise employed with 
advantage and economy to the department and the city. 

I found, after a careful examination of the law and rules 
governing the Civil Service Commission, no classification 
which comprehended the class of service which these men 
would be called upon to perform. I therefore made the 
appointments without the intervention of the Civil Service 
Commission, and it was not until I received the communica- 
tion to which this is a reply, that [had any idea that anybody 
supposed that I was either intending or attempting any 
evasion or violation of the law. 

I still maintain, that if I find it necessary to the successful 
and economical administration of my department to employ 
a class of skilled labor, not comprehended in any classifica- 
tion of the civil service, I have, under the law, the right to 
employ such labor rather than to permit expense and delay 
and consequent costly interruption to the work.

ORDER 


CONCERNING 


THE REDUCTION OF THE LIMIT OF 
INDEBETDNESS. 


In CoMMON Councin, Feb. 23, 1888. 

Ordered, That a special committee of five members of 
the Common Council, and as many of the Board of Aldermen 
as may join, appear before the Legislature and request and 
advocate the repeal of section two (2), chapter 178, Statutes 
of 1885, relating to the reduction of the limit of indebted- 
ness to two per cent. — for the reason : 

That it is apparent to the City Council that the city of 
Boston cannot be governed without serious detriment to the 
welfare of the city, as well as loss to the taxpayers, under 
the joint operation of the $9 tax limit and 2 per cent. loan 
limit. 

Almost every department of the City Government under 
the control of the Mayor and City Council is at present 
without the necessary funds required for its prompt adminis- 
tration, and only by continual transfers (a most unbusiness- 
like proceeding) is it possible to manage affairs for the time 
being; and this is notwithstanding the most economical 
management possible. An instance of economy is last year’s 
appropriation of $750,000 for the Paving Department to 
take care of about 120 miles of streets, when, in a single 
year before the annexations, the sum of $1,200,000 was 
appropriated for the Paving Department to take care of about 
forty miles of streets. 

The consequence of insufficient appropriations has been a 
very unsatisfactory condition of the streets, and either 
an imperfect drainage, or none at all, in spite of having

an efficient set of men in charge of the departments. 
Consequent upon this the death-rate has increased for the 
last years from year to year, so that our city, which has 
been known for years as having the cleanest streets of any 
city in the country, and a very “low death-rate, has now the 
reputation of having the dirtiest streets of any city in the 
country, and excepting New York, the highest death-rate. 

A progressive city requires improvements, and they must 
be made continuously, and it is a well-settled principle in 
city governments that the generation which derives the most 
benefit from these improvements is, on account of increased 
valuations, the best able to pay for the same. Hence, 
judicious long-time loans. 

Boston and New York are able to borrow money on a 
fifty-year loan at par at 3%. New York’s net indebtedness 
is 51% of its assessed valuation, Brooklyn’s is 7%, Phila- 
delphia’s 5%, St. Louis’ 8%, Chicago’s 54%, Baltimore’s 
8%, Cincinnati’s 15%. Now, taking into consideration that 
our tax-rate is less than one-half of the average of the cities 
mentioned, and that the topographical position of our city 
exacts larger expenditures for similar improvement than 
any of the cities named, it ought to be plain that the city of 
Boston cannot live on a $9 per thousand tax-limit, and its 
borrowing capacity curtailed to 2%, without the members of 
the City Council violate their obligations for want of means 
to live up to them.

OPINION 


OF 


CORPORATION COUNSEL 


ON THE 


MATTER OF CLAIMS AND AUTHORITY 
TO SETTLE THE SAME. 


CORPORATION COUNSEL'S OFFICE, 
Boston, Feb. 23, 1888. 


To the Honorable the Oity Council :— 


At your request I have considered the following questions, 
and return them with my answers severally subjoined : — 

1. “What is the full intent and meaning of the words 
‘claim’ and ‘act or neglect,’ as used in the fifth line of 
Section 1 of Chapter 2 of the Ordinances of 1886; and to 
what extent, if any, does a ‘contract’ come within the mean- 
ing of the word ‘act’ as used in said ordinance ? ” 

Answer. — The word ‘ claim’ is to be taken in its ordinary 
and familiar sense. It has no technical or hidden meaning. 
It is defined to be a demand as of right. It is limited, how- 
ever, by the clause “ari sing from the act or neglect of any 
department.” The words “act or neglect” mean something 
wrongfully done or omitted ;—a tort rather than a breach 
of contract. An ordinance cannot be construed by definition 
of detached words. Such a process is too narrow to give 
any valuable result. Its scope and purpose must be eathered 
from a consideration of all its parts. I do not think this 
ordinance was intended to provide for the settlement of claims

arising out of contracts. Ordinarily provision is made for 
the settlement of such claims by the terms of the contract 
itself, or in the powers of officers in charge of a department 
derived from statutes, ordinances, or orders, and, in the 
course of administration, of the business of such depart- 
ment. 

2. “What authority has a department of the city to settle 
a claim arising from the act or neglect of such department, 
if the settlement cannot be effected for the sum of $500 or 
less?” | 

Answer. — Referring to the above distinction between a 
claim on account of a tortious act and one arising out of 
contract, I answer, none. 

3. “What authority has a department of the city to settle. 
a claim not arising from the act or neglect of such depart- 
ment?” 

Answer. — That depends upon the powers delegated to 
the department in which the case arises. ‘To some depart- 
ments all the powers of the City Council have been given. 

4, “What bills, claims, and demands, if any, can a de- 
partment settle? ” 

Answer. — Such as arise in the course of the business of 
the department. 

5. “What authority has a department to settle a claim 
arising from a breach of contract as distinguished from a 
claim, demand, or bill for labor, materials, or supplies fur- 
nished such depar tment? ” 

Answer. -— That depends upon the terms of the contract, 
and, as I have said in answer to the third question, upon the 
powers delegated to the department. 

All but the first of these are abstract questions, to which 
only very general answers can be given. Questions and 
answers about matters of law are both apt to mislead unless 
sufficient facts are stated to enable one whose opinion is 
asked to see what the questioner is aiming at.
